Judgment, — Demand  for  wro^g^  does  not  prevent  reen^ery  where  answer 
was  interposed. — Action y  when  equitable^  and  in  nature  of 
creditoi'^s  bill. — Trial,  findings  and  judgment 

in  such  actions. 

Under  the  present  syfitcm  of  practice  a  plaintiff  is  not  to  be  turned 
out  of  court,  when  an  answer  has  been  interposed,  becaose  be  has 
prayed  for  too  much,  or  too  little,  or  for  wrong  relief;  but  he  can 
have  any  relief  consistent  with  the  case  made  by  the  complaint  and 
emb'aced  within  the  issues.  [',  *] 

The  complaint  in  an  action  alleged  that  D.,  a  defendant,  was,  in  April, 
1872.  indebted  to  the  defendant  C.  in  the  sum  of  $500 ;  to  one  F.  in 
the  sum  of  $300,  and  to  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $500,  which  were 
all  the  debts  he  then  owed ;  that  at  that  time  be  execnted  to  and 
delivered  to  0.  a  mortgage  for  $3,100  on  his  personal  property, 
-which  was  worth  at  least  $3,500;  that  this  security,  by  renewals  or 
new  mortgages,  was  kept  fn  force  until  October  10,  1878,  when  C. 
foreclosed  the  last  mortgage,  although  there  was  then  nothing  due 
thereon,  and  converted  the  proceeds  of  the  property  to  his  own  use; 
that  ail  the  mortgages  were  made  and  kept  in  force  for  the  purpose 
of  hindering,  delaying  and  defrauding  the  plaintiff  and  other  credi- 
tors of  D. ;  that  on  October  10,  1878,  the  plaintiff  recovered  judg- 
ment on  his  claim,  and  thereafter  an  execution  was  issued,  and  re- 
turned unsatisfied,  and  prayed  judgment  against  the  defendants,  that 
they  and  each  of  them  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  judg- 
ment against  D.  Held^  that  the  complaint  contained  all  the  allegations 
requisite  for  what  is  commonly  known  as  a  creditor's  bill ;[' j  also  Held^ 
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that  there  could  be  no  reasonabl  ojection  to  tlie  judgment  prayed 
for  ;[*,  *]  the  only  relief  the  plHintiff  needed  being  that  C.  should  pay 
him  out  of  the  money  received  by  him  out  of  the  debtor's  property, 
or  to  the  extent  of  the  value  of  the  property  taken  and  converted  by 
him.  [']  A  judgment  in  the  plaintiff^a  favor  for  the  precise  sum  of 
money  claimed  was,  under  all  the  circumstances,  the  proper  judg 
ment.[']  Mdd^  further,  that  the  form  of  the  judgment  does  not 
stamp  this  as  a  legal,  rather  than  an  equitable  action.  [*] 

Where,  in  such  a  case,  there  was  evidence  that  the  property  converted 
was,  wheu  first  mortgaged — six  years  before — worth  the  sum  of 
$3,000,  but  no  evidence  as  to  its  value  when  converted,  the  court 
was  justified  in  finding  that  when  converted  it  was  worth  at  least 
the  amount  of  plaintiff's  claim,  $7«S4.18.  [*] 

Where  an  action,  in  the  nature  of  a  creditor's  bill,  was  tried  by  a 
judge  just  as  equitable  actions  are  required  to  be  tried, — Held,  that 
it  mattered  not  that  the  cause  was  noticed  for  trial  at  a  jury  term.[^] 

Where  an  execution  was  returned  on  the  day  the  complaint  was  sworn 
to,  and  the  summons  dated,  the  court  is  justified  holding  that  it  was 
returned  before  the  commencement  of  the  action,  in  the  absence  of 
proof  as  to  when  the  action  was  commenced.  ['] 

(Decided  November  21,  1882.) 

Appeal  from  judgment  of  general  term,  reversing 
judgment  of  special  term* 

The  facts  are  fully  stated  in  the  opinion.

Earl,  J. — ^The  complaint  in  this  action  alleges  that, 
in  and  prior  to  April,  1872,  the  defendant,  Doyle,  was 
indebted  to  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $500,  to  the 
defendant  Curley,  in  the  sum  of  $500,  and  to  one 
Fitzsimmons,  in  the  sum  of  $300,  and  that  these  were 
all  the  debts  that  he  owed ;  that  in  April,  1872,  he, 
Doyle,  owned  a  large  amount  of  personal  property, 
worth  at  least  $3,600,  and  at  that  time  gave  the  defend- 
ant Curley  a  mortgage  thereon  for  the  nominal  amount 
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of  $3,100,  and  that  that  security,  by  renewals  or  new 
mortgages,  each  year  executed,  was  kept  in  force  until 
October  10,  1878,  when  the  defendant  Curley  foreclosed 
the  last  mortgage,  although  there  was  nothing  actually 
due  thereon,  and  converted  the  proceeds  of  the  prop- 
erty to  his  own  use  ;  that  all  the  mortgages  were  made 
and  kept  in  force  for  the  purpose  of  hindering,  delay- 
ing and  defrauding  the  plaintiff  and  the  other  creditors 
of  Doyle ;  that  on  October  10,  1878,  the  plaintiff  recov- 
ered judgment  upon  his  demand  against  Doyle  for 
upwards  of  $700,  and  that  an  execution  upon  the 
judgment  was  issued  and  returned  unsatisfied  ;  and  the 
plaintiff  prayed  judgment  against  the  defendants,  that 
they  and  each  of  them  be  compelled  to  pay  him  the 
aforesaid  sum  of  $734.18,  with  interest,  besides  costs. 

The  defendant  Curley,  in  his  answer,  admitted  the 
giving  of  the  mortgage  referred  to  in  the  complaint, 
and  the  foreclosure  of  the  last  mortgage,  and  denied 
the  other  allegations  contained  in  the  complaint.  The 
defendant  Doyle  suffered  default. 

The  cause  was  noticed  for  trial  for  "a  jury  or  trial 
term,"  as  stated  in  the  printed  case,  and  a  trial  by  jury 
having  been  waived,  it  was  tried  before  a  judge  with- 
out a  jury. 

Upon  the  trial,  the  plaintiff  gave  evidence  tending 
to  prove  all  the  allegations  contained  in  the  complaint, 
his  only  witness  being  Doyle,  and  the  defendant  Cur- 
ley, as  a  witness  in  his  own  behalf,  gave  evidence 
tending  to  show  that  the  mortgages  were  given  in  good 
faith,  to  secure  an  indebtedness  actually  due  him. 

The  trial  judge  found  all  the  allegations  of  fact 
contained  in  the  complaint  to  be  substantially  true. 
Among  his  findings  of  fact,  was  one  "  that  said  chattel 
mortgages  were  made  by  said  Doyle,  and  received  by 
said  Curley,  with  intent  to  hinder,  delay  and  defraud 
this  plaintiff  and  said  Fitzsimmons  of  their  lawful 
suits,  damages,  debts  and  demands,"  and  he  found 
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as  conclusions  of  law,  that  the  mortgages  were  fraud- 
ulent and  void  as  against  the  plaintiff,  and  were  made 
with  the  intent  to  hinder,  delay  and  defraud  him,  and 
that  they  did  hinder,  delay  and  defraud  him  in  the 
collection  of  his  claim,  and  that,  by  reason  thereof,  he 
suffered  damages  to  the  amoant  of  his  judgment ;  that 
the  defendant  Curley,  was  liable  jointly  with  Doyle, 
for  the  amount  of  plaintiff's  damages,  and  he  directed 
that  judgment  be  entered  in  favor  of  plaintiff  and 
against  the  defendants,  for  the  amount  of  the  judg- 
ment, with  interest  and  costs. 

The  defendant,  Curley,  filed  exceptions  to  the 
findings  of  the  judge,  and  his  refusal  to  find  as 
requested,  and  appealed  from  the  judgment  entered 
in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  to  the  general  term,  and 
there  the  judgment  was  reversed  and  a  new  trial 
granted  for  errors  of  law.  It  appears,  from  the  opin- 
ion pronounced  at  general  term,  that  the  action  was 
there  treated  not  as  a  creditor's  bill,  but  as  an  action  at 
law  to  recover  damages  for  the  fraud  alleged,  and  the 
conclusion  reached  was  that  such  an  action  could  not 
be  sustained,  and  the  decision  of  the  general  term  was 
sought  by  Curley' s  counsel  to  be  sustained  in  his  argu- 
ment before  us  upon  the  same  ground. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  learned  general  term  fell 
into  error.      The  complaint  contains  all  the  alle- 
[*]    gations  requisite  for  what  is  commonly  called  a 
creditor's  bill,  to  wit,  that  the  plaintiff  was  a  cred- 
itor of  Doyle,  having  a  judgment  and  execution  returned 
unsatisfied,    that    the    mortgages    were  executed   by 
Doyle  with  the  intent  to  hinder,  delay  and  defraud 
his  creditors,  and  that  Curley  had  converted  the  mort- 
gaged property  by  a  sale,  and  had  taken  the  proceeds 
to  his  use.      The  facts  alleged  show  that  the  mort- 
gages were  void  as  to  the  plaintiff,  and  the  only 
[■j    relief  the  plaintiff  needed  was  that  Curley  should 
pay    him    out  of    the   money  received    by    him 
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from  the  debtor's  property,  or  to  the  extent  of  the 
Talue  of  such  property  taken  and  converted  by  him. 
Hence  there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  the  judg- 
ment prayed  for.  Even  if  the  prayer  for  judgment 
[']  was  defective  for  equitable  relief,  an  answer  having 
been  interposed,  the  plaintiff  could  have  any  relief 
*^  consistent  with  the  case  made  by  the  complaint,  and 
embraced  within  the  issues''     (Cfaefe,  §  1207).* 

Under  our  present  system  of  practice  a  plaintiff 
p]    is  not  to  be  turned  out  of  court  when  an  answer 
has  been  interposed,  because  h^  has  prayed  for 
too  much  or  too  little,  or  for  wrong  relief. 

It  matters  not  that  the  cause  was  noticed  for 

[*]    trial  at  a  jury  term.    It  does  not  appear  that  either 

party  claimed  that  the  action  was  a  legal  action, 

triable  by  a  jury.      It  was,  in  fact,  tried  by  the  judge, 

just  as  equitable  actions  are  required  to  be  tried. 

No  claim  was  made  upon  the  trial  that  this  was  not  an 
equitable  action.    The  judge  found  all  the  facts  requi- 
site to  sustain  a  creditor's  bill.  It  is  said  that  there  was 
no  proof  that  the  execution  was  returned  before  the 
commencement  of  the  action.    But  it  does  not  appear 
when  the  action  was  commenced.    The  summons  is 
dated  October  12,  1878,  and  the  complaint  was 
["]    sworn  to  on  the  same  day,  and  alleges  that  the  ex- 
ecution had  been  issued  and  returned  unsatisfied. 
It  was  proved  that  the  execution  was  returned  iii  the 
usual  form  unsatisfied  on  October  12,  1878,  and  the 
judge  found  that  it  was  returned  before  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action.     There  was  no  claim  at  the  trial 
that  the  execution  was  returned  after  the  commence- 
ment of  the  action,  and  we  think  the  finding  that  it 
was  returned  before  was  justified.     There  was  proof 
[']    sufficient  to  justify  a  finding  that  the  property 
taken  by  Curley  was  worth  much  more  than  the

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plaintiff's  judgment.  At  the  time  the  first  mortgage 
was  given  in  1872,  the  property  mortgaged  was  worth 
upwards  of  $3,000.  No  other  proof  as  to  its  value  Was 
given.  There  was  no  claim  upon  the  trial,  and  no  re- 
quest to  find  that  it  was  not  worth  at  least  the  amount 
of  plaintiff's  claim,  and  in  the  absence  of  other  proof 
the  judge  was  justified  in  finding,  as  we  must  as- 
sume he  did,  that  it  was  worth,  when  taken  ai^d  con- 
verted by  Curley,  at  least  that  sum.  It  cannot  be 
alleged  for  legal  error  that  the  judge  based  his  decision 
upon  the  evidence  of  Doyle,  which  was  in  direct  con- 
flict with  that  of  Curley.  That  conflict  raised  a  ques- 
tion of  credibility  which  was  to  be  settled  by  the  trial 
judge. 

There  can  be  no  valid  objection  to  the  form  of  the 

judgment  ordered.  Curley  did  not  ask  that  any 
[•]    other  judgment  should  be  given  to  the  plaintiff. 

He  did  not  claim  that  any  accounting  should  be 
ordered  between  him  and  Doyle,  or  as  to  the  proceeds 

of  the  property  sold  by  him.  He  gave  all  the 
[•]    proof    he    desired  to,  to  defeat  plaintiff's  action. 

Under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  this  judgment 
for  the  recovery  of  the  precise  sum  of  money  claimed, 
was  the  proper  judgment,  and  the  form  of  the  judg- 
ment does  not  stamp  this  as  a  legal  rather  than  an 
equitable  action.  A  court  of  equity  adapts  its  relief  to 
the  exigencies  of  the  case  in  hand.  It  may  restrain  or 
compel  the  defendant;  it  may  appoint  a  receiver  or 
order  an  accounting ;  may  compel  specific  performance 
or  order  the  delivery  to  the  plaintiff  of  specific  real  or 
personal  property,  or  it  may  order  a  sum  of  money  to 
be  paid  to  the  plaintiff,  and  give  him  a  personal  judg- 
ment therefor.  Here  no  accounting  was  needed. 
Even  if  something  was  honestly  due  from  Doyle  to 
Curley,  on  account  of  the  fraud,  Curley  could  not  re^ 
tain  the  property,  or  use  its  proceeds  against  a  pursu- 
ing creditor  to  pay  his  debt.    The  transaction  between 
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him  and  Doyle  was,  as  to  the  plaintiflf,  void,  and  he 
coald  take  no  benefit  from  it.  The  plaintiflf  was  the 
vigilant  debtor,  and  had  priority  over  other  creditors, 
if  there  were  any.  But  there  appears  to  have  been  but 
one  other  creditor  of  Doyle,  and  that  one  Fitzsimmons, 
and  his  claim  was  apparently  barred  by  the  statute  of 
limitations.  Besides,  the  property  was  sufficent  to  pay 
the  plaintiff,  Fitzsimmons,  and  Cnrley.  Under  such 
circumstances,  all  the  relief  that  plaintiff  needed  was 
to  compel  Curley  to  pay  him.  There  was  no  property 
to  be  sold.  He  had  converted  it,  ^nd  had  the  proceeds. 
No  receiver  was  needed,  and  there  were  no  accounts  to 
be  taken  or  stated.  The  judgment  ordered  was  there- 
fore proper.  The  order  of  the  general  term  should  be 
reversed,  and  the  judgment  of  the  trial  term  affirmed, 
with  costs.

Held,  that  the  com- 
plaint should  amend  so  as  to  state  a  cause  of  action  in  one  form, 
either  on  quantum  meruit  or  a  promise  to  pay.

It  stated  ''  that  said 
services  and  materials  were  reasonably  worth  the  sum 
of  $1,523.85,  and  defendants  promised  and  agreed  to 
pay  therefor  the  sum  of  $1,523.85."  For  a  second  cause 
of  action,  the  complaint  alleged,  "  that  on  or  about  the 
25th  day  of  November,  1879,  the  defendants  were  in- 
debted to  Henry  J.  Dorr,  upon  a  contract,  in  the  sum 
of  $80,  which  said  sum  the  defendants  promised  and 
agreed  to  pay,"  and  then  set  up  the  assignment  of  that 
claim  to  the  plaintiff.

Where  in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  money  only,  tbo  complaint  set 
forth  separately  twenty-three  causes  of  action,  upon  each  of  wiiich  an 
issue  of  fact  was  joined  by  tiie  answer,  and  upon  the  trial  evidence 
was  given  tending  to  establish  thirteen  of  the  alleged  causes  of  ac- 
tion, and  a  verdict  was  found  on  two  of  them  in  favor  of  plaintiff, 
and  there  was  no  certificate  that  the  substantial  cause  of  action  was 
the  same  in  each  case, — HMy  that  each  party  was  entitled  to  costs 
against  the  adverse  party.

Merwin,  J. — This  was  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
money  only.  The  complaint  sets  forth,  separately, 
twenty-three  causes  of  action,  upon  each  of  which  an 
issue  of  fact  was  joined  by  the  answer.  The  action  is 
for  penalties  under  chapter  518  of  Laws  of  1864,  as 
amended  by  chapter  237  of  Laws  of  1878.     Upon  the 
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trial  evidence  was  given  tending  to  establish  thirteen  of 
the  alleged  canses  of  action.  The  verdict  was  *'  for  the 
plaintiflE  for  two  counts  at  $50  each,  amounting  to  $100." 

By  section  3234  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  it  is 
provided  that  in  an  action,  specified  in  section  3228, 
wherein  the  complaint  sets  forth  separately  two  or  more 
causes  of  action  upon  which  issues  of  fact  are  joined, 
if  the  plain tilBf  recovers  upon  one  or  more  of  the  issues, 
and  the  defendant  upon  the  other  or  others,  each  party 
is  entitled  to  costs  against  the  adverse  party,  unless  it 
is  certified  that  the  substantial  cause  of  action  was  the 
same  upon  each  issue ;  in  which  case  the  plaintiff  only 
is  entitled  to  costs.  There  is  no  certificate  bringing 
this  case  within  the  exception  in  the  last  clause,  there 
is  no  question  but  that  the  action  is  specified  in  section 
3228.  But  the  point  is  made  by  the  counsel  for 
plaintiff  that  the  failure  of  plaintiff  to  recover  on  all 
the  counts,  is  not  equivalent  to  a  recovery  by  defendant, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  section.  Upon  all  the  counts 
but  two,  the  defendant  was  certainly  successful.  The 
verdict,  however,  was  not  in  terms  in  his  favor  on  those 
counts,  but  it  was  so  in  effect,  and  would  be  a  bar  to 
any  further  prosecution  of  defendant  on  those  counts. 
(Guenther  v.  People,  24  JHf.  T.  100,  101.)  If  so,  he,  to 
all  intents  and  purposes,  recovered  on  the  issues  made 
as  to  those  counts.  I  cannot,  as  it  seems  to  me,  reason- 
ably hold  any  other  way.  The  effect  of  such  a  holding 
may  operate  as  a  hardship  in  this  and  other  similar 
cases.  It  may  be  that  there  was  no  occasion  for  such 
a  provision,  in  view  of  the  opportunity  that  a  defendant 
has  to  protecr  himself  by  an  offer  of  judgment:  These 
considerations  are  for  the  legislature,  not  for  this  court. 

In  the  case  of  Thayer  v.  Holland,  63  How.  179,  cited 
by  plaintiff's  counsel,  the  operation  of  the  section  in 
question  was  not  considered.  In  Hudson  v.  Gutten- 
burg,  9  Abb.  N.  C.  415,  the  defendant  was  allowed 
costs,  although  there  was  no  specific  finding  in  his  favor,

the  plaintiff  having  failed  to  recover  on  one  count.  No 
point  is  made  in  the  present  motion  as  to  the  necessity 
of  a  certificate  under  section  3248. 

In  my  opinion,  the  situation  of  the  defendant  brings 
him  within  the  provision  of  section  3234,  and  he  is  en- 
titled to  recover  costs  against  the  plaintiff,  such  costs 
to  be  taxed  by  the  clerk,  and  offset  against  the  costs  or 
recovery  of  the  plaintiff.

public  highways. 

Where  an  alteraative  writ  of  mandamus  has  been  granted,  the  defend- 
ant may  move  to  quash  or  set  the  same  aside.  Such  a  motion  is  in 
the  nature  of  a  demurrer,  and  should  be  made  before  the  return  to 
the  writ,  unless  the  motion  to  quash  is  based  upon  a  defect  in  sub- 
stance, in  which  case  it  may  be  taken  advantage  of  at  any  time 
before  a  peremptory  mandamus  is  awarded.  Upon  such  a  motioa 
the  moving  party  holds  the  affirmative.  ['] 
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Where,  upon  the  return  of  an  order  to  show  cause  why  a  mandamus 
should  not  issue,  the  defendant's  counsel  objected  that  the  moving  pa- 
pers failed  to  show  any  grounds  for  the  relief  prayed  for,  and  moved 
*^  to  quash  and  dismiss  said  petitions  and  order  to  show  cause,"  and 
the  court  entertained  and  granted  the  motion, — ffel4^  that  no  alter- 
native writ  having  been  granted,  there  was  nothing  to  quash  ;[*] 
that  the  usual  and  proper  course  was  to  proceed  to  a  hearing  of  the 
motion  for  the  writ,  the  moving  party  holding  the  affirmative.  ['] 

On  motions  at  special  term  it  is  not  very  material  which  party  opens 
or  closes,  and  the  general  term  on  appeal  will  only  inquire  into  the 
correctness  of  the  decision  where  the  order  denies  or  grants  the 
motion.  [*] 

Railroads  are,  in  every  essential  quality,  public  highways,  created  for 
public  use,  but  permitted  to  be  owned,  controlled  and  managed  by 
private  persons.  [*,  *,  *,  '*]  All  public  highways  are  subjects 
of  general  State  jurisdiction,  because  their  uses  are  the  conunon 
property  of  the  public.  ["] 

The  State  has  no  power  to  grant  the  right  of  eminent  domain  to  any 
corporation  or  person  for  other  than  a  public  use.  [^] 

The  general  railroad  act,  which'^uthorizes  the  organization  of  corpo- 
rations for  '*the  construction,  maintaining  and  operating"  of  rail- 
roads **for  public  use,"  imposed  upon  them  tlie  duty  ''to furnish 
accommodations  for  all  passengers  and  property,  and  to  transport 
all  persons  and  property  on  payment  of  faro  or  freight."  ["]  These 
duties  are  consigned  to  them  as  public  trusts,  and  the  acceptance  of 
such  trusts  on  the  part  of  a  corporaticm  makes  it  an  agency  of  the 
State  to  perform  public  functions  which  might  otherwise  devolved 
ed  upon  public  officers.  [",  >*] 

While  it  is  not  the  duty  of  the  State  to  be  or  become  a  common  carrier 
upon  the  public  highways  which  it  is  its  duty  to  make  and  main- 
tain, ['^]  it  may  in  some  cases  assume  that  duty,  and  whenever  it 
lawfully  does  so,  the  execution  of  the  duty  may  be  enforced  against 
the  agents  or  officers  upon  whom  the  law  devolves  it.  ['*] 

A  railroad  corporation  is  compellable  by  mandamus  to  exercise  its  duties 
as  a  common  carrier  of  freight  and  passengers.  [^',  '*]  The  power 
80  to  compel  it  rests  (1)  upon  the  ground  that  that  duty  is  a  public 
trust,  which,  having  been  conferred  by  the  State  and  accepted  by 
the  corporation,  maybe  enforced  for  the  public  benefit;  [",  ",  **,  •"] 
(2)  upon  the  contract  between  the  corporation  and  the  State, 
expressed  in  its  cliarter,  or  implied  by  the  acceptance  of  the  fran- 
chise; [*"]  and  (8)  upon  the  ground  that  the  common  right  of  all 
the  people  to  travel  and  carry  upon  every  public  highway  of  the 
State,  hits  been  changed  in  the  special  instance  by  the  legislature 
into  a  corporate  franchise,  to  be  exercised  solely  by  a  corporate 
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body  for  the  public  benefit,  to  the  exclusioa  of  all  other  persons, 
whereby  it  has  become  the  duty  of  the  State  to  see  that  the  fran- 
chise so  put  in  trust  be  faithfully  administered  by  its  trustees. 

The  fact  that  the  State  suffers  no  pecuniary  injury  by  the  neglect, 
misuse  or  abuse  of  any  public  function  vested  by  it  in  any  person, 
Datnral  or  artificial,  for  the  common  good,  is  no  test  of  the  power 
or  duty  of  the  State.  ['*]     In  every  such  case  the  sovereignty  of  the 
State  is  injured.  [*']     While  the  State  may  proceed,  where  a  corpo- 
ration neglects  public  duties,  to  annul  it,  its  only  adequate  remedy 
is  by  mandamus  to  compel  the  performance  of  such  duties.  ['"J     A 
sound  discretion  is  vested  in  its  law  officer  to  decide  whether  the 
exigency  is  such  as  to  call  for  the  use  of  either  remedy,  as  it  is  ulti- 
mately for  the  court  to  decide  whether  the  elected  remedy  should  be 
applied.  [**]    The  fact  that  injured  individuals  may  have  private 
remedies  for  the  damages  they  have  sustained  by  neglect  of  the 
duties,  does  not  preclude  the  State  from  its  remedy  by  mandamus. 
[•*J     If  the  people  have  a  right  to  the  remedy,  the  attorney-general 
is  the  proper  officer  to  set  it  in  effective  operation  on  their  behalf.  [^] 
Chapter  133  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  which  provides  that  railroad  corpo- 
rations shall  have  power  '^to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which 
passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported,"  gives  them  a  discre- 
tion, but  does  not  justify  a  general  or  partial  suspension  of  the  duty 
of  receiving  and  transporting  freight.  ["] 
Railroad  corporations  caunot  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  their  public 
duties  upon  a  controversy  with  their  employees  over  the  cost  or  ex- 
pense of  doing  them.   ['",  '^j     Their  duties  must  be  discharged  at 
whatever  cost,  and  can  not  be  laid  down,  or  abandoned,  or  sus- 
pended without  the  legally  expressed  consent  of  the  State.  [*'] 
On  an  application  of  the  State  for  a  mandamus  requiring  a  railroad 
company  to  resume  its  duties  as  a  common  carrier,  it  appeared  that 
for  about  two  weeks  the  company  failed  and  neglected  to  receive 
from  three-quarters  to  seven-eighths  of  the  goods  offered  for  trans- 
portation from  and  to  the  city  of  New  York,  and  in  many  instances 
refused  to  receive  goods  offered,  and  turned  them  back  and  closed 
their  gates  during  business  hours,  thus  causing  a  stoppage  of  all 
delivery  of  freight,  and  in  some  instances  unusual  terms  were 
sought  to  be  imposed  as  a  condition  of  receiving  goods,  which 
would  increase  the  risks  of  the  owner;  that  the  refusal  to  receive 
goods  did  not  arise  from  any  unwillingness  or  inability  on  the  part 
of  the  shipper  to  pay  charges,  but  was  wholly  the  act  of  the  railroad 
company ;  that  it  was  so  continuous  and  extensive  that  it  seriously 
interfered  with  the  business  operations  of  the  citizens  of  New  York, 
deteriorated  the  value  of  many  commodities,  and  caused  a  diversion 
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of  trade  from  the  city;  that  great  losses  were  caused,  and  large 
quantities  of  perishnble  goods,  by  reason  of  non-delivery,  were  de- 
stroyed, to  the  value  of  many  thousand  dollars,  and  that  a  vast 
amount  of  freight  was  thus  detained  and  refused  carriage.  Held, 
That  these  facts,  being  true  and  unexcused,  showed  a  stro.  g  case  for 
the  interference  of  the  State;  ['*]  that  the  fact  that  certain  em- 
ployees of  the  company,  who  had  been  working  at  the  rate  of  seven- 
teen cents  per  hour,  refused  to  work  unless  twenty  cents  per  liour 
were  paid,  and  their  abandonment  of  the  work,  and  the  inefficiency 
of  the  unskilled  men  afterwards  employed  caused  the  neglect  and 
refusal  complained  of,  is  not  a  sufficient  excuse.  ['"]  Also  Heldy  that 
the  writ  of  mandamus,  in  such  case,  should  require  the  company  to 
resume  the  duties  of  carriers  of  goods  and  passengers — that  is,  to 
receive,  carry  and  deliver  the  same  under  the  existing  rules  and 
regulations ;  that  there  was  no  necessity  to  specify  what  kinds  of 
goods  should  be  first  received  and  carried,  or  whose  goods,  or  to 
take  any  notice  of  the  details  of  the  established  usages  of  the 
companies.  ['*]  Upon  the  return  to  the  writ  all  questions  whether 
what  had  been  done  was  a  sufficient  compliance  with  its  com- 
mands may  properly  arise  and  become  a  subject  of  further  con!>id-

Appeals  from  orders  of  the  special  term,  granting 
motions  to  quash  and  dismiss  the  petitions  and  orders 
to  show  caase,  of  the  appellants,  and  denying  the  ap- 
plication of  the  appellants  for  peremptory  writs  of 
mandamus  (Reversing  2  N,  Y.  Oiv.

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Davis,  P.  J. — The  appellants,  upon  the  petition  of 
tlieir  atrorney-general,  and  affidavits  accompanying  the 
same,  obtained  orders  from  one  of  the  justices  of  this 
court,  requiring  the  respondents  respectively  to  show 
cause,  upon  service  of  less  than  eight  days,  at  a  special 
term  sitting  at  chambers,  why  a  peremptory  writ  of 
mandamus  should  not  issue,  commanding  the  respond- 
ents respectively  to  forthwith  resume  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  as  common  carriers,  and  the  exercise  of 
their  franchises,  by  promptly  receiving,  transporting 
and  delivering  all  such  freight  or  other  property  as  may 
be  offered  to  or  heretofore  received  by  them  for  trans- 
portation at  their  stations,  in  and  to  the  city  of  New 
York,  upon  the  usual  and  reasonable  terms  and 
charges. 

Upon  an  adjourned  day  for  the  hearing  of  the  mo- 
tion, the  respondents  appeared  by  counsel  and  objected 
that  the  moving  papers  failed  to  show  any  grounds  for 
the  relief  prayed  for,  and  moved  >'  to  quash  and  dis- 
miss said  petitions  and  orders  to  show  cause."  The 
court  entertained  this  motion,  and,  against  the  objec- 
tion of  the  appellants,  awarded  the  right  to  open  and 
close  the  argument  on  the  hearing  to  the  counsel  for 
the  respondents  ;  and  after  hearing  the  respective  coun- 
sel, the  court  ordered  as  follows  :  ''That  the  said  pre- 
liminary objection  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  sustained, 
and  that  the  motion  to  quash  the  said  petition  and  or- 
der to  show  cause  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted, 
and  the  said  application  of  the  said  petitioner  denied." 
It  is  now  objected  that  this  mode  of  disposing  of 
the  motions  was  so  far  irregular  as  to  render  the  orders 
erroneous. 

It  certainly  was  an  unusual  mode  of  proceeding. 
The  motions  came  to  the  special  term  precisely  as 
though  upon  an  ordinary  notice.  The  order  of  the 
judge  simply  limited  the  time  of  notice,  and  when  the 
respondents  appeared  in  answer  to  the  notice,  if  they 
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were  willing  to  come  to  a  hearing  upon  the  petition 
and  affidavits,  the  usual  and  proper  course  was  to  pro- 
ceed to  a  hearing  of  the  motions  upon  those  pa- 
[*]    pers,    the  moving  party  holding  the  affirmative, 

and  being  entitled  to  the  right  to  open  and  close. 
A  motion  to  quash  a  motion  is  a  novel  proceeding. 
Motions  to  quash  usually  apply  to  existing  writs  or 
process,  and  not  to  mere  attempts  to  obtain  them.  The 
court  doubtless  regarded  the  action  of  the  respondent's 
counsel  as  in  the  nature  of  a  demurrer  ore  tenus  to  the 
petition,  and  affidavits  on  the  part  of  the  appellants. 

Where  an  alternative  writ  has  been  granted,  the 
[']    defendant  may  move  to  quash  or  set  the  same 

aside  (People  ex  rel,  Knapp  v.  Judges,  &c.  of  West- 
chester, 4  Cow.  73),  and  such  a  motion  is  in  the  nature 
of  a  demurrer  (People  ex  rel.  Barnet  v.  College  of  Phy- 
sicians, &c.,  7  Ifoio.  Pr,  290)  and  should  be  made  before 
the  return  to  the  writ,  unless  the  motion  to  quash  is 
based  upon  a  defect  in  substance,  in  which  case  it  may 
be  taken  advantage  of  at  any  time  before  a  peremptory 
mandamus  is  awarded  (Commercial  Bank  of  Albany  v. 
Canal  Commissioners,  10  Wend.  25 ;  People  e^T  rel.  Post 
V.  Ransom,  2  N.  Y,  490).  Of  course,  upon  such  a  mo- 
tion the  moving  party  holds  the  affirmative,  but  that 
was  not  this  case.  In  this  case,  no  alternative  writ 
having  been  issued,  there  was  nothing  to  quash  ;  and 

the  objection  made  was  simply  an  assertion  that 
p]     the  appellants  were  not,  upon  their  own  showing, 

entitled  to  have  the  motion  granted;  and  such  as- 
sertion did  not  change  the  rights  of  the  respective  par- 
ties as  to  the  order  of  proceeding  on  the  hearing.  The 
court  of  appeals  have  held  that  the  according  of  the 
affirmative  to  the  wrong  party  on  a  trial  before  a  jury 
is  an  error  fatal  to  the  judgment.  But,  on  motions  at 
special  term,  it  is  not  very  material  which  party  opens 

or  closes  ;  and  this  court  on  review  will  only  in- 
[*]    quire  into  the  correctness  of  the  decision  where 
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the  order  denies  or  grants  the  motion.  In  this  case, 
although  the  order  directs  that  the  petition  and  pro- 
ceedings be  quashed,  yet  the  motion  for  the  mandamus 
was  also  denied,  and  both  the  denial  and  the  order  to 
quash  were  based  upon  the  merits  of  the  motion.  The 
right  of  appeal  was  not  ajBFected,  and  we  think  it  is  our 
duty  to  hear  and  dispose  of  the  appeal  upon  the  merits. 
The  practice  at  the  special  term  should',  however,  be 
discountenanced  as  a  precedent. 

The  question  presented  by  the  motion  is  one  of  sig- 
nal importance.    It  is  whether  the  people  of  the  state 
can  invoke  the  power  of  the  courts  to  compel  the  exer- 
cise by  railroad  corporations  of  the  most  useful  public 
functions  with  which  they  are  clothed.     If  the  people 
have  that  right,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  their  attor- 
ney-general is  the  properoflScertosetitin  effective 
[']     operation  on  their  behalf  (1  R.  S.  179,  §  1,  Code  C. 
Pro.  §  1998  ;  People  ex  rel.  Stephens  v.  Halsey,  37 
iV.  Y.  344  ;  People  ex  rel.  Case  v.  Collins,  19  Wend.  56). 
The  question  involves  a  consideration  of  the  nature 
of  this  class  of  corporations,  the  objects  for  which  (hey 
are  created,  the  powers  conferred  and  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  them  by  the  laws  of  their  creation  and  of 
the  State.    As  bodies  corporate,  their  ownership  may 
be,  and  usually  is,  altogether  private,  belonging  wholly 
to  the  holders  of  their  capital  stock ;  and  their  man- 
agement may  be  vested  in  such  officers  or  agents  as  the 
stockholders  and  directors,   under  the  provisions  of 
law,  may  appoint.     In  this  sense  they  are  to  be  regard- 
ed as  trading  or  private  corporations,  having  in  view 
the  profit  or  advantage  of  the  corporators.     But  these 
conditions  are  in  no  just  sense  in  conflict  with  their 
obligations  and  duties  to  the  public.      The  objects  of 
their  creation  are,  from  their  very  nature,  largely  dif- 
ferent from  those  of  ordinary  private  and  trading  cor- 
porations.    Railroads  are,  in  every  essential  quality, 
public  highways,   created  for  public   use,   but   per- 
VoL.  m.— 2 
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[•]  mitted  to  be  owned,  controlled  and  managed  by- 
private  persons.  But  for  this  quality,  the  railroads 
of  the  respondents  could  not  lawfully  exist.  Their 
construction  depended  upon  the  e^fercise  of  the  right 
of  eminent  domain,  which  belongs  to  the  State  in  its 
in  the  corporate  capacity  alone,  and  cannot  be  con- 
ferred, except  upon  a  "  public  use."  The  State  has  no 
power  to  grant  the  right  of  eminent  domain  to  any 
[']  corporation  or  person  for  other  than  a  public  use. 
Every  attempt  to  go  beyond  that  is  void  by  the 
constitution,  and  although  the  legislature  may  deter- 
mine what  is  a  necessary  public  use,  it  cannot  by  any 
sort  of  enactment  divest  of  that  character  any  portion 
of  the  right  of  eminent  domain  which  it  may  confer. 
This  characteristic  of  ''public  use"  is  in  no  sense  lost 
or  diminished  by  the  fact  that  the  use  of  the  railroad 
by  the  corporation  which  constructs  or  owns  it  must, 
from  its  miture,  be  exclusive.  That  incident  grows  out 
of  the  method  of  use,  which  does  not  admit  of  any  en- 
joyment in  common  by  the  public.  The  general  and 
popular  use  of  a  railroad  as  a  highway  is.  therefore, 
handed  over  exclusively  to  corporate  management  and 
control,  because  that  is  for  the  best  and  manifest  ad- 
vantage of  the  public.  The  progress  of  science  and 
skill  has  shown  that  highways  maybe  created  for  pub- 
lic use,  of  such  form  and  kind  that  the  best  and  most 
advantageous  enjoyment  by  the  people  can  only  be 
secured  through  the  ownership,  management  and  con- 
trol of  corporate  bodies  created  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  people  of  the  State  are  not  restricted  from  availing 
themselves  of  the  best  modes  for  the  carriage  of  their 
persons  and  property.  There  is  nothing  in  the  consti- 
tution hostile  to  the  adoption  and  use  by  the  state  of 
any  and.  every  newly  developed  form  or  kind  of  travel 
and  traffic  which  have  a  public  use  for  their  end  and 
aim,  and  giving  to  them  vital  activity  by  the  use  of  the 
,  power  of  eminent  domain. 
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When  the  earliest  constitution  of  our  State  was 
adopted,  railroads  were  unknown.  The  pnblic  high- 
ways of  the  State  were  its  turnpikes,  ordinary  roads 
and  navigable  waters.  The  exercise  of  eminent  donaain 
in  respect  of  them  was  permitted  by  the  constitntion, 
for  the  same  reasons  that  adapt  it  now  tp  the  greatly 
improved  methods  of  travel  and  transportation ;  and 
in  making  this  adaptation,  there  is  no  enlarged  sense 
given  to  the  language  of  the  constitution,  so  longasits 
inherent  purpose, — the  creation  only  of  public  uses, — 
be  faithfully  observed. 

These  principles  are  abundantly  sustained  by  au- 
thority. In  Bloodgood  v.  Mohawk  &  Hudson  R.  R. 
Co.  (18  Wend.  9),  the  court  of  last  resort  in  this 
[']  State  first  announced  them,  and  aflSxed  to  rail- 
roads their  true  character  as  public  highways.  It 
is  there  declared  that  the  fact  that  railroad  corpora- 
tions may  remunerate  themselves  by  tolls  and  fares 
"does  not  destroy  the  public  nature- of  a  road,  nor 
convert  it  from  a  public  to  a  private  use.  .  " . 
If  it  is  a  public  franchise,  and  granted  to  the  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  providing  a  mode  of  pnblic 
conveyance,  the  company,  in  accepting  it,  engages  on 
its  part  to  use  it  in  such  manner  as  will  accomplish  the 
object  for  which  the  legislature  designed  it."  And  in 
Olcott  V.  The  Supervisors  (16  Wall  678)  the  su- 
[•]  preme  court  of  the  United  States  adjudge  "That 
railroads,  though  constructed  by  private  corpora- 
tions and  owned  by  them,  are  public  highways,  has 
been  the  doctrine  of  nearly  all  the  courts,  ever  since 
such  conveniences  for  passage  and  transportation  have 
had  any  existence.  Very  early  the  question  was 
whether  a  State's  right  of  eminent  domain  could  be  ex- 
ercised by  a  private  corporation  created  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  railroad.  Clearly  it  could  not,  unless 
taking  land  for  such  a  purpose  by  such  an  agency  is 
taking  land  for  public  use.     The  right  of  eminent  do-

main  nowhere  justifies  taking  property  for  private  use. 
Yet  it  is  a  doctrine  universally  accepted  that  a  State 
legislature  may  authorize  a  private  corporation  to  take 
land  for  the  construction  of  such  a  road,  making  com- 
pensation to  the  owner.  What  else  does  this  doctrine 
mean,  if  not  that  building  a  railroad,  though  it  be  built 
by  a  private  corporation,  is  an  act  done  for  a  public 
use?  And  the  reason  why  the  use  has  always  been 
held  a  public  one  is  that  such  a  road  is  a  highway, 
whether  made  by  the  government  itself,  or  by  the 
agency  of  corporate  bodies,  or  even  by  individuals 
when  they  obtain  their  power  to  construct  it  from  leg- 
islative grant.  Whether  the  use  of  a  railroad  is  a  pub- 
lic or  a  private  one  depends  in  no  measure  upon  the 
question  who  constructed  it  or  who  owns  it.  It  has 
never  been  considered  a  matter  of  any  importance  that 
the  road  was  built  by  the  agency  of  a  private  corpora- 
tion. No  matter  who  is  the  agent^  the  function  per- 
formed is  that  of  the  State,  Though  the  ownership 
is  private,  the  USE  is  public.  The  owners  may  be 
private  companies,  hut  they  are  compellable  to  permit 
the  public  to  use  their  works  in  the  manner  in  which 
such  works  can  be  used.  That  all  persons  may  not 
put  their  own  cars  upon  the  road,  and  use  their  own 
motor  power,  has  no  bearing  upon  the  question  whether 
the  road  is  a  public  highway.  It  bears  only  upon  the 
mode  of  use,  of  which  the  legislature  is  the  exclusive 
judge." 

All  public  highways  are  subjects  of  general  State 
jurisdiction,  because  their  uses  are  the  common  prop- 
erty of  the  public.  This  principle  of  the  common 
["]  law  is,  in  this  State,  of  universal  application.  As 
to  the  class  of  public  highways  known  as  rail- 
roads, the  common  law  is  fortified  by  the  express  con- 
ditions of  the  statutes  creating  or  regulating  or  con- 
trolling them. 

The  General  Railroad  Act  of  this  State  may  now  be 
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regarded  as  the  general  charter  of  all  such  corpora- 
["]    tioDS.  It  au  t horizes  the  organization  of  corporations 

for  "the  Gonstracting,  maintaining  and  operating^'  of 
railroads  ^^ for  public  use^^^  and  it  imposes  upon  them 
the  duty  ^'  to  furnish  accommodations  for  all  passen- 
gers and  property,  and  to  transport  all  i)ersous  and 
property  on  payment  of  fare  or  freight"  {Laws  of 
1850,  chap.  140,  §§  1,  38).  These  words  are  a  brief 
summary  in  respect  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  such 
corporations  by  all  the  provisions  of  the  act.  Those 
duties  are  consigned  to  them  as  public  trusts,  and,  as 
was  said  in  Messenger  v.  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  Co.  (86  N. 

/.  407),  "although  in  the  hands  of  a  private  cor- 
["]   poration,  they  are  still  sovereign  franchises,  and 

must  be  used  and  treated  as  such  ;  they  must  be 
held  in  trust  for  the  public  good."  This  relation  of 
such  a  corporation  to  the  State  is  forcibly  expressed  by 

Emmons,  J.,  in  Talcott  v.  Township  of  Pine  Grove 
["]   (1  Flippin    U.  S,  C.  0.   144):    ''The  road,  once 

constructed,  is,  instanter,  and  by  mere  force  of  the 
grant  and  law,  embodied  in  the  governmental  agencies 
of  the  State  and  dedicated  to  public  use.  All  and 
singular  its  cars,  engines,  rights  of  way  and  property 
of  every  description,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  are  but 
a  trust  fund  for  the  political  power,  like  the  functions 
of  a  public  office.  The  artificial  personage — the  corpo- 
ration created  by  the  sovereign  power  expressly  for  this 
sole  purpose  and  no  other — is,  in  the  most  strict,  tech- 
nical and  unqualified  sense,  but  its  trustee.  This  is  the 
primary  and  sole  legal  political  motive  for  its  crea- 
tion. The  incidental  interest  and  profits  of  individuals 
are  accidents,  both  in  theory  and  practice.'* 

The  acceptance  of  such  trusts  on  the  part  of  a  cor- 
I>oration,  by  the  express  and  implied  contracts  already 

referred  to,  makes  it  an  agency  of  the  State  to 
["]   perform  public  functions  which  might  otherwise 

be  devolved  upon  public  officers.    The  maintenance 
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and  control  of  most  other  classes  of  i)ublic  highwaj^s 
are  so  devolved,  and  the  performance  of  every  official 
duty  in  respect  of  them  may  be  compelled  by  the 
courts  on  application  of  the  State,  while  private  dam- 
ages may  also  be  recoverable  for  individual  injuries. 
The  analogy  between  such  officials  and  railroad  corpo- 
rations, in  regard  to  their  relations  to  the  State,,  is 
strong  and  clear,  and,  so  far  as  affects  the  construction 
and  proper  and  efficient  maintenance  of  their  railways, 
will  be  questioned  by  no  one.  It  is  equally  clear,  we 
think,  in  regard  to  their  duty  as  carriers  of  persons 
and  property.  This  springs  sharply  out  of  the 
[*•]  exclusive  nature  of  their  right  to  do  those  things. 
On  other  public  highways  every  person  may  be  his 
own  carrier ;  or  he  may  hire  whomsoever  he  will  to  do 
that  service.  Between  him  and  such  employee  a  special 
and  personal  relation  exists,  independent  of  any  public 
duty,  and  in  which  the  State  has  no  interest.  In  such 
a  case,  the  carrier  has  not  contracted  with  the  State  to 
assume  the  duty  as  a  public  trusty  nor  taken  the  right 
and  j)ower  to  do  it  from  the  State  by  becoming  the 
special  donee  and  depositary  of  a  trust.  A  good  rea- 
son may,  therefore,  be  assigned  why  the  State  will  not, 
by  mandamus,  enforce  the  performance  of  his  contract 
by  such  a  carrier.  But  the  reason  for  such  a  rule  alto- 
gether fails  when  the  public  highway  is  the  exclu- 
["]  sive  property  of  a  body  corporate,  which  alone  has 
power  to  use  it,  in  a  manner  which  of  necessity  re- 
quires that  all  management,  control  and  user  for  the 
purposes  of  carriage  must  be  limited  to  itself,  and 
which,  as  a  condition  of  the  franchise  that  grants  such 
absolute  and  exclusive  power  over  and  user  of  a 
public  highway,  has  contracted  with  the  State  to 
accept  the  duty  of  carrying  all  persons  and  property 
within  the  scope  of  its  charter,  as  a  public  trust.  The 
relation  of  the  State  to  such  a  body  is  entirely  differ- 
ent from  that  which  it  bears  to  the  individual  users  of 
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a  common  highway,  as  between  whom  and  the  State 
no  relation  of  trust  exists ;  and  there  is  small  reason 
for  seeking  analogies  between  them.  It  is  the  duty 
["]  of  the  State  to  make  and  maintain  public  high- 
ways. That  duty  it  performs  by  a  scheme  of  laws, 
which  set  in  operation  the  functions  of  its  political 
divisions  into  counties,  towns  and  other  municipalities, 
and  their  officers.  It  can  and  does  enforce  those  du- 
ties, whenever  necessary,  through  its  courts.  It  is  not 
the  duty  of  the  State  to  be  or  become  a  common 
["]  carrier  upon  its  public  highways;  but  it  may,  in 
some  cases,  assume  that  duty,  and,  whenever  it 
lawfully  does  so,  the  execution  of  the  duty  may  be 
enforced  against  the  agents  or  officers  upon  whom  the 
law  devolves  it.  It  may  grant  its  power  to  construct  a 
public  highway  to  a  corporation,  or  an  individual, 
and,  with  that  power,  its  right  of  eminent  domain, 
in  order  to  secure  the  i^ublic  use ;  and  may  make 
the  traffic  of  the  highway  common  to  all  on  such 
terms  as  it  may  impose.  In  such  case,  it  is  its 
duty  to  secure  that  common  traffic,  when  refused, 
by  the  authority  of  its  courts  (19  Wend.  /)G  ;*  1 
Coio.  23t).  Or  it  may  grant  the  same  powers  of  con- 
struction and  maintenance,  with  the  exclusive  enjoy- 
ment of  use  which  the  manner  of  use  requires,  and, 
if  that  excludes  all  common  travel  and  transportation, 
it  may  impose  o»i  the  corporation  or  person  the  duty  to 
furnish  every  requisite  facility  for  carrying  passengers 
ana  freight,  and  to  carry  both  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  times  as  public  needs  may  require.  Why  is  that 
duty,  in  respect  of  the  power  to  compel  its  performance 
through  the  courts,  not  in  the  category  of  all  others  en- 
trusted to  such  a  body?  The  writ  of  mandamus  has 
been  awarded  to  compel  a  company  to  operate  its  road 
as  one  continuous  line  (Union  Pacific  R.  R.  Co.  v.  Hall,

91  CT".  S.  348) ;  to  compel  the  running  of  passenger  trains 
to  the  terminus  of  the  road  (State  v.  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  & 
H.  R'y  Co.,  29  Conn.  538) ;  to  compel  the  company  to 
make  fences  and  cattle-guards  (People  ex  rel.  Garbutfc 
V.  Rochester  &  State  Line  R.  R.  Co.,  14  Hun,  3T3 ; 
affirmed,  76  JV.  Y.  294)  ;  to  compel  it  to  build  a  bridge 
(70  iV^.  Y,  569)  ;*  to  compel  it  to  construct  its  road  across 
streams  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  navigation  (State  v. 
Northern  R.  R.  Co.,  9  Bich.  [S.  C]  247) ;  to  compel  it 
to  run  daily  trains  {He  New  Brunswick  &  Canada  R, 
R.,  1  P.  &  B.  {New  Brunswick']  667) ;  to  compel  the 
delivery  of  grain  at  a  particular  elevator  (Chicago,  etc. 
R.  R.  Co.  V.  People,  56  IlL  365) ;  to  compel  the  coni- 
pletion  of  its  road  (Farmers'  Loan  &  Trust  Co.  v  Hen- 
ning,  receiver,  &c.,  17  Am.  Law  Reg.  N.  8.  2€6);  to 
compel  the  grading  of  its  track  so  as  to  make  crossings 
convenient  and  useful  (58  N.  Y.  152  ;t  12  Hlin,  175  \X 
74  N.  T.  302  \X  Indianapolis  R.  R.  Co.  v.  State,  37  Ind. 
489 ;  35  N.  J.  L.  396) ;  to  compel  the  re-establishment 
of  an  abandoned  station  (State  v.  N.  H.  &  N.  R.  R. 
37  Conn.  154) ;  to  compel  the  replacement  of  a  track 
taken  up  in  violation  of  its  charter  (King  v.  Severn  & 
Wye  Railway  Co.,  2  Barn.  &  Adol.  644);  to  prevent 
the  abandonment  of  a  road  once  completed  (Talcott  v. 
Township  of  Pine  Grove,  supra,  1  Flippin,  145) ;  and 
to  compel  a  company  to  exercise  its  franchise  (People 
V.  Albany  &  Vermont  R.  R.  Co.,  24  N.  Y.  261.     These 
are  all  express  or  implied  obligations  arising  from  the 
charters  of  the  railroad  companies,  but  not  more  so 
than  the  duty  to  carry  freight  and  passengers.     That 
duty  is  indeed  the  uUima  ratio  of  their  existence  ;  the 
great  and  sole  public  good  for  the  attainment  and  ac- 
complishment of  which  all  the  other  powers  and  duties 
are  given  or  imposed.      It   is   strangely  illogical  to

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["]  assert  that  the  State,  through  the  courts,  may  com- 
pel the  performance  of  every  step  necessary  to 
bring  a  corporation  into  a  condition  of  readiness  to  do 
the  very  thing  for  which  it  is  created,  but  is  then 
powerless  to  compel  the  doing  of  the  thing  itself. 

We  cannot  bring  our  minds  to  entertain  a  doubt 
that  a  railroad  corporation  is  compellable  by  man- 
damus to  exercise  its  duties  as  a  carrier  of  freight 
['•]  and  passengers,  and  that  the  power  so  to  compel  it 
rests  equally  firmly  on  the  ground  that  that  duty 
is  a  public  trust,  which,  having  been  conferred  by  the 
State  and  accepted  by  the  corporation,  may  be  en- 
forced for  the  public  benefit,  and  also  upon  the  con- 
tract between  the  corporation  and  the  State,  expressed 
in  its  charter  or  implied  by  the  acceptance  of  the 
franchise  (Abbott  v.  Johnson,  &c.  Horse  R.  R.  Co.,  80 
Jf.  T.  31),  and  also  upon  the  ground  that  the  common 
right  of  all  the  people  to  travel  and  carry  upon  every 
public  highway  of  the  State  has  been  changed  in  the 
special  instance  by  the  legislature,  for  adequate  rea- 
sons, into  a  corporate  franchise,  to  be  exercised  solely 
by  a  corporate  body,  for  the  public  benefit,  to  the  ex- 
clusion of  all  other  persons,  whereby  it  has  become  the 
duty  of  the  State  to  see  to  it  that  the  franchise  so  put 
in  trust  be  faithfully  administered  by  its  trustee. 

But  it  is  said  that  the  State  is  not  injured,  and  has 
no  interest  in  the  question  whether  the  corporation 
["]    perform  the  duty  or  not.     The  State  may  suffer  no 
direct  pecuniary  injury,    as   it  may  not   by   the 
neglect  of  one  or  more  of  its  numerous  political  officers, 
who  hold,  in  trust  for  the  people,  the  official  duties  re- 
posed in  their  hands ;  but  that  is  no  test  of  the  power 
or  duty  of  the  State  in  either  case.     The  sovereignty 
of  the  State  is  injured  whenever  any  public  function 
vested  by  it  in  any  person,  natural  or  artificial,  for 
["]  the  common  good,  is  not  used  or  is  misused,  or  is 
abused ;  and  it  is  not  bound  to  inquire  whether 
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some  one  or  more  of  its  citizens  has  not  thereby  re- 
ceived a  special  injury  for  which  he  may  recover  dam- 
ages in  his  private  suit.  Such  an  injury  wounds  the 
sovereignty  of  the  State  and  therebj^  in  a  legal  sense, 
injures  the  entire  body  politic.  The  State  in  such  a 
case  as  this  has  no  other  adequate  remedy.  It  may 
proceed,  it  is  true,  to  annul  the  corporation,  as  has 
[•*]  been  held  in  many  cases  where  corporations  had 
neglected  public  duties  (People  v.  Fishkill,  &c. 
Plank-road  Co.,  27  Barb.  452,  458  ;  People  v.  President, 
&c.  Hillsdale  &  Chatham  Turnpike  Co.,  23  Wend,  254  ; 
Turnpike  Co.  'O.  State,  3  Wall.  210 ;  People  ex  rel. 
Bishop  t).  Kingston  &  Middletown  Turnpike  Road  Co., 
23  Wend.  208 ;  People  ex  rel.  M'Kinch  ^?.  President,  &c. 
Bristol  &  Rensselaerville  Turnpike  Road,  Id.  222  ; 
Charles  River  Bridge  Co.  v.  Warren  Bridge  Co.,  7  Pick. 
344) ;  but  that  remedy  is  not  adequate,  for  it  only  de- 
stroys functions  where  the  public  interests  require 
their  continued  existence  and  enforcement.  It  has, 
therefore,  an  election  whiph  of  these  remedies  tQ  pursue 
(State  V.  H.  &  N.  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  29  Conn.  538 ;  People 
V.  Albany  &  Vermont  H.  R.  Co.,  24  If.  T.  261 ;  Talcott 
V.  Township  of  Pine  Grove,  supra).* 

Undoubtedly  a  sound  discretion  is  vested  in  its 
law  oflBcer  to  decide  whether  the  exigency  is  such 
["]  as  to  call  for  the  use  of  either  remedy,  as  it  is  ul- 
timately for  the  court  to  judge  whether  the  elected 
remedy  should  be  applied.  But  upon  the  question  of 
power  and  of  sulHcient  legal  injury  to  justify  its  use, 
where  the  corporation  neglects  or  refuses  to  exercise 
its  franchises  or  perform  its  duties,  there  seems  to  us 
no  reason  to  doubt. 

Nor  do  we  think  the  fact  that  injured  individuals 

may  have  private  remedies  for  the  damages  they 

[**]  have  sustained  by  neglect  of  duties,  precludes  the 

*  1  Flippin  (IT.  8.  Cir.  Ci.)  144. 
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State  from  its  remedy  by  mandamus.  Where  the 
injury  is  to  a  single  person  under  circumstances  which 
do  not  aflfect  the  general  public,  the  courts,  in  the  ex- 
ercise of  their  discretion,  have  properly  refused  this 
remedy  on  his  relation.  The  injured  party  is  then  the 
suitor ;  he  has  an  adequate  remedy  by  private  action 
for  damages.  That  was  the  case  of  The  People  ex 
[••]  ret  Ohlen  v.  N.  Y.,  Lake  Erie  &  Western  Ry.  Co. 
(22  Han^  533),  relied  upon  by  the  court  below,  in 
which  the  court  held  that  the  relator's  remedy  was  by 
suit  for  damages  and  not  by  mandamus.  That  case  is 
not  authority  for  denying  the  writ  to  the  attorney-gen- 
eral, for  a  neglect  or  refusal  by  corporations  to  exercise 
their  franchise,  to  an  extent  which  affects  a  great  num- 
ber of  citizens  and  continues  for  a  considerable  period 
of  time ;  nor  does  it  deny  the  right  of  the  people,  act- 
ing on  their  own  behalf  and  in  their  own  suit,  to  pursue 
this  remedy  inany  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  to  exercise 
a  public  function  which  the  interest  of  the  people  re- 
quire should  be  kept  in  vigorous  and  eflScient  use. 

The  court  in  that  case  recognizes  the  distinction 
when  it  says:  "An    exception    exists     .     .     •     . 
where  a  corporation  suspends  the  exercise  of  its  func- 
tions."    The  suspension  of  the  exercise  of  corporate 
functions  is   the  gravamen  of  the  complaint  in   this 
case,  and  the  case  cited  is  no  authority  for  denying 
the  writ  when  the  people  come  into  court  with  their 
own  suit,  by  their  attorney-general,  to  move  for  a  writ 
of  mandamus  on  allegations  of  an  alleged  long-con- 
tinued and  veiy  general  suspension  of  a  corporate  duty. 
It  was  supposed  by  the  court  below  that  the  pro- 
visions of  section  28  of  the  act  of  1850,*  as  amend- 
[*']   ed  by  chapter  133  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  which  pro- 
vides that  railroad  corporations  shall  have  power 
^'  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers 

« 

«  Chap.  UO, 
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and  property  shall  be  transported,"  interfere  in  some 
way  with  the  power  to  grant  the  writ.  Undoubtedly 
it  gives  the  discretion  which  the  learned  judge  states,* 
but  it  cannot  be  so  construed  as  to  justify  a  general 
or  partial  suspension  of  the  duty  of  receiving  and 
transporting  freight.    Language  of  that    kind    in  a 

similar  act  was  correctly  construed  by  Dickerson, 
["]  J.,  in  Railroad  Commissioners  v.  Portland  & 
Oxford  R.  R.  Co.  (63  Maine,  269).  We  adopt, 
but  have  not  room  to  quote  his  language.  Having 
determined  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  State 
to  prosecute  the  writ  of  mandamus  on  the  ground 
of  refusal  or  neglect  of  a  corporation  to  exercise  its 
duty  of  carrier,  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  a  case 
which  would  justify  the  granting  of  the  writ  was 
presented.  The  case  stands  altogether  upon  the  facts 
presented  by  the  appellants.  The  course  taken  by  the 
respondents  must  be  regarded  as  an  admission  of  the 
material  facts  contained  in  the  petition  and  affidavits. 

The  petition  alleges  that  the  said  railroad  company, 
since  about  the  16th  day  of  June,  1882,  '*has  substan- 
tially refused  to  discharge  its  duties  as  a  common  car- 
rier and  has,  to  a  material  degree,  suspended  the  exer- 
cise of  its  franchises  by  refusing  to  take  freight  which 
has  been  ofifered  at  its  stations  in  the  city  of  New  York 
for  transportation,  at  the  usual  rates,  and  upon  the 
usual  terms,"  and  that  said  railroad  company  has  re- 
fused to  accept  and  transport  the  greater  part  of  the 
outgoing,  and  to  deliver  the  incoming  freight  and 
property  of  the  merchants  doing  business  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  who  have  relations  with,  and  need  for,  the 
services  of  such  railway,  and  has  refused  to  them  to  fur- 
nish adequate  transportation  for  the  same,  so  that  from 
that  date  the  business  community  of  the  city  of  New 
York  "are  unable  to  obtain  sufficient  and   adequate

*  See  opinion  of  Hai«ht,  J.,  2  N.  T.  Civ.  Pro.  R.  98. 
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transportation  for  their  goods  on  said  railroad,  although 
they  have  offered  the  same  on  the  usual  terms  and  rates 
of  transportation  ;  but  said  railroad  has  uniformly  de- 
layed, and  sometimes  peremptorily  refused  to  receive, 
and  deliver  freight,  and  to  transport  the  outgoing 
freight  as  aforesaid,  and  at  certain  points  within  the 
State  have  declined  to  receive  incoming  freight, 
whereby  great  loss  and  damages  accrue  to  the  people  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  for  which  there  is  no  adequate 
remedy  in  damages,"  and  that  the  trade  and  commerce 
of  said  city  is  greatly  injured  by  the  action  of  the 
said  railroad. 

These  allegations  are  broad  enough  to  show  a  quite 
general  and  largely  injurious  refusal  and  neglect  to 
perform  the  duties  of  carrier.  The  affidavits  go  far  to 
sustain  these  allegations ;  but  it  is  not  important  to 
examine  them  minutely,  because  the  admission  of  a 
demurrer  ore  tenuSy  extends  to,  and  admits  the  well 
pleaded  averments  of  the  petition.  Stated  very 
briefly,  the  affidavits  show  that  for  about  two  weeks 
the  respondents  failed  and  neglected  to  receive  from 
three-quarters  to  seven -eighths  of  the  goods  offered 
for  transportation  from  the  city,  and  large  quantities 
seeking  transportation  to  the  city,  and  in  many  in- 
stances refused  to  receive  goods  offered,  and  turned 
them  back  and  closed  their  gates  during  business 
hours,  thus  causing  a  stoppage  of  all  delivery  of 
freight ;  that  in  some  instances  unusual  terms  were 
sought  to  be  imposed  as  a  condition  of  receiving 
goods,  which  would  increase  the  risks  of  the  owner ; 
that  the  refusal  to  receive  goods  did  not  arise  from 
any  unwillingness  or  inability  on  the  part  of  the  ship- 
per to  pay  charges,  but  was  wholly  the  act  of  respon- 
dents ;  that  it  was  so  continuous  and  extensive  that  it 
seriously  interfered  with  the  business  operations  of 
the  citizens  of  New  York,  deteriorated  the  value  of 
many  commodities,  and  caused  a  diversion  of  trade 
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fiom  the  city ;  that  great  losses  were  caused,  and 
especially  that  large  quantities  of  perishable  goods,  by 
reason  of  non-delivery,  were  destroyed,  to  the  value  of 
many  thousand  dollars :  that  a  vast  amount  of  freight, 
equal,  as  estimated,  to  360,000  tons,  was  thus  detained 
or  refused  carriage ;  that  large  numbers  of  carmen 
were  detained  in  their  efforts  to  deliver  freight,  and 
the  injury  to  that  branch  of  business  is  estimated  at 
not  less  than  $50,000,  while  the  aggregate  of  injuries 
is  estimated  at  some  millions.  These  are  the  sub- 
stantial facts  conceded  by  the  respondents  at  the  spe- 
cial term.  Surely  it  cannot  be  doubted  that 
['•]  these  facts,  being  true  and  unexcused,  showed  a 
strong  case  for  the  interference  of  the  State. 

The  only  question  is  whether  the  course  and  con- 
duct of  the  respondents  was  so  far  excused  by  any- 
thing appearing  in  the  petition  and  affidavits  that  the 
court  was  justified  in  denying  the  motion'  for  the  writ 
on  its  merits,  or  in  a  wise  exercise  of  its  judicial  dis- 
cretion. 

The  excuse  appears  only  in  the  statements  of  the 
reasons  assigned  by  the  respondents  for  their  refusal 
to  accept,  transport  and  deliver  the  freight  and 
property.  In  the  petition  it  is  stated  in  these  words : 
"that  the  persons  in  their  employ  handling  such 
freight,  refuse  to  perform  their  work  unless  some  small 
advance,  said  to  be  three  cents  per  hour,  is  paid  them 
by  the  said  railroad  corporation. "  The  affidavits 
show,  it  may  in  short  be  said,  that  the  skilled  freight 
handlers  of  the  respondents,  who  had  been  working  at 
the  rate  of  seventeen  cents  per  hour  (or  $1.70  for  ten 
hours),  refused  to  work  unless  twenty  cents  per  hour 
or  $2  per  day  of  ten  hours,  were  paid;  and  that 
their  abandonment  of  the  work  and  the  inefficiency  of 
the  unskilled  men  afterwards  employed,  caused  the 
neglect  and  refusal  complained  of. 

It  is  not  alleged  or  shown  that  the  workmen  com- 
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mitt^d  any  unlawful  act ;  and  no  violence,  no  riot  and 
iio  unlawful  interference  with  other  employees  of  the 
respondents  appear.  It  is  urged,  in  effect,  that  the 
court  should  regard  the  case  as  one  of  unlawful  duress 
caused  by  some  breach  of  law  suflBciently  violent  to 
prevent  the  reception  and  transpoi^tation  of  freight. 
There  is  nothing  iu  the  papers  to  justify  this  contention. 
According  to  the  statements  of  the  case,  a  body  of 
laborers  acting  in  concert  fixed  a  price  for  their  labor, 
and  refused  to  work  at  a  less  price.  The  respondents 
fixed  a  price  for  the  same  labor,  and  refused  to  pay 
more.  In  doing  this,  neither  did  an  act  violative  of 
any  law,  or  subjecting  either  to  any  penalty.  The  re- 
spondents had  a  lawful  right  to  take  their  ground  in 
respect  of  the  price  to  be  paid,  and  adhere  to  ^t  if  they 

chose  ;  but  if  the  consequence  of  doing  so  were  an 
[•^  inability  to  exercise  their  corporate  franchises,  to 

the  great  injury  of  the  public,  they  cannot  be 
heard  to  assert  that  such  consequence  must  be  should- 
ered and  borne  by  an  innocent  public,  who  neither  di- 
rectly nor  indirectly  participated  in  their  causes. 

If  it  had  been  shown  that  a  "strike"  of  their 
skilled  laborers  had  been  caused  or  compelled  by  some 
illegal  combination  or  organized  body  which  held  an 
unlawful  control  of  their  actions,  and  sought  through 
them  to  enforce  its  will  upon  the  respondents,  and  that 
the  respondents  in  resisting  such  unlawful  efforts  had 
refused  to  obey  unjust  and  illegal  dictation,  and  had 
Tised  all  the  means  in  their  power  to  employ  other  men 
in  sufficient  numbers  to  do  the  work,  and  that  the  re- 
fusal and  neglect  complained  of  had  grown  out  of  such 
a  state  of  facts,  a  very  different  case  for  the  exercise 
of  the  discretion  of  the  court,  as  well  as  of  the  attorney- 
general,  would  have  been  presented.  Whether  such 
a  state  of  facts  could  have  been  shown,  we  cannot 
judicially  know.  The  present  case  must  stand  or  fall 
upon  the  papers  before  us ;  and  we  are  not  to  be  swerved 
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from  thus  disposing  of  it  by  any  suggestion  of  facts 
not  in  the  case,  which  might  lead,  if  they  appeared,  to 
some  other  result.  The  most  that  can  be  found  from 
the  petition  and  affidavits  is  that  the  skilled  freight 
handlers  of  the  respondents  refuse  to  work  without  an 
increase  of  wages  to  the  amount  of  three  cents  per 
hour ;  that  the  respondents  refuse  to  pay  such  increase ; 
that  the  laborers  then  abandoned  the  work ;  and  that 
the  respondents  did  not  procure  other  laborers  compe- 
tent or  sufficient  in  number  to  do  the  work,  and  so  the 
numerous  evils  complained  of  fell  upon  the  public, 
and  were  continuous  until  the  people  felt  called  upon 
to  step  in  and  seek  to  remedy  them  by  proceedings  for 
mandamus. 

These  facts  reduce  the  question  to  this:  can  rail- 
road corporations  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform 
["]  their  public  duties  upon  a  controversy  with  their 
employees,  over  the  cost  or  expense  of  doing  them  ? 
We  think  this  question  admits  of  but  one  answer. 
The  excuse  has  in  law  no  validity.  The  duties  imposed 
must  be  discharged  at  whatever  cost.  They  cannot  be 
laid  down  or  abandoned  or  suspended  without  the 
legally  expressed  consent  of  the  State.  The  trusts  are 
active,  potential  and  imperative,  and  must  be  executed 
until  la wfnlly  surrendered  ;  otherwise  a  public  highway 
of  great  utility  is  closed  or  obstructed  without  any 
process  recognized  hy  law.  This  is  something  no 
public  officer  charged  with  the  same  trusts  and  duties 
in  regard  to  other  public  highways  can  do  without  sub- 
jecting himself  to  mandamus  or  indictment. 

We  are  not  able  to  perceive  the  difficulties  that  em- 
barrassed the  court  below  as  to  the  form  of  a  writ  of 
mandamus  in  such  cases.  It  is  true  the  writ  must  be 
specific  as  to  the  thing  to  be  done ;  but  the  thing  to 
["]  be  done  in  this  case  was  to  resume  the  duties  of 
carriers  of  the  goods  and  property  offered  for 
transportation.    That  is,  to  receive,  carry  and  deliver 
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the  same  under  the  existing  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  business  had  been  accustomed  to  be  done.  There 
was  no  necessity  to  specify  what  kinds  of  goods  should 
be  first  received  and  carried,  or  whose  goods ;  or  indeed 
to  take  any  notice  of  the  details  of  the  established 
usages  of  the  companies.  It  was  the  people  who  were 
invoking  the  writ,  on  their  own  behalf,  and  not  for 
some  private  suitor,  or  to  redress  individual  injuries. 
The  prayer  of  the  petition  indicated  the  proper  form  of 
the  writ.  Upon  the  return  to  the  writ  all  questions 
[**]  whether  what  has  been  done  is  a  sufficient  compli- 
ance with  its  command,  may  properly  arise  and 
become  a  subject  of  further  consideration  (People 
ex  rel.  Green  v.  D.^&  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  68  N.  Y.  152,  160, 
161).  They  need  not  have  been  anticipated.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  time  has  now  past  when  such  a  writ 
can  be  of  any  valuable  effect.  That  is  probably  so ;  but 
we  are  governed  by  the  record  in  disposing  of  the 
appeal,  and  not  by  subsequently  occurring  events. 

The  appellants  labor  now  under  a  judgment  alleged 
to  be  injurious  to  the  rights  they  possessed  when  it 
was  pronounced,  and  harmful  to  them  as  a  precedent. 
If  erroneous,  they  are  entitled  to  have  that  judgment 
reversed,  and  to  be  indemnified  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  for  the  costs  incurred  on  the  appeal  made  nec- 
essary by  the  error. 

We  think  the  court  below  had  power  to  award  the 
writ,  and  that,  upon  the  case  presented,  it  was  error  to 
refuse  it. 

The  order  should  be  reversed  with  the  usual  costs, 
and  an  order  entered,  if  deemed  advisable,  from  any 
existing  circumstances,  by  the  attorney-general,  award- 
ing the  writ.

Where,  in  an  action  against  one  of  the  makers  of  a  joint  and  several 
promissory  note,  the  court  overruled  the  defendant^a  objection,  and 
allowed  the  plaintiff  to  testify  to  conversations  between  himself  and 
the  other  maker  of  the  note,  who  was  then  deceased, — Held^th&t  the 
objection  was  properly  overruled  ;  that  the  note  being  several  as 
well  as  joint,  the  defendant  was  liable  to  a  separate  action  as 
well  before  as  after  the  death  of  the  other  maker,  and  the  defendant 
was  not  a  survivor  within  the  meaning  of  section  829  of  the  Code. 

{Decided  October,  1882.) 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  entered  on  a  verdict  ren- 
dered at  the  Erie  circuit,  and  from  an  order  denying  a 
motion  for  a  new  trial  on  a  case. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 
Osgoodby,  Titus  A  Moot,  for  appellant 
Lewis  &  Rice,  for  respondent. 

Smith,  P.  J. — The  action  is  npon  a  joint  and  several 
promissory  note  alleged  to  have  been  made  by  one 
Stillwell  and  the  defendant.  The  defense  was  a  denial 
of  the  execution  of  the  note  by  defendant,  and  pay- 
ment by  Stillwell,  for  whose  accommodation  the  note 
was  made.  Stillwell  died  before  the  action  was  com- 
menced. 

We  are  satisfied,  upon  reading  the  entire  case,  that 
the  position   of   the    defendant's  counsel,   that    the 
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verdict  is  against  the  weight  of  evidence,  cannot  be 
sustained. 

We  have  examined  the  numerous  exceptions  taken 
to  rulings  of  the  court  upon  the  rejection  or  admission 
of  testimony.  None  of  them,  in  our  opinion,  point  to 
any  error,  except  in  some  instances  where  immaterial 
testimony,  objected  to  as  such,  was  received  by  the 
court ;  but  in  every  such  instance,  the  testimony  re- 
ceived manifestly  did  no  harm.  One  exception  only, 
need  be  more  particularly  commented  on. 

The  plaintiff,  to  establish  the  issnes  on  his  part,  was 
permitted  as  a  witness  in  his  own  behalf,  to  testify  to 
transactions  and  conversations  between  himself  and 
Stillwell.  The  defendant  objected  at  the  trial,  and  he 
now  contends,  that  the  plaintiff  was  incompetent  to 
testify  to  those  matters,  under  section  829  of  the  Code, 
on  the  ground  that  the  defendant  is  sought  to  be 
charged  in  the  action,  as  the  ''survivor"  of  Stillwell. 
The  objection  was  properly  overruled.  The  defendant 
is  not  a  "survivor"  within  the  meaning  of  the  section. 
As  the  note  sued  on  was  several  as  well  as  joint,  he  was 
liable  to  a  separate  action,  as  well  before,  as  after,  the 
death  of  Stillwell. 

The  judgment  and  order  shotdd  be  affirmed.

Foreign  corporations. — When  superior  city  court  no  jurisdiction  of  action 
against. — Objection  to  jurisdiction  may  be  taken  at  any  time. 

The  superior  court  of  the  city  of  New  York  has  no  jurisdiction  over 
a  foreign  corporation  in  an  action  brought  against  it  by  n  non-resi- 
dent, and  the  objection  to  its  jurisdiction  may  be  taken  at  any 
time,  and  althougli  it  has  not  been  tnken  in  the  answer.  ['] 

Section  266  of  the  Code  does  not  provide  that  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
superior  city  court  must  be  presumed,  and  that  a  want  of  jurisdic- 
tion by  reason  of  nny  of  the  jurisdictional  facts  specified  in  section 
263  of  the  Code  is  a  matter  of  defense  ttnd  is  waived  by  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  defendant,  but  it  means  that  the  plaintiff  need  not 
set  forth  these  facts,  but  that  in  a  case  in  which  the  supreme  court 
has  jurisdiction,  if  the  non-existence  of  these  facts  is  not  set  up  in 
the  nnswer,  the  court  will  presume  that  they  do  exist.  [*]

the  court  has  not  jurisdiction  of  the  action.

Truax,  J. — If  the  plaintiff's  view  of  the  meaning  of 
sections  266  and  1780  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure 
is  the  right  one,  this  court  would  have  jurisdiction  of 
an  action  brought  by  a  non-resident,  against  a  foreign 
corporation,  where  the  supreme  court  has  not  juris- 
diction.   I  do  not  think,  that  such  was  the  intention 
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of  the  legislature.  Section  1780  provides,  that  in 
certain  cases  only,  shall  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State 
have  jurisdiction  over  a  foreign  corporation,  in  actions 
brought  by  a  non-resident  plaintiff,  and  there  mentions 
the  cases.  This  is  not  one  of  the  cases  mentioned  in 
that  section.  But,  the  plaintiffs  contend,  section  266 
provides  that  the  jurisdiction  of  a  superior  city  court 
must  be  presumed,  and  that  a  want  of  juiisdiction  by 
reason  of  the  non-existence  of  any  of  the  jurisdictional 
facts  specified  in  section  263  is  a  matter  of  defense, 
and  is  waived  by  the  appearance  of  the  defendant,  un- 
less it  is  pleaded  in  defense,  and  that  thje  defendant, 
not  having  pleaded  that  the  plaintiffs  are  non-residents, 
he  cannot  raise  the  question  of  jurisdiction,  on  a  motion 
to  vacate  an  attachment.  Such,  however,  is  not  the 
meaning  of  those  sections.  They  mean,  that  the 
plaintiff  need  not  set  forth  in  his  complaint,  that 
[*]  the  contract  sued  on  was  made,  executed,  or  deliv- 
ered within  the  State,  or  that  the  cause  of  action 
arose  within  the  State,  or  that  a  warrant  of  attachment, 
has  been  actually  served  within  this  city,  but  that,  in 
a  case  in  which  the  supreme  court  has  jurisdiction,  if 
the  non-existence  of  these  facts  is  not  set  up  in  the 
answer,  the  court  will  presume  that  they  do  exist. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion,  that  this  court  has 
[■]  no  jurisdiction  over  a  foreign  corporation,  in  an 
action  brought  by  a  non-resident,  against  such 
corporation,  and  that  the  objection  to  the  jarisdiction 
of  the  court  may  be  taken  at  any  time,  although  it 
has  hot  been  taken  in  the  answer.  The  motion  to 
vacate  the  attachment  is  granted,  with  ten  dollars  costs.

Security  for  eosU, — Wlien  court  may  deny  application  far. 

Where,  in  aa  action  by  an  infant,  the  defendant  delays  applying  for 
the  security  for  costs,  to  which  the  Code  entitles  him,  until  after 
the  plaintiff  has  been  examined  before  trial,  and  the  case  has  been 
called  on  the  calendar  of  the  court  and  marked  ready  for  trial,  and 
is  about  to  be  tried, — Held,  that  the  court  has  the  power  to  and 
should  deny  a  motion  for  such  security.* 

{Decided  February  2  and  5,  1883.) 

Motion  by  defendant'  that  plaintiff  be  required  to 
give  security  for  costs. 

The  plaintiff,  an  infant,  by  his  guardian  ad  Utem^ 
brought  this  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  personal 
injury.  Issue  was  joined,  and  the  case  thereafter 
noticed  for  trial.  The  plaintiff  had  been  examined  be- 
fore trial,  at  the  instance  of  the  defendant,  and  the 
case  had  been  upon  the  day  calendar  of  the  court,  and 
marked  ready  for  trial. 

Hart  &  Price^  for  motion. 

0.  D.  Bibst,  opposed. 

Ingraham,  J. — I  think,  under  the  circumstances  in 
this  case,  the  motion  should  be  denied.

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On  a  reargument  of  the  same  motion,  the  following 
decision,  was  rendered. 

Ingraham,  J. — I  think  the  court  has  the  power  to 
deny  a  motion  for  security,  where  defendant  has  waited 
until  after  he  has  examined  the  plaintiff  before  trial, 
and  the  case  has  been  called  on  the  calendar,  is  ready 
for  trial,  and  about  to  be  tried.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, I  think  the  former  decision  was  right,  and  the 
motion  should  be  denied.

Surrogate. — Authority  of,  to  adjudicate  upon  the  fiolidity,  etc.,  qfdaimi 

against  an  estate  or  to  a  share  tlierein  on  the  final  accounting 

of  an  executor   or  administrator. 

Under  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State  the  surrogate  had  authority 
to  decree,  upon  the  final  accounting  of  an  executor  or  administrator, 
a  distribution  to  claimants  according  to  their  respective  rights,  and 
to  ascertain  and  determine  the  nature  and  extent  of  these  rights 
only  in  cases  where  they  were  conceded  to  exist,  [^]  and  the  impo- 
sition upon  the  surrogate  of  llie  duty  **to  settle  and  determine  all 
questions  concerning  any  debt,  claim,  legacy,  bequest  or  distribu- 
tive share,^'  empowered  him  to  settle  and  determine  such  questions 
only  as  were  not  matters  of  dispute  between  the  parties.  ['] 

Prior  to  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  a  surrogate  had  oo  power  to 
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inquire  intu  the  validity  of  a  release  of  an  interest  iu  or  claim 
agaiust  an  estat<}.  [*] 

By  the  lliniied  grant  of  authority  to  surrogates  to  determine,  upon  the 
final  accounting  of  an  executor  or  administrator,  all  questions  con- 
cerning **  dobts,  claims  and  distributive  shares,"  where  their  validity 
is  not  disputcil  or  has  l>een  established,  conferred  by  section  2743  of 
the  Code,  it  is  intended  that,  whenever  the  executor  or  administra- 
tor shall  dispute  the  validity  of  a  debt,  claim  or  right  to  a  distribu- 
tive share,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  surrogate  to  adjudicate  upon  it  is 
straightway  suspended  until  such  debt,  claim  or  right  shall  have 
been  established  by  the  judgment  of  some  competent  tribunal,  and 
of  some  tribunal,  of  course,  other  than  the  surrogate's  court 
itself.  [*] 

The  term  ^^debt,  claim  or  distributive  share,"  as  used  in  section  2743 
of  the  Code,  is  designed  to  comprehend  every  species  of  claim  or 
demand  against  a  decedent's  estate  which  may  be  or  can  be  pre- 
ferred by  any  creditor,  or  legatee,  or  next  of  kin,  or  husband  or 
wife  of  decedent,  or  by  the  assignee  of  any  one  of  such  persons, 
[*]  and  a  dispute  about  the  validity  of  any  such  debt,  claim  or 
distributive  share,  whose  payment  is  sought  to  be  obtidned  or  se- 
cured at  a  final  accounting,  is  a  dispute  about  whether  the  right  to 
such  debt,  claim  or  distributive  share  at  the  time  exists.  [^] 

Whenever  anyone,  as  next  of  kin  or  legatee,  claims,  upon  a  final 
accounting  of  an  executor  or  administrator,  a  share  in  the  decedent^s 
estate,  and  the  accounting  party  disputes  his  claim  and  interposes 
against  it  a  lease  or  ashignmeut,  which  is  assailed  by  its  maker  as 
invalid  and  ineffectual  by  reason  of  fraud,  the  surrogate  should  hold 
in  abeyance  his  decree  of  distribution,  so  far,  at  least,  us  concerns 
that  interest  in  the  estate  to  which  the  assignment  or  release  relates, 
until  the  rights  of  the  parties  cun  be  determined  in  another 
forum.  ['] 

Where,  on  the  final  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  an  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator, a  claim  to  a  share  in  ihe  estate  is  interposed,  which  is 
contested  by  the  accounting  party  on  the  ground  that  it  has  been 
released  or  assigned,  the  proceedings  should  not  be  conducted  to  a 
decree  as  if  such  claim  had  not  been  filed,  [^]  but  the  inquiry  into 
the  correctness  of  the  accounts  should  be  postponed  until  an  adju- 
dication is  had  in  the  matters  as  to  which  the  surrogate's  court  lacks 
jurisdiction,  or,  if  the  inquiry  is  suffereil  to  proceed,  every  person 
who  claims  a  share  or  an  interest  iu  the  estate  should  be  allowed  to 
take  part  therein,  despite  the  fact  that  he  is  alleged  to  have  assigned 
or  released  such  share  or  interest,  provided  that  he  interposes  alle- 
gations of  facts  disputing  the  validity  of  such  assignment  or  release,

and  that,  but  for  such  assignment  or  release,  he  would  be  entitled 
to  such  share  or  interest.  [*] 
{Decided  January  10,  1883.) 

Motion  to  dismiss  objections  to  the  acconnt  of  ex- 
ecutors (in  one  case),  and  to  that  of  an  administratrix 
(in  the  other  case). 

The  opinion  states  the  facts.

Rollins,  S. — The  above  entitled  cases  have  been 
coupled,  and  will  be  considered  together,  though  they 
neither  concern  the  same  parties  nor  relate  to  the  same 
estate. 

Indeed,  the  two  proceedings  somewhat  differ  from 
each  other  in  respect  to  the  nature  of  the  issue  sub- 
mitted for  the  determination  of  the  court.  Each 
involves,  however,  an  important  question  as  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  surrogate  and  as  to  the  construction 
of  a  provision  of  the  Code  from  which  that  jurisdiction, 
if  it  exists  at  all,  is  solely  derivable. 

Brief  statements  of  the  facts  of  these  cases  will 
disclose  the  nature  of  the  controversies. 

Case  No.  1. 

Brown's  executors  filed  their  accounts  in  October, 
1880,  and  commenced  proceedings  before  my  pred- 
ecessor for  their  judicial  settlement. 

Two  daughters  of  the  testator,  who  were  legatees 
under  his  will,  interposed  objections.  This  the  ex- 
ecutors insisted  they  had  no  right  to  do,   because  of 
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the  execution  of  certain  releases  whereby  their  re- 
spective interests  in  the  estate  are  claimed  to  have 
been  absolutely  extinguished. 

The  legatees  denied  the  validity  of  these  releases, 
on  the  ground  of  alleged  fraud  in  their  procurement, 
and  the  surrogate  (after  overruling  the  objection  that 
he  had  no  jurisdiction  to  inquire  into  and  determine 
the  matter),  decided,  upon  the  facts  as  then  presented, 
that  the  releases  should  be  upheld,  and  that  their  effect 
was  to  deprive  the  objectors  of  any  right  to  contest  the 
accuracy  of  the  accounts  filed  by  the  executor. 

The  objectors  subsequently  applied  to  the  present 
surrogate  lor  a  reargument,  and  such  reargument  was 
permitted  for  reasons  stated  in  an  opinion  on  file. 

The  inquiry  is  now  presented  anew,  whether  these 
contestants  can  avail  themselves  of  their  objections, 
and,  so  far  at  least  as  relates  to  one  of  them,  whether 
tbe  surrogate  should  inquire  into  and  determine  the 
validity  of  the  release  with  which  she  is  confronted. 

Case  No.  2. 

Catherine  Kostner  has  filed  her  account  as  adminis- 
tratrix of  the  estate  of  Elizabeth  Bauer. 

John  Bauer,  the  husband  of  decedent,  whose  right 
to  be  a  party  to  this  proceeding  is  attacked  for  reasons 
which  are  foreign  to  the  present  inquiry,  and  which 
will  be  elsewhere  considered,  has  heretofore  assigned 
to  the  administratrix  whatever  interest  he  may  have 
had  in  his  wife's  estate.  He  claims,  however,  that 
this  assignment  was  procured  by  fraud,  that  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  it  was  executed  should  be  in- 
vestigated by  the  surrogate,  and  that,  as  a  result  of 
such  investigation,  it  should  be  pronounced  invalid. 

The  administratrix  insists  that  the  issue  thus  pre- 
sented is  not  triable  in  this  court ;  that  the  contestants' 
objections  should  be  ignored,  and  that  the  estate  should 
be  distributed  as  if  they  had  never  been  interposed. 
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Two  questions  are  thus  presented  for  my  determi- 
nation— 

1st.  Has  the  surrogate  jurisdiction  to  inquire  into 
and  pass  upon  the  validity  of  the  release  and  of  the 
assignment  in  the  above  entitled  proceeding? 

2d.  If  he  is  without  jurisdiction,  should  the  objec- 
tions on  file  be  entertained,  or  should  they  be  disregar- 
ded ? 

L  The  Aitthority  of  thb  Surrogate  under  the 
Provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  present  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure, the  surrogate  derived  from  section  71,  title  3, 
chap.  6,  part  2  of  the  Revised  Statutes*  (3  Banks'  6th 
ed.  104),  whatever  authority  he  possessed  in  reference 
to  the  determination  of — 

(a)  The  validity  and  effect  of  releases  and  assign- 
ments by  persons  interested  in  estates  ;  and, 

(6)  The  validity  of  disputed  claims  of  creditors. 

The  provisions  of  section  71  were  as  follows  : 

''  Whenever  an  account  shall  be  rendered  and 
finally  settled,  ....  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  surro- 
gate that  any  part  of  the  estate  remains  to  be  paid  or 
distributed,  he  shall  make  a  decree  for  the  payment  and 
distribution  of  what  shall  so  remain,  to  and  among  the 
creditors,  legatees,  widow  and  next  of  kin  of  the  de- 
ceased, according  to  their  respective  rights ;  and  in 
such  decree  shall  settle  and  determine  all  questions 
concerning  any  debt,  claim,  legacy,  bequest  or  distribu- 
tive share  ;  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  payable,  and 
the  sum  to  be  paid  to  each  person." 

This  language  was  very  comprehensive,  and  was 
doubtless  supposed  to  be  plain  and  unequivocal  when 
it  was  adopted  into  the  statutes. 

Its  meaning,  however,  at  once  became  the  subject  of 
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spirited  contention  in  the  various  courts  of  this  State, 
and  forms  the  topic  of  a  multitude  of  reported  deci- 
sions (Estate  of  Martine,  11  Ahh.  N.  C.  50). 

The  court  of  appeals  finally  determined,  in  the  case 
of  Tucker  v.  Tucker  (4  Keyes^  136),  that,  so  far  at  least 
as  concerned  the  matter  of  disputed  claims  of  credit- 
ors, the  surrogate's  court  had  no  jurisdiction  to  ad- 
judicate upon  them. 

This  doctrine  has  since  be^  frequently  re-asserted, 
and  is  maintained  in  the  very  recent  case  of  Glacius  v. 
Pogel  (88  N.  r.  434). 

It  is  a  doctrine  which,  as  I  have  elsewhere  stated, 
seems  to  me  to  demand  such  an  interpretation  of  sec- 
tion 71  as  is  fairly  summed  up  in  these  two  propo- 
sitions : 

1st.  The  delegation  to  surrogates  of  authority  to  de- 
cree, upon  the  final  accounting  of  an  executor  or 
[*]    administrator,  a  distribution  to  claimants  (tccording 
to  their  respectwe  rights^  gave  power  to  ascertain 
and  determine  the  nature  and  extent  of  those  rights, 
only  in  cases  where  they  were  conceded  to  exists  and 

2nd.  The  imposition  upon  the  surrogate  of  the  duty 
**  to  settle  and  determine  all  questions  concerning 
[*]  any  debt,  claim,  legacy,  bequest  or  distributive 
share,' '  empowered  him  to  settle  and  determine  such 
questions,  and  such  only,  as  were  not  a  matter  of 
dispute,  between  the  parties,  or,  in  simpler  phrase,  such 
qiLestions  as  there  was  no  qtcestion  about  (Estate  of 
Martine,  supra). 

Nearly  all  the  decisions  which  I  have  condensed 
into  the  two  propositions  just  stated,  relate  to  matters 
involving  the  demands  of  persons  claiming  to  be 
creditors  of  a  decedent's  estate,  but  not  conceded  to 
be  such  by  the  executor  or  administrator. 

Though  not  authoritative  upon  the  precise  ques- 
tions here  at  issue,  I  am  nevertheless  at  loss  how  to 
put  any  interpretation  upon  section  71  which  would  at 
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once  consist  with  those  decisions,  and  sustain  the  right 
of  this  court  to  exercise  such  authority  as  is  invoked 
in  the  present  proceedings ;  and  I  should  probably 
hold,  without  farther  inquiry,  that  I  had  no  juris- 
diction to  pass  upon  the  release  and  assignment  which 
are  respectively  interposed  in  the  cases  at  bar,  but  for 
certain  recent  decisions  to  which  I  feel  bound  to  refer. 

11.  Judicial  Decisions  in  Respect  to  Releases. 

In  Strong  v.  Strong  (3  Jiedf.  480)  it  was  decided, 
that  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  Code,  the  surrogate's 
court  possessed  the  power  to  inquire  into  the  validity 
of  releases. 

But,  the  argument  by  which  that  conclusion  is 
supported  is  substantially  the  same  as  that  which  was 
persistently  but  vainly  urged  in  Tucker  v.  Tucker  and 
in  a  score  of  supreme  court  decisions  relating  to  dis- 
puted claims. 

It  has  been  urged,  that  the  intimation  of  the  court 
of  appeals  in  Harris  v.  Ely  (25  iV.  Y.  142)  should  be 
regarded  as  authoritative  in  this  matter. 

The  question  there  at  issue  was,  whether  an  ex- 
ecutor was  proi)erly  required  to  account  at  the  instance 
of  a  legatee. 

This  legatee,  the  widow  of  decedent,  had  twelve 
years  previous  given  the  executor  a  receipt  in  full  of 
all  demands  tip  to  that  date^  and  had  also  executed  a 
deed  conveying  to  him,  as  trustee  for  herself,  all  her 
personal  estate. 

The  court  held  that  the  receipt  was  no  bar  to  the 
accounting,  as  it  did  not  profess  to  be  an  admission 
that  the  executor  had  fully  administered  the  estate, 
and  that  the  deed,  which  was  in  the  nature  of  an  ante- 
nuptial settlement,  was  not  intended  in  any  respect  to 
discharge  the  executor,  and  did  not  in  fact  discharge 
him  from  the  liability  of  filing  an  account. 

In  pronouncing  the  opinion  of  the  court.  Judge 
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Den^io  cited  the  case  of  Kenny  v.  Jackson  (1  Hagg.  EccL 
105),  wherein  it  was  held,  that  though  a  residuary 
legatee  had  executed  a  release,  whose  validity  was  dis- 
puted and  could  not  be  deteimined  in  the  prerogative 
court,  the  executor  should,  nevertheless,  at  his  in- 
stance, be  required  to  account.  Judge  Denio  made  a 
passing  comment,  to  the  effect  that  the  j  urisdiction  of 
our  surrogate's  courts  so  exceeded  that  of  the  English 
ecclesiastical  tribunals  as  to  permit  an  adjudication 
upon  the  validity  of  releases  interposed  in  bar  of  an 
accounting. 

So  far  as  I  have  discovered,  from  the  time  when  the 
decision  in  Harris  v,  Ely  was  rendered  (1862)  it  was 
never,  for  the  succeeding  sixteen  years,  referred  to  in 
any  cases  included  in  the  Reports  of  this  State. 

In  1878  the  court  of  appeals  passed  upon  .the  appeal 
of  Bevan  v.  Cooper  (72  N,  T.  317). 

At  the  trial  below,  the  then  surrogate  of  this  county 
had  adjudicated  upon  the  question  whether  under  a 
will  certain  legacies  were,  or  were  not  a  charge,  upon 
a  testator's  real  estate.  In  this  the  court  of  appeals, 
held  that  he  had  exceeded  his  authority.  In  dis- 
cussing the  general  subject  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  surrogate's  jurisdiction,  the  court  said  : 

"There  is  an  intimation  in  Harris  v.  Ely,  that  a 
surrogate  on  an  accounting  may  try  the  validity  of  a 
release,  but  the  remark  was  obiter ^  So  far  as  this 
allusion  has  any  significance,  it  must  be  deemed,  when 
read  in  the  light  of  its  context,  as  a  disapproval  of  the 
dictum  in  Harris  «.  Ely.  But  it  will  be  observed  that 
the  more  recent  intimation  is  itself  obiter^  and  should 
not,  therefore,  be  regarded  as  a  final  determination  of 
the  question. 

By  its  decision  in  People  ex  rel,  Wright  v.  Cofiln 
(7  Huji^  60)  the  supreme  court,  general  term,  of  the 
second  department,  seems  to  maintain  the  right  of  a 
Surrogate  before  the  repeal  of  section  71  of  the  Revised 
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Statutes  {supra)  to  exercise  such  authority  as  is  here 
invoked  by  the  contestants.    An  offshoot  of  the  same 
litigation  is  the  case  of  Wright  v.  Fleming  (12  HuTiy 
469),  wherein  it  is  claimed  that  the  general  term  of  the 
supreme  court,  in  the  first  department,  took  the  same 
view  of  the  surrogate's  jurisdiction.    It  does  not  seem 
to  me,  however,   that  the  question  here  under  con- 
sideration was  intended  to  be  passed  upon  in  that  case. 
From  the  recital    of   facts    which    accompanies    the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  justice,   his  statement   that 
under  the  circumstances  there  disclosed  ''the  surrogate 
committed  a  palpable  error  by  his  decision  to  distegard 
the  releases"  which  were  the  subject  of  that  contention, 
by  no  means  involves  the  notion  that  it  was  within  the 
scope  of  the  surrogate's  authority  to  receive  and  weigh 
the  evidence  for  and  against  those  releases  and  then  to 
decide  upon  their  validity. 

The  allegations  of  the  complaint  were  opposed  only 
by  a  demurrer,  and,  for  aught  that  appeared  by  the 
pleadings,  the  defendants  had  executed  releases  against 
which  there  was  no  opposing  evidence,  but  which, 
nevertheless,  the  surrogate  utterly  disregarded. 

To  say  that  this  disposition  of  the  matter  was  error, 
was  to  say  somthing  which  is  not  decisive  of  the 
present  contention.  Nor,  on  the  other  hand,  does  the 
language  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  its  review  of  this 
decision,  seem  to  me  to  mean  what  is  claimed  by  the  op- 
posing counsel  (See  Wright  «.  Fleming,  76  N.  T.  517). 
It  seems,  that  after  the  surrogate  had  announced 
his  purpose  of  "disregarding"  the  releases,  (though 
without  an  adjudication  that  they  were  invalid),  he  di- 
rected a  distribution  of  the  estate,  as  if  they  had  never 
existed.  Thereupon  the  accounting  administrator  com- 
menced an  action  in  the  supreme  court,  whereby  he 
sought  to  enjoin  the  entry  of  any  decree  which  should 
require  him  to  pay,  to  the  parties  who  had  given  the 
releases,  large  sums  of  money  to  which,  but  for  such 
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releases,  they  would  admittedly  have  been  entitled  from 
the  funds  of  the  estate.  The  defendants  in  that  action 
demurred.  At  special  term,  the  demurrer  was  over- 
ruled, and  judgment  was  rendered  for  the  plaintiff. 

The  general  teim  reversed  this  judgment  on  the 
merits,  holding  that  an  appeal  was  the  proper  remedy 
for  the  error  into  which,  in  its  judgment,  the  surrogate 
had  fallen,  and  that  the  circumstance  did  not  call  for 
the  intervention  of  a  court  of  equity. 

The  court  of  appeals,  in  a  per  Curiam  opinion,  sus- 
tained the  judgment  of  the  general  term,  but  intimated 
that  the  injunction  ought  to  have  been  granted  if  the 
complaint  had  not  been  deficient  in  some  of  its  allega- 
tions. 

The  court  said  :  "  The  facts  alleged  to  sustain  the 
prayer  of  the  complaint  for  an  injunction  are  not  suflS- 
cient.  It  alleges  the  giving  of  releases  and  assign- 
ments, and  that  the  surrogate  disregarded  them  when 
presented  to  him  in  the  proceedings  in  his  court.  It 
is  not  alleged  that  he  had,  or  had  not,  the  power  to 

consider  and  pass  upon   them It  is  plain  that 

there  can  be  no  final  and  complete  settlement  of  the 

plaintiff's  accounts until  it  is  determined  by  an 

authentic  adjudication  whether  the  releases  and  assign- 
ments are  valid,  and  what  is  the  force  and  effect  of 
them.  It  is  therefore  well  that,  if  the  plaintiff  is  so 
advised,  he  should  amend  his  complaint,  and  make 
averments  which  will  render  an  issue  upon  the  validity 
of  the  releases,  and  the  effect  of  them,  to  relieve  him 
from  liability  to  the  makers  of  them,  and  to  vest  in 
him  their  interest  in  the  estate  of  said  intestate,  so  that 
there  may  be  such  an  adjudication The  pro- 
ceedings before  the  surrogate  should  not  go  forward, 
so  far  as  that  the  releases,  if  upheld,  will  be  of  jio  avail 

to  him The  accounting  may  be  had  so  far  forth 

as  that  the  balances  for  or  against  him  may  be  ascer- 
tained, and  all  things  be  in  readiness  for  the  entry  of  a

final  decree.  Hence  he  ought  to  have  an  injunction 
upon  his  complaint,  if  he  shall  amend  it  as  above  indi- 
cated, restraining  the  proceedings  in  the  surrogate's 
court  beyond  the  point  mentioned  above." 

This  is  the  full  opinion  of  the  court  of  appeals,  so  far 
as  relates  to  the  subject  of  the  present  inquiry.  It  seems 
to  me  that  there  is  room  for  great  divergence  of  ojnnion 
as  to  the  application  of  this  decision  to  the  facts  of  such 
a  case  as  the  present.  It  is  cei-tainly  not  squarely  de- 
termined that  under  the  Revised  Statutes  the  surro- 
gate's court  had  jurisdiction  or  had  not  jurisdiction  to 
inquire  into  the  force  and  effect  of  releases  whose  va- 
lidity had  been  assailed  by  the  parties  executing  them. 

It  was  urged  by  the  appellants  in  that  action  that 
the  remedy  by  injunction  should  be  accorded  be- 
cause of  the  alleged  misconduct  and  irregularity 
of  the  trial  court  in  "disregarding"  the  releases  there 
in  question  after  having  admitted  them  in  evidence. 

A  simple  question  of  law,  they  said,  would  have 
been  raised  if  the  surrogate  had  refused,  for  lack  of 
jurisdiction,  to  permit  the  introduction  of  those  instru- 
ments ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  if,  after  they  had  been 
admitted,  evidence  had  been  offered  tending  in  any  wise 
to  impair  their  validity  and  effect,  a  question  of  fact 
would  have  arisen.  In  either  contingency,  as  they  ar- 
gued, error  could  have  been  effectually  corrected  by  re- 
sort to  the  ordinary  remedy  of  appeal.  But  they 
claimed  that — 

1st.  The  "disregard"  of  an  instrument  which  had 
been  admitted  in  evidence,  whose  validity,  force  and 
effect  had  not  been  sittacked  by  evidence  in  opposition, 
and  which  purported  to  be  a  ''  full,  absolute  and  final 
release"  of  the  defendant's  claims  ;  and, 

2d.  The  avowal  of  a  purpose  on  the  part  of  defend- 
ants to  enter  a  decree  in  harmony  with  this  ''  disregard- 
ing"   were    circumstances   which    afforded  sufficient 
grounds  for  the  interference  of  a  court  of  equity. 
Vol.  m.. 
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How  far  the  court  of  appeals  acted  upon  this  view 
is  not  apparent  from  the  language  of  its  decision. 

It  is  fairly  open  to  dispute,  whether  its  determina- 
tion that  the  plaintiff  would  be  entitled  to  an  injunction 
upon  making  the  suggested  amendments  in  his  com- 
plaint, was  based  on  the  theory  that  the  surrogate  had 
absolutely  no  jurisdiction  in  the  premises,  or  merely 
upon  the  theory  that  his  decision  was  erroneous,  and 
that  any  decree  by  which  it  should  be  made  effective 
would  inflict  upon  the  plaintiff  an  injury  against  which 
he  should  be  permitted  to  interpose  the  shield  of  un 
injunction. 

So,  too,  when  the  court  says  that  the  proceedings 
before  the  surrogate  ought  to  stop  short  of  the  entry 
of  a  final  decree,  it  is  by  no  means  clear  whether  these 
remarks  were  intended  to  be  limited  to  a  class  of  cases 
wherein,  as  in  the  one  then  under  review,  the  surrogate 
had  indicated  his  purpose  of  ignoring  the  ejffect  of  re- 
leases without  adjudging  them  to  be  invalid,  or  whether, 
on  the  other  hand,  that  language  was  designed  to  have 
a  wider  reach,  and  to  declare  that  until  a  controversv 
over  the  validity  and  effect  of  a  release  should  be  deter- 
mined by  another  tribunal,  the  surrogate  ought  under  no 
circumstances  to  enter  a  decree  of  distribution  as  to  anv 
portion  of  the  estate  to  which  such  release  appertained. 

This  case  is  certainly  not  decisive  of  the  present 
contention,  and  if  the  Code  of  Procedure  had  made  no 
substantial  change  in  the  statutes,  I  should  feel 
[•]  bound  to  adhere,  until  otherwise  advised  by  an 
appellate  tribunal,  to  the  position  which  seems  to 
have  the  sanction  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  second 
department,  and  which,  in  this  very  jjroceeding  (Estate 
of  Adolph  Brown),  was  maintained  by  my  predecessor. 

This  I  should  do  with  the  greater  confidence  in  view 
of  the  recent  decision  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  court 
of  appeals  in  Riggs  v,  Cragg  {Daily  Register^  October 
21,  1882),  a  decision  which  certainly  gives  a  more  lib- 
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eral  interpretation  to  section  71  than  it  has  hitherto 
received,  and  settles  in  the  affirmative  the  mach  mooted 
question  whether,  upon  a  final  accounting,  to  which  all 
persons  interested  were  made  parties,  the  surrogate  had 
power  under  that  section  to  construe  a  will. 

III.  As  TO  Assignments. 

Before  examining  the  meaning  of  the  Code  provisions 
which  have  supplanted  that  section,  it  is  proper  to 
consider  briefly  the  question,  What  authority  is  con- 
ferred upon  the  surrogate  to  pass  upon  the  validity  of 
assignments  made  by  persons  interested  in  an  estate? 
In  Bonfanti  v.  Deguerre  (3  Bradf.  429),  the  plaintiff, 
legatee  sought  to  procure  from  the  defendant,  execu- 
tor, an  accounting.  The  executor  set  up  in  answer  that 
the  plaintiff  had  executed  to  one  W.  assignments  of 
his  entire  interest  in  the  decedent's  esiate. 

The  applicant  alleged  in  opposition  that  the  assign- 
ment was  procured  by  misrepresentations  for  which  the 
executor  was  himself  responsible.  Surrogate  Brad- 
ford refused  to  inquire  into  the  validity  of  the  assign- 
ment, but  as  the  only  reason  which  he  gave  for  his 
action  was  his  lack  of  jurisdiction,  because  of  the  fact 
that  the  assignee  was  not  a  party  to  the  proceedings, 
the  case  is  of  little  utility. 

Hitchcock  ??.  Marshall  (2  Redf,  174)  is,  however,  di- 
rectly in  point.  Surrogate  Coffin  there  held  that  even 
where  no  question  arose  as  to  the  validity  of  an  assign- 
ment executed  by  a  person  entitled  to  a  distributive 
share,  he  did  not  feel  authorized,  under  the  law  as  it 
stood  prior  to  the  enactment  of  the  Code,  to  recognize 
such  an  assignment,  and  to  direct  distribution  accor- 
dingly. This  view  he  reasserted  in  Haskin  n.  Feller  (3 
Redf.  321),  and  in  Strong  o.  Strong  (Id.  481),  and  in 
Leviness  v,  Cassebeer  [Id.  491). 

I  am  informed  that  in  New  York  county  it  has  been 
for  years  the  practice  of  this  court  to  recognize  and 
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give  effect  to  assignments  when  they  have  not  been  at- 
tacked, but  that,  whenever  their  validity  has  been  the 
subject  of  controversy,  the  court  has  refused  to  exer- 
cise any  jurisdiction  concerning  them. 

IV.  The  Surrogate's  Authority  under  the  Code 

Provisions. 

We  are  now  brought  to  the  consideration  of  the 
question  to  what  extent,  if  at  all,  the  authority  of  the 
surrogate  has  been  affected  by  the  substitution  of  the 
existing  law  in  place  of  the  repealed  provisions  of  the 
Revised  Statutes. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  examine  those  repealed 
provisions  and  the  decisions  to  which  they  have  given 
rise,  because  the  section  of  the  Code  which  will  pres- 
ently be  quoted,  and  which  is  now  the  sole  source  of 
the  surrogate' 8  authority  in  these  matters,  was  designed 
to  bring  the  very  letter  of  the  new  law  into  exact  con- 
formity with  the  interpretation  which  the  courts  had  put 
upon  the  language  of  the  old,  and  thus  to  prevent  in 
the  future  all  doubts  and  disputation  as  to  its  meaning. 
Such  is  declared  by  Mr.  Commissioner  Throop  (see  not« 
to  section  2743  of  his  edition  of  the  Code)  to  have  been 
the  aim  of  the  commissioners  in  changing  the  phrase- 
ology of  the  statute.    The  new  provision  is  as  follows : 

"  Where  an  account  is  judicially  settled,  .  .  •  . 
and  any  part  of  the  estate  remains,  and  is  ready  to  be 
distributed  to  the  creditor,' legatees,  next  of  kin,  hus- 
band or  wife  of  the  decedent,  or  their  assigns,  the  de- 
cree must  direct  the  payment  and  distribution  thereof 
to  the  persons  so  entitled,  according  to  their  respective 
rights."        ****** 

"  Where  the  validity  of  a  debt,  claim  or  distributive 
share  is  not  disputed  or  has  been  established,  the  de- 
cree must  determine  to  whom  it  is  payable,  the  sum  to 
be  paid  by  reason  thereof,  and  all  other  questions  cou- 
cerning  the  same  {Code^  %  2743). 
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I  do  not  share  the  confidence  of  the  commissioners 
that  these  provisions  have  been  so  skillfully  worded  as 
to  leave  no  room  for  future  contention.  But  my  own 
interpretation  of  them  and  of  their  application  to  the 
cases  now  before  the  court  is  as  follows : 

First.  By  this  limited  grant  of  authority  to  deter- 
mine all  questions  concerning  '^ debts,  claims  and  dis- 
tributive shares,"  when  their  validity  "  is  not  disputed 
or  has  been  established,"  it  is  intended  that  when- 
[*]  ever  the  executor  or  administrator  shall  dispute 
the  validity  of  a  debt,  claim  or  right  to  a  distribu- 
tive share,  the  jurisdiction  of  the  surrogate  to  adjudicate 
upon  it  is  straightway  suspended  until  such  debt,  claim 
or  right  shall  have  been  established  by  the  judgment 
of  some  competent  tribunal,  and  of  some  tribunal,  of 
course,  other  than  the  surrogate's  court  itself. 

Second.  The  term  ''claim,  debt  or  distributive 
share,"  as  used  in  section  2743,  is  designed  to  compre- 
hend every  species  of  claim  or  demand  against  a 
[*]  decedent's  estate,  which  may  be  or  can  be  pre- 
ferred by  any  individual  belonging  to  any  of  the 
classes  of  persons  previously  enumerated  in  that  sec- 
tion, i.  e.j  by  any  creditor,  or  legatee,  or  next  of  kin, 
or  husband  or  wife  of  decedent,  or  by  the  assignee  of 
any  one  of  such  persons.  Indeed,  the  word  ''  debt"  of 
itself  must  be  deemed  to  have  a  significance  almost  as 
broad  as  this,  if  we  are  to  heed  its  definition  in  section 
2514.  "The  word  debts,"  says  that  section,  "includes 
every  claim  and  demand  upon  which  a  judgment  for  a 
sum  of  money,  or  directing  the  payment  of  money, 
could  be  recovered  in  an  action." 

Third.  That  a  dispute  about  the  validity  of   any 

such  debt,  claim  or  distributive  share,  whose  pay- 

[•]    ment  is  sought  to  be  obtained  or  secured  at  a  final 

accounting,  is  a  dispute  about  whether  the  light 

to  such  debt,  claim  or  distributive  share  at  the  time 

exists. 
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Fourth.  That  accordingly,  whenever  one,  as  next  of 
kin  or  legatee,  claims  upon  a  final  accounting  a  share 
in  the  decedent's  estate,  and  the  accounting  party 
[']  disputes  his  claim  and  interposes  against  it  a  release 
or  an  assignment,  which  is  assailed  by  its  maker  as 
invalid  and  ineffectual  by  reason  of  fraud,  a  contingency 
has  arisen  which  requires  the  surrogate,  in  obedience 
to  section  2743,  to  hold  in  abeyance  his  decree  of  dis- 
tribution, so  far,  at  least,  as  concerns  that  interest  in 
the  estate  to  which  such  assignment  or  release  relates, 
until  the  rights  of  the  parties  can  be  determined  in 
another  forum. 

If  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  were  still 
in  force,  itmiglit  be  claimed,  with  some  show  of  reason, 
that  the  surrogate's  right  to  determine  a  controversy 
between  an  accounting  executor  or  administrator  and 
a  person  claiming  as  legatee  or  next  of  kin,  touching 
the  validity  and  effect  of  a  release  or  assignment  to  the 
accounting  party  himself^  might  be  defended  as  with- 
in the  spirit,  if  not  the  letter,  of  recent  decisions  of  the 
court  of  appeals.  See,  for  example,  the  cases  of 
Kyle  ^.  Kyle,  67  N.  T.  400  ;  Shakespeare  v.  Markham, 
72  N.  T.  400 ;  Boughton  v.  Flint,  74  N.  T.  476,  which 
lend  some  support  to  the  notion  that  whatever  claims 
of  interest  in  an  estate  its  executor  or  administrator 
sets  up  may  be  passed  upon  by^  the  surrogate. 

But  section  2739  of  the  Code  seems  to  have  estab- 
lished certain  restrictions  in  this  regard  which  are  too 
plain  to  be  overlooked.  It  provides  that  a  contest 
between  the  accounting  party  and  any  other  party  in 
interest  may  be  determined  by  the  surrogate  when  it 
relates  to  a  debt  alleged  to  be  due  by  such  accounting 
party  to  the  decedent,  or  by  the  decedent  to  the 
accounting  party,  or  when  it  relates  to  property  of  the 
estate  to  whi,ch  the  latter  lays  claim.  The  provision  is 
manifestly  too  narrow  to  include  such  cases  as  the 
present. 
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V.     Shall  the  Contestants'  Objections  be  Con- 
sidered. 

Having  no  power  to  pass  upon  the  validity  of  either 
tile  release  in  the  Brown  estate  or  of  the  assignment  in 
the  estate  of  Bauer,  what  disposal  onght  I  to  make  of 
the  objections  which  have  in  each  case  been  interposed  ? 
It  is  insisted  by  the  accounting  parties  that  the  claims 
of  the  objectors  to  appear  as  such  should  be  denied; 
and  that  the  proceedings  should  be  conducted  to  a  final 
decree  as  if  their  objections  had  not  been  tiled. 

But  would  not  such  jx  course  imply  an  assumption 
n     that  the  instruments  whose  validity  is  attacked  are 
in  fact  valid  1 

In  other  words,  would  it  not  practically  involve  just 
such  a  determination  of  their  validity  as  the  court  has 
no  right  to  make? 

It  seems  to  me  that  one  or  the  other  of  two  courses 
should  be  taken  for  protecting  the  rights  of  all  parties 
in  such  controversies  as  these. 

Either  the  inquiry  into  the  correctness  of  the  ac- 
counts should  be  postponed  until  an  adjudication  is 
had  in  the  matters  as  to  which  the  court  lacks  juris- 
diction, or  if  the  inquiry  is  suffered  to  jjroceed,  every 
person  who  claims  a  share  or  an  interest  in  the  estate 
should  be  allowed  to  take  part  therein,  despite  the  fact 
that  he  is  alleged  to  have  assigned  or  released  such 
share  or  interest,  provided  that  he  interposes  allegations 
of  fact  disputing  the  validity  of  such  assignment  or  re- 
lease, and  that  but  for  such  assignment  or  release,  he 
would  be  entitled  to  such  interest  or  share  (Thomson  v. 
Thomson,  1  Brad/.  24;  Burwell  v.  Shaw,  2  Bradf. 
322;  Dickson's  Estate,  11  Phil.  86 ;  Wister's  Estate,  12 
PMl.  48 ;  Kenny  v.  Jackson,  1  Hagg.  Eccl.  105 ;  Estate 
of  Martine,  11  Abb.  N.  0.  50 ;  Estate  of  Giles,  11  Abb. 
If.  0.  57;  Buchan  v.  Rintoul,  70  If.  Y.  1). 
Which  of  these  two  coures  should  be  pursued  in  any 
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giv^n  case  must  dei>end  upon  a  variety  of  circumstan- 
ces that  need  not  be  here  considered  or  enumerated. 

In  both  of  the  present  proceedings  I  have  decided 
to  permit  the  contestants  to  go  on  at  once.  Orders  may 
therefore  be  presented  for  submission  to  a  reference  of 
the  accounts  and  of  the  objections  thereto.

Where  the  indorser  of  a  promissory  note  paid  it  after  an  action  there- 
on had  been  commenced  agiiinst  the  maker, — Held^  that  phiintiff, 
being  the  holder  of  the  note  at  the  time  he  commenced  the  actinn« 
was  then  the  real  party  in  interest ;  [^J  that  the  subsequent  payment 
of  the  note  by  the  indorser  relieved  him  only  from  liability  to  the 
plaintiff,  and  did  not  in  any  way  impair  the  legal  remedy  against 
the  maker  or  furnish  him  with  any  defense  to  the  action  ;  [^  'J 
that  it  entitled  the  indorser  to  be  subrogated  to  any  right  the  plain- 
tiff had  acquired,  including  the  right  to  prosecute  the  action,  ['j 
but  to  nothing  more,  and  the  pendency  of  the  action  would  have 
furnished  the  muker  with  a  good  plea  in  bar  of  an  independent 
action  by  such  indorser,  his  proper  remedy  being  either  to  continue 
the  action  or  direct  its  discontinuance.  [*]  The  indorser  not  apply- 
ing for  leave  to  c(mtinue  the  action  in  his  own  name,  it  is  properly 
continued  in  the  name  of  the  original  plaintiff,  who  becomes  the 
trustee  of  the  indorser  as  regards  the  moneys  sued  for,  when  recov- 
ered. [*]

McAdam,  J. — This  action  is  against  the  defendant 
as  the  maker  of  a  promissory  note.  After  suit  brought, 
but  before  the  time  to  answer  therein  Iiad  expired,  the 
payee  and  first  indorser  of  the  note  paid  the  amount 
thereof  to  the  plaintiff,  whereupon  the  maker  (the 
defendant)  interposed,  as  a  defense  to  the  action  so 
con)menced,  the  plea  of  payment  by  the  payee,  claim- 
ing that,  in  consequence,  the  latter  had  become  the 
owner  of  the  note  and  the  real  party  in  interest.  The 
plea  is  substantially  true  as  matter  of  fact,  and  the 
point  is  whether  it  presents  a  legal  defense. 

My  conclusions  are:  1st.  That  the  plaintiff,  being 
the  owner  of  the  note  at  the  time  the  action  was  com- 

menced,  was  the  real  party  in  interest  within  the 
[']    meaning  of  the  term  as  used  in  the  Code,  and  that 

the  action  was  properly  brought  in  its  name.  2d. 
["]    That  the  subsequent  payment  of  the  note  by  the 

payee  and  indorser  operated  to  discharge  the  latter 
only  from  further  liability  to  the  plaintiff,  and  entitled 
the  payee  who  made  the  payment  to  be  subrogated  to 
any  right  which  the  plaintiff  had  in  the  meantime  ac- 
quired against  the  maker  of  the  note,  including  the 

right  to  prosecute  the  present  action.  But  that 
[•]    such  payment  in  no  way  impaired  the  legal  remedy 

which  had  been  invoked  against  the  defendant  as 
the  principal  debtor,  and  that  no  benefit  inured  to  the 
latter  from  the  circumstance  of  such  payment,  and 
that  it  furnishes  him  with  no  defense  hereto.  3d. 
That  the  payee  and  indorser  who  paid  the  note  not 
having  applied  for  leave  to  continue  the  action  in  his 
name,   it   was    properly  continued    in  the   name   of 
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[*]  the  original  plain tiflf  {Code^  §§  755,  756),  the  money 
sued  for,  when  recovered,  being  held  for  the  benelSt 
of  the  payee  and  indorser,  to  whom,  in  consequence  of 
such  payment,  they  rightfully  belong,  the  plaintiff  in 
this  regard  becoming  the  trustee  of  the  assignee  of  the 
cause  of  action  {WaWs  Actions  and  DtfeTises^  360). 
4th.  The  present  action  having  been  commenced  against 
the  maker  of  the  note,  prior  to  the  payment  there- 
[•]  of  by  the  payee  and  indorser,  such  payment  sub- 
rogated the  latter  to  the  then  existing  rights  of  the 
plaintiff,  but  to  nothing  more  {Baylies  on  Sureties^ 
362),  and  the  pendency  of  this  action  would  furnish 
the  maker  with  a  good  plea  in  bar  to  an  independent 
action  by  such  payee  and  indorser  for  the  same  cause, 
the  proper  remedy  of  the  latter  being  to  continue  this 
action,  if  he  desired  to  enforce  a  legal  remedy  against 
the  maker  {Code^  §  756)  or  to  direct  its  discontinuance, 
if  he  did  not  desire  the  proceedings  then  pending  to 
proceed  further.  From  these  conclusions  I  must  direct 
a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiflE  for  $517.49,  the 
amount  claimed,  and  interest.  The  defendant  may 
have  thirty  days  to  make  a  case,  with  a  like  stay  of 
execution.

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undertaking.  [^ ']  Where  security  Is  required  to  perfect  the  ap- 
peal, the  appeal  is  not  perfected,  aud  the  party  having  the  judgment 
may  proceed  thereon  as  if  no  appeal  had  been  taken.  Where  it  re- 
quired to  stay  execution  of  the  judgment,  the  judgment  may  be

Where  sureties  to  an  undertaking  given  on  appeal,  either  to  perfect  the

Appeal  from  judgment  of  general  term  of  N.  Y.  su- 
perior court  affirming  judgment,  etc.,  of  the  trial  term 
of  said  court.  (Reported  below,  47  Jf.  Y.  Super.  Ct. 
387.) 

A  judgment  was  recovered,  January  11, 1880,  in  the 
superior  court  of  the  city  of  New  York  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  and  against  one  S.  Starr  Rowland  for  $555.49. 
Said  Rowland  appealed,  February  9,  1880,  to  the  gene- 
ral term  of  said  court,  and  an  undertaking  was  made 
and  executed  by  the  defendants  in  this  action  con- 
ditioned ''that  the  appellant  would  pay  all  costs  or 
damages  which  may  be  awarded  against  the  appellant 
on  said  appeal,  not  exceeding  $600,  and,  also,  that  if 
the  judgment  so  appealed  from  or  any  part  thereof  is 
affirmed  or  the  appeal  is  dismissed,  the  appellant  will 
pay  the  sum  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  judgment,  or 
that  part  thereof  as  to  which  the  judgment  shall  be 
affirmed."  The  sufficiency  of  the  sureties  was  duly 
excepted  to  by  plaintiff  and  a  notice  of  their  justifica- 
tion duly  served. 

Upon  the  day  set  for  their  justification,  the  sureties 
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were  duly  sworn,  and  the  examination  of  one  of  them, 
the  defendant  Gould,  was  taken ;  but  before  it  was 
signed  by  him  news  came  of  the  death  of  Rowland,  and 
he  refused  to  sign  his  examination,  and  the  other 
surety,  the  defendant  King,  whose  examination  had 
been  adjourned,  failed  and  refused  to  appear  on  the  ad- 
journed day  and  submit  to  an  examination. 

Thereafter,  the  action  was  revived  and  continued 
against  Domitila  D.  Rowland  as  administratrix,  etc.,  of 
S.  Starr  Rowland,  and  on  the  6th  day  of  November, 
1880,  the  said  judgment  was  in  all  respects  affirmed. 

This  action  was  thereafter  brought  on  the  undertak- 
ing. Upon  the  trial,  at  the  close  of  plaintiff's  case,  each 
defendant  moved  for  a  nonsuit.  Their  motions  were 
denied,  and  they  excepted.  A  verdict'  in  favor  of 
plaintiff  for  $692.75  was  foundby  direction  of  the  court, 
and  judgment  thereupon  entered  for  $833.74,  from 
which  an  appeal  was  taken  to  the  general  term,  which 
affirmed  the  judgment. 

This  appeal  was  taken  from  that  judgment  of  affirm- 
ance.

Sureties  upon  an  undertaking  are  not  released  from 
liability  by  their  failure  to  justify,  if  excepted  to  .  .  . 
McSpedon  v.  Bouton,  6  Daly^  30  ;  Hill  v.  Burke,  62  N. 
T.  Ill ;  Gibbons  v.  Berhard,  3  Bosw.  635 ;  Knapp  v. 
Anderson,  7  Hun,  295 ;  Ballard  v.  Ballard,  18  N.  Y.  491 ; 
Decker  v.  Anderson,  39  Barb.  346 ;  Gusthal  v.  Rein- 
hardt,  1  Law  Bui.  37  ;  Van  Duyne  v.  Coope,  1  HiUy 
657. 

Tracy,  J. — The  question  to  be  determined  in  this 
case  is  whether  the  sureties  to  an  undertaking  given  ou 
appeal  to  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court  or  of 
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a  superior  city  court,  when  excepted  to,  and  they  fail 
or  refuse  to  justify,  and  justification  is  not  waived  by 
tho  respondent,  are  nevertheless  bound  by  the  con- 
ditions of  their  undertaking.  This  depends  upon  the 
construction  to  be  placed  upon  sections  1352  and  1335 
of  the  Code.  Security  is  not  required  to  perfect  an 
appeal  to  the  general  term  from  a  final  judgment 
rendered  in  the  same  court,  but  such  appeal  does  not 
stay  proceedings  upon  the  judgment,  and  the  party 
having  the  judgment  may  proceed  to  enforce  it  as  if  no 
appeal  had  been  taken.  If  the  appellant  desires  to 
stay  the  execution  of  the  judgment  pending  the  appeal, 
section  1352  of  the  Code  requires  that  he  must  give  the 
security  required  to  perfect  an  appeal  to  the  court  of 
appeals.  Upon  giving  such  security,  the  execution  of 
the  judgment  appealed  from  is  stayed,  as  upon  an  ap- 
peal to  the  court  of  appeals,  and  subject  to  the  same 
conditions.  Section  1335  of  the  Code  provides  that  it 
is  not  necessary  that  an  undertaking  upon  an  appeal 
to  the  court  of  appeals  should  be  approved,  but  the 
attorney  for  the  respondent  may,  within  ten  days  after 
service  of  a  copy  of  the  undertaking,  except  to  the  suffi- 
ciency of  the  sureties.  Within  ten  days  thereafter,  the 
sureties,  or  other  sureties  in  a  new  undertaking  to  the 
same  effect  must  justify  before  a  judge  of  the  court 
below  or  a  county  judge.  If  the  judge,  after  examina- 
tion of  the  sureties,  finds  them  sufficient,  he  must  in- 
dorse his  allowance  of  them  upon  the  undertaking  or 
a  copy  thereof.  The  section  then  declares :  ''  The  effect 
of  a  failure  so  to  justify  and  to  procure  an  allowance  is 

the  same  as  if  the  undertaking  had  not  been  given." 
[*]         The  meaning  of  this  language  is  too  obvious  to 

admit  of  doubt.  Failure  of  the  sureties  to  an  un- 
dertaking upon  an  appeal,  to  justify  when  expected  to, 
defeats  entirely  the  object  and  purpose  of  the  under- 
taking. Where  security  is  required  in  order  to  perfect 
the  appeal,  the  appeal  from  the  judgment  is  not  per- 
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fected,  and  the  party  having  the  judgment  may  proceed 
thereon  as  if  no  appeal  had  been  taken.  Where  secur- 
ity is  not  required  to  perfect  the  appeal,  but  is  required 
to  stay  the  execution  of  the  judgment,  the  judgment 
may  be  enforced  pending  the  appeal  as  if  no  undertak- 
ing to  stay  the  execution  thereof  had  been  given. 

So  much  is  clear.  The  remaining  question  to  be 
considered  is,  whether  the  respondent  may  insist  upon 
his  right  to  disregard  the  appeal  or  the  stay  of  proceed- 
ings, as  the  case  may  be,  because  of  the  failure  of  the 
sureties  to  justify,  and  at  the  same  time  hold  the  sure- 
ties upon  their  undertaking. 

We  think  not.  Upon  the  service  of  a  notipe  of  ap- 
peal with  an  undertaking,  the  respondent  may  accept 
the  undertaking,  and  thereupon  it  becomes  effectual 
and  the  sureties  will  be  bound.  But  he  may  say,  "I 
will  not  accept  the  sureties  tendered  by  the  undertak- 
ing, except  upon  condition  that  they  appear  before  a 
judge,  are  examined  as  to  their  responsibility  and  the 
judge  approves  them  after  such  examination. ' '  There- 
upon the  appellant  may  undertake  to  meet  this  condi- 
tion and  give  notice  of  justification  of  the  sureties,  or 
he  may  tender  other  sureties  in  a  new  undertaking  to 

the  same  effect,  who  must  justify  before  a  judge  of 
[']    the  court  below  or  a  county  judge.  If  he  does  neither 

then  the  case  stands  at  if  no  attempt  to  give  an  un- 
dertaking had  been  made.  No  reason  can  be  suggested 
why  the  respondent  should  be  permitted  to  disregard 
the  undertaking  and  proceed  upon  the  judgment  as  if 

none  bad  beengiven,and  yet  have  all  the  advantages 
[■]    that  the  undertaking  was  intended  to  secure.     The 

only  object  and  purpose  of  the  undertaking  was  to 
stay  the  execution  of  the  judgment  until  the  appeal 
had  been  heard  and  determined.  The  respondent  can- 
not have  the  dual  right  to  enforce  the  judgment  pend- 
ing the  appeal  as  if  no  undertaking  had  been  given, 
and  at  the  same  time  treat  it  as  valid  security  for  the 
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payment  of  the  judgment.  The  undertaking  was  ten- 
dered by  the  appellant  and  rejected /by  the  respondent, 
and  never  perfected  by  the  appellant.  It  is  unneces- 
sary to  determine  whether  or  not  the  exceptant  might 
have  waived  her  exception  at  any  time  before  the  re- 
fusal of  the  surety  to  justify.  No  waiver  in  this  case 
was  made  or  attempted.  We  have  carefully  examined 
the  numerous  authorities  cited  by  the  respondent,  and 
none  of  them  are  in  conflict  with  the  conclusion  in  this 
case. 

The  case  of  Decker  v.  Anderson  (39  Barb.  346)  arose 
[*]  on  an  undertaking  given  upon  the  bringing  of  an 
action  to  recover  possession  of  personal  property 
under  the  Code.  The  cases  are  not  analogous.  In  an 
undertaking  given  in  an  action  of  replevin,  the  sure- 
ties being  approved  by  the  sheriff,  hb  is  required  to  take 
the  property  of  the  defendant,  and  becomes  liable  to 
the  defendant  therefor  in  case  the  sureties  fail  to  justify, 
if  excepted  to.    . 

In  such  a  case  it  would  be  unreasonable  to  hold  that, 
after  the  defendant's  property  has  been  taken  upon  the 
faith  of  the  undertaking,  the  sureties  could  relieve 
themselves  from  liability  by  refusing  to  justify  when 
excepted  to.  Besides,  the  Code  does  not  declare  that 
the  eflPect  of  a  failure  to  justify  is  the  same  as  if  no  un- 
dertaking had  been  given.  On  the  contrary,  the  effect 
of  a  failure  to  justify  is  to  subject  the  sheriff  to  lia- 
bility to  the  defendant  for  the  property  taken.  Bal- 
lard ^?.  Ballard  (18  iV.  T.  491),  simply  decides  that  an 
[*]  exception  duly  taken  to  sureties  on  appeal  is  waiv- 
ed by  the  failure  of  the  respondent  to  attend  the 
officer  before  whom  the  notice  of  justification  is  given, 
although  the  sureties  also  fail  to  attend.  It  holds  that 
the  party  excepting  is  the  actor  in  the  proceading,  and 
no  step  is  necessary  to  be  taken  except  upon  his  re- 
quisition. 

The  question  involved  in  the  case  of  Gibbons  v.  Ber- 
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["]    hard  (3  Bosw,  635)  was  one  of  pleading.     It  was 
there  held  that  a  complaint  upon  an  undertaking, 
executed  upon  an  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals,  suffi- 
cient in  other  respects,  is  not  demurrable  as  not  stating 
facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  merely 
because  it  omits  to  aver  that  the  undertaking  was  ac- 
companied by  the  affidavits  of  the  sureties  that  they 
were  worth  double  the  sum  specified  therein.     Such 
affidavit  was  intended  for  the  protection  of  the  respon- 
dent, and  it  was  competent  for  him  to  waive  it.     In 
n    Hill  V.  Burke  (62  iV".  T.  Ill)  the  respondent  accept- 
ed the  undertaking,   and  never  excepted  to  the 
sureties.     The  only  defect  the  sureties  claimed  was  that 
they  did  not  originally  justify  in  a  sufficiently  large 
[•]    amount.    Knapp  v.  Anderson  (7  Ruriy  296 ;  71  iT. 
Y.  466)  decides  nothing  except  that  the  discharge  of 
the  judgment  debtor  in  bankruptcy  did  not  discharge 
his  sureties. 

Tlie  case  of  McSpedon  v  Bouton  (6  Daly,  30)  was  an 
action  brought  upon  an  undertaking  given  upon 
[•]  an  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeala  Although  no 
such  defense  was  set  up  in  the  answer,  proof  was 
given  upon  the  trial  that  the  respondent  excepted  to 
the  sureties,  and  that  after  repeated  attendance  by  the 
respondents  on  notice  for  their  justification  and  their 
failure  to  attend  and  justify,  the  proceedings  for  justi- 
fication were  abandoned  without  formal  order,  and  the 
appeal  proceeded,  and  was  regularly  heard  and  dis- 
posed of  in  the  court  of  appeals.  Judge  Robinson 
held  that  the  failure  of  the  sureties  to  justify,  consti- 
tuted no  defense,  and  cited  Decker  ^>.  Anderson  (39 
Barb,  346).  But  that  case,  as  we  have  already  seen, 
did  not  arise  upon  an  undertaking  given  upon  an 
appeal,  and  cannot  be  considered  an  authority  upon 
the  question  now  before  the  court.  We  think  the 
court  was  misled  by  the  supposed  analogy  of  this  case. 
Furthermore,  the  language  of  the  Code  under  which

the  undertaking  was  given  in  that  case,  is  not  the  same 
as  the  present  Code.  The  intent  of  the  legislature  to 
make  the  effect  of  a  failure  to  justify  and  to  procure  an 
allowance,  the  same  as  if  an  undertaking  had  not  been 
given,  is  more  strongly  expressed  in  the  present  code, 
than  it  was  in  section  334  of  the  old  Code. 

The  sureties  were  not  bound ;  and  the  judgment  of 

the  general  and  special  terms  must  be  reversed,

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Petition  to  revoke  the  probate  of  a  will. 

Sufficient  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

LivixGSTON,  Surrogate. — This  is  an  application 
under  sections  2647  and  2653  of  the  Code,  to  revoke 
the  probate  of  the  will  of  Henry  Grossman,  deceased. 

The  will  was  executed  in  duplicate,  but  only  one  of 
the  duplicate  parts  was  produced  and  proved  on  the 
l)robate,  and  no  mention  was  then  made  of  the  other 
part,  nor  did  It  then  appear  that  the  will  had  been 
executed  in  duplicate. 

That  fact  was  first  made  apparent,  on  this  pro- 
ceeding, by  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Zener,  one  of  the 
subscribing  witnesses,  and  the  duplicate  part  of  the 
will  not  produced  on  the  probate  was  admitted  in 
evidence  in  this  proceeding,  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  it  was  in  every  respect  an  exact  duplicate  of  the 
will  admitted  to  probate,  and  had  not  been  in  any  way 
altered  since  its  execution. 

The  proponents  having  rested  their  case,  a  motion 
is  now  made  for  a  decree  revoking  the  probate  of  said 
wUl,  on  the  ground  that  only  part  of  it  was  admitted 
to  probate. 

No  question  arises  as  to  the  destruction,  alteration 
or  revocation  of  the  duplicate  part  not  produced  on 
the  original  probate  ;  it  is  not  pretended  that  it  is  not 
now  in  the  same  condition  in  every  respect,  as  the  other 
part  which  was  produced  on  that  occasion;  the  con- 
tention is,  that  a  will  executed  in  duplicate  consists  of 
both  duplicate  parts ;  that  neither  constitutes  tbe 
whole  will  and  that  consequently  such  a  will,  has  not 
been  admitted  to  probate  if  only  one  of  its  duplicate 
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parts  has  been  proved.  This  would  no  doubt  be  so,  if 
the  several  instruments,  instead  of  being  duplicates, 
contained  different  provisions.     It  is  undoubtedly  the 

general  rule  that  two  or  more  testamentary  instru- 
[']  ments  executed  at  the  same  time,   by  the  same 

testator,  are  to  be  construed  together,  and  viewed 
as  one  will,  and  must  be  admitted  to  probate  as  such. 
(In  the  matter  of  Porman's  will,  54  Barh.  214:^  284,  285) 
But  where  a  will  is  executed  in  duplicate,  although 

each  duplicate  may  be  said  to  be  part  of  the  will 
[']  in  the  sense  that  it  is  not  a  separate  will,  yet  from 

the  very  nature  of  duplicates,  each  is  the  complete 
will  in  itself,  since  each  part  is  a  duplicate  original. 
{TJie  Touchstone^  1  Am.  ed.  p.  5J3,  note  1 ;  (2  Phillips 
on  Ev.  544).  As  was  said  by  Judge  Maule,  in  Doe  v. 
Strickland  (8  C.  B.  724):  ''Each  part,  fully  and  en- 
tirely expresses  the  will  and  intention  of  the  testator." 
And  it  is  upon  this  theory,  that  the  revocation  or  in- 
tentional and  final  alteration  of  one  of  the  parts  by  the 
testator,  is  held  to  be  a  revocation  or  alteration  of  the 
whole  will. 

So  considered,  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  admit  to 

probate,  and  record  both  duplicates.  And  this 
[•]    view  is  sustained  by  the  practice  followed  in  the 

surrogate's  court  of  New  York,  on  the  probate  of 
the  will  of  Ann  Seaman,  and  in  this  court  in  the  case 
of  the  will  of  Austin  D.  Moore.  Both  of  those  wills 
were  executed  in  duplicate,  but  only  one  part  was 
admitted  to  probate  and  recorded.  So  in  Doe  ©.  Strick- 
land {supra\  only  the  altered  duplicate  part  found  in 
the  possession  of  the  testator  was  proved  and  admitted 
to  probate,  and  yet,  if  the  theory  of  counsel  for  the 
petitioners  is  correct,  there  is  the  same  necessity  for 
admitting  to  probate  and  recording  both  duplicates 
where  one  of  them  has  been  altered,  as  where  no  alter- 
ation has  been  made  in  either,  since  the  change  in  the 
one  does  not  destroy  or  annul  the  other,  but  only 
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effects  the  same  alteration  in  both.  Still,  on  the  pro- 
bate of  a  will  executed  in  duplicate,  the  petition  should 
describe  the  will  as  having  been  so  executed,  so  as  to 
inform  the  parties  in  interest  of  that  fact,  which  it  is 
very  material  for  them  to  know ;  and  the  part  kept  by 
the  testator  must  be  produced  or  accounted  for,  as  in 
case  it  cannot  be  found,  the  presumption  is  that  he  has 
destroyed  it  with  the  intention  of  revoking  his  will 
( Wms.  on  Executors^  158).  But  as  said  before,  no  such 
question  arises  in  this  case,  as  it  appears  that  both 
duplicate  parts  were  in  the  possession  of  the  tefetator, 
and  that  neither  was  destroyed  or  altered  by  him. 
The  petition  for  probate  of  the  will  probably  was 
irregular  in  not  properly  describing  the  will  as  having 
been  executed  in  duplicate ;  but  the  probate  is  not 
[*]  to  be  revoked,  in  this  proceeding,  for  that  reason. 
The  irregularity  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the 
will,  or  the  competency  of  the  proof  thereof.  (Ciwfe, 
§  2647). 

The  motion  to  revoke  the  probate,  must  be  denied 
on  the  evidence  as  it  now  stands,  and  this  proceeding 
may  be  entered  on  the  day  calendar  for  contested 
matters  for  further  hearing,  on  the  application  of 
either  side,  on  eight  days'  notice  to  the  other. 

Let  an  order  be  entered  accordingly.

Where  an  order  for  the  service  of  the  summons  in  an  action  hy  publi- 
cation was  founded  upon  a  complaint  purporting  to  have  been 
Terified  before  a  commissioner  for  this  State  resident  in  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  to  which  there  was  not  attached  any  certificate  of  the  secretary 
of  state  certifiying  that  the  commissioner  was  duly  authorized  to  ad- 
minister such  oath  or  affirmation,  etc., — Held,  that  the  abjection  that 
no  verified  complaint  was  presented  to  the  justice  who  granted  tlie 
order  was  well  taken;  ['J  that  there  was  no  evidence  before  said 
justice  that  there  was  a  verified  complaint  sliowing  a  sufficient  or 
any  cause  of  action,  as  required  by  section  489  of  the  Code  ;  and 
hence  he  never  acquired  any  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order.  [']

Motion  to  vacate  and  set  aside  an  order  for  the  ser- 
vice of  the  summons  in  an  action  by  publication,  and 
to  set  aside  the  service  made  thereunder. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

Arthur  Furher^  opposed. 

Lawrence,  J. — This  is  an  action  to  obtain  a  judg- 
ment for  an  absolute  divorce,  on  the  ground  of  the  adul- 
tery of  the  defendant.  The  plaintiflF  resides  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  and  alleges  in  his  aflSdavit  that  the  de- 
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fendant  ^'  is  at  present  living  with  her  infant  child  in  the 
said  city  of  Baltimore,  and  State  of  Maryland  ;  that  for 
the  reason  that  defendant  has  not  been  within  the 
State  of  New  York  for  a  period  long  prior  to  the  com- 
mencement of  this  action,  deponent  has  been  nnable  to 
canse  personal  service  of  the  summons  herein  to  be 
made  on  defendant,"  etc. 

Upon  the  complaint  and  aflBdavit  of  the  plaintiff  an 
order  was  made,  September  5,  1882,  for  the  service  of 
the  summons,  upon  the  defeadant  by  publication,  and 
the  defendant  having  made  default,  the  cause  was  re- 
ferred to  a  referee,  who  reported  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiff, but  said  report  has  not  been  confirmed. 

The  defendant  now  moves  to  vacate  and  set  aside 
the  service  of  the  summons  and  order  for  publication, 
for  the  reason  that  the  complaint  presented  to  the 
justice  granting  the  order  of  publication  was  not  a  veri- 
fied complaint,  no  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  certifying  to  the  genuineness  and 
official  signature  of  the  commissioner  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  residing  in  Philadelphia,  where  the  com- 
plaint  purports  to  have  been  verified,  being  attached  to 
the  alleged  verification  of  the  complaint.  Also,  on  the 
ground  that  the  affidavit  and  order  for  publication 
failed  to  specify  defendant's  precise  address  in  Balti- 
more, to  which  the  summons  should  have  been  mailed. 
There  is  also  in  the  notice  of  motion  a  general  prayer, 
that  in  case  the  application  be  denied  on  the  above 
grounds,  the  default  of  the  defendant  be  opened  and 
that  she  be  allowed  to  come  in  and  defend  the  action. 

In  this  case  the  order  for  the  publication  of  the 
summons  was  founded  upon  a  complaint  purporting  to 
have  been  verified  before  Lewin  W.  Barringer,  a  com- 
missioner for  the  State  of  New  York,  resident  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.  By  section  439  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  the  order  for  the  publication  of  the  sum- 
mons must  be  founded  upon  a  verified  complaint,  show- 
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ing  safficient  cause  of  action  against  the  defendant,  to 
be  served,  and  proof  by  affidavit  of  the  additional  facts 
required  by  section  438. 

It  is  claimed  that  in  this  case  no  verified  complaint 
was  presented  to  the  learned  justice  who  granted  the 
granted  the  order  of  publication,  for  the  reason  tliat 
there  was  no  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  certi- 
fying that  such  commissioner  was  duly  authorized  to  ad- 
minister such  oath  or  affirmation,  &c.  lam  inclined 
[*]  to  the  opinion  that  this  objection  is  well  taken,  for 
the  reason  that  the  statutes  provide  that  when  any 
oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  taken  before  any  commis- 
sioner appointed  in  another  State  for  this  State,  before 
the  same  shall  be  entitled  to  be  used  or  read  in  evidence 
there  shall  be  subjoined  or  affixed  to  the  certificate 
signed  and  sealed  by  such  commissioner  a  certificate 
under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  secretary  of  state 
of  this  State,  certifying  that  such  commissioner  was 
duly  authorized  to  administer  such  oath  or  affirmation  at 
the  time  his  certificate  bears  date,  and  that  the  secre- 
tary is  acquainted  with  the  handwriting  of  such  com- 
missioner, or  has  compared  the  signature  to  such  certi- 
ficate with  signature  of  such  commissioner  deposited  in 
his  office,  and  that  he  believes  the  signature  and  the 
impression  of  the  seal  of  said  certificate  to  be  genuine 
(See  SJi.S.7  ed.  p.  2231,  §  2  ;*  Ibid.  2226,  §  4).t  In- 
asmuch as  the  statute  requires  that  before  any  deed  or 
other  instrument,  oath  or  affidavit,  patent  or  record, 
shall  be  read  in  evidence  the  certificate  of  the  secre- 
tary of  state  required  by  the  statute  shall  be  attached 
to  the  certificate  of  the  commissioner  residing  in  the 
sister  state,  it  seems  to  me  conclusively  to  follow  that 
there  was  no  evidence  before  the  learned  justice  who 
[■J    granted  the  order  for  publication  in  this  case,  that

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there  was  a  verified  complaint  showing  a  sufficient 
or  any  cause  of  action  against  the  defendant.  And  yet, 
as  we  have  already  seen,  section  439  of  the  Code  re- 
quires that  the  order  must  be  founded  upon  a  verified 
complaint  showing  such  sufficient  cause  of  action. 

If  the  view  which  I  take  is  correct,  the  learned  jus- 
tice who  made  the  order  for  the  publication  of  the  sum- 
mons never  acquired  any  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order, 
the  essential  prerequisite  to  such  jurisdiction,  to  wit,  a 
verified  complaint,  being  wanting  in  the  case  presented 
to  him.

The  offer  of  judgment  authorized  by  the  Code  must  be  for  a  specilied 
sum.  Where  an  offer  of  judgment  was  for  $56,  **  with  interest," 
— Rid,  that  the  only  sum  specified  was  $56,  and  no  significancu 
could  bo  given  to  the  words,  **  witli  interest,"  from  the  impossibility 
of  fixing  any  date  for  computation.  [*] 

To  determine  wliether  the  judgment  recovered  in  an  action  was  for 
more  or  less  than  an  offer  of  judgment  made  therein,  the  recovery, 
for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  must  be  reduced  by  a  part  of  the  sum 
allowed  as  interest  on  the  principal  sum  recovered,  ['J  so  that  the  in- 
terest shall  i)e  computed  only  to  the  date  of  the  offer.  [*] 

{Decided  December  4,  1882.) 

Appeal  from  order  denying  defendant's  motion  to 
compel  the  clerk  to  retax  costs. 

This  action  was  brought  to  recover  the  sum  of 
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$196.48,  a  balance  due  for  iron  sold  and  delivered,  with 
interest  thereon  from  the  Ist  day  of  April,  1881. 

On  July  19,  1881,  the  defendants  offered  to  allow 
judgment  for  $56  with  interest  and  costs.  The  time 
from  which  interest  was  to  run,  was  not  specified. 

A  trial  was  had  November  21,  1881 ;  the  jury  ren- 
dered a  verdict  for  plaintiff  and  against  defendants  for 
$58.75.

Beach,  J. — This  is  an  appeal  from  an  order  of  the 
special  term  denying  the  defendant's  motion  for  a  re- 
adjustment of  costs.  It  was  claimed  the  sum  recovered 
was  less  than  an  unaccepted  offer  of  judgment.  The 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  authorizes  a  written  offer 
[*]  for  a  sum  specified.  The  offer  served  by  the  defen- 
dants was  for  $56,  with  interest.  The  only  sum 
specified  is  the  $56.  No  significance  can  be  given  to 
the  words,  "with  interest,"  from  the  impossibility  of 
fixing  any  date  for  computation. 

While  the  defendants  offer  must  be  held  at  $56  ; 
[*J  the  plaintiff*  s  recovery,  for  purposes  of  comparison, 
must  be  reduced  by  a  part  of  the  sum  allowed  as  in- 
terest. His  claim,  in  the  view  adopted  by  the  jury,  was 
thus  stated  by  the  learned  judge  in  his  charge  on  the 
trial:  "  If  you  find  as  claimed  by  the  defendants  .  .  . 
...  5  then  the  plaintiff' would  be  entitled  to  a  verdict  at 
your  hands  for  $58.70 ;  $3.50  of  which,  as  I  make  it, 
being  for  interest  from  April  1,  1881,  to  the  time  of  the 
trial." 

The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff  $58.70.     In  Pike  o 
Johnson  (47  N.  F.  1)  the  court  says:    "  We  hold  that 
the  defendant  was  entitled  to  recover  costs."      We 
hold  that  in  such  a  case,  interest  added  by  a  jury  or  by 
the  court  to  the  damages  found,  cannot  be  estimated  in 
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determining  whether  a  judgment  is  more  or  less  favor- 
able to  the  appellant  than  the  offer  of  the  respondent." 

The  offer  of  judgment  is  dated  July  19,  1881.  The 
plaintiff's  complaint  demanded  interest  from  April 
[*]  1,  1881.  Interest  on  the  principal  sum  of  the  re- 
covery from  April  1,  1881,  to  the  date  of  the  offer, 
should  be  computed,  that  is,  for  three  months  and 
nineteen  days,  being  $1.01.  This,  added  to  the  $55.17, 
aggregates  $56.18  ;  the  offer  having  been  for  $56. 

The  propriety  of  the  method  is  shown  by  this  test. 
Suppose,  instead  of  an  offer,  the  defendants  on  July  19 
1881,  had  made  legal  tender  of  $56,  and  being  refused, 
had  paid  the  money  into  court.  To  settle  the  adequacy 
of  the  tender,  interest  on  plaintiff's  claim  would  have 
to  be  reckoned  to  its  date.  This  must  be  the  course 
under  the  offer  of  judgment  (Budd  v.  Jackson,  26  Bow. 
Pr,  398).  The  offer  seems  to  fall  short  of  the  principal 
sum  found  by  the  jury  for  plaintiff  with  interest  to  its 
date,  and  therefore  was  less  favorable  than  his  recovery. 

The  order  must  be  affirmed,  with  costs  and  disburse- 
ments.

— When  person  acquiring  interest  in  attached  property  may 
move  to  vacate, — Affidavit  on  which  attachment  granted 

mtist  show  cause  of  action, 

A  person  who  acquires  an  interest  in  attached  property  subsequent  to 
the  levying  of  the  attaclirnent  has  tlie  rii^ht,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Code,  to  make  and  maintain  a  motion  to  set  aside  the  attach- 
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ment  where  the  affidavits  upon  which  it  was  granted  are  not  suffi- 
cient to  warrant  tiie  issuing  of  an  attachment.  [^J 

Where  the  affidavit  upon  which  a  warrant  of  attachment  wa9  granted, 
stated,  that  the  ^^  defendant  is  indebted  to  the  .  .  .  plaintiffs  in  the 
sum  of  $11,398.65,  over  and  above  any  counter-claims  0|-  offsets,  and 
that  the  grounds  for  plaintiffs*  claim  are  as  follows,  to  wit:  For 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  sold  and  delivered  to  the  amount  of 
said  sum  of  $11,398.65,  the  whole  amount  whereof  is  now  due  and 
owing," — Held,  that  it  wholly  failed  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Code  requiring  a  cause  of  actions  to  be  shown  by  affidavit  to 
authorize  the  granting  of  an  attachment,  [*]  and  the  attachment 
should  be  vacated.  [^]  The  assertion  of  the  indebtedness  itself  was 
a  mere  conclusion,  which  the  facts  afterwards  related  in  no  manner 
tended  to  sustain.  [^] 

To  entitle  a  plaintiff  to  attach  the  defendant's  property  before  his 
right  to  do  so  has  been  established  by  evidence,  reasonable  and  sat- 
isfactory proof  is  required.  A  plain  case  must  be  made  out,  and 
where  it  is  not,  it  necessarily  follows  that  the  attachment  must  be 
set  aside.  [*]     Reed  v.  French  (23  jV-  T.  294),  distinguished.  [•]

Appeal  by  one  Edward  D.  Christian  from  order  of 
New  York  county  special  term  denying  motion  to 
vacate  attachment. 

On  September  16, 1882,  a  warrant  of  attachment  was 
granted  which  was  issued  to  the  sheriflE  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  who  under  said  warrant  levied 
and  attached  certain  property  belonging  to  the  defen- 
dant, then  in  possession  of  H.  K.  &  F.  B.  Thurber  &  Co. 
Thereafter,  on  September  19,  1882,  the  defendant  exe- 
cuted and  delivered  an  assignment  of  the  property  so 
attached  to  Edward  D.  Christian,  the  appellant,  in 
trust  for  certain  of  his  creditors.  To  cure  possible  im- 
perfections in  this  deed,  the  defendant,  on  October  3, 
1882,  executed  and  delivered  to  said  Christian  a  second 
deed  of  assignment  of  said  property  in  trust  for  bis 
creditors.  Both  assignments  were  recorded  in  the  offices 
of  the  clerk  and  register  of  the  city  and  county  of 
New  York,  October  4,  1882. 
I      On  October  23,  1882,  said  Christian,  upon  an  affida- 
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■      —  ■ 

vit  setting  forth  the  deeds  of  assignment  to  him  and 
claiming  to  have  become  thereby  the  owner  of  the  pro- 
perty attached,  moved  to  vacate  said  warrant  of  attach- 
ment upon  the  ground,  among  others,  that  the  aflSdavit 
upon  which  the  warrant  was  granted  did  not  disclose  a 
cause  of  action  against  the  defendant. 

The  motion  was  heard  November  1, 1882,  and  denied ; 
and  said  Christian  thereupon  appeal  from  the  order 
entiered  thereon. 

Further  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

There  is  no  averment  in  the  affidavit  that  the  goods 
were  sold  and  delivered  to  the  defendant.  ...  If  Eng- 
lish cases  are  to  count  as  authorities  this  objection  to 
the  affidavit  is  fatal.  See  Perks  ^.  Severn,  7  EasU  194 ; 
Bell  ??,  Thrupp,  2  Barn.  &  Aid.  596 ;  Fenton  v.  Ellis,  6 
Tauni.  192 ;  Loiscador  v.  Moryoseph,  1  Bingh.  357 ; 
Hopkins  v.  Vaughan,  1?  East^  398  ;  Visger  v.  Delyal, 
2  Barn.  &  Aid.  571 ;  Cullman  v.  Leeson,  2  0.&M.  406  ;

The  affidavit  does  not  state  that  the  goods  were 
sold  and  delivered  to  the  defendant  by  the  plaintiff.

106 ;  Taylor  t>.  Forbes,  11  East,  315.  The  fact  that 
the  affidavit  states  that  the  defendant  is  indebted  to 
the  plaintiff  does  not  help  matters  ;  that  is  only  a  state- 
ment of  the  plaintiff's  cipmioTi  that  the  defendant  owes 
him.  Skiff  v.  Stewart,  39  How.  388 ;  Balbi  v.  Batley, 
6  Taunt.  25  ;  Edwards  v.  Dick,  6  Barn  &  Aid.  495.

Daniels,  J. — ^The  applicant  in  whose  behalf  the 
motion  to  set  aside  the  atttachment  was  made  was 
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shown  to  have  acquired  an  interest  in  the  property  at- 
tached, after  the  levying  of  the  attachment.  That  en- 
titled him  to  move  to  set  it  aside  because  of  the  insffi- 

ciency  of  the  aflSdavit  on  which  it  had  been  issued 
[']     (Steuben  Co.  Bank  v.  Alberger,  75  If.  T,  179  ;  78  Id. 

252).  When  that  case  was  last  before  the  court  of 
appeals  it  was  definitely  decided  that  such  a  party  had 
the  right,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Code,  to  make 
and  maintain  a  motion  of  this  nature,  if  in  fact  the  affi- 
davit was  not  sufficient  to  justify  the  issuing  of  the 
attachment.  And  that  was  claimed  to  have  been  the 
effect  of  the  affidavit  ui>od  which  the  attachment  in 
the  action  had  been  issued.  The  affidavit  was  exceed- 
ingly brief,  and,  after  being  entitled  in  the  action,  was 
in  the  following  words  and  figures  : 

**City  and  County  of  New  York,  ss.: 

"Robert  T.  Smith,  being  duly  sworn,  doth  dei>08e 
and  say  that  he  is  one  of  the  plaintiffs  composing  the 
firm  of  Smith  &  Wicks  ;  that  the  above  named  defend- 
ant is  indebted  to  the  above  named  plaintiff  in  the  sum 
of  eleven  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  and 
65-100  dollars,  over  and  above  any  counter-claims  or 
offsets,  and  that  the  grounds  for  plaintiffs'  claim  are  as 
follows,  to  wit:  For  goods,  wares  and  merchandise 
sold  and  delivered,  to  the  amount  of  said  sum  of 
$11,398.65,  the  whole  amount  whereof  is  now  due  and 
owing.  And  this  deponent  further  says  that  the  de- 
fendant is  not  a  resident  this  State,  but  resides  and  is  at 
Richmond,  in  the  State  of  Virginia.

By  this  affidavit  no  demand  in  favor  of  the  plain- 
tiffs against  the  defendant  was  established.    But  what- 
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ever  might  have  existed  was  stated  to  te  an  indebted- 
ness "  to  the  above  named  plaintiff,"  who  was  the 
p:*rson  alone  who  made  the  affidavit,  and  this  indebted- 
ness was  stated  to  have  been  created  for  goods,  &c., 
sold  and  delivered  to  the  amount  of  $11,398.65,  the 
whole  of  which  was  then  due  and  owing.  These  state- 
ments, besides  being  insufficient  to  establish  a  cause  of 
action  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs,  were  likewise  insuffi- 
cient to  present  a  cause  of  action  in  favor  of  the  one  of 
them  who  made  the  affidavit.  For  it  was  not  stated 
that  either  the  plaintiffs  or  he  himself  had  sold  and 
delivered  the  goods,  or  that  such  sale  had  been  made 
to  the  defendant  in  the  action.  All  the  facts  men- 
tioned may  very  well  be  true,  and  still  the  defendant  not 
be  liable  either  to  the  plaintiffs,  or  to  the  plaintiff 
making  the  affidavit,  to  the  amount  of  a  single  dollar. 

To  authorize  an  attachment,  the  provisions  of  the 
Code  require  a  cause  of  action  to  be  shown  by  the  affi- 
davit, and  that  which  was  made  in  this  case  wholly 
[•]  failed  to  comply  with  that  requirement.  The  as- 
sertion of  the  indebtedness  itself  was  a  mere  con- 
clusion  which  the  facts  afterwards  related  in  no  manner 
tended  to  sustain.  For  nothing  was  inserted  in  the 
affidavit  from  which  it  could  be  inferred  that  it  was  in- 
tended to  be  stated  that  the  goods  had  been  sold  to  or 
even  on  the  credit  or  liability  of  the  defendant  in  any 
form.  An  indictment  upon  this  affidavit,  accusing  the 
person  making  it  of  falsely  swearing  that  the  goods  had 
been  sold  to  or  on  the  credit  of  the  defendant,  could 
not  for  a  moment  be  sustained ;  for  no  such  averment, 
by  the  most  liberal  implication,  can  be  constructively 
derived  from  it. 

The  case  in  this  respect  is  no  more  favorable  to 
the  plaintiff  than  that  of  Pomeroy  v.  Moss,*  recently 
decided  upon  the  effect  of  a  similar  affidavit  by  the 


♦  Pomeroy  f>.  Moss  was  digested  in  15  Weekly  Dig,  35. 
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general  terra  of  this  department.  No  authority  has  « 
been  found  under  which  a  seizure  of  the  defendant's 
property  by  means  of  an  attachment  can  be  sustained 
on  this  affidavit.  It  has  been  urged  that  Read  v. 
n  French  (28  iV".  Y.  294)  sanctioned  a  practice  as 
loose  and  indefinite  as  that  which  resulted  in  this 
affidavit.  But  that  was  a  case  arising  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Code  prescribing  the  statement  required  to 
be  made  to  support  the  confession  of  a  judgment,  and 
where  the  defendant  himself  practically  consented  tliat 
his  property  might  be  affected  and  incumbered  by 
means  of  the  statement  which  he  made. 

The  nature  of  the  provisions  made  upon  this  subject 
do  not  require  that  degree  of  care  and  strictness  which 
has  been  found  necessary  to  be  observed  to  protect  the 
owners  of  property  from  its  unauthorized  and  unwar- 
ranted seizure.    To  entitle  a  party  to  make  such  a 
[*]    seizure  before  his  right  to  appropriate  the  defend- 
ant's property  has  been  established  by  evidence, 
i*easonable  and  satisfactory  proof  is  required.    A  plain 
case  must  be  made  out ;  and  where  it  is  not,  it  neces- 
sarily follows  that  the  att^achment  must  bQ  set  aside. 
This  rule  imposes  no  hardship  upon  the  applicant  for  . 
an  attachment,  for  he  is  allowed  to  make  out  his  ciise 
by  his  own  unsupported  oath,  and  where  the  facts  are 
such  as  will  warrant  him  in  making  the  statements  re- 
quired for  this  purpose,  he   should  be  obliged  care- 
fully and  intelligently  to  embody  them  in  the  affi- 
davit.

Where,  in  an  action  for  damages  for  the  seduction  of  plaintiff's  wife 
by  defendar.t,  the  complaint,  Terified  May  28,  1881,  set  np  that  the 
acts  complained  of  took  place  '*  on  or  about  the  10th  of  December, 
1878,  and  in  the  fall  of  1879,  and  in  every  month  in  the  year  1880, 
and  at  divers  other  times  since  the  lOth  of  December,  1878,"  but 
did  not  state  where, — Heldf  that  a  bill  of  particulars  of  the  particu- 
lar times  and  places  at  which  plaintiff  expects  or  intends  to  prove 
that  btich  acts  took  place,  should  be  granted. 

Wliere,  in  an  action  for  criminal  conversation,  the  complaint  was 
sworn  to  Mny  2,  1881,  and  the  defendant  demanded  a  bill  of  partic- 
ularM  on  June  18,  but  did  not  move  to  compel  the  plaintiff  to  serve 
it  until  Mny  20,  1882,— iEr2i,  that  the  defendant  was  diligent  in 
making  the  demand,  and  that  the  question  of  laches  cannot  be  suc- 
cessfully urged  against  him.

The  appellate  court  will  not  reverse  the  order  in  a 
case  where  the  court  denies  a  motion  for  a  bill  of  par- 
ticulars in  an  action  such  as  this,  unless  it  appears 
beyond  a  peradventure  that  the  court  abused  its 
discretion.  Weller  d.  Weller,  4  Hun^  195 ;  Wehle  t>. 
Broadway  Savings  Bank,  8  J.  &  8. 161. 

Brady,  J. — ^This  is  an  action  for  criminal  conversa- 
tion. The  complaint  sets  forth,  on  information' and 
belief,  that  on  or  about  the  10th  of  December,  1878,  and 
in  the  fall  of  1879,  and  in  every  month  in  the  year  1880, 
and  up  to  and  including  the  18th  of  May,  1881,  and  at 
divers  other  times  since  the  10th  of  December,  1878,  the 
defendant  debauched  and  carnally  knew  Catharine,  the 
wife  of  the  plaintiff.  The  complaint  was  sworn  to  the 
33rd  of  May,  1881,  and  the  summons  bears  the  same  date. 
On  June  18,  the  defendant's  attorney  demanded  a  veri- 
fied statement,  in  writing,  of  the  particular  times  and 
places  at  which  the  plaintiff  expected  or  intended  to 
prove  that  any  of  the  acts  of  adultery  or  criminal  inter- 
course took  place  between  the  defendant  and  the  wife 
of  the  plaintiff,  and  that  service  thereof  be  made  at  his 
office  in  Mount  Vernon,  Westchester  county,  New  York. 
The  demand  was  addressed  to  the  plaintiff's  attorney. 

Nothing  further  seems  to  have  been  done  on  the 
subject  to  which  the  demand  related,  until  May  26, 
1882,  when  a  motion  was  inaugurated  to  procure  the 
bill  of  particulars  demanded,  and  which  was  founded 
in  part  upon  an  affidavit  of  the  defendant  in  which  he 
stated,  that  he  had  no  knowledge  whatever  of  the  times 
and  places  at  which  the  plaintiff  expected  or  intended 
to  prove  upon  the  trial  that  he  had  committed  adul- 
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tery  with  the  plaintiff's  wife,  and  without  some  know- 
ledge npon  this  point,  he  did  not,  and  could  not  know 
what  witnesses  he  should  subpoena  to  prove  his  where- 
abouts and  conduct  at  such  times ;  and  that  without 
such  knowledge,  he  would  be  forced  to  enter  upon  the 
trial  of  the  action  without  the  benefit  of  the  testimony 
of  important  and  material  witnesses,  and  that  he  could 
not  safely  proceed  to  trial,  without  a  verified  statement 
in  writing  from  the  plaintiff,  of  the  times  and  places 
at  which  the  plaintiff  expected  or  intended  to  prove 
the  acts  of  criminal  intercourse,  alleged  to  have  taken 
place  between  himself  and  the  plaintiff's  wife,  as  he 
was  advised  by  counsel  and  verily  believed. 

Upon  this  application  the  plaintiff's  affidavit  ap- 
pears to  have  been  read,  in  which  he  stated,  that  he 
knew  nothing  of  his  own  knowledge  of  the  matters 
contained  in  the  complaint,  which  were  set  oat  therein, 
with  the  exception  of  those  matters  which  were  not  set 
out  on  information  and  belief ;  and  he  stated  further, 
that  he  was  advised  by  his  counsel  and  verily  believed, 
that  it  would  not  be  safe  for  him  to  give  the  verified 
statement  demanded,  until  the  defendant  was  exam- 
ined as  an  adverse  party  before  the  trial.  The  result 
of  this  application  was  an  order  denying  it,  but  no 
opinion  was  expressed  by  the  learned  justice  in  dis- 
posing of  the  motion. 

The  respondent  insists  that  the  defendant  was  guilty 
of  laches  in  allowing  a  year  to  elapse,  and  when  the 
action  was  about  to  be  reached  on  the  day  calendar, 
before  he  made  the  application ;  and  further,  that  the 
wrongful  acts  charged,  were  particularly  within  the 
knowledge  of  the  defendant,  who  knows  the  places  at 
which  he  and  the  wife  of  the  plaintiff  were,^t  the  vari- 
ous times  charged  in  the  complaint.  But  neither  of 
these  were  sufficient  to  require  the  special  term  to 
deny  the  motion.  In  the  case  of  Tilton  v.  Beecher,  66 
If.  F.  176,  whi^  was  an  action  of  a  similar  char^ 
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acter  to  the  one  in  hand,  it  was  decided  that  a  bill  of 
particulars  in  an  action  for  criminal  conversation  might 
be  exacted,  and  the  direction  to  furnish  it  was  a  proper 
exercise  of  judicial  power. 

In  Jones  v.  Piatt,  60  How.  Pr.  278,  which  was  an 
action  for  slander,  the  complaint  alleged  that  on  certain 
days,  the  defendant  in  the  town  of  Western  and  else- 
where, and  at  divers  and  various  other  times  and  places, 
uttered  slanderous  words.  The  defendant,  after  issue 
was  joined,  applied  for  a  bill  of  particulars  specifying 
the  times  and  places  where.    The  motion  was  granted. 

In  Stiebling  v.  Lockhaus,  21  Bun^  457,  which  was 
also  an  action  for 'slander,  the  importance  of  apprising 
the  defendant  with  gi'eat  particularity  of  the  matters 
for  which  he  was  to  be  put  on  trial  was  recognized. 

In  the  case  of  Winchell  v.  Martin,  14  if.  F.  Weeklp 
Dig.  468,  which  was  also  an  action  for  criminal  conver- 
sation, the  complaint  alleged  that  in  the  month  of 
August,  1869,  and  at  divers  other  times  previous  there- 
to, and  during  such  marriage  whilst  the  plaintiff  and 
his  wife  were  living  together  as  man  and  wife,  the  de- 
fendant wrongfully  and  carnally  knew  the  wife.  It 
appeared  that  in  January,  1870,  although  the  issue  was 
joined  in  September,  1869,  the  plaintiff  noticed  the 
cause  for  trial,  and  sometime  afterwards  application 
was  made  for  a  bill  of  particulars,  which  was  denied 
by  the  learned  justice  at  special  term,  on  the  ground 
of  the  defendant's  laches  in  making  it. 

An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  general  term  of  this  de- 
partment, and  the  order  was  reversed.  The  court  in 
its  opinion  said,  '^  We  are  unable  to  discover  any  good 
and  satisfactory  reason  for  refusing  a  bill  of  particulars 
in  this  case,  because  of  delay  on  the  defendant's  part ; 
such  delay  having  in  no  way  embarrassed  the  plaintiff, 
as  we  can  see,  and  he  can  as  readily  comply  with  the 
demand  now,  as  at  any  time  since  the  action  was  com- 
menced."   And  upon  the  merits  the  court  said,  ^^The 
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defendant  made  a  fair  case  for  the  allowance  of  the 
order,  and  while  the  determination  of  these  applications 
rests  somewhat  in  the  discretion  of  the  conrt,  yet  it  is 
almost  a  matter  of  conrse  to  grant  the  demand  in  actions 
of  this  nature,  where  the  complaint  omits  to  allege 
time  and  place  with  particularity,  as  it  failed  to  do  in 
this  instance."  And  the  court  further  said,  "The  pro- 
priety and  justice  of  requiring  the  plaintiff  to  supply 
the  information  sought  by  the  defendant's  motion,  was 
stated  and*fully  commented  upon  in  Wood  v.  Wood, 
2  Paige,  108 ;  Tilton  v.  Beecher,  69  IT.  T.  176  ;  Stiebling 
«.  Lockbans,  21  ffun,  467." 

In  this  case  it  will  have  appeared  that  the  charge 
made  against  the  defendant  in  the  complaint,  is  with- 
out reference  to  place.  The  criminal  conversation  is 
alleged  to  have  taken  place  at  certain  dates  and  between 
certain  dates,  but  the  place  of  its  occurrence  is  not 
named,  neither  town,  city  nor  county,  and  this  would 
seem  to  be  a  strong  reason  why  the  particulars  asked 
for  should  be  given.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  plain- 
tiff is  unable  to  give  them.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  quite 
clear,  that  he  has  the  ability  to  give  the  required  infor- 
mation, because  in  his  affidavit  in  answer  to  the  appli- 
ication  for  a  direction  to  furnish  the  bill,  he  said  that 
he  was  advised  by  his  counsel  and  verily  believed,  that 
it  would  be  unsafe  for  him  to  give  the  verified  state- 
ment, as  already  suggested.  The  case  of  Winchell  v. 
Martin,  supra,  is  conclusive  of  the  right  of  the  defend- 
ant in  this  case  to  have  the  particulars  sought,  inas- 
much as  it  bears  upon  the  question  of  laches,  as  well 
as  the  merits  of  the  application  made  herein. 

If  it  were  necessary  to  sustain  the  power  and  pro- 
priety of  ordering  a  bill  of  particulars  in  this  case,  the 
other  decisions  might  be  cited ;  but  the  adjudications 
mentioned  are  quite  sufficient,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to 
pursue  the  subject  further. 

In  conclusion  however,  it  is  proper  to  say  on  the 
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question  of  laches,  that  although  no  proceeding  to 
compel  the  delivery  of  the  bill  of  particulars  was  com- 
menced until  May,  1882,  yet  the  demand  for  one  was 
made  soon  after  the  action  was  commenced,  as  already 
suggested,  viz. :  upon  the  18th  of  June,  1881,  and  with 
which  the  plaintiff  never  complied.  It  must  be  said 
that  the  defendant  was  diligent  in  making  the  demand, 
and  tlie  question  of  laches  cannot  now  be  successfully 
urged  against  him.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  plaintiff 
to  have  complied  with  that  demand,  and  not  to  have 
driven  the  defendant  to  compulsory  measures. 

For  these  reasons  the  order  appealed  from  should 
be  reversed,  the  motion  granted,  and  the  plaintiff  di- 
rected to  furnish  a  bill  of  particulars  of  the  times  and 
places  where'  the  criminal  conversation  took  place,, 
within  twenty  days  after  service  of  a  copy  of  the  order 
to  be  entered  bereiu ;  $10  costs  and  disbursements  of 
this  appeal  allowed  to  the  appellant.

Oo8t$. — Awarded  to  gMde  eoent  upQn  granting  new  trial  on  appeoL 

The  costs  to  be  awarded  upon  the  granting  of  a  new  trial  are  in  th* 
discretion  of  the  general  term,  and  may  be  awarded  to  either 
party,  either  absolutely  or  to  abide  the  event. 

Where  the  general  term  awarded  the  costs  of  the  appeal  to  the  defen- 
4>nt,  and  the  court  of  appeals  reversed  the  judgment  of  the  general 
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term,  "  with  costs, "—AZc^i  that  the  words  ''  with  costs,"  in  the  order 
of  the  court  of  appeals,  mean  the  costs  in  that  court,  and  that  the 
plaintilE  could  not  have  the  costs  of  the  appeal  to  the  general 
term. 

Appeal  from  an  order  made  at  special  term  directing 
the  clerk  to  tax  certain  costs. 

The  plaintiff  obtained,  on  the  trial  of  the  action,  a 
judgment  against  the  defendants  for  a  certain  sum  of 
money.  From  this  judgment  the  defendant  Cnrley 
appealed  to  the  general  term  of  this  court,  ivhich  re- 
versed the  jndgment  of  the  court  below,  with  costs  of 
appeal  to  the  appellant  to  abide  the  e^ent  of  a  new  trial. 

The  plaintiff  appealed  to  the  court  of  appeals.  The 
order  of  the  general  term  of  this  court  was  reversed  by 
the  court  of  appeals  and  the  judgment  of  the  trial  term 
was  affirmed  with  costs  to  the  plaintiff.  (See  ante^  p.  1.) 

The  plaintiff  then  presented  his  bill  of  costs  for  tax- 
ation to  the  clerk,  who  refused  to  tax  the  costs  of  tlie 
general  term  in  favor  of  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff  then 
moved  at  special  term  for  a  retaxation  of  said  costs,  and 
the  special  term  made  an  order  directing  the  clerk  to 
allow  to  the  plaintiff  the  costs  of  the  general  term.

Truax,  J. — ^The  order  of  the  general  term  limited 
the  recovery  of  the  costs  of  the  general  term  to  the  de- 
fendant Curley,  who  was  the  successful  party  on  the 
appeal  to  the  general  term,  only  in  the  event  that  he 
should  finally  succeed  in  the  action.  The  general  term 
had  the  power  to  reverse  the  judgment  with  costs  to 
abide  the  event,  in  which  event  the  party  finally  suc- 
ceeding in  the  action  would  have  been  entitled  to  tax 
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the  costs  of  an  appeal  or  trial  at  which  he  had  been 
beaten  (84  iT.  7:469).* 

The  costs  to  be  awarded  npon  the  granting  of  a  new 
trial  are  in  the  discretion  of  the  general  term,  and  may 
be  awarded  to  either  party  absolutely  or  to  abide  the 
event  {Code  Civ.  Pro.  §  3238). 

In  this  case  the  general  term  saw  fit  to  award  the 
costs  of  the  appeal  to  the  defendant  Gnrley.  It  did  not 
award  them  to  the  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff  conld  not 
have  them  in  any  event,  because  he  did  not  maintain 
the  judgment  in  his  favor  (Howell  v.  Van  Siclen,  8 
Swiy  o26).  It  is  true  that  the  court  of  appeals  re- 
versed the  judgment  of  the  general  term  ^'  with  costs," 
but  the  words  '^  with  costs"  in  the  order  of  the  court 
of  appeals  mean  the  costs  in  that  court  (68  iV.  F.  628).t 

The  order  of  the  special  term  should  be  reversed, 
with  $10  costs  of  the  appeal,  and  disbursements,  and 
the  taxation  of  the  clerk  should  be  affirmed. '

An  order  of  the  United  States  District  Court,  made  in  bankruptcy  pro- 
ceedings, pending  in  it,  "enjoining  and  restraining  the  sheriff*' 
from  all  further  proceedings  until  the  further  order  of  the  court 
stays  a  sale  under  execution  by  a  sheriff,  and  he  is  bound  to  obey 
the  order,  under  penalty.  [•] 

iDedded  January  12,  1883.) 

Appeal  by  defendants  from  order  of  general  term  of 
marine  court,  affirming  judgment  of  the  trial  term  of 
«aid  court  in  favor  of  plaintiff. 

This  action  was  commenced  January  27,  1876,  to 
recover  damages  against  defendant's  testator,  W.  C. 
Conner,  as  sheriff  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York, 
for  failure  to  retarn  an  execution  against  Charles  G. 
Wilson,  upon  a  judgment  recovered  by  plaintiff  against 
him,  which  execution  was  issued  to  the  sheriff  Novem- 
ber 22,  1876.  The  cause  was  tried  by  a  judge  without 
a  jury,  who  found  as  matter  of  fact  and  law  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  defendant:  ''That  on  the  27th  day  of 
November,  1876,  and  five  days  after  the  issuing  of  the 
execution  mentioned  in  the  plaintiff's  complaint,  and 
after  defendant's  testator  had  levied  upon  property 
belonging  to  the  defendant  named  in  said  execution,  an 
order  was  duly  made  and  issued  out  of  the  United 
States  district  court  for  the  southern  district  of  New 
York  in  bankruptcy,  which  order  was  duly  served  upon 
defendant's  testator,  and  enjoined  and  restrained  him 
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from  all  and  every  proceediog  under  said  execution 
until  the  further  order  of  the  court.  That  said  order 
remained  and  was  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  14th 
day  of  December,  1875,  when  said  order  was  vacated  as 
to  the  defendant's  testator,  William  C.  Conner,  then 
sheriff  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York."  The 
judge  found,  as  matter  of  law,  ''That  the  said  order  of 
the  United  States  court  did  not  operate  to  extend  the 
time  within  which  said  sheriff  was  required  to  return 
said  execution."  To  this  conclusion  of  law  defendants 
excepted. 

The  sheriff  collected  $480.81  on  the  judgment, 
$387.15  of  which  he  paid  plaintiff.  The  court  there- 
fore found  in  favor  of  plaintiff  for  the  balance,  less  the 
sheriff's  legal  fees,  and  judgment  was  thereupon 
entered  against  him  for  $80.79,  and  costs.  This  judg- 
ment was  affirmed  by  the  general  term  of  the  New 
York  marine  court,  from  whose  judgment  of  affirmance 
the  defendants  took  this  appeal. 

The  action  was  commenced  sixty-six  days  after  the 
execution  was  issued,  and  the  defendants  claim  that 
the  time  the  sheriff  was  stayed  should  be  excluded  in 
computing  the  time  that  he  had  the  execution  in  his 
hands.

A  sheriff  is  bound  to 
kmow  whether  an  order  served  upon  him  is  valid  or 
void,  and  if  he  acts  under  a  void  order  he  acts  at  his 
peril.

J.  P.  Daly,  J. — The  sheriff  is  entitled  to  ao 
[']    allowance  for  the  time  he  is  actually  stayed  by 

order  of  the  court.  The  Code  in  force  when  this 
action  was  brought  provided  that  ^^the  execation  shall 
be  returnable  within  sixty  days  after  its  receipt  by  the 
officer."*  The  sixty  days  thus  allowed  by  law  to  the 
sheriff  is  tot  his  benefit,  to  prevent  an  action  or  com- 
pulsory proceeding  against  him  before  he  has  had  a 
reiisonable  time  to  execute  the  process  (Benaud  v. 
O'Brien,  36  N.  T.  99).    This  time,  allowed  by  statute 

to  the  officer  cannot  of  course  be  abridged  by  any 
[']    order  of  any  court ;  yet  we  should  hold  that  it  might 

be,  if  we  agreed  with  plaintiff's  contention  that 
the  time  during  which  a  sheriff  was  under  stay  should 
be  disregarded  in  computing  the  period  between  his 
receipt  of  the  execution  and  the  bringing  of  the  action 

for  failure  to  make  a  return.  His  time  may  be 
[•J    extended  by  operation  of  law  (Wehle  v.  Conner, 

69  N.  T.  546-650)  and  by  order  staying  proceed- 
ings (Paige  ©.  Willet,  38  N.  T.  36 ;  People  v.  Comley, 
3  Abb.  317) ;  and  the  sheriff  himself  may  shorten  the 
time  by  returning  the  process  before  the  expiration

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£*]    of  sixty  days  (Renaud  v.  O'  Brien,   supra) ;  but 

there  is  no  authority  for  holding  the  sheriff's  time 
in  which  he  may  collect  the  amount  of  the  execution, 
can  be  shortened  without  his  consent. 

It  is  not  sufBicient  to  say  that  the  stay  in  this  case 

was  for  a  short  period  only,  and  there  remained, 
{*]    after  it  was  vacated,  a  reasonble  time  to  levy, 

collect  and  make  return  of  the  execution  before 
the  sixty  days  from  the  issuing  were  up.  What  is 
a  reasonable  time  is  not  left  to  the  circamstances  of 
the  case  or  the  judgment  of  courts  and  juries :  the 
statute  has  fixed  it  at  sixty  days,  in  order  to  avoid  all 
dispute  or  question,  and  the  sheriff  is  entitled  to  every 
day  of  it. 

The  respondent's  points  claim  that  the  order  of  the 
United  States  district  court  did  not  stay  the  sheriff. 
The  finding  of  the  justice  is  supported  by  the  plaintiff's 
own  admission  in  the  case,  that  the  order  was  made 
^^  enjoining  and  restraining  the  sheriff"  from  all  fur- 
ther proceedings  until  the  further  order  of  the  court ; 
that  said  order  remained  and  was  of  full  force  and 
effect  until  the  14th  day  of  December,  1876,  when 
the  said  order  was  vacated,"  &c.  The  admission  can 
not  now  be  gainsayed.  The  United  States  district  court 
had  power  by  statute  {U.  S.  Bevised  StattUes,  §  6024) 

to  enjoin  all  persons  from  making  any  disposition 
[•]    of  the  debtor's  property.    This  included  a  sale  by 

a  sheriff,  and  he  was  bound  to  obey  the  order 
under  penalty  until  it  was  vacated,  which  of  course  it 
might  be  upon  motion. 

The  judgment  must  be  reversed  and  a  new  trial 
granted,  with  costs  to  abide  event.

Where  manidpal  aatborities  suffered  snow  and  ice  to  accumulate  on 
a  cross-walk,  in  such  a  rough  and  uneven  manner  as  to  render  it 
unsafe  and  dangerous  to  foot  passengers, — Held,  in  an  action  against 
the  city  for  damages  for  personal  injuries  received  by  reason  thereof, 
that  the  negligence  of  defendant  is  the  gist  of  the  action,  and  must  be 
affirmatively  established ;  [>]  that  the  negligence  was  wrongful  only 
in  the  sense  that  all  neglect  of  duty  is  wrongful,  [*J  and  the  action

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Davis,  P.  J.— The  complaint  in  this  case,  among 
other  things  alleges  that  the  Eighth  avenue  in  the  city 
of  New  York  is  a  public  thoroughfare,  and  that  it  was 
and  is  the  duty  of  the  defendants  to  keep  and  maintain 
the  streets  and  avenues  of  said  city,  including  the  said 
Eighth  avenue,  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  not  to 
suffer  ice  or  snow  to  be  or  remain  in  such  rough  and 
uneven  condition  on  the  cross-walks  thereof  as  to  be 
unsafe  and  dangerous  to  foot  passengers.  That  the 
defendants  improperly,  carelessly,  negligently  and  un- 
lawfully suffered  ice  or  snow  to  be  and  remain  upon  the 
crosswalk  on  the  east  side  of  Eighth  avenue,  at  the  in- 
tersection of  Eighteenth  street,  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  in  such  a  rough  and  uneven  condition  that  a 
person  could  not  walk  over  it  without  danger  of  falling 
down  ;  and  that  by  reason  thereof  the  plaintiff,  on  or 
about  the  10th  day  of  January,  1877,  while  lawfully 
passing  over  and  upon  said  cross-walk,  and  without  any 
fault  on  her  part,  was  suddenly  precipitated,  cast  and 
thrown  upon  the  'ground,  thereby  fracturing  her  left 
thigh  or  hip. 

It  then  alleges  the  damages  suffered  by  her,  for 
which  she  claims  to  recover  $15,000,  and  that  on  the 
28th  day  of  April,  1881,  the  plaintiff  presented  the 
claim  on  which  this  action  is  brought  in  writing  to  the 
comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  York,  and  demanded 
payment  thereof,  but  that  he  has  neglected  for  thirty 
days  after  such  presentation  to  pay  the  same. 

To  this  alleged  cause  of  action  the  defendants  for 
their  fourth  answer  allege  that  more  than  three  years 
have  elapsed  since  the  cause  of  action  set  forth  in  the 
complaint  accrued,  and  that  the  right  of  the  plaintiff 
to  make  the  demand  necessary  to  entitle  her  to  main- 
tain an  action  therefor  was  complete  more  than  three 
years  before  the  commencement  of  this  suit. 

To  this  answer  the  plaintiff  demurred. 

Two  questions  are  presented  by  this  demurrer :  first, 
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whether  the  caase  of  action  set  np  in  the  complaint  is 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  382  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  or  to  those  of  383.  Section  382  pro- 
vides, among  other  things,  that  ^^  an  action  to  recover 
damages  for  an  injury  to  property  or  for  personal  in- 
jury "  must  be  commenced  within  six  years  after  the 
cause  of  action  has  accrued,  except  in  a  case  where  a 
different  period  is  expressly  prescribed  in  chapter  4  of 
the  Code.  Section  383  provides  that  an  action  to  re- 
<x)ver  damages  for  a  personal  injury  resulting  from 
negligence"  must  be  commenced  within  three  years 
after  the  cause  of  action  accrued. 

The  action  set  out  in  the  complaint  is  undoubtedly 
one  for  personal  injury,  and  the  question  to  be  deter- 
mined is  whether  such  injury  is  alleged  by  the  com- 
plaint to  have  resulted  from  the  negligence  of  the 
defendant,  or  from  some  wrongful  act  of  the  defendant 
independent  of  the  question  of  negligence.  A  clear 
distinction  between  these  causes  of  action  is  established 
by  the  authorities  (Irvine  v.  Wood,  61  JV.  T,  228  ;  Mul- 
ler  V.  McKesson,  73  Id.  204 ;  Clifford  v.  Dam,  81  Id.  56  ; 
Sexton  V.  Zett,  44  Id.  431  ;  Creed  v.  Hartman,  29  Id. 
597 ;  Congreve  v.  Smith,  18  Id.  82.) 

In  all  of  these  cases,  the  cause  of  action  arose  from 
some  wrongful  act  of  the  defendant,  which  resulted  in 
an  injury  to  the  plaintiff,  independently  of  any  ques- 
tion of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant.  They 
establish  that  it  is  not  necessary,  where  a  person 
wrongfully  places  an  obstruction  upon  a  public  high- 
way by  which  another  is  injured,  to  prove  that  the 
wrongful  act  was  negligently  done.  It  is  enough  that 
it  wasdone  without  lawful  authority,  or  is  wrongful  in 
itself,  and  has  produced  the  injury  complained  of.  But 
a  quite  different  rule  prevails  where  the  injury  arises 
from  an  omission  to  perform  a  lawful  act  or  duty,  or 
from  the  negligent  manner  in  which  such  an  act  or 
duty   is  performed.     In  that  case  the  negligence  of 
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["]    the  defendant  is  the  gist  of  the  action  and  must 

be  affirmatively  established,  and  the  contribatory 
negligence  of  the  plaintiff  constitutes  a  defense.  The 
cause  alleged  in  the  complaint  falls  within  this  latter 
rule,  because  the  city,  in  constructing  and  maintaining: 
the  crosswarik  on  which  the  plaintiff  was  injured,  per« 
formed  merely  a  lawful  act  and  duty. 

It  is  not  alleged  that  the  city  authorities  placed  the 
ice  or  snow  upon  the  crosswalk  by  means  of  which  the 
plaintiff  was  injured.  On  the  contrary  the  snow  or  ice 
was  deposited  or  formed  upon  the  crosswalk  by  causes 
beyond  the  control  of  the  defendant,  and  the  allega- 
tions of  the  complaint  only  tend  to  show  that  the  de- 
fendant neglected  to  perform,  in  due  season  and  in 
proper  manner,  a  duty,  by  removing  the  ice  and  snow 
from  the  walk. 

The  negligence  was  wrongful,  but  only  in  the  sense 

that  all  neglect  of  duty  is  wrongful ;  and  if  any 
n    injury  was  caused  by  such  neglect  of  duty  it  was 

the  result  of  negligence  and  not  of  a  wrongful  act 
within  the  meaning  of  the  law  as  established  by  the 

authorities  above  cited, 
n  Hence,  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  the 

action  set  out  in  the  complaint  in  this  case  was  to 
one  to  recover  ^'damages  for  a  personal  in  j  a  ry  result- 
ing from  negligence." 

It  is  subject  therefore  to  the  provisions  of  section 

383  of  the  Code  and  the  action  must  be  commenced 
[•]    within  three  years  after  the  cause  of  action  has 

accrued.  The  second  question  is  as  to  the  effect 
of  section  105  of  chap.  335,  of  the  laws  of  1873/  in  con- 
nection with  section  410  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 
It  is  conceded  that  the  provision  of  the  charter  above 
referred  to,  is  still  in  force.   That  provision  enacts  that

♦  Re-enacted  in  the  New  York  City  ConsoUdation  act  of  1S8%^ 
{Law$o/ieS2,  chap.  410,  $  HM.) 
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*^no  action  shall  be  maintained  against  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
unless  the  claim  on  which  the  action  is  brought  has 
been  presented  to  the  comptroller,  and  he  has  neg- 
lected for  thirty  days  after  such  presentment  to  pay 
the  same.'' 

The  claim  in  this  case  is  alleged  to  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  comptroller  on  the  28th  of  April,  1881, 
and  it  is  alleged  that  the  comptroller  neglected  to  pay 
the  same  for  thirty  days  before  the  action  was  com- 
menced. It  has  been  held  in  various  cases  that  where  the 
action  is  brought  under  this  provision  of  the  charter,  the 
statute  of  limitations  does  not  begin  to  run  until  the 
thirty  days,  after  such  presentment,  have  expired. 
(Fisher  v.  Mayor,  67  JSf.  T.  86 ;  Taylor  v.  Mayor,  67 
iT.  T.  87 ;  Van  Wart  v.  Mayor,  52  Sow.  Pr.  78). 

The  fact,  therefore  that  the  demand  was  not  pre- 
sented until  1881,  would  be  a  complete  answer  to  the 
alleged  defense,  were  it  not  for  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 410  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  enacts 
that  wh^re  a  right  exists,  but  a  demand  is  necessary  to 
entitle  the  i)erson  to  maintain  an  action,  the  time  within 
which  the  action  must  be  commenced  must  be  com- 
puted from  the  time  when  the  right  to  make  the  de- 
mand is  complete.  We  think  this  provision  is 
[*]  applicable  to  the  case  at  bar.  If  it  were  not  so, 
there  would  be  no  limitation  in  cases  against  the 
city,  except  at  the  option  of  the  plaintiff,  who  could  de- 
lay making  his  demand  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time, 
and  so  keep  his  cause  of  action  alive  until  the  death 
of  witnesses  or  any  other  change  of  circumstances  ren- 
dered a  defense  difficult  or  impossible.  There  are 
special  reasons  why  demands  of  this  character  against 
the  city  should  be  required  to  be  presented  promptly 
and  without  unreasonable  delay,  because  the  city  nec- 
essarily acts  through  official  agents  and  servants,  who 
are  frequently  changed.

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We  have  no  doubt  that  by  section  410  the  l^slatnre 
intended  to  provide  for  sach  cases^  and  to  prevent  ad* 

vantage  from  being  taken  of  pablic  anthorities  by 
[']    long  delays  in   making  demands,   which  might 

otherwise  ensae.  The  demand  in  this  case,  there- 
fore, ought  to  have  been  made  and  the  action  brought 
within  three  years,  in  ordered  to  maintain  the  action. 
The  answer  set  up  a  good  defence,  and  the  demurrer 
should  have  been  overruled.  The  judgment  must  be 
reversed,  and  judgment  ordered  on  the  demurrer  with 
leave  to  amend  upon  the  usual  terms.

believed  that  evidence  had  been  taken  in  his  absence,  upon  which 
tk  vote  had  been  taken,  but  as  to  what  the  evidence  was,  or  the 
Dumber  of  votes  given  for  his  removal,  he  had  no  information. 
JEUdf  that  the  plaintiff  hss  a  right  to  call  upon  the  defendant  to

Appeal  from  order  of  special  term  denying  motion 
to  vacate  order  for  examination  of  defendant  before 
trial  to  enable  plaintiff  to  frame  his  complaint 

This  is  an  action,  commenced  Jnly  14, 1882,  nnder 
section  1919  of  the  Code,  against  the  defendant  as 
president  of  the  New  York  Stock  Exchange,  an  unincor- 
porated association,  to  obtain  judgment  of  the  conrt 
that  the  expulsion  of  the  plaintiff  from  membership  in 
the  said  Exchange  is  illegal  and  void,  and  to  restrain 
it  from  enforcing  the  same  or  from  depriving  the  plain- 
tiff of  his  seat,  which  is  said  to  have  been  worth  not 
less  than  $80,000,  and  from  interfering  with  his  right  to 
transact  business  in  the  Exchange. 

An  order  for  the  examination  of  the  defendant  be- 
fore trial  to  enable  the  plaintiff  to  frame  his  complaint 
was  granted  December  2,  1882,  upon  the  summons 
and  an  affidavit  of  the  plaintiff.  From  this  affidavit  it 
appears  that  the  proceeding,  which  resulted  in  the 
plaintiff's  expoli^on  from  the  Stock  Exchange  were 
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'  taken  under  a  provision  of  its  constitation  that  the 
governing  committee  of  the  Exchange,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  its  members  present  may  expel  any 
member  of  the  Exchange  upon  conviction  of  obvious 
fraud.  The  plaintiff  avers  in  his  affidavit  that  he  was 
seiTed  with  a  notice,  accompanied  by  certain  charges 
stated  in  the  notice  to  have  been  preferred  against  him 
by  the  governing  committee ;  that  he  appeared  in  an- 
swer to  the  notice  at  the  time  designated,  and  put  in 
his  answer  to  the  charges,  denying  all  the  accusation^ 
therein  contained  and  claiming  an  opportunity  to  dis- 
prove the  same,  whereupon  he  was  dismissed  from  the 
presence  of  the  committee,  who,  on  the  following  day,, 
passed  the  resolution  of  expulsion  without  further  com- 
munication  with  the  i)laintiff  or  any  opportunity  for 
him  to  establish  his  defense ;  that  this  is  all  the  knowl- 
edge  the  plaintiff  has  in  respect  to  the  proceedings, 
but  that  he  has  heard  and  believes,  that  after  he  was 
dismissed  from  the  committee,  and  before  the  resolution 
of  expulsion,  witnesses  were  examined  and  statements 
made,  without  notice  to  him  or  an  opportunity  to 
refute  and  answer  them,  and  that  he  has  no  knowl- 
edge as  to  what  was  so  communicated.  That  he  has 
heard  and  believes  that  various  motions  were  made 
and  various  votes  taken  dnring  his  absence,  but  he  is 
ignorant  of  the  nature  and  effect  thereof  and  how  the 
votes  were  cast  on  the  sama  That  the  defendant^ 
Lawrence,  was  present  during  the  whole  trial,  and  that 
all  these  matters  are  peculiarly  within  his  knowledge, 
and  that  plaintiff  has  not  sufficient  knowledge  or  infor- 
mation in  respect  to  any  of  these  matters,  except  as  te 
his  own  appearance  and  answer  and  statement  before 
the  committee.  That  he  is  advised  by  counsel  and 
believes  that  to  frame  his  complaint  it  is  necessary  and 
material  to  take  the  deposition  of  the  defendant  upon 
the  occurrences  of  the  trial  and  as  to  the  records  of  the 
committee  and  upon  the  matters  above  set  forth.    That 
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he  is  informed  and  believes  that  a  majority  of  the  com-' 
inittee  voted  to  sastain  some  of  the  charges  and  not  to 
sustain  others,  and  that  it  is  material  and  necessary  to 
frame  his  complaint,  that  he  should  ascertain  by  the 
examination  of  defendant,  which  of  the  charges  were 
sustained  and  which  were  not  sustained.  That,  as  he 
is  informed  and  believes,  some  of  the  governing  com- 
inittee,  who  voted  in  favor  of  the  resolution  of  expul- 
sion, accepted  the  charges  as  proof  of  the  accusations. 
That  some  of  the  members  of  the  committee,  before  the 
trial,  in  his  absence  and  without  notice  to  him,  had  pre- 
judged the  case,  and  upon  the  final  vote  decided  the 
<^se  without  reference  to  the  testimony  taken  before 
them.  That,  as  he  is  informed  and  believes,  after  the 
governing  committee  had,  in  his  absence  and  without 
notice  to  him,  received  the  evidence  of  hostile  wit- 
nesses, a  motion  was  made  by  one  of  the  committee 
to  recall  plaintiff  and  give  him  an  opportunity  to 
^answer  the  same,  but  that  the  motion  was  overruled. 
That  plaintiff  is  advised  that  he  has  a  good  cause  of 
action  for  damages;  against  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee who  voted  to  expel  him.  That  the  deposition 
and  testimony  of  the  defendant  are  material  and  neces- 
sary for  the  prosecution  of  the  action  and  to  enable 
plaintiff  to  frame  his  complaint.  That  he  does  not 
know  the  names  of  certain  necessary  parties  defendant, 
and  that  the  deposition  of  defendant  is  necessary 
and  material  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  these  names. 
That  his  counsel  advise  him  he  has  a  good  cause  of 
action  against  the  Exchange  and  the  persons  aforesaid, 
and  that  the  testimony  of  defendant  is  necessary  and 
material,  and  that  the  application  is  made  in  good  faith. 

On  December  20,  1882,  an  order  to  show  cause  was 
obtained  why  the  order  of  December  2  should  not  be 
vacated  for  the  insufficiency  of  the  affidavit. 

This  order  was  obtained  upon  the  affidavit  of  defen- 
dant, setting  out  that  the  Exchange  is  an  unincorpo- 
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rated  association  of  over  one  tbonsand  members,  gov- 
erned  by  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  signed  by  tb» 
men)A>ers,  and  that  plaintiff  had  been  an  active  member 
for  several  years.  That  the  whole  government  of  th» 
Exchange  is  vested  in  a  governing  committee,  of  which 
defendant  was  president  at  the  times  mentioned  in 
plaintiff's  affidavit.  That  by  the  constitution  if  any 
member  is  guilty  of  obvious  fraud,  of  which  the  com- 
mittee is  the  judge,  he  shall,  on  conviction  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  be  declared  expelled 
and  his  membership  shall  escheat  to  the  Exchange. 
That  the  committee  has  power  to  try  all  offenses  against 
the  laws  of  the  Exchange  and  all  charges  against  mem- 
bers, and  their  decision  is  final.  That  by  the  constitu*^ 
tion  any  member  who  applies  for  a  legal  instrument 
restraining  any  officer  or  committee  of  the  Exchange- 
from  performance  of  his  acts  and  duties,  thereby  ceases 
to  be  a  member  of  the  association.  That  plaintiff,  prior 
to  May  17,  1882,  demanded  an  investigation  of  cur- 
rent rumc»rs  of  dishonest  practices,  as  a  member  of  the^ 
Exchange  ;  that  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  gov- 
erning committee,  before  whom  plaintiff  appeared,  by 
whom  an  investigation  was  had  ;  that  the  substance  of 
the  matters  so  investigated  was  reduced  to  charges^ 
being  those  mentioned  by  plaintiff  in  his  affidavit. 
That  plaintiff  appeared  in  response  to  the  notice  of  the^ 
governing  committee,  made  answers  and  explanations, 
and  the  committee  deliberated  and  voted  thereon^ 
That  the  Exchange  is  an  association  for  dealing  in 
stocks,  and  the  members  dealing  in  their  own  name^ 
represent  largely  persons  who  are  not  members.  It  is 
considered  the  duty  of  members  to  give  evidence  before 
the  governing  committee  bearing  upon  charges  against 
members,  and  it  is  the  understanding  that  such  testi- 
mony is  privileged  and  confidential.  That  defendant 
has  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  transactions  alleged 
in  plaintiff's  affidavit  except  as  presiding  officer  of  th^ 
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committee,  and  he  claims  that  he  is  not  boand  to  dis- 
dose  any  of  the  acts  of  the  committee  after  plaintiff 
made  his  answers  and  explanations  in  answer  to  the 
charges. 

This  motion  was  heard  at  special  term  and  denied, 
and  from  the  order  thereupon  entered  the  defendaat 
took  this  appeal.

Daniels,  J. — The  examination  provided  for  by  the 
order  was  to  afford  the  plaintiff  an  opportunity  to  dis- 
cover facts  claimed  by  him  to  be  necessary  to  enable 
him  to  frame  his  complaint  in  the  action ;  and  that 
such  an  examination  may  be  had  under  section  872  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  is,  in  effect,  settled  by  the 
case  of  Glenny  v.  Stedwell  (64  N.  T.  120).  That  case 
was  decided  under  similar  provisions  contained  in 
the  Code  of  Procedure.  So  far  as  this  right  was  in- 
volved, those  provisions  have  not  been  materially 
changed  by  the  enactments  in  the  present  Code.  The 
provisions  certainly  are  as  broad  now  as  they  were  when 
that  case  was  determined  by  the  court,  and  it  must  be 
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regarded  as  settling  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  snchan 
examination,  where  its  necessity  shall  be  reasonably 
evidenced  by  the  affidavit  made  to  obtain  the  order. 

It  appears  by  the  affidavit  made  use  of  in  this  in- 
stance, tliat  the  plaintiff  had  been  expelled  from  the 
Stock  Exchange  as  a  member  of  that  body.  His  seat  is 
averred  to  have  been  of  the  value  of  $30,000,  and  the 
proceedings  resulting  in  his  expulsion  are  alleged  to 
have  been  unlawful,  and  for  that  reason  inoperative. 
Precisely  what  those  proceedings  were,  he  states  him* 
self  unable  to  set  forth.  The  charges  made  against  him 
were  served  upon  him,  and  he  personally  appeared  to 
answer  them.  But  what  afterwards  transpired  which, 
produced  his  dismissal,  he  has  not  been  able  to  ascer^* 
tain.  It  is  true  that  as  to  the  fact  that  other  proceedings 
were  had,  he  has  received  credible  information  and 
formed  a  belief,  but  this  information  was  not  so  definite 
as  to  enable  him  to  set  forth  in  his  complaint  a  history  or 
averment  of  what  really  had  taken  place.  Evidence  is 
believed  to  have  been  received  in  his  absence  and  a  vote 
to  have  been  taken  ui3on  it ;  but  what  that  evidence 
was  or  the  number  of  votes  given  for  his  removal  do 
not  appear  to  have  been  embodied  in  the  information 
received  by  him,  and  for  that  reason  he  is  not  able  to 
show  by  his  complaint,  without  further  information 
upon  this  subject,  what  was  done  or  precisely  in  what 
the  illegality  of  his  removal  may  be  alleged  to  consist, 
iind  it  is  practically  to  remove  this  inability  to  state 
his  case,  as  he  considers  it  important  for  him  to  do  in 
his  complaint,  that  the  order  for  the  examination  of  the 
defendant  has  been  obtained.  He  was  apparently  a 
party  to  the  proceedings  and  is  able  to  furnish  the 

information  required  to  make  reasonably  definite 
[*]    allegations  upon  these  subjects.     And  under  the 

doctrine  of  the  case  to  which  reference  has  been 
made,  and  these  provisions  of  the  Code,  he  has  the  right 
to  call  upon  the  defendant  to  supply  this  essential  in- 
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formation.  Without  it  he  would  practically  be  groping 
in  the  dark,  and  might  discover  when  the  case  came  to 
be  tried  that  very  material  variations  would  be  found 
between  his  allegations  and  the  proofs  which  would 
then  be  developed.  To  avoid  this  possibility  and  to 
prevent  himself  from  being  surprised  at  the  trial,  the 
precaution  of  taking  the  defendant's  examination  has 
been  adopted,  and  no  good  reason  is  disclosed  for  dis- 
pensing with  such  an  examination.  The  certainty  in  the 
allegations  which  would  be  required  to  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  the  action,  if  that  can  be  done  at 

all,  can  under  the  circumstances  be  attained  in  no 
[■]    other  manner.    And  as  the  law  has  provided  the 

plaintiff  with  this  mode  of  ascertaining  the  facts, 
the  defendant  should  submit  to  the  examination 
already  ordered. 

It  may  be  that  effort  will  be  made  to  extend  it  be- 
yond what  may  appear  to  be  necessary  to  obtain  a 

knowledge  of  the  facts  required  to  be  known  to 
[•]    present  the  plaintiff's  case.    But  that  possibility 

will  not  justify  a  denial  of  the  remedy.  The  officer 
before  whom  the  examination  will  take  place  is  vested 
'with  abundant  authority  to  properly  limit  it  and  pre- 
vent in  that  manner  the  authority  of  the  law  from  being 
made  the  subject  of  abuse.  If  the  defendant  should  be 
interrogated  concerning  matters  not  strictly  relevant  to 
what  the  complaint  may  be  expected  or  ought  to  con- 
tain in  such  an  action,  ample  power  exists  to  prevent 
such  interrogatories  from  being  answered.  In  impor- 
tant respects  the  plaintiff  is  manifestly  dependent  upon 
the  disclosures  of  the  defendant  for  the  information  re- 
quired to  frame  a  proper  complaint.  And  to  that 
extent  he  has  the  right  to  obtain  them  under  the 
authority  of  such  an  order.  Beyond  that  he  has  no 
right  to  go,  and  the  justice  before  whom  the  examina* 
tion  will  be  had,  will  surely  restrict  the  proceeding 
within  such  limits.      No  direction  upon   that  sub- 
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J6Ct  can  be  required  in  the  present  dlspositioQ  of  the 
oase. 

The  order,  under  the  circnmstanoes,  was  a  proper 
one  and  it  should  be  affrmed,  with  the  usual  costs  and 
disbursements.

Where  partners  were  jointly  and  individually  insolvent,  and  one  of 
them  made  a  fraudulent  transfer  of  his  interest  in  the  firm  to  his 
copartner, — Held,  that  such  transfer  justified  the  issuing  of  an  at^ 
tachmeot,  in  an  action  against  the  firm  for  goods  sold  and  de- 
livered to  it.  [*] 

An  action  to  recover  a  balance  due  for  goods  sold  and  delivered,  is  an 
action  to  recover  damages  for  a  breach  of  contract,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  section  635  of  the  Code.  [*]

McAdam,  J. — ^The  plaintiffs  affidavit,  after  stating^ 
the  amount  of  his  demand  over  and  above  all  counter- 
claims, proves  that  the  defendants,  who  were  partners^ 
on  the  25th  day  of  Septentber,  1882,  were  both  jointly 
and  individually  insolvent,  and  that,  being  so  insolvent 
and  indebted  to  the  plaintiff  and  others,  on  joint  de- 
mands, the  defendant  Roany  made  a  fraudulent  trans- 
fer of  his  interest  in  the  firm  to  his  copartner  and 
co-defendant,  Hutchison.  The  defendant  Hutchison 
moves  on  the  original  papers  to  vacate  the  attachment, 
and  thereby  admits  for  the  purposes  of  this  motion  that 
the  charges  made  are  true.  The  sole  question,  there- 
fore is  whether  the  sale  conceded  to  be  fraudulent  jus- 
tifies the  attachment. 

On  first  impression  it  would  seem  that  a  transfer 
[']  from  the  one  joint  debtor  to  the  other  could  not 
prejudice  the  plaintiff  in  collecting  his  debt ;  but 
this  impression  is  removed  by  considering  the  legal 
effect  of  such  a  transfer,  which  makes  the  one  partner 
the  sole  owner  of  the  firm's  proi)erty,  and  gives  hia 
individual  creditors  a  preference  over  the  joint  cred- 
itors of  the  firm  in  the  marshalling  of  the  assets. 
{Story  Eq.  Jur.  §§  646-6.75  ;  2  Spence  Eq.  Jur.  213 ;  and 
see  4  Barb.  571  ;*  41  Id.  307  ;t  62  N.  T.  146.1:) 

The  defendant  also  claims  that,  as  the  action  is

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(•]  brought  to  recover  a  balance  due  *'for  goods  sold 
and  delivered, "  it  is  not  such  an  action  as  is  contem- 
plated by  section  635  of  the  Code,  which  x)6rniits  aa 
attachment  ''where  the  action  is  to  recover  a  sum  of 
money  only,  as  damages  for  .   .  .  breach  of  contract." 

But  this  position  is  untenable.  The  action  is  for 
goods  sold  and  delivered.  It  is  founded  on  contract. 
The  agreed  price  or  the  reasonable  value  being  the 
measure  of  damages,  and  the  breach  consists  in  the 
defendants'  failure  to  perform  their  part  of  it,  to  wit, 
by  paying  the  price  or  value.  The  words  employed  in 
the  present  Code  are  even  more  comprehensive  than 
those  employed  by  section  227  of  the  old  Code.  When 
the  codifiers  superseded  this  section  (227)  by  the  new 
section  (635)  they  did  not  intend  to  limit  or  restrict, 
but  rather  to  enlarge,  the  right  of  attachment,  so  as 
to  have  it  comprehend  not  only  attachments  in  actions 
''arising  on  contract  for  the  recovery  of  money  only," 
but  every  action  "for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  the 
breach  of  [any]  contract."  This  is  the  more  reasonable 
oonstruction  of  the  legislative  intent. 

The  additional  affidavit  offered  by  the  plain- 
£•]  tiff  on  the  argument  has  not  been  considered,  be- 
cause 1  regard  section  683  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure  as  merely  declaratory  of  the  (then)  existing 
rule  of  practice  in  regard  to  new  papers,  as  reaffirmed  by 
the  court  of  appeals  in  Yates  v.  North  (44  W.  F.  271), 
and  hold  that  the  case  of  Ives  v.  Holden  (14  HuTiy  402) 
must  be  limited  in  its  application  to  the  practice  as 
declared  in  Yates  v.  North  {supra). 

Motion  to  vacate  attachment  denied,  with  $10  costs, 
and  with  leave  to  renew  on  affidavits.

One  who  receiaes  the  benefit  of  an  order  by  complying  with  a 
condition^  cannot  appeal  from  that  part  of  the  order  im- 
posing the  condition. 

Where  an  order  of  arrest  was  vacated,  on  condition  that  defendant

Appeal  by  plaintiff  from  an  order  vacating  an  order 
of  arrest ;  and  by  defendant  from  that  part  of  the 
order  requiring  him  to  stipulate  not  to  sue. 

Action  for  goods  sold  and  delivered  by  plaintiffs  to 
defendants  in  the  State  of  New  York.  An  order  of 
arrest  was  issued  in  the  action,  on  the  ground,  that  the 
defendants  who  were  copartners  had  disposed  of  their 
property  with  the  intent  to  defraud  their  creditors. 
The  affidavits  upon  which  the  order  was  granted  allege 
that  the  defendants  are  non-residents  of  the  State,  doing 
business  at  Mobile,  Alabama,  and  that  the  fraud alent 
disposition  of  their  property  was  made  at  that  place. 
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The  defendant  moved  to  vacate  the  order  of  arrest, 
^hich  was  granted  on  his  stipolating  not  to  sue.  The 
appeals  above  described  were  thereupon  taken.

Our  statutes  giving  a  remedy  extrinsic  of  the  cause 
of  action,  to  arrest  a  defendant  upon  the  ground  of 
a  fraudulent  disposition  of  property,  contemplate  that 
such  disposition  shall  be  of  property  within  the  limits 
of  the  state.  Blason  v.  Bruno,  33  Barb,  620 ;  Brown  9. 
Ashbrough,  40  How.  Pr.  226 ;  Johnson  v.  Whitman, 
10  Abb.  Pr.  N.  8.  113;  City  Bank  v.  Lumley,  28  Him. 
Pr.  401 ;  Moller  v.  Aznar,  11  Abb.  Pr.  N.  8.  233. 

Daniels,  J. — ^The  defendants  appeal  from  that  por- 
tion of  the  order  which  required  Frenkel  who  was 
under  arrest,  to  stipulate  not  to  bring  an  action  for 
damages  because  of  his  arrest  as  a  defendant,  after  his 

discharge.  He  did  so  stipulate,  and  secured  his 
{']    discharge  by  complying  with  that  portion  of  the 

order,  and  ^ after  having  done  that,  it  was  too  late 
for  him  to  complain  that  this  condition  had  been  im- 
posed upon  him.  He  received  the  benefit  which  a  com- 
pliance with  the  condition  proposed  to  him,  and  could 
not  subsequently  appeal  from  this  portion  of  the  order. 
For  that  reason  his  apx)eal  should  be  dismissed.  The 
plaintiffs  appeal  from  the  portion  of  the  order  direct- 
ing the  defendant  Frenkel  to  be  discharged  from  im- 
prisonment under  the  order  made  for  his  arrest,  and 
this  appeal  presents  the  more  important  point  to  be 
determined  for  the  disposition  of  the  case.  It  appeared 
by  one  of  the  affidavits  made  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs 
that  they  were  engaged  in  business  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  sold  and  delivered  to  the  defendants  goods 
and  merchandise,  at  prices  agreed  upon,  amounting  to 
the  sum  of  $3,765.90,  no  part  of  which  has  been  paid. 
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This  affidavit  was  carelessly  drawn,  bat  still  it  is  to 
be  inferred  from  it,  as  the  plaintiffs  were  engaged  ill 
•carrying  on  their  business  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
that  the  sales  were  made  at  that  place,  and  defendants* 
liability  was  incurred  for  the  payment  of  the  price  of 
the  goods,  under  and  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of 
this  state,  and  for  that  reason,  when  he  was  found  here, 
there  would  seem  to  be  no  impropriety  in  subjecting 
him  to  all  the  legal  remedies  which  the  law  secured  fo 
the  plaintiffs  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  ob- 
tain payment  of  their  debt. 

The  order  of  arrest  was  made  for  the  reason  that 
the  defendants,  after  contracting  this  debt,  had  dis* 
posed  of  their  property,  with  intent  to  defraud  their 
creditors.  This  was  done  in  the  city  of  Mobile,  in  the 
State  of  Alabama,  where  the  defendants  carried  on  their 
business.  And  that  they  did  so  dispose  of  their  prop- 
I>erty  is  a  fact  left  free  from  dispute  in  the  case.  Be- 
cause this  disposition  was  made  by  them  of  their 
property  in  another  state,  it  has  been  urged  that  it 
formed  no  ground  of  arrest  in  an  action  prosecuted  in 
this  state,  and  that  their  arrest  was  unauthorized  if  the 
defendants  did  not  subject  themselves  to  that  remedy, 
by  the  fact  of  the  goods  being  purchased  and  delivered, 
to  them  in  this  state.  But,  as  the  Code  has  provided 
the  remedy  of  arrest,  it  has  not  made  it  dependent 
upon  any  such  distinction.  It  has,  on  the  other  hand, 
declared  in  general  terms  that  the  defendant  may  be 
arrested  in  an  action  upon  contract,  express  or  implied, 
other  than  a  promise  to  marry,  where  since  the  making 
of  the  contract  he  had  removed  or  disposed  of  his 
n    property  with   iptent    to   defraud    his  creditors 

{Code  of  Civ.  Pro.  §  550,  subd.  2).  This  remedy 
has  been  provided  for  in  terms  so  broad  as  to  be  sub- 
ject to  no  exception.  In  English,  certainly,  it  includes 
all  actions  on  contract  against  a  defendant  who  has  re- 
moved or  disposed  of  his  property,  intending  thereby  to 
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defraud  his  creditors.  The  Code  itself  has  not  declared 
this  to  be  a  violation  of  the  obligation  of  the  debtor 
to  his  creditors,  but  it  arises  oat  of  the  general  prin? 
ciples  of  law  adopted  to  secure  the  substantial  morality 
and  good  faith  of  persons  engaged  in  trade. 

At  the  common  law,  and  wherever  its  principles 
may  be  observed,  the  debtor  is  restrained  from  making 
any  disposition  of  his  property,  intending  thereby  to* 
defraud  his  creditors.  This  obligation  is  recognized 
and  in  some  form  enforced,  wherever  the  common  lavr 
prevails,  and  as  that  law  is  presumed  to  exist  in  the- 
State  of  Alabama,  it  was  obligatory  upon  these  debtors 
carrying  on  their  business  there.  It  fact  they  were  pro^ 
hibited  by  its  wholesome  restraint  from  making  any 
disposition  of  their  property  with  the  intention  thereby 
of  preventing  their  creditors  from  collecting  their  debts. 
By  making  such  a  disposition  these  defendants  violated 
this  restraint  of  the  law  and  the  obligations  resting; 
upon  them  in  favor  of  the  plain tilfs  as  their  creditors. 
And  for  that  violation  they  became  subject  to  arrest 
under  this  provision  of  the  Code  whenever  either  of 
them  placed  himself  within  the  reach  of  the  process  of 

this  court. 
[•]  The  case  of  Blason  v.  Bruno  (33  Barb.  620)  has 

been  cited,  and  is  relied  upon  as  requiring  a  differ* 
ent  construction  to  be  placed  upon  this  provision  of 
the  Code.  That  was  an  action  between  parties  who^ 
were  residents  of  Cuba,  where  the  entire  transaction 
took  place,  and  the  court  at  special  term  discharged 
the  order  which  had  been  made  for  the  arrest  of  the- 
delinquent  party.  The  case  very  materially  differs  in 
the  leading  circumstances  from  that  which  has  now 
been  presented.  For  in  addition  to  those  already  men- 
tioned, it  was  merely  made  to  appear  that  the  defen- 
dant had  converted  his  property  into  money.  But  it 
was  not  shown  that  he  had  in  any  manner  disposed  of 
the  money.    The  order  for  that  reason  was  probably- 
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while  the  principal  cause  assigned  for  making  it 
was  not  in  harmony  with  this  general  provision  of  the 
Oode. 

A  point  similar  to  the  one  now  presented  arose  in 
Brown  v.  Ashbrbugh  (40  How.  Pr.  226).  That  was 
presented  under  a  provision  of  the  same  note  as 
[^]  that  now  contained  in  subd.  4,  section  649  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  action  was  upon  a 
contract  where  the  defendant  had  been  guilty  of  a 
fraud  in  creating  or  incurring  his  liability.  The  i)artie8 
resided  in  Hamilton^  CSanada,  where  the  sale  of  the 
property  bad  been  fraudulently  induced^  and  for  that 
reason  it  was  claimed  that  the  defendant  was  not  liable 
to  arrest  in  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  the  debt 
brought  in  this  court.  But  on  a  very  full  consideration 
of  the  case  by  MabviN}  J.,  a  different  conclusion  was 
reached  and  sustained,  and  it  was  held  that  the  defen- 
dant was  liable  to  arrest  under  the  "same  provision  as 
was  contained  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  when  he 
was  found  and  proceeded  against  in  this  State.  The 
light  to  arrest  him  was  held  to  be  merely  an  attribute 
of  the  remedy  which  the  laws  of  this  State  had  pro- 
vided for  the  fraudulent  contract. 

That  oonolusion  was  well  sustained  by  the  construc- 
tion given  to  it  by  the  learned  justice  (Brown  v.  Ash- 
brangb,  mpra^  241-243).  And  the  reasons  which  Bup- 
ported  the  arrest  in  that  instance  would  seem  to  be 
equally  as  applicable  to  a  case  of  the  nature  of  that 
now  before  the  conrt.  No  substantial  distinction  can 
be  drawn  between  the  right  of  the  creditor  to  arrest 
the  debtcMT  in  a  case  where  the  debt  itself  has  been 
fraudulently  contracted,  and  the  present  case,  where,  . 
actuated  by  a  like  intent  to  defraud,  the  debtor  has  re-  f 
moved  or  disposed  of  his  property.  In  each  case  the 
fundamental  objection  requiring  the  observing  of  good 
faith  in  the  conduct  of  the  debtor  is  equally  vile,  and 
in  one  no  more  than  it  is  in  the  other.

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The  construction  which  was  acted  upon  in  the  case 
just  referred  to  was  substantially  the  same  as  that 
which  was  adopted  in  City  Bank  t>.  Lumley  (28  Hino. 
Pr.  397),  and  in  Johnson  v.  Whitman  (10  Abb.  N. 
S.  111). 

And  nothing  different  was  suggested  in  Moller  v. 
Aznar  (11  Abb.  Pr.  If.  8.  233),  which  was  not  consist- 
ent with  the  same  view.  And  that  this  should  be  held 
to  be  the  effect  of  both  these  provisions  of  the  law  re- 
sults from  the  circumstance  that  the  right  to  arrest  the 
debtor  when  the  facts  essential  to  it  are  made  to  appear 
satisfactorily  in  the  case  is  a  part  of  the  remedy  secured 
to  the  creditor  to  enable  him  to  coerce  his  debtor  into 
the  payment  of  his  debt.  It  has  been  added  to  the 
ordinary  course  of  precedure  because  of  the  debtor's 
positive  misconduct  in  either  fraudulently  contracting 
the  debt  or  after  it  has  been  contracted  placing  his 
property  with  a  fraudulent  intent  beyond  the  reach  of 
his  creditor.  The  wrong  to  the  creditor  is  precisely 
the  same,  whether  the  act  may  be  committed  in  this  or 
another  State.  And  the  enactment  of  a  statute  on  the 
subject  is  not  necessary  for  the  admonition  or  in- 
[*]  formation  of  the  debtor  that  in  his  dishonest  con- 
duct he  has  violated  his  obligation  to  his  creditor. 
Consciousness  of  his  misconduct  will  result  from  his 
knowledge  of  the  common  principles  of  trading  moral- 
ity. When  a  debtor  secures  the  property  of  another 
by  making  use  of  false  representations,  or  deprives  the 
creditor  of  the  means  of  collecting  his  debt  by  making 
a  fraudulent  disposition  of  his  property,  he  requires 
no  statutory  provision  to  impress  him  with  the  convic- 
tion that  his  act  is  wrong,  and  should  be  made  the  sub- 
ject of  punishment.  Whenever,  therefore,  the  creditor 
may  be  able  to  present  his  case  in  such  a  form  as  to 
bring  it  within  the  terms  of  the  remedial  provisions  of 
the  law,  he  should  be  held  entitled  to  the  complete 
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femedy  which  has  been  provided  for  the  collection  of 
his  demand. 

This  point  was  very  f  nlly  considered  in  Whittemore 
cr.  Adams  (2  Cow.  626).  There  by  a  cession  of  the 
debtor's  property  nnder  an  act  of  Congress^  in  force  ^ 
only  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  his  person  became 
exonerated  from  imprisonment.  But,  notwithstanding 
that  circumstance,  he  was  still  held  liable  to  arrest 
nnder  the  laws  of  this  State  in  an  action  prosecuted 
here  for  the  recovery  of  the  debt.  This  conclusion  was 
held  to  be  warranted  by  the  circumstance  that  the  ar- 
teat  was  a  portion  of  the  remedy  which  the  laws  had 
here  provided  for  the  enforcement  of  the  contract  {Id. 
632),  and  a  similar  view  received  the  approbation  of  the 
court  in  Hinkley  v.  Marean  (3  Mass.  88) ;  Titus  v. 
Hobart  (5  Id.  878). 

Upon  the  fact  of  copious  citations  of  English  and 
American  authorities  this  has  been  declared  to  be  the 
settled  law  in  section  571  of  Story* s  Conflict  of  Laws 
(6th  ed.).  The  principle  is  there  broadly  stated  and 
maintained  that  a  debtor  will  be  liable  to  arrest  on  a 
demand  arising  against  him  in  an  another  country, 
when  the  proceeding  taken  for  its  collection  includes 
fhat  as  a  part  of  the  remedy. 

This  general  subject  was  considered  in  Don  9.  lipp- 
tfiati  (5  Clarlc  &  Fin.  1),  where  it  was  held  that  the 
party  entitled  to  a  legal  remedy  had  the  right  to  en- 
force it,  as  it  was  provided  in  the  country  where  the 
picaceeding  should  be  taken. 

*i«}<Under  the  principles  sustained  by  these  authorities, 
as  well  as  the  very  general  language  employed  in  the 
enactment  of  this  subdivision  of  the  Code,  the  plaintiffs 
had  the  right  to  arrest  their  creditors  ^nd  hold  them 
to  bail,  when  they  had  placed  themselves  within  the 
^ch  of  the  process  of  this  court. 

The  case  that  was  made  out  was  all  that  could  be  re- 
quired for  this  purpose.  The  order  of  arrest  was  a  lawful 
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proceeding  in  the  action,  and  the  order  by  which  ii 
[*]    was  set  aside  should  be  reversed  and  an  order  en- 

tered  denying  the  defendants'  moticm  and  directing 
his  recommitment  to  the  custody  of  the  sherifl^  anft 
lor  the  nsnal  costs  and  disbursements.

Api)eal  by  plaintiflF  from  order  allowii^  the 
tion  of  a  bill  of  costs  in  each  of  the  nine  cases  in  fttror 
of  defendant. 

The  defendant  was  originally  arrested  in  each  of  Ite 
nine  actions.  He  moved  to  vacate  each  order  of  arrest^ ' 
and  his  motions  were  denied.  He  appealed  from  thW 
orders  denying  his  motions,  and  they  were  affirmed.  He 
appealed  to  the  court  of  appeals,  and  the  orders  of  th», 
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^general  and  special  term  were  reversed  and  the  motioa 
to  vacate  the  order  of  arrest  was  granted,  with  costs. 
When  the  motions  were  originally  made  at  special 
tann,  it  was  stipolated  between  the  i>arties  that  bnt 
•one  set  of  papers  be  handed  up  in  all  the  cases.  On 
api)eal  to  the  genera]  term,  bat  one  set  of  papers  were 
X>rinted  for  all  the  cases.  The  plaintiffs  nevertheless 
•entered  orders  for  costs  in  each  case,  both  at  spedal 
and  general  term.  On  defendant's  appeal  to  the  court 
•of  appeals,  it  was  stipulated  that  the  return  in  one  of 
the  cases  be  considered  as  the  return  in  all  the  other 
<^ase8,  and  that  the  decision  and  judgment  of  the 
•court  of  appeals  in  either  of  said  cases  on  appeal  should 
stand  as  the  decision  and  judgment  of  said  court  on  the 
4ippeals  in  all  the  other  cases. 

The  defendant,  having  prevailed  on  those  appeals, 
taxed  full  costs  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  each  of  the 
nine  cases.  This  court  at  special  term  on  appeal  by 
plaintiff  from  the  taxation,  allowed  defendant  to  tax 
<x>sts  for  argument  in  the  court  of  appeals,  viz. :  $60  in 
•each  of  the  nine  cases,  and  plaintiff  now  appeals  from 
ihat  decision.

J.  F.  Dalt,  J. — I  think  the  defendant  was  entitled 
to  tax  his  costs  in  each  of  the  nine  cases,  for  these  rea- 
sons: Ist.  The  stipulation  between  the  attorneys  pro- 
vided that  the  decision  and  judgment  of  the  court  of 
appeals  in  one  of  the  cases,  should  stand  as  the  decision 
and  judgment  of  said  court  in  all  the  cases. 

The  decision  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  the  case  of 
Hauselt  v.  Godfrey,  was  that  the  orders  appealed  from 
be  reversed  and  the  motion  to  vacate  order  of  arrest  be 
granted,  with  costs.  The  decision  awarding  costs  in 
4Aat  cause  became,  under  the  stipulation,  the  decision 
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in  each  of  the  other  cases,  and  therefore,  upon  the  re* 
cord  in  each  case  that  plaintiffs  had  stipulated  for,  de- 
fendants were  entitled  to  costs. 

The  original  motions  and  the  appeals  to  the  general 
term  had  been  submitted  to  the  court  on  one  set  o£ 
papers  only,  yet  the  plaintiff,  when  he  succeeded,  took 
orders  granting  costs  in  all  the  cases.  This  is  very  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  the  intention  (if  an  inquiry  into> 
the  intention  of  the  parties  be  deemed  important.)  that 
in  making  the  stipulation,  costs  were  to  be  taxed  in  all 
the  cases  if  allowed  by  the  court  in  the  case  actually 
argaed. 

The  practice  is  to  allow  costs  in  each  case  under 
such  stipulation  (Mintarn  7).  Main,  3  Sand.  737.  See^ 
also  6  -flT.  J.  Law  JL  226,  cases  of  Green  v.  French,  U- 
S.  C.  C.  N.  J.,  and  Jerman  v.  Stewart,  U.  S.  C.  C.  Ten- 
nessee). 

The  order  should  be  affirmed,  with  $10  costs  anA 
disbui-sements.

The  conrt  has  power  to  set  off  interlocutory  costs  against  the  judgment 
finally  rendered  in  an  action,  although  the  party  to  whom  Bucb 
costs  were  awarded  agreed  that  bis  attorney  should  have  such  coet» 
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aa  might  be  awarded  him.    The  fact  that  the  order  grantiog  the 
costs  was  made  after  the  judgment  was  entered,  does  not  aftect  the 
question. 
{Decided  Deeember  4,  1882.)  ^ 

Appeal  from  order  directing  that  certain  interlocu- 
tory costs  be  set  off  against  a  judgment 

Judgment  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  plain  tifb 
January  17,  1881.  On  August  25, 1882,  an  order  of  ar- 
rest granted  in  the  action  was  vacated  and  costs  of 
motion  awarded  the  defendant.  The  plaintiff  moved 
to  have  the  costs  set  off  against  the  judgment.  The 
attorney  for  the  defendant  opposed  the  motion,  claim- 
ing that  the  defendant  had  agreed,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  action,  that  he  should  have  the  costs  recovered  in 
the  action,  and  that  by  reason  thereof,  and  of  an  as- 
signment of  the  costs  to  him,  they  belonged  to  him 
personally.  It  appeared  that  an  execution  upon  the 
judgment  was  duly  issued  and  returned  unsatisfied, 
and  that  defendant  had  been  Insolvent  for  more  than 
three  years.  The  motion  was  granted,  and  the  de- 
fendant thereupon  took  this  appeal  therefrom.

The  right  of  a  judgment  creditor  to  have  set  off 
against  his  judgment  interlocutory  costs  or  costs  of  a 
non  suit  awarded  to  his  adversary  is  recognized  at 
common  law.  Howell  ».  Harding,  8  Easty  362  ;  Lang  v. 
Webber,  1  Pricey  376  ;  Figes  v.  Adams,  4  Taunt.  632  ; 
8i)ence  v.  White,  1  Johns,  Cas,  102  ;  Willet  o.  Starr, 
8  Johns.  123  ;  Porter  v.  Lane,  Id.  357 ;  Hurd  o.  Fogg, 
2Fost.  {If.ff.)dS. 

The  right  of  a  court  of  law  to  set  off  a  judgment  for 
the  costs  of  an  action  against  a  judgment  upon  the  main 
issue  in  the  same  action,  even  where  the  latter  judg- 
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nient  was  assigned  to  the  attorney  for  his  compensation 
may  be  exercised  upon  a  motion.  Crocker  v.  Claugh- 
ley,  2  Duer,  684 ;  Saunders  v.  Gillett,  8  DcUy,  183 ; 
Garner  v.  Gladwin,  30  N.  T.  343 ;  Porter  v.  Lane, 
supra;  Purchase  ^.  Bellows,  16  Ahh.  Pr.^  105  ;  Gay  v.

In  the  following  cases  the  right  of  set-off  was  held 
to  override  the  lien  of  an  attorney :  De  Figaniere  v.

Van  Hoesen,  J. — If  this  were  an  application  to  set 
off  the  judgment  in  one  action  against  the  judgment  in 
another,  we  should  feel  obliged  to  apply  the  law  as 
laid  down  in  Ely  t.  Cook,  28  if.  T.  373 ;  Perry  v. 
Chester,  53  If.  T.  240,  and  Zogbaum  v.  Parker,.  66 
Barb.  341,  and  hold  that  where  an  attorney  had  par- 
chased  one  of  the  judgments,  and  paid  for  it  in  ser- 
vices rendered  in  good  faith,  he  should  be  treated  like 
any  other  ftona  ^eZa  purchaser  for  value,  and  that  he 
should  not  be  deprived  of  his  judgment  because  his 
assignor  was  indebted  upon  the  other  judgment  to  the 
person  who  applied  for  the  offset. 

This,  however,  is  not  such  a  case.  The  judgment 
here,  is  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  but  certain  costs  were 
sdlowed  to  the  defendant  upon  a  motion  made  in  the 
ivction.  These  costs  are  claimed  by  the  defendant's 
attorney,  and  it  is  insisted  by  him,  that  the  court  can 
not  deduct  them  from  the  judgment,  because  the  de- 
fendant promised  him,  at  the  beginning  of  the  action, 
that  lie  should  have  whatever  costs  were  recovered 
against  the  plaintiff.  Interlocutory  costs  have  fre- 
quently been  offset  {Oraham^s  Practice^  349).  It  is 
eminently  projier  that  the  power  to  order  an  offset, 
should  be  lodged  with  the  court,  otherwise  a  defendant, 
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who  may  not  care  if  his  proceedings  are  stayed,  may 
^collect  costs  of  the  plaintiff  without  being  compellab^to 
to  pay  such  costs  as  may  be  awarded  against  himself. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  may  happen  that  a  defendant, 
unjustly  sued,  succeeds  in  the  action,  though  interlo- 
<cntory  costs  may  have  been  awarded  to  the  plaintiff, 
and  the  only  chance  he  may  have  of  getting  any  part 
of  the  final  costs  adjudged  against  the  plaintiff,  is  by 
having  the  interlocutory  costs  deducted.  Ought  the 
law  to  be  so  construed  as  to  allow  the  plaintiff's  attor- 
ney to  collect  those  costs  from  the  defendant,  though 
the  defendant  can  not  recover  a  dollar  from  the  plaintiff  t 
If  the  defendant's  theory  be  correct,  a  party  can,  by 
promising  the  costs  to  his  attorney,  deprive  the  court 
of  the  power  of  ordering  the  costs  to  be  deducted.  The 
understanding  between  the  defendant  and  his  attorney 
must  have  been — 1  say  must  have  been,  for  what  the 
agreement  was  there  is  nothing  to  show,  inasmuch  as 
Mr.  Mount's  affidavit  contains  bis  conclusions  with- 
out the  statement  of  a  single  fact — The  understand- 
ing  must  have  been,  that  the  attorney  should  have 
such  costs  as,  at  the  termination  of  the  litigation, 
might  be  coming  to  the  defendant.  If  interlocutory 
costs  had  been  paid,  they  could  not  be  recovered.  If 
they  were,  at  the  close  of  the  litigation,  payable,  they 
were  subject  to  the  right  of  the  court  to  order  an  offset 
in  a  proper  case.  If  the  court  thought  proper  to  deduct 
the  interlocutory  costs,  awarded  to  the  defendant  from 
the  amount  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover, 
the  defendant's  attorney  ought  to  have  foreseen  that 
such  a  contingency  might  arise.  In  this  case,  owing 
to  the  delays  incident  to  legal  proceedings,  judgment 
was  entered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  before  the  defendant 
succeeded  in  getting  a  vacatur  of  the  order  of  arrest, 
and  the  other  order  giving  the  defendant  interlocutory 
costs  was  made  after  the  entry  of  judgment.  This  cir- 
cumstance ought  not  to  affect  the  question,  which  is 
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simply  this,  may  the  court,  where  an  insolvent  client 
agrees  that  his  attorney  shall  have  such  costs  as  may 
be  awarded,  order  that  interlocutory  costs  allowed  to 
the  client  shall  be  deducted  from  the  judgment  ren- 
dered against  him  ? 

I  think  the  order  appealed  from  should  be  affirmed^ 
with  costs  and  disbursements.  .

LitUn  tatammtary. — Debtor  cannot  apply  for  revocation  thereof. 

Where  parties  sned  ia  the  U.  S.  circuit  court  by  ao  executrix,  for  the 
conversion  of  certain  bonds  aUeged  to  have  belonged  to  her  deoe- 

•  dent,  sought  to  maintain  that  the  letters  testamentary  issued  to  her 
were  illegal  and  void,  and  it  was  held  that  her  appointment  as  ex- 
ecutrix could  not  be  attacked  in  the  U.  S.  court,  and  they  there- 
upon petitioned  the  surrogate  for  tlie  revocation  of  the  letters  tes- 
tamentary,— Heldy  that  they  had  no  such  relation  to  the.  estate  as 
would  empower  them  to  maintain  such  a  proceeding,  and  their  pe- 
tition must  therefore  be  denied.  [*,'] 

The  authority  of  the  surrogate's  court  to  revoke  testamentary  lettera, 
is  solely  derived  from  section  2685  of  the  Code.  [*]  Leave  to  file  a 
petition  for  the  revocation  of  letters  testamentary,  is  conferred  upon 
''a  creditor  or  person  interested  in  the  estate  of  the  decedent,"  and 
upon  nobody  else.  [']  A  debtor  is  not'*  a  person  interested,"  as 
defined  by  subdivision  11  of  section  2514  of  the  Code,  [*]  nor  within 
the  meaning  of  section  2685,  [*,*]  and  a  surrogate  cannot  revoke 
letters  testamentary  on  his  petition.  [*/]

Petition  for  the  revocation  of  letters  testamentary* 
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Tracy ^  Olmstead  &  Tracy y  for  petitioners. 
Lordy  Day  &  Lord^  for  executrix. 

Rollins,  S. — ^This  is  a  petition  for  the  revocation 
of  letters  testamentary  issued  oat  of  this  court  to  de* 
cedent's  widow,  Louisa  Berney,  on  the  26th  of  May, 
1881.  The  testator  died  at  Paris,  Prance,  in  the  year 
1874,  leaving  a  will  and  codicil,  wherein  he  appointed 
as  his  executors  his  brother  James  Berney  and  others, 
and,  as  his  executrix,  Louisa  Berney,  his  wife. 

In  February,  1876,  certain  proceedings  were  had  in  a 
probate  court  in  the  State  of  Alabama,  whereby  the  will 
and  codicil  were  there  admitted  to  probate.  James 
Berney  was  subsequently  granted  ancillary  letters  tes- 
tamentary by  this  court.  In  July,  1880,  he  died.  In 
May,  1881,  letters  testamentary  were  issued  by  the 
surrogate  of  this  county  to  Louisa  Berney,  under  cir- 
cumstances disclosed  in  the  moving  papers.  On  the 
22d  of  Jnne,  1875,  Drexel,  Morgan  &  Co.,  bankers,  of 
this  city,  received  from  Cazade,  Crooks  &  Reynand, 
claiming  to  be  the  lawful  attorneys  of  James  Berney, 
executor,  certain  United  States  bonds,  of  the  face  value 
of  $200,000,  which  were  registered  in  the  name  of 
Robert  Berney,  the  decedent.  Louisa  Berney,  as  execu- 
trix, lately  commenced  in  the  United  States  circuit 
court  of  this  district,  a  suit  against  Drexel,  Morgan 
&  Co.  and  othei-s,  for  the  conversion  of  the  bonds  in 
question.  The  defendants  in  that  action  sought  to 
maintain  that  the  letters  testamentary  of  Louisa  Ber- 
ney were  illegal  and  void  upon  certain  grounds  which 
are  among  those  alleged  in  the  present  proceeding  as 
a  cause  for  the  revocation  of  such  letters.  It  was,  how- 
ever, held  that  the  validity  of  Mrs.  Berney' s  appoint- 
ment could  not  be  attacked  in  the  United  States  courts 
audit  was  intimated  that,  if  the  parties  desired  relief 
of  that  nature,  they  must  seek  it  in  this  tribunal.    The 
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affidavits  and  papers  which  have  been  submitted  npon 
the  present  motion  are  very  voluminous,  and  raise 
many  interesting  and  important  issues  as  to  the  va- 
lidity of  the  original  probate  in  Alabama,  the  effect  of 
-eertain  proceedings  in  the  English  courts  and  in 
French  tribunals,  the  validity  of  the  letters  issued  to 
the  executrix,  &c. 

In  the  view,  however,  which  I  am  compelled  to  take 
of  this  case,  it  is  necessary  to  pass  upon  only  one  of 
the  questions  submitted  for  my  determination.  The 
•claim  of  the  counsel  for  Mrs.  Berney,  that  the  peti^- 
lioners  have  no  such  relation  to  this  estate  as  em- 
powers them  to  maintain  a  proceeding  for  the  revoca- 
lion  of  her  letters,  seems  to  me  to  be  well  founded. 
I  feel  compelled  to  hold  that  within  the  limitations  of 
the  Code  of  Procedure,  debtors  ol  an  estate  (and  it 
{']  is  only  as  debtors  or  as  possible  debtors  that  thes^ 
petitioners  apply)  have  no  right  to  make  them- 
selves parties  to  such  a  proceeding  as  the  present. 

The  authority  of  the  surrogate's  court  to  revoke 

testamentary  letters  is  solely  derived  from  section  3686. 

That  section  empowers  such  a  court  from  which 

(*]    letters  testamentary  have  been  issued  to  revoke 

the  same  for  certain  specified  causes  ;  and  it  also 

establishes  the  procedure  by  which  in  such  cases  the 

action  of  the  court  must  be  invoked.    It  requires  that 

at  the  outset  there  shall  be  filed  a  petition  praying  for 

revocation  and  stating  the  grounds   upon  which  it 

is  sought.    Leave  to  file  such  petition  is  conferred  by 

the  statute   upon   '^a  creditor  or  person   interested 

in  the  esicUe  of  the  decedent,"  aiid  apon  nobody  else. 

Now,  who  is  ''a person  interested  in  the  estate" 

ifithin  the  meaning  of  section  2686. 

Whatever  might  be  deemed  the  fair  interpreta- 
{*]    tion  of  this  expression,  if  it  stood  alone,  its  associa- 
tion with  the  term  ^* creditor"  seems  to  demand 
lor  it  a  narrower  constrnction  than  that  for  which 
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these  petitioners  contend,  and  a  construction  which 
mnst  exclude  them  in  the  present  controversy  fronit 
obtaining  the  relief  which  they  ask ;  for,  as  has  been 
already  intimated,  the  status  of  the  petitioners  is  in  : 
effect  that  of  debtors,  or  possible  debtors,  to  this  e^  i 
late.  Now,  nobody  wonld  contend  that  a  debtor 
oonld  with  any  greater  propriety  than  a  creditor  b^ 
dassed  in  the  category  of  ^^  persons  interested."  If 
that  term,  therefore,  is  broad  enough  of  itself  to  in^ 
dude  debtors,  it  is  certainly  broad  enough  to  include 
oieditors :  and  the  fact  that  the  latter  class  are  ex- 
pressly  mentioned  in  the  statute  is  a  forcible  argur 
sent  in  favor  of  the  view  that  neither  they  nor  debtoni 
were  designed  to  be  embraced  in  the  term  ^'  persons 
interested  in  the  estate." 

This  view  is  confirmed  by  an  examination  of  other 
parts  of  the  Code. 

Section  3614  is  entitled  ^^  Definitions  of  expressions 
used  in  this  chapter."  .^'  The  expression  person  inter^r 
ested,"  says  subdivision  11,  ^^  when  it  is  used  in 
[*]  connection  with  an  estate  or  fund,  includes  everjF 
person  entUledj  either  dbsolutely  or  coTdingenUy^ 
to  share  in  the  estate  or  the  proceeds  thereof,  or  in  th# 
f and,  as  husband,  wife,  legatee,  next  of  kin,  heir,  devisee^ 
Mslgnee,  grantee  or  otherwise,  except  as  creditor." 

It  seems  obvious  that  the  phraseology  of  sectioa 
S68S  was  chosen  with  direct  reference  to  this  definition, 
and  that  it*was  deemed  necessary,  in  order  to  extend 
to  creditors  the  benefit  of  that  section,  to  name  them 
[*]  expressly  in  the  statute.  But  debtors  are  neither 
named  expressly  in  section  3685  nor  are  they  inr 
olnded  within  the  category  of  ^^  persons  interested,"  aa 
defined  in  section  3514. 

The  petitioners  in  the  present  case  are  not  ^^  entitled 
to  share,  either  absolutely  or  contingently,  in  the 
late"  of  this  decedent. 
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An  examination  of  other  sections  of  the  Code  con- 
firms the  views  which  have  been  declared  already. 
♦    For  examx)le : 

(a)  Section  2636  provides  that  after  a  will  has  been 
admitted  to  probate,  the  person  named  therein  as  ex* 
^ntor  ....  is  entitled  to  letters  testamentary 
thereupon,  unless  before  the  letters  are  granted  ^^a 
creditor  of  the  decedent,  or  a  person  interested  in  the 
estate,"  makes  objection  in  the  manner  specified  in  the 
(lection. 

{b)  In  regard  to  intestate  estates,  the  Code,  after 
prescribing  who  shall  be  cited  in  a  proceeding  for  the 
grant  of  letters  of  administration,  provides  (section  2666) 
that  any  ''person  interested,"  though  not  cited,  may 
make  himself  a  party. 

(c)  Section  2698  declares  that  upon  a  petition  for 
ancillary  letters,  creditors  resident  within  the  State 
shall  be  cited,  and  that  ''any  such  person"  (that  is, 
any  creditor)  may  appear  and  contest  the  application. 

There  is  no  statutory  provision  under  which  persons 
whose  relation  to  a  decedent's  estate  is  like  that  of 
these  petitioners  can  be  recognized  as  entitled  to  be 
heard  in  opposition  to  the  grant  of  either  original  or  an- 
ciliary  letters  testamentary  or  letters  of  administration. 

And  no  good  reason  can  be  urged  why  claims  for 
the  revocation  of  such  letters  should  receive  more  fa- 
vorable consideration  than  would  have  been  accorded 
them  if  they  had  been  interposed  in  opposition  to  the 
original  issue  of  such  letters. 

The  arguments  by  which  petitioner's  counsel  seek^ 
to  maintain  his  contention  would  be  almost  equally 
effective  to  support  a  debtor's  claim  to  become  a  party 
in  a  proceeding  for  probate  of  his  creditor's  will. 

It  is  doubtful  whether  any  persons  by  reason  of 
their  being  indebted  to  a  decedent's  estate  ever  claimed 
the  right  to  contest  the  will  of  such  decedent.  But 
claims  of  that  sort  have  been  made  by  creditors,  and 
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80  far  as  I  have  discovered,  have  been  uniformly  re- 
jected by  the  courts  (Menzies  v.  Pulbrook,  2  Gurteis^ 

845 ;  Taff  v.  Hosmer,  14  Mich.  249 ;    Heilman  v. 
n    Jones,  6  Becy".  400 ;  Elme  v.  Da  Costa,  1  Phil.  173.

yfhen  a  corporation  had  become  insolvent,  and  ntimerouB  suits  were 
pending  against  it  to  which  there  was  no  meritorioas  defense,  and 
the  company  was  under  very  heavy  expenses  for  employes,  and  was 
doing  a  losing  business,  and  this  exigency  was  presented  to  the 
board  of  directors,  that  judgments  would  be  recovered  and  the  pro- 

'   perty  would  be  sold  under  executions  satisfying  but  a  small  portion

An  action  by  a  judgment  debtor  for  the  sequestration  of  the  property 
of  a  corporation,  belongs  to  the  class  of  actions  specified  in  section 
984  of  the  Code,  and,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  court  to  change 
the  venue,  **mu8t  be  tried  in  the  county  in  which  one  of  the  parties 
resided  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  thereof/'  [*]  If  suchao 
•etion  is  properly  located  in  the  county  of  Kings,  a  motion  for  a 
receiver  or  any  other  relief  can  not  be  made  in  the  first  judicial 
district.  [«] 

A  rule  of  the  court,  to  be  valid,  must  bo  consistant  with  the  Code.. 
Rule  81, — which  provides  that  all  motions  for  the  appointment 
of  receivers  of  corporations  ''must  be  made  in  the  judicial  district 
in  which  the  principal  place  of  business  of  *'  the  corporation  ia 
situated, — is  not  in  harmony  with  the  statutory  right  of  a  party  to-

A  noeiver  of  a  corporation  having  its  principal  place  of  businesi  iSL 
die  city  of  New  York,  is  regularly  and  validly  appointed  in  Kinga- 
ooQAty,  in  an  action  properly  brought  therein.  [*] 

If  the  validity  of  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  is  to  be  quest ioned« 
it  should  be  done  in  the  action  and  district  in  whidi  he  was  ap- 
pointed. [^] 

Where  the  receiver  of  a  eorporation,  appointed  in  an  action  by  a. 
stockholder  for  a  receiver  thereof,  on  the  ground  that  no  officer  re- 
mained qualified  to  take  possession  of  the  property  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  also  in  an  action  by  a  judgment  creditor  for  sequestra- 
tion of  such  property,  was  sued  by  certain  judgment  creditors,  in  be- 
half of  themselves  and  others  in  like  situation,  who  alleged  that 
hia  appointment  was  collusive,  irregular  and  void,  and  constituted 
an  obstruction  to  their  execution,  and  asked  for  the  appointment  of

.  the  prosecation  of  the  jadgment  creditor*s  action  should  be  coa- 
tinued  until  final  judgment  in  the  action.  ['] 

A  court  of  equity  will  protect  the  interests  of  the  general  creditors 
and  stockholders  of  an  insolvent  corporation,  if  it  can  bo  done 
without  injury  to  judgment  creditors  having  liens  on  its  property, 
by  an  immediate  sale  thereof,  and  where  it  appears  that  the  quicker  a 
sale  of  the  property  can  be  made  the  more  it  will  bring,  the  property 
should  be  sold  and  the  fund  resulting  from  such  sale  substituted 
for  the  property  itself.  [*] 

The  supreme>ourt  hns  power  to  order  a  sale  of  the  property  of  a  cor- 
poration by  a  receiver  thereof,  appointed  in  an  action  by  a  stock- 
holder for  a  receiver  on  the  ground  that  no  officer  remained  quali- 
fied to  take  possession  of  the  property  of  the  corporation,  and 
again  appointed  in  an  action  by  a'  judgment  creditor  for  the  se- 
questi-ation  of  such  property.  P"]  Independent  of  any  statute,  a 
court  of  equity  has  inherent  power  to  direct  such  a  disposition  of 
the  fund  as  it  shall  deem  wisest  and  best  for  the  interests  of  all 
concerned.  But  under  sections  1788  and  1789  of  the  Code  the^ 
power  is  clear,  for  although  it  may  be  fairly  argued  that  the  stat- 
ute does  not  in  terms  apply  to  the  stockholder's  action,  it  certainly^ 
does  apply  to  the  action  for  sequestration.  [**] 

In  such  a  case,  an  attachment  levied  on  a  part  of  the  property  of  the 
corporation  prior  to  the  appointment  of  the  receiver  in  an  action 
on  a  debt  of  the  corporation  which,  it  asserts,  was  not  then  due, 
does  not  present  any  serious  difficulty.  ["]  The  order  may  provide 
that  tho  receiver  procure  sufficient  advances  on  the  goods  which 
have  not  been  attached  to  meet  any  exigency  of  the  case,  and  out  of 
those  amounts  he  may  make  special  deposits,  or  otherwise  exercise 

.  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  corporation  as  defendant  in  the  at- 
tachment suit.  [^'] 

An  action  by  a  stockholder  of  a  corporation  for  a  receiver  thereof, 
and  another  by  a  judgment  creditor  for  the  sequestration  of  its 
property,  is  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned,  and  an  attaching  credi- 
tor, although  not  strictly  a  party  on  the  record,  is  nevertheless  and 
in  fact  a  pnrty,  because  he  is  a  creditor  so  that  he  is  enjoined  by  a 
general  injunction  gmnted  under  section  1806  of  the  Code.  [*']

Pratt,  J. — In  order  to  arrive  ata  clear  understand- 
ing of  the  matters  involved  in  this  motion,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  make  a  somewhat  extended  statement  of  the 
facts. 

On  the  26th  of  December,  1882,  the  plaintiff  was  ap- 
pointed receiver  of  the  Co-operative  Dress  Association, 
a  domestic  corporation  of  the  limited  liability  class, 
under  an  act  of  1875,*  located  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
in  an  action  brought  by  one  Coles,  a  stockholder,  on 
the  ground  that  no  officer  remained  empowered  to  hold

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<Nr  preserve  its  property.*  The  plaintiff  qualified  and 
took  i>o8se8sion  of  the  property  of  the  company,  which 
eonsists  of  a  large  stock  of  dry  goods,  dresses,  suits. 
4pc.,  a  very  large  proportion  of  which  depends  upon 
style  and  season  for  the  realization  of  any  fair  approx- 
imation of  their  cost  or  valae.  The  corporation  is  in- 
4SK>lvent,  and  its  property  must  in  some  way  be  taken 
by  its  creditors.  Hence,  it  is  obvious  that  the  goods 
<»nnot  be  sold  at  retail,  as  the  company  intended  when 
it  purchased  them,  and  they  must  therefore  be  sold 
to  the  best  advantage  consistent  with  the  preser- 
vation of  the  rights  of  all  concerned.  On  the  twenty- 
third  of  December,  one  Schulofl  obtained  an  attach- 
ment, in  each  of  two  actions,  in  this  court,  to  secure  an 
aggregate  sum  of  about  $5,000,  and  caused  the  same  to 
be  levied  on  the  silks  and  velvets  in  said  stock,  which 
cost  and  were  inventoried  at  some  $21,000.  A  motion 
is  now  pending  in  the  first  district  to  vacate  that  at- 
tachment, the  corporation  denying  any  liability  to 
Schuloff,  except  for  immature  indebtedness. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  of  December  the  defendants, 
Nicholas,  Myers,  Danzig,  Eddy  and  others,  recovered 
judgments  against  the  company  for  various  sums, 
which  were  duly  docketed  in  New  York  county,  and 
upon  which  executions  were  duly  issued  to  the  sheriff. 
Eddy's  execution  was  returned  the  twenty-eighth  day 
of  December,  and  he  thereupon  instituted  a  suit  for 
the  sequestration  of  the  said  property,  pursuant  to  the 
statute.t  On  the  thirtieth  of  December  the  plaintiff 
was  appointed  receiver  in  that  action,  and  duly  quali- 
fied. On  that  date  the  Danzigs,  upon  leave  granted  by 
this  court  in  the  first  district,  commenced  an  action  as 
judgment  creditors,  in  that  district,  in  behalf  of  them-

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selves  and  others  in  like  situation,  alleging  that  the 
plaintiff's  appointment  in  the  Cole  action  was  ci>lla^ 
sive,  irregalar  and  void,  constitated  an  obstruction  to 
their  execution,  and  asked  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  of  the  property.  They  also  obtained  a  tem-^ 
porary  injunction  restraining  the  plaintiff  from  any  in^ 
terference  with  the  said  property,  except  to  preserve 
the  same. 

It  is  evident  that  this  injunction  was  obtained  under 
at  least  this  misapprehension,  viz. :  that  the  plain  tiff  in* 
tended  to  make  some  disposition  of  the  property  beyond 
its  mere  preservation.  It  now  appears,  too  plainly  to 
admit  of  controversy,  that  no  such  thing  had  ever  been 
attempted,  and  had  not  even  been  considered,  except 
as  a  matter  to  be  recommended  to  the  court  for  its  ac- 
tion. The  said  action  in  the  first  district,  if  meritorious 
at  all,  must  therefore  be  j  ustified  on  some  other  ground: 
On  the  third  day  of  January  the  plaintiff  presented 
the  fact  of  the  Danzig  suit  to  this  court  in  the  Cole  and 
Eddy  actions,  and  was  instructed  to  bring  an  action  to 
enjoin  the  prosecution  of  the  Danzig  suit,  and  in  pur- 
suance of  such  instructions  he  has  commenced  an  ac- 
tion, and  the  court  has  restrained  Danzig  and  the  other 
judgment  creditors  who  may  join  therein,  and  the  pre- 
sent application  is  to  continue  that  injunction. 

On  the  3d  of  January,  on  the  application  in  the 
respective  suits  of  Cole  and  Eddy,  a  general  injunction 
was  granted  against  suits  for  the  recovery  of  money 
and  other  actions.  On  the  6th  of  January  the  plain- 
tiff applied  to  this  court  in  the  three  actions  named^ 
the  Cole,  Eddy  and  receiver's  action  against  the  judg- 
ment creditors,  for  instructions,  and  upon  notice  to 
the  Danzigs  in  these  actions,  asked  for  leave  to  sell 
the  merchandise,  &c.,  on  the  ground  that  the  property 
is  liable  to  rapid  deterioration,  and  that  itB  preserva- 
tion involves  great  expense.  It  is  apparent  that  the 
danger  from  this  cause  is  very  great,  and  that  such 
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«ale  should  be  made  unless  imperative  legal  difficulties 
Intervene.  All  the  parties  who  were  heard  in  court 
concur  in  this  necessity. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  entire  question  turns  upon 
the  validity  and  propriety  of  the  plaintiff's  appoint- 
ment as  receiver.  It  is  conceded  that  if  the  plaintiff  is 
receiver  in  fact  and  in  law,  all  the  other  supposed 
objections  will  be  found  resolvable  under  the  practice 
applicable  to  such  cases. 

'  First,  then,  of  the  exigencies  under  which  the 
officers  resigned  and  the  resulting  necessity  for  the 
receivership. 

Referring  to  the  complaint  in  the  Coles  action,  we 
find  a  distinct  allegation  of  insolvency,  in  that  the 
directors  had  determined  that  the  propei*ty  should  im- 
mediately be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver. 

It  is  plain  that  prior  to  the  directors  attempting  to 
resign  the  company  had  become  insolvent.  Numerous 
suits  were  pending  against  the  company  aggregating 
nearly  $40,000,  to  which  there  was  no  meritorious 
defense. 

The  company  was  under  very  heavy  expenses  for 
employes,  and  was  doing  a  losing  business,  and  this 
exigency  was  presented  to  the  board  of  directors  ;  that 
judgments  would  be  recovered  and  the  property  would 
lie  sold  out  under  executions  satisfying  but  a  small 
portion  of  the  liabilities  of  the  company,  and  leaving 
iill  the  other  creditors  without  any  remedy  except  pos- 
bibiy  a  suit  against  the  stockholders  for  the  satisfaction 
of  their  claims. 

It  is  therefore  plain  that  the  determination  of  the 
directors  was  in  the  interest  of  all  the  creditors,  with- 
out distinction.  Indeed  it  was  their  clear  duty  to  ac- 
complish an  eqaal  distribution  of  all  the  property  of 
the  corporation  if  it  could  be  legally  and  properly 
«done. 

This  was  the  policy  of  the  law.    Unlike  the  case  of 
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mdividuals,  insolvent  corporations  are  forbidden  by 
law  to  grant  preferences  to  any  creditors.  Tbey  are 
forbidden  from  making  assignments,  partly  for  that 
reason,  and  in  part  because  that  involves  the  selection 
of  their  own  trustee,  and  so  working  out  indirectly 
that  which  they  are  forbidden  to  do  directly  (16  Barb. 
62  ;*  33  JV.  Y.  95t). 

But  strangely  enongh,  while  this  general  policy  is 
perfectly  clear,  the  provisions  of  the  new  Code  are^ 
somewhat  obscure  as  to  the  means  by  which  this 
general  object  is  to  be  accomplished.  For  example, 
so  long  as  corporate  property  remains  in  the  hands  of 
its  officers  it  is  liable  to  levies  under  attachment  or 
execution.  Thus  creditors  whose  debts  happen  to  be- 
due  may  take  nil  the  property.  Fortunate  or  favored 
parties,  through  the  useless  sacrifices  and  delays  which 
usually  and  necessarily  attend  a  sheriff's  sale,  may 
wholly  defeat  the  general  creditors  and  subject  then>. 
to  needless  loss.  Even  in  cases  wiiere  the  application 
is  made  by  the  directors  for  voluntary  dissolutioni 
under  section  2419,  any  creditor  who  recovers  a  judg- 
ment without  the  assent  of  the  corporation  (§  2430). 
will  take  the  property  because  this  court  has  held  that 
in  such  a  proceeding  a  temporary  receiver  cannot  be^ 
appointed  {Mi^ parte  French  Manfg.  Co.,  12  Ifurij  488  ;. 
see  case  of  Open  Board  of  Brokers,  per  Lawbenoe,  J., 
N.  Y.  sp.  term,  April  J) ;  and  that  the  only  receiver- 
ship authorized  by  law  was  by  final  judgment,  which 
"must  be  not  less  than  three  mcmths  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  proceeding"  (§§  2423,2429).  It  is 
needless  to  add,  that  under  the  peculiar  circumstan- 
ces of  this  case,  as  disclosed  by  the  papers  in  the  Coles 
suit,  there  being  nearly  $40,000  of  suits  pending  against

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tha  corporation,  any  SQch  effort  to  obtain  a  receiver- 
ship would  have  been  useless.    The  corporation  would 
have  been  stripped  so  that  the  receivership  would  have  ^ 
been  a  meaningless  formality. 

To  have  remained  in  office  if  they  could  have  legally 
resigned  in  the  face  of  such  consequences,  as  were  im- 
pending on  the  day  the  directors  resigned,  would  have 
been  a  responsibility  which  they  might  justly  seek  to 
Srvoid. 

It  being  clearly  established  that  the  motive  and 
purpose  of  the  resignations  in  question  were  proper,  it 
seems  to  me  that  under  the  authorities  the  direc- 
[']  tors  could  lawfully  resign,  and  that  such  resigna- 
tion became  effective  to  vacate  the  respective 
offices  without  any  affirmative  act  of  the  corporation  (2 
Bun,  613  ;*  affirmed,  63  N.  Y.  624;  14  Hun^  616  ;t  81 
jr.  r.  46$  and  49|). 

The  Eddy  action  stands  upon  quite  a  different  basis. 
The  latter  is  an  action  clearly  within  the  provisions  of 
the  statute,  and  under  which  the  fund  may  certainly 
be  distributed  among  the  creditors  of  the  corporation, 
unless  the  appointment  of  the  plaintiff  in  this  salt  is 
invalid  by  reason  of  rule  eighty- one. 

This  rule,  in  my  view,  presents  no  difficulty  or  even 
embarrassment. 

This  action  belongs  to  the  class  specified  in  sec- 
tion 984  of  the  Code,  which,  subject  to  the  power  of 
[*]    the  court  to  change  the  venue,  "must  be  tried  in 
the  coun  ty  in  which  one  of  the  parties  resided  at  the 
time  of  the  commencement  thereof." 

The  plaintiffs,  Cole  and  Eddy,  resided  in  Brooklyn 
at  the  commencement  of  each  of  these  actions,  and 
therefore  had  a  statutory  right  to  bring  the  actions  in 
Kings  countys 

It  was  a  proper  venue,  and  the  court  cannot,  under

the  statute,  compel  any  change  of  venae  for  any  cause 
that  now  appears. 

In  such  an   action,  thus  properly  located  in 
["]    Kings  county,  a  motion  for  a  receiver  or  any  other 

relief  could  not  have  been  made  in  the  first  judicial 
district  {Code  Cic.  Pro.  §  769.) 

A  rule  of  court,  in  order  to  be  valid,  mast  be 
[*]    consistent  with  the  Code,  and  it  seems  to  be  clear 

that  rule  eighty-one  is  not  in  harmony  with  the 
statutory  right  of  a  party  to  locate  the  venue  of  his 
action  in  the  county  where  he  resides.  A  bare  state- 
ment of  the  proposition  is  suflScient  to  show  the  inva- 
lidity of  the  rule  (55  IT.  T.  524  ;*  14  Abb.  Pr.  N.  S. 
124  ;t  64  N,  T.  120  J). 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  this  matter  relates 
to  mere  venue ;  that  the  supreme  court  is  an  entire 

tribunal,  and  that  whenever  a  suitor,  in  pursuance 
[*]    of  a  statutory  right,  invokes  its  powers,  it  is  bound 

to  perform  its  duty,  and  if  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  happen  to  be  a  part  of  its  duty,  it  is  not  the 
office  of  a  mere  rule  to  abridge  its  powers  or  work  a 
denial  of  justice  in  the  premises. 

If  these  views  are  correct,  it  follows  that  the 
[•]    plaintiff's  appointment  was  regular  and  valid,  and 

that  he  took  such  rights  as  the  statute  conferred 
upon  him  under  such  appointment.  It  seemed  to  me 
that  the  plaintiff  took  title  to  the  property  and  that 
the  corporation  ceased  to  own  it. 

He  was  appointed  to  protect  and  preserve  the 
property  at  the  suit  of  a  stockholder  (subd.  3,  §1810  of 
Code),  and  he  holds  the  title  until  a  court  of  equity  in 
that  action  shall  determine  the  question  touching  the 
funds,  and  make  a  final  order  in  the  premises  (Mickles 
7>.  Rochester  City  Bank,  1 1  Pa/ge^  118).

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It  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  the  question  raised  by 
the  plaintijff's  counsel,  whether  the  allegations  in  the 
suit  of  Danzig  v.  Smith  are  sufficient  to  give  a  standing 
in  a  court  of  equity,  the  Cole  action  having  been  first 
commenced.  A  just  and  proper  administration  of 
affairs  v^ill  not  favor  actions,  instituted  in  other  dis- 
tricts wherever  it  may  suit  the  caprice  or  interest  of  a 
•disappointed  creditor  to  test  the  validity  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  present  receiver. 

If  any  complaint  is  to  be  made  it  should  be  in 
[^3  the  action  and  district  in  which  he  was  appointed 
(Rinn  v.  Astor  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  59  iV.  Y.  143;  In  re 
Atty.-Gen.  v.  Guardian  Ins.  Co.,  77  If.  T.  272;  and 
opinion  of  general  term,  fourth  dep.,  in  same  case;* 
see,  also  Att.-Gen.  v.  North  America  Life  Ins.  Co.,  per 
Westbrook,  J.,  Ulster  special  term,  1878t). 

But  assuming  that  the  contention  of  the  defendant 
Danzig  and  the  other  judgment  creditors  is  sound,  and 
that  he  having  issued  an  execution  prior  to  plaintiff's 
appointment  in  the  Eddy  suit,  he  thereby  has  an  abso- 
lute lien  and  is  entitled  to  a  i)reference  over  all  other 
creditors,  and  assume,  further,  that  all  the  judgments 
obtained  prior  to  the  plaintiff's  appointment  in  the 
Eddy  suit,  together  with  the  attachments  of  Schuloff, 
constitute  liens  upon  the  property,  does  that  furnish 
any  argument  why  the  temporary  injunction  issued 
herein  should  be  dissolved  ? 

The  case  would  then  be  that  a  few  creditors  repre- 
senting a  small  proportion  of  the  indebtedness  of  the 
corporation  claiming  the  right  to  sacrifice  all  this  pro- 
perty to  the  detriment  of  the  interests  of  the  other 
creditors  and  stockholders.  A  court  of  equity 
n  should  protect  the  interests  of  the  general  creditors 
and  stockholders,  if  it  can  be  done  without  injury 
to  the  judgment  creditors  (assuming  that  they  have 

♦  8  Weekly  Digest,  65.

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i^eh  lien)  by  aii  immediate  sale  of  the  property  and  a 
stoppage  of  the  running  expenses,  thus  obtaining  a 
large  fund  for  general  distributidn. 

It  is  for  the  interest  of  all  creditors  that  the  prop- 
erty should  bring  as  much  as  possible,  and  the  proof 
is  abundant  and  conclusive  that  the  quicker  a  sale  can 
be  made  the  more  the  property  will  bring. 

It  is  therefore  proper  that  the  property  should  he 
immediately  sold,  the  fund  which  it  shall  bring  uppn 
such  sale  should  be  substituted  for  the  property  itself,, 
and  if  Danzig,  Schuloff  and  others  should  have  any 
valid  lien  thereon,  it  can  be  established  and  settled  in 
the  present  action.  It  follows  from  these  views- 
[*J  that  the  injunction  should  be  continued  until  final 
judgment  in  this  action. 

The  next  question  to  be  considered  is  that  relating 
to  the  plaintiff ^s  application  for  instructions  upon  notice 
to  the  Danzigs  in  this  action  and  in  the.Eddy  and  Cole 
actions  as  well. 

The  power  of  the  court  to  make  a  sale  of  the  prop- 
erty is  undoubted.  Independent  of  any  statute,  a 
["•]  court  of  equity  has  inherent  power  to  direct  such 
a  disposition  of  the  fund  as  it  shall  deem  wisest 
and  best  for  the  interests  of  all  concerned.  But  under 
the  statute  the  power  is  clear  (§§  1788,  1789  of  the 
Code) ;  for  although  it  may  be  fairly  argued  that  the 
statute  does  not  in  terms  apply  to  the  Cole  case,  it 
certainly  applies  to  the  Eddy  case,  which  is  strictly 
within  article  3  of  title  2  of  chapter  16. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  exercise  of  the  power  of 
sale  in  the  Eddy  action  does  no  harm  to  any  judgment 
creditor  whose  execution  was  issued  before  the  plain- 
tiff's appointment  in  the  Eddy  suit,  because,  by  reason 
of  the  plaintiff's  title  in  the  Cole  suit,  a  fund  was 
brought  into  court  in  Cole's  suit  and  sold.  No  lien  or 
titled  was  acquired  by  or  through  the  sheriff  under  ex- 
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ecution.     But,   even  if  Danzig  has  a  lien,  it  can  be 
proved,  as  I  have  before  indicated. 

The  order  of  sale  should  be  entitled  and  entered  in 
all  the  actions,  and  the  receiver  should  have  power  to 
sell  ui)on  such  terms  as  he  shall  deem  best. 

It  seems  that  he  is  aided  by  a  committee  of  experi- 
enced merchants,  each  of  whom  is  interested  to  secure 
the  very  best  price  for  the  property,  and  any  limit 
upon  his  power  of  sale,  whether  it  be  exercised  through 
6t  in  consequence  of  bids  under  his  advertisements,  or 
at  auction  through  some  reputable  auctioneer  or  com- 
mission house,  can  only  embarrass  and  tend  to  defeat 
tlie  end  in  view. 

If,  however,  the  receiver  should  refuse  to  comply 
with  the  just  demands  of  the  creditors  having  any  con- 
siderable claim  against  the  said  corporation,  in  regard 
to  the  form  or  terms  of  sale,  a  special  application  may 
be  made  to  the  court  upon  one  day's  notice  to  the  re- 
ceiver. The  proceeds  of  the  sale  should  be  immedi- 
ately deposited  in  some  trust  company,  which  will 
pay  the  best  interest  on  the  deposit,  to  the  credit  of 
the  receiver,  to  be  dmwn  upon  the  order  of  the  court  in 
the  Cole  and  Eddy  actions.  The  sale  should  be  abso- 
lutely without  prejudice  to  the  creditor,  and  the  order 
shonld  provide  that  each  creditor  should  have  the  same 
rights  in  the  fund  which  he  now  has  in  the  property. 
The  matter  of  Schnloffs  attachments  can  scarcely 
present  any  serious  difficulty.  The  Eddy  and  Cole 
["]  suits  are- brought  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  ; 
and  SchuloflE,  even  although  not  strictly  a  party  on 
the  record,  is  nevertheless  and  in  fact  a  party,  because 
he  is  a  creditor  (Attorney-General  v.  Guardian  Ins* 
Co.,  77  ir.  T.  273,  277),  so  that  he  is  enjoined  by  the 
general  injunction  which  has  been  entered  under  sec- 
tion 1806,  and  it  appears  that  he  has  appeared  in  these 
action  and  made  a  motion  to  modify  that  injunction. 
It  is  scarcely  conceivable  that  any  real  difficulty  caa 
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arise  between  the  receiver  and  parties  who  simply  de- 
sire the  protection  of  SchalofTs  rights  under  the  at- 
tachment ;  but  as  against  that  contingency  the  order 
i  may  provide  that  the  receiver  may,  if  necessary, 
["]  procure  sufficient  advances  on  the  goods  which 
have  not  been  attached,  to  meet  any  exigency  of 
the  case,  and,  out  of  those  amounts  he  may  make 
special  deposits  or  otherwise  exercise  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  corporation,  as  defendant  in  the  at- 
tachment suit,  to  procure  the  discbarge  of  the  attach- 
ment, and  so  realize  and  procure  the  sale  of  those 
goods. 

The  receiver  should  also  commence  proceedings  to 
vacate  and  discharge  the  attachment,  and  for  that  pur- 
pose and  to  that  extent  the  general  injunction  against 
suits,  &c.,  may  be  modified  so  that  either  party  to  that 
suit  may  present  their  proofs  touching  the  attach- 
ments ;  but  in  all  other  respects  the  injunctions  should 
remain. 

The  order  should  also  provide  that  the  receiver, 
upon  a  copy  of  the  papers  in  this  action,  and  a  copy  of 
the  order  to  be  entered  herein,  shall  make  special  ap- 
plication to  this  court  in  the  Danzig  action,  in  the  first 
^listrict,  for  the  purpose  of  permitting  a  sale  and  dis- 
position of  the  property  herein  directed  to  be  sold,  so 
that  the  proceedings  in  these  actions  may  be  harmoni- 
ous, and  the  rights  of  all  parties  be  protected  and  pre- 
served. 

Now,  in  considering  the  questions  involved  herein, 
I  have  given  the  subject  all  the  care  that  my  limited 
time  and  other  pressing  duties  would  permit,  and  I  am 
deeply  impressed  with  the  idea  that  if  it  shall  be  de- 
termined that  the  directors  of  a  corporation,  when 
they  find  that  the  corporation  is  insolvent ;  that  its 
affairs  are  growing  worse  every  day  ;  that  the  danger 
is  imminent  ;  that  the  remaining  property  will  be 
wasted,  l*-aviiig  the  bulk  of  its  creditoi-s  unpaid— if 
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they  cannot  nnder  these  circumstances  resign  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  fair  and  equal  distribution  of  the 
corporate  property  among  its  creditors,  then  the  sub- 
ject imperatively  calls  for  legislative  action.  But,  even 
should  it  be  held,  as  I  think  it  must  be,  that  they  can 
resign  under  such  circumstances,  yet  one  or  more  stub- 
born or  dishonest  directors  might  defeat  this  action. 

The  decision  of  these  motions,  however,  does  not 
depend  upon  the  power  of  the  trustees  to  resign,  as  the 
receiver  is  in  possession  of  the  property  under  his  ap- 
pointment in  the  Eddy  action  as  well  as  in  the  suit  of 
Cole,  and  the  whole  controversy  turns  upon  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  right  of  the  judgment,  attaching  and 
general  creditors,  and  these  questions  can  and  should 
be  all  determined  in  the  action  now  pending  in  this 
district.

U. —  When  ihould  not  attorney  he  allowed  to  enforce  it. — Court  no  potoe^ 
to  adjust  amount  of  attorney^  fees  in  summary  way  on  his  application. 

At  common  law,  as  between  attornej  and  client,  the  former  had  a 
lien  for  his  costs  and  charges  upon  the  papers,  deeds  or  written 
evidences  of  debt  In  bis  liauds  belonging  to  his  client,  received  in 
the  course  of  his  employment.  He  also  had  a  like  lien  upon  mon- 
eys which  he  may  have  collected  at  his  client's  request. [* J  He  had 
DO  lien  on  or  interest  in  his  client's  cause  of  action,  but  upon  a 
judgment  recovered  by  him,  he  bad  a  lien  for  his  costs  and  for  thd 
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compeusation  hU  client  had  agreed  to  pay  hiiii.[']  Before  jaf)g- 
ment,  the  parties  could  settle  the  matter  in  dispute  with(*ut 
consulting  the  attorneys  to  the  record,  provided  they  acted  in  good 
faith.  If  the  settlement  was  instigated  with  a  view  to  prevent  the 
attorney  from  receiving  his  costs  and  to  cheat  him  out  of  them,  tbp 
court  had  the  power  to  set  the  same  aside  so  far  as  to  allow  the  suit 
to  proceed  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  the  attorney's  costs. [*]^ 

Th  effect  of  section  60  of  the  Code  is  to  change  the  rule  of  the  com- 
mon law,  and  give  to  the  attorney  a  lien  on  the  cause  of  action 
from  the  time  the  suit  is  commenced,  which  cannot  be  displaced  by 
any  action  of  the  parties,  by  settlement  or  discontinuance,  without 
his  consent,  until  his  costs  are  paid.[^] 

Before  the  Code  gave  an  attorney  a  lien  upon  his  clicnt^s  cause  of 
action  for  his  costs,  the  proper  practice,  where  the  parties  settled 
the  action  without  paying  him  his  costs,  was  for  him  to  apply  tp 
the  court  for  an  order  modifying  the  terms  of  settlement  so  as  to 
allow  him  to  proceed  in  the  action  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  his 
costs.  This  application  could  only  be  made  upon  notice  to  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant,  and  the  court  examined  fully  into  the  fncta 
and  circumstances  connected  with  the  settlement  and  its  effect 
upon  the  attorney,  and  if  it  was  a  fraud  upon  him,  he  was  allowed 
to  proceed  with  the  action,  or  upon  the  judgment,  if  one  had  been 
entered,  and  to  collect  his  costs  our  of  the  defendant.  But  with- 
out such  permission,  he  was  not  allowed  to  move  in  the  action  for 
any  purpose. [*]  The  Code  has  not  changed  the  practice  in  this 
particular,  and  it  is  still  necessary  for  the  attorney  to  procure  the 
consent  of  the  court,  before  he  can  proceed  in  the  action  after  the 
parties  have  settled  it.[*] 

Where  an  attorney's  own  client  has  released  the  defendant  from  the 
costs  of  an  action  settled  between  them  witiiout  the  assent  of  the 
attorney,  he  should  not  bo  permitted  to  proceed  against  her  and 
charge  her  with  costs,  unless  it  is  first  made  to  appear  that  such 
permission  is  necessary  to  secure  his  costs,  and  enable  him  to 
enforce  the  lien  which  he  has  upon  the  cause  of  action.  [']  In 
equity,  he  should  bo  required  to  proceed  against  the  plaintiff,  his 
debtor,  and  the  lien  which  he  has  upon  the  papers,  <&c.,  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  her,  before  he  is  permitted  to  proceed  against 
the  defendant  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  his  lien.['] 

As  between  attorney  and  client,  the  supreme  court  has  no  jurisdic- 
ture  to  adjust  the  amount  of  the  attorney's  fees  in  a  summary  way 
on  the  attorney's  application. [*]

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Appeal  from  an  order  made  at  the  Munroe  county 
^special  term,  granted  on  the  application  of  plaintiff's 
attorney,  ordering  a  reference  to  fix  the  compensation  of 
the  plaintiff's  attorney,  and  to  report  the  facts,  and 
his  opinion,  to  the  court,  with  the  evidence. 

These  actions  were  commenced  in  October,  1881,  on 
ihe  same  day,  to  foreclose  two  mortgages,  owned  by 
the  plaintiff,  in  which  she  is  mortgagee,  the  respondent 
J.  D.  Decker,  acting  as  her  attorney.  In  one  of  the  ac- 
tions the  mortgage  was  given  to  secure  the  sum  of 
^1,600,  and  it  was  claimed  that  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action,  there  was  due  the  sum  of 
^600,  and  to  become  dae  thereafter  the  further  sum  of 
^1,050.  Upon  the  other  it  is  alleged  that  the  bond  and 
mortgage  were  for  the  sum  of  $2,500,  and  that  there 
was  dae  and  unpaid  at  the  time  of  the  commencement 
of  the  action,  the  sum  of  $1,000,  and  to  become  due, 
the  sum  of  $1,750. 

After  the  summons  and  complaint  were  served 
upon  the  defendant,  Elizabeth  M.  Cooley,  and  before 
the  time  to  answer  had  expired,  and  on  the  11th  day 
of  October,  1881,  the  mortgagor  paid  to  the  plaintiff  in 
person,  the  sum  of  $900,  on  account  of  the  mortgages, 
without  any  mention  how  much  should  be  applied  on  the 
mortgages  respectively,  and  the  plaintiff  gave  a  stipu- 
lation in  writing,  to  the  defendant,  Mrs.  Cooley,  with- 
drawing the  actions  at  her  own  cost.  Subsequently, 
and  on  the  24th  of  October,  and  before  the  time  to 
answer  had  expired,  Mrs.  Cooley  appeared  in  the  ac- 
tion, by  Mr.  Bacon,  her  attorney,  and  served  a  notice  of 
retainer,  and  also  a  copy  of  the  receipt,  and  the  stipula- 
tion discontinuing  the  actions.  This  settlement  was 
effected  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  plain- 
tiff's attorney.  Immediately  following  the  settlement, 
the  plaintiff  and  her  attorney,  Mr.  Decker,  had  inter- 
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views  and  negotiations,  with  a  view  of  fixing  and  de- 
termining the  amount  of  his  costs. 

The  attorney  made  out,  and  served  upon  the  plain- 
tiff, a  bill  of  his  costs  and  charges,  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  $294.98.  This  the  plaintiff  declined  to 
pay,  but  acknowledged  her  obligation  to  pay  a  less 
sum,  and  offered  to  pay  him  $91  as  his  costs,  which  he 
declined  to  receive.  In  December,  1881,  after  the  res- 
pondent had  failed  to  agree  with  his  client  as  to  the 
amount  of  his  costs,  he  made  a  motion  at  a  special 
term  held  in  Monroe  county,  in  her  name  and  as  her 
attorney,  for  a  decree  of  foreclosure,  asking  for  a  ref- 
erence to  ascertain  the  amount  due  upon  the  bonds  and 
mortgages,  and  serving  the  same  on  Mr.  Bacon,  Mrs. 
Cooley' s  attorney,  giving  no  notice  to  the  plaintiff. 
This  motion  was  denied,  with  $10  costs  in  each  action^ 
The  decretal  part  of  the  order  was  in  these  words.  "  It 
is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  said  motions,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  denied,  with  $10  costs  of  opposing  the  same 
in  each  action,  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Jonah  D.  Decker, 
personally." 

In  opposition  to  the  motion,  among  the  other  papers 
read  by  the  defendant,  was  the  affidavit  of  the  plain- 
tiff, in  which  she  stated  in  substance,  that  in  considera- 
tion of  the  payment  of  $900,  she  withdrew  the  actions, 
and  gave  a  stipulation,  and  that  she  was  willing  to  pay 
her  attorney  all  his  just  costs,  and  that  she  was  worth  the 
sum  of  $5,000  over  and  above  all  debts  and  liabilities. 

In  January,  1882,  the  plaintiff's  attorney  made  a 
motion  in  his  own  behalf  for  leave  to  renew  the  prior 
motion,  which  had  been  denied,  and  that  the  prior 
rules  and  orders  be  vacated,  and  that  a  reference  be 
had  in  the  actions,  to  ascertain  the  value  of  his  services 
as  attorney,  and  if  the  plaintiff  or  defendant  fails  to 
pay  such  amount  so  determined,  that  then  the  plain- 
tiff may  be  at  liberty  to  proceed  in  the  actions,  to- 
satisfy  the  amount  so  ascertained  and  determined. 
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The  defendant,  Mrs.  Cooley,  appeared,  and  opposed 
the  motion. 

It  does  not  appear  that  notice  of  this  motion  was 
served  npon  the  plaintiff.  Nor  is  it  recited  in  the  order, 
that  she  did  appear.  But  among  the  papers  npon 
which  the  motion  was  opposed,  was  the  aflSdavit  of  the 
plaintiff,  in  which  she  sets  up  the  history  of  her  nego- 
tiations with  Mr.  Decker,  with  a  view  of  ascertaining 
the  amount  of  his  costs,  and  concluded  her  affidavit 
with  a  prayer,  that  th&  court  do  not  vacate  the  prior 
order,  but  that  it  deny  the  application  to  proceed  in 
the  actions,  and  asking  tlie  court  to  make  such  order  as 
shall  be  just,  and  will  be  a  protection  to  her  rights. 

An  order  was  made,  granting  leave  for  the  renewal 
of  the  prior  motions,  and  that  they  then  be  heard,  and 
that  it  be  referred  to  a  referee,  ^'  to  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  plaintilf's  attorney  and  to  report  the  facts, 
and  his  opinion  to  the  court,  with  the  evidence ;  far- 
ther directions  to  stand  until  the  coming  in  of  the 
referee's  report,  the  two  actions  to  remain  in  the 
present  situation  until  that  time." 

From  this  order  the  plaintiff,  and  the  defendant, 
Elizabeth  M.  Cooley,  both  appeal.

Babkier,  J. — ^The  defendant's  appeal  has  the  most 
merit,  involved  the  most  examination,  and  will  be  first 

considered. 
[']  At  common  law,   as  between   attorney  and

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his  client's  I'equest  (Matter  of  application  of  Knapp^

[•]  He  had,  however,  no  lien  or  interest  whatever, 

in  the  cause  of  action,  by  reason  of  his  employment, 
to  prosecute  the  same  in  the  courts.  After  judg- 
ment the  attorney  who  prosecuted  the  same,  has  a 
lien  thereon  to  the  extent  of  his  costs,  and  for  such 
further  sum,  as  by  agreement,  his  client  has  promised 
to  pay  him  out  of  the  judgment,  as  compensation  for 
his  services  (Coughlin  v.  N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R.  R.  R.  Co., 

71  iT.  T.  443 ;  Wright  v.  Wright,  70  JUT.  T,  96). 
["]  After  action  was  commenced,  and  before  judg- 

ment, the  parties  had  a  right  to  settle  the  matter  in 
dispute,  on  such  terms  as  they  might  agree  upon,  with- 
out consulting  with  the  attorney  to  the  record,  pro- 
vided they  acted  in  good  faith,  and  not  with  the  intent 
to  cheat  and  defraud  the  attorney  out  of  his  costs. 
But  if  the  settlement  was  instigated  with  a  view  to 
prevent  the  attorney  from  receiving  his  costs  from  his 
client,  and  to  cheat  him  out  of  the  same,  then  the  court, 
on  the  application  of  the  attorney,  has  power  and  will 
interfere  to  make  inquiry  into  the  circumstances  of  the 
settlement,  and  if  found  to  be  fraudulent,  will  set  the 
same  aside,  so  far  as  to  allow  the  suit  to  proceed  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  the  attorney's  costs  (Talcott 
V.  Bronson,  4  Paige^  501 ;  Coughlin  t).  N.  Y.  C.  &  H.  R. 
R.  R.  Co.,  71  N.  T.  448). 

These  familiar  and  unquestioned  rules  are  here 
stated,  that  they  may  be  in  mind  in  considering  the 
statute,  which,  in  some  particulars,  has  changed  the 
common  law  upon  this  subject. 

Section  66  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  enacts, 
*'  The  compensation  of  an  attorney  or  counselor  for  his 
services  is  governed  by  agreement,  express  or  implied, 
which  is  not  restrained  by  law.  From  the  commence- 
ment of  an  action  or  the  service  of  an  answer  contain- 
taining  a  counter-claim,  the  attorney  who  appears  for  a 
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party,  has  a  lien  upon  his  client's  cause  of  action  or 
coQnter-claim,which  attaches  to  a  verdict,  report,  decis- 
ion or  judgment  in  his  client's  favor,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof,  in  whosoever  hands  they  may  come ;  and  can- 
not  be  affected  by  any  settlement  between  the  parties 

before  or  after  judgment." 
{*]  The  effect  of  this  statute  is  to  change  the  rule 

of  the  common  law,  and  gives  to  the  attorney  for 
the  plaintiff,  a  lien  on  the  cause  of  action,  from  the 
time  the  suit  is  commenced,  which  cannot  be  displaced 
by  any  action  of  the  parties,  by  settlement  or  discon- 
tinuance, without  his  consent,  until  his  costs  are  paid. 
The  extent  of  the  lien  is  not  declared  by  the  statute — 
whether  it  shall  be  in  the  amount  of  the  taxable  costs, 
which  the  law  gives  in  the  recovery  of  judgment,  or  in 
the  sum  which  the  attorney  and  his  client,  may  have 
agreed  upon  as  his  compensation.  The  statute  is  not 
specific  on  this  question.  It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to 
solve  this  doubt  now. 

It  is  manifest,  that  under  this  statute,  the  plaintiff's 
attorney,  Mr.  Decker,  had  a  lien  for  his  costs,  on  the 
cause  of  action,  for  which  the  suits  were  prosecuted, — 
that  is,  on  the  moneys  secured  and  agreed  to  be  paid 
by  the  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  as  the  settlement  was 
made  after  the  actions  were  commenced,  and  without 
his  consent,  such  lien  is  not  yet  displaced;  for  the 
statute  in  express  terms,  declares,  that  the  same  shall 
not  be  disturbed  by  any  settlement  between  the  parties. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  papers  upon 
which  the  order  appealed  from  is  founded,  we  concur 
in  that  part  of  the  order,  permitting  the  former  motion 
to  be  renewed,  although,  upon  the  facts  presented  to 
the  court,  when  that  order  was  made,  it  was  just  and 
pi-optir.  It  was  made  in  the  name  of  the  plaintiff,  and 
she  had  no  right  to  proceed,  after  her  consent  to  a  dis- 
continuance. After  such  settlement,  the  action  could 
not  proceed  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  allow  the 
phaintiff's  attorney  to  secure  and  collect  his  costs. 
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The  first  order  being  now  open  and  vacated,  the 
plaintiff's  attorney  was  free  and  at  liberty  to  make  a 
proper  application  to  the  court,  with  a  view  of  en- 
forcing  the  lien  which  the  statute  gives  him,  upon  the^ 
cause  of  action,  which  he  prosecuted,  and  which  the 
parties  have  settled.  ' 

The  only  provision  in  the  order  appealed  from,  which 
affects  the  defendant,  is  the  provision  directing  a  ref- 
erence to  ascertain  the  amount  of  the  attorney's  fees. 
And  the  single  question  for  us  to  exarmine,  at  this* 
time,  is,  whether  that  is  a  just  and  proper  order  U> 
make,  in  this  state  of  the  proceedings. 

Before  the  statute,  the  usual  and  ordinary  practice 
was  for  the  attorney  to  apply  to  the  court,  and  ask  for 

an  order  modifying  the  terms  of  the  settlementi 
[*]    so  as  to  allow  him  to  proceed  in  the  action,  for  the* 

purpose  of  collecting  his  costs.  The  application 
oould  only  be  heard  on  notice  to  the  plaintiff  and  d^ 
fendant,  and  the  court  examined  fully  into  the  facts 
and  circumstances  connected  with  the  settlement,  and 
the  effect  it  had  upon  the  attorney's  claim,  and  if  ih» 
same  was  a  fraud  upon  the  attorney,  he  was  allowed  to 
proceed  with  the  action,  or  upon  the  judgment,  if  oae^ 
had  been  entered,  and  to  collect  his  costs  out  of  the 
defendant.  But  without  such  permission  from  the^ 
court,  he  was  not  at  liberty  to  move  in  the  action  for 
any  purpose  (Marshall  v.  Meech,  61  If.  T.  141 ;  Tal- 
cott  V.  Bronson,  4  PaigCy  601 ;  Murray  r>.  Jibson,  2* 
HuTiy  387 ;  Pickard  v.  Yencer,  31  Id.  403  ;  Goddard  v. 

Trenbath,  24  Id.  182). 
[']  We  are  of  the  opinion,  that  the  statute  has 

not  changed  the  practice  in  this  particular,  and 
that  it  is  necessary  for  the  attorney  to  procure  the  con- 
sent of  the  court,  before  he  can  proceed  with  the 
actions.  The  statute  creates  the  lien  upon  the  cause  of 
action,  and  declares  that  a  settlement  shall  not  disturb 
the  lien  of  the  attorney. 


-! 
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As  there  had  been  no  verdict,  report,  decision,  nor 
.  jndgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  at  the  time  of  the 
settlement,  the  lien  is  still  confined  to  the  original 
•cause  of  action,  which  was  placed  in  his  hands  for  col- 
lection. 

It  wonld  be  an  unwise  and  dangerous  practice,  ex- 
tremely hazardous  to  the  rights  of  both  parties,  to 
allow  an  attorney  to  continue  the  action,  after  settle- 
ment by  the  parties,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  his 
costs,  without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  court, 
that  he  may  proceed  for  that  purpose.  When  such 
permission  is  given,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  direct 
as  to  the  time  and  manner,  and  watch  the  proceedings 
and  doings  of  the  attorney,  so  as  fully  to  protect  the 
rights  of  both  parties,  and  not  unnecessarily  annoy 

and  embarrass  either. 
(']  The  facts  disclosed  upon  this  hearing  are  such 

that  we  are  inclined  to  the  opinion,  that  the 
attorney  should  not  be  permitted  to  proceed  against 
the  defendant,  and  charge  her  with  the  costs  of  these 
actions,  as  his  own  client  has  released  her  from  that 
obligation,  without  it  being  first  made  to  appear,  that 
such  permission  is  necessary  to  secure  his  costs  and 
enable  him  to  enforce  the  lien  which  he  has  upon  the 
•cause  of  action,  in  his  hands  for  collection. 

If  the  defendant  has  in  fact  conspired  with  the 
plaintiff,  with  the  view  of  cheating  and  defrauding  the 
attorney  out  of  his  costs,  or  to  embarrass  him  in  the  en- 
forcement of  the  lien  which  he  has,  then  it  would  be 
the  duty  of  this  court  to  grant,  and  it  would  readily 
grant,  a  permit  to  i)rosecute  the  action. 

The  attorney  has  a  full  and  complete  lien  upon 
that  part  of  the  cause  of  action  arising  on  the  bonds 
and  mortgages  which  have  not  yet  been  paid  and  sat- 
isfied. Those  papers  are  yet  in  his  hands  and  under 
iiis  control. 

It  seems  to  be  conceded,  at  least  the  contrary  does 
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not  appear,  that  there  is  a  sam  dae  upon  the  bonds 
and  mortgages,  more  than  safficient  to  pay  the  attor- 
ney's  fees,  and  that  it  is  amply  secured  by  lien  upon 
real  estate.  If  the  defendant,  Mrs.  Cooley,  is  free  from, 
fraud  and  intent  to  embarrass  the  attorney  in  the  col- 
lection of  his  costs,  it  would  be  a  great  wrong  and  in- 
justice to  her  to  compel  her  to  litigate  the  question,  as 
to  the  amount  of  his  costs,  and  to  pay  them  after  she 
had  in  good  faith,  contracted  with  the  plaintiff,  to  be 
released  from  that  obligation. 

In  a  sense  the  attorney  has  two  liens  as  his  security, 
one  upon  the  unpaid  portion  of  the  bonds  and  mort- 
gages, due  the  plaintiff,  and  the  other  against  the  de- 
fendant and  the  lands  covered  by  the  bonds  and  mort- 
gages, which  can  be  enforced  by  means  of  the  mort- 
gages to  be  used  for  that  purpose. 

In  equity  he  should  be  required  to  proceed  against 

the  plaintiff,  his    debtor,  and  the  lien  which  he 

[•]  has  upon  her  property,  before  he  is  permitted 

to  prosecute  this  action  against  the  defendant,  for 

the  purpose  of  enforcing  his  lien. 

As  the  court  has  not  yet  given  its  consent  that  he- 
may  prosecute  this  action  further,  for  the  purpose 
desired,  and  the  hearing  before  the  referee,  which  has- 
been  ordered,  will  necessarily  be  expensive  to  the  de- 
fendant, we  are  of  the  opinion,  that  that  part  of  the- 
order  was  improvident)  y  granted  and  should  be  re- 
versed. 

As  the  defendant  has  not  been  called  upon  specifi- 
cally to  meet  the  charge  of  an  attempt  to  defraud  the 
attorney  and  deprive  him  of  the  benefit  of  his  lien,  tha 
order  may  be  modified,  allowing  a  reference  to  inquire 
whether  she  had  such  intent  and  purpose  in  raaking^ 
the  settlement  and  procuring  a  discontinuance  of  the 
actions.  And  on  the  coming  in  of  that  report,  the- 
court  will  then  finally  decide,  whether  the  attorney 
may  then  proceed  in  these  actions  or  not. 
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We  are  also  of  the  oi)inion,  that  in  view  of  the  re- 
versal of  this  i)art  of  the  order,  as  to  the  defeiidaut,  it 
should  also  be  reversed  as  to  the  plaintiff  ;  for,  as 
against  her,  the  reference  will  be  entirely  unavailing 
to  the  attorney,  if  he  is  not  given  permission  hereafter 
to  proceed  with  the  action  against  the  defendant. 

If  he  is  permitted,  on  the  coming  in  of  the  report, 
and  on  the  further  order  of  the  court,  to  proceed  in 
this  action,  then  it  will  be  unavailing  to  him,  because 
it  must  then  be  determined  in  the  further  prosecution 
of  the  actions,  whether  the  defendant  is  liable  to  pay 
costs  or  not. 

This  a  suit  in  equity,  and  the  costs  are  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court,  and  all  the  merits  of  the  original 
controversy  will  need  be  inquired  into  and  considered 
by  the  court,  before  it  can  be  decided  that  the  de- 
fendant is  liable  for  the  costs  of  these  actions. 

This  question  was  up  and  directly  decided  by  this 
court  in  this  department,  in  the  case  of  Pickard  v. 

Yencer  (31  Hun,  403). 
[•]  As  between  attorney  and  client,  this  court  has 

no  jurisdiction  to  adjust  the  amount  of  the  attor- 
ney's fees,  in  a  summary  way,  on  the  attorney's  appli- 
cation (Lorillard  v.  Robinson,  2  Paige,  276). 

The  attorney  has  a  perfect  remedy  in  an  action  at 
law,  or  to  proceed  in  equity  to  enforce  such  lieu  as  the 
law  gives  him  on  the  papers  and  causes  of  action  be- 
longing to  his  client  in  his  possession. 

The  rule  is  different  where  the  client  applies  to  the 
court  for  relief,  by  reason  of  the  action  of  his  attorney, 
in  withholding  the  papers  or  money,  and  it  becomes 
necessary  to  adjust  the  attorney's  costs,  as  one  of  the 
matters  to  be  determined,  in  disposing  of  the  contro- 
versy. And  such  is  the  case  in  the  matter  of  Knapp 
(86  If.  Y.  297),  referred  to  in  the  opinion  of  the  learned 
judge  at  special  term. 
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So  much  of  the  order  as  directs  a  refereaoe,  is  re- 
versed, and  in  all  other  particulars  affirmed. 
No  costs  awarded.

One  party  or  the  other  must  pay  costs  in  all  cases  where  a  tender  has 
been  made  and  the  money  brought  into  court.  ['] 

Where  a  defendant  pleaded  a  tender  before  suit  brought,and  paid  the 
money  into  court,  and  the  plaintiff  took  the  money  and  thereby  ac- 
cepted the  tender, — Held^  that  his  acceptance  was  a  virtual  confes- 
sion that  there  was  no  good  cause  of  action,  [*]  and  he  was  clearly 
chargeable  with  costs.  [*,*] 

Where  in  such  a  case  the  plaintiff  gave  the  defendant  no  notice  of  the 
acceptance  of  the  tender  until  the  case  was  called  for  trial,  and  the 
defendant  thereupon  moved  to  dismiss  the  complaint,  —Held^  that 
while  tiie  plaintiff  was  not  compelled  to  give  the  defendant  notice  of 
his  acceptance,  he  should  h>ive  given  notice  of  his  intention  to 
abandon  the  litigation,  and  pay  the  accrued  costs.  Not  having  done 
so,  the  defendant  was  cornet  in  his  practice  in  prosecuting  his  de- 
fense, and  the  complaint  should  be  dismissed  with  costs.  [*J

Ha  WES,  J. — ^The  action  herein  is  brought  to  recover 
lor  goods  sold  and  delivered.  The  answer  is  a  plea  of 
tender  in  full  of  the  amount  claimed  before  suit  brought 
It  further  alleges  that  defendant  has  always  been  ready 
and  willing  to  pay  the  same,  and  now  brings  it  into 
court.  On  the  16th  of  October,  1882,  the  answer  was 
served,  the  money  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  and  on  the  same  day  the  money  so  brought 
in  was  accepted  by  the  plaintiff  and  paid  over  to  him  by 
the  clerk  under  an  order  made  by  Mr.  Justice  Mo- 
Adam.  No  notice  of  acceptance  or  of  withdiuwal  was 
given  by  plaintiff.  When  the  case  was  duly  reached  on 
the  calendar  th^se  facts  were  submitted,  and  defendant, 
on  the  one  hand,  asks  that  the  complaint  be  dismissed, 
and  on  the  other,  the  plaintiff  moves  to  strike  the 
case  from  the  calendar,  as  being  settled  and  divscontin- 
ued  by  reason  of  the  acceptance  of  the  tender,  and  both 
parties  consented  that  the  matter  should  be  finally  dis- 
posed of  under  these  admitted  facts. 

Under  the  old  practice  the  money  was  brought  into 
court,  and  there  remained  until  the  action  was  tried 
and  judgment  rendered.  If  defendant  succeeded  in 
establishing  the  fact  of  tender,  he  obtained  judgment 
for  costs,  the  money  then  in  court  being  transferred  to 
plaintiff  (Becker  «.  Boon,  61  N.  Y.  322). 

Section  732  of  the  new  Code  as  amended  in  1877  pro- 
vides for  the  payment  of  money  into  court,  and  also 
permits  the  plaintiff  to  take  the  money  out  of  court, 
and  declares  such  an  act  to  be  an  acceptance  of  the 
tender.  It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  the  money  thus  paid 
in  belongs  of  right  to  the  plaintiff — in  fact,  is  his 
[']  money  the  moment  it  is  in  the  custody  of  the 
court — and  if  so,  he  can  take  it  at  any  time  he 
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elects  (See  Johnson  v.  Covert,  8  Law  BnlleLin^  91). 
There  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  for  his  waiting 
until  the  action  was  tried^  nor  any  necessity  to  give 
notice  of  his  application  to  withdraw  it  under  the  pro- 
vision of  rule  70  of  Supreme  Court  Rules,  notice  of 
payment  into  court  on  the  behalf  of  defendant  having 
been  given  by  the  answer. 

The  only  question  which  remains,  therefore,  is  one  of 
costs.    Section  738  of  the  Code  provides  that  in  case 
the  sum  tendered  was  sufficient  to  pay  plaintiff's  de- 
mand and  costs,  then  the  plaintiff  cannot  recover  costs,, 
but  must  pay  defendant's  costs.    This  section  has  ref- 
erence of  course  to  section  731,  which  relates  to  tender 
after  suit  brought,  but  it  clearly  determines   the  ele- 
mentary question,  that  one  party  or  the  other  must 
pay  costs  in  all  cases  where  a  tender  has  been  made 
[•]    and  money  brought  into  court.     The  defendant 
owed  the  plaintiff  the  amount  set  forth  in  the  com* 
plaint,  and  it  must  be  assumed  for  the  purpose  of  this 
motion  that  he  duly  tendered  it  to  him  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action.    He  did  all  that  the  law 
IT]    required  of  him.     If  the  plaintiff  elected  not  to  ac- 
cept it,  but  to  bring  an  action,  he  did  so  at  his 
peril  and  is  clearly  chargeable  with  costs. 

Defendant  had  a  right  to  defend,  and  plaintiff  can- 
not avail  himself  of  his  tardy  acceptance  to  deprive  de- 
fendant of  his  accrued  costs,  as  this  acceptance  was 
[*]  a  virtual  confession  that  there  was  no  good  cause 
of  action.  It  is  clear  that  there  was  an  issuable 
question,  viz.,  whether  the  tender  alleged  by  defendant 
to  have  been  made  before  suit  brought  was  so  made  or 
not,  and  upon  its  determination  depended  the  liability 
for  costs.  •The  plaintiff  could  have  proceeded  and  tried 
that  issue,  and  it  was  a  right  which  the  defendant  was 
equally  entitled  to.  The  defendant  accordingly  ap- 
peared in  court  upon  the  trial  day,  ready  to  proceed, 
when  he  was  informed  for  the  first  time  by  the  plaintiff 
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that  he  liad  accepted  the  tender  and  has  abandoned  the 
litigation.  Under  the  provisions  of  section  733  I  have 
no  doubt  that  plaintiff  had  the  right  to  accept  the  ten- 
der and  withdraw  the  money,  and  I  know  of  no  pro- 
vision of  the  statute  which  required  him  to  give  notice 
of  his  acceptance ;  but  does  this  acceptance  of  itself 
terminate  the  litigation  ?  Clearly  not.  The  defendant 
had  admittedly  tendered  the  money  prior  to  the 
[']  commencement  of  the  suit,  and  from  the  very  na- 
ture of  things  he  became  entitled  to  costs  from  the 
commencement  of  the  action  down  to  and  including 
the  date  of  acceptance.  Of  this  there  can  be  no  reason- 
able doubt. 

The  only  embarrassing  question  is  whether  defend^ 
ant  is  entitled  to  costs  to  date.  When  plaintiff  elected 
to  accept  the  tender,  he  could  have  terminated  the  liti- 
gation upon  payment  of  accrued  costs,  and  it  was 
clearly  his  duty  to  have  tendered  it  to  the  defendant. 
It  is  true  that  he  was  not  compelled  to  give  defendant 
notice  of  his  acceptance,  but  that  fact  does  not  relieve 
him  from  giving  notice  of  his  intention  to  abandon  the 
litigation  and  pay  the  accrued  costs.  This  he  did  not 
do,  and  the  defendant  is  correct  in  his  practice  in  pro- 
secuting his  defense.  He  has  an  interest  in  this  liti- 
gation to  the  extent  of  his  costs,  and  the  plaintiff 
[•]  has  as  yet  done  nothing  to  deprive  him  of  that 
vested  right.  The  complaint  is  therefore  dismissed, 
with  costs  to  be  taxed. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  case  is  one  which  comes 
within  the  provisions  of  section  3263,  and  no  additional 
allowance  will  be  granted,  although  I  have  no  question 
as  to  my  i)ower  in  that  regard.

Hyatt,  J. — ^The  plaintiflf  moves  for  a  new  taxation 
of  costs ;  having  recovered  a  judgment,  he  serves  a  bill 
of  costs  with  notice  of  adjustment  containing  the  item 
"allowance  by  court  of   five  per  cent,  on  $828.34 — 
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^1.41^"  said  sam  being  the  amount  of  his  recovery. 
The  parties  attend  before  the  clerk  when  no  claim  is 
made  for  an  allowance  upon  the  amount  of  the  defend- 
(  ant's  counter-claim,  or  for  any  greater  allowance  than 
;  the  sum  set  forth  in  the  bill,  and  no  formal  or  specific 
objection  to  any  of  the  items  of  the  bill  was  made  be- 
fore the  clerk.    When  the  taxation  has  been  made 
[*]    by  default,  properly  excused,  relief  is  granted  by 
sending  the  matter  back  to  the  clerk,  de  novo. 
There  was  no  default  in  this  case,  but,  to  adopt  the 
plaintiffs  words,  there  was  ^^ manifest  inadvertence" 
on  his  part  to  claim  an  allowance  upon  the  amount  of 
the  defendant's  connter-claim.     His  manifest  intention 
in  the  matter  was  to  take  an  allowance  based  upon  his 
recovery,  as  evidenced  by  his  service  of  a  notice  to  that 
effect  and  his  presentation  of  a  bill  of  costs  for  adjust- 
ment particularly  specifying  his  only  claim  for  an  allow- 
ance.   Both  parties  were  represented  before  the  clerk ;

Where,  in  an  action  by  an  administrator  upon  a  cause  of  action  for 
converaion,  which  arose  after  the  death  of  his  intestate,  judgment 
was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  defendant, — Held,  that  the  administra- 
tor was  personally  liable  for  costs,  and  the  defendant  had  the  right 
to  enter  judgment  against  him  without  an  order  of  the  court.

Lawrence,  J.— This  action  was  bronght  by  the 
plaintiff,  as  administrator  of  the  goods  and  credits  of 
William  Brusle,  deceased,  to  recover  the  value  of  cer- 
tain goods  which  were  alleged  in  the  complaint  to  have 
belonged  to  the  deceased.  The  complaint  avers  that 
the  intestate  died  on  the  4th  of  September,  1879,  and 
that,  on  the  24th  of  September,  1879,  the  plaintiff  was 
appointed  the  administrator  of  the  estate,  and  that  he 
duly  qualified  and  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  such  administrator.  It  is  then  alleged  that 
the  testator  was  the  owner,  at  the  rime  of  his  death,  of 
the  goods,  to  recover  the  value  of  which  this  action  is 
brought,  and  that,  subsequent  to  his  death,  prior  to 
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the  appointment  of  the  plaintiff  as  administrator,  thc^ 
defendant  unlawfully  took  possession  of  the  same  and 
converted  them  to  his  own  use. 

It  also  alleged  that  prior  to  the  commencement  c^ 
this  action,  after  his  appointment,  the  plaintiff,  as  such 
administrator,  demanded  the  possession  of  such  goods, 
&c.,  from  the  defendant,  who  refused  to  deliver  up  the- 
same. 

The  cause  was  referred  to  Mr.  Abbott,  as  referee, 
who  found  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  and  that  he  wa» 
entitled  to  judgment  with  costs.    Sabseljuently  judg- 
ment was  entered  dismissing]:  the  complaint  with  costs. 
The  postea  is  entitled  Isaac  Peig  v.  Thomas  Wray, 
there  being  no  description  of  the  plaintiff  as  an  ad- 
ministrator in  the  title.    This  motion  is  made  to  amend 
the  postea,  ''by  adding  to  the  name  of  the  plaintiff' 
in  the  title  thereof  the  words,  as  administrator  of  the 
goods,  chattels,  and  credits  of  William  T.  Brusle,  de- 
deceased,"  the  object  being  of  course  to  exempt  the 
plaintiff  from  the  payment  of  costs  individually. 

The  plaintiff^ s  counsel  relies  upon  section  8246  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  support  of  his  motion, 
and  of  the  proposition  that  it  not  having  been  found 
by  the  referee  that  his  client  has  been  guilty  of  bad 
laith  in  the  prosecution  of  the  action^  costs  under  that 
•ection  cannot  be  imposed  upon  him  personally.    To^ 
this  it  is  replied,  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  that 
section  3246  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  is  the  samb- 
as section  817  of  the  old  Code,  and  that  under  the  old 
Code  it  was  frequently  held  that  in  a  case  of  this 
nature  the  unsuccessful  plaintiff,  executor  or  adminis- 
trator, was  liable  for  costs  personally,  and  that,  too, 
without  an  express  order  of  the  conrt  to  that  effect. 
It  will  be  observed  by  a  reference  to  the  complaint  that 
the  alleged  wrongful  taking  of  the  goods  occurred  after 
the  death  of  Brusle,  and  that  the  conversion  became 
complete  when,  on  a  subsequent  demand  by  the  plain- 
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tiff  as  adnjinistrator,  the  defendant  refused  to  deliver 
possession  of  the  goods.  In  Holdridge  v.  Scott  (1  Lans. 
303)  it  was  held  that  where  the  record  shows  that  the 
cause  of  action  (if  an j^)  arose  after  the  death  of  the  tes- 
tator or  intestate,  such  right  of  action  vests  in  the 
executor  or  administrator  in  his  private  right,  and  that 
he  cannot  escape  the  penalty  of  costs,  by  suing  in 
form  in  his  representative  capacity,  unnecessarily,  if 
he  fails  to  obtain  judgment.  The  case  arose  under  sec- 
tion 317  of  the  Code  of  Procedure,  and  Justice  Lamont, 
in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  which  was  con- 
cuiTed  in  by  Justices  DANiELs^and  Marvin,  reviews  all 
the  cases  and  reaches  the  result  above  stated.  To  the 
same  effect  is  the  case  of  Fox  i?.  Fox  (5  Hiin^  53,  54), 
decided  by  the  general  term  of  the  fourth  department, 
opinion  per  Gilbert,.  J. 

The  doubt  which  I  entertained  on  the  argument  of 
this  motion  was  chiefly  as  to  the  right  of  the  defendant 
to  enter  judgment  against  the  plaintiff  in  this  case 
without  an  order  of  the  court  permitting  him  to  do  so. 
An  examination  of  the  authorities  conclusively  shows 
that  he  has  such  right  (see  Bostwick  ».  Brown,  15  Ilun^ 
308  ;  Holdridge  v.  Scott,  1  Lans,  303 ;  Lyon  v,  Marshall, 
11  Barb.  242,  and  the  cases  cited  per  Edwards,  J.,  at 
p.  248 ;  Smith  v.  Patten,  9  Abb.  N,  S,  205). 

This  motion  will  therefore  be  denied,  with  costs.

An  allegation,  in  an  nflSdavit  to  procure,  an  attachment,  tliat  the 
plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover  the  Bum  of  $390.64,  with  interest, 
etc.,  is  not  sufficient  to  show  the  amount  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to 
recover.  It  must  be  snbstantiatcd  by  statements  from  which  the 
court  may  adjudge  the  fact  established  for  the  purposes  of  the 
motion,  and  such  statements  must  be  positive,  or  if  on  information 
and  belief,  the  source  of  the  information  and  the  grounds  of  ihe  be- 
lief must  be  set  forth  and  reasons  given  why  a  positive  affidavit  to 
that  effect  is  not  presented.  [']  The  statement  of  the  claim  is  a  ma- 
terial part  of  the  affidavit,  and  its  amount  must  be  eatablished  by 
proof;  it  must  not  rest  on  mere  allegation.  [*]

Appeal  from  order  of  special  term  denying  defend- 
ant's  motion  to  vacate  an  attachment. 

The  attachment  was  granted  upon  an  aflSdavit, 
made  by  the  plaintiff,  in  which  he  states  that  he  is  en- 
titled to  recover  of  the  defendant  $390.64,  with  interest 
from  November  22,  1881,  over  and  above  all  counter- 
claims known  to  him ;  that  he  and  one  Mudgett  were 
jointly  employed  as  brokers  by  the  defendant  to  obtain 
a  charter  for  one  of  defendant's  steamers,  and  that  the 
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defendant  agreed  to  pay  to  plaintiff  and  said  Mudgett 
jointly,  for  their  services  "a  commission  of  five  per 
cent,  upon  the  gross  amonnt  of  said  charter  upon  the 
signing  thereof,"  that  they  obtained  a  charter  for  the 
steamer  which  w^as  accepted  November  22,  1881;  that, 
as  plaintiff  'Ms  informed  and  believes,  the  gross  amount 
of  said  charter  was  the  sum  of  $18,000;"  ''that  said 
company  refused,  and  still  refuses,  to  pay  the 
plaintiff  and  said  Mudgett,  the  said  commissions 
...  or  to  pay  plaintiff  for  his  said  services,  to  his  dam- 
age $390.64 ;"  that  the  said  Mudgett  refused  to  join 
with  plaintiff  in  his  suit,  and  "that  the  commissions, 
for  the  recovery  of  which  this  action  is  brought,  are 
jointly  due,  .  .  .  and  said  Mudgett  is  therefore  a  nec- 
essary party  to  this  action." 

On  this  affidavit  an  attachment  was  granted  and 
levied  upon  personal  property  of  the  defendant,  who 
moved  upon  the  attachment  and  the  papers  on  which  it 
was  issued  to  set  it  aside.  The  motion  was  denied,  and 
this  appeal  taken  from  the  order  thereupon  entered.

DwiGiiT,  J. — The  motion  was  made  on  the  papers 
alone  on  which  the  warrant  was  granted.  The  objection  is 
that  the  affidavit  did  not  show,  as  required  by  the  statute, 
**  that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover  a  sum  stated 
therein."  The  affidavit  contains  the  allegation  in  the 
words  of  the  statute,  that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  re- 
cover the  sum  of  $890.64,  with  interest,  &c.,  but  this 
[*]  was  not  sufficient ;  it  must  substantiate  the  allegation 
by  statements  from  which  the  court  may  adjudge 
the  fact  established  for  the  purposes  of  the  motion,  and 
such  statements  must  be  positive,  or,  if  on  information 
and  belief,  the  source  of  the  information  or  the  grounds 
of  the  belief  must  be  set  forth  and  reasons  given  why 
a  positive  affidavit  to  that  effect  is  not  presented 
(Woodhouse  v,  Todd,  10  Weekly  Dig.  28 ;  Steuben 
County  Bank  v.  Alberger,  78  N.  Y.  252  ;  Ruppert  v. 
Haug,  13  Weekly  Dig.  411). 

Here  is  an  allegation  that  the  cause  of  action  arises 
on  an  agreement  to  pay,  for  services  of  the  plaintiff 
and  another,  five  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  a  certain 
charter  of  the  defendant's  steamer ;  hence  the  amount 
of  the  plaintiff's  claim  depends  upon  the  amount  of  the 
charter.  That  amount  is  stated  only  on  information 
and  belief.  So  far  as  legal  evidence  is  afforded  by  the 
affidavit,  the  charter  may  have  been  for  $100,  and  the 
percentage  under  the  agreement  the  sum  of  $5,  instead 
of  $390.64,  as  claimed. 

The  statement  of  the  claim  is  a  material  part  of  the 

affidavit  in    these    cases,  because  it  determines    the 

amount  of  the  defendant's  property  upon  which 

[*]    the  attachment  shall  be  levied.     It  prevents  the 

oppression  of  the  seizure  of  a  large  amount  of 

property  to  satisfy  a  small  claim.     The  amount  of  the 
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claim  musfc,  therefore,  be  established  by  proof :  it  must 
not  rest  on  mere  allegations. 

In  this  respect,  the  affidavit  seems  to  have  been  de- 
fective, and  the  motion  to  set  aside  the  attachment 
improperly  denied.

Sheriff. — Snbititutian   of  indemnitors  for^   in  action  against  sheriff 

To  entitle  the  sureties  to  an  undertaking  given  to  indemnify  the 
sheriff  against  loss  by  reason  of  making  a  levy  under  an  attach- 
ment or  execution  to  be  substituted  in  the  place  of  the  sheriff  in 
an  action  against  him  for  damages  resulting  from  such  levy,  it  is 
not  necessary  that  the  undertaking  should  have  been  given  before 
the  levy  was  made.[*].  It  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  if  the  bond 
was  executed  before  the  action  was  commenced.  [*] 

The  plaintiff  in  such  an  action  cannot  object  that  no  notice  of  the  ap- 
plication was  given  the  sheriff.  [']  The  motion  being  for  the  benefit 
of  the  sheriff,  the  presumption  is  that  he  has  knowledge  and  notice 
of  the  fact,  and,  as  he  does  not  object,  that  he  assents  and  approves 
of  the  proceeding,  [*] 

The  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  makes  the  sureties  to  an  undertaking  to 
indemnify  the  sheriff  for  loss  resulting  from  a  levy  liable  as  parties 
when  substituted  in  Iiis  place  in  an  action  against  him  for  damages 
arising  therefrom,  and  it  cannot  be  maintained  thiit  there  is  no 
cause  of  action  against  them  because  they  were  the  sheriff's  bonds- 
men. [']  There  is  no  question  as  to  the  power  of  the  legislature  to 
make  such  provision.  [* J  The  levy  made  by  t)ie  sheriff  includes  the 
consequences  which  followed  it,  and  where  he  ejected  and  kept  the 
plaintiff  out  of  his  premises,  that  act  is  included.  ["J 
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Where  the  damages  asked  in  an  action  against  the  sheriff  for  wrong- 
fully levying  upon  and  seizing  personal  property  were  $2,000,  and 
the  sureties  on  an  indemnity  bond  for  $1,000  moved  to  be  substi- 
tuted in  his  place, — Ueldy  the  requiring  of  additional  security 
was  discretionary  with  the  court  ordering  the  substitution. [*]

It  is  well  settled  that  the  plaintiff  could  elect  to  sue 
the  sheriff  alone,  or  jointly  with  the  indemnitors,  or 
the  indemnitors  alone.  This  is  on  the  theory  that  they 
are  joint  tortfeasors  with  the  sheriff,  who  acts  under 
their  direction  by  virtue  of  the  bond,  and  consequently 
the  petitioners  are  originally  liable  for  the  full  amount 
of  any  alleged  damage.  See  Herring  v.  Hoppock,  15  N. 
r.  409 ;  Weber  v.  Ferris,  37  How.  Pr.  102. 

Miller,  J. — This  action  was  brought  against  de- 
fendant, the  sheriff  of  Kings  county,  for  entering 
plaintiff's  store  and  wrongfully  taking  away  and  con- 
verting certain  personal  property,  and  also  for  closing 
said  store,  interrupting  plaintiff's  business,  and  injur- 
ing his  credit,  and  damages  are  claimed  in  the  sum  of 
$2,000.  The  property  in  question  was  levied  upon  by 
the  sheriff  under  an  attachment  issued  in  favor  of  Gus- 
tave  White  and  Simon  Oberfelder,  against  one  Emanuel 
Seichert,  and  thereupon  a  bond  was  executed,  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiffs  in  the  attachment  suit,  to  indemnify  the 
sheriff  against  any  loss  he  might  sustain  by  reason  of 
the  levy  under  said  attachment,  which  bond  was  in  the 
sum  of  $1,000.    The  indemnitors  on  said  bond  made  a 
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motion  to  be  substituted  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the 
sheriff,  under  section  1421  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure, which  motion  was  granted,  and  on  appeal  the 
general  term  affirmed  the  order,  and  the  plaintiff  here- 
in appeals  to  this  court. 

The  provision  of  the  Code  referred  to  is  as  follows : 
"  Where  an  action  to  recover  a  chattel,  hereafter  levied 
upon  by  virtue  of  an  execution,  or  a  warrant  of  attach- 
ment, or  to  recover  damages  by  reason  of  a  levy  upon, 
detention,  or  sale  of  personal  property  hereafter  made, 
by  virtue  of  an  execution,  or  a  warrant  of  attachment,  is 
brought  against  an  officer,  or  against  a  person  who 
acted  by  his  command,  or  in  his  aid,  if  a  bond  or 
written  undertaking  idemnifying  the  officer  against  the 
levy  or  other  act  was  given,  in  behalf  of  the  judgment 
creditor,  or  the  plaintiff  in  the  warrant,  before  the 
action  was  commenced,  the  person  or  persons  who  gave 
it,  or  the  survivors,  if  one  or  more  are  dead,  may  apply 
to  the  court  for  an  order  to  substitute  the  applicants  as 
defendants  in  the  action,  in  place  of  the  officer  or  of 
the  person  so  acting  by  his  command  or  in  his  aid." 
The  appellant  claims  the  proceedings  were  defective  on 
various  grounds,  which  we  will  consider.  It  is  insisted 
that  the  section  of  the  Code  referred  to  requires  that 
the  undertaking  should  be  given  before  the  levy.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  section  cited  that  requires  this  specifi- 
cally, and  it  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  if  the  bond 
[*]  was  executed  before  the  action  was  commenced. 
The  affidavit  of  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiffs  in 
the  attachment  suit  shows  that  the  bond  was  given 
upon  a  claim  being  made  by  the  plaintiff  in  this  action, 
to  the  property  levied  upon,  and  we  think  that  this  was 
sufficient  to  cover  the  sheriff's  seizure,  as  the  bond  was 
given  specially  to  indemnify  him  against  loss  by  reason 
of  such  act. 

The  objection,  that  notice  of  the  motion  was  not 
given  to  the  sheriff  personally  is  not  available  to  the 
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appellant,  who  does  not  represent  the  sheriff,  and 
[']    has  no  right  w  object  that  notice  was  not  served  on 
him.     The  motion  being  made  for  the  benefit  of 
the  sheriff,  the  presumption  is,  he  has  knowledge  and 
notice  of  the  fact,  and  as  he  does  not  object,  that  he 
assents  and  approves  of  the  proceeding.    We  see  no  ob- 
jections to  the  forms  of  the  acknowledgments  to  the 
consent  of  the  petitioners,  and  we  think  they  are  in 
compliance  with  section  1422  of  the  Code.    We  think 
it  cannot  be  maintained  that  there  is  no  cause  of  ac- 
[']     tion  against  the  signers  of  the  bond,  because  they 
have  become  the  bondsmen  of  the  sheriff  and  seek 
the  to  be  substituted  in  his  place  by  this  motion.    The 
section  of  Code  referred  to  makes  them  liable  as  parties 
when  substituted  in  his  place.     There  is  no  ques- 
[*]    tion,  we  think,  as  to  the  power  of  the  legislature  to 
make  such  a  provision.    There  is  no  force  in  the 
position  that  the  provision  of  the  Code  does  not  include 
the  act  of  the  sheriff  which  is  complained  of,  in 
[•]    ejecting  the  plaintiff  from  the  premises  in  question, 
and  keeping  him  out  of  the  same.    The  levy  made 
by  the  sheriff  includes  the  consequences  which  follow 
it.    There  was  but  a  single  act  of  the  sheriff  in  levying 
upon  the  goods,  and  the  results  which  followed  it  were 
a  part  of  that  act,  and  hence  it  was  but  one  transaction. 
It  is  also  insisted  that  the  indemnitors  are  only  bound 
in  the  sum  of  $1,000  ;  while  the  action  is  to  recover  the 
sum  of  $2,000,  and  hence  the  bond  is  insnflScient,  and 
they  should  be  compelled  to  furnish  additional  secur- 
ity.    This  was  a  matter  in  the  discretion  of  the 
[•]    court  below,  and  as  they  have  failed  to  requii-e  ad- 
ditional security,  the  presumption  is,  it  was  not 
deemed  essential.    It  may  be  added  that  it  does  not 
distinctly  appear  that  the  sum  named  in  the  bond  was 
stated  so  specifically  as  to  be  entirely  controlling. 
The  order  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs. 
All  concurred.

A  party  at  whose  request  a  case  was  postponed  cannot  subsequently, 
on  recovering  a  verdict,  tax  a  term  fee  for  the  term  it  was  so  post- 
poned. The  general  rule  is  that  a  successful  party  is  entitled  to  his 
term  fees  when  he  attended  the  circuit,  prepared  for  trial,  and 
the  case,  through  no  fault  of  his,  was  not  tried.

Motion  for  a  new  taxation  of  costs. 

The  defendant,  having  recovered  a  verdict  on  the 
trial  of  this  action,  after  notice  to  plaintiff,  presented 
a  bill  of  costs  to  the  clerk  for  taxation.  The  plaintiff 
objected  to  two  term  fees, — those  for  September  and 
November,  1881, — and  in  support  of  his  objection  pre- 
sented an  aflSdavit,  made  by  his  attorney,  in  which  it 
was  alleged  that  the  action  ''  was  at  issue  and  was  first 
noticed  for  trial  at  the  September  trial  term,  1881,  of 
this  court ;  that  on  the  first  day  of  first  term  the  de- 
fendant's attorney  requested"  the  plaintiff's  attorney 
"to  let  the  said  action  go  over  the  term,  as  the  de- 
fendant could  not  be  ready  for  trial  thereat,  and"  the 
plaintiflTs  "attorney  consenting  thereto,  the  said  action 
was  continued  by  consent  of  counsel,  and  at  the  request 
and  instance  of  defendant's  attorney  as  aforesaid ;  that 
at  the  November  trial  term  of  this  court  the  said 
defendant's  attorney,  through  his  clerk,  applied  to"  the 
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plain tiflfs  attorney  "  to  let  the  said  action  go  over  the 
term  because  of  the  absence  of  one  of  the  defendant's 
witnesses,  Jas.  S.  Seibold,  and  the"  plaintiflfs  attorney 
**  consented  thereto,  provided  the  said  witness  should 
not  be  present  before  the  end  of  the  term,  stipulating 
only  that  the  action  should  remain  where  it  was,  near 
the  end  of  a  very  long  day  calendar,  but  not  be  tried 
unless  the  said  witness  should  be  in  the  city  in  season 
for  trial ;  and  the  said  action  went  over  the  term  for 
that  reason  and  because  of  the  absence  of  the  said 
witness." 

The  clerk  allowed  the  term  fees  objected  to,  and  the 
plaintiff  thereupon  made  this  motion. 

Joseph  P,  Carr^  for  motion. 

W.  L.  JoneSy  opposed. 

Sheldon,  Ch.  J. — The  notice  of  motion  is  specific 
only  as  to  the  term  fees  of  September  and  November, 
1881,  and  which  were  allowed  by  the  clerk  on  the  ad- 
justment. The  motion  presents  itself  as  it  did  before 
the  clerk,  and  the  question  is  whether,  upon  the  affida- 
vits and  papers  read  before  him  upon  the  adjustment, 
the  term  fees  were  properly  allowed. 

The  rule  is  that  where  a  party  at  his  own  request 
postpones  a  cause,  he  cannot,  on  subsequently  recover- 
ing a  verdict  in  his  favor,  tax  a  term  fee  for  that  term 
(Hanna  v.  Dexter,  15  Abb.  Pr.  135 ;  Hinman  v.  Bergen, 
6  How,  Pr.  245). 

The  rule  is  general  that  a  successful  party  is  enti- 
tled to  his  term  fees  when  he  attended  the  circuit,  pre- 
pared for  trial,  and  the  cause,  through  no  default  of 
his,  was  not  tried  (15  How.  Pr.  156  ;*  13 ♦/d.  139  ;t  2 
Sand/.  737.)t

t  Williams  v.  Horgan. 
X  Minturn  v.  Main. 
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Now  in  this  ca?e  it  appeared  before  the  clerk  that 
the  defendant's  counsel  requested  the  plaintiff  to  allow 
the  case  to  go  over  each  of  the  terms  for  reasons  stated 
in  the  aflSdavit  of  the  plaintiff's  attorney  used  on  the 
taxation,  and  the  plaintiff's  counsel  granted  the  favor. 
It  would  be  a  hard  case  to  say  that  his  client  must  now 
be  mulcted  in  a  penalty  because  the  defendant's  request 
was  granted.  The  question  of  the  cause  being  neces- 
sarily on  the  calendar  has  nothing  to  do  with  it.  The 
defendant  must  have  been  prepared  and  the  case  not 
tried,  without  fault  or  delay  made  by  him,  or  he  should 
not  be  allowed  the  term  fees. 

The  allowance  of  the  term  fees  must  be  stricken 
out,  and  costs  readjusted  as  above.

Sxeeptiofu. — None  necessary  to  authorize  review  of  finding  on  controverted 

question  of  fact. — Finding  without  evidence  to  sustain  it  is 

a  ruling  upon  a  question  of  law. 

No  exception  to  a  finding  upon  a  controverted  question  of  fact  is 
necessary  to  »be  taken  in  order  to  justify  a  review  of  the  evidence 
by  the  supreme  court  for  the  purpose  of  determiDing  whether  the 
finding  was  agaiost  its  weight.  [*J  Section  992  of  the  Code  was  in- 
tended to  abrogate  the  practice  of  excepting  to  findings  of  ques- 
tions of  fact  upon  conflicting  evidence;  the  section  is  a  general  one 
and  applies  to  trial  by  jurieS|  by  the  court  and  by  referees.  [*] 
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A  finding  without  any  evidence  whatever  tending  to  sustain  it,  is  a 
ruling  upon  a  question  of  law  within  the  meaning  of  section  992  of 
the  Code,  and  on  such  a  finding  an  exception  would  seem  to  be  nec- 
essary. [*] 

In  an  action  brought  by  M.  as  administratrix  with  the  will  annesed 
of  McG.  for  an  accounting  of  the  property  of  McG.  which  had 
come  into  the  hands  of  defendant's  testator  as  executor  of  the  will 
of  McG., — Heldj  that  proof  of  a  formal  statutory  character  to  show 
that  the  defendant  had  advertised  for  claims  against  her  testator's 
estate  piursuant  to  an  order  of  the  surrogate,  was  clearly  admissible,  [*] 
but,  that  while  findings  to  that  effect  and  that  no  claim  on 
behalf  of  any  person  interested  under  the  will  of  said  McG.  was 
presented,  were  justified  by  the  evidence,  a  conclusion  of  law 
that  the  defendant  was  entitled  to  a  dismissal  of  plaintiff's  com- 
plaint, so  far  as  it  was  predicated  upon  them,  was  erroneous  because 
it  was  not  also  shown  that  the  defendant  had  distributed  the  es- 
tate of  her  decedent  and  that  no  portion  of  it  remained  in  her 
hands.  ['] 

It  is  questionable  whether  an  exception  to  the  admission  of  evidence 
properly  admissible  for  one  purpose  can  be  upheld  because  it  ap- 
pears that  in  the  final  disposition  of  the  case  the  court  has  probably 
used  it  for  another  and  illegitimate  purpose.  [']

Davis,  P.  J. — This  action  was  brought  by  the  plain- 
tiff, as  administratrix  with  the  will  annexed  of  one 
Catherine  McGuire,  for  an  accounting  of  the  property 
of  the  deceased  which  came  to  the  hands  of  Charles  H. 
Smith  as  executor  of  the  will  of  said  Catherine  Mc- 
Guire. 

It  was  shown  on  the  trial  that  the  testatrix  died  in 
May,  1864  ;  that  her  will  was  proved  and  admitted  to 
probate  in  July,  1864,  and  letters  testamentary  thereon 
were  granted  by  the  surrogate  of  the  county  of  New 
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York  to  Charles  H.  Smith  as  sole  executor ;  that  Smith 
duly  qualified  as  such  executor,  and  afterwards,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1864,  filed  an  inventory  duly  verified  by  him- 
self, in  which  the  estate  of  his  testatrix  was  appraised 
at  the  sum  of  $2,907.15. 

By  the  second  clause  of  the  will  the  testatrix  be- 
queathed to  her  executors  the  sum  of  $500  in  trust,  to 
apply  the  net  income  thereof  to  the  education,  support 
and  maintenance  of  Mary  Augusta,  child  of  Samuel 
and  Hannah  Mead,  until  she  should  become  of  age, 
upon  which  event  the  testatrix  gave  the  principal  sum 
and  all  arrears  and  accumulations  of  interest  to  the 
said  Mary  Augusta  to  her  own  use  forever ;  and  after 
a  few  small  specific  legacies,  she  gave  and  bequeathed 
to  her  mother,  Catherine  McGuire,  of  Knocknoishanon 
county,  Fermanagh,  Ireland,  if  living  at  the  time  of 
testatrix's  decease,  or  if  dead,  to  her  brothers  and  sis- 
ters who  might  then  be  living,  and  the  lawful  issue  of 
such  as  should  have  died,  all  the  residue  of  her  estate ; 
that  Smith  continued  to  act  as  executor  of  the  estate 
until  his  death,  which  took  place  in  December,  1873  ; 
that  no  account  of  his  proceedings  as  executor  was  ever 
rendered  or  settled  before  the  surrogate,  as  required  by 
the  statute  ;  that  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of  said 
Smith,  the  defendant,  LucretiaC.  Smith,  was  appointed 
sole  executrix  of  his  estate;  that  on  September  15, 
1880,  letters  testamentary  were  issued  to  her ;  that  the 
plaintiff,  Hannah  Mead,  mother  of  the  legatee,  Mary 
Augusta  Mead,  was  appointed  by  the  surrogate  admin- 
istratrix with  the  will  annexed,  of  said  Catherine  Mc- 
Guire,  deceased ;  and  that  no  account  of  the  estate  of 
said  Catherine  McGuire  had  been  filed  by  the  defend- 
ant. Evidence  was  given  tending  to  show  that  before 
the  commencement  of  this  action  a  demand  for  an  ac- 
counting was  made  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff  of 
the  said  defendant.  Evidence  was  also  given  tending 
to  show  that  no  such  demand  had  been  made.     It  was 
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also  shown  that  Mary  Augusta  Mead,  the  legatee,  was, 
at  the  time  of  the  decease  of  Catherine  McGruire,  an 
infant  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years  ;  that  her  legacy 
had  not  been  paid,  and  that  letters  of  guardianship  of 
her  person  and  estate  were  granted  by  the  surrogate  to 
the  said  Hannah  Mead  on  July  29,  1880. 

Evidence  was  given  on  the  part  of  the  defendant 
tending  to  show  that  an  accounting  had  been  had  be- 
tween the  executor,  Charles  H.  Smith,  and  the  residuary 
and  specific  legatees  acting  through  an  attorney  in  fact, 
and  that  the  balance,  after  reserving  a  part  or  the  whole 
of  the  legacy  to  Mary  Augusta  Mead,  had  been  paid 
over  by  Smith  to  such  attorney  in  fact.  It  was  also 
shown  that  the  defendant  as  executrix  of  the  will  of 
said  Smith,  pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  surrogate  of 
Queens  county  by  whom  she  was  appointed  such  ex- 
ecutrix, duly  advertised  for  the  presentation  of  claims 
against  the  estate  of  said  Smith,  for  the  period  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  specified  in  such  advertisement 
which  period  expired  before  the  commencement  of  this 
action  ;  and  that  no  claim  on  behalf  of  any  person  in- 
terested in  the  will  of  said  Catherine  McGuire  was 
presented  to  said  defendant  as  executrix  of  said  Smith, 
within  the  period  specified  in  the  advertisement. 

Upon  this  evidence  the  court  found,  as  matters  of 
fact,  amongst  other  things  : 

''  6th.  That  before  the  commencement  of  this  action 
said  executor,  C.  H.  Smith,  duly  accounted  for  and 
paid  over  the  funds  and  assets  of  said  McGuire  estate 
in  his  possession  to  the  parties  in  interest  therein. 

"6th.  That  none  of  the  funds  or  assets  of  said  Mc- 
Guire estate  have  come  into  the  possession  or  control 
of  the  defendant. 

"7th.  That  no  demand  was,  before  the  commence- 
ment of  this  action,  made  by  plaintiff  as  administra- 
trix, etc.,  of  the  McGuire  estate  on  defendant  for  an 
accounting  of  the  funds  and  assets  thereof. 
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"8th.  That  as  executrix  of  said  Smith  estate,  pur- 
suant to  an  order  of  the  surrogate  of  Queens  county, 
New  York,'  having  jurisdistion  thereof,  by  whom  de- 
fendant was  appointed  as  such  executrix,  defendant 
duly  advertised  for  the  presentation  of  claims  against 
said  Smith  estate,  within  a  period  prescribed  by  law, 
specified  in  said  order  and  advertisement,  which  period, 
so  specified,  expired  before  the  commencement  of  this 
action,  to  wit,  December  15,  1874. 

"  9th.  That  no  claim  on  behalf  of  any  person  inter- 
ested under  said  will  of  said  McGuire,  was  presented 
to  said  defendant  as  executrix  of  said  Smith  egtate. 

"  10th.  That  the  cause  of  action  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint did  not  accrue  within  three  years  before  the  com- 
mencement of  this  action. 

"  11th.  That  the  cause  of  action  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint did  not  accrue  within  six  years  before  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action." 

And,  as  a  conclusion  of  law,  that  the  defendant  was 
entitled  to  judgment,  dismissing  the  plaintiffs  com- 
plaint with  posts,  and  judgmant  was  accordingly  en- 
tered. 

No  exceptions  whatever  appear  to  have  been  taken 
to  the  findings  of  fact  or  to  the  conclusions  of  law. 

Exceptions  were  taken  in  the  progress  of  the  trial 
to  the  admission  of  evidence  offered  to  show  that  the 
defendant  had  advertised  for  claims  against  her 
[*]  testator's  estate  under  and  pursuant  to  the  order 
of  the  surrogate.  But  the  exception  was  not  well 
taken.  The  proof  offered  was  of  a  formal  statutory 
character,  and  we  think  was  clearly  admissible.  An 
exception  was  also  taken  to  the  admission  of  the 
evidence  showing  an  accounting  and  settlement  be- 
tween the  attorney  in  fact  of  the  other  legatees  of  the 
will  of  Catherine  McGuire,  and  her  executor.  This 
evidence  consisted  of  documents  in  which  the  executor 
stated  an  account  in  the  form  of  debtor  and  creditor. 
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showing  the  disposition  made  by  him  of  the  assets,  and 
of  the  balance  stated  to  be  due  to  the  residuary  legatees 
and  that  such  balance  was  duly  paid  to  them.  The  au- 
thenticity of  the  papers  was  properly  shown  by  the 
subscribing  witnesses  to  them.  It  does  not  appear  that 
they  were  received  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  any 
disposition  of  the  legacy  to  Mary  A.  Mead  had  been 
made,  but  as  tending  to  show  that  the  claims  of  other 
Jegatees  under  the  will  had  been  dispose^  of  by  mutual 
settlement  and  payment  by  Smith  prior  to  her  death. 

We  do  not  see  that  their  admission  could  have 
legitimately  had  any  prejudicial  effect  against  the 
plaintiff  as  affecting  her  right  to  an  accounting  from 
the  defendant,  if  no  greater  effect  had  been  given  to 
them  by  the  court  than  simply  to  show  that  an  account- 
ing had  been  had  so  far  as  related  to  ^y  claim  of  the 
legatees  with  whom  the  mutual  accounting  and  settle- 
ment had  been  made.  Their  admission  for  such  a  pur- 
pose was,  therefore,  not  improper.  But  they  seem  to 
have  been  the  sole  basis  for  the  fifth  finding  of  fact,  to 
wit,  "That  before  the  commencement  of  this  action  the 
said  executor,  Charles  H.  Smith,  accounted  for  and 
paid  over  the  funds  and  assets  of  said  Catherine  Mc- 
Guire  to  the  parties  in  interest."  They  certainly  did 
not  justify  any  such  finding,  because  on  their  face  they 
show  that  a  portion  of  the  estate  remained  in  the  hands 
of  Smith  to  satisfy  in  whole  or  in  part  the  legacy  to 
Mary  A.  Mead. 

But  no  exception  was  taken  to  this  finding,  and  it 
is  questionable  whether  an  exception  to  the  admission 

of  evidence  properly  admissible  for  one  purpose 
[']    can  be  upheld  because  it  appears  that  in  the  final 

disposition  of  the  case  the  court  has  probably  used 
it  for  another  and  illegitimate  purpose. 

In  strictness  none  of  the  exceptions  taken  in  the 
course  of  the  trial  justify  us  in  interfering  with  the 
judgment. 
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The  conclusion  of  law  is  simply  that  the  defendant 
is  entitled  to  judgment  dismissing  the  complaint  with 
costs.  That  conclusion  is  quite  well  founded  if  the 
facts  found  in  the  case  upon  which  it  is  based  were 
properly  found.  But  it  seems  to  us  that  material  parts 
of  those  facts  were  unsustained  by  evidence.  The  fifth 
findings  already  alluded  to,  would  undoubtedly,  if  true, 
be  fatal  to  an  action  in  equity  for  a  further  accounting, 
but  as  against  the  plaintiff  it  was  clearly  not  well 
founded,  for  the  same  evidence  which  showed  an  ac- 
counting and  settlement  with  the  other  legatees  strongly 
tended  to  show  that  no  such  accounting  had  been  had 
as  to  the  legacy  due  to  Mary  A.  Mead.  With  respect, 
therefore,  to  her  claim  upon  the  estate,  there  cannot  be 
said  to  have  been  evidence  justifying  this  finding.  The 
seventh  finding,  that  no  demand  was  made  for  an  ac- 
counting, was  disposed  of  upon  conflicting  evidence, 
and  while  we  think  that  the  finding  might  more  prop- 
erly have  been  that  a  demand  had  been  made,  yet  we 
should  not  feel  justified  in  interfering  with  the  judg- 
ment on  that  ground. 

The  eighth  and  ninth  findings  relate  to  the  advertise- 
ment for  claims  against  the  estate  of  Smith  under  the 
order  of  the  surrogate,  and  that  no  claim  on  behalf  of 
any  person  interested  under  the  will  of  Catherine  Mc- 
Guire  was  presented. 

The  evidence  fully  justified  these  findings.  But  so  far 

as  the  conclusion  of  law  is  predicated  upon  them 

[•J  it  is  erroneous,  because  it  was  not  also  shown  that 

the  defendant  had  distributed  the  estate  of  Smith 

and  that  no  portion  of  it  remained  in  her  hands. 

The  tenth  and  eleventh  findings  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  cause  of  action  did  not  accrue  within  three  years 
nor  within  six  years  before  the  commencement  of  the 
action.  These  findings  were  erroneous  as  bases  for  a 
dismissal  of  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that  the  ac-

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tion  was  barred  by  statute.  The  cause  of  action  in  fa- 
vor of  the  infant  legatee  was  certainly  not  barred  at 
the  time  of  the  decease  of  the  defendant's  testatrix. 
She  was  then  an  infant,  and  remained  under  that  disa- 
bility up  to  about  the  time  of  the  bringing  of  this  ac- 
tion, for  letters  of  guardianship  of  her  estate  and  per- 
son appear  to  have  been  issued  on  the  29  th  of  Jul}\ 
1880 ;  and  the  case  states  that  it  was  conceded  on  the 
trial  that  the  plaintiff  is  her  sole  guardian,  and  that  a 
cause  of  action  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  as  representa- 
tive of  the  estate  of  Catherine  McQuire  did  not  accrue 
until  her  appointment  a5  administratrix  with  the  will 
annexed,  on  the  14th  of  September,  1880.  In  the  inter- 
val between  the  death  of  Smith  and  her  appointment 
as  administratrix  with  the  will  annexed,  there  seems 
to  have  been  no  person  whose  default  in  taking  st^ps  to 
enforce  an  accounting  could  set  in  operation  the  statute 
of  limitations.  The  findings  were,  therefore,  not  cor- 
rect, and  yet,  for  aught  that  appears,  they  may  have 
been  regarded  by  the  court  as  justifying  the  conclu- 
sions of  law. 

The  question  presented,  therefore,  is  whether  we  are 
at  liberty,  without  any  exceptions  to  the  findings  of 
fact  or  the  conclusions  of  law,  to  look  into  the  evidence 
and  determine  that  material  facts  which  would  uphold 
that  conclusion  were  unsupported  by  evidence      Sec- 
tion 992  of  the  Code  provides,  among  other  things,  that 
"  except  as  prescribed  by  section  1180  of  this  act  an 
exception  cannot  be  taken  to  a  ruling  upon  a  question 
of  fact."     Section  1180  relates  only  to  the  trial  of  chal- 
lenges to  jurors,  and  it  provides  that  on  such  trials,  ex- 
ceptions maybe  taken  to  determinations  upon  ques- 
tions of  fact.    The  provision  of  section  992  is  a  gen- 
eral one,  and  applies  to  trials  by  juries,  by  the 
[*]  court,  and  by  referees ;  and  the  note  to  this  sec- 
tion shows  that  it  was  intended  to  abrogate  the 
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practice  of  excepting  to  findings  of  questions  of  fact 
upon  conflicting  evidence. 

Section  993  declares  that  a  finding  without  any  evi- 
dence whatever  tending  to  sustain  it,  in  a  ruling 
[*]  upon  a  question  of  law  within  the  meaning  of  sec- 
tion 992,  and  on  such  a  finding  an  exception  would 
seem   to  be  necessary  (Sections  992,   994,  996,   996). 
The  language  of  section  993  is  not  applicable  to  a  case 
where  there  is  evidence  tending  to  sustain  the  finding, 
and  the  court  or  referee  reaches  a  conclusion  upon  con- 
flicting evidence. 

The  several  provisions  of  the  Code  are  by  no  means 
clear  and  satisfactory,  but  we  think  it  safe  to  say  that 
their  effect  is  to  provide  that    no  exceptions  to  a 
findiifg  upon  a  controverted  question  of  fact  is  nec- 
[•]  essary  to  be  taken  in  order  to  justify  a  review  of 
the  evidence  by  this  court  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
termining whether  the  finding  was  against  its  weight. 
We  are  at   liberty,    therefore,    in  this  case,   to   re- 
verse the  judgment  if  we  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  referee  erred  in  his  finding  of  material  facts,  be- 
cause his  conclusions  were  against  the  weight  of  evi- 
dence in  the  case.    And  upon  this  ground  we  think  the 
judgment  must  be  reversed,  and  a  new  trial  granted, 
with  costs  to  abide  the  event.

Mandamus. — Limitation  of  time  toithin  tohich  it  may  be  retorted  to,  the 

same  as    that  within  which    action  may  he  hrought, — Is  a  legal 

remedy. — Salary  oj  member  of  N.  T.  City  police  force  is  fixed  by 

statute,  and  the  liability  of  the  commissioners  of  police  there' 

fore  is  statutory,  and  of  a  strictly  legal  character. 

The  time  withia  which  a  mandamus  must  be  resorted  to,  is  now  the 
same  as  that  within  which  an  action  must  be  brought.  [^] 

The  salary  of  a  member  of  the  police  force  in  the  city  of  New  York 
is  fixed  by  statute,  and  the  liability  of  the  commissioners  of  police 
of  that  city,  therefore,  springs  entirely  from  the  statute ;  and,  there- 
fore, in  a  proceeding  by  a  member  of  the  police  force  to  recover 
his  salary,  he  is  not  entitled  to  recover  for  any  salary  which  accrued 
more  than  six  years  before  the  commencement  of  the  proceeding. ['] 

The  liability  of  the  commissioners  of  police  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
for  the  salary  of  a  member  of  the  police  force,  is  of  a  strictly  legal 
character,  and  enforceable  by  the  appropriate  legal  remedies.  [•  J 

Tlie  writ  of  mandamus  is  a  legal  writ,  and  the  forms  of  procedure, 
and  the  rules  which  governed  in  the  court  of  chancery,  have  no 
application  to  it.  [* J

Application  for  a  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus 
requiring  the  defendants,  commissioners  of  police  in 
the  city  of  New  York,  to  pay  the  relator  a  part  of  his 
salary  as  member  of  the  police  force  of  that  city, 
retained  by  defendants. 

The  opinion  states  the  facts.

Oeorge  P.  Andrews^  for  defendants. 
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Lawbencb,  J. — It  was  held  in  the  case  of  The 
People  V.  Supervisors  of  Westchester  Co.  (12  Barb. 
446),  that  as  there  was  at  that  time  no  statutory 
limitation  of  the  time  within  which  writs  of  manda- 
mus could  be  obtained  in  this  State,  that  where  a  party 
seeks  the  enforcement  of  a  substantial  right  by  means 
of  a  mandamus,  he  could  be  allowed  the  time  given 
by  the  statute  to  obtain  a  remedy  for  injuries  essen- 
tially of  a  similar  character  in  the  ordinary  way,  if 
that  could  be  pursued.  That  case  was  decided  in  1852, 
and  the  provisions  of  the  present  Code  have  materially 
altered  the  law  since  that  time  time.  Instead  of  rest- 
ing upon  analogy,  the  time  within  which  a  man- 
[*]  damns  must  be  resorted  to  is  now,  by  statute,  the 
same  as  that  within  which  an  action  must  be 
brou:ght. 

It  is  not  necessary,  in  disposing  of  this  question,  to 
determine  whether,  under  the  Code,  the  proceeding  to 
obtain  a  mandamus  is  to  be  regarded  as  an  action  or  a 
special  proceeding.  Whether  that  proceeding  falls 
ander  the  definition  of  an  action  contained  in  section 
3333,  or  of  a  special  proceeding  under  section  3334  of 
the  Code,  so  far  as  the  limitation  of  the  time  within 
which  it  must  be  brought  is  concerned,  the  result  is 
the  same. 

By  section  414  of  the  Code,  it  is  expressly  declared 
that  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  apply,  and  constitute 
the  only  rules  of  limitation  applicable  to  a  civil  action 
or  special  proceeding,  except  in  one  of  the  following 
cases :  then  follows  an  enumei-ation  of  the  excepted 
cases,  within  which  this  case  does  not  fall.  By 
section  383  of  the  Code,  it  is  provided  that  an  action 
to  recover  upon  a  liability  created  by  statute,  except  a 
penalty,  must  be  brought  within  six  years.  Now  in 
this  case,  the  salary  is  fixed  by  statute,  and  the 
[*]  liability  of  the  respondent  to  pay  it,  springs  en- 
tirely from  the  statute.  I  am  of  the  opinion,  there- 
fore, that  the  relator  is  not  entitled  to  recover  for  any 
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salary  which  accraed  more  than  six  years  before  the 
commencement  of  these  proceedings.  The  cases  re* 
ferred  to  by  the  learned  counsel  for  the  relators,  relat- 
ing to  trusts,  do  not  appear  to  me  to  be  in  point.     The 

liability  of  the  respondents  was  of  a  strictly  legal 
[*]    character,  and  enforceable  by  the  appropriate  legal 

remedies.    Nor  can  I  accede  to  the  position  that 
these  proceedings  have  an  equitable  character.    The 

writ  of  mandamus  is  a  legal  writ,  and  the  forms  of 
[*]    procedure  and  the  rules  which  governed  in  the 

court  of  chancery  have  no  application  to  i  t. 
The  relator,  therefore,  can  only  claim,  as  it  seems 
to  me,  for  that  portion  of  his  salary  which  was  with- 
held during  the  period  of  six  years  anterior  to  the 
commencement  of  this  proceeding.  Let  an  order  be 
entered  that  a  mandamus  issue  in  accordance  with 
these  views,  the  respondents  to  be  allowed  ten  days 
within  which  to  comply  with  the  same.

Foreign  corporation. — Shares  of  stock  of  having  its  office^  factory,  etc,, 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  owned  hy  non-resident,  may  he 

attached  in  this  State, 

Ordinarilj,  T?hen  neither  the  owner  of  certain  shares  of  the  stock  of  a 
corporation,  nor  the  corporation  itself,  can  be  found  within  this 
State,  an  attempt  to  attach  the  shares  would  be  entirely  ineffectual, 
for  the  reason  that  the  shares  themselves  would  not  be  witliin  the 
county  in  which  the  attachment  might  be  issaed,  and  the  sheriff, 
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in  execating  the  attachment-,  could  only  seize  the  property  of  the 
debtor,  which  might  be  found  in  that  county. [*] 

Where  one  of  the  objects  of  a  corporation,  formed  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  was  to  transact  business  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  and  its  chief  place  of  business  was  located 
there,  and  it  manufactured  its  goods,  made  its  business  arrange- 
ments, paid  its  bills,  and  carried  on  its  general  business  there,  and 
two  of  its  three  directors  were  residents  of  the  city  of  New  York, — 
HeUl,  that  it  placed  itself  by  its  operations,  in  the  county  of  New 
York,  [']  and  its  stock  was,  therefore,  actually  within  this  State,  and 
as  such,  subject  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  owner's  obligations  to  his 
creditors,  [']  and  might  be  lawfully  seized  under  an  attachment.  [*®] 

The  provision  of  the  Code  allowing  the  shares  of  the  stock  of  an  asso- 
ciation or  corporation,  to  be  levied  upon  under  an  attachment,  has 
in  no  manner  been  confined  in  its  effect  to  corporations  formed 
under  the  laws  of  this  State, [*]  and  the  shares  maybe  attached 
whenever  the  requirements  of  the  Code  can  be  complied  with.[*,  *•] 

Yhere  the  office,  factory,  business  and  affairs  of  a  corporation,  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  are  located 
and  conducted  here,  its  stock  may  be  properly  deemed  to  be  in  this 
State,  so  that  it  may  be  attached  here  by  a  creditor  of  its  owner.  ["] 

The  fact  that  the  time  limited  for  the  commencement  of  an  action  for 
the  collection  of  a  debt  appears  to  have  expired  before  the  action 
was  commenced,  will  not  Justify  an  order  vacating  an  attachment 
issued  in  it.     The  objection  can  only  be  taken  by  answer.  ["]

Appeal  from  an  order  of  the  special  term,  disr 
charging  a  levy  upon  certain  shares  of  the  stock  of  the 
Hat  Sweat  Manufacturing  Company. 

The  plaintiffs  and  the  defendant  are  non-residents 
of  this  State.  The  plaintiff  procured  a  warrant  of 
attachment  to  be  issued  in  this  action,  and  the  sheriff 
served  it  upon  an  officer  of  the  Hat  Sweat  Manufactur- 
ing Company,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  at  an  office  kept  by  it  for 
the  sale  of  goods  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  gave 
the  company  notice  that  he  attached  the  defendant's 
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shares  of  stock  in  the  company  and  required  the  secre- 
tary to  famish  him  with  a  certificate  of  the  namber  of 
shares  of  stock  owned  by  the  defendant. 

The  defendant  moved  to  vacate  this  levy,  and  the 
motion  was  granted,  and  from  the  order  thereupon 
entered,  this  appeal  was  taken. 

Further  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

Daniels,  J. — ^The  plaintiffs,  who  resided  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  brought  this  action  to  recov- 
er the  amount  unpaid  upon  promissory  notes  made 
by  the  defendant.  The  demands  were  such  as  were 
the  proper  subject  of  an  attachment  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Code,  and  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled 
to  institute  their  suit  for  the  recovery  of  the  amounts 
claimed  in  this  court.  And  for  the  purpose  of  ob- 
taining satisfaction  they  could  lawfully  avail  them- 
selves of  all  the  legal  remedies  provided  by  the  Code 
for  that  purpose  (Hibernia  National  Bank  v.  Lacombe, 
84  N,  T.  367,  385).  Under  this  authority  they  had  a 
right  to  seize  whatever  property  or  interests  the  law 
of  this  State  rendered  the  subject  of  attachment. 
And  by  virtue  of  its  provisions  the  sheriff  in  form 
levied  upon  the  shares  owned  by  the  defendant  in  a 
corporation  formed  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  known  as  the  Hat  Sweat  Manu- 
facturing Company.  This  seizure  was  set  aside,  on 
motion  of  the  defendant,  for  the  reason  that  the 
shares  were  not  deemed  subject  to  the  power  or  op- 
eration of  the  attachment.  Whether  this  decision 
was  correct  is  the  chief  point  in  controversy  upon 
this  appeal.  Ordinarily,  when  neither  the  owner  of 
the  shares  nor  the  corporation  itself  can  be  found 
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within  this  State,  the  attempt  to  make  a  seizure 
[*]     of   this   nature    would    be    entirely    ineffectual. 

For  the  sheriff,  in  executing  an  attachment,  can 
only  seize  the  property  of  the  debtor  which  may  be 
found  in  this  county,  and  where  the  owner  of  the 
shares,  as  well  as  the  corporation  issuing  them  resides 
and  is  located  in  another  State,  the  shares  themselves 
would  not  be  within  the  county  in  which  the  attach- 
ment might  be  issued,  and  for  that  reason  would  be 
incapable  of  being  levied  upon  by  means  of  it.  But 
this  was  not  a  case  of  that  description.  For  while 
the  corporation  was  formed  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania,  one  of  its  objects  was  to  trans- 
act business  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  its  chief  place  of  business  was  there  loca- 
ted, where  it  manufactured  goods,  made  its  business 
arrangements,  paid  its  bills  and  carried  on  its  gener- 
al business  and  two  ot  its  three  directors  were  resi- 
dents  of  the  city  of  New  York.  For  this  purpose 
its  capital  to  a  very  considerable  extent  certainly 
must  have  been  brought  to  this  State  and  invested 
in  such  business,  and  the  profits  to  be  derived  by 
it  and  from  which  the  dividends  would  be  made  up- 
on its  stock  would  in  that  manner  be  obtained  from 
this  State.     To  that  extent  it  enjoyed  all  the  rights 

and  privileges  of  a  domestic  corporation,  and 
[']     placed  itself  by  its  operations  within  the  county 

in  which  the  plaintiff's  attachment  was  after- 
wards issued.  So  far  as  defendant  was  the  owner 
of  the  shares  of  the  corporation  he  himself  was  inter- 
ested through  them  in  its  capital  and  the  business 
carried  on  by  it  (Burrall  v.  Bushw^ick  R.  R.  Co.,  76 
N.  T.  211).  His  stock,  of  which  the  certificates 
held  by  him  were  evidence  of  his  title,  was  actu- 
ally, therefore,  within  this  State,  and  as  such  should 

be  subjected  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  obligations 
[*]    to  his  creditors.     There  could  be  no  more  reason 
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for  exempting  his  shares  from  late  obligations  than 
there  would  be  if  the  corporation  itself  had  been 
organized  and  existed  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 
For  its  business  pursuits  were  carried  on  subsUin- 
tially  .the  same  as  if  this  particular  corporation  had 
been  created  under  its  laws.  There  was  clearly  no 
substantial  difference  upon  which  the  owner  of  such 
shares  could  claim  immunity.  The  purpose  and 
object  of  the  corporation  wajs  the  manufactui*e  and 
sale  of  its  fabrics,  and  that  business  is  shown  to 
have  been  confined  to  the  city  of  New  York.  It 
was  here  carried  on  by  the  corporation  through  its 
officers  and  agents.  To  that  extent,  it  located  itself 
in  this  city,  as  it  was  contemplated  it  might  under 
its  articles  of  incorporation,  and  it  was  consequently 
a  corporation  within  this  county. 

The  law  has  provided  in  general  language  that  the 
^'rights  or  shares  which  the  defendant  has  in  the  stock 
of  an  association  or  corporation,  together  with  the  inter- 
ests and  profits  thereon,  may  be  levied  upon"  under  an 
attachment  {Code  Civil  Pro.  §  647).  This  section  has 
in  no  manner  been  confined  in  its  effect  to  corporations 
formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State.  It  is  of  coui-se 
[•]  to  be  construed  with  section  644,  requiring  the  prop- 
erty to  be  levied  upon  to  be  within  the  county, 
and  that  is  the  only  restraint  to  which  this  general 
enactment  has  been  subjected.  And  the  association 
or  corporation  whose  shares  may  be  so  levied  upon, 
may  as  well  under  this  language  be  one  formed  under 
the  laws  of  another  State  as  though  it  was  formed  under 
the  laws  of  this  State.  And  that  this  section  was  in- 
tended to, be  so  construed  is  evinced  by  the  circumstance 
that  when  a  discrimination  is  intended  to  be  made,  the 
Code  by  its  provisions  has  designated  the  particular 
corporation  as  either  domestic  or  foreign  corporations. 

And  care  has  been  taken  to  preserve  this  distinction 
by  a  definition  to  that  effect  given  in  the  Code  itself 
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{Code  Civ.  Pro.  §  3343,  subd.  18).  By  this  definition 
what  shall  be  known  as  a  domestic  corporation  has  been 
declared,  and  every  other  is  denominated  a  foreign  cor- 
poration. Where  no  such  discrimination  as  that  has 
been  made  and  the  language  is  appropriate  for  that  par- 
pose,  it  is  therefore  to  be  presamed  that  it  was  intended 
to  include  all  corporations,  and  that  employed  in  the 
section  already  referred  to  is  of  that  character.  A  pro- 
vision of  a  like  general  nature  was  considered  in  South- 
ern Life  Insurance  Co.  v.  Packer  (17  N.  Y.  61), 
[*]  and  it  was  held  to  include  corporations  formed  in 
other  States  as  well  as  those  created  under  the 
laws  of  this  State,  and  no  reason  appears  for  distin- 
guishing the  present  case  from  the  principle  of  con- 
struction established  by  that  authority. 

The  Code  has  prescribed  the  particular  manner  by 
which  the  shares  of  the  defendant  in  a  corporation  may 
be  seized  under  an  attachment,  and  that  is  the  only  qaal- 
ification  to  which  the  exercise  of  this  authority  has 
been  subjected.  To  make  such  a  seizure,  a  copy  of  the 
attachment,  with  notice  showing  the  property  attached, 
is  to  be  left  with  the  president  or  other  head  of  the  asso- 
ciation or  corporation,  or  secretary,  cashier  or  manag- 
ing agent  thereof  {Code  Civ.  Pro.  §  649,  subd.  3). 

Whenever  the  corporation,  by  means  of  its  opera- 
tions in  business,  may  be  within  the  county  in  which  the 
attachment  has  been  issued,  and  these  requirements 
[•]  can  be  observed  there,  the  Code  has  provided  for 
the  seizure  of  the  shares  owned  in  it  by  the 
defendant.  This  is  all  that  has  been  provided  for  to 
constitute  a  literal  compliance  with  all  the  provisions 
made  on  this  subject  by  the  statute.  When  that  may 
be  done  it  was  clearly  the  intention  of  the  law  that 
such  shares  might  be  effectually  levied  upon  by  means 
of  the  attachment. 

It  has  been  stated  generally,  In  a  recent  work  upon 
this  subject,  that  the  right  to  attach  the  shai^es  of  a 
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defendant  in  a  corporation  is  restricted  to  those  cor- 
porations existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  in  which 

the  attachment  may  be  issued  {Drake  on  Attach- 
n     ments^  6th  ed.  §  244).      This  general  statement  of 

the  law  was  made  upon  the  authority  of  Moore  v. 
Gennett  (2  Tenn.  Ch.  375),  and  it  was  so  generally  con- 
sidered in  the  opinion  of  the  court ;  but  the  case  was 
not  determined  upon  that  point,  for  it  appeared  that  the 
interest  of  the  defendant  in  the  shares  themselves  was 
neither  in  fact  nor  in  form  levied  upon  under  the  attach- 
ment. 

No  lien  upon  or  title  to  the  shares  could  therefore  be 
maintained,  and  for  that  reason  principally  the  right 
and  claim  of  the  creditor  was  rejected.  The  inability  of 
the  creditor  to  attach  the  debtor' s  shares  in  a  corporation 
created  under  the  laws  of  another  State  was  maintained, 
so  far  as  it  was  considered,  substantially  upon  the 

authority  of  Steel  v.  Smith  (7  Waits  &  S.  448). 
[']    But  that  is  in  no  sense  an  authority  upon  this  point. 

It  was  an  action  upon  a  judgment  recovered  in  the 
State  of  Louisiana,  where  the  suit  was  commenced  by  a 
seizure  of  the  debtor' s  property ;  and  this  was  held  to 
create  no  personal  liability  against  the  debtor  upon 
which  the  action  could  be  maintained.  These  authorities, 
consequently,  do  not  maintain  the  general  statement  of 
the  law  made  by  this  authority.  It  undoubtedly  would 
be  a  correct  statement  of  it  where  neither  the  debtor 
himself  nor  the  corporation  by  which  the  stock  was  is- 
sued to  him  should  be  within  the  State  when  the  attach- 
ment was  issued.  But  such  were  not  the  facts  of  this 
case  as  they  have  been  presented  by  the  affidavits ;  for 
here   the   corporation    had  voluntarily  placed    itself 

within  this  State,  where  its  active  and  principal 
[•]    business  operations  were  contracted.     The  case  of 

Danfortli  v.  Penny  (3  Mete.  664),  is  entitled  to 
no  broader  application.  For  the  statute  under  which  it 
arose  was  so  construed  as  to  be  intended  to  place  cor- 
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I)orations  on  the  same  footing  as  to  liablity  as  that  of 
iodividaals,  which  had  previously  been  held  not  to 
include  the  residents  and  inhabitants  of  any  other  State. 
It  is  no  authority  for  limiting  the  provisonsof  the  Code 
so  far  as  to  exclude  a  case  of  the  nature  of  that  now 
before  the  court. 

What  the  law  may  be  upon  this  subject  is  necessary 
for  the  legislature  to  declare,  and  when  that  declaration 
has  been  plainly  made,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  courts  to 
follow  and  enforce  it,  even  though  it  may  not  be  in  strict 
accord  with  the  views  expressed  upon  the  same  subject 
by  the  courts  of  a  neighboring  State.  The  legislative 
purpose  as  to  attachment  proceedings  has  been  clearly 
defined  by  the  provisions  which  have  been  made  in  this 
State,  and  by  them  the  shares  of  a  defendant  in  a  cor- 
poration have  been  rendered  the  subject  of  seizure  by 
virtue  of  an  attachment  whenever  the  proceeding  partic- 
ularly specified  can  be  taken  and  followed.  This  was 
a  case  of  that  description,  for  one  of  the  resident  direct- 
ors of  the  corporation,  whose  shares  were  owned  by  the 
defendant,  was  its  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  in  the 
seizure  of  the  shares  a  copy  of  the  attachment,  together 
with  a  notice  that  those  shares  were  levied  upon,  was 
served  upon  this  oflScer,  and  to  promote  the  proceedings, 
as  be  was  required  by  the  law  to  do,  that  he  made  his 
certificate  stating  the  number  of  shares  owned  by  the 
defendant  in  this  corporation.  The  terms,  as  well  as  the 
spirit  of  the  statute,  were  fully  complied  with  ; 
["]  and  as  the  corporation  carried  on  its  business,  and 
had  the  bulk  of  its  property  in  this  county,  that 
was  all  which  could  be  required  for  the  lawful  seizure 
of  the  shares  under  the  attachment. 

The  fact  that  by  the  provisions  of  the  statute  pre- 
scribing the  time  within  which  an  action  for  the 
["]    collection  of  a  debt  may  be  instituted,  may  appear 
to  have  expired  before  this  suit  was  commenced, 
will  not  justify  the  order  from  which  the  appeal  has

been  taken ;  for,  by  section  413  of  the  Code  of  the  Civil 
Procedure,  this  objection  can  only  be  taken  by  answer. 
This  section  is  clearly  imperative,  and  renders  an  ex- 
amination of  the  authorities  relied  upon  by  the  re- 
spondent on  this  subject  unnecessary  at  this  time. 

The  case  is  an  important  one,  and  it  is  known  as 
a  matter  of  fact  that  the  learned  jndge  by  whom 
the  order  was  directed  from  which  the  appeal  has 
been  taken  entertained  grave  doubts  as  to  its  pro- 
priety. If  it  should  be  sustained  in  this  instance, 
then  every  creditor,  whether  a  resident  or  not  a  resi- 
dent of  the  state,  would  be  deprived,  in  cases  of  this 
description,  of  the  power,  through  the  intervention  of 
its  tribunals,  to  obtain  satisfaction  of  their  debts  sim- 
ply because  the  corporation  prosecuting  its  business  , 
enterprises  within  this  State  had  elected  to  organize 
itself  under  the  laws  of  another  State.  The  distinction 
between  this  corporation  and  a  corporation  formed  1 

under  the  laws  of  this  state,  in  view  of  the  other  facts 
made  to  appear,  was  simply  nominal,  and  the  conse- 
quence should  be  held  legally  to  follow  that  the 
debtor,  profiting  in  the  same  manner  by  the  operations 
of  the  corporation  as  he  would  if  it  had  been  formed 
under  the  laws  of  this  State,  should  not  be  exempt 
from  the  compulsory  means  provided  by  law  for  satis- 
fying his  debt.  Such  a  distinction  should  not  be 
made  without  some  provision  in  the  law  indicating 
the  necessity  of  its  adoption.  No  such  provision 
has  been  inserted  in  the  Code  as  it  now  exists.  Bu.t 
those  which  have  been  enacted  plainly  require  a  differ- 
ent view  to  be  taken  of  their  effect. 

Tlie  order,  for  these  reasons,  should  be  reversed, 
and  an  order  entered  denying  the  motion  made  by 
defendant,  but  without  costs. 

Davis,  P.  J.— [Concurring.]— I  concur  on  the  ground 
that  f')r  all  practical  purposes  the  Hat  Sweat  Manu- 
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facturing  Company  may  be  treated  in  this  case  as 
though  it  were  a  domestic  corporation.  Though 
organized  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania,   yet  its 

ofiSce,  factory,  business  and  affairs  are  located  and 
["]    conducted  in  this  State.   Its  stock  may  be  properly 

deemed  to  be  in  this  State.  So  that  it  may  be  at- 
tached here  by  a  creditor  of  its  owner.  The  question 
is  not  free  from  doubt,  but  it  seems  to  me  proper 
to  solve  the  doubt  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.

Sheriff, — Must  at  once  execute  writ  placed  in  his  hands, — Return  of  execu- 
tion and  payment  of  moTiey  mnth  on  it  mbstantially  one  and  the 
same  thing. — When  to  make  rUum  of  satisfaction. — Action 
against^  for  money  luid  and  received,  when  maintain- 
able.— Cannot  take  collateral  security*

The  sheriff  must  execute  every  writ  placed  in  bis  bands  with  the 
utmost  expedition  and  without  favor,  refraining  from  undue  force 
or  violence. [*J  In  the  case  of  an  execution,  it  is  his  duty  upon  its 
receipt  by  him  to  indorse  upon  it  the  year,  month,  day  and  hour 
when  he  received  it,  and  then  execute  its  mandates  immediately 
and  in  every  particular.  [*  J 

The  return  of  an  execution  and  the  payment  of  the  money  made  on 
it  are  substantially  one  and  the  same  thing,  and  the  sberiif  can 
not  claim  to  hold  the  money  after  he  has  made  his  retlim.[']  In 
contemplation  of  law,  the  money  is  paid  when  the  return  is 
made.[*J 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  make  his  return  of  the  satisfaction  of 
an  execution  immediately  upon  the  payment  of  the  amount  due.  [^ J 
The  sheriff  is  fundus  officio  the  moment  the  execution  has  been 
satisfied.  [•] 

Where   an  execution  was  paid  on  August    5,  and    the  judgment 
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creditor  brought  an  action  on  August  7,  against  the  sheriff, 
for  money  had  and  received  to  bis  use, — Held,  that  it  must  be 
assumed  that  the  sheriff  had  complied  witb  the  law  and  imme- 
diately indorsed  a  return  of  satisfaction ;[']  that  his  duties  being 
performed,  the  money  became  payable  without  demand,  and  the 
plaintiff  having  made  a  demand,  his  action  could  not  be  deemed 
premature.  [']  Held,  also,  that  whether  the  sheriff  had  made  his 
return  or  not  was  unimportant  in  view  of  the  character  of  the  action, 
and  that  the  action  was  unquestionably  maintainable,  f^] 

Where  a  sheriff  levied  upon  certain  personal  property  of  a  judgment 
debtor  under  an  execution  and  subsequently  released  it  upon 
receiving  from  the  judgment  debtor  a  certified  check,  accompanied 
by  a  letter  stating  that  the  check  was  to  be  deemed  a  security  to 
him  and  to  be  held  by  him  for  sixty  days, — Held,  that  the  taking  of 
any  such  collateral  security  by  the  sheriff  was  wholly  beyond  his 
power  and  authority.  [*,",^*]  The  sheriff  cannot  be  a  stakeholder, 
neither  can  he  be  the  agent  of  the  judgment  debtor  in  any  phase. 
[*,'*]  The  certified  check  so  given  was  clearly  tantamount  to 
money, [',**J  and  came  within  the  grasp  of  the  execution  and  was  the 
property  of  the  plaintiff  [^*,*']  and  was  held  by  the  sheriff  for  his 
use  and  benefit,  and  the  plaintiff  had  a  clear  right  of  action  tc 
recover  it  as  such.["] 

(Decided  March  7,  1883.) 

Action  against  sherifl  for  money  had  and  received 
by  him  to  plaintiffs  use. 

The  opinion  states  the  facts.

Ha  WES,  J. —  There  is  no  substantial  dispute  as  to 
the  facts  of  this  case.  The  plaintiff  recovered  a  judg- 
ment for  costs  against  the  New  York,  West-shore  and 
Buffalo  R.  R.  Co.,  issued  execution  thereon,  and, 
on  August  6,  1882,  delivered  the  same  to  the  sheriff, 
the  defendant  herein.  On  August  6,  the  defendant 
made  a  levy  upon  the  ofSce  furniture  of  the  com- 
pany, and  the  company,  not  willing  to  have  their 
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oflBice  furniture  removed,  and  desiring  to  take  some 
legal  steps  looking  to  a  modification  or  reversal  of  the 
judgment,  gave  a  certified  check  to  the  defendant  or 
his  deputy  for  the  full  amount  of  the  execution ;  but 
it  appears  that  when  this  payment  was  made  a  letter 
was  sent  by  the  company  to  the  sheriff  to  the  effect 
that  this  check  was  to  be  deemed  a  security  for  him, 
and  to  be  held  by  him  for  sixty  days ;  and  it  must  be 
assumed,  I  think,  that  the  sheriff  assented  to  this 
arrangement. 

On  the  7th,  and  also  on  the  8th  of  August,  plaintiffs 
demanded  payment  of  the  sheriff,  which  was  refused. 
This  action  was  commenced  on  the  9th  of  August,  1882, 
and  is  brought  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  execu- 
tion, as  money  had  and  received  by  the  defendant 
for  the  plaintiff's  use.  The  defendant  claims  that  no 
right  of  action  existed  on  the  9  th  of  August,  and 
that,  under  provisions  of  section  1366  of  the  Code  he 
has  sixty  days  in  which  to  make  his  return,  and 
pay  the  money ;  and  farther,  that  the  plaintiffs 
have  no  claim  upon  the  money  thus  paid,  inasmuch 
as  it  was  not  to  be  applied  upon  the  execution,  but  was 
held  by  the  sheriff  as  collateral  security  only,  and 
to  procure  the  release  from  actual  custody  of  the 
property  levied  upon,  and  it  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  judgment  debtor  or  the  sheriff  that  the  money  so 
paid  should  be  applied  upon  the  execution.  The 
counsel  of  the  sheriff  states  that  this  has  always  been 
the  custom  of  the  office. 

And  in  a  case  where  some  error  has  been  committed 
as  to  the  judgment  or  the  execution,  or  where  ready 
relief  from  any  cause  could  not  be  procured  from  the 
court,  such  an  act  on  the  part  of  the  sheriff  would  cer- 
tainly seem  to  be  both  benevolent  and  justifiable,  pro- 
vided he  had  the  power  under  the  statute  to  exercise 
such  a  discretion.  Under  the  early  English  law,  the 
sheriff  represented  the  earl  or  court  in  the  administration

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of  the  county  government,  and  had  all  the  authority  for 
the  administration  and  exercise  of  justice  which  the 
earl  had.  Deriving  his  authority  directly  from  the  king, 
he  was  not  only  an  oflScer  of  great  antiquity,  **  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  county  being  committed  to  his  charge 
and  care,"  but  he  was  necessarily  clothed  with  certain 
discretionary  and  judicial  functions.  The  wide  author- 
ity once  exercised  by  the  sheriff,  however,  has  been 
seriously  modified,  and  he  is  now  a  mere  ministerial 
officer,  whose  duties  are  clearly  defined  by  statute,  and 

whose  functions  are  restricted  by  the  court,  whose 
[']    officer  he  is.    He  must  execute  every  writ  placed 

in  his  hands  with  the  utmost  expedition,  and  with- 
out favor,  refraining  from  undue  force  or  violence. 
In  the  case  of  an  execution,  it  is  his  duty  ujyon  it« 
receipt  by  him  to  indorse  upon  it,  the  year,  month, 
day  and  hour,  when  he  received  it,  and  then  to  execute 
its  mandates  immediately  and  in  every  particular, 
and  with  faithful  but  prudent  energy,  and  if  he  thus 
performs  his  duty  the  law  protects  him,  even  though 
the  execution  be  irregular  (assuming,  of  course,  that 
it  has  been  issued  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion). But  while  the  law  protects  him,  it  exacts, 
in  turn,  the  most  implicit  obedience  on  his  part. 
The  statute  provides,  that  the  sheriff  shall  make  a 
return  of  the  execution  within  sixty  days,  which 
must  contain  a  statement  of  the  proceedings  taken 
on  the  execution.  Now  it  is  quite  clear  that  this  re- 
turn, under  the  old  practice,  brought  in  the  result 
of  the  sheriff's  effort  as  well  as  its  history,  and  that 
the  payment  of  the  money  into  court,  if  it  had  been 
made,  was  an  inherent  part  of  the  "return."  The 
ancient  writ  commanded  the  sheriff  '*  to  have  the 
money  before  our  justices  on  the  return  day."  In 
BacorCs  Abridgment  (title  Execution),  it  is  said 
that  the  sheriff  cannot  deliver  the  goods  to  the  plain- 
tiff in  satisfaction  of  his  debt,  but  the  goods  are  to 
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be  sold,  and  the  money,  in  strictness,  is  to  be  brought 
into  court."  This  rule  has  long  since  been  relaxed, 
and  by  acquiescence  or  permission  of  the  court,  rather 
than  by  strict  force  of  law,  the  sheriflE  is  permitted  to 
pay  the  money  directly  to  the  plaintiff.    It  is  clear, 

therefore,  from  this  brief  reference,  that  the  re- 
[']    turn  and  payment  are  substantially  one  and  the 

same  thing;  and  that  the  sheriff  can  no  longer 
claim  the  right  to  hold  the  money  after  he  has  made, 
his  return,  whoever  may  be  entitled  to  first  receive  it. 
This  point  being  necessarily  conceded,  we  can  next  in- 
quire, when  is  the  sheriff  compelled  to  make  his  re- 
turn.   The  mandate  states  that  it  must  be  ^^  within 
sixty  days  after  its  receipt  by  you."     The  elementary 
writers  all  state  that  no  action    against  the  sheriff 
will  lie  until  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days  {Crocker 
on  Sheriffs^  375;  Freeman  on  Executions^  448),  and  the 
case  of  Cassidy  v.  Meacham,  3  Paige^  311,  declares  that 
"although  a  sheriff  might  lawfully  return  an  execution 
before  the  return  day,  yet  such  return  did  not    take 
effect  until  after  the  return  day  had  passed,  and  then 
was  good  by  relation,  and  that  no  bill  could  be  filed 
until  after  the  return   day  in    such  a  case  (see  also 
Williams  v.  Hogeboom,  8  Paige^  469,  and  Spencer  v. 
Cuyler,  9  Ahh.  Pr.  382  ;  Renaud  v.  O'Brien,  35  N.  T.  29  ; 
Tyler  v.  Willis,  33  Barh.  327,  to  the  same  effect).    Since 
the  adoption  of  the  Code,  I  have  been  unable  to  find 
any  case  where  the    doctrine  set  forth  in  Cassidy  v. 
Meacham  is  held.   Supplementary  proceedings,  as  well 
ap  creditors'  bills  in  equity,  are  all  founded  upon  re- 
turns which  have  been  made  by  the  sheriff  within  the 
sixty  days,  and  they  cannot  now  be  questioned  collater- 
ally, and  the  return  can  only  be  attacked  for  fraud  or 
collusion.       A  claim   that  there    was  any  statutory 
prohibition  as  affecting  the  sheriff,  or  the  vitality  of 
the  return  would  not  be  seriously  considered,  and  the 
sheriff  having  the  right  to  return  the  execution  within 
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the  sixty  days,  the  money  which  had  been  realized 
[']    npon  the  execution,  would  then  be  clearly  due 
and  payable.     Chapter  6  of  the  Laws  of  1860  pro- 
vides that  upon  receipt  by  the  sheriff  of  the  amount 
due  upon  the  execution,  he  shall,  on  demand,  deliver 
a  copy  of  such  execution,  and  of  his  indorsement  of 
satisfaction  thereon,  and  that  upon  the  filing  of  such 
execution,  so  endorsed,  the  clerk  shall  enter  satisfac- 
tion of  such  judgment.     This  statute  is  substantially 
embodied  in  section  1266  of  the  Code.     It  is  clear 
[*]   that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  make  this  re- 
turn of  satisfaction  immediately  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  due,  and  it  would  not  be  seriously 
claimed  that  he  could  hold  the  money  after  the  execu- 
tion was  satisfied,  for  it  has  been  repeatedly  held 
[']  that  the  sheriff  is  functus  officio  the  moment  tht* 
execution  is  satisfied.  The  word  "immediately,"  in 
section  1266  of  the  Code  is  tantamount  to  the  words 
*'  on  demand  "  in  the  statute  of  1860,  and  cannot  be  mis- 
understood.    In  the  case  at  bar,  the  money  was  paid 
on  August  5,  and  it  must  be  assumed  that  the  sheriff 
complied  with  the  law,  and  immediately  indorsed  a 
return  of  satisfaction.     His  duties  were  performed, 
[*J    and  the  money  became  payable  without  demand 
(Nelson  v.  Kerr,  59  N.  Y,  224).    In  contemplation 
of  law  the  money  is  paid  when  the  return  is  made. 
The  plaintiffs,  however,  demanded  the  amount  from 
the  sheriff  on  August  7,  and  the  action  cannot  be 
deemed  premature. 

In  this  connection  I  may  say,  further,  that,  in  my 
opinion,  the  right  of  action  accrued  at  that  time,  with- 
out regard  to  the  provision  of  the  Code  or  the  statute 
abov^  cited  ;  for  if  the  execution  was  in  fact  satisfied, 
the  money  so  held  by  him  was  not  his,  but  belonged,  in 
equity  and  good  conscience,  to  the  plaintiff,  and  he 
could  at  once  maintain  an  action  against  the  sheriff  for 
money  had  and  received  to  his  use.     Whether  the 
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[']  sheriflf  had  made  his  return  or  not,  is  unimportant 
in  view  of  the  character  of  the  action  here  brought, 
and  no  question  can  be  raised  that  such  an  action  is 
not  maintainable  (Armstrong  v.  Garrow,  6  Cow.  465). 
But  it  is  claimed  by  defendant  that  the  execution  was 
never  satisfied,  but  that  the  check  or  money  was 
received  by  him  from  the  judgment  debtor,  as  collat- 
eral security  merely,  and  that  it  was  paid  by  the  judg- 
ment debtor  under  a  written  notice  that  it  was  to  be  so 
held,  and  was  not  to  be  applied  on  the  execution. 

It  does  not  affirmatively  appear  that  the  sheriff  as- 
sented to  this  arrangement,  or  that  any  such  contract 
was  entered  into ;  but  even  if  it  had  been,  and  I  have 
assumed  that  such  was  the  fact,  yet,  I  fail  to  discover 
what  authority  the  sheriff  had  to  so  deal  with  the  ex- 
ecution. The  levy  in  this  case  was  made  and  perfected, 
and  presumably  upon  sufficient  property  to  satisfy  the 
execution.  There  was  no  claim  of  a  third  party,  and  no 
legal  reason  is  suggested  for  his  delay  in  enforcing  the 
execution.  It  is  not  claimed  that  the  property  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  a  "receiptor"  under  the  well 
settled  rules  which  would  warrant  such  an  act  on  the 
part  of  the  sheriff.  Every  intendment  must  be  assumed 
that  a  public  officer  performs  his  duty.  Now  what  is 
the  fact  in  this  case?  The  sheriff  voluntarily  relin- 
quishes the  levy,  and  accepts  the  defendant's  check  for 
the  amount  of  the  execution.  The  pleadings  would 
seem  to  imply  that  the  sheriff  held  money  and 
[■]  not  a  check,  but  in  my  view  of  the  case  it  is  quite 
unimportant  whether  the  judgment  debtor  gave  a 
check  or  money^  both  being  assumed  upon  the  argu- 
ment to  be  collateral  security.  It  is  clear  that  he  has 
relinquished  the  levy  and  accepted  the  check.  Now  if 
the  sheriff  had  the  legal  authority  to  receive  this  money 
as  collateral  security  merely,  then  the  plaintiff  is  rem- 
ediless in  this  action ;  for  the  execution  would  have 
been  operative  at  the  time  action  was  brought,  and  the 
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defendant  could  not  have  pleaded  the  levy  as  a  satis- 
faction. Upon  a  caref  al  examination,  I  think  it  will 
[•]  be  found  that  the  sheriff  has  no  power  to  make  such 
a  contract,  and  if  he  did  make  such  a  contract  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  law  will  deem 
it  invalid.  The  sheriff  cannot  be  a  stakeholder,  neither 
can  he  be  the  agent  of  ttie  judgment  debtor  in  any 
phase  (See  Wright  v.  ChUd,  1  JSx.  358).  The  duties 
and  powers  of  the  sheriff  are  often  discussed  in  the 
early  reports.  In  Codwise  v.  Field  (9  Johns.  263),  the 
coroner  gave  a  receipt  in  /ull^  agreeing  to  pay  the 
plaintiff  in  consideration  of  a  debt  due  from  the  coroner 
to  the  judgment  debtor.  Held,  no  satisfaction,  as  be- 
yond the  power  of  the  coroner ;  otherwise  if  the  coroner 
had  received  the  money.  In  Hoyt  v.  Hudson  (12  Jb^Ti^. 
207),  the  officer  took  security  for  the  debt, — ^Held,  that 
it  constituted  payment,  and  the  execution  was  satisfied. 
This  case  is  quite  conclusive  upon  the  point  at  issue, 
in  so  far  as  the  reason  of  the  rule  would  tend  to  estab- 
lish it  (See  Clark  v.  Wiltus,  2.  Ld.  Raym.  1072 ;  1 
Salk.  322  ;*  Ladd  ^,  Blunt,  4  Mass,  403 ;  Reed  n.  Pruyn, 
7  Johns.  428 ;  Sherman  -o.  Boyce,  15  Johns.  443).  It 
can  be  well  said  that  all  these  cases  have  arisen  after 
the  return  had  been  made,  and  the  sheriff  is  necessarily 
estopped  by  his  return.  There  is  no  case  which  I  have 
been  able  to  find  in  the  English  or  American  decisions 
where  this  question  has  arisen  before  the  return,  and 
we  are  therefore  compelled  to  consider  it  a  new  question 
in  so  far  as  the  want  of  precedent  would  make  it  such. 
I  think,  however,  that  there  are  general  principles  under- 
lying the  powers  and  duties  of  a  sheriff,  which  will  be 
equally  conclusive  as  decided  cases,  and  I  am  disposed 
to  consider  these  principles  as  elementary.  The  sheriff 
has  the  undoubted  right  to  extend  favors  to  the  judg- 
ment debtor,  in  case  he  does  not  come  within  the  inlu- 
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bitions  of  the  statute,  and  he  may,  in  his  discretion, 
refrain  for  a  reasonable  time  before  selling  the  prop- 
erty, provided,  always,  that  he  grants  no  such  delay 
as  would  preclude  him  from  making  a  final  return,  on 
or  before  the  expiration  of  the  sixty  days.  And  the 
court  has  no  power  to  compel  such  sale,  nor  will  the 
court  instruct  the  sheriflE  (Bowie  v.  Brahe,  4  Diier^  676  ; 
Morange  v.  Edwards,  1  £!.  D.  Smithy  415).  But  while 
this  is  true,  it  will  be  found  that  the  reason  of  the  rule 
lies  in  the  fact,  that  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  is  defined 
and  circumscribed  in  the  very  writ  itself.  The  law 
has  determined  his  duty,  and  the  court,  therefore, 
neither  instructs  nor  interferes. 

The  duty  of  the  oflScer  is  to  make  the  levy  upon  the 
property  of  the  judgment  debtor  within  his  county, 

but  if  he  has  once  made  a  levy  sufficient  to  satisfy 
["*]   the  execution,  he  cannot  make  a  second  levy,  and 

if  the  levy  has  been  made  upon  sufficient  property 
the  debtor  is  forever  discharged,  and  can  plead  the  levy 
as  a  bar,  and  the  proof  of  such  a  fact  will  constitute  a 
good  and  sufficient  defense  to  any  subsequent  action  in 
that  behalf.  Moreover,  all  the  property  of  the  defend- 
ant within  the  bailiwick,  whatever  its  character,  is 
subject  to  the  execution,  and  whenever  defendant's 
property  comes  within  the  insatiable  grasp  of  the  ex- 
ecution it  is  at  once  absorbed.  This  arises  from  the 
inherent  character  of  the  process,  for  by  operation  of 
law  property  so  seized  ceases  to  be  the  property  of  de- 
fendant, and  is  transmuted  into  the  property  of  the 
plaintiff,  subject  only  to  the  power  of  sale,  on  the  part 

of  the  sheriff.  The  sheriff  cannot  in  any  sense 
["]  whatever  act  as  the  agent  of  the  debtor,  for  his 

authority  is  measured  by  the  power  lodged  in  the 
writ,  and  that  is  clear  and  well  defined.  Applying  these 
principles  to  the  case  at  bar,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
sheriff  received  a  certified  check  from  the  defendant, 
claimed  by  the  sheriff  to  have  been  given  to  him  only 
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as  collateral  security.  By  what  right,  or  by  whose 
authority  can  he  receive  such  a  check  upon  these  con- 
ditions ?  His  authority  is  restricted  to  taking  defendant's 
property  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  execution. 
If  he  yielded  his  levy  upon  the  ofBce  furniture,  he  clearly 
elected  to  take  the  check,  and  resorted  to  that  jfor  the 

satisfaction  of  the  execution.    A  certified  check  is 
[*•]  clearly  tantamount  to  money,  and  it  was  the  plain- 

tiflPs  money  at  that  moment.  The  case  of  Reed  ». 
Pryne,  supra^  holds  in  substance  that  a  sheriff  cannot 
take  a  security  and  still  hold  the  execution,  although 
other  questions  were  involved  in  that  case.  It  seems 
to  me,  that  in  the  very  nature  of  things,  the  security  so- 
called  ceases  to  be  security  the  moment  it  comes  within 
the  operative  power  of  the  execution.  The  theory  of 
"  forthcoming  bonds"  which  are  provided  for  in  some 
statutes  is  not  inconsistent  with  this  view,  for  they  de- 
rive their  life  from  the  statute ;  they  are  equal  in  dig- 
nity to  any  other  process,  and  are  not  in  any  sense  an 
outgrowth  or  incident  to  the  execution.  But  were  it 
otherwise,  it  will  not  be  claimed  that  the  rules  govern- 
ing "receiptors"  or  forthcoming  bonds  are  applicable 
to  the  case  at  bar.  It  may  be  further  added,  that  if  the 
position  of  the  sheriff  is  correct,  then  this  check  was 
given  for  his  (the  sheriff's)  protection,  and  being  so 
taken  the  sheriff  would,  presumably,  have  some  implied 
authority  in  law  to  enforce  the  obligation,  in  case  of 
failure  on  the  part  of  the  judgment  debtor.  Every 
wrong  has  a  remedy,  and  this  presumption  of  law  that 
the  sheriff  must  in  the  nature  of  things  have  power  to 
realize  upon  his  collateral  security  can  arise  only  upon 
the  assumption  that  the  sheriff  whose  powers  are  cir- 
cumscribed by  the  writ,  could  use  the  writ  already  in  his 
hands  to  enforce  payment  upon  his  own  collateral;  but 
the  law  will  not  tolerate  that  an  officer  shall  wield  the 
process  of  the  courts  in  his  own  favor  in  order  to  exact 
such  a  measure  of  justice  as  he  may  think  due  to  himself. 
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A  sheriff  cannot  do  execution  when  he  himself  is  a 
party,  and  therefore  an  extent  by  him  when  he  is  a 
co-user  will  be  void  {Com.  Dig.  Viscount,  E,  1).  He 
need  not  be  a  party  to  the  record  but  it  is  equally  fatal 
if  he  is  beneficially  interested  (2  R.  S.  441,  §  84). 

Judge  Platt,  in  Sherman  v.  Boyce,  supra^  de- 
clares "  that  it  would  not  only  lead  to  oppression  and 
abuse  but  would  tend  to  subvert  the  foundation  of  pri- 
vate rights  and  of  civil  liberty."  It  is  clear,  therefore, 
that  the  sheriff  holding  this  check  as  collateral  security 
in  his  own  behalf  could  not  enforce  it  by  virtue  of  the 
execution,  or  in  fact,  in  any  way  as  sheriff.  But  if  the 
right  is  not  enforceable  it  can  safely  be  said  by  the 
simplest  syllogistic  reasoning  that  such  a  right  does 
not  exist,  and  that  the  sheriff,  while  acting  as  such, 
never  received  any  money  for  his  own  protection,  and 
he  clearly  had  no  authority  to  receive  it  in  behalf  of 
any  one  else. 

From  every  phase  of  this  case,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  examine  it  in  the  absence  of  any  precedent  or 
authority,  I  am  convinced  that  the  taking  by  the  sher- 
iff of  any  such  collateral  security  as  was  testified  to 
in  this  case  was  wholly  beyond  his  power  or 
['"]  authority,  and  that  by  operation  of  law  the  money 
80  paid  came  within  the  grasp  of  the  execution 
and  was  the  property  of  the  plaintiff,  and  was  held  by 
the  sheriff  for  his  use  and  benefit,  and  that  the  plain- 
tiff had  a  clear  right  of  action  to  recover  it  as  such.

set  up  in  complaint. —  When  plaintiff  mtt  not  be  required  to 

make  complaint  more  definite  and  certain. 

When  a  plaintiff  has  two  or  more  distinct  and  separate  reasoQS  for 
the  obtainment  of  the  relief  he  asks,  or  when  there  is  some  uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  grounds  of  recovery,  the  complaint  may  set  forth  a 
single  claim  in  several  distinct  counts  or  statements,  and  an  election 
should  not  be  compelled. [*,  ■,  ",  *,  *,  ",] 

The  complaint  in  an  action  to  recovery  on  a  contract  of  insurance  for 
loss  by  fire  alleged  that  one  C,  plaintiff^s  assignor,  was  the  owner 
of  the  property  insured  and  destroyed,  at  the  time  of  its  insurance 
and  destruction,  subject  **  to  a  mortgage  owned  by  the  defendant 
Thompson  to  secure  the  payment  of  $2,250."  Held^  on  a  motion 
by  the  defendant,  who  insured,  that  the  complaint  be  made  more 
definite  and  certain  as  to  the  interest  of  Thompson  in  the  in- 
sured property,  that  the  allegation  was  definite,  certain  and  clear, 
and  oould  not  be  made  more  so  by  additional  averments.  [^J 

Talcott  V.  Van  Vechten,  (25  Hun,  665);[*]  Jones  v.  Palmer  (1  Abb. 
Pr.  442),  [•]  followed. 

Motion  by  defendant,  the  Newark  City  Insurance 
Company,  to  compel  the  plaintiff  to  elect  between  two 
separate  statements  of  a  single  cause  of  action,  and 
also  to  make  the  complaint  more  definite  and  certain. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 

O.  A.  Clement,  for  motion. 

John  J.  LevisoUy  opposed. 
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Westbbook,  J. — The  plaintiff,  John  W.  Velie,  as 
the  assignee  of  Giles  W.  Cowley,  seeks  to  recover  of 
the  defendant,  the  Newark  City  Insurance  Company, 
the  sum  of  $1,250,  with  interest  from  January  4,  1882, 
that  being  a  portion  of  the  loss  which  Cowley  is 
alleged  to  have  sustained  in  the  destruction  by  fire,  of 
certain  property  of  which  he  was  then  the  owner. 

The  complaint  states  separately  two  grounds,  or 
reasons,  for  the  liability  of  the  insurance  company: 
first,  that  such  defendant  in  consideration  of  $25  paid 
to  it  by  said  Cowley,  issued  to  him  its  policy  of  insur- 
ance, by  which  it  agreed  to  insure  him  for  the  term  of 
one  year  from  December  24,  1881,  against  loss  or 
damage  by  fire,  upon  certain  property  described  in 
the  policy,  and  fully  set  out  in  the  complaint,  to  the 
amount  of  $1,250 ;  and,  second,  That  the  said  insurance 
company,  by  its  duly  authorized  agents,  Messrs.  Ogden 
and  Little,  of  Middletown,  Orange  county,  N.  Y.,  on  or 
about  December  24,  1881,  for  a  consideration  agreed  to 
be  paid  by  the  said  Cowley,  promised  and  contracted  to 
insure  the  said  Cowley  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  to 
the  same  property,  to  the  extent  of  $1,250,  for  the 
period  of  one  year,  and  to  issue  its  jDolicy  therefor. 

The  complaint  also  avers  that  by  the  policy  of 
insurance,  the  loss,  if  any,  was  ''first  payable  to 
John  A.  Thompson,  mortagee,  as  interest  may  appear ;" 
that  Cowley  was  the  sole  owner  of  the  property 
insured  and  destroyed,  both  at  the  time  of  its  insur- 
ance and  of  its  destruction  by  fire  on  January  4, 1882, 
subject,  however,  to  a  mortgage  thereon  owned  by 
the  defendant,  Thompson,  to  secure  the  payment  of 
$2,250 ;  and  that  the  insurance  company  has  not  paid 
the  amount  of  the  insurance  to  Thompson,  nor  has 
Thompson  brought  any  suit  to  recover  the  same,  and 
that  the  company  refuses  and  neglects  to  make  such 
payment. 

The  insurance  company  by  this  motion  asks :  first, 
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that  the  plaintiflf  shall  be  compelled  to  elect  and  decide 
whether  he  will  rely  for  a  recovery  upon  the  written 
policy  of  insurance,  or  upon  the  agreement  to  insure 
and  to  issue  a  policy  ;  and  second,  that  the  complaint 
should  state  more  definitely  and  certainly  the  interest 
of  Thompson  in  the  insured  property.  Should  the 
relief  asked,  or  any  part  thereof,  be  granted  ? 

The  question,  which  the  application  to  compel  the 
plaintiff  to  elect  between  the  two  grounds  of  recovery 
stated  in  the  complaint,  presents,  is  this:  When  a 
X)laintifl  has  really  two  distinct  and  separate  reasons 
for  the  obtainment  of  the  relief  demanded  in  the 
complaint,  and  states  each  one  therein  separately 
and  plainly,  or  where,  as  is  probably  the  case  in  this 
instance,  the  plaintiff  and  his  attorney  are  somewhat 
uncertain  as  to  the  exact  ground  of  recovery  the  proof 
may  afford,  and  therefore  frame  a  complaint  for  the 
recovery  of  a  single  claim  in  several  distinct  counts  or 
statements,  so  as  to  meet  the  proof,  should  an  election 
be  compelled  ? 

In  the  discussion  of  this  question,  it  must  be 
admitted  that  the  defendant  has^several  reported  cases 
which  support  his  proposition  (Gardner  v.  Locke,  2 
W.  Y.Cld.  Pro.  252;  Comstock  v.  Hoeft,  1  If.  Y. 
Law  Bulletin^  43  ;  Dickens  v.  N.  Y.  Central  &  Hudson 
R.  R.  R.  Co.,  13  How.  Pr.  228).*  Some  of  the  reported 
cases  were  rightly  decided  upon  other  grounds  than 
that  which  holds  that  a  party  plaintiff  must  be 
limited  tp  a  single  statement  of  facts  giving  him  a 
right  to  the  relief  demanded,  when  in  truth  there  are 
other  facts  also  entitling  him  to  such  relief,  or  when 
more  than  one  statement  is  necessary  to  meet  any  con- 
tingency of  the  trial.  The  soundness  of  the  rule  compel- 
ling an  election  has  never  favorably  impressed  me, 

♦  See  also  Dorr  v.  Mills,  anU^  7 ;  Churchill  v.  Churchill,  9  How, 
Pr.  552;  Walker  t».  Ruskin,  12  Id.  28. 
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[']    and  reflection  upon  the  present  motion  has  fally 

confirmed  those  impressions.  In  the  discussion  of  a 
legal  problem  there  generally  are  several  reasons 
tending  to  a  certain  conclusion,  all  of  which  counsel  in 
argument  would  present ;  and  so,  in  the  trial  of  a  cause, 
there  generally  are  distinct  and  separate  lines  of  fact 
tending  to  give  the  same  one  relief  asked,  which  a 
careful  pleader  should  embody  in  the  complaint.  It 
would  seem  to  be  absurd  for  a  judge  to  limit  counsel 
to  the  presentation  of  a  single  reason  upon  the  argu- 
ment of  a  legal  proposition,  and  to  me,  at  least,  it  seems 
equally  absurd  to  limit  a  party  to  the  statement  in  his 

complaint  of  one  line  of  facts  establishing  his  right 
[*]    of  recovery,  when  he  has  really  several,  or  when  the 

court  can  plainly  see,  as  it  can  in  this  case,  that 
different  averments  are  proper  to  meet  an  emergency 
of  the  trial,  which  cannot  be  foreseen  prior  to  ir« 
occurrence.  Take,  for  instance,  the  case  of  a  party  who 
is  heir-at-law  of  a  deceased  testator,  seeking,  under 
section  1537  of  the  Code,  to  partition  and  to  recover 
property  held  under  an  alleged  will. 

The  reason  which  he  assigns  in  his  complaint  for  a 
recovery  is,  that  the  apparent  devise,  under  which  the 
property  is  held,  is  void,  because :  first,  the  testator 
was  legally  incompetent  to  make  a  valid  will ;  second, 
that  the  instrument,  alleged  to  be  a  will,  was  procured 
by  fraud  and  undue  influence ;  and,  third,  that  the  exe- 
cution thereof  was  insuflScient  and  defective.  In  a  case 
like  the  one  just  put,  or  in  one  like  that  before  us,  in 
which  it  is  often  very  difficult  to  decide  whether  a  pol- 
icy of  insurance  has  actually  been  issued,  or  whether 
there  has  been  only  an  agreement  for  insurance  and  for 

a  policy,  can  any  good  reason  be  adduced  for  com- 
[']  '  pelling  the  plaintiff  in  advance  of  a  trial,  or  even  at 

the  trial,  to  elect  upon  what  ground  he  will  stand 
and  present  his  case  ?  If  either  or  both  are  tried,  the 
proof  upon  each  ground  of  recovery  stated  may  be  close 
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and  conflicting.  A  jury  of  twelve  men  may  be  divided 
in  opinion  as  to  which  one  is  established,  while  all  may 
unite,  some  for  one  reason,  and  some  for  another^  in 
the  conclusion  that  the  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover. 
If,  under  such  circumstances  as  have  been  stated,  an 
election  is  compelled,  justice  may  fail  and  wrong  suc- 
ceed. It  is  no  answer  to  this  argument  to  say,  thai  if 
the  plaintiff  is  unsuccessful,  another  action  can  be 
brought  setting  up  a  ground  of  recovery  not  pressed 
upon  the  first  trial.  The  right  to  bring  a  second  action 
for  the  same  subject  matter,  though  for  a  different  cause, 
is  more  than  doubtful ;  but  even  though  the  judgment 
in  the  first  action  is  no  bar  to  the  second,  why  should  a 
party  fail  in  the  relief  to  which  he  is  in  fact  entitled, 
and  which  he  would  have  obtained  on  the  first  trial,  if 
he  had  been  allowed  to  state  his  whole  case  in  the  com- 
plaint, and  be  subjected  to  the  delay,  cost  and  vexa- 
tion of  a  new  trial,  by  the  adoption  of  a  rule,  which 
limits  the  complaint  to  the  statement  of  a  single  reason 
or  ground  for  a  recovery.  The  second  trial,  too,  might 
fail,  if  the  issue  was  limited  by  the  court  compelling  an 
election,  because  twelve  men  could  not  agree  to  sustain 
a  recovery  upon  that  single  reason  or  ground.  The 
practical  effect  of  the  rule  is  obvious.  A  plaintiff  may 
often  fail  to  obtain  that  which  is  his  due,  because  he 
presents  his  grounds  of  recovery  singly,  when  he 
might  succeed  if  they  were  all  presented  in  one  suit ; 
and  often,  though  he  may  succeed  in  the  end,  he  has 
suffered  in  costs,  delay  and  vexation,  which  could  and 
should  have  been  avoided.  A  defendant  may  present 
as  many  defenses  as  he  lias  to  a  single  claim,  though, 
on  the  face  of  the  answer,  they  may  seem  to  be  incon- 
sistent, and  no  good  reason  can  be  given,  why  a  plain- 
tiff may  not  present  by  his  complaint  as  many 
[*]  different  statements  of  distinct  lines  of  fact  as  he 
has,  or  as  he  supposes  himself  to  have,  giving  him 
the  right  to  the  relief  which  he  asks.   It,  undoubtedly, 
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is  the  interest  of  the  defendant  to  limit  the  plaintiff  in 
every  action,  as  is  now  sought  to  be  done  by  this 
motion,  but  as  in  the  administration  of  justice  every 
argument  should  be  weighed  and  every  pertinent  fact 
considered,  it  cannot  be  conceded  that,  on  the  trial  of 
an  issue  of  fact,  a  plaintiff  should  be  limited  in  his  facts 
to  a  single  ground  of  recovery,  any  more  than  upon  the 
discussion  of  a  legal  problem,  he  should  be  limited  to 
the  statement  of  a  single  argument. 

The  point  which  has  been  discussed  is  not  new  to 
the  judge  writing  this  opinion.  In  Talcott  v.  Van 
Vechten,  the  plaintiff  sought  to  make  the  defendant 
liable  for  a  debt  due  the  former  from  *^  The  Olcott  Iron 
Company."  The  complaint  alleged,  in  two  separate 
statements,  two  distinct  lines  of  fact  tending  to  make 
the  defendant  liable  for  that  demand.  On  a  motion 
made  at  special  term  to  compel  the  plaintiff  to  elect 
between  the  two,  such  motion  was  denied  upon  the 
ground  (stated  in  a  memorandum)  that  it  was  ^'the 
right  of  the  plaintiff  to  set  forth  all  the  facts,  which 
made  the  defendant  liable,"  and  that  the  statement 
[*]  of  "two  distinct  grounds  of  liability"  for ''only 
one  cause  of  action  "  was  proper.  On  appeal  to  the 
general  term  of  the  third  department,  this  decision  was 
affirmed  (25  Hun,  666).  In  this  department  the  ques- 
tion argued  must  therefore  be  deemed  settled. 

Perhaps  one  other  thought  on  this  point  may  be 
separately  added,  though  it  has  already  been  suggested. 
It  is  impossible  for  a  party  or  his  counsel  to  know  in 
advance  of  a  trial  the  exact  facts  of  a  case.  It  is  often 
difficult  in  an  action  like  the  present  to  determine 
whether  there  was  an  actual  insurance,  or  a  simple 
agreement  to  insure  and  deliver  a  policy.  There  may 
be  danger  in  presenting  the  case  upon  a  single  ground, 
while  a  recovery  may  be  certain  if  the  plaintiff  is  al- 
lowed to  present  both.  Many  other  cases  of  like  uncer- 
tainty will  readily  recur  to  the  mind  of  a  practicing 
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lawyer.  Why  then,  it  may  well  be  asked,  unless  jus- 
tice is  to  be  hampered,  should  a  party  be  compelled  to 
do  that  which  may  result  in  his  defeat,  when  justice 
and  right  require  his  success  ?  So  to  construe  and  in- 
terpret the  Code  defeats  its  entire  object,  which  was  to 
simplify  and  make  easy,  and  not  to  perplex  the  ad- 
ministration of  justice.  Precisely  this  view  of  this 
question  was  taken  many  years  ago  by  Judge  Cowles, 

with  the  concurrence  of  the  judges  of  the  general 
[•]    term,  in  Jones  v.  Palmer  (1  Abb.  Pr,  442),  and  it 

seems  to  be  so  clearly  right  as  to  preclude  discussion. 
But  a  single  word  need  be  added  upon  the  second 
application — that  to  compel  a  more  definite  statement 
as  to  the  interest  of  John  A.  Thompson  in  the  insured 
property.  It  is  diflScult  to  see  how  the  complaint  could 
be  made  more  explicit  in  that  particular.  It  is  dis- 
tinctly stated  that  he  held  a  mortgage  at  the  time  of  the 

fire  to  secure  the  payment  of  $2,250.  What  eflfect, 
f]    if  any,  this  fact  may  have  upon  the  rights  of  the 

plaintiff  is  not  before  me,  and  is  not  determined. 
The  allegation  is  definite,  certain  and  clear,  and  cannot 
be  made  more  so  by  additional  averments. 

The  motion  of  the  defendant  must  be  denied,  but 
without  costs,  as  the  moving  party  is  sustained  in  its 
practice  by  several  adjudged  cases.

80  purchased  at  the  request  of  the  plaintiff,  has  no  such  connec- 
tion with  the  cause  of  action,  as  to  entitle  it  to  be  set  up  as  a 
counter-claim  to  defeat  or  diminish  plaintiff^s  claim. 

{Decided  February  9,  1883.) 

Demurrer  to  counter-claim. 

The  complaint  alleges  that  the  defendants  in  the 
month  of  September,  1880,  for  the  purpose  of  inducing 
plaintiff  to  purchase  a  dwelling-house  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  known  as  No.  48  East  Fifty-eighth  street 
then  owned  by  them  and  in  the  course  of  erection 
falsely  stated  and  represented  to  her  that  it  ''was  or 
would  be  by  them  furnished  in  a  complete  workman- 
like manner  with  all  modern  improvements,  that  the 
plumbing  work  was  to  be  made  perfect,  and  that,  in 
connection  with  said  plumbing,  the  drains  in  said  house 
were  in  perfect  order  and  the  sewer  connections  within 
and  without  said  house  were  fully  protected  against 
the  escape  of  sewer  gas  in  said  house."  It  also  avers 
that  the  plaintiff,  relying  upon  said  representations  and 
believing  them  to  be  true,  contracted  to,  and  did  there- 
after, purchase  said  house  for  the  sum  of  $38,000 ;  that 
Vol.  in.— 14 
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she  would  not  have  purchased  it  but  for  said  statements 
and  representations;  *'that  after  such  purchase,  and 
after  plaintiff  had  entered  into  possession  and  occu- 
pancy of  said  dwelling-house,  she  ascertained  that  said 
statements  and  representations  were  not  true  and  that 
said  drains  were  not  provided  with  proper  apph'ances, 
and  that  said  sewer  connections  were  not  properly 
made,  but  that  on  the  contrary  they  were  either 
entirely  missing  or  so  defective  as  to  cause  foul  and 
unhealthy  odors  to  arise  and  to  escape  into  said  house 
and  into  the  "rooms  occupied  by  plaintiffs  family,  where- 
by their  health  and  safetj'-  were  seriously  threatened, 
and  in  consequence  whereof  plaintiffs  family  were  com- 
pelled to  remove  from  said  house  until  certain  altera- 
tions and  repairs  could  be  made  so  as  to  render  said 
house  safe  and  habitable;"  and  sets  forth  the  damage 
resulting  therefrom. 

The  answer  denies  each  and.every  allegation  of  the 
complaint  and  sets  up  a  counter-claim  in  words  follow- 
ing :  ''For  a  counter-claim  defendants  allege  that  plaint- 
iff is  justly  indebted  to  defendants  for  the  sum  of  $550, 
moneys  paid  out  and  expended  by  defendants  at  the 
request  and  for  the  benefit  of  plaintiff  between  the  1st 
day  of  September,  1880,  and  the  1st  day  of  January,  1881, 
which  said  moneys  were  expended  in  reference  to  the 
buildings  Nos.  48  and  60  East  Fifty-eighth  street  in  the 
city  of  New  York  in  improvements  in  the  plumbing 
thereof  contracted  for  in  the  contract  of  purchase  set 
forth  in  the  complaint  between  plaintiff  and  defendant, 
and  which  is  the  subject  of  the  action  herein."  To  this 
counter-claim  the  plaintiff  demurred. 

Adolph  L.  Sanger^  for  the  demurrer. 

Kelly  &  MacJRaey  opposed. 

Van  Vorst,  J. — The  complaint  sets  up  a  cause  of 
action  growing  out  of  certain  representations  made  by 
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the  defendants  to  induce  the  plaintiff  to  purchase  prop- 
erty, and  relying  upon  the  truthfulness  of  which,  and 
influenced  thereby,  the  plaintiff  made  the  purchase. 

The  complaint  sets  up  that  the  representations  were 
false,  and  that  in  relying  and  in  acting  upon  them  she 
claims  to  have  sustained  injury  and  damage. 

The  action  is  not  upon  the  contract  for  the  purchase 
and  sale,  but  is  founded  upon  the  defendants'  wrong- 
ful misrepresentations,  extrinsic  to  the  contract. 

These  observations  are  rendered  necessary,  to  meet 
the  suggestion  made  by  the  learned  counsel  for  the 
defendants,  that  the  action  may  be  regarded  as  one  for 
a  breach  of  warranty. 

The  action,  upon  the  principal  facts  stated  in  the 
complaint,  is  clearly  not  founded  upon  the  contract, 
nor  the  breach  thereof ;  but  the  subject  of  the  action  is 
the  injury  sustained  through  the  defendant's  false 
representations. 

To  this  cause  of  action  the  defendants  interpose  as  a 
counter-claim,  a  demand  arising  out  of  a  contract  for 
work  done  upon  the  premises,  sold  by  the  defendants 
to  the  plaintiff,  and  for  moneys  paid  by  the  defendants 
therefor  at  the  plaintiff's  request. 

This  course  cannot  be  approved.  The  counter-claim 
authorized  by  the  Code  must  tend  in  some  way  to  di- 
minish or  defeat  the  plaintiff's  recovery  (Oo^^  Civ.  Pro. 
§  501). 

Under  that  section,  a  cause  of  action,  arising  out  of 
the  contract  or  transaction  set  forth  in  the  complaint 
as  the  foundation  of  the  plaintiff's  claim,  or  connected 
with  the  subject  of  the  action,  may  be  interposed  by  a 
defendant. 

The  transaction  of  which  complaint  is  made  in  the 
plaintiff's  pleadings  is  the  making,  by  the  defendant, 
of  false  representations,  and  the  subject  of  the  action 
is  the  redress  to  which  j)laintiff  is  entitled  by  acting 
upon  them,  in  the  belief  that  they  were  true. 
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With  that  matter  the  alleged  counter-claim  has  no 
such  connection  as  to  entitle  it  to  be  here  set  up,  to  de- 
feat, or  diminish  the  plantiflTs  claim  for  damages 
(Lehman  v.  Griswold,  40  -371  Y.  100 ;  Berrian  v.  Mayor, 
&c.,  15  Abb.  Pr.  K  8.  297;  People  v.  Dennison,  84  iT. 
r.  272,  279). 

Conceding  that  the  defendant  did  the  work  to  the 
amount  claimed,  it  is  no  answer  to,  and  in  no  manner 
diminishes,  the  plaintiff's  claim  for  her  peculiar  injury 
and  damage  sustained  through  the  cause,  and  in  the 
manner  alleged. 

There  must  be  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  on  the  de- 
murrer, with  liberty  to  the  defendants  to  withdraw 

their  counter-claim  on  payment  of  costs.

NOTE    ON    COUNTER-CLAIM. 
By  Montgomrrt  H.  Throop. 

I.   History  of  the  Legrislation  relating  to  Ooanter  claims. 

The  word  ** counter-claim^*  first  made  its  appearance  la  the  stat- 
ute in  1852,  in  an  amendment  to  subdivision  2  of  section  149  of  the 
Code  of  Procedure  (the  former  Code).  Subdivision  2  of  section  128 
of  the  Code  of  1848  provided  for  setting  forth  in  tlie  answer  '*  a 
statement  of  any  new  matter  constituting  a  defense,  in  ordinary  and 
concise  language/'  <&c.  Tiiis  expression  was  retained  in  section  140 
of  the  Code  of  1849,  which  took  the  place  of  section  128  of  the  Code 
of  1849,  until  1851,  when  the  words  **or  set-oflf"  were  added  after 
*'  defense, "and  in  the  next  year— 1852 — the  word  **  counter-claim"  was 
substituted  for  '*  set-off,"  and  the  section,  as  thus  amended,  continued 
unchanged,  until  it  was  repealed  in  1877,  in  consequence  of  the  enact- 
ment of  section  600  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure — subdivision  2  of 
which  is  an  exact  transcript  of  the  corresponding  subdivision  of  sec- 
tion 149  of  the  former  Code. 

In  tlie  same  year — 1852 — section  150  of  the  Code  of  1849  (section 
129  of  the  Code  of  1848)  was  also  amended,  by  adding  the  intro- 
ductory sentence  and  subdivisions  1  and  2;  which  are  now  repre- 
sented by  section  501  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  the  original 
section  150  being  represented  by  section  507  of  the  present  Code. 
Section  150  also  remained  unchanged  until  it  was  repealed  in  1877; 
and  the  two  sections  mentioned  constituted  the  only  provisions  of  the 
former  Code  defining  a  ccunter-claim.     It  was  said  in  several  cases, 
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that  the  expression  ''counter-claim"  embraced  both  set-off  atid 
recoupment.  Clinton  v.  Eddy,  1  Lam.  61  ;  Wilder  «.  Boynton,  63 
Barb.  547  ;  Vassear  f>,  Livingston,  13  N.  T.  (3  Kern,)  248  ;  affirming 
8.  C,  4  Duer,  285  ;  Chamboret  «.  Cagney,  82  i\^.  F.  Super,  Ct, 
(2  Sweeney)  378  ;  and  numerous  other  cases.  But  nevertheless  the 
distinction  between  tlie  three  was  maintained,  and  has  not  even  yet 
been  entirely  abandoned.  Crennan  «.  Underhill,  13  Weekly  Dig. 
432  ;  Elwell  «.  Skiddy,  77  N.  F.  282.  And  under  the  former  Code, 
the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to  set-offs  were 
regarded  as  applying  to  counter-claims,  as  far  as  they  were  consistent 
with  tlie  Code  itself.  But  now,  by  the  enactment  of  sections  602  to 
506  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  the  repeal  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  relating  to  set-offs,  the  term  set-off  in  pleading  is 
practically  abolished,  and  the  statutory  provisions  upon  that  subject 
relate  solely  to  counter-claims. 

II.    Analysis  of  the  existing  Statutory  Provitions  relating  to 
Coonter-elaims,  and  eorrespondence  tfeiereof  to  the  Pro- 
visions of  the  Revised  Statutes  i-elating  to  Set-oflli. 

The  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  defining  and  regu- 
lating counter-claims,  are  contained  in  sections  501  to  506.  Section 
501  corresponds  closely  to  the  introductory  clause  and  subdivisions  1 
and  2  of  section  150  of  the  former  Code,  as  amended  in  1B52  ;  except 
that  the  words  '*  must  tend  in  some  way  to  diminish  or  defeat  the 
plaintiff's  recovery,^'  and  the  words  '*or,  in  a  proper  case,  against  the 
person  whom  he  represents,"  were  added  to  the  introductory  clause. 
The  effect  of  the  latter  expression  will  be  subsequently  considered. 
The  former  was  designed  to  reflect,  generally,  the  ruling  of  the  court  in 
National  Fire  Ins.  Co  v.  McKay,  21  y.  F.  191  ;  and  the  remarks  of 
Earl,  Com.,  in  Waddell  v.  Darling,  51  iV.  F.  827  ;  by  embodying 
the  principles  thus  declared  in  the  statute,  so  as  **  to  exclude  certain 
causes  of  action,  having  no  connection  whatever  with  that  set  forth 
in  the  complaint,  and  which  could  not  in  any  way  affect  the  judg- 
ment upon  the  latter,  although  the  literal  reading  of  the  statute 
would  allow  them  to  be  interposed  ;  as,  for  instance,  where,  in  au 
action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage,  the  defendant  bet  up  as  a  counter- 
claim a  demand  on  his  part  for  the  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  upon  a 
different  piece  of  property."  Throop^s  Annotated  Cade  Ow.  Proc. 
note  to  I  501.     See  also  Agate  v.  King,  17  Al^.  Pr.  159. 

Section  502  superseded  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  defin- 
ing set-offs,  being  those  contained  in  2  R.  S.  354,  part  3,  ch.  6,  tit.  2, 
§  18  ;  which  section,. and  also  sections  19  to  28  of  the  same  title  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  were  repealed  by  the  general  repealing  act  of 
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1877.  Of  the  eleven  subdivisions  of  section  18  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
the  first  six,  and  part  of  subdivision  7,  were  regarded  by  the  f  ramers  of 
the  new  Code,  as  having  been  superseded  by  section  150  of  the  Code  of 
Procedure,  and  as  useless  under  the  corresponding  provisions  of  section 
501  of  the  present  Code;  so  that  they  have  no  substitutes  in  the  pres- 
ent statutes.  Tlie  remainder  of  subdivision  7,  and  subdivisions  8,  9 
and  10,  are  represented  by  the  section  under  consideration,  it  having 
been  the  intention  of  the  framers  of  the  new  Code  to  preserve  them 
unaltered  in  any  matter  of  substance,  so  far  as  they  were  consistent 
with  the  existing  system  of  pleading  and  procedure.  Section  502,  as 
reported  by  the  commissioners,  and  enacted  in  1876,  also  contained 
a  fourth  subdivision,  which  was  a  substitute  for  subdivision  11  of 
section  18  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  It  provided  that  in  an  action  by  a 
receiver,  or  the  trustee  of  an  insolvent  or  imprisoned  debtor,  a  counter- 
claim could  not  be  allowed,  except  in  cases  where  it  was  specially 
prescribed  by  law  that  a  set-oflf  might  be  allowed  in  such  an  action ; 
the  reference  being  chiefly  to  2  R.  S.  47,  §§  36-S8,  and  2  R.  S.  469, 
§§  67-74;  which  were  left  unrepealed  by  the  general  repealing  acts 
of  1877  and  1880,  and  are  still,  at  least  nominully,  in  force.  But 
subdivision  4  was  stricken  out  by  the  amendatory  act  of  1877,  so  that 
a  grave  question  arises,  whether  such  of  the  last  cited*  provisions  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  as  relate  to  set-offs  are  not  repealed  by  implica- 
tion, and  the  cases  for  which  they  provide  left  to  be  regulated  by 
subdivision  3 — a  question  which  must  probably  be  answered  in  the 
affirmative. 

Sections  19  and  20  of  the  same  title  of  the  Revised  Statutes  were 
inconsistent  with  the  present  system  of  pleading,  and  are  'conse- 
quently not  represented  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.  The  phrase- 
ology of  sections  21  and  22  of  the  Revised  Statutes  was  also  not 
adapted  to  the  new  system;  but  the  provisions  of  those  sections  af- 
fected the  rights  of  the  parties,  and  to  that  extent  they  are  preserved 
in  sections  503  and  504.  The  last  sentence  of  section  503  is  new ;  it 
covers  a  case  which  was  left  doubtful  by  the  authorities  under  the 
former  statute. 

Section  505  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  represents  section  25 
of  this  title  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  with  only  such  alterations  of 
phraseology  as  the  present  system  of  procedure  required;  the  sub- 
stance of  the  original  having  been  preserved. 

Section  506  of  the  Code  represents  sections  23  and  24  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  with  similar  alterations  only.  A  suggestion  made  by 
FoLGER,  Ch.  J.,  in  Jordan  v.  National  S.  &  L.  Bank,  74  N.  T,  467, 
respecting  the  effect  of  the  alteration  of  the  language  of  the  original, 
is  considered  subsequently  in  this  note. 
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in.  General  Requisites  to  the  Taliditj  of  a  Coanter-claim. 

(1)  To  render  a  connter-claim  admissible,  it  must,  by  the  terms  of 
section  501  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  be  a  cause  of  action 
'*  against  the  plaintiff,  or,  in  a  proper  case,  against  the  person  whom 
he  represents."  The  expression  **  the  person  whom "  the  plaintiff 
*'  represents^'  is,  in  general,  intended  to  apply  to  the  special  cases  of 
aasignees,  executors,  &c.,  for  which  the  statute  provides  in  sections 
502,  505  and  506;  but  it  includes  also  any  case  where  a  plaintiff,  who 
sues  as  the  representative  of  another,  is  liable  to  be  charged  with  a 
counter-claim  against  the  latter.  Thus,  where  a  principal  sues  to  re- 
cover the  price  of  goods  sold  for  him  by  a  factor  in  the  latter's  own 
name,  a  counter-claim  in  favor  of  the  defendant  against  the  factor, 
which  accrued,  although  by  assignment,  before  the  -defendant  knew 
that  the  vendor  was  a  mere  factor,  is  admissible.  Judson  v,  Stilwell, 
26  How,  Pr.  213;  Pratt  v,  Collins,  20  Hun,  126. 

A  counter-claim,  in  order  to  be  available  to  the  defendant,  must  be 
for  a  good  cause  of  action;  and  accordingly  section  494  allows  the 
plaintiff  to  demur  to  a  counter  claim,  ** on  the  ground  that  it  is  in- 
sufficient in  law,  upon  the  face  thereof;"  and,  if  the  defendant  de- 
mands an  affirtpative  judgment  upon  his  counter-claim,  section  495 
allows  a  demm-rer  for  the  same  causes  as  those  for  which  a  demurrer 
lies  to  the  complaint,  having  regard  to  the  difference  between  the 
character  of  the  pleadings  and  the  situation  of  the  parties.  But  if 
the  counter-claim  is  not  admissible,  the  plaintiff  is  not  bound  to  de- 
mur; he  may  take  the  objection  at  the  trial.  And  if  he  puts  in  a 
reply  to  an  inadmissible  counter-claim,  he  is  not  concluded  thereby 
from  objecting  to  its  admissibility  as  matter  of  law.  Smith  v.  Hall, 
67  N.  T.  48;  overruling  Hammond  «.  Terry,  3  Lam,  186,  and  Ayres 
«.  OTarrell,  10  Bowi.  147;  People  t>.  Dennison,  84  iV:  F.  273*;  Carpenter 
«.  Manhattan  L.  Ins.  Co.,  22  Hun,  49.  And  in  such  a  case  the  record 
does  not  preclude  the  defendant  from  maintaining  a  new  action  Upon 
the  counter-claim.     People  «.  Dennison,  84  N.  Y.  272. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  admissibility  of  a  counter-claim,  under  the 
provision  of  section  501  which  has  been  quoted,  is  to  be  tested  by 
the  question  whether,  at  tiie  time  when  the  action  was  commenced, 
an  action,  legal  or  equitable  {Code  Civ.  Proc.  §  507),  could  have  been 
maintained  upon  it  against  the  plaintiff;  so  that  the  defendant  cannot 
maintain  his  counter-claim,  unless  he  has  a  good  cause  of  action 
which  belonged  to  him,  and  was  payable  by  or  otherwise  enforceable 
against  the  plaintiff,  at  the  time  of  the  commencement  of  the  action. 
Heidenheimer  v.  Wilson,  31  Barb  636;  Vassear  tj.  Livingston,  13  JV. 
F.  (3  Kern,)  248;  affirming  S.  C,  4  Duer,  285;  Merrick  v.  Gordon, 
20  N.  r.  93;  Robinson  v.  Howes,  20  N.  T.  84;  Myers  «.  Davis,  22  JV. 
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r.  489;  reyereing  8.  C,  26  Ba^.  367;  Patterson  «.  Patterson,  59  K 
T.  574;  modifying  8.  0.,  1  -ETwn,  323;  Pittman  «.  Mayor,  Ac,  62  N. 
T.  637;  affirming  on  opinion  below,  8.  C,  3  Hun,  370;  Senear  v. 
Woods,  74  K  Z.  615;  Taylor*.  Mayor,  &c.,  82  N.  T.  10;  affirming 
8.  C,  20  Hun,  292;  Denniston  v.  Trimmer,  27  Hun^  393. 

But  the  test,  as  to  ability  to  maintain  an  action,  relates  to  the  na- 
ture or  state  of  the  demand,  and  the  sufficiency  of  the  right  of  action ; 
not  to  any  special  regulation  suspending  or  otherwise  temporarily  affect- 
ing the  remedy.  Thus,  where,  by  the  charter  of  a  municipal  corpo- 
ration, an  action  cannot  be  maintained  against  it,  until  after  presenta- 
tion of  the  claim  and  demand  of  payment  from  some  officer,  this 
does  not  prevent  the  defendant,  in  an  action  by  the  corporation,  from 
interposing  a  counter-claim  which  has  not  been  thus  presented,  and  pay- 
ment thereof  demanded.  Taylor  v.  Mayor,  &c.,  82  iV.  F.  10;  affirm- 
ing 8.  C,  20  Hun,  292;  and  see  other  illustrations  in  the  opinion  of 
FoLGBB,  Ch.  J.,  in  the  same  case.  8ee,  however.  Town  of  Quilford  v. 
Cooley,  58  if.  F.  116,  apparently  contra  in  part.  8o  it  was  held  that  a 
judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  was  a  proper  counter-claim,  although 
an  action  would  not  lie  upon  it  under  section  71  of  the  Code  of  Pro- 
cedure. Clark  V.  8tory,  29  Barb.  295.  8o  in  an  action  by  the  people 
of  the  State,  the  defendant  may  have  a  counter-claim  allowed  to  him, 
although  the  people  cannot  be  sued ;  but  only  to  the  extent  necessary 
to  defeat  the  people^s  claim ;  for  an  affirmative  judgment  for  the  bal- 
ance cannot  be  taken  against  the  people.  People  «.  Dennison,  84  N, 
T.  272. 

But  where  the  counter-claim  is  of  such  a  character  that  our  courts 
would  not  have  jurisdiction  of  an  action  upon  it,  as  where  it  is  for 
damages  sustained  by  waste  on  land  without  the  State,  it  cannot  be 
allowed.  Cragin«.  Lovell,  88  iV.  F.  268;  2  N.  F.  Ovs,  Proc,  Rap,  128; 
reversing  8.  C,  22  Hun,  101.  In  an  action  against  a  municipal  corpo- 
ration by  the  assignee  of  an  officer,  to  recover  his  salary,  the  defend- 
ant may  have  a  counter-claim  for  moneys  unlawfully  appropriated  by 
the  officer,  notwithstanding  that  chapter  49  of  the  Laws  of  1875  (now 
sections  1969  et  ieq,  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure)  vests  such  a  right 
of  action  in  the  people.  In  an  action  by  the  assignee  of  a  banker, 
the  defendant  may  maintain  a  counter-claim  arising  upon  a  certificHte 
of  deposit  given  by  the  plaintiff's  assignor,  although  by  its  terms  it  is 
payable  only  on  presentation  and  demand,  which  were  not  made  until 
after  the  assignment.  Seymour  v,  Dunham,  24  Hun,  93.  See  also 
New  Amsterdam  Savings  Bank  v.  Tartter,  4  Abh,  N.  C,  215  (Sup^m 
Ct.  Sp.  T.). 

The  bar  created  by  the  statute  of  limitations  is  deemed,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  test,  to  affect  the  right,  and  not  the  remedy.     De  La- 
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valette  v,  Wendt,  75  iV.  T,  679  ;  per  Foloer,  Ch.  J.,  in  Taylor  «. 
Mayor,  83  N.  T.  10.  But  where  one  of  the  parties  having  mutual 
claims  becomes  a  bankrupt,  and  the  statute  has  not  run  against  a  debt 
due  by  him  when  an  assignee  is  appointed,  the  other  party  may  insist 
upon  a  counter-claim  therefor,  in  an  action  by  the  assignee  to  recover 
his  debt,  although  the  statute  has  then  run.  Yon  Sachs  «.  Kretz,  73 
JT.  F.  548  ;  affirming  8.  0.,  10  ffun,  05. 

A  counter-claim  is  inadmissible,  although  it  might  be  the  subject 
of  an  action  between  the  parties,  if  in  order  to  maintain  such  an 
action  it  would  be  necessary  to  bring  in  other  parties  who  are  not 
before  the  court  ;  as  for  instance  where  it  consists  of  advances  to  a 
copartnership  of  which  the  plaintiflf,  the  defendant  and  a  third  person 
were  members  (Cummings  v.  Morris,  25  N,  T.  625  ;  affirming  8.  C, 
8  BoMD,  560  ;  Coursen  v,  Hamlin,  2  Duery  518  ;  Goodwin  v,  Gonklin, 
6  Weekly  Dig.  181)  ;  or  a  cause  of  action  against  a  firm  of  which  the 
plaintiff  is  a  member,  even  if  it  arises  out  of  the  same  transaction 
(Mynderse  v.  Snook,  1  Lan$.  488)  ;  or  a  cause  of  action  owned  by  the 
defendant  and  a  third  person  not  a  party  (Kiersted  v.  West,  18 
Week.  Dig.  106,  Sup*m  Ct.  Gen.  T.).  But  where,  although  a  joint 
action  would  lie  against  the  plaintiff  and  a  third  person,  yet  the  right 
of  action  is  several,  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  his  counter-cbiim. 
More  V.  Rand,  60  N.  T.  208.  And  sembJey  that  unless  the  third  per- 
son's interest  appears  on  the  face  of  the  answer,  the  plaintiff  must  set 
it  up  in  a  reply.  Schubert «.  Harteau,  84  Barb.  447.  Contra^  Myn- 
derse V.  Snook,  1  Lome.  488.  And  eemble,  that  a  defendant  cannot 
maintain  a  counter-claim  which  is  inconsistent  with  his  defense,  as 
where  he  successfully  defends  an  action  to  compel  him  to  fulfill  a 
contract  on  the  ground  of  failure  of  the  other  party  to  fulfill,  and 
then  seeks  to  enforce  the  contract.     Walker  «.  Millard,  29  N.   T.  875. 

■ 

Where  the  plaintiff  is  bound  to  divide  the  recovery  with  a  third 
person,  not  a  party,  a  demand  against  the  latter  is  not  admissible  as  a 
counter-claim.  Pittmano.  Mayor,  &c.,  8  Eun^  870  ;  affirmed  without 
opinion,  S.  C,  62  N.  T.  687.  Nor  is  a  counter-claim  against  all  the 
members  of  a  corporation  admissible  in  an  action  by  the  corporation. 
N.  Y.  Ice  Co.  V.  Parker,  8  Boew.  688. 

(2)  Section  501  also  requires  that  the  cause  of  action  must  be  *4n 
favor  of  the  defendant,  or  of  one  or  more  defendants,  between  whom 
and  the  plaintiff  a  separate  judgment  may  be  had  in  the  action." 

Thus,  in  an  action  to  recover  the  purchase  price,  brought  by  the 
vendor  against  the  surety  for  the  vendee,  the  defendant  cannot  sus- 
tain a  counter-claim  for  damages  for  breach  of  warranty  or  fraud  on 
the  sale,  as  the  cause  of  action  is  not  in  favor  of  the  defendant,  but 
personal  to  the  vendee.    Hendry  «.  Daley,  17  Hun^  210.    And,  in  an 
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action  between  co-sureties  for  contribution,  the  defendant  cannot 
have  a  counter-claim  for  an  indebtedness  of  the  plaintiff  to  the  prin- 
cipal.    O'Blenis  «.  Karing,  57  N.    Y.  649  ;  Davis  v.  Toulmin,  77 

iv;  r.  280. 

In  an  action  against  principal  and  sureties,  to  recover  upon  an 
undertaking  given  upon  replevying  a  chattel,  the  sureties  cannot 
maintain  a  counter-claim  for  a  debt  due  from  the  plaintiff  or  his 
assignor  to  the  principal.  Coffin  v.  McLeaa,  80  2f,  Y.  560.  But  see 
Springer  c.  Dwyer,  50  N,  F.  19. 

This  provision  is  identical  in  meaning,  and  almost  in  language, 
with  the  corresponding  provision  of  section  150  of  the  former  Code 
which  effected  a  mateiial  change  in  the  law,  for,  under  subdivision  6 
of  section  18  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  if  there  were  two  or  more 
defendants,  the  demand  set  off  must  have  been  due  to  all  of  them 
jointly.  Under  this  provision,  in  an  action  to  foreclose  a  mortgage, 
where  a  surety  for  the  mortgagor  had  executed  a  joint  bond  with  him 
for  the  mortgage  debt,  and  judgment  for  the  deficiency  was  asked, 
against  both,  it  was  held  that  botti  might  sustain  a  counter-claim  for 
a  debt  due  from  the  plaintiff  to  the  mortgagor,  because  a  several 
judgment  might  be  taken.  *  Bathgate  «.  Haskin,  59  N,  Y,  583; 
reversing  S.  C,  5  Daly,  861. 

Where,  upon  a  joint  sale  of  goods  to  three  persons  by  the  plain 
tiff,  each  gave  a  separate  note  for  his  share  of  the  purchase  money, 
held,  that  in  an  action  upon  one  of  the  notes,  the  defendant  could 
not  be  allowed  a  counter-claim  for  breach  of  warranty  and  fraud  in 
the  sale,  as  that  cause  of  action  belonged  to  the  three  jointly. 
Hopkins  tj.  Lane,  87  N,  F.  501.  See  also  Newell  v.  Salmons,  22  Barb. 
247;  Peabody  «.  Bloomer,  5  Duer,  678;  S.  C,  6  Duer,  53;  Hurlbut  t>. 
Post,  1  Bo8w,  28;  Nat.  St.  Bk.  v,  Boylan,  2  Abb.  N.  O,  216;  Bockover 
».  Harris,  43  N,  Y.  Super.  (11  J.  <&  8.)  648;  Baldwin  v.  JBriggs,  53 
Hoio.  Pr.  60 ;  Baldwin  v.  Berrian,  53  Ebw.  Pr.  81 ;  Clegg  v.  American 
N.  Union,  60  How.  Pr.  498. 

But  where  an  insolvent  banking  firm  had  executed  to  the  plaintiff 
a  general  assignment  in  trust  for  creditors,  including  their  individual 
and  copartnership  property,  and  the  individual  debts  had  been  paid 
out  of  the  individual  property,  it  was  held,  in  an  action  to  recover 
moneys  held,  under  a  will,  in  trust  for  one  of  the  partners,  to  which 
the  plaintiff  had  become  entitled  by  the  death,  since  the  assignment, 
of  the  person  to  whom  the  income  was  payable  during  life,  that  the 
defendants  were  entitled  to  a  set-off  for  moneys  deposited  by  them 
with  the  assignors  before  the  assignment.  Shipman  o.  Lansing,  25 
Hun^  290.  But  this  decision  was  rested,  not  on  the  words  of  the 
statute,  but  on  general  principles  of  equitable  sot-off. 
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(3)  By  subdivision  1  of  section  501 ,  a  couu tor-claim  may  be 
allowed,  where  it  consists  of  *^  a  cause  of  action,  arising  out  of  the 
contract  or  transaction,  set  forth  in  the  complaint  as  the  foundation  of 
the  plaintiff's  claim,  or  connected  with  the  subject  of  the  action.'^ 
This  subdivision  is  a  literal  transcript  of  subdivision  1  of  section  150 
of  the  former  Code,  added  in  1852,  which  worked  a  great  change  in 
the  law,  for  it  allowed  counter-claims  for  torts,  and  in  actions  for 
torts,  whicli  were  not  admissible  under  the  former  statute.  But  the 
precise  meaning  of  this  phrase  is  yet  unsettled.  In  Glen  &  Hall  Man. 
Co.  «.  Hall,  61  N,  r.  220;  reversing  S.  C,  6  Lans.  158,  Dwight, 
Com.,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  said:  ^'  The  subject  of  an 
action  is  either  property  (as  illustrated  by  a  real  action)  or  a  violated 
right."  And  in  this  case,  where  an  action  was  brought  to  restrain 
tlie  defendant  from  using  a  trade-mark,  and  the  defendant  set  up 
that  it  was  his  own  trade-mark,  and  asked,  by  way  of  counter-claim, 
for  a  judgment  restraining  the  plaintiff  from  using  it,  and  for  damages 
for  the  use  already  made  of  it,  the  court  held  that  this  was  a  good 
counter-claim,  as  being  **  connected  with  the  subject  of  the  action," 
which  was  the  trade-mark.  In  Chamboret  v.  Cagney,  82  N.  Y,  Super. 
(2  Sioeeny)  378;  8.  C,  10  Abb.  Pr,  N.  S.  81;  41  Hem,  Pr,  125;  and  in 
Lehmalr  9.  Griswold,  40  N,  F.  8up&r.  (8  J.  <t  8,)  100,  the  court  defined 
'Hhe  subject  of  the  action'*  as  ''the  facts  constituting  the  plaintiffs 
cause  of  action ;"  and  in  each  case,  in  an  action  for  a  tort,  disal* 
lowed  a  counter  claim  for  an  independent  tort,  though  it  was  commit- 
ted with  respect  to  the  property  affected  by  the  tort  for  which  the 
plaintiff  sued. 

So  in  People  «.  Denuison,  84  N.  F.  272,  the  allegation  in  the  com- 
plaint was  that  the  defendant  fraudulently  obtained  money  from  the 
State  by  false  representations,  false  vouchers,  and  collusion  with 
certain  State  officers,  in  and  about  the  performance  of  a  contract  to  do 
certain  work  on  the  Erie  canal.  The  defendants  set  up,  as  a  counter- 
claim, that  the  State  was  indebted  to  them  for  work  and  materials 
furnished  on  the  same  contract.  It  was  held,  that  the  counter-claim 
was  not  admissible,  as  it  did  not  arise  out  of  the  trnnsaciion  set  forth 
in  the  complaint,  nor  was  it  connected  with  tiie  subject  of  the  action: 
that  the  subject  of  the  action  was  the  fraud,  which  was  wholly 
distinct  from  the  defendants'  claim;  and  the  circumstance  that  the 
latter  arose  in  the  course  of  the  same  work  with  respect  to  which  the 
fraud  was  committed,  was  immaterial. 

In  an  action  by  a  grantee  to  set  aside  a  junior  conveyance  as  a 
cloud  on  the  plaintiff's  title,  it  having  been  recorded  before  the 
plaintiff's  conveyance,  the  defendant  may  ask,  by  way  of  counter- 
claim, that  the  plaintiff's  deed  be  set  aside  as  fraudulently  procured, 
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on  the  ground  that  it  is  a  cause  of  action  arising  out  of  the  trans- 
action set  forth  in  the  complaint.  Moody  v.  Moody,  16  Hun,  180. 
Where  the  action  was  to  recover  damages  for  converting  certain  cord- 
wood,  and  the  defendant,  by  way  of  counter-claim,  alleged  that  it 
held  a  mortgage  on  the  land  on  which  the  wood  was  cut,  and  the 
plaintiff,  a  junior  mortgagee  in  possession,  knowing  that  the  land 
was  an  inadequate  security  for  the  debt,  and  intending  to  defraud 
the  defendants,  committed  waste  by  cutting  the  wood,  and  there- 
upon claimed  a  judgment  for  damages,  held,  that  although  ordinarily, 
in  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  tort,  a  tort  committed  by  the 
plaintiff  cannot  be  iuterposed  as  a  counter-claim,  yet  in  this  case 
the  counter-claim  was  good,  as  being  connected  with  the  subject  of 
the  action,  which  was  ^*the  wood  converted.*'  Carpenter  v.  Manhat- 
tan L.  Ins.  Co.,  22  Hun,  49.  In  this  case,  the  count  adde  I  :  '*  It  is 
not  easy  to  define  what  was  intended  by  such  a  general  phrase  as 
'connected  with  the  subject  of  the  action.'  Such  language  does, 
however,  plainly  indicate  a  design  to  enlarge  tlie  scope  of  the  old 
rule  relating  to  set-off  and  recoupment,  and  to  authorize  an  applic^i- 
tion  of  the  equitable  principle,  that  cross  claims,  grov^ing  out  of  the 
same  matter  or  controversy,  should  be  determined  in  one  action,  and 
that  the  balance  only,  found  to  be  due,  should  be  recovered.  To 
that  end,  the  provision  cited  should  receive  a  liberal  interpretation. 
Bee  Thompson  v.  Eessel,  80  2f,  T.  889;  Fettrech  v.  McKay,  47  Id. 
427;  Isham  v,  Davidson,  52  Id,  240.'' 

Under  sections  5197,  5198  of  the  United  States  Revised  Statutes, 
where  usury  has  been  taken  by  a  national  banlc,  the  defendant,  in  an 
action  upon  a  security  discounted  for  him,  may  have  a  counter-claim 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  interest  taken  (National  Bank  v.  Lewis,  73 
J^.  F.  516)  ;  but  the  penalty  of  double  the  usurious  interest  taken 
cannot  be  set  up  as  a  counter-claim,  but  must  be  recovered  in  a 
penal  action  brought  for  that  purpose.  F.  &  M.  Nat.  Bk.  o.  Lang, 
22  Run,  372;  reversed  on  another  point,  S.  C,  87  N.  F,  209. 

In  an  action  against  the  trustee  under  a  will,  alleging  the  invalid- 
ity of  the  trusts  of  real  property  created  thereby,  and  praying  for  a 
judgment,  declaring  the  title  to  the  real  property  to  l>e  in  the  plain- 
tiff under  the  will,  the  defendant  in  his  answer  insisted  on  the  valid- 
ity of  the  trusts,  and  alleged  as  a  counter-claim,  that  the  plaintiff  had 
"unlawfully  received  the  rents  and  profits,  and  demanded  an  affirm- 
ative judgment  for  an  accounting  and  the  establishment  of  the  trusts. 
Held,  that  the  subject  of  the  action  was  the  construction  uf  the  will 
and  the  validity  of  the  trusts,  and  that  the  counter-claim  was  con- 
nected therewith,  and  so  allowable.     O'Brien  v.  Gamiss,  25  Hun,  44d. 

Before  the  enactment  of  section  1770  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
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cedure,  it  was  held,  that  in  an  action  for  a  divorce,  the  alleged 
adultery  was  the  subject  of  the  action,  and  therefore  that  the  defend- 
ant could  not  set  up  a  counterclaim,  either  for  a  separation  or  for  a 
divorce,  by  reason  of  the  plaintifTs  misconduct.  Diddell  v.  Diddell, 
8  Abb.  Pr.  167  (Sup'm.  Ct.  Sp.  T.);  R.  P.  H.  v.  S.  H.,  40  Barb.  9 
(Gen.  T.).  For  an  illustration  of  the  existing  rule  under  section 
1770,  see  Finn  v.  Finn,  62  Rate.  Pr.  83. 

In  an  action  to  recover  for  the  services  of  the  plaintifTs  assignor 
as  attorney  and  counsel  for  the  defendant,  held,  that  the  subject  of 
the  action  was  the  contract  of  employment,  and  that  the  defendant 
might  have  a  counterclaim  for  malpractice  in  an  action  other  than 
thut  on  which  the  plaintiff  counted  as  the  foundation  of  his  claim* 
Harlock  v.  Le  Baron,  1  iV.  7.  Civ.  Pro.  R.  168  (Sup'm.  Ct.  Sp.  T.). 

See  also  as  to  the  construction  of  this  provision,  Kelley^  v.  Bern- 
heimer,  3  T.  d  C.  140;  Edgerton  «.  Paige,  20  N.  T.  281;  10  Abb.  Pr. 
119;  Thompson  v.  Kessel,  80  K  T.  888;  Sandford  f>.  Travers,  40  Id. 
140;  Isham  v.  Davidson,  52  Id.  237;  El  well  «.  Skiddy,  77  Id.  282; 
Lazarus  «.  Heilman,  2  N.  T.  Civ.  Pro.  R.  204  (N.  Y.  C.  P.  Sp.  T.). 

(4)  Subdivision  2  of  section  501  provides  that  a  counter-claim  is 
sufScient,  if  it  is  **in  an  action  on  contract,  any  other  cause  of  action 
on  contract,  existing  at  the  commencement  of  the  action.  This  is 
also  an  almost  literal  transcript  of  the  corresponding  subdivision  of 
section  150  of  the  former  Code,  which  swept  away  various  nice  dis- 
tinctions as  to  the  nature  of  admissibility  of  set-offs  in  particular  cases 
arising  under  the  provisions  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  It  is  now  well 
settled  that  this  subdivision  is  entirely  independent  of  subdivision  1 ; 
so  that  if  a  counter-claim  arising  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied, 
fulfills  the  conditions  of  the  introductory  clause  of  the  section,  it  is 
admissible  in  an  action  upon  a  contract,  express  or  implied,  subject, 
pf  course,  to  the  provisions  of  sections  502,  505,  and  506,  although  it 
has  no  connection  with  the  cause  of  action,  or  **  subject  of  the  action." 
Parsons  v.  Sutton,  66  K  T.  92;  ajfirming  89  2i.  Y.  Super.  (7  J.  <fe  8.) 
544.  And  this  subdivision  is  exclusive  of  every  action  other  than  an 
action  on  contract,  and  of  every  counter-claim  other  than  one 
founded  upon  a  contract.  So  that  in  an  action  for  a  penalty,  there 
can  be  no  connter-claim.  Dcnniston  v.  Trimmer,  27  Hun^  898.  And 
in  an  action  to  recover  for  services,  the  defendant  cannot  sustain  a 
counter-claim,  founded  upon  the  liability  of  the  plaintiff,  as  a  trustee 
of  a  corporation,  to  the  defendant  as  a  creditor  of  the  corporation,  by 
reason  of  a  failure  to  make  and  file  an  annual  report;  for  such  a  lia- 
bility does  not  rest  upon  contract.  Clapp  o.  Wright,  21  Huriy  240; 
Piser  V.  Stearns,  1  Hilt.  86.  But  a  judgment  is  a  contract,  and, 
therefore,  in  an  action  upon  a  contract,  the  defendant  may  have  a 
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counter-rlaim  for  a  judgment  in  tort.  Taylor «?.  Root,  4  Kofes,  335. 
Where,  however,  an  app^al  is  taken  from  a  judgment,  the  right  to 
set  off  the  same  is  suspended  until  the  determination  of  the  appeal. 
Hardt  c.  Shulting,  24  Hun,  345.  This  case,  however,  arose  upon  a 
motion  to  offset  the  judgment,  and  it  may  be  doubted  whether  the 
same  rule  applies  to  a  counter-claim  under  the  statute. 

But  questions  of  considerable  difficulty,  as  to  which  the  author- 
ities are  not  entirely  clear  and  uniform,  frequently  arise  under  the 
present  system  of  pleading,  wliere  the  cause  of  action  or  counter- 
claim is  founded  upon  a  tortious  act  relating  to  property,  which  the 
party  might,  at  common  law,  waive,  and  sue  for  his  damages  in  as- 
sumpsit. In  such  a  case,  the  weight  of  authority  seems  to  establish 
tlie  following  rules. 

First.  That  in  an  action  upon  contract,  the  counter-claim  is  good, 
if  the  party  interposing  it  might  have  brought  an  action  upon  it,  either 
in  tort  or  assumpsit,  and  that  he  may  sustain  it  as  a  counter-claim, 
even  upon  a  statement  of  the  facts,  identical  with  the  statement  which 
would  be  required  to  render  his  complaint  good  in  an  action  to  re- 
cover damages  for  the  tort.  Andrews  t>.  Artisan *s  Bank,  26  N,  T. 
298;  Coit  «.  Stewart,  60  Id.  17;  Wood  «.  Mayor,  &c.,  73  Id.  656; 
McDougallv.  Walling,  48  Barb.  364;  Brown  «.  Tottle,  66  Barb.  169; 
Harway  c.  Mayor,  &c.,  1  Hun^  628.  Contra^  Mayor  v.  Parker  Vein 
8.  8.  Co.,  8  Bosvo.  300;  12  Abb.  Pr.  300;  21  ffow.  Pr.  289;  Piser  ©. 
Stearns,  1  Hilt.  86;  Berrian  ©.  Mayor,  &c.,  15  Ahb.  N.  8.  207.  And 
see  Miller  v.  Barber,  66  iV.  T.  658;  affirming  8.  C,  4  Hun,  802. 

Secondly.  But  where  the  plaintiff  sues  upon  a  transaction  of  the 
same  nature,  and  his  complaint  indicates  that  he  relies  on  its  tortious 
character,  and  seeks  to  recover  his  damages  for  the  tort,  the  defendant 
cannot  interpose  any  counter-claim  whatever,  unless  it  comes  within 
subdivision  1  of  section  501.  Fishkill  Sav.  Institution  v.  National 
Bank,  80  K  Y.  162;  affirming  8.  C,  19  Hun,  354;  People  «.  Dennison, 
84  N.  Y.  272;  Lehmair  «.  Griswold,  40  N.  Y.  Super.  (8  J.  db  S.)  100; 
Smith  V.  Hall,  67  N.  Y.  48.  And  see  Austin  v.  Rawdon,  41  i\r.  Y.  63, 
therein  distinguished;  Chambers  «.  Lewis,  11  Abb.  Pr.  610;  2o  How, 
Pr.  293;  Henry  v.  Henry,  17  Ahb.  Pr.  411. 

(5)  Subdivisions  1  and  2  of  section  502  regulate  the  allowance  of 
a  counter-claim,  in  an  action  by  an  assignee  of  a  cause  of  action. 
They  are  identical  in  meaning  with  2  R.  8.  355,  §  18,  subd.  8,  9,  with 
such  changes  of  phraseology  only  in  subdivision  1,  as  were  required 
in  order  to  adapt  the  statute  to  the  provision  allowing  the  assignee  of 
a  contract  to  maintain  an  action  in  his  own  namt^.  Incideutallv, 
however,  the  enactment  of  these  subdivisions,  in  connection  with  the 
words  **or  .  .  .  .  the  person  whom  he  represents,"  in  section  601, 
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has  apparently  abrogated  a  ruling  made  in  some  cases  under  the  former 
Code,  to  the  effect  that  a  demand  against  the  assignor  could  not  be 
made  the  subject  of  a  counter-claim,  though  it  might  be  set  off,  and, 
therefore,  that  a  reply  was  not  necessary  where  such  a  set-off  was 
interposed.  But  in  Crennan  o.  Underhill,  13  Weekly  Dig.  482  (Sup^m. 
Ct.  Gen.  T.),  decided  in  1881,  the  court  seems  to  have  overlooked  or 
disregarded  this  change  in  the  statute,  and  the  former  rule  was  ap- 
plied, although  it  is  by  no  means  clear  that  the  supposed  former  rule 
was  well  founded.  Yon  Sachs  9.  Eetz,  10  Hun^  95;  Isham  «.  Davison, 
62  N.  Y.  237.  Under  subdivision  1,  or  under  the  former  statute,  in 
an  action  by  an  assignee,  the  defendant  cannot  offset  a  demand  against 
the  assignor,  which  was  not  payable  when  the  cause  of  action  wfui  a.<i- 
signed.  Martin  v.  KunzmuUer,  87  N.  7.  806;  afiinniux  8.  0.,  10 
Bono.  16;  Bailey  «.  Martin,  65  K  T.  558;  Myers  i?.  Davis,  22  Id.  480; 
Murray  v.  Deyo,  10  flwn,  3;  Coffin  v.  McLean,  80  -Y.  F.  560. 

Where  a  contract  between  the  plaintiff^s  assignors  and  the  defend- 
ants, for  work  to  be  done  by  the  former  on  a  railroad^  provided  that 
the  defendants  might  require  the  contractors  to  make  np  and  notify 
them  of  the  amounts  due  the  laborers  for  each  month,  whereupon  the 
defendants  would  pay  the  laborers,  and  deduct  the  money  so  paid 
from  sums  payable  to  the  contractors  ;  h\k  no  such  requirement  had 
been  made ;  held,  that  the  defendants  could  not  be  allowed  a  counter 
claim  for  sums  due  to  the  laborers,  although  paid  by  them,  because 
they  were  not  liable  therefor;  but  they  might  have  a  counter-claim  for 
the  laborers'  board  billn,  paid  by  them  at  the  request  of  the  assignors, 
though  after  notice  of  the  assignment;  it  appearing  that  such  was  the 
custom  between  them  and  the  contractors,  and  that  by  the  terras  of 
the  assignment  the  work  was  to  go  on  as  before.  Sevear  v.  Woods, 
74  N.  T.  615.  See  also  Shipman  «.  Lansing,  25  Hun,  200,  cited  in 
this  note.  ante. 

In  Stilwell  v.  Carpenter,  62  i\r.  T.  680,  better  reported  in  2  Abb.  K 
C,  288,  it  was  held,  that  although  while  a  non-negotiable  obligation, — 
e.  g.,  a,  judgment, — is  held  under  assignment  to  a  third  person  aa  col- 
lateral security  for  a  debt,  the  right  of  a  debtor  to  set  off  an  obligation 
in  his  favor  subsequently  accruing, — e.  g.,  a  judgment  recovered  by  him 
against  the  judgment  creditor, — is  suspended,  yet,  on  the  satisfaction 
of  the  assignee's  claim,  the  right  of  set-off  arises,  although  the  latter 
judgment  was  recovered  after  the  assignment. 

In  an  action  by  the  general  assignees  of  a  banker  who  had  become 
insolvent,  to  recover  upon  a  promissory  note,  which  was  past  due  at 
the  time  of  the  assignment,  where  the  defendant  had  deposited  money 
with  the  banker,  and  received  a  certificate  of  deposit  therefor,  payable 
on  the  return  of  the  certificate ;  it  was  held,  that  he  might  set  off  the 
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amount  of  the  deposit,  although  the  certificate  was  not  presented 
until  after  the  assignment.  Seymour  «.  Dunham,  24  Eun^  93,  cited 
also  supra. 

The  right  of  a  bank,  holding  a  protested  bill  of  exchange,  to  set 
off  the  same  against  an  undrawn  deposit  of  the  drawer,  although 
suspended  while  the  paper  is  held  by  one,  to  whom  the  bank  has 
transferred  it,  and  who  had  a  lien  thereon,  revives  when  the  lien  is 
extinguished,  and  the  bank  repossesses  itself  of  the  paper,  and  may  be 
enforced  against  an  assignee  of  the  deposit,  where  the  bank  repos- 
sessed itself  of  the  paper  without  notice  of  the  assignment.  Robin- 
son V,  Howes,  20.  JV.  Y.  84. 

(6)  Subdivision  8  of  section  502  regulates  a  counter-claim  in  an 
action  by  a  trustee  or  a  nominal  plaintiff;  it  is  identical  in  effect  with 
subdivision  10  of  section  18  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  except  that  the 
words  *^a  demand  against  the  plaintiff  shall  not  be  allowed  as  a 
counter-claim ;  but "  have  been  added.  These  words  represent  a  pro- 
vision of  subdivision  7  of  the  same  section,  which  has  always  been 
regarded  as  applying  to  the  plaintiff  in  his  personal,  as  distinguished 
from  his  representative,  capacity.  Thus  it  was  held  under  the 
Revised  Statutes,  that  where  a  person  indebted  to  the  estate  in  a 
receiver's  hands  was  employed  by  the  receiver  to  render  necessary 
services  for  the  estate,  he  might  have  a  counter-claim  for  the  value  of 
his  services  in  an  action  to  recover  the  debt.  Davis  v.  Stover,  58  JVl 
F.  473.  So  where  a  debtor  to  the  estate  was  sued  by  the  executrix 
upon  a  demand  which  accrued  after  the  testator's  death,  it  was  held, 
tliat  he  might  have  a  counter-claim  for  necessary  funeral  expenses 
paid  by  him,  though  not  for  a  demand  due  from  the  testator  in  his 
life-time.  Patterson  v.  Patterson,  59  N.  T,  574;  modifying  S.  C,  1 
Hun,  823. 

Where  a  person,  having  a  paid-up  policy  of  insurance  upon  his  own 
life,  purchased,  after  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  for  an  insurance 
company,  land  mortgaged  to  the  company,  and  assumed  the  mort- 
gage, held,  that  he  could  not  maintain  an  action  to  redeem  the 
mortgage  upon  the  payment  of  the  amount  due,  less  the  value  of  his 
policy.     Waring  tj.  O'Neill,  15  Han,  105. 

(7)  Section  603  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  represents,  with- 
out any  substantial  change,  sections  21  and  22  of  this  title  of  the 
Revised  Statutes,  with  the  addition  of  the  last  sentence,  which  settles 
a  point  as  to  which  the  authorities  under  the  former  statute  were  not 
entirely  clear.  The  provision  of  the  Revised  Statutes  (2  R.  S.  280, 
part  8,  ch.  2,  tit.  4,  §  57)  prohibiting  a  defendant  in  a  justice's  court 
who  neglects  to  interpose  a  set-off,  which  might  have  been  allowed  in 
the  action  against  him,  from  subsequently  maintaining  an  action  in 
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the  same  demand,  was  not,  nor  is  its  substitute, — section  2947  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure, — applicable  to  the  defendant  in  a  court  of 
record,  who  may,  in  a  case  within  subdivision  2  of  section  501,  aod 
also  in  a  case  within  subdivision  1  of  the  same  section,  unless  the 
circumstances  are  such  that  the  record  would  necessarily  conclude 
him,  elect,  either  to  interpose  his  demand  as  a  counter-claim  in  the 
action  against  him,  or  to  maintain  an  independent  action  thereupon. 
Brown  v.  Gallaudet,  80  2i,  T,  413.  And  the  rule  is  not  changed  by 
the  fact,  that  in  the  former  action  the  complaint  gave  the  defendant 
credit  for  the  counter-claim,  and  demanded  judgment  for  the  balance 
only,  where  it  appeared  that  the  defendant  in  that  action  did  not 
avail  himself  of  the  credit,  and  the  verdict  therein  was  for  the  full 
amount  of  the  plaintilE^s  demand.     lb. 

Bat  if,  in  the  action  against  him,  the  defendant  relied,  in  bis 
answer,  upon  a  counter-claim  against  the  plaintiff,  exceeding  the 
amount  of  the  plaintiff^s  demand,  but  did  not  demand  judgment  for 
the  excess,  and  established  the  same  on  the  trial,  but  took  judgment 
only  for  costs,  ho  cannot  afterwards  recover  the  excess ;  and  semble^ 
that  it  makes  no  difference  which  action  was  first  commenced. 
Inslee  «.  Hampton,  11  JSun^  156.  See  also  Draper  v.  Stouvenel,  88 
N.  T,  219;  O'Beime  «.  Lloyd,  48  U,  248. 

(8)  Section  504  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  is  a  substitute  for 
80  much  of  the  amendment  of  1851  to  section  263  of  the  former  Code 
as  relates  to  equitable  actions.  This  provision  had  no  representative 
in  this  title  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  the  latter  did  not  apply  to  equit- 
able actions  ;  but  it  followed  necessarily  from  the  provision  of  sectiou 
150  of  the  former  Code,  allowing  an  equitable  counter-cluim,  which 
is  now  represented  by  section  507  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. 

In  framing  section  504  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  the 
corresponding  provision  of  section  263  of  the  Code  of  Procedure  waf 
qualified  by  adding  the  words  **  demanded  in  the  answer,"  whicli 
were  inserted  in  accordance  with  section  509;  and  those  words,  in 
connection  with  section  609,  constituted  a  new  statutory  provision. 
But  semble^  that  a  similar  rule  was  implied  from  the  former  statute. 
Equitable  Life  Ass.  Co.  v.  Cuyler,  75  N,  Y.  511;  affirming  S.  C,  12 
Han,  247.  See  also  Barthet  v.  Elias,  2  Abb.  K  0,  364  (N.  Y.  Sup'ra. 
Ct.  Sp.  T.).  Where  a  counter-claim  in  an  equitable  action  goes 
merely  to  the  reduction  of  the  plaintiff^s  demand,  a  prayer  for  affir- 
mative judgment  is  not  necessary.  lb.;  and  Van  Brunt  v.  Day,  81  iV. 
r.  251;  reversing  8.  C,  17  Huriy  166. 

(9)  Section  505  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedare  regulates  counter- 
claims in  actions  against  executors,  administrators,  and  other  persons 
sued  in  a  representative  character.     It  is  substantially  identical  with 
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section  25  of  the  title  of  the  Revised  Statutes  under  consideration. 
The  reason  for  the  special  regulations  in  this  section,  and  those  now 
represented  by  section  606  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  is  that 
the  set-off,  'Mf  allowed^  would  alter  the  course  of  administration.'* 
Per  Nelson,  Ch.  J.,  Hills  v.  Tallman,  21  Wend.  674.  It  Was  held 
that  where  an  administrator,  after  the  rendition  of  a  judgment  against 
him,  as  administrator,  for  a  debt  of  the  intestate,  purchased  a  judg- 
ment against  the  plaintiff,  and  took  an  assignment  to  himself  as 
administrator,  the  two  judgments  could  not  be  set-off  against  each 
other  on  motion.  lb.  And  see  Dudley  «.  Griswold,  2  Bradf.  24. 
But  where  the  public  administrator  of  New  York  had  a  sum  to  his 
credit  as  such,  in  a  bank,  when  it  failed,  and  was  indebted  to  the 
bank  in  his  individual  capacity,  it  was  held  that,  as  between  him  and 
the  receiver,  he  was  entitled  to  set  off  the  deposit  against  the  debt, 
and  also  to  set  off  bills  of  the  bank  in  his  hands;  because  he  could 
not  sue  or  be  sued  as  public  administrator,  but  only  as  adminis- 
trator of  the  particular  estate  to  which  the  suit  related.  Miller  «. 
Receiver  of  Franklin  Bank,  1  Paigey  444. 

(10)  Section  606  relates  to  counter-claims  in  actions  by  executors 
or  administrators,  and  provides  that  in  such  a  case,  the  counter- 
claim may  be  allowed  "as  if  the  action  had  been  brought  by  the 
decedent  in  his  lifetime ;''  and  it  regulates  the  judgment  and  execu- 
tion if  the  balance  exceeds  the  plaintiff^s  demand.  It  is  a  substitute 
for  sections  23  and  24  of  the  same  title  of  the  Revised  Statutes ;  and 
was  intended  to  reproduce  those  provisions  without  substantial 
change.  Section  28  of  the  Revised  Statutes  provided,  that  in  such 
cases  a  set-off  might  be  allowed  "  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  action 
had  been  brought  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  deceased."  And  in 
Jordan  v.  National  Slioe  &  Leather  Bank,  74  N,  T.  467,  affirming  8. 
C,  12  Hun^  612,  a  doubt  was  suggested  by  Foloer,  Ch.  J.,  whether 
section  606  of  the  Code  requires,  as  it  was  there  ruled  that  section 
23  of  the  Revised  Statutes  required,  that  in  an  action  by  an  executor 
or  administrator,  a  demand  against  the  decedent  cannot  be  set  off  unless 
it  was  due  and  payable  in  the  decedent's  lifetime. 

But  it  is  believed  that  the  question  must  be  answered  in  the  affirm- 
ative, whenever  it  is  presented  in  such  a  form  as  to  require  an  answer; 
not  only  upon  consideration  of  the  general  policy  of  the  two  sections, 
and  tiieir  substantial  correspondence  with  those  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  but  also  upon  the  literal  reading  of  section  606  of  the  Code ; 
for  if  **  the  action  had  been  brought  by  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime,*' 
the  executor  or  administrator,  instead  of  being  the  original  plaintiff, 
would  have  become  the  plaintiff  by  a  substitution  under  section  767 ; 
and  by  the  terms  of  subdivision  2  of  section  601,  the  defendant's  de- 
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mand,  wh6n  it  matured,  could  not  have  been  interposed  as  a  counter- 
claim. The  section  was  drawn  in  anticipation  of  section  1814  of  th» 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  had  not  been  enacted  when  Jordan  v. 
Kational  Shoe  and  Leather  Bank  was  decided,  which  fact,  doubtless, 
gave  rise  to  the  doubt  suggested. 

In  an  action  by  an  executrix  upon  a  debt  due  to  the  testator,  but 
payable  after  his  decease,  it  was  held,  under  the  former  statute,  that 
the  defendant  could  not  set  off  a  debt  due  to  him  from  the  testator, 
payable  in  the  latter^s  lifetime.  Patterson  v.  Patterson,  59  iV.  Y.  574; 
modifying  8.  C,  1  Hun,  823.  This  conclusion  was  reached  upon  a 
Uteml  reading  of  the  former  statute,  as  well  as  upon  the  principle 
stated  by  Nelson,  Ch.  J.,  in  Hills  v,  Tallma^i,  21  Wend,  674,  cited 
under  the  last  subdivision. 

In  an  action  by  an  executor,  upon  a  demand  which  arose  after  the 
decedent^s  death,  the  defendant  cannot  set  off  a  demand  against  the 
testator,  although  it  existed  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Merritt  v.  Sea- 
man, 6  y.  T.  (2  Seld,)  168;  reversing  S.  C,  6  Barb.  330. 

One  of  the  next  of  kin  cannot  have  a  counter-claim  for  his  share 
of  the  estate  of  an  intestate,  in  an  action  against  him  by  the  adminis- 
trator, to  recover  a  debt  due  to  the  estate.  Woodhouse  t).  Woodhouse, 
11  WeeUy  Dig,  241  (Sup'm  Ct.  Gen.  T.).

AsMwer. — Denial  «n,  XDhether  absolute  or  of  any  knowledge  or  information 

sufficient  to  form  a'belief  must  be  specific. 

An  answer  must  specify  distinctly  each  allegation  which  defendant 
intends  to  deny;  and  this  is  true  whether  the  denial  is  absolute 
or  of  any  knowledge  or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  belief. 
When,  therefore,  a  defendant  admits  certain  allegations,  and 
specifically  denies  others,  it  is  not  proper  pleading  to  deny  all 
other  allegations  not  before  admitted  or  denied.  He  must 
specifically  point  out  the  allegation  denied. 

{Decided  March  22,  1888.) 
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Motion  by  plaintiff  to  strike  out  a  portion  of  the 
defendant's  answer  as  irrelevant  and  insufficient  in  law. 

Action  by  a  grantee  of  a  sole  surviving  partner 
against  the  widow  and  children  of  the  deceased  partner, 
who  died  intestate,  to  compel  them  to  execute  and  de- 
liver to  the  plaintiflf  quit-claim  deeds  to  certain  valuable 
pier  property,  which  is  claimed  to  have  been  owned  by 
the  two  partners  as  partnership  property,  and  co^- 
veyed  to  the  plaintiff  in  payment  of  a  debt  due  him 

from  the  firm. 

The  answer,  after  admitting  and  denying  several 
allegations  in  the  complaint,  contains  the  following 
paragraph,  which  the  plaintiff  asserts  should  be  strick- 
en out:  "III.  As  to  each  and  every  allegation  con- 
tained in  said  complaint  not  hereinbefore  specifically 
admitted  or  denied,  this  defendant  denies  any  knowl- 
edge or  information  sufficient  to  form  a  belief  as  to  the 
truth  thereof,  and  therefore  denies  the  same." 

Sidney  J.  Cowen^  for  the  motion. 

Timothy  Perry ^  opposed. 

Brown,  J. — It  was  decided  in  Miller  v.  McCloskey 
(1 N.  Y.  Civ.  Fro.  259),  that  a  denial  in  an  answer  such 
as  is  contained  in  paragraph  III.  of  the  answer  in  this 
action,  was  not  authorized  by  section  500  of  the  Code. 

The  section  of  the  Code  seems  to  require  a  denial  of 
each  material  allegation  of  the  complaint,  and  the 
answer  must  therefore  specify  distinctly  each  allega- 
tion which  defendant  intends  to  deny  ;  and  this  is  true 
whether  the  denial  is  absolute,  or  of  any  knowledge  or 
information  sufficient  to  form  a  belief.  When,  there- 
fore, a  defendant  admits  certain  allegations,  and  spe- 
cifically denies  others,  it  is  not  proper  pleading   to 
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deny  all  other  allegations  not  before  admitted  or 
denied.  He  must  explicitly  point  ont  the  allegation 
denied. 

Motion  granted,  with  $10  costs,  with  leave  to  defend- 
ant to  serve  an  amended  answer  within  twenty  days. 


ESTATE   OF    WILLIAM    E.    DUFFY,    Decbasbd.

Surrogate's  Court,  New  York  County  ;

Surrogate  not  diveited  ofjurisdietiony  and  administrator  not  excusedfrom 
accounting,  hy  proceedings  in  foreign  probate  court. 

Where  decedent,  who  resided  and  died  in  another  State,  left  assets 
which  were  in  New  York  coanty  at  the  time  of  bis  decease,  or 
came  into  that  county  after  his  decease,  and  assets  did  not  come 
into  any  other  county  of  this  State,  the  surrogate  of  New  York 
county  had  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  grant  letters  of  administra- 
tion on  those  assets,  [i] 

Where  letters  of  administration  are  regularly  issued  by  a  surrogate,  he 
thereby  acquires  jurisdiction  over  the  administrators,  and  is  em- 
powered to  direct  and  control  their  conduct  and  settle  their 
accounts,  and  to  make  orders  requiring  them  to  attend  to  be 
examined  touching  any  personal  property  owned  or  held  by  the 
decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death.  [*]  Administrators  appointed 
in  another  State  two  years  subsequent  to  the  grant  of  letters  here, 
and  long  after  the  taking  possession  of  the  property  here,  cannot 
be  allowed  to  take  it  from  the  State  until  it  has  been  accounted 
for  here,  and  there  is  no  question  as  to  the  liability  of  the  admin- 
istrators to  account  here  for  that  property.  [•] 

Administrators  appointed  by  the  surrogate  of  New  York  county  of  the 
assets  in  this  State  of  a  decedent  who  resided  and  died  in  Con- 
necticut, were  subsequently  granted  letters  of  administration  by  a 
probate  court  in  Connecticut,  and  there  accounted  and  were  dia- 
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charged.  Held^  that  the  probate  court  of  Connecticut  was  not  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  make  any  decree  discharging^ 
administratoi-s  appointed  by  a  surrogate  of  this  State  from  their 
obligation  to  account  to  the  court  which  appointed  them  for  the 
property  of  the  decedent  received  by  them  and  made  subject  by 
the  laws  of  this  State  to  such  surrogate's  jurisdiction. [*] 
(Decided  April  11,  1883.) 

Motion  by  an  administrator  to  vacate  an  order  of 
the  surrogate  of  New  York  county  referring  his 
accounts  and  the  objections  thereto  to  a  referee  for 
hearing  and  determination,  and  to  set  aside  all  pro- 
ceedings taken  in  said  surrogate's  court. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

Rollins,  Surrogate. — The  decedent  resided  in  the 
State  of  Connecticut,  where  he  died  intestate  in 
August,  1876.  Letters  of  administration  upon  his 
estate  were,  in  September,  1876,  issued  to  one  Dennis 
McQuillan  out  of  the  probate  court  of  the  district  in 
which  the  decedent  had  died. 

McQuillan  was  superseded  in  1878  by  James  Duffy 
and  William  H.  Kelly,  who  more  than  a  year  before 
had  been  granted  letters  of  administration  by  the 
surrogate  of  this  county.  Such  letters  had  been  issued 
npon  the  application  of  James  Duffy,  who  swore  in  his 
petition  that  the  decedent  "  died  possessed  of  personal 
property  in  the  city  of  New  York,  not  exceeding  in 
value  $6,000,  or  thereabouts." 
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An  inventory,  afterward  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
surrogate,  and  disclosing  assets  amounting  to  $6,000, 
contained,  according  to  the  affidavit  of  administrator 
Kelly,  a  true  statement,  so  far  as  he  knew,  of  all  the 
personal  property  of  the  deceased  in  the  State  of  New 
York.  Upon  citation  at  the  instance  of  one  of  the 
next  of  kin,  Mr.  Kelly,  in  June,  1881,  filed  his  account 
in  this  court.  It  thereby  appeared,  among  other  things, 
that  the  sum  of  $7,600  had  been  collected,  and  had 
come  to  his  hands  in  the  State  of  New  York.  To  this 
account  objections  were  interposed  by  nearly  all  of 
decedent's  next  of  kin — as  also  to  a  similar  account 
subsequently  filed  by  administrator  Duflfy. 

By  order  of  the  surrogate,  these  accounts  and 
objections  were  submitted  to  a  referee  for  hearing  and 
determination. 

While  this  reference  was  pending  in  September, 
1881,  a  stipulation  was  entered  into  before  the 
referee  whereby  it  was  in  effect  agreed  that  admin- 
istrator Kelly  should  render  an  additional  account, 
including  all  assets,  from  whatever  source  derived, 
which  had  at  any  time  come  into  his  possession  or 
under  his  control.  This  stipulation  was  signed  by  the 
attorneys  for  the  adult  contestants,  by  the  attorney 
for  administrator  Duflfy,  by  the  special  guardian  for 
infant  objectors,  and  by  administrator  Kelly  personally, 
who  appended  the  following  statement  to  an  account 
v^hich,  in  pursuance  of  such  stipulation,  was  subse- 
quently filed  in  October,  1881 : 

"  The  reason  for  including  the  Connecticut  estate  in 
this  account  is  because  of  my  desire  to  be  discharged 
upon  this  accounting,  if  legal,  and  to  be  relieved  from 
aiy  further  accounting  here  or  in  Connecticut." 

He  charged  himself  at  this  time  with ;

He  credited  himself  in  all  with 24,895  48 

Leaving  an  apparent  balance  in  his  hands  of  $1,785  38 
The  reference  again  proceeded.  A  largo  amount  of 
testimony  was  taken,  and  in  July,  1882,  was  submitted 
to  the  surrogate,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
referee,  to  the  effect  that  the  administrators  should  be 
held  accountable  in  excess  of  the  sums  wherewith  they 
charged  themselves,  with  various  amounts,  aggregating 
about  $11,000.  Upon  application  by  Mr.  Kelly,  who 
claimed  that  the  reference  had  been  brought  to  an 
unexpected  close,  so  that  he  was  deprived  of  oppor- 
tunity to  make  full  presentation  of  the  evidence  in  his 
behalf,  the  matter  was  again  submitted  to  the  referee 
in  November,  1882. 

After  several  sessions,  during  which  little  testimony 
was  taken,  counsel  for  administrator  Duffy,  in 
January,  1883,  procured  from  the  surrogate  an  order 
to  show  cause  why  the  order  of  reference  should  not 
be  vacated  and  all  proceedings  in  this  court  be  dis- 
missed, on  the  ground  of  want  of  jurisdiction,  and  on 
the  further  ground  that  the  accounts  of  the  admin- 
[*]  istrators  had  been  settled  and  adjudicated  by  i 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut. 

Duffy's  affidavit,  upon  which  the  order  to  sho^ 
cause  was  based,  alleged  that  late  in  June,  1882,  while 
the  reference  was  pending  here,  he  and  his  co-adminfs- 
trator  were  cited  by  the  probate  court  of  Connecticit, 
from  which  they  had  obtained  letters  of  administration, 
to  ai)pear  at  Portland,  in  that  State,  on  July  3,  and  to 
show  cause  why  they  should  not  there  render  an 
account  of  their  doings  ;  that  they  attended  with  coun- 
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sel  in  pursuance  of  such  citation,  and  that  the  pendency 
of  proceedings  before  the  surrogate  of  this  county  was 
suggested  as  a  sufficient  ground  for  delay  in  accounting 
elsewhere :  that  the  court  would  not  heed  the  suggeS' 
tlon,  but  directed  that  the  administrators  account 
within  three  days ;  that  thereupon,  on  July  6,  they 
filed  accounts,  disclosing  all  their  proceedings,  both  in 
this  State  and  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  that  on 
the  day  of  their  presentation  such  accounts  were 
examined  by  the  probate  court  and  adjudicated  to  be 
just  and  true  by  a  decree,  whereof  the  following  is  a 
copy : 

^'  The  administrators  on  said  estate,  pursuant  to  the 
order  of  this  court,  filed  and  exhibited  their  administra- 
tion account  with  said  estate,  showing  debts  and 
charges  paid  by  said  administrators  and  allowances 
to  be,  $36,393.76,  ^nd  assets  of  personal  property 
$26,392,  showing  a  deficiency  over  and  above  personal 
estate,  to  be  $10,001.55,  which  said  account  is  allowed 
by  this  court." 

The  following  awards  to  parties  and  to  counsel 
made  by  the  probate  judge  constitute  a  part  of  this 
deficiency  :  To  administrator  Kelly,  $2,000 ;  to  adminis- 
trator Duffy,  $750  ;  to  Duffy's  counsel,  $500 ;  to  Kelly's 
counsel,  $500. 

In  view  of  the  delays  incident  to  the  New  York 
litigation,  the  celerity  with  which  the  accounts  of  the 
administrators  were  settled  in  Connecticut,  seems 
almost  startling  until  it  is  discovered  that  the  order  for 
an  accounting,  while  it  directed  service  upon  both  the 
administrators  at  their  several  places  of  abode  in  New 
York,  made  no  provision  for  similar  service  upon  the 
three  brothers  of  decedent  or  upon  his  sister,  all  of 
whom  reside  in  this  city,  and  each  of  whom,  as  the 
administrators  well  kn3w,  was  strenuously  contesting 
the  accuracy  of  their  accounts. 

It  is  true  that  the  Connecticut  court  directed  that  a 
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copy  of  the  citiation  should  be  posted  on  a  sign-post 
Id  the  town  of  Portland,  and  that  there  should  be 
publication  of  its  contents  in  a  newspaper  printed  in 
the  town  of  Middletown.  But  as  none  of  the  dissatis- 
fied next  of  kin,  so  far  as  it  appears,  ever  saw  or  were 
likely  to  see  either  the  sign- post  or  the  newspaper,  the 
dispatch  with  which  the  accounts  were  discovered  to 
be  correct,  ceases  to  be  remarkable. 

Now,  whether  the  proceedings  culminating  in  this 
Connecticut  judgment  were  or  were  not  in  accordance 
with  the  law  of  that  State  so  as  to  be  legal  and  binding 
until  they  shall  be  set  aside  or  the  judgment  reversed, 
is  unnecessary  to  be  here  determined.  The  validity 
and  effect  of  that  judgment  may  be  the  subject  of  con- 
sideration hereafter.  But  unless  the  surrogate  lacked 
authority  to  pass  upon  these  administrators'  accounts 
when  he  first  assumed  jurisdiction,  I  am  convinced 
that  he  possesses  that  authority  now,  in  spite  of  the 
proceedings  in  Connecticut.  Now,  if  the  statements 
of  the  administrators  themselves,  in  the  various  papers 
on  the  files  of  this  court,  are  to  be  taken  as  true,  the 
surrogate's  jurisdiction  originally  is  not  open  to 
dispute. 

Section  2476  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  provides 
that  "  the  surrogate's  court  of  each  county  has  juris- 
diction exclusive  of  every  other  surrogate's  court 
.  ...  to  grant  letters  of  administration  .  .  .  ."  (subd. 
3).  ''  When  the  decedent,  not  being  a  resident  of  this 
State,  died  without  the  State  leaving  personal  property 
within  that  county  and  no  other,  or  leaving  personal 
property,  which  has,  since  his  death,  come  into  that 
county,  and  no  other  and  remains  unadminist^red." 

That  the  decedent  left  assets  which  were  in  this 
county  at  the  time  of  his  death  seems  to  be  now  dispu- 
ted, though  it  was  one  of  the  allegations  of  the  petition 
for  letters  of  administration.  But  that  he  left  assets 
which  have  since  his  death  come  into  this  county  is 
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very  clearly  established  by  the  motion  papers ;  and 
there  is  no  claim  that  any  such  assets  have  come  into 
any  other  county  of  this  State. 

By  reason  of  these  facts  the  surrogate  acquired 

jurisdiction  over  these  administrators  and  was 
[•]    empowered  under  the  Code*  "  to  direct  and  control 

their  conduct  and  settle  their  accounts"  and  "to 
make  orders  requiring  them  to  attend  and  be  examined 
touching  any  personal  property  owned  or  held  by  the 
decedent  at  the  time  of  his  death." 

The  Connecticut  administrators,  appointed  nearly 
two  years  subsequent  to  the  grant  of  letters  in  this 
county,  and  long  after  the  taking  possession  of  proper- 
ty here  to  the  amount  of  at  least  $7,600,  cannot  be 

allowed  to  take  this  fund  from  New  York  until  it 
[*]    has  been  here    accounted    for.    If  there  is  any 

question  about  the  obligation  to  account  here  for 
other  amounts,  certainly  none  exists  as  to  the  amount 
which,  by  their  petitions,  inventory  and  account  is 
vouched  for  as  by  the  administrators  themselves. 

I  fully  recognize  the  doctrine  that  the  decision  of 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  is  final  and  conclusive 
upon  the  parties,  and  that  matters  therein  determined 
cannot  be  again  contested  between  the  same  litigants, 
either  in  the  same  tribunal  or  another.  But  the 
pi*obate  court  of  Connecticut  was  not  a  court  of  compe- 
tent   jurisdiction    to    make  any  decree    discharging 

administrators  appointed  by  this  court  from  their 
[*]    obligation  to  account  to  this  court  for  the  property 

of  decedent  received  by  them  and  made  subject,  by 
the  laws  of  this  State,  to  the  surrogate's  jurisdiction. 
This  application  must  therefore  be  denied.

dmtempt  of  court, — Perjury  m,  and  may  hepuiiuhed  <u  tuck, — Proceed- 
ing to  punish  for,  in  summary  manner  j  is  constitutional. 

The  indictment  and  conviction  of  sureties  to  an  undertaking  on  which 
an  order  of  arrest  was  granted  for  their  perjury  in  falsely  swearing 
that  they  were  worth  double  the  amount  of  the  undertaking,  would 
be  a  punishment  for  the  offense  they  committed  against  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State,  but  it  would  not  purge  their  contempt  of  court.  [*] 
Perjury  has  always  been  held  to  be  a  great  contempt  of  court,  [*] 
and  the  court  has  power  to  punish  such  sureties  for  that  olTense, 
by  imposing  upon  them  a  fine  sufScient  to  indemnify  the  defen- 
dant for  the  loss  and  injury  he  has  sustained  through  tlieir  mis- 
conduct, and  by  imprisoning  them  for  six  months  and  until  the 
fine  is  paid.  [•] 

Courts  of  justice  have  had  the  power  of  punishing  contempt  by  sum- 
mary proceedings,  from  time  immemorial.  This  power  is  a 
branch  of  the  common  law  which  has  been  adopted  and  sanctioned 
by  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and  therefore  a  proceeding  to 
punish  for  contempt  is  not  one  of  the  cases  in  which  article  1, 
section  2,  of  the  constitution  gives  the  right  to  a  trial  by  jury.[*] 

A  summary  proceeding  to  punish  for  contempt  is  a  due  process  of  law, 
and  was  recognized  as  such  when  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States  was  adopted,  and  is  not  within  the  prohibition  of  that  sec- 
tion of  it  which  provides  tiiat  **no  person  shall  be  deprived  of 
life,  liberty  or  property  without  due  process  of  law."['] 

{Decided  April  18,  1883.) 

Motion  to  punish  sureties  to  an  undertaking  on 
which  an  order  of  arrest  had  been  granted  for  contempt 
in  swearing  falsely  as  to  their  pecuniary  responsibility. 

This  action  was  brought  to  recover  $25,000  damages 
for  an  alleged  breach  of  promise  to  marry.    An  order 
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of  arrest  was  granted  in  the  action,  on  which  the 
the  defendant  was  arrested  and  held  in  $10,000  bail. 
This  bail  was  afterwards  reduced  to  $250,  and  an  order 
granted  requiring  the  sureties,  Daniel  Peixotto  and 
Horatio  M.  Sadler,  to  appear  and  be  examined  as  to 
to  their  pecuniary  qualifications.  On  the  examination, 
it  appeared  that  the  sureties  were  entirely  irrespon- 
sible. Subsequently,  when  the  case  was  called  for 
trial,  the  plaintiff  failed  to  appear,  and  the  complaint 
was  dismissed.  The  defendant  thereupon  entered 
judgment  against  the  plaintiff  for  $772.52,  his  costs, 
including  $750  extra  allowance. 

Abram  Kling^  for  motion. 

Vanderpoel^  Oreen  &  Cuming^  opposed. 

Tkuax,  J. — The  examination  of  the  sureties  shows 
that  they  were  not  worth  the  sum  in  which  they  justi- 
fied, and  that  they  knew  rhey  were  not  worth  that 
sum  when  they  justified ;  that  they  became  sureties  for 
the  purpose  of  enabling  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiff 
to  obtain  the  order  of  arrest,  and  that  their  misconduct 
in  so  doing  defeated  and  impaired  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  the  defendant. 

The  defendant  would  not  have  been  arrested  and 
held  to  bail  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  if  Peixotto  and 
Sadler,  or  some  one  else,  had  not  acted  as  sureties  for 
the  plaintiff.  The  defendant  was  entitled  to  two 
responsible  sureties  upon  the  undertaking  which  was 
given  upon  obtaining  the  order  sought.  He  lost  this 
right  by  the  fraudulent  acts  of  this  attorney  for  the 
plaintiff,  and  the  false  swearing  of  the  sureties.  No 
plainer  case  of  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  course  of 
justice  and  to  impair  and  defeat  the  rights  and 
remedies  of  a  party  can  be  shown  than  the  one  now 
presented    to  this  court.    Perjury  has  always  been 
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[*]    held  to  be  a  great  contempt  of  court  (Stackhouse 

V.  French,  1  Bing.  365). 

It  is  true  that  the  sureties  may,  and  should  be, 
indicted  for  their  perjury.    But  their  indictment  and 

conviction  will  be  a  punishment  for  the  offense 
[']    that  they  have  committed  against  the  people  of 

this  State,  but  vnll  not  purge  the  contempt,  "their 
offense  against  the  court  will  still  remain  unpunished. 
That  offense  the  court  has  power  to  punish  by  impos- 
ing  upon   them  a  fine   suflScient    to  indemnify  the 

defendant  for  the  loss  and  injury  he  has  sustained 
[•]    through   their   misconduct,  and    by  imprisoning 

them  for  six  months,  and  until  the  fine  is  paid 
(§  2285). 

If  they  should  happen  to  be  indicted  and  convicted 
for  their  perjury,  the  court  before  whom  they^are  con- 
victed will,  in  pronouncing  its  sentence,  take  into 
considemtion  the  previous  punishment  (§  2287). 

It  was  suggested  on  the  argument,  that  this  appli- 
cation could  not  be  granted,  because  a  commitment 
to  prison  would  be  a  violation  of  that  part  of  the 
constitution  of  this  State  which  declares  that  ''the 
trial  by  jury  in  all  case  in  which  it  has  been  heretofore 
used  shall  remain  inviolate  forever"  (art.  1,  §  2). 
This  suggestion  is  untenable.  Courts  of  justice  have 
had  the  power  of  punishing  contempt  by  summary 
proceedings  from  time  immemorial.  The  process  of 
attachment  for  contempt  must  necessarily  be  as  ancient 
as  the  laws  themselves — for  laws  without  a  competent 
authority  to  secure  their  administration  from  disobedi- 
ence and  contempt  would  be  vain  and  nugatory  (4 
Black,  Comm,  286).  To  punish  for  contempt  was  part 
of  the  common  law  of  England  when  the  constitution 
of  1777  was  adopted.  That  constitution  (art.  85) 
declared  that  the  common  law  of  England  should  be 
and  continue  the  law  of  this  State.  The  power  to 
punish  for  a  contempt  is  a  branch  of  the  common 
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[*]    law  which  has  been  adopted  and  sanctioned  by 
our  State  constitution  (Yates  v.  Lansing,  9  Johns. 
416).     Therefore,  this  is  not  one  of  the  cases  in  which 
trial  by  jury  "has  been  heretofore  used." 

Nor  is  this  proceeding  within  the  prohibition  of 
that  portion  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
which  provides  that  '*no  person  shall  be  deprived  of 
life,  liberty,  or  property  without  due  process  of  law." 
This  is  a  due  process  of  law,  and  was  recognized  as 
[*]  such  when  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
was  passed.  ''  It  is  not  to  be  doubted,"  says  Chan- 
cellor Kent,  *'  that  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  were  made  with  reference  to  the  existence 
of  the  common  law.  In  many  cases  the  language  of  the 
constitution  and  laws  would  be  inexplicable  without 
reference  to  the  common  law ;  and  the  existence  of  the 
common  law  is  not  only  supposed  by  the  constitution, 
but  it  is  appealed  to  for  the  construction  and  interpreta- 
tation  of  its  pov^ers  "  (1  KerU  Comm.  336). 

The  actual  loss  produced  by  the  misconduct  of  the 
sureties  is  the  amount  of  the  judgment  which  the 
defendant  has  recovered  against  the  plaintiff,  to  wit, 
$772.62.  The  sureties  are  fined  that  amount.  They 
will  also  be  imprisoned  for  six  months,  and  until  the 
above  fine  is  paid.

Supplementary  proceedings, — Partner  not  served  toUh  summons  may  he 
examined  in,  as  to  partnership  property,  an  jitdgment  entered 

against  the  partners  jointly. 

In  an  action  against  copartners  upon  a  partnership  obligation,  where 
the  summons  was  served  upon  but  one  of  the  partners,  and  judg- 
ment entered  thereon  against  all  the  partners  jointly,  and  so  as  to 
bind  the  individual  property  of  the  party  served  only,  an  execu- 
tion issued  against  the  joint  property  of  all  the  defendants,  and 
returned  unsatisfied,  is  a  sufficient  exhaustion  of  the  remedy  at 
law  upon  that  judgment,  entitling  the  judgment  cr^d'tor  to  pro- 
ceed in  equity  to  search  for  joint  property. 

Where,  in  such  a  case,  a  partner  not  served  with  the  summons  did  not 
obey  an  order  for  his  examination,  in  supplementary  proceedings, 
as  to  tlie  joint  property  of  the  judgment  debtors, — Held,  that  an 
order  adjudging  him  guilty  of  a  contempt  of  court,  and  providing 
for  his  punishment,  should  l;>e  affirmed. 

{Decided,  March  19,  1883.) 

Appeal  from  an  order  adjudging  a  judgment  debtor 
guilty  of  a  contempt  of  court,  and  fining  him  the 
amount  of  the  judgment,  for  not  obeying  an  order  for 
his  examination  in  supplementary  proceedings. 

On  December  1,  1882,  the  plaintiffs  recovered  judg- 
m^Mit  against  Charles  B.  Kendall  and  Hugh  F.  Kendall, 
composing  the  firm  of  Kendall  Brothers,  for  the  sum 
of  $1,178.24.  It  was  recovered  upon  personal  service  of 
the  summons  on  Charles  B.  Kendall,  no  summons 
having  been  served  on  Hugh  F.  Kendall,  and  he  not 
having  appeared  in  the  action.     Execution  was  duly 
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issued  upon  the  judgment,  to  the  sheriflf  of  New  York 
county,  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  Charles 
B.  Kendall,  owned  solely,  and  also  against  the  joint 
property  of  the  defendants.  This  execution  was 
returned  wholly  unsatisfied,  and  on  December  4,  1882, 
an  order  was  granted  in  proceedings  supplementary  to 
execution,  requiring  the  defendant's  to  appear  before  a 
referee  therein  named,  to  *'make  discovery  on  oath 
concerning  their  joint  property,  and  Charles  B. 
Kendall,  as  to  his  sole  property." 

On  the  return  day  of  the  order,  December  7,  1882, 
Hugh  F.  Kendall  attended  before  the  referee,  was 
duly  sworn,  and  his  examination  commenced,  and 
adjourned  to  December  9. 

On  the  adjourned  day,  Hugh  F.  Kendall  did  not 
appear,  but  a  person  claiming  to  represent  his  attorneys 
appeared  and  requested  an  adjournment  of  the  exam- 
ination, and  an  adjournment  was  then  had  to  Decem- 
ber 13,  when  the  defendant  Hugh  F.  Kendall  again 
failed  to  appear.  An  order  requiring  said  Hugh  F. 
Kendall  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  be  punished 
for  contempt  was  thereupon  granted  and  served  on  his 
attorneys. 

On  the  return  day,  after  hearing  counsel  for  both 
parties,  an  order  was  entered  adjudging  said  defendant 
guilty  of  contempt,  and  that  he  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the 
'*  court  the  sum  of  $1,173.24,  with  interest  thereon  from 
the  1st  day  of  December,  1882,  being  the  amount  of  the 
judgment  in  this  action,  and  thirty  dollars  the  costs  of 
this  proceeding,  as  a  fine  for  the  judgment  creditors 
herein,  and  that  he  stand  committed  to  the  common 
jail  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  until  said 
fine  be  paid,  unless  he  appears  before  said  referee  on 
the  4th  day  of  January,  1883,  at  two  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  and  submits  to  the  require'd  examination, 
and  pays  ten  dollars  costs  of  this  motion." 

From  that  order  this  appeal  was  taken.

NOTE  ON  SUPPLEMENTARY  PROCEEDINGS. 

By  Daniel  S.  Riddle. 

Natnre  of. — These  proceedings  are  now  special  proceedings, 
instituted  before  a  judge  out  of  court.  Code  Civ,  Pro,  §2483. 
This  is  contrary  to  the  current  of  decisions  under  the  former  Code, 
which  held  them  to  be  proceedings  in  the  original  action.  See 
West  Side  Bank  v.  Pugsley,  47  N.  Y,  368;  Seeley  «.  Black,  35  How. 
Pr.  3G9.     As  special  proceedings,  they  should  be  brought  in  the  name 
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of  the  real  owner  of  the  judgment  as  plaintiff  against  tlie  party  pro- 
ceeded against  as  defendant.     Sec  §  1909. 

Any  judge  of  a  court  of  record,  out  of  which  an  execution  against 
property  may  issue  to  a  sheriff,  except  a  surrogate,  can  entertain 
these  proceedings  upon  a  judgment  of  his  own  court,  provided  the 
requisite  facts  exist  and  are  proved.  A  county  judge,  or  special 
county  judge,  may  in  like  case  entertain  the  proceedings  upon  any 
judgment  of  any  court,  if  the  execution  thereon  was  issued  out  of  a 
court  of  record,  and  to  the  sheriff  of  his  county.  A  judge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  for  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  may 
in  like  case  entertain  the  proceedings  upon  an  execution  issued  to 
said  city  and  county  from  an  inferior  court  other  than  the  marine 
court  of  that  city.  A  county,  or  common  pleas  judge  may  also 
entertain  proceedings  upon  a  surrogate's  decree,  when  the  execution 
was  issued  to  his  county,  the  same  as  if  it  were  a  judgment  of  his 
own  court.  §  2554.  And  likewise  upon  the  return  of  a  collector  of 
taxes  of  bis  county,  certifying  that  a  tax  exceeding  $10  is  uncollected 
for  want  of  goods  and  chattels.  Laws  1867,  ch.  361 ;  Laws  1879,  ch. 
446;  Zau«  1881,  ch.  640. 

A  supreme  court  justice  may  grant  the  order  for  these  proceedings 
in  any  part  of  the  State,  upon  any  judgment  of  his  court,  no  matter 
from  what  county,  or  to  what  county  the  execution  was  issued;  and 
all  proceedings  may  be  had  before  him,  except  the  examination  of 
the  party.  See  Grouse  v.  Wheeler,  83  How.  Ft.  337.  When  the 
execution  was  issued  out  of  a  local  court,  and  it  is  shown  by  affidavit 
that  each  of  the  judges  before  whom  the  proceedings  might  be 
instituted  is  unable  to  act,  etc.,  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court  may 
entertain  proceedings  in  such  case,  and  if  be  does  not  reside  in  the 
judicial  district  embracing  the  county  to  which  the  execution  was 
issued,  he  must  make  the  order  or  warrant  returnable  to  a  supreme 
court  justice  of  that  district,  or  to  a  county  judge,  etc.,  of  the  county 
to  which  it  was  issued,  or  of  an  adjoining  county,  and  make  this 
direction  in  the  order  or  warrant.     §  2434. 

In  what  cases  proceedings  may  be  taken. — 1st.  Any  judicial 
determination  of  a  tribunal,  or  officer  of  this  State,  which  adjudges  a 
sum  of  money  of  twenty-five  dollars,  or  upwards,  to  be  due  and  pay- 
able from  one  party,  not  a  corporation,  to  another,  and  upon  which 
an  execution  against  property  has  been  issued  to  a  sheriff,  may  form 
the  basis  of  a  proceeding,  provided  the  judgment  was  rendered  upon 
the  judgment  debtor's  appearance,  or  personal  service  of  the  summons, 
or  process  upon  him,  and  the  execution  is  issued  out  of  a  court  of 
record.  §  2458:  Bartlett  c.  McNiel,  60  N.  T.  53;  affirming  S.  C,  40 
ILm.  Pr,  55.     But  if  the  judgment  is  against  the  plaintiff,  the  pro- 
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vision  about  the  debtor's  appearance,  etc.,  does  not  apply,  because  be 
has  brought  himself  voluntarily  within  tlie  jurisdiction  of  the  court. 
Bean  «.  Tonnclle,  1  JV.  T.  Civ,  Pro,  Hep.  33. 

2nd.  A  tax  exceeding  $10,  levied  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  a 
county,  and  returned  by  a  collector  as  uncollected,  for  want  of 
personal  property,  may  also  form  the  basis  of  a  proceeding  as  above 

stated. 

8rd.  Proceedings  may  be  instituted  before  a  federal  judge,  upon  a 
judgment  of  his  court.  See  Ex  parte  Boyd,  105  U,  8.  647.  But  no 
proceeding  can  be  instituted  by  a  State  judge  or  justice  upon  a  judg- 
ment of  a  Federal  court.  Tompkins  tJ.  Piercell,  13  Hun,  663 ;  Davis  v. 
Breens,  11  iV.  T.  Weekly  Big.  436.  Nor  upon  an  order  for  costs  of 
motion ;  because  the  execution  in  such  case  goes  only  against  personal 
property.  §  779,  as  amended  in  1883.  And  this  seems  to  be  so, 
although  such  costs  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  as  they  well  may, 
when  there  are  disbursements.  The  execution  must  be  issued  to  the 
county  where  the  judgment  debtor  then  resides.  Bingham  «.  Disbrow, 
37  Barb,  24:  8.  C.  affirmed,  5  Tram,  App,  198;  Jesup  v.  Jones,  82 
Haw,  Pr,  91.  Or  to  the  county  where  he  has,  at  the  time  of  the 
commencement  of  the  proceeding,  a  place  for  the  regular  transaction 
of  business  in  person.  §  2458;  Brown  v.  Gump,  59  How,  Pr,  507.  If 
he  does  not  reside  or  have  a  place  of  business  in  this  State,  it  must  be 
issued  to  the  county  where  the  judgment  roll,  etc.,  is  filed. 

Who  may  take  proceedings. — Any  person  who  is  entitled  to  a 
judgment  in  his  own  right,  or  as  trustee,  may  institute  the  proceeding. 
He  is  a  judgment  creditor.  God^  Civ,  Pro,  §  8343,  subd.  13;  Crill  v. 
Koenmayer,  56  How,  Pr.  276;  Collier  v,  De  Revere,  7  Hun,  61; 
Pardee  v,  Tilton,  20  Hun,  76;  S.  C,  68  How,  Pr,  476;  Walker  v, 
Donavan,  6  Daly,  552;  S.  C,  53  Hoto,  Pr.  3. 

An  attorney  may  take  proceeding  to  enforce  the  payment  to  the 
extent  of  his  lien.     Russell  v.  Summerville,  4  If,  T,  Mo.  Law  Bull,  3. 

Against  irhom. — They  may  be  taken  against  any  judgment 
debtor,  including  an  infant,  against  whom  a  money  judgment  may  be 
enforced  by  execution,  except  a  domestic  corporation,  or  a  foreign 
corporation  doing  business,  or  having  an  agency  in  tliis  Stat43.  §§  2463, 
1820;  Lederer  t).  Ehrenefeld,  49  How.  Pr.  403.  As  to  third  parties, 
the  proceedings  may  be  taken  against  any  person  or  corporation, 
company,  or  association  that  has  personal  property  of  the  judgment 
debtor  exceeding  $10,  or  is  indebted  to  him  exceeding  $10, 
provided  proceedings  would  lie  against  tlie  latter.  §§2441,  1919. 
Except  against  the  depository  of  the  United  States  bankruptcy  court. 
Havens  v.  National  City  Bank  of  Brooklyn,  4  Hun,  131.  But  no 
proceedings  can  be  instituted  when  the  judgment  debtor  is  deceased. 
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His  death  carries  all  his  property  into  a  surrogate's  court,  where 
equality  among  claimants  of  the  same  class  is  the  rule.  If  the 
judgment  debtor,  however,  dies  after  proceedings  are  regularly 
instituted,  his  death  does  not  extinguish  the  lien  acquired  thereby. 
The  proceeding  may  go  on  and  work  out  the  lieu  upon  the  property, 
the  same  as  where  an  execution  against  property  is  issued  to  a 
sheriff  in  the  lifetime  of  the  judgment  debtor.  Becker  o.  Becker, 
47  Barb.  497, 

Proof  to  obtain  the  order  or  warrant  instituting  the  proceedings 
must  be  by  affidavit,  or  other  competent  written  evidence.  §§  2435, 
2436,  2437,  2441;  Driggs  tJ.  Smith,  47  How,  Pr.  215;  Baker  ©. 
Stephens,  10  Ahh,  Pr.  2i.  S.  1,  27;  Kennedy  v.  Thorp,  8  Id.  131  ;  S, 
C,  2  Daly,  258;  Hawes  v.  Barr,  7  Robt.  452.  The  omission  of  the  aver- 
ment, that  no  previous  application  has  been  made,  held  to  be  simply 
an  irregularity.  Bean  v.  Tonnelle,  1  iV.  Y.  Civ.  Pro.  Hep.  83;  S.  C,  24 
Hun,  353 ;  see  Diossy  v.  West,  1  i^.  T.  Mo.  Law  Bull.  23.  It  must 
appear  by  the  proof,  that  the  judgment  was  rendered  upon  the  judg- 
ment debtor^s  appearance,  or  personal  service  of  the  summons  upon 
him  unless  he  was  the  plaintiff  in  the  action,  or  the  right  to  institute 
the  proceeding  had  accrued  while  the  former  Code  was  in  force.  Bean 
«.  Tonnelle,  supra. 

For  order  after  return  of  execution,  must  prove  a  judgment  and 
Issue  of  execution  to  proper  county,  and  the  return  thereof  within 
ten  years  next  preceeding.  Wyman  v.  Childs,  44  Barb.  408;  People, 
&c.  V.  Oliver  66  Id.  570  ;  Bingham  v.  Disbrow,  3  Trans,  App.  199. 
But  the  sheriff  is  presumed  to  have  returned  execution  after  expiration 
of  60  days.  Bean  o.  Tonnelle,  snpra.  And  in  what  county  the  judgment 
debtor  resided  at  the  time  of  issuing  the  execution,  or  in  what  county 
he  has  a  place  of  business,  at  the  time  of  commencing  the  proceeding; 
or  if  he  has  neither  residence,  or  place  of  business  in  the  State,  where 
the  judgment-roll,  <&c.,  is  filed.  Under  the  former  Code,  some  cases 
held,  there  was  no  need  of  proving  the  facts  on  application  for  the 
order  ;  it  was  only  necessary  that  they  existed,  in  order  to  confer 
jurisdiction  on  the  judge.  Collier  v.  De  Revere,  7  Hun,  61  ;  Rugg 
V.  Spinner,  59  Barb.  383 ;  Scott  v.  Durfie,  59  Id.  890,  marg.  note  ; 
Hart  «.  Stevens,  4  N.  T.  Weekly  Dig.  540.  The  new  Code  has  su- 
perseded these  decisions. 

For  order  before  return  of  execution.  See  First  National  Bank 
of  Rome  «.  Wilson,  13  JJt^n,  233;  Sackett  f>.  Newton,  10  How,  Pr. 
560  ;  Owen  «.  Dupignac,  Vt  Id.  612. 

For  warrant,  the  facts  must  be  positively  averred.  Netzel  v.  Mul- 
ford,  59  How.  Pr.  452;  Mosher  v.  People,  &c.,  5  Barb.  575.  It  is  the 
alternative  of  an   order.     Andrews  v.  Wilson,    9  How.  Pr.  39.     An 
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assignee  of  judgment  may  have  it.  King  r.  Kirbyj  28  Barb.  49.  If 
concealment  is  the  ground  for  the  warrant,  that  must  ap^x^ar  to  be 
within  the  State.     Rohshand  v.  Waring,  1  Abb,  N.  C.  311. 

For  order  against  a  third  party.  The  fact  of  the  party  having 
property  of  the  judgment  debtor,  &c.,  if  stated  on  information  and 
belief,  will  confer  jurisdiction  on  the  judge.  Miller  v.  Adams,  53 
N,  T,  409,  affirming  9  S.  C,  7  Lans,  181.  But  see  People  v.  Jones, 
1  Abh.  N.  C.  172;  S.  C,  as  Day  v.  Lee,  52  Uow.  Pr,  95,  Sp.  T.  Com. 
Pleas. 

The  Order. — Recital  of  the  requisite  proof,  is  not  necessary.

The  right  to  set  off  judgments  does  not  accrue  until  judgment  has 
been  perfected,  and  a  motion  to  set  off  costs  to  be  thereafter  taxed,

An  attorney  has  a  lien  upon  the  costs  awarded  in  an  action  before  the 
entry  of  judgment,  and  where  costs  only  are  awarded  to  protec- 
his  rights  he  is  not  bound  to  give  notice  of  lien.  ['J

Davis,  P.  J. — It  appears  by  the  memorandum  of  the 
learned  judge  at  special  term,  that  the  motion  was 
granted  by  him  upon  the  authority  of  the  decision 
[']  of  the  general  term  in  Armstrong  v.  Cummings  (de- 
cided October,  1880,  MS.  opinion  per  Curiam).* 

It  appears  from  the  opinion  that  that  case  was  dis- 
posed of  altogether,  upon  a  question  of  assignment. 
Interlocutory  costs  of  demurrer,  were  awarded  to  the 
plaintiif  and  taxed.  The  defendant  then  moved  to 
have  them  set  ofiE  against  the  judgment  recovered  by 
him  against  the  plaintiff.  The  plaintiff  resisted  the 
motion  on  the  ground,  that  the  interlocutory  costs,  had 
been  assigned  by  her,  to  a  stranger,  previous  to  the 
making  of  the  motion.  The  case  was  disposed  of 
altogether,  upon  the  ground  that  the  costs  of  the 
demurrer  were  not  capable  of  assignment  at  the  time 
when  they  were  shown  to  have  been  assigned. 

The  question  decided  by  Armstrong  v.  Cummings, 
does  not  seem  to  us,  to  have  any  bearing  upon  the 
question  presented  on  this  appeal. 

There  are  two  reasons  why  the  motion  for  set-off  in 
this  case  should  have  been  denied :  First.  That  the 
motion  was  premature.  Costs  had  not  ripened  into 
judgment ;  and  it  was  held  by  the  court,  in  Prouty  v. 
Swift  (10  Hun,  234),  that 'the  right  to  set  off  judg- 
n  ments,  does  not  accrue  until  judgment  has  been 
perfected,  the  court  citing.  Perry  v.  Chester  (53 


♦  22  Eun,  670. 
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iT.  r.  243),  Mackey  v.  Mackey  (43  Barb.  58),  and 
Roberts  v.  Carter  (38  N.  Y,  107).  Second.  Because  no 
right  of  set-off  had  accrued,  superior  to  the  attorney's 
lien,  on  the  costs  in  the  action,  at  that  stage  of  the 

proceedings,  under  section  C6  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
[^]    Procedure  (Ennis  v.  CnrTj^  22  Hurij  584;  Hovey 

V.  Rubber  Type  Co.,  14  Abb.  Pr.  66). 
The  attorney's  lien  existed  upon  the  costs  awarded, 
before  the  entry  of  the  judgment,  and  as  the  order 
awarded  costs  only,  to  protect  his  rights,  he  was  not 
bound  to  give  notice  of  the  lien. 

The  order  of  the  court  below,  must  therefore  be 
reversed,  with  the  costs,  besides  disbursements.

Commission — Provisions  of  Code  relative  to  suppression  of^   apply  to 

justice'' s  court —  Too  late  to  make  motion  for  suppression  on  day  of  trial, 

or  after  trial  hegan — Mistake  in  affidavit  on  which  commission  tons 

granted  as  to  Christian  name  of  person  to  he  examined,  is  mere 

irregularity — A  cause  of  action  for  hrea/ih  of  contract,  to  employ 

i^  properly  set  up  as  a  counter-claim  in  an  action  on  contract. 

The  provisions  of  the  Code,  which  confer  upon  the  dii»trlct  courts 
the  authority  to  issue  commissions  for  the  examinaiioa  of 
witnesses  not  within  the   county,    contemphites  that   in  those

courts,  the  commission  may  be  suppressed  when  it  appears  by 
affidavit  that  it  has  been  improperly  or  irregularly  taken,  or  for 
the  other  causes  specified  in  section  910,  and  confers  upon  the 
court,  authority  to  make  an  order  for  its  suppression  on  the 
application  of  the  party  aggrieved  upon  notice  to  the  adverse 
party. [*]  Sections  2986  and  911  of  the  Code,  taken  together, 
indicate  that  such  remedy  for  the  suppression  of  a  commission  is 
equally  available  when  one  is  issued  in  a  justice's  court. [*] 

When  a  statutory  provision  gives  a  court  authority  to  issue  a  commis- 
sion it  impliedly  gives  what  is  necessarily  incident  tliereto,  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  the  statute,  and  what  is  necessarily 
incident  thereto,  such  as  suppressing  a  commission  when  it  is 
irregularly  issued  or  executed,  is  to  be  judged  by  preceding  or 
collateral  statutory  provisions  on  the  subject  of  the  examinatiou 
of  witnesses  by  commission  or  by  the  practice  established  in 
relation  thereto,  when  the  statute  was  enacted. ['] 

Where  a  commission  to  take  the  testimony  of  one  Frank  C.  Fox,  was 
issued,  in  a. district  court  of  the  city  of  New  York,  on  the 
application  of  the  defendant,  on  an  affidavit  in  which  the  jierson 
to  be  examined  was  described  as  George  C.  Fox, — Held^  that  this- 
was  a  mere  irregularity  ;[•  J  that  the  plaintiff  having  had  notice  or 
abundant  opportuuity,  to  know  of  the  defect,  and  as  he  could  have 
applied  with  reasonable  dilligence  to  suppress  the  commission  it 
was  too  late  to  do  so  on  the  adjourned  day  when  the  cause  was 
called  on  for  trial, [^]  or  after  the  trial  had  been  commenced. [^] 

Van  Brunt,  J.  (concurring  in  result).  Held,  that  the  plaintiff  sljould 
have  moved,  at  least  at  the  opening  of  the  trial,  to  suppress  the 
commission,  and  not  have  waited  until  the  trial  had  so  far  pro- 
gressed that  tlie  defendant  could  not  remedy  the  defect. ["] 

Where,  in  such  a  case,  the  commission  was  granted  by  a  judge  other 
than  the  one  before  whom  the  case  was  tried,  and  the  defendant 
offered  to  read  the  deposition  on  the  trial.  Held,  that  neither  the 
irregularity  nor  the  justice,  who  granted  the  commission  was 
before  the  court  on  the  trial,  and  therefore  the  objection  to  the 
defect  or  irrep^ularity  in  tiie  issuing  of  the  commission,  was  not  in 
any  way  before  tiie  court,  and  tiie  justice  having  only  before  him,  a 
duly  executed  commission,  properly  allowed  it  to  be  read,  and  it 
would  have  been  error,  for  him  to  have  excluded  it.['] 

Where  it  did  not  appear  and  the  plaintiff  did  not  offer  to  show  that 
the  defendant  knew  that  a  witness,  examined  under  a  commission 
at  his  instance  was  in  the  city,  and  the  defendant's  attention  was 
not  called  to  the  fact  until  the  plaintiff  was  through  with  his 
case,  and  the  defendant's  own  examination,  as  a  witness  for  the 
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defense  had  been  completed,  he  was  not  then  required  to  consent 
that  the  trial  be  suspended,  and  the  cause  adjourned  to  a  future 
day  that  the  witness  might  be  subpoenaed  to  attend,  because  the 
plaintifl  was  willing  or  offered  to  consent  that  that  be  done.[''] 

A  cause  of  action  for  damages  for  breach  of  an  agreement  to  employ,

Appeal  from  judgment  of  the  district  court  in  the 
city  of  New  York  for  the  sixth  judicial  district,  in 
favor  of  the  defendant. 


This  action  was  brought  to  recover  the  sum  of  $83, 
and  interest,  from  July  1,  1880,  for  two  suits  of  clothes 
alleged  to  have  been  made  for  the  defendant,  at  his 
request,  and  delivered  to  him  by  one  George  C.  Miller, 
who  assigned  his  claim  therefor  to  the  plaintiff.  The 
answer  alleged  that  the  defendant  had  no  knowledge  or 
information  sufficient  to  form  a  belief  as  to  the  assign- 
ment to  the  plaintiff,  and  denied  the  other  allegations 
of  the  complaint.  It  also  set  up  as  counter-claims  (1) 
that  on  or  about  August  1, 1880,  one  Frank C.  Fox  made 
and  entered  into  an  agreement  with  said  "  George  C. 
Miller  whereby  said  Fox  undertook  to  render  his  ser- 
vices as  a  cutter,  and  the  said  Miller  undertook  and 
agreed  to  so  employ  the  said  Fox  for  the  term  of  one 
year,  namely,  from  September  1,  1880,  to  September 
1,  1881,  and  said  Miller  agreed  to  pay  said  Fox  for 
his  services  as  cutter  the  sum  of  $50  per  week,  during 
said  term ;  that  the  said  Fox  duly  entered  upon  his 
employment  and  duly  discharged  all  the  duties  thereof 
until  about"  August  1,  1881,  ''when  the  said  Miller 
discharged  him  from  his  employ  without  cause, 
although  the  said  Fox  was  then  and  always  remained 

ready  and  willing  to  perform  all  the  conditions  of  said 
Vol.  Ill 17 
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agreement  on  his  part ;  that  said  Miller  then  refused 
and  always  refused  to  allow  said  Fox  to  do  so  or  to 
pay  him  therefor  to  the  damage  of  said  Fox  to  the 
amount  of  $160,"  and  that  said  Fox  had  assigned  his 
said  claim  to  the  plaintiff  for  value,  and  (2)  a  demand 
of  $100  due  upon  an  account  for  commissions  upon  sales 
made  by  said  Fox  for  said  Miller,  assigned  by  said 
Fox  to  defendant.  The  jJaintiff  asserted  that  the  first 
claim  sounded  in  tort,  and  hence  could  not  be  set  up  as 
a  counter-claim  in  this  action.  The  second  counter- 
claim was  abandoned  on  the  trial. 

On  March  2,  1882,  the  day  issue  was  joined,  the 
defendant's  counsel  presented  to  the  justice  then 
loresiding  in  the  sixth  district  court  an  affidavit  setting 
forth  that  one  George  C.  Fox  was  a  necessary  and 
material  witness  for  the  defendant  to  prove  "  that  no 
clothes  were  ever  sold  and  delivered  to  said  defendant 
by  George  C.  Miller,"  and  to  establish  the  counter-claims 
set  up  in  the  answer,  and  asking  for  a  commission  to 
take  the  testimony  of  said  Fox,  on  the  ground  that  he 
then  resided  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  affidavit  was 
filed  with  the  clerk  and  a  commission  subsequently 
issued  on  it  to  take  the  testimony  of  Frank  C.  Fox, 
was  duly  executed  and  returned. 

On  the  trial  the  justice,  overruling  plaintiff's  objec- 
tion, allowed  the  testimony  taken  under  the  commis- 
sion to  be  read  as  evidence. 

The  defendant  recovered  judgment,  and  the  plaintiff 
thereupon  took  this  appeal. 

Further  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

A  waiver  of  a  defect  in  the  commission  would  not 
be  binding  unless  in  writing.  Mason'  &  Hamlin 
Organ  Co.  v.  Pugsby,  19  Hun^  282.  The  defendant  is 
supposed  to  know  the  defects  of  his  commission  upon 
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its  return,  and  can  apply  to  the  court  to  have  them  cor- 
rected. If  he  carry  his  defective  commission  into  court 
he  subjects  it  to  judicial  scrutiny.  Terry  v.  McNiel,  58 
Barb.  244.  The  statute  must  be  strictly  complied  with. 
Jb.  The  commission  was  extra-judicial.  For  mif*- 
take  in  Christian  name  of  witness  examined  under  a 
commission,  see  Brown  v.  Southworth,  9  Paige^  351.

Daly,  Ch.  J. — The  provisions  of  the  Code,  which 
confer  upon  the  district  courts  the  authority  to  issue 
commissions    for  the    examination  of  witnesses  not 
within    the    county    contemplate    that    in    those 
[']    courts    (§§  910    911,    and    2986)    the    commission 
mjiy  be  suppressed  where  it  appears  by  affidavit 
that  it  has  been  improperly  or  irregularly  taken,  or  for 
the  other  causes  specified  in  section  910,  and  confers 
upon  the  court  authority  to  make  an  order  for  its  sup- 
pression on   the  application  of  the  party  aggrieved, 
upon  notice  to  the  adverse  party.      Sections  910  and 
911  of  the  Code  provide  for  the  suppression  of  com- 
missions in  the  cases  therein  stated,  and  the  section 
f  ]    2986  declares  that  the  deposition  shall  have  the 
effect  specified  in  section  911^      These  sections, 
taken  together,  indicate,  I  think,  that  the  remedy  for 
the  suppression  of  a  commission  provided  for  in  sections 
910  and  911  is  equally  available  when  one  is  issued  in 
the  justice's  court ;  but  even  if  this  is  not  clear,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  when  a  statutory  provision  gives  a 
court  authority  to  issue  a  commission,  it  impliedly 
gives  what  is  necessarily  incident  thereto,  to  carry 
[•]    out  the  purpose  of  the  statute  ;  and  what  is  neces- 
sarily incident,  such  as  suppressing  a  commission 
where  it  is  irregularly  issued  or  executed,  is  to  be 
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judged  by  preceding  or  collateral  statutory  provisions  on 
the  subject  of  the  examination  of  witnesses  by  commis- 
sion, or  the  practice  established  in  relation  thereto, 
when  the  statute  was  enacted. 

The  commission  was  issued  for  the  examination  of 
Prank  C.  Pox,  and  the  person  so  named  was  the  witness 
whose  deposition  was  taken.     The  fact  that  in  the 
aflBdavit  upon  which  the  commission  was  granted  he 
was  named  George  C.  Pox  showed  simply  that  there 
was  an  irregularity  between  the  application  as  made 
and  the  commission  as  issued  and  executed.     It  does 
not  appear  by  the  return  whether  or  not  any  order  was 
made  by  the  justice  for  the  granting  of  the  commission. 
The  commission  upon  its  face  was  tested  in  the  name 
of  William  H.  Kelly,  justice  of  the  district  court  for 
the  sixth  judicial  district,  and  it  was  signed  by  James 
R.  Angel,  justice  of  the  tenth  judicial  district,  acting 
in  the  absence  of  Justice  Kelly.     It  bears  date  the  23d 
of  March.     Issue  was  joined  on  the  2d  March,  so  that 
the  commission  could  not  have  been  granted  under  the 
statute  without  six  days'  written  notice  of  the  applica- 
tion having  been  served  upon  the  plaintiff.     He   was 
thei-efore  advised  that  an  application  would  be  made  for 
it,  and  that  after  it  was  executed  it  would,  in  conformity 
with    the  statute,  be  transmitted    to    the  justice    and 
remain  on  file  with  him  until  the  trial  (§  2985).     He  had 
the  opportunity,  therefore,  before  the  time  of  trial,  of 
examining  it  and  moving  to  suppress  it  for  any  irreg- 
ularity that  called  for  such  a  remedy.     In  addition  to 
this,  the  interrogatories   have,  by   the   statute,    to   be 
settled  by  the  justice,  of  which,  we  may  assume,  the 
plamtvff  had  notice  and  knew,  or  could  have  known,  if 
he  attendeil  upon  the  settlement,  that  they  were  for 
the  examination,  not  of  George  C.  Fox,  as  in  the  affi- 

n^'^^K.""^  ""5  ^^""^  C.  Pox;  and  it  was  incumbent 
upon  Him,  then,  to  raise  the  objection,  as  the  defend- 
ant could  then,  before  the  commission  was  issued,  have 
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removed  the  objection  by  making  his  application  upon 
the  proper  affidavit.  If  the  plaintiff  was  not  present 
at  the  granting  of  the  application  and  settlement  of 
the  interrogatories,  and  therefore  ignorant  of  the  irreg- 
ularity, he  could,  after  the  return  and  filing  of  the 
[•]  commission  with  the  justice,  have  applied  with 
reasonable  diligence  to  suppress  the  deposition, 
and  it  was  too  late  to  do  so  at  the  adjourned  day  when 
the  cause  was  called  on  for  trial  (Jackson  v.  Hobby,  20 
John^,  362). 

He  did  not  even  do  this,  but  went  to  trial,  and 
[']  having  examined  his  own  witnesses  and  rested  he 
raised  the  objection,  for  the  first  time,  when  the 
defendant,  to  establish  his  defense,  undertook  to  read 
the  deposition.  If  the  commission  upon  its  face  had 
been,  together  with  the  interrogatories,  for  the  ex- 
amination of  George  C.  Fox,  and  Frank  0.  Fox's  de- 
position had  been  taken  under  it,  the  deposition  could 
not  have  been  read,  as  the  person  examined  would 
have  been  of  a  different  name  from  the  one  named  in 
the  commission.  Such  a  deposition  would  be  extra 
judicial,  the  commissioner  having  no  authority  to 
examine  a  person  of  a  different  name  from  that  in  the 
commission  (Brown  v.  Southworth,  9  Paige^  351).  But 
the  defect  was  not  of  this  grave  character.  It  was 
[•J  a  mere  irregularity  between  the  name  in  the  affi- 
davit presented  to  the  justice  and  the  name  in  the 
commission  as  issued  by  him.  The  witness  examined 
was  the  one  provided  for  in  the  commission — the  one 
whose  deposition  the  commissioner  was  authorized  to 
take.  Whatever  irregularity  may  have  existed  in  the 
proceedings  on  or  between  the  application  for  and  the 
issuing  of  the  commission,  all  that  the  defendant  had 
to  do  was  to  present  the  commission  as  executed  and 
filed,  and  it  appearing  upon  the  face  of  it  that  the  wit- 
ness examined  under  it  was  the  one  named  in  it,  defend- 
ant  was  entitled  to  read  his  deposition,  as  properly 
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taken  under  it.  The  irregularity  was  not  before 
[']    the  court  on  the  trial ;  nor  was   the  justice  who 

granted  the  commission.  The  objection,  therefore, 
to  this  defect  or  irregularity  in  the  issuing  of  the  com- 
mission was  in  no  way  before  the  court,  upon  the  trial, 
and  the  justice  having  only  before  him  a  commission 
granted  by  a  justice  who,  at  the  time  was  presiding  in 
his  place,  and  which  was  duly  executed,  as  provided 
for  in  the  commission,  was  right  in  allowing  it  to  be 
read,  and  it  would  have  been  error  for  him  to  have 
excluded  it. 

It  did  not  appear,  nor  did  the  plaintiflf  offer  to  show, 

that  the  defendant  knew  before  the  trial  that  the 
["]    witness  examined  under  the  commission  was  in  this 

city,  so  as  to  make  it  obligatory  upon  the  defendant 
to  have  subpoenaed  him  to  appear  upon  the  trial,  and 
the  defendant's  attention  not  being  called  to  the  fact 
until  the  plantiflf  was  through  with  his  case  and  the 
defendant's  own  examination  as  a  witness  for  the  de- 
fense had  been  completed,  the  defendant  was  not  then 
required  to  consent  that  the  trial  might  be  suspended 
and  the  cause  adjourned  to  a  future  day,  that  the  wit- 
ness might  be  subpoenaed  to  attend,  because  the  plain- 
tiff was  willing  or  offered  to  consent  that  that  might  be 
done. 

The  justice  was  of  the  opinion  that,  having  entered 
upon  the  trial,  he  had  no  authority  then  to  suspend  it 
and  resume  the  trial  on  a  day  when  the  witness's  attend- 
ance could  be  compelled  by  subpoena,  and  it  was  not 
error  that  what  the  justice  had  not  authority  to  do, 
the  defendant  refused  to  consent  to. 

The  assignment  of  Frank  C.  Fox  to  the  defendant, 
of  his  claim  against  George  C.  Miller,  the  plaintiff's 
assignor,  for  breach  of  contract  of  hiring,  was  a  good 
counterclaim  under  the  Code. 

The  plaintiff' s  action  was  founded  upon  contract, 
[•]    and  the  counterclaim  was  for  a  cause  of  action 
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also  arising  upon  contract — the  breach  of  an  agreement 
on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  to  employ  the  assignor 
Fox  for  a  year. 

In  the  case  relied  upon  (Pease  v.  Sterns,  1  J3ill^  86) 
['"]  the  action  was  brought  to  recover  for  goods  bought 
at  a  stipulated  price  ;  and  what  the  defendant 
sought  to  counter-claim  was  damages  for  the  conver- 
sion of  a  chattel,  which  was  a  very  different  case  from 
the  present  one,  where  both  the  cause  of  action  and  the 
counter-claim  arose  out  of  contracts. 
The  judgment  should  be  affirmed. 

Van  Beunt,  J. — I  concur  in  the  result  of  the  fore- 
going opinion.    The  plaintiff  should  have  moved  at 

["]  least  at  the  opening  of  the  trial  to  have  suppressed 
the  commission,  and  not  have  waited  until  the  trial 

had  so  far  progressed  that  the  defendant  could  not 

remedy  the  defect.

Incorporation  of  defendant  need  not  to  be  proven  unless  the  answer  contains 

an  affirmative  allegation  that  the  defendant  is  not  a  corporation. — 

If  on  information  and  belief  the  allegation  is  not 

sufficient, — Meaning  of  affirm, 

A  plaintiff  is  Dot  bound  to  prove  the  incorporation  of  a  defendant 
unless  a  verified  answer  was  served  containing  an  affirmative  alle- 
gation that  the  defendant  is  not  a  corporation. 
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An  allegation  ia  aa  answer  upon  information  and  belief  that  a  defend- 
ant is  not  and  never  was  a  corporation,  does  not  put  in  issue  the 
incorporation  of  the  defendant.  It  is  not  an  affirmative  allega- 
tion. To  affirm  is  to  assert  positively  ;  to  declare  the  existence 
of  something.      An  affirmative  allegation  is  a  positive  allegation. 

East  River  Bank  v,  Rogers  (7  Bono.  493),  followed. 

{Dedded  AprU  30,  1883.) 

Motion  OQ  behalf  of  defendant  to  set  aside  verdict  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff,  and  for  a  new  trial,  on  the  gronnd 
that  plaintiff  failed  to  prove  upon  the  trial  that  defend- 
ant was  incorporated. 

The  action  was  brought  against  defendant,  a  com- 
mon carrier,  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  plaintiff's  bag- 
gage. 

The  complaint  alleged  that  defendant  was  a  foreign 
corporation  existing  under  the  laws  of  Denmark. 

The  answer  denied  this,  and  alleged  on  information 
and  belief  that  defendant  was  not  a  corporation. 

The  plaintiff  claimed  on  the  trial  that  this  answer 
was  not  sufficient  under  section  1776  of  the  Code,  to 
compel  proof  of  defendant's  incorporation.  Plaintiff 
recovered  a  verdict,  and  subsequently  this  motion  was 
made  for  a  new  trial. 

Hilly  Wing  &  Shoudy^  for  motion. 
J.  Edward.  Swanstrom^  opposed. 

Brown,  J. — The  plaintiff  was  not  bound  to  prove  the 
incorporation  of  the  defendant  unless  a  verified  answer 
was  served  containing  an  affirmative  allegation  that  the 
defendant  is  not  a  corporation.  The  answer  contains  an 
allegation  as  follows  :  *'  For  a  second  and  separate  de- 
fense the  defendant  alleges  on  information  and  belief 
that  it  is  not  and  never  was  a  corporation."     I  do  not 
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think  this  allegation  puts  in  issue  the  incorporation  of 
the  defendant.  It  is  not  affirmative  allegation.  To 
affirm  is  to  assert  positively ;  to  declare  the  existence 
of  something.  An  affirmative  allegation  is  a  positive 
allegation.  The  allegation  in  the  answer  is  nothing. 
It  neither  affirms  nor  denies.  Of  all  persons  the  de- 
fendant's officers  should  know  wliether  it  is  a  corpora- 
tion or  not.  In  the  case  of  the  Eas^  River  Bank  v.  Rog- 
ers {7  Bosw.  493),  an  answer  by  the  defendant,  '*that 
he  is  informed  and  believes  the*  plaintiff  is  not  a  cor- 
poration," was  held  not  to  amount  to  a  plea  "  that  the 
plaintiff  is  not  a  corporation."  The  reasoning  of  that 
c>ase  applies  with  greater  force  to  an  answer  by  the  cor- 
poration itself.  The  rule  of  pleading  is  a  salutary  one, 
and  the  party  intending  to  raise  the  issue  as  to  the  cor- 
poration should  be  held  to  a  X)ositive  allegation  to  that 
effect ;  at  the  least  such  should  be  the  rule  where  a 
company  holding  itself  out  to  the  world  as  a  corporation 
denies  its  own  existence.

— When  the  court  of 
appeals  affirms  a  judgment  of  the  special  term  with  costs,   ^^mth 
costs'*^  means  all  costs  subsequent  to  the  entry  of  judgment, 
— When  coats  are  discretionary,  upon  an  appeal  to  the 
court  of  appeals  all  costs  subseqitent  to  t?te  judg- 
ment are  subject  to  its  control. 

Where  a  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  costs  of  course,  under  section  8228 
of  the  Code,  upon  the  entry  of  a  final  judgment  in  his  favor,  and 
his  judgment  was  finally  affirmed  in  the  court  of  appeals, — nehJ, 
that  he  was  entitled  to  his  costs  of  the  appeals  to  the  general 
term,  and  to  the  court  of  appeals.  [^] 

Where  the  court  of  appeals  reversed  an  order  of  the.  general  term 
directing  a  new  trial,  and  affirmed  the  judgment  of  the  special 
term,  with  costs, — Held,  that  **  with  costs"  meant  all  the  taxable 
costs  subsequent  to  the  judgment  affirmed,  consequent  upon  the 
appeals  both  to  the  general  term  and  to  the  court  of  appeals.  ['] 

Where  the  costs  of  an  action  are  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  the 
whole  subject  of  costs,  both  in  tlie  court  in  which  the  judgment 
was  originally  recovered  subsequent  to  the  judgment,  and  in  the 
court  of  appeals,  are  subject  to  the  control  of  the  latter  court 
upon  an  appeal  to  it.[']

The  first  appeal  to  the  general  term  being  from  a 
final  judgment  the  costs  thereof  were  in  the  discretion 
of  the  general  term  under  section  3238  of  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure,  because  that  a  new  trial  was  directed. 
See  subd.  1,  last  clause  of  §  3238.  Also  because  the 
action  wasi  in  equity.  §  3238,  subd.  2 ;  Black  t>.  O'Brien, 
23  Hun,  82 ;  Taylor  t?.  Root,  48  N.  Y.  678 ;  Palmer  v. 
Ranken,  56  How.  Pr.  364.  So  in  every  stage  of  the 
action.  Chipman  v.  Montgomery,  63  i\r.  J".  222.  The 
court  of  appeals  has  heretofore  declined  to  interpose  to 
overrule  the  discretion  of  the  general  term  as  to  costs 
where  such  discretionary  power  plainly  existed.  In  re 
Protestant  Episcopal  School,  86  JSf.  T.  397.  And  where, 
,  as  in  the  present  case,  there  was  a  reversal  by  the  court 
of  appeals,  "with  costs,"  the  costs  of  the  court  of 
appeals  only  are  intended.  Sisters  of  Charity  v.  Kelly, 
68  N.  r.  628  ;  Ppst  v,  Doremus,  60  iV.  Y.  372. 

Earl,  J. — In  this  action  a  money  judgment  was 
recovered  against  the  defendant.  From  that  judgment 
he  appealed  to  the  general  term  of  New  York  supe- 
rior court,  where  the  judgment  was  reversed  and  a 
new  trial  granted,  ^'with  costs  to  the  appellant  to 
abide  the  event  of  such  new  trials  Prom  the  order  of 
the  general  term  the  plaintiff  appealed  to  the  court  of 
appeals,  which  reversed  the  order  of  the  general  term 
and  aflBirmed  the  judgment  of  the  special  term,  ^^with 
costs y  Upon  the  taxation  of  costs,  plaintiff  sought  to 
tax  the  costs  of  the  appeal  to  the  general  term.  Upon 
objection  on  behalf  of  defendant,  the  clerk  disallowed 
such  costs,  and  plaintiff  then  appealed  to  the  special 
term,  which  reversed  the  ruling  of  the  clerk  and  direct- 
ed him  to  tax  the  costs  of  the  appeal  to  the  general 
term.  The  defendant  then  appealed  from  the  order  of 
the  special  term  to  the  general  term,  which  reversed 
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the  order  of  the  special  term  and  affirmed  the  ruling  of 
the  clerk,*  and  this  appeal  is  from  that  order  of  the 
general  teim. 

Section  3228  of  the  Code  provides  for  the  cases  in 
which  a  plaintiflE  is  entitled  to  costs  of  course,  and 
subdivisions  1,  2  and  3  of  that  section  provide  for 
costs  in  what  are  commonly  called  actions  at  law. 
Subdivision  4  gives  costs  to  the  plaintiflf  in  ''an  ac- 
tion, other  than  one  of  those  specified  in  the  foregoing 
subdivisions  of  this  section  in  which  the  complaint 
demands  judgment  for  a  sum  of  money  only."  Under 
this  subdivision  it  does  not  matter  whether  the  action 
be  legal  or  equitable ;  the  sole  condition  being  that  the 
judgment  demanded  must  be  for  money  only. 

Section  3229  provides  that  the  defendant  shall  have 
costs  of  course  in  the  same  actions  specified  in  the 
preceding  section,  unless  the  plaintiflf  is  entitled  to 
costs  as  therein  prescribed.  Section  3230  provides 
that,  except  as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  the 
court  may  in  its  discretion  award  costs  to  any  party 
upon  the  rendering  of  a  final  judgment.  Section  3237 
provides  that  the  preceding  sections  "do  not  affect 
the  recovery  of  costs  upon  an  appeal,"  and  then 
section  3238  provides  that,  "Upon  an  appeal  from  the 
final  judgment  in  an  action  the  recovery  of  costs  is 
regulated  as  follows :  1st.  In  an  action  specified  in 
section  3228  of  this  act  the  respondent  is  entitled  to 
costs  upon  the  affirmance,  and  the  appellant  upon 
the  reversal,  of  the  judgment  appealed  from ;  except 
that,  where  a  new  trial  is  directed,  costs  may  be 
awarded  to  either  party,  absolutely  or  to  abide  the 
event,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  2d.  In  every 
other  action,  and  also  where  the  final  judgment 
appealed  from  is  affirmed  in  part  and  reversed  in  part, 
costs  may  be  awarded  in  like  manner,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court." 

♦  The  opinion  of  the  general  term  is  reported,  antCy  p.  86. 
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It  does  not  appear  on  the  record  before  us  what 
judgment  was  demanded  in  the  complaint.  Prom  the 
fact  a  money  judgment  was  rendered  we  may  infer  that 
a  money  judgment  only  was  demanded  in  the  com- 
plaint; and  such  from  records  in  our  possession  we 
know  to  be  the  fact  (90  N.  F.  372).*  Therefore  this  is 
a  case  where  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  costs  of  course 
under  section  3228,  upon  the  entry  of  the  judg- 
[']  ment  in  his  favor ;  and  as  his  judgment  was  finally 
affirmed  in  this  court  he  was  of  course  entitled  to 
his  costs  of  the  appeals  to  the  general  term  and  to  this 
court  under  section  3238,  but  if  we  assume  that  this  is 
an  equitable  action,  that  the  costs  are  not  controlled  by 
subdivision  4  of  section  3228,  and  that  they  rest  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  the  result  is  yet  the  same. 
Then  while  the  cause  was  pending  in  the  superior 
court,  the  costs  were  in  the  discretion  of  that  court ; 
and  when  it  came  here  the  costs  were  in  the  discretion 
of  this  court. 

The  order  of  the  general  term  would  have  governed 
as  to  the  costs  if  a  new  trial  had  been  had.     But  the 
plaintiff  was  not  satisfied  with  that  order ;  he  did  not 
take  the  new  trial,  but  appealed  to  this  court.     That 
order  was  reversed,  and  thus  its  entire  effect  was  wiped 
out,  and  this  court  exercised  its  discretion  upon  the 
costs  by  affirming  the  judgment  of  the  special  term, 
"with  costs."     That  means  all  the  taxable  costs 
[']    mbsequent  to  the  judgment   affirmed  consequent 
upon  the  appealSy  both  to  the  general  term  and  to 
this  court.  The  whole  subject  of  costs,  both  in  the  supe- 
rior court,  subsequent  to  the  judgment  there,  and  in 
[']    this  court,  was  then  subject  to  the  control  of  this 

court,  and  it  exercised  its  discretion  by  granting  ' 
them  to  the  plaintiff. 

It  follows  from  these  views  that  the  order  of  the

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general  term  should  be  reversed  and  that  of  the  special 

term  affirmed,  with  costs,   and  when  we  say   "z^/fA  ) 

costs ^^^  weToean  the  costs  of  the  appeal  to  the  general 

term  and  to  this  court.

Dissolution  of  corporation, — Petition  for  voluntary^  must  show  that  it 

will  ho  tothd  interest  of  the  stockJwlders, — Nature^  and  contents  of 

order  to  show  cause  why  corporation  should  not  de  dissolved.-^ 

Report  of  referee  in  proceeding  for  dissolution  of  corporation. — 

Statutory  proceedings  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of 

the  statute  providing  for  them^  and  when  they  fail  to 

do  sOy  the  court  does  not  cuiquire  jurisdiction. 

The  petition  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation  must  show 
that  such  dissolution  would  be  beneficial  to  the  interest  of  the 
stockholders.  [^] 

In  a  proceeding  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  corporation,  the 
order  prescribed  by  section  2423  of  the  Code,  that  the  persons 
interested  in  the  corporation,  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be 
dissolved,  is  in  the  nature  of  process  for  bringing  the  persons 
interested  in  contesting  and  resisting  the  application  before  th(^ 
court.  [']  Where  the  order  did  not  require  those  interested  in  the 
corporation  to  show  cause  why  it  should  not  be  dissolved,  but 
contained  the  requirement  that  they  show  cause  **why  the 
prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  not  be  gran  ted.  ^^  Held^  that 
it  was  neither  in  substance  nor  effect  what  the  law  prescribed  it 
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should  be;[*J  that  the  code  clearly  intended  that  every  person 
receiving  a  copy  of  the  order  should  be  informed  by  its  contents 
that  the  proceeding  was  taken  to  dissolve  the  corporation 
itself,  and  as  the  order  contained  no  such  information,  and  in 
that  respect  entirely  failed  to  comply  with  what  the  statute  had 
required,  the  proceeding  was  not  legally  commenced.  [*] 

Where,  in  such  a  case,  the  creditors  of  the  corporation  did  not  appear 
or  in  any  way  waive  their  right  to  bo  served  with  precisely  such 
an  order  as  the  code  prescribes,  co  jurisdiction  was  acquired 
over  them,  a:;d  as  this  was  an  indispensable  step  in  the  proceed- 
ing, the  omission  to  take  it  could  be  insisted  upon  at  any  time  by 
either  of  the  other  partLes[^,']  and  although  the  objection  was 
not  taken  on  their  motion  to  vacate  the  order,  or  in  their 
answers.  [•] 

The  report  of  the  referee  in  a  proceeding  for  the  voluntary  dissolution 
of  a  corporation,  must  contain  **a  statement  of  the  effects, 
credits  and  other  property,  and  of  the  debts  and  other  engage- 
ments of  the  corporation,  and  of  all  otiier  matters  appertaining 
to  its  affairs,^'  and  wiiere  it  contained  no  statement  of  the  debts 
of  the  corporation,  but  stated,  generally,  that  the  schedules 
annexed  to  the  petition  were  correct,  Held^  that  this  was  not  a 
compliance  with  what  the  Code  demands.  ['] 

The  rule  in  all  statutory  proceedings  is  that  they  must  conform  to  the 
requirements  made  by  the  statute  providing  for  them,  and  if 
they  faK  to  do  so,  then  the  court  does  not  acquire  jurisdiction 
over  the  proceedings,  and  it  will  have  no  authority  to  make  any 
adjudication  affecting  the  rights  of  the  parties  designed  to  be 
controlled  by  it.[*]

Woodward,  residing  at  Plainfield,  New  Jersey,  and 
Arthur  T.  Woodward,  residing  at  Brooklyn,  Kings 
county,  New  York. 

'*IIL  That  the  business  of  said  Pyrolusite  Manga- 
nese Company  is  the  mining,  purifying  and  selling  of 
ores. 

'*  IV.  That  the  said  company  has  a.  capital  of 
$100,000,  divided  into  2000  shares.  That  your  peti- 
tioner Charles  C  Dodge  is  the  owner  and  holder  of 
995  shares  thereof,  and  your  petitioner,  Anson  Phelps 
Pond  is  the  owner  and  holder  of  5  shares  thereof ;  that 
the  said  Edward  H.  Woodward  was,  and  to  the  best  of 
yonr  petitioner's  knowledge,  information  and  belief 
still  is,  the  owner  and  holder  of  995  shares  thereof, 
except  such  number  of  the  said  995  shares  as  the  said 
Edward  H.  Woodward  may  have  transferred  to  his 
wife  Pauline  Woodward,  who  resides  at  Plainfield, 
New  Jersey ;  these  petitioners  having  been  informed 
that  a  transfer  of  a  certain  number  of  his  shares  had 
been  made  by  him  to  his  wife,  the  said  Pauline  Wood- 
ward, but  what  number  of  shares,  these  petitioners  are 
wholly  unable  to  allege,  and  state  ;  and  that  the  said 
Arthur  T.  Woodward  was,  and  to  the  best  of  your  peti- 
tioners knowledge,  information,  and  belief  still  is  the 
owner  and  holder  of  5  shares  thereof. 

"  V.  That  the  schedules  hereto  annexed  state,  so  far 
as  your  petitioners  know  or  have  the  means  of  know- 
ing,  1st,  a  full  and  true  account  of  all  creditors  of  the 
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corporation  and  of  all  unsatisfied  engagements  entered 
into  by  and  subsisting  against  the  said  corporation  ;  2d, 
a  statement  of  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  each 
creditor  and  of  each  person  with  whom  such  engage- 
ment was  made,  and  to  whom  it  is  to  be  performed  if 
known,  or,  if  either  is  not  known  a  statement  of  that 
fact ;  3rd,  a  statement  of  the  sum  owing  to  each  creditor 
or  other  person  specified  in  the  last  subdivision  and  the 
nature  of  each  debt  demanded  or  other  engagement ; 
4th,  a  statement  of  the  true  cause  and  consideration  of 
the  indebtedness  of  each  creditor ;  6th,  a  full,  just  and 
true  inventory  of  all  property  of  the  corporation  and 
of  all  books,  vouchers  and  securities  relating  thereto  ; 
6th,  a  statement  of  each  incumbrance  upon  the  property 
of  the  corporation  by  judgment,  mortgage,  pledge  or 
otherwise ;  7th,  a  full  just  and  true  account  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  corporation  specifying  the  name  of  each 
stockholder,  his  residence,  if  it  is  known,  or,  if  it  is 
not  known  stating  that  fact ;  the  number  of  shares  be- 
longing to  him  ;  the  amount  paid  in  upon  his  shares, 
the  amount  still  due  thereupon. 

**  VI.  That  your  petitioners,  as  trustees  of  said  cor* 
poration  on  the  one  side,  and  said  Edward  H.  Wood- 
ward and  Arthur  T.  Woodward,  as  trustees  of  said  cor- 
poration on  the  other  side,  are  wholly,  irreconcilably 
and  materially  at  variance  as  to  the  manner  and  mode 
in  which  the  affaire  of  said  Pyrolusite  Manganese 
Company  should  be  and  are  managed  and  your  peti- 
tioners believe  and  are  fully  convinced  that  should  the 
course,  methods  and  plans  advocated  and  pursued  by 
the  said  Edward  H.  Woodward  and  Arthur  T.  Wood- 
ward in  relation  to  the  management  of  said  corporation 
be  carried  out  the  result  will  be  the  financial  ruin  of 
the  said  corporation.

Annexed  to  this  petition  were  the  schedules  referred 
to  in  its  fifth  paragraph,  and  an  affidavit  by  each  of  the 
petitioners  that  the  matters  of  fact  stated  in  the 
''petition  and  the  schedules  thereto  annexed  are  just 
and  true  so  far  as  he  knows  or  has  means  of  know- 
ing." 

On  these  papers  an  order  was  granted  "  that  all 
persons  interested  in  said  corporation  show  cause 
before  Horace  H.  Chittenden,  Esq.,  who  is  hereby 
appointed  referee  for  that  purpose  at  his  office,"  etc., 
"why  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  should  not  be 
granted." 

On  the  return  day  mentioned  in  the  order,  the 
Pyrolnsite  Manganese  Company,  Edward  H.  Wood- 
ward, Arthur  T.  Woodward  and  Pauline  Woodward, 
at)peared  and  answered.  Poor  &  Freeborn  and  Ernest 
G.  Stedman,  creditors  of  the  corporation,  also  appeared, 
but  did  not  answer. 

Subsequently,  on  September  29,  1882,  Pauline 
Woodward,  Edward  H.  Woodward  and  Arthur  T. 
Woodward,  moved  at  special  term  to  vacate  and  set 
aside  the  order  to  show  cause  and  of  reference  ' '  on  the 
ground  of  want  of  jurisdiction  of  the  court  to  make 
the  same,  and  on  the  ground  that  the  petition  herein 
does  not  show  that  the  case  is  one  of  those  specified  in 
sections  2419  and  2420  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  or 
either  of  them,  and  that  the  statute  has  not  been 
complied  with  and  on  the  ground  that  said  application 
and  schedules  is  not  in  compliance  with  section  2421 
of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure."  This  motion  was 
denied. 

The  referee,  after  hearing  the  proof  offered  by  the 
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several  parties,  filed  his  report,  January  27,  1883,  on 
which  an  order  was  granted  by  the  court  at  special 
term,  February  13, 1883,  dissolving  the  corporation  and 
appointing  a  receiver  of  it. 

From  that  order  and  the  order  denying  the  motion 
to  vacate  and  set  aside  the  order  to  show  cause,  &Cr, 
the  Pyrolusite  Manganese  Company,  Edward  H. 
Woodward,  Arthur  T.  Woodward  and  Pauline  Wood- 
ward, took  this  ai)peal.

A  corporation  can  only  effect  its  voluntary  dissolu- 
tion in  the  manner  prescribed  in  sections  2419  to  2432 
of  the  Code.  Lake  Ontario  Bank  v.  Onondaga  Co. 
Bank,  7  Hun^  549  ....  The  law  is  well  settled  that 
proceedings  for  the  voluntary  dissolution  of  a  cor- 
poration must  conform  to  the  statute  strictly.  Cham- 
berlain V.  Rochester  Seamless  Paper  Vessel  Co.,  7 
Hun^  557;  Matter  of  Dubois,  15  How,  Pr.  7;  S.  C, 
6  Abb,  Pr.  386  note.  The  court  cannot  acquire  juris- 
diction of  the  proceedings  for  any  purpose  unless  the 
I)etition  shows  a  case  within  the  statute,  and  complies 
strictly  with  the  statutory  requirements,  lb.  The 
same  rule  obtains  in  all  statutory  proceedings.  In  re 
Valentine,  72  N.  Y.  184 ;  Battell  v.  Torrey,  65  Id.  294  ; 
People  V.  Hulburt,  46  Id.  110 ;  Onderdonk  v.  Mott,  34 
Barb.  106 ;  Ackley  v.  Dygert,  33  Id.  176 ;  Corwin  v. 
Merrit,  3  Id.  343  ;  In  re  Pettit,  2  Paige,  596 ;  Atkins  v. 
Kinnan,  20  Wend.  241 ;  Ford  v.  Walsworth,  15  Id.  449 ; 
Van  Nostrand  v.  Wright,  Hill  &  Denio  Sup.  260; 
Sharp  V.  Spier,  4  Hill^  76.  If  the  statute  is  not  com- 
plied with  the  decision  is  a  nullity.  Stilwell  v.  Swart- 
hout,  81  iV.  T.  109 ;  Brown  v.  Mayor,  3  Hun,  686 ; 
People  V.  Police  Board,  6  Abb.  Pr.  164 ;  Cook  v.  Fer- 
ren,  34  Barb.  95.  There  is  no  distinction  between 
superior  and  inferior  courts  in  this  regard.    Bloom  v.

Daniels,  J. — The  proceedings  were  taken  under  the 
authority  of  title  2,  chapter  17  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure.  By  the  petition  it  was  stated,  and  the 
proof  taken  established  the  fact,  that  one-half  the 
shares  of  the  corporate  stock  was  owned  by  the 
petitioners,  who  were  two  of  the  trustee  of  the  com- 
pany proceeded  against,  and  the  other  one-half  was 
owned  by  the  individual  appellants.  And  it  was  for 
the  reason,  as  it  was  stated,  that  these  parties  differed 
concerning    the  management  of    the  affairs    of    the 
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company,  that  the  proceedings  for  its  dissolution  were 
instituted.  But  why  the  corporation  should  be  dis- 
solved because  of  that  difference  was  not  clearly  stated 
in  the  petition.  The  statement  upon  that  subject  was 
that  the  i)etitioners  were  convinced  that  if  the 
"methods  and  plans"  advocated  and  pursued  by  the 
said  "Edward  H.  Woodward  and  Arthur  T.Wood- 
ward in  relation  to  the  management  of  said  corpora- 
tion be  carried  out,  the  result  would  be  the  financial 
ruin  of  the  said  corporation."  What  these  plans  aad 
methods  were,  was  in  no  manner  stated  in  the  petition  ; 
neither  was  it  shown,  on  account  of  this  disagreement 
or  for  any  other  reason,  that  it  would  be  deemed 

beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  that 
[']    the    corporation    should    be  dissolved.     And  at 

least  as  much  as  that  has  been  required  by  section 
2419  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  to  justify  and 
support  this  proceeding.  In  this  respect  the  petition 
was  quite  defective,  and  it  was  objected  to  as  such  by 
the  appellants  in  the  answers  which  they  filed  before 
the  referee. 

An  equally  serious,  if  not  a  more  fatal  defect,  was 
contained  in  the  order  required  to  be  and  which  was 
actually  published  and  served  upon  the  creditors  and 
stockholders  of  the  corporation.     This  order  was  in 

the  nature  of  process  provided  for  bringing  the 
[•]    persons  interested  in  contesting  and  resisting  the 

application  before  the  court,  and  its  form  and 
contents  were  specially  prescribed  by  the  provision 
directing  it  to  be  made  and  served.  By  the  terms  of 
this  provision,  where  the  court  entertains  the  applica- 
tion, or  the  case  is  one  of  those  mentioned  in  section 
2419,  it  has  been  directed  that  it  "must  make  an 
order  requiring  all  persons  interested  in  the  corpora- 
tion to  show  cause  before  it,  or  before  a  referee 
designated  in  the  order,  at  a  time  and  place  therein 
specified,  not  less  than  three  months  after  the  granting 
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of  the  order,  why  the  corporation  should  not  be 
dissolved"  {Code  Civ.  Pro.  §2423).  And  this  order 
has  been  required  not  only  to  be  published  once  in 
each  week  of  the  three  weeks  immediately  preceding 
the  time  fixed  therein  for  showing  cause,  but  it  also 
has  been  directed  that  a  copy  of  it  must  be  served 
upon  each  of  the  persons  specified  in  the  schedule 
annexed  to  the  petition,  as  a  creditor  or  stockholder  of 
the  corporation  {Id.  §  2425). 

The  order,  which  was  in  fact  made,  published  and 
served,  was  neither  in  form  nor  effect  what  section 
2423  directed  it  should  be,  for  it  did  not  require  the 
persons  interested  in  the  corporation  to  show  cause 

why  it  should  not  be  dissolved,  but  the  require- 
[']    ment  contained  in  it  was  that  they  should  show 

cause  "  why  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  should 
not  be  granted,"  which  was  neither  in  substance  nor 
effect  what  the  law  had  prescribed  the  order  should 
be.  No  service  of  the  petition  itself  was  directed  to 
be  made  by  the  statute  or  by  the  order,  and  it  was  not 
in  fact  served  on  either  of  the  persons  to  whom  the 
order  was  sent.  For  that  reason,  neither  of  the 
persons  proceeded  against  as  interested  in  the  corpora- 
tion could  understand,  from  anything  contained  in  the 
order,  that  the  proceeding  was  one  to  dissolve  the 
corporation.  No  intimation  whatever,  that  this  was 
intended  to  be  its  character,  was  in  any  form  contained 
in  the  order.  This  was  a  radical  as  well  as  material 
defect,  for  it  wholly  omitted  to  give  the  notice  which 
the  law  had  prescribed  the  creditors  and  stockholders 
should  have  as  the  foundation  of  the  proceeding. 

It  was  clearly  intended  by  this  portion  of  the  Code, 
that  every  person  receiving  a  copy  of  the  order  should 
be  informed  by  its  contents,  that  the  proceeding  was 

taken  to  dissolve  the  corporation  itself.  But  this 
[*]    order  contained  no  such  information,  and  in  that 

respect  it  entirely  failed  to  comply  with  what  the

staftite  had  required,  and  for  that  reason  the  proceed- 
ing was  not  legally  commenced.  The  rule  in  all 
statutory  proceedings  is,  that  they  must  conform  to 
the  requirements  made  by  the  statute  providing  for 
them,  and  if  they  fail  to  do  that,  then  the  court 
[*]  does  not  acquire  jurisdiction  over  the  proceeding, 
and  it  will  have  no  authority  to  make  any  adjudi- 
cation affecting  the  rights  of  the  parties  designed  to  be 
controlled  by  it  (Sharp  v.  Spier,  4  Hill^  76  ;  Matter  of 
Haflf,  72  If.  Y.  134). 

The  fact  that  the  parties  appealing  did  not  them- 
selves take  this  objection  to  the  proceeding,  either 
[•j  on  their  motion  to  vacate  the  order  or  by  their 
answers,  does  not  remove  the  difficulty  in  the 
case.  For  they  are  not  the  only  persons  upon  whom 
the  order  was  required  to  be  served,  or  who  had  the 
right  to  contest  the  proceeding  itself.  By  section  2421 
of  the  Code,  a  schedule  was  required  to  be  annexed  to 
the  petition  containing  a  full  and  true  account  of  the 
creditors  of  the  corporation  and  of  all  its  unsatisfied 
engagements;  and  each  of  these  persons  are  required 
to  be  served  with  the  order  before  the  hearing,  pro- 
vided for  could  take  place,  or  the  corporation  could  be 
dissolved.  Neither  of  these  creditors,  and  the 
schedule  to  the  petition  named  a  considerable  number 
of  them,  appeared  in  the  proceeding,  and  they  in  no 
manner  waived  their  right  to  be  served  with  precisely 
such  an  order  as  was  prescribed  by  the  statute.  By 
the  service  of  the  order  upon  them,  which  was  in  fact 
made,  no  jurisdiction  was  acquired  over  them, 
[^  and  as  this  was  an  indispensable  step  in  the 
progress  of  the  proceeding,  the  omission  to  take  it 
could  be  insisted  upon  at  any  time  by  either  of  the 
other  parties.  For  while  they  might  waive  the 
direction  to  make  and  serve  such  an  order  upon  them- 
selves, they  could  not  do  that  for  either  of  these 
creditors,  whom  they  do  not  appear  to  have  had  any 
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authority  whatever  to  represent.  And  they  did  not 
in  fact  attempt  to  appear  for  them.  Tliis  omission  in 
the  order  was  a  substantial  jurisdictional  defect  in  the 
proceeding,  which  prevented  the  court  from  obtaining 
complete  jurisdiction  over  it,  or  over  these  creditors 
who  were  required  to  be  made  parties  to  it.  The  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  are  peremptory,  that  the  order 
shall  be  in  the  prescribed  form,  and  that  a  copy  of  it 
must  be  served  upon  each  of  the  specified  persons  in  the 
schedule  as  a  creditor  or  stockholder  of  the  corpora- 
tion. And  as  it  was  not  in  this  form  and  could 
[']  not  be  so  served,  every  party  to  the  proceeding 
was  at  liberty  to  resist  it  because  of  these  omis- 
sions. 

The  law  has  also  declared  that  the  report  of  the 
referee  must  contain  ''a  statement  of  the  effects, 
credits  and  other  property,  and  of  the  debts  and  other 
engagements  of  the  corporation  and  of  all  other  mat- 
ters appertaining  to  its  affairs."*  That  which  was  made 
by  the  referee  contained  no  statement  of  the  debts  of 
the  corporation,  but  it  stated  generally  that  the  sched- 
ules annexed  to  the  petition  were  correct. 

This  was  not  a  compliance  with  what  this 
["]  section  of  the  Code  demanded,  and  so  far  as  the 
amounts  owing  to  the  creditors  were  involved,  no 
obstacle  stood  in  the  way  of  a  literal  compliance  with 
this  provision,  even  if  the  effects,  credits  and  property 
of  the  corporation  could  not  be  set  forth  because  of  the 
abstraction  of  the  books  and  papers  by  the  contest- 
ants. 

Other  objections  have  been  taken  to  the  regularity 
of  the  proceedings  which,  even  though  well  founded, 
are  by  no  means  of  so  serious  a  character  39  those 
which  have  already  been  considered.  For  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  appeal,  it  is  not  requisite  that  they  should 

*  Code  Civ.  Pro,  §  2420. 
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receive  specitic  attention.  The  objections  made  to  the 
substance  of  the  petition  and  to  the  form  of  the  order 
are  fundamental,  and  as  they  have  neither  been 
removed  nor  obviated  by  anything  afterwards  trans- 
piring in  the  proceeding,  it  cannot  be  sustained.  These 
failures  to  comply  vsrith  what  the  law  has  explicitly 
required  to  institute  and  maintain  such  a  proceeding 
are  so  important  as  to  render  it  incapable  of  being 
supported. 

The  order  from  which  the  appeal  has  been  taken 
should  be  reversed,  with  costs,  and  the  proceeding 
itself  should  be  dismissed,  but  without  prejudice  to 
the  commencement  of  another  proceeding  for  the  disso- 
lution of  the  corporation  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure.

District  court  in  the  city  of  New  York. — Gosts  paid  to  perfect  appeal 
from,  should  he  paid  to  successful  party  in  district  court. 

The  costs  paid  to  a  justice  or  liis  clerk  to  perfect  au  appeal  from  a 
district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York,  are  to  be  paid  to  the 
successful  party  in  the  district  court.     Tlie  appellant,  if  costs  are 
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awarded  to  him  oa  the  appeal,  may  tax,  ainong  other  items,  the 
costs  aod  fees  so  paid.  The  authority  to  do  so  seems  to  contem- 
plate a  prior  disposition  by  the  justice  or  his  clerk,  and  as  they 
do  not  belong  to  either  of  them,  the  only  one  possible  is  a 
payment  to  the  successful  party. 

Sherwood  «.  Traveler's  Insurance  Co.  (2  If,  T.  Civ.  Pro.  67), 
reversed. 

{Decided  May  18,  1883.) 

Appeal  from  an  order  requiring  the  clerk  of  a 
district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York  to  return  to  a 
successful  appellant  the  costs  j^aid  to  perfect  the 
appeal.     (Reversing  2  iV^.  Y.  Civ.  Pro.  ^7.) 

On  January  6,  1882,  the  plaintiffs  recovered  a  judg- 
ment in  the  district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York  for 
the  tenth  judicial  district,  against  the  defendant,  for  $60 
damages  and  $17.50  costs.  The  defendant  thereafter, 
January  19,  1882,  appealed  to  the  geneml  term  of  this 
court,  serving  notice  of  appeal,  and  at  the  same  time, 
to  perfect  its  appeal,  it  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  the  fees  of  the  justice  for  a  return,  and  $17.50 
costs  of  the  action.  It  also,  to  stay  execution,  gave  an 
undertaking,  which  was  duly  approved  by  the  justice 
and  tiled  with  the  clerk.  The  judgment  was  reversed 
with  costs.  The  defendant  thereafter,  on  March  11, 
1882,  served  a  certified  copy  of  the  judgment  of 
reversal  on  the  clerk  and  demanded  the  $17.60  costs, 
which  had  been  paid  to  him  when  the  appeal  was 
taken.  He  had  paid  the  amount  to  plaintiflf's  attorney 
January  28,  1882,  and  refused  now  to  pay  it  to  the 
defendant,  who  thereupon  moved  this  court  at  special 
term  for  an  order  directing  the  clerk  to  pay  the  money. 
The  court  below  granted  the  motion,  with  $10  costs, 
and  the  clerk  took  this  appeal.

F.  E.  Mather  {Thomas  C  Ennccer^  attorney),  for 
respondent. 
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Beach,  J. — I  have  been  unable  to  find  any  adjudica- 
tion bearing  upon  the  question.  In  Ex  parte  Stephen 
V.  The  Saratoga  Common  Pleas  (1  Wend.  282),  the 
court  go  no  further  than  to  decide  that  the  method  of 
appeal  must  be  strictly  followed,  and  payment  of  costs 
to  the  party  instead  of  the  justice  was  not  a  compliance 
with  the  statute.  The  appellant,  if  costs  are  awarded 
him  on  the  appeal,  may  tax,  among  other  items,  the 
costs  and  fee  paid  to  the  justice  upon  taking  the 
appeal  {Code  Civil  Pro.  §3060).  The  authority  to 
include  these  costs  among  the  disbursements  on  appeal 
seems  to  contemplate  a  prior  disposition  of  them  by 
the  justice  or  his  clerk. 

The  only  one  possible  is  a  payment  to  the  successful 
party  in  the  district  court,  as  they  certainly  do  not  be- 
long to  either  of  those  officials,  and  if  to  rest  on  deposit, 
no  necessity  existed  for  such  a  provision.  I  do  not 
think  the  giving  of  an  undertaking  affects  the  ques- 
tion, for  its  purpose  does  not  reach  beyond  a  stay 
of  e^fecution  {Code  Civ.  Pro.  §  3050).  Neither  can 
these  costs  fall  within  section  3058.  They  are  not 
property  lost  by  means  of  the  erroneous  judgment, 
because  not  taken  from  the  party  under  the  judg- 
ment, but  paid  as  one  of  the  steps  needful  to  perfect 
his  appeal. 

The  order  should  be  reversed,  with  costs  and  dis- 
bursements.

Examination  of  party  he/ore  trial, — Order  for,  Bkould  not  he  ut  aside  an 

(/round  that  it  will  tend  to  criminate  him,  unless  the  evidence  sought 

to  be  obtained  relates  exclusively  to  facts  which,  if  prove7i,  would 

show  that  tlie  witness  was  guilty  of  a  crime.— The  right  of 

a  witness  to  refuse  to  answer  a  question  on  thai  ground, 

is  a  personal  privilege. — Possession  of  stolen  goods, 

received    without  knowledge  that  they  were 

stolen,  is  not  a  crime. 

The  right  of  a  witness  to  refuse  to  answer  a  question  which  would 
tend  to  convict  liim  of  a  crime  is  a  personal  privilege,  and  should 
be  urged  when  he  is  asked  the  questions  having  such  a  tendency. 
It  is  not  suflScient  ground  for  setting  aside  an  order  for  liis  exam- 
ination before  trial,  unless  it  appears  that  the  testimony  which  is 
sought  to  be  obtained  relates  exclusively  to  facts  which,  if 
proven,  would  show  that  the  witness  was  guilty  of  a  crime. ['] 

The  possession  of  goods  that  have  been  stolen,  is  not  of  itself  a 
crime.  The  crime  is  only  committed  when  a  person  buys  or 
receives  property  stolen  from  another,  knowing  the  same  to  have 
been  stolen. ['] 

Where  certain  bales  of  rubber  were  stolen  from  a  common  carrier, 
having  a  special  property  in  them,  and  it  brought  an  action 
against  a  person  alleged  to  have  become  possessed  of  a  part  of 
them  to  recover  possession  thereof,  and  an  order  for  the  examin- 
ation of  the  defendant  to  enable  plaintiff  to  frame  its  complaint 
was  granted  on  an  affidavit  setting  forth  that  it  was  impossible 
for  plaintiff  to  allege  the  number  of  bales  that  came  into 
possession  of  the  defendant,  or  the  weight  of  the  rubber,  or  to 
properly  frame  the  complaint  without  such  examination,— &W, 
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that  the  order  should  not  be  set  aside  on  the  ground  that  the 
testimony  to  be  given  would  make  the  defendant  liable  to 
'  indictment  for  receiving  stolen  goods  ;[^'/]  that  as  the  defendant's 
possession  of  the  stolen  goods  is  consistent  with  his  innocence, 
the  objection  should  be  left  to  be  passed  on  upon  the  examina- 
tion itself.  [»]

Ingraiiam,  J. — From  the  affidavit  on  which  the 
order  for  the  examination  of  the  defendants  was 
granted,  it  appears  that  plaintiff  had,  as  common 
carrier,  a  special  property  in  thirty- one  bales  of  rubber 
which  were  stolen  from  the  plaintiffs  about  January 
10,  1883,  and  some  portion  of  which  was  thereafter 
in  possession  of  defendants.  That  the  action  was  com- 
menced to  recover  the  return  of  the  property  or  the 
value  thereof  from  the  defendants,  and  that  it  was 
imi)ossible  for  plaintiff  to  allege  the  number  of  the 
bales  that  came  into  possession  of  the  defendants  or 
the  weight  of  the  rubber,  or  to  properly  frame  the  com- 
plaint, without  the  examination  of  defendants.  On 
the  affidavit  the  defendants  moved  to  vacate  the  order 
for  the  examination  of  the  defendants,  which  motion 
was  denied,  and  from  that  order  denying  such  motion 
the  defendants  appeal. 

The  ground  upon  which  it  is  claimed  that  the  order 
should  be  reversed  is  **  that  the  testimony  to  be  given 
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would  make  the  defendants  liable  to  indictment  for 
receiving  stolen  goods." 

The  possession  of  goods  that  have  been  stolen  is 
[']    not  of  itself  a  crime.     The  crime  is  only  committed 

where  a  person  buys  or  receives  property  stolen 
from  another,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  stolen 

(2  Edm,  Rev.  Stat.  700,  §  71).  The  right  of  a  wit- 
["]    ness  to  object  to  answer  a  question  which  would 

tend  to  convict  him  of  a  crime  is  a  personal  privi- 
lege and  should  be  urged  when  he  is  asked  the  ques- 
tions having  such  a  tendency.  It  is  not  sufficient 
ground  for  setting  aside  an  order  for  his  examination 
unless  it  should  appear  that  the  testimony  which  the 
party  seeks  to  obtain  relat3s  exclusively  to  facts  which, 
if  proven,  would  show  that  the  witness  was  guilty  of  a 
crime.* 

In  this  case  the  object  of  the  examination  is  to  iden- 
tify the  goods  stolen  from  the  plaintiff,  which,  it  is 
claimed,  came  into  the  possession  of  the  defendant. 

That  of  itself  would  not  be  a  crime,  it  would 
[■]    undoubtedly  be  one  of  the  facts  which  it  would 

be  necessary  to  prove  to  convict  of  the  crime  of 
receiving  stolen  goods ;  but,  as  the  fact  is  consistent 
with  the  innocence  of  the  defendant,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  objection  should  be  left  to  be  passed 
on  upon  the  examination  itself  (Patterson  v.  Sandford, 
45  N.  r.  Super.  127). 

The  order  should  be  affirmed,  but  without  costs. 

Tbuax,  J.  [Concurring.]— I  concur  in  this  result, 
[*]    because  I  think  that  in  this  particular  case  the 
defendant  shotild  be  left  to  take  the  objection 
upon  the  examination.

Attachment. — Practice  as  to  granting,  etc.,  of,  in  district  court  of  the 

city  of  New  TorJc  not  clianged  hy  Code. — Motion  to  vacate,  issued 

out  of  district  court,  may  he  reviewed  on  appeal. — Must 

le  alio  iced  hy  justice  and  signed  hy  clerk. 

On  appeal  from  a  district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York,  all  the  pro- 
ceedings before  the  justice  are  brought  up,[^]  and  the  appellate 
court  can  review  a  decision  of  the  justice  denying  a  motion  to 
vacate  an  attachment  issued  in  the  action.  [\"]*  The  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure  has  made  no  change  in  the  manner  of  applying 
for,  granting  or  executing  attachments  in  district  courts,  except 
that  the  action  must  always  be  commenced  by  summons.  [^J 

An  attachment  issued  out  of  a  district  court  of  the  city  of  New  York 
must  be  allowed  by  the  justice  and  signed  by  the  clerk.  An 
attachment  signed  by  the  justice  as  if  issued  under  the  Code  is 
fatally  defective.  [*] 

{Decided  March  15,  1883.) 

Appeal  from  judgment  of  the  district  court  in  the 
city  of  New  York  for  the  seventh  judicial  district. 

An  attachment  was  granted  against  the  defendant's 
property  and  served  upon  him,  and  at  the  same  time  he 

*  The  issuing  of  an  attachment  upon  insufficient  affidavits  by  a 
justice  of  the  peace  is  an  error  of  law,  affecting  the  substantial  rights 
of  the  defendant,  for  which  the  ju«lgraent  may  be  reversed.  .  Fritze  v. 
Pultz,  2  N.  T.  CiD.  Pro.  142. 
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was  personally  served  with  the  sammons  and  there- 
after appeared  generally  in  the  action. 

The  defendant  moved  to  vacate  tlie  attachment, 
upon  the  ground  that  the  warrant  was  signed  by  the 
justice  alone,  instead  of  being  indorsed  by  him  as 
"  allowed,"  and  then  signed  by  the  clerk.  The  motion 
was  denied,  and  the  defendant  thereupon  answered, 
and  the  action  was  tried  and  resulted  in  a  judgment 
for  the  plaintiffs.  From  that  judgment  this  appeal 
was  taken.

Van  Buunt,  J.— The  main  question  which  it  is 
necessary  to  decide  in  disposing  of  this  appeal  seems 
to  be  this:  Upon  an  appeal  to  this  court  from  a 
district  court  in  the  city  of  New  York,  can  this  court 
review  the  decision  of  the  justice  denying  a  motion  to 
vacate  an  attachment  issued  against  property  which 
had  been  previously  issued  in  the  action?  Unless  it 
can,  then,  no  matter  how  orroneous  the  proceeding  of  a 
justice  may  have  been  in  the  issuing  or  sustaining  an 
attachment,  the  defendant  is  wholly  without  remedy. 
Under  the  practice  prior  to  the  new  Code  it  was  well 
settled  that  upon  an  appeal  from  a  judgment  the 
[*]  i)roceedings  of  an  attachment  so  issued  could  be 
reviewed  upon  an  appeal  from  the  judgment. 

It  is  urged,  and  there  is  great  force  in  the  Siigges- 
tion,  that  under  the  practice  before  the  new  Code, 
where  an  attachment  was  issued,  it  was  the  process  by 
which  the  action  was  commenced,  and  therefore  prop- 
erly came  before  the  appellate  court  as  part  of  the 
record  showing  how  the  court  acquired  jurisdiction ; 
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but  that  under  the  new  Code  the  court  does  not  acquire 
jurisdiction  by  the  attachment  but  by  tlfe  service  of  the 
summons,  aind  even  though  the  attachment  be  vacated 
the  court  may  proceed  to  judgment  in  case  of  a  general 
appearance  of  the  defendant  or  a  personal  service  of  a 
summons  upon  him  (section  2917),  thus  making  the 
attachment  simply  a  provisional  remedy,  as  in  courts 
of  record.  But  when  we  consider  that  section  3211  of 
the  new  Code  especially  provides  that  no  change  in  the 
manner  of  applying  for,  granting  and  executing  a  war- 
rant of  attachment,  and  the  proceedings  thereupon,  is 

intended  to  be  made,  unless  the  statute  under 
[']    which  those  proceedings  are  regulated  is  expressly 

repealed,  it  is  clear  that  no  change  whatever  in  any 
respect  was  made  in  the  old  statute,  except  that  an 
action  must  always  be  commenced  by  summons. 
Under  the  practice  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Code,  under  the  then  existing  statutes  the 

proceedings  upon  attachment  could  be  reviewed 
[']    upon  appeal,   and  the  language  above  shows  a 

manifest  intent  not  to  disturb  the  practice  in  any 
respect  by  implication. 

It  would  appear,  therefore,  that  on  appeal  from 
[*]    the    judgment,   all  the   proceedings    before    the 

justice  are  brought  up  as  before.  The  objection 
that  the  attachment  was  not  allowed  by  the  justice 
and  signed  by  the  clerk  seems  to  be  fatal.  The  attach- 
ment is  signed  by  the  justice  as  if  it  was  issued  under 

the  Code,  but  as  the  Code  has  made  no  change  in 
[*]    the  manner  of  granting  an  attachment,  it  should 

have  been  allowed  by  the  justice,  and  signed  by 
the  clerk. 

Judgment  must  be  reversed.

AttaeJiment, — Motion  to  vacate  far  irregularities  may  he  made  after 

judgment  and  the  issuing  of  execution^  and  at  any  time  before 

the  actual  application  of  the  attached  property, 

A  motion  to  vacate  an  attachment,  under  section  682  of  the  Code,  may 
be  made  after  jadgment,  and  notwithstanding  an  execution  bos 
been  issued,  unless  there  has  been  an  actual  application  of  Mie 
attached  property  which  would  necessarily  involve  a  8ale.[M 

Where  an  attachment  was  issued  and  levied  in  December,  1879,  and 
the  defendant  in  March,  1882,  after  judgment  had  been  entered  in 
the  action  in  favor  of  plaintiffs  and  an  execution  issued  thereon 
and  the  attached  property  levied  upon  thereunder,  moved  to 
vacate  the  attachment  for  irregularities  in  papers  on  which  it  was 
granted, — Ueld^  that  it  was  not  too  late  to  make  such  motion,  and 
it  should  be  heard  on  its  merits.  [*] 

(Bedded  May  11,  1888.) 

Appeal  from  order  of  special  term  denying  motion 
to  vacate  attachment  against  the  property  of  the 
appellant. 

The  action  was  brought  to  enforce  against  the 
defendant,  as  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  McKillop  and 
Sprague  Company,  a  manufacturing  corporation,  the 
statutory  liability  for  a  debt  of  the  corporation  for  not 
filing  the  annual  report  required  by  law. 

The  action  was  commenced  in  June,  1879.  On 
December  8,  1879,  the  plaintiff  procured  an  attachment 


s. 
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to  be  issued  against  the  property  of  the  defendant  as  a 
non-resident  of  the  State. 

The  cause  was  tried  on  March  13, 1882,  and  resulted 
ia  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiflP. 

On  March  14,  1882,  before  judgment  had  been 
entered,  the  defendant  moved  to  vacate  attachment  on 
the  ground  that  the  affidavit  on  which  it  was  granted 
was  insufficient. 

It  appeared  from  the  moving  papers  that  the  de- 
fendant's attorney  had  been  unable  to  find  the  affida- 
vit on  file  in  the  clerk's  office  ;  but  it  had  been  found 
and  was  read  on  the  argument  of  the  motion. 

The  judge  who  heard  the  motion  evidently  under- 
stood  that  it  was  made  for  irregularity  on  the  part  of 
the  plaintiffs  in  not  filing  their  affidavit,  and  holding 
that  this  should  have  been  specified  in  the  moving 
papers,  he  denied  it  March  17, 1882.  On  March  18, 
1882,  the  defendant  moved  on  affidavits  showing  that 
the  motion  had  not  been  made  for  irregularity,  but  for 
jurisdictional  defects,  for  the  rehearing  of  the  first 
motion  on  an  order  to  show  cause,  dated  that  day,  con- 
taining a  stay  of  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  plain- 
tiffs until  the  decision  of  the  motion.  This  order  was 
served  on  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  the  same  day,  the 
18th  of  March,  and  the  motion  argued  on  March  21 
(although  additional  affidavits  were  handed  in  as  late  as 
June  20),  but  was  decided  December  30,  1882.  In  the 
mean  time, on  March  22,  the  plaintiff's  attorney  obtained 
an  ex  parte  order  from  Judge  Barrett,  who  tried  the 
case,  modifying  his  former  stay  so  as  to  allow  execution 
to  issue  on  the  judgment,  sufficient  to  reach  and  levy 
•on  the  property  attached.  An  execution  was  so  issued, 
and  the  property  attached  levied  upon  thereunder,  but 
none  of  the  attached  property  or  its  proceeds  has  ever 
been  actually  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  judgment, 
which  is  wholly  unpaid  and  is  secured  on  appeal. 

The  order,  as  entered  on  December  30,  1882,  ordered 
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a  rehearing  of  the  first  motion,  vacated  the  order  made 
upon  it,  and  then  denied  the  motion  to  vacate  the 
attachment,  on  the  sole  ground  that  a  judgment  had 
been  entered  and  an  execution  issued. 

This  appeal  is  taken  from  so  much  of  that  order  as 
denies  the  motion  to  vacate  the  attachment.

The  order  aflEects  substantial  rights  of  the  defendant ; 
the  court  below  erred  in  supposing  that  because  an 
execution  had  been  issued  there  was  no  necessity  for 
vacating  the  attachment ;  that  is,  the  rights  of  the 
jmrties  would  not  be  affected  by  his  decision.  (1)  Under 
this  illegal  warrant  the  plaintiffs  have  seized  the  defen- 
dant's property,  and  put  him  to  great  expense  and 
damage  thereby.  Vose  v.  Woods,  26  Hun^  486.  (2) 
They  have  carried  into  their  judgment  the  additional 
costs  and  disbursements  authorized  in  case  of  an  attach- 
ment properly  issued.  (3)  Until  set  aside  this  void 
attachment  protects  the  sheriff,  and  he  still  holds  the 
defendant's  property  by  virtue  of  the  attachment  and 
execution,  for  while  under  section  1311  the  court  may, 
after  appeal  and  security,  on  application,  make  an  order 
discharging  the  levy  under  the  execution,  it  is  not 
authorized  to  discharge  the  levy  under  the  attachment. 

Oilhert  H.  ITawes,  for  respondents. 

Brady,  J.— Daniel  J.  Sprague,  the  appellant  and 
one  of  the  defendants,  applied  at  the  special  term  for 
an  order  vacating  the  attachment  issued  herein.  The 
application  was  not  made,  however,  until  after  final 
judgment  and  execution  had  been  issued  thereupon. 
For  that  reason  the  learned  justice  who  presided  at 
the  time  the  motion  was  made  denied  it.  He  says : 
*'  The  motion  to  vacate  the  attachment  is  denied  in  this 
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case  for  the  reason  that  judgment  has  been  entered  and 
execution  has  been  issued." 

No  other  question,  therefore,  was  considered  by  him, 
and  the  merits  of  the  application  were  not  passed 
upon. 

The  views  of  the  learned  justice  would  seem  erro- 
neous. By  section  682  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 
it  is  provided  that  the  defendant  or  a  person  who  has 
acquired  a  lien  upon  or  interest  in  his  property  after 
it  was  attached,  may  at  any  time  before  the  actual 
application  of  the  attached  property  or  the  proceeds 
thereof  to  the  payment  of  a  judgment  recovered  in  the 
action,  apply  to  vacate  or  modify  the  warrant  or  to 
increase  the  security  given  by  the  plaintiff,  or  for  one 
or  more  of  these  forms  of  relief,  together  or  in  the 
alternative ;  and  section  683  provides  for  the  manner 
in  which  the  application  may  be  made,  r«amely,  upon 
the  papers  on  which  the  warrant  was  granted,  or  upon 
proof  by  affidavit  on  the  part  of  the  defendant. 

It  appears,  therefore,  clearly,  that  the  legislature 
intended  to  give  the  defendant  all  opportunity  of 
[*]  moving  to  vacate  the  attachment,  notwithstanding 
an  execution  had  been  issued,  unless  there  has 
been  an  actual  application  of  the  attached  property, 
which  would  necessarily  involve  the  sale.  This  view 
is  confirmed  by  reference  to  section  687,  which  provides 
that  the  defendant  may,  at  any  time  after  he  has 
appeared  in  the  action,  and  before  final  judgment, 
apply  to  the  judge  who  granted  the  warrant  or  to  the 
court  for  an  order  to  discharge  the  attachment  as  to 
the  whole  or  a  part  of  the  property  attached.  But  by 
section  688,  upon  such  application,  the  defendant  must 
give  an  undertaking. 

There  are,  therefore,  two  remedies  provided  for  the 
defendant  for  relief  from  the  presence  of  an  attachment ; 
one  of  these  being  by  motion,  which  may  be  made  at 
any  time  before  the  actual  application  of  the  attached 
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property  or  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  payment  of  the 
judgment,  and  the  other  by  application  before  final 
judgment,  which  must  rest  upon  an  undertaking,  as  we 
have  already  seen. 

The  right  of  the  defendant  to  move  after  final 
judgment  and  execution  issued  seems  to  be  an  anomaly 
and  would  not  be  sustained  except  upon  imperative 
necessity,  demanded  by  the  absolute  construction  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Code,  for  the  reason  that  upon 
the  issuing  of  the  execution  and  the  levy  of  the  attached 
property  under  it  the  attachment  itself  for  all  purposes 
ceased  to  exist.  Its  office  has  been  performed  and  the 
property  was  in  custodia  legiSy  under  another  process 
which  was  altogether  distinct  from  the  attachment 
itself  and  founded  upon  an  entirely  different  result. 
But  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  about  the  intention  of 
the  legislature  to  extend  the  remedy  down  to  the 
period  named, ''before  the  actual  application  of  the 
attached  property  or  the  proceeds  thereof  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  judgment  recovered  in  the  action."  What 
the  particular  object  of  this  was  cannot  be  well  divined. 
It  may  have  had  some  connection  with  the  right  of  the 
defendant  to  appeal  to  have  his  property  surrendered 
to  him  during  the  pendency  of  this  appeal.  If  that 
were  the  object  it  was  a  good  one,  doubtless,  but  we 
are  not  called  upon  to  furnish  reasons  why  an  act  of 
the  legislature  was  passed.  It  is  our  duty  to  declare 
what  is  accomplished  by  it,  and  nothing  more. 

For  these  reasons  the  order  below  must  be  reversed, 

with  $10  costs  and  disbursements  of  this  appeal, 
[']    and  the  motion  to  vacate  to  be  heard  upon  its 

merits.

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RICHARDSON  v.  CASE.

Joint  debtoTj  has  same  defenses  in  action  to  cJiarge  him  with  judgment 
entered  against  him,  not  summoned,  and  his  co-debtor  as  he  would 
Jiave  had  if  serted  in  the  original  actionj  and  the  judgment  is 
not  conclusive  evidence  of  the  amount  of  the  debt. — Instance 
of  an  agreement  which  made  the  parties  thereto  part- 
ners as  to  third  persons, 

K.  and  C.  entered  into  an  agreement,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that  K. 
should  furnish  all  the  money  and  materials  necessary  to  complete 
the  construction  of  an  elevated  railway  which  he  had  contracted 
to  build,  and  pay  all  bills  on  account  thereof,  and  keep  C. 
supplied  at  all  times  with  the  sum  of  (100  to  meet  expenses,  of 
which  C.  was  to  render  an  accurate  account;  that  if  any  of  the 
private  property  of  either  party  was  used,  he  was  to  be  paid  for 
the  use  thereof  at  the  rate  designated  in  a  schedule  accompany- 
ing the  agreement ;  that  C.  should  give  all  his  time,  skill  and 
energy  to  the  completion  of  the  work  under  the  contract,  and 
should  receive  therefor  one-half  of  all  profits  arising  therefrom, 
and  that  all  moneys  advanced  by  E.  to  C.  and  not  accounted  for, 
were  to  be  charged  to  him  and  the  same  made  good.  Held,  that 
if  the  agreement  had  stopped  here,  it  would  not  have  made  the 
parties  partners  or  made  C.  liable  to  third  parties  for  debts 
contracted  by  E;[^J  but  as  the  agreement  also  provided  that  the 
accounts  should  be  balanced  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  and 
the  profits  then  appearing  be  divided,  the  said  K.  and  C.  ^'  to  be 
responsible  mutually  for  all  bills  contracted  the  same  in  profit  or 
loss,'*  and  that  any  property  purchased  under  the  agreement  and 
remaining  on  the  completion  of  the  work,  be  owned  in  equal 
shares  by  the  parties  thereto,  and  be  equally  divided,  it  con- 
tained all  the  elements  which  go  to  make  a  partnership,  at  least 
as  far  as  third  parties  are  concerned,  [','J  and  there  was  no 
question  of  fact  upon  this  point  to  submit  to  the  jury.  [*] 
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In  an  action  to  charge  a  partner  with  the  amount  remaining  unpaid 
on  a  judgment  recovered  against  liis  firm,  on  service  on  his  co- 
partner alone, — Held,  that  he  can  make  the  same  defenses  or 
counter-claim  which  he  miglit  liave  made  in  the  original  acdon, 
if  the  summons  had  been  served  upon  him  therein,  and  tliat  it 
was  error  to  hold  that  the  former  judgment  was  conclusive  as  to 
the  amount.  [*] 

{Decided  May  2,%,  1883.) 

Motion  for  a  new  trial  upon  exceptions  ordered  to 
be  heard  in  first  instance  at  general  term. 

In  1880  the  firm  of  E.  L.  Richardson  &  Co.,  of  which 
the  plaintiff  is  the  surviving  partner,  sold  and  delivered 
'umber  to  one  Daniel  R.  Kelly,  and  charged  it  to  him 
individually. 

On  September  8,  1882,  the  plaintiff  commenced  an 
action  in  the  marine  court  of  the  city  of  New  York 
against  said  Kelly,  and  the  defendant,  in  this  action 
to  recover  the  amount  of  his  bill  for  said  lumber 
alleging  in  his  complaint  that  Kelly  and  the  defendant, 
herein  were  copartners,  under  the  name  of  D.  R.  Kelly. 
The  defendant  herein  was  not  served,  and  did  not 
appear  in  that  action.  Kelly  was  served,  but  did  not 
appear  and  judgment  was  entered  against  him  and  the 
defendant  herein,  "not  summoned,"  September  21, 
1882  for  $620.99. 

No  part  of  that  judgment  has  been  paid.  On  Sep- 
tember 29,  1882,  this  action  was  brought  to  charge  the 
property  of  the  defendant  with  the  amount  of  that 
judgment.  The  lumber  in  suit  was  used  in  the  erection 
of  the  Coney  Island  Elevated  Railway,  and  on  the 
trial,  the  plaintiff  to  prove  that  the  defendant  and 
Kelly  were  partners  in  that  work,  put  in  evidence  an 
agreement  between  them  of  which  the  following  is  a 
copy: 

"Articles  of  agreement  made  this  23d  day  of  April, 
1880,   between  Daniel  R.  KeUy,  of  the  city   of  New 
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York,   and  Henry  Case,   of    the  city    of  Brooklyn, 
witnesseth  as  follows : 

"  Whereas  the  said  Daniel  R.  Kelly,  has  contracted 
with  the  Coney  Island  Elevated  Railroad  Co.  to  con- 
struct an  Elevated  Railway  at  Coney  Island,  Kings  Co., 
New  York,  as  will  more  fully  appear  by  reference  to  the 
contract  between  said  Kelly  and  said  company,  know 
therefore  the  parties  hereto  agree : 

"First.  That  the  said  Kelly  should  furnish  the 
money  and  materials  necessary  to  complete  the  said 
contract,  as  the  progress  of  the  work  thereunder  shall 
require,  and  shall  pay  all  bills  for  accounts  of  construc- 
tion of  said  work. 

"Second.  That  the  said  D.  R.  Kelly,  should  also 
keep  the  said  H.  Case,  supplied  with  the  sum  of 
$100  to  meet  the  minor  current  expenses  of 
such  work,  of  which  moneys  and  the  payment  thereof 
the  said  Case  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  and  render 
the  same  1st  and  15th  of  each  month,  the  said  Kelly 
agrees  to  keep  the  amount  paid  so  as  the  said  Case 
will  at  all  times  have  $100  on  handl 

''  Third.  The  said  Case  shall  give  all  his  time,  skill, 
and  energy  to  the  completion  of  the  work  under  said 
contract,  for  which  he  is  to  receive  one-half  of  the 
profits  arising  therefrom. 

"Fourth.  Should  any  of  the  private  property  of 
said  Case  be  used  on  said  work,  said  Case  shall  receive 
for  the  use  thereof  one-half  the  rate  per  day  specified  in 
the  schedule  hereto  attached,  the  use  thereof  to  be  paid 
for  on  the  completion  of  said  work.  This  section  to 
apply  to  all  plant  and  material  furnished  in  construc- 
tion by  said  Daniel  R.  Kelly  also. 

"Fifth.  The  profits  arising  under  said  contract,  and 
from  any  extra  work  connected  therewith,  shall  be 
divided  equally  between  the  parties  hereto,  when  all 
debts  contracted  are  paid,  the  account  in  respect  thereto 
to  be  balanced  on  the  last  day  of  each  month,  and  the 
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profits  then  appearing  to  be  divided  as  aforesaid.  The 
said  D.  R.  Kelly,  and  Henry  C/ise  to  be  responsible 
mutually  for  all  bills  contracted  the  same  in  profit  or 
loss. 

"  Sixth.  Any  property  purchased  under  this  agree- 
ment and  remaining  on  the  completion  of  said  work, 
shall  be  owned  in  equal  shares  by  the  parties  hereto, 
and  shall  be  equally  divided  between  them,  and  if  not 
so  divided,  shall  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall 
be  equally  divided  between  the  parties  hereto,  either 
party  to  have  the  privilege  of  purchasing  at  such  sale 
if  he  shall  so  elect. 

"  Seventh.  For  all  moneys  advanced  by  D.  R.  Kelly 
to  said  H.  Case,  during  the  work  not  accounted  for  by 
the  said  H.  Case,  are  to  be  charged  to  him,  and  same  to 
be  made  good  on  the  completion  of  said  work. 

''Daniel  R.  Kelly. 
"Henry  Case." 

The  court,  at  trial  term,  held  that  this  agreement 
made  Kelly  and  the  defendant  partners  ;  that  the 
marine  court  judgment  was  conclusive  as  to  the 
amount,  and  directed  a  verdict  for  the  plain tiflf.  It 
also  ordered  that  the  exceptions  taken  by  the  defen- 
dant be  heard  in  the  first  instance  at  the  general  term, 
and  that  judgment  upon  the  verdict  be  suspended  in 
the  meantime.

In 
construing  this  contract  the  facts  in  view  of  which  it 
was  made  must  be  considered  and  it  must  be  so  con- 
strued that  it  may  have  effect  according  to  the  intention 
of  the  parties.  Stapenhorst  v.  Wolf,  35  iT.  Y.  Super. 
25;  affirmed,  65  JV.  Y.  596;  Parshall  v.  Eggart,  54 
J\^.  y.  18  ;  1  Lindley  on  Partriershipy  18 ;  .  .  .  . 
Coyne  v.  Weaver,  84  N.  F.  386.  Whether  two  or  more 
persons  associated  in  business  are  partners  depends 
upon  their  intentions. 

Under  sections  1933  and  1939  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  after  a  judgment  has  been  obtained  against 
one  joint  debtor,  it  is  not  conclusive  on  the  other  joint 
debtor  of  the  amount  oC  the  demand  against  him. 
Oakley  v.  Aspinwall,  4  N,  Y.  513 ;  Denny  v.  Smith,  18 
N,  Y.  567 ;  Lane  v.  Salter,  51  N.  Y.  1 ;  Maples  v. 
Mackey,  89  N.  Y.  146 ;  Newman  v.  Marvin,  12  HuUy 
241 ;  Pratt  v.  Chase,  44  N.  Y.  600 ;  Field  v.  Ashhain, 
22  How.  Pr,  332 ;  Poster  v.  Wood,  30  Id.  284. 

McCuE,  Ch.  J. — This  case  comes  before  us  on 
exceptions  taken  by  the  defendant  and  ordered  to  be 
heard  in  the  first  instance  at  tl^e  general  term.  Two 
questions  are  presented  for  decision :  First.  Was 
there  a  copartnership  between  the  defendant  and 
Kelly  who  purchased  from  the  plaintiff  the  goods  and 
materials  which  were  used  in  the  performance  of  a 
contract  made  between  Kelly  and  the  Coney  Island 
Elevated  Railway  Company,  so  as  to  make  the  defend- 
ant liable  therefor?  and  second,  Was  the  judgment 
recovered  in  the  marine  court  of  the  city  of  New  York 
conclusive  against  the  defendant  as  to  the  amount? 

To  sustain  the  liability  of  the  defendant  as  a  part- 
ner, the  plaintiff  offered  in  evidence  an  agreement 
executed  by  the  defendant  and  Kelly.    By  the  terms 
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of  the  agreement,  Kelly  was  to  furnish  all  the  money 
and  materials  necessary  to  complete  the  work,  and  to 
|)ay  all  bills  on  account  of  construction.  Kelly  was  to 
keep  the  defendant  supplied  at  all  times  with  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  to  meet  minor  expenses,  of 
which  advances  the  defendant  was  to  render  an  accurate 
account.  If  any  of  the  private  property  of  the  defend- 
ant was  to  be  used  on  the  work,  he  was  to  receive 
pay  for  the  use  thereof,  according  to  the  rate  desig- 
nated in  a  schedule  accompanying  the  agreement,  and 
this  provision  was  also  to  apply  to  all  plant  and 
materials  furnished  in  construction  by  said  Kelly. 

The  defendant  was  to  give  all  his  time,  skill  and 
energy  to  the  completion  of  the  work  under  the 
contract  (/.  e.,  the  contmct  between  Kelly  and  the 
railway  company),  and  was  to  receive  for  this  one  half 
of  the  profits  arising  therefrom,  and  all  moneys 
advanced  by  Kelly  to  the  defendant  during  the  pro- 
gress of  the  work,  and  not  accounted  for  were  to  be 
charged  to  him  and  the  same  made  good  on  the 
completion  of  the  work. 

If  the  agreement  had  stopped  here,  it  would  be 
easy  to  determine  the  right  of  the  parties,  and  to 
[*]  say  that  as  between  the  defendant  and  Kelly,  the 
agreement  amounted  to  nothing  more  than  the 
very  usual  employment  of  the  services  of  a  party,  to  be 
paid  for  out  of  the  profits  of  the  enterprise  by  way  of 
price  or  compensation  for  such  services — such  a  part- 
nership in  the  profits  would  not  make  the  principals 
partners  nor  would  the  one  receiving  the  profits  be 
thus  made  liable  to  third  persons  for  debts  contracted 
by  the  other.    The  authorities  are  full  upon  this  point. 

Another  portion  of  the  agreement,  however  (§§  5, 6), 
provides  for  the  accounts  to  be  balanced  on  the  last 
day  of  each  month,  and  the  profits  then  appearing  to 
divided.  "The  said  D.  R.  Kelly  and  Henry  Case  to  be 
responsible  mutually  for  all  bills  contracted  the  same 
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in  profits  or  loss"  (§5).  ''Any  property  purchased 
under  this  agreement  and  remaining  on  the  completion 
of  said  work  to  be  owned  in  equal  shares  by  the  parties 
hereto,"  and  to  be  equally  divided  and  to  be  eventually 
sold  and  the  receipts  to  be  divided  equally  (§  6). 

It  is  very  clear  that  the  provisions  contained  in 

sections  5  and  6,  meant  something  more  than  that 
[*]    Kelly  was  to  furnish  the  money  and  materials 

necessary,  and  to  pay  all  bills  for  account  of  con- 
struction. It  was  very  likely  the  case,  that  between 
themselves,  Kelly  was  the  capitalist,  and  Case  the 
real  man  of  work,  because  he  was  to  give  all  his  time, 
skill  and  energy,  while  the  agreement  did  not  contem- 
plate any  participation  on  the  part  of  Kelly  in  the 
actual  work  itself,  but  it  is  equally  clear  and  must 
have  been  the  intention  of  the  partie.s  that  there  was 
to  be  kept  a  profit  and  loss  account,  and  that  for  all 
bills  contracted  they  would  be  responsible  mutually 

(§5). 

It  is  evident  that  also  nnder  section  6,  it  was  in 
contemplation  that  property  would  be  necessarily 
required  and  pui-3hased  for  the  purpose  of  the  work 
outside  of  the  private  property  owned  by  each  at  the 
time  the  work  started,  which  property  should  be  owned 
in  common  and  distributed  after  the  contract  was  com- 
pleted. Sections  5  and  6,  therefore,  provide  for  a 
community  of  property,  for  payment  of  losses  as  well 
as  the  division  of  profits.  All  the  elements  go  to  make 
a  partnership,  at  least  so  far  as  third  parties  are 
[']  concerned,  whatever  may  be  their  respective  rights 
^   as  between  each  other. 

We  think  that  the  judge  at  trial  term  properly 
construed  the  agreement,  and  that  there  was  no 
question  of  fact  upon  this  point  to  submit  to  the  jury. 

As  to  the  second  question  presented  on  the  appeal. 
The  plaintiff  has  sued  Kelly  for  the  same  merchandise, 
&c.,  which  is  the  subject  of  the  present  action.    Case 
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was  made  defendant  as  a  joint  defendant,  and  was  not 
served  with  the  summons.  Kelly  was  served  with  the 
summons  and  complaint,  and  made  default,  and  judg- 
ment by  default  was  entered  against  both. 

Upon  the  trial  now  under  review,  the  court  held 
that  the  former  judgment  was  conclusive  as  to  the 
amount,  both  as  to  the  defendant  in  this  action,  and 
as  to  Kelly. 

We  think  that  the  ruling  was  erroneous,  and  care- 
fully examining  the  question,  the  judge  below  concurs 
with  us,  that  under  §§  1933  and  1939  of  the  Code 
[*J  of  Civil  Procedure,  the  defendant  on  this  trial 
can  make  the  same  defenses  or  counter-claim 
which  he  might  have  made  in  the  original  action,  if 
the  summons  had  been  served  upon  him  when  it  was 
first  served  upon  the  defendant  indebted  with  him. 

Such  were  the  provisions  as  to  the  same  subject 
matter  in  section  379  of  the  former  Code  (Oakley  v. 
Aspinwall,  4  If.  Y.  513 ;  Maples  7).  Mackey,  89 
JV.  T.  151). 

There  must  therefore  be  a  new  trial,  costs  to  abide 
the  event.

What  notice  of  tlie  entry  of  an  order  is  svfficient  to  limit  the  time  to 

appeal  therefrom, 

Where  the  copy  of  an  order  served  upon  the  attorney  for  a  party  was 
certified  by  the  clerk,  in  whose  office  it  was  entered,  in  these 
words:  "Indorsed  filed  October  11,  1882.  A  copy,  C.  A.  Hart, 
Clerk,"  and  indorsed  on  the  back,  **Copy  order  striking  out 
amended  complaint,  and  dismissing  cause."  Held,  that  this 
amounted  to  a  written  notice  that  the  order  had  been  entered 
by  the  clerk;  that  no  particular  form  of  words  or  notice  is 
prescnbed,  and  if  written  notice  of  the  entry  of  the  order  was 
served,  the  statute  was  complied  with,  and  the  time  to  appeal 
commenced  to  run. 

{Decided  May  15,  1883.) 

Appeal  from  order  of  Kings  county  special  term, 
denying  motion  to  compel  defendants'  attorneys  to 
receive  notice  of  appeal  from  order  of  the  Richmond 
County  special  term. 

The  opinion  states  the  facts.

A  motion  to  compel  the  acceptance  of  a  paper  is 
entirely  proper,  and  an  order  denying  such  motion  is 
appealable.    Pattlson  v.  O'Connor,  23  Hun^  307;  S.  C, 
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60  How.  Pr.  141 ;  see  also  Sherman  v.  Wells,  14  How. 
Pr.  522. 

The  copy  order  served  on  plaintiff  did  not  limit  his 
time  to  appeal.  ''There  being  no  power  in  the  court 
to  relieve  a  party  who  falls  to  take  an  appeal  in  due 
time,  however  meritorious  his  excuse,  the  party  under- 
taking to  limit  the  time  is  held  to  strict  practice," 
Kelly  V,  Sheehan,  76  If.  T.  325,  to  same  effect  Matter  of 
N.  Y.  Central  &  H.  R.  R.  R.  Co.,  60  JN^..  Y.  116.  The 
Code  (§1351),  allows  an  appeal  within  thirty  days 
after  the  service  upon  the  attorney  for  the  appellant  of 
*'  a  copy  of  order  appealed  from  and  a  written  notice  of 
the  entry  thereof."  The  notice  here  required  must  be 
a  formal  notice  (Fry  n.  Bennett,  16  How.  Pr.  405 ; 
People  ex  rel.  Backus  v.  Spalding,  9  Paige^  606  ;  Tyler 
V.  Simmons,  6  Paiges  132),  in  writing  (Whitlock  t. 
Joseph,  14  Abb.  Pr.  345),  coming  from  the  opposing 
party  (Fry  ?;.  Bennett,  16  How.  Pr.  405),  subscribed  by 
him  or  his  attorney  (Yorks  t?.  Peck,  17  How.  Pr.  192), 
and  bearing  the  office  address  of  the  party  signing  it. 
Id.  ;  Kelly  v.  Sheehan,  76  JV.  T.  325.  It  must  state 
when  the  order  was  entered,  and  in  what  clerk's  office. 
Valton  V.  Natl.  Fund  Life  Ass.  Soc,  19  How.  Pr.  515, 
Matter  of  N.  Y.  Cen.  &  H.  R.  R.  R.  Co.,  swpra.  In 
this  case  the  memorandum  subjoined  to  the  copy  order 
served,  does  not  comply  with  these  requirements.  It 
does  not  state  where  or  when  the  order  was  entered  or 
even  that  it  has  been  entered.  It  merely  states  that 
the  original  or  some  copy  thereof,  was  "indorsed,  filed 
October  11th,  1882."  It  is  not  signed  by  the  defend- 
ants or  their  attorneys,  and  is  not  even  inform  a  notice. 
Unless  the  notice  prescribed  by  the  Code  is  served,  the 
time  to  appeal  is  unlimited.  Matter  o|  N.  Y.  Central 
and  H.  R.  R.  R.,  60  N.  Y.  116.  Even  when  the  party 
appealing  enters  the  order  himself,  the  time  is  not 
limited  unless  the  prescribed  notice  is  given,  /rf.,  and 
cases  cited. 
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S.  F.  Mawson  {De  Groot^  JRawson  &  Stafford^ 
attorneys),  for  respondents. 

Dykman,  J. — This  cause  was  on  the  calendar  for 
trial  at  the  Richmond  Circuit  on  October  9,  1882,  and 
on  that  day  the  defendants  moved  the  court  on  affi- 
davit, to  strike  out  the  plaintiffs  amended  complaint 
because  it  had  been  interposed  only  for  delay.  There- 
upon the  court  decided  to  allow  the  amended  complaint 
to  remain  and  directed  the  defendants  to  answer  the 
same  immediately,  the  cause  to  be  set  down  for  trial 
on  the  ensuing  Wednesday  on  condition  that  the  plain- 
tiffs should  then  proceed  with  the  trial.  The  condition 
was  declined  by  the  plaintiff  and  the  motion  was 
granted.  The  cause  then  stood  for  trial  and  on  its  reg- 
ular call  on  the  calendar  the  plaintiff  answered  not,  and 
the  complaint  was  dismissed.  This  order  was  entered 
and  a  certified  copy  procured  with  the  words. 
"  Indorsed  filed  October  11,  '82."  A  copy.  C.  A.  Hakt, 
clerk.  It  was  also  indorsed  as  follows:  ''Supreme 
Court.  John  Baker  Z).  Jacob  Hatfield  and  another. 
Copy  order.  De  Groot,  Rawson  &  Stafford,  Defendants' 
attorneys,  Port  Richmond,  N.  Y."  This  copy  with 
these  words  was  served  on  the  attorney  for  the  plain- 
tiff on  October  7,  1882,  by  mail  with  the  additional 
words  indorsed  on  the  back  of  it :  "Order  striking  out 
amended  complaint  and  dismissing  cause." 

On  December  30,  1882,  the  attorney  for  the  plain- 
tiff served  a  notice  of  appeal  from  that  order,  which 
was  returned  with  a  statement  of  the  ground  that  the 
same  was  not  served  within  the  time  limited  by  law 
for  that  purpose. 

Thereupon  a  motion  was  made  to  compel  the  accept- 
ance of  the  notice  of  appeal, which  was  denied,  and  from 
that  order  comes  this  appeal. 

Under  the  requirement  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Proced-

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ure,  section  1351,  it  was  necessary  to  take  the  appeal 
from  this  order  within  thirty  days  after  service  of  a 
copy  of  the  order  and  a  written  notice  of  its  entry. 

The  claim  of  the  plaintiflE  is  that  no  written  notice 
of  the  entry  of  the  order  was  served,  and  therefore  his 
time  to  appeal  was  i^ot  set  in  motion. 

In  the  first  place  the  clerk  certified  that  it  was  a 
copy,  and  then  the  defendant's  attorneys  indorsed  on 
it  the  words  "copy  order  striking  out  amended  com- 
plaint and  dismissing  cause."  This  certainly  amounted 
to  written  notice  that  the  order  had  been  entered  by 
the  clerk.  No  particular  form  of  words  or  notice  is 
prescribed.  If  written  notice  of  the  entry  of  the  order 
was  served  on  the  plaintiflPs  attorney,  the  statute  was 
complied  with  and  the  time  to  appeal  commenced  to 
run. 

A  substantial  compliance  with  the  statute  was  only 
necessary  and  that  was  accomplished. 

The  order  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs  and  dis- 
bursements.

Findings  on  issues  framed  under  section  070  of  the  Code^  not  conclusive 

in  another  action  letween  same  parties,  unless  the  issues  were  raised 

ly  the  pleadings,  and  their  decision  necessary  to  the  determination 

of  the  action. — What  determinations  are  an  estoppel. — 

Inferences  from  testimony  in  a  former  proceeding,  do 

not  constitute  an  estoppel  in  a  svhsequent  ease  wJiere 

the  same  testiramty  is  gioen. 

The  findiogs  of  tho  jury  on  issues  framed  under  section  970  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  are  not  res  culjudicata  in  another  action 
between  parties  to  the  proceeding  or  action  in  which  they 
were  made,  unless  the  issues  so  framed  were  raised  by  the  plead- 
ings in  the  first  action,  and  their  decision  was  necessary  to  its 
determination. 

Where,  in  a  proceeding  bv  the  people  to  dissolve  a  corporation,  a 
stockholder  of  it,  at  whose  instance  the  proceeding  was  insti- 
tuted, was  made  a  party  plaintiff  after  issue  had  been  joined,  and 
it  did  not  appear  from  the  record  that  any  amendment  to  the 
pleadings  were  made  to  show  how  or  why  he  was  made  a  party 
plaintiff,  or  what  was  his  interest  in  the  litigation,  nor  was  any 
judgment  against  him  asked.  Held,  that  the  effect  of  making 
him  a  plaintiff  would  extend  no  further  at  the  utmost,  than  to 
bind  him  by  the  determination  made  between  the  people  and  the 
defendants  of  the  issues  formed  by  the  complaint  and  answer.  [*] 

"Where,  in  a  proceeding  to  dissolve  a  corporation  on  the  grounds  that 
it  had  forfeited  its  charter  by  abuse  of  its  power  and  the  exercise 
of  franchises  or  privileges  not  conferred  by  law,  issues  were 
framed  under  section  910  of  the  Code,  inquinng,  among  other 
things,  into  tlie  validity  of  the  organization  of  the  corporation, 
and  the  jury  found  that  its  organization  was  illegal  and  invalid. 
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and  bad  been  effected  pursuant  to  an  agreement  between  certain 
stock-holders  of  the  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
them  to  carry  on  a  partnership  or  joint  adventure  in  the  guise  of 
a  corporation,  and  thus  of  using  the  act  of  the  legislature  under 
"which  the  corporation  was  organized  to  evade  the  personal 
liability  attaciiing  to  partnerships  or  joint  adventures.  And 
judgment  was  rendered,  dissolving  the  corporation  on  the  ground 
that  it  had  forfeited  its  charter,  and  not  because  it  was  formed 
in  an  unlawful  manner, — Seld^  in  an  action  by  a  stockholder,  L., 
who  was  joined  with  the  people  as  plaintiff  in  such  proceeding 
against  certain  other  stockholders,  C.  &  Co.,  for  dividends 
guaranteed  by  them,  that  the  questions  framed  for  the  jury  went 
outside  of  the  issues  raised  by  the  pleadings  ;[*]  that  while  the 
agreement,  pursuant  to  which  the  company  was  organized,  and 
under  which,  L.  brought  his  action  for  dividends,  and  its  intent 
might  be  received  in  evidence  for  certain  purposes,  an  adjudica- 
tion as  to  them  was  not  called  for  by  a  necessity  to  adjudicate 
upon  the  real  issues,  but  was  immaterial  ;[*]  that  the  verdict  of 
the  jury  did  not  itself  constitute  an  estoppel ;[']  and  that  the  find- 
ings in  the  peoplc^s  action  that  the  corporation  had  violated  the 
provisions  of  the  law  under  which  it  was  organized,  and  had 
exercised  a  franchise  not  conferred  by  law,  excludes  that  the 
first  organization  of  the  company  was  invalid,  and  therefore, 
there  was  no  former  binding  adjudication  that  the  agreement 
was  invalid  on  its  face,  or  in  the  intent  with  which  it  was  made, 
or  that  the  organization  of  the  company  was  not  at  the  time 
lawful  and  in  pursuance  of  the  statute  ;[*"]  also  Jleld^  that  as  L. 
could  not,  in  the  proceeding  to  dissolve  the  corporation,  have 
had  an  adjudication  as  to  the  agreement  or  its  validity,  which 
could  have  been  the  foundation  of  any  judgment  in  his  favor  as 
to  his  rights  under  the  agreement,  or  be  used  defensively  as  to 
any  claim  made  adversely  to  him,  it  would  not  bind  him  in  his 
action  against  C.  &  Co.[*J 

A  judgment  is  conclusive  upon  the  parties  thereto,  only  in  respect  to 
the  grounds  covered  by  it,  and  although  a  decree  in  express 
terms  purports  to  affirm  a  particular  fact  or  rule  of  law,  yet  if 
such  fact  or  rule  of  law  was  immaterial  to  the  issue,  and  the 
controversy  did  not  turn  upon  it,  the  decree  will  not  conclude 
the  parties  in  reference  thereto.  ["]  To  determine  whether  any 
issue  in  an  action  was  decided  by  a  former  proceeding,  the  sub- 
stance and  not  the  form  of  the  proceeding  must  be  considered.  [' j 

There  is  no  rule  that  inferences  from  testimony  in  a  former  proceed- 
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ing,  constitute  aa  estoppel  in  a  subsequent  case,  \vhereiu  the 
same  testimony  is  given.  [* J 
{Decided  December  4,  1882.) 

Appeal  by  defendant,  from  a  judgment  in  favor  of 
plaintiflf,  entered  on  a  verdict  of  a  jury,  as  directed  by 
the  court. 

The  action  was  upon  an  agreement  between  the 
parties,  in  which  a  firm  of  which  appellant  was  one 
partner  agreed  to  "guarantee  Jacob  Lorillard"  the 
plaintiflf  '*a  dividend  of  not  less  than  7  per  cent,  per 
annum  for  seven  years  "  upon  certain  stock  in  an  incor- 
porated company,  to  be  taken  by  plaintiflf,  under  the 
agreement  which  provided  that  the  company  was  to  be 
formed  in  the  future. 

The  particulars  of  this  agreement,  are  stated  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court  of  appeals  in  Lorillard  v.  Clyde, 
86  iT.  r.  387. 

The  defense  was  that  the  agreement  was  void  as 
against  public  policy,  in  that  as  alleged,  it  contemplat- 
ed that  the  corporation  should  be  formed  with  less 
than  seven  bona  fide  corporators,  that  the  directors  other 
than  William  P.  Clyde  and  Jacob  Lorillard  should  not 
be  bona  fide  stockholders  ;  that  such  other  persons, 
should ''after  its  issue  to  them,"  transfer  their  stock 
to  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.,  that  the  names  of  the 
persons  should  remain  on  the  stock  book  as  stockholders 
but  their  stock  and  the  votes  qf  those  who  were  direc- 
tors were  to  be  controlled  by  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co. 

The  evidence  to  sustain  this  defense  was  a  record  of 
certain  proceedings  particularly  described  in  the 
opinion. 

The  court  directed  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  plaintiflf, 
and  the  defendant  took  this  appeal.

The  plaintiff  and  defendant  in  the  present  action 
having  been  respectively  plaintiff  and  defendant  in  the 
action  brought  in  the  supreme  court  to  dissolve  the 
corporation,  every  question  determined  in  that  action 
is  res  adjudicata  as  between  them,  and  the  findings 
of  the  jury  and  judgment  therein,  are  conclusive 
evidence  against  both  as  to  all  matters  therein  litigated. 
Doty  V.  Brown,  4  N.  Y.  71 ;  Gardner  v.  Buckbee,  3 
Cow.  120;  Wood  ??.  Jackson  8  Wend.  9;  Birkhead  v. 
Brown,  5  Sandf.  134 ;  Kingsland  zj.  Spaulding,  3  Barb. 
CJi.  341.  The  action  to  dissolve  the  corporation  was 
one  in  which  the  defendants  were,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  constitution  entitled  as  of  right  to  a  trial  by 
jury.  Attorney  General  v,  Utica  Ins.  Co.,  2  Johns.  Ck. 
370  ;  People  v,  Albany  &  Susquehanna  R.  R.  Co.,  67 
iT.  T.  161.  In  such  actions  the  answers  by  the  jury  to 
the  issues  framed  are,  by  express  statute,  made  con- 
clusive on  the  parties,  and  binding  on  the  court.  They 
cannot  be  set  aside  or  disapproved  by  the  court,  as  can 
be  done  when  the  court,  in  cases  in  which  the  parties 
are  not  entitled  as  of  right  to  a  jury  trial  sends  certain 
issues  to  a  jury  in  order  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  jury's 
findings  on  a  disputed  question  of  fact.

It  is  a  cardinal  principle  in  the  orderly  administra- 
tion of  justice  by  courts  of  law,  that  a  party  to  one 
action  shall  not  be  bound  by  the  issues  and  findings  in 
another  to  which  he  was  a  party,  which  were  not 
properly  raised  by  the  pleadings  and  duly  litigated, 
not  even  if  such  issues  were  found  by  stipulation  of 
his  attorneys  appearing  for  him.  Campbell  v,  Consalus, 
25  N.  r.  613.  See  also  Jar  vis  v.  Driggs,  69  iT.  F. 
146. 

Sedgwick,  Ch.  J.— On  the  trial,  the  counsel  for 
defendant  claimed  that  the  defense  of  the  illegality  of 
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tne  agreement  complained  upon  was  res  adjvdicata, 
between  the  parties,  in  an  action  formerly  determined 
in  the  supreme  court.  The  record  in  the  action  was 
produced.  The  plaintiff  was  The  People  of  the  State 
of  New  York  against  The  Philadelphia  &  New  York 
Steam  Navigation  Company,  William  P.  Clyde, 
Benjamin  Betts,  John  A.  Leslie,  and  Amos  Rogers. 

The  complaint  alleged  that  on  June  10,  1874,  the 
individual  defendants  and  others,  executed  articles  of 
association  to  form  a  company  under  the  act  for  the 
incorporation  of  companies  formed  to  navigate  the 
ocean,  &c.,  passed  April  12, 1852,*  and  other  amendatory 
acts ;  that  the  certificate  of  incorporation  was  duly  filed ; 
that  it  provided  that  the  points  between  which  the 
company  was  to  navigate  its  vessels  were  Philadelphia 
and  New  York,  and  also  that  William  P.  Clyde,  Jacob 
Lorillard,  Benjamin  Betts,  Amos  Rogers  and  John  A. 
Leslie,  should  constitute  the  board  of  directors  for  the 
first  year ;  that  at  a  meeting  for  the  organization  of 
the  board  of  directors  the  last  named  persons  acted  as 
directors  and  that  the  officers  of  the  company  were 
then  chosen ;  that  at  this  meeting  William  P.  Clyde  & 
Co.,  agents  of  the  company,  were  made  the  agents  and 
managers  of  the  company's  business,  to  be  paid 
specified  commissions ;  that  at  the  time  of  the  execution 
of  the  articles  five  of  the  ''said  incorporators"  were 
and  afterwards  continued  to  be  clerks  of  William  P. 
Clyde  &  Co. ;  that  each  of  the  said  clerks  were  noted 
on  the  subscription  book  of  the  company,  as  having 
subscribed  for  one  share  of  its  stock,  of  the  par  value 
of  $100,  ''but  that  soon  afterwards"  the  said  William 
P.  Clyde,  required  the  five  clerks,  to  indorse  upon  the 
certificates,  respectively  "an  irrevocable  assignment 
and  transfer  of  the  stock  in  blank,  as  to  the  assignee, 
and  at  the  same  time  took  possession  of  such  indorsed 
certificates,  and  had  for  several  years  retained  control 

«  Chapter  228  of  the  laws  of  1852. 
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of  the  certificates;  that  "by  such  indorsement  and 
delivery  as  aforesaid  they  parted  with  their  legal  and 
equitable  title  to  the  said  shares  of  stock  by  which 
said  Benjamin  Betts,  &c.,  the  clerks,  no  longer  continued 
to  be  either  the  legal  or  equitable  owners  of  said  five 
named  shares  of  the  par  value,  &c.,  within  the  meaning 
of  the  statute,  &c.  ;"  "  that  up  to  this  date,  such  shares 
are  the  only  ones  standing  in  the  name  of  such  clerks 
on  the  book  of  the  company  ;"  that  the  eCFect  of  such 
transfer  was  to  * 'knowingly  reduce  "  the  number  of 
actual  bona  fide  shareholders  below  the  number 
required  by  law,  to  constitute  such  a  company ;  that 
such  a  condition  of  affairs  has  privately  continued  for 
several  years,  and  that  there  have  not  been  a  sufficient 
number  of  lawful  stockholders  or  directors,  since  such 
transfer  and  assignments  as  before  mentioned,  to  con- 
stitute a  board  of  five  directors  ''  as  required  by  law  ; 
that  the  eflfect  "  purpose  and  intent  of  the  said  trans- 
fer and  assignment  by  the  persons  specified"  who 
held  subordinate  positions  in  the  hire  and  employ  of 
William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.  was  to  enable  William 
P.  Clyde,  president  of  the  company,  and  his  father 
who  was  a  stockholder,  to  obtain  a  complete  control  of 
the  company  to  the  advantage  of  said  Clyde  and  in 
fraud  of  the  rights  in  said  company  of  any  other  bona 
fi^de  and  lawful  stockholders ;  that  persons  named, 
being  the  clerks  already  specified,  had  unlawfully 
combined  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  in 
the  interest  of  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.  "  and  in  fraud 
of  the  rights  of  Jacob  Lorillard,  the  principal  stock- 
holder, and  in  violation  of  the  statute  ;"  that  contrary 
to  the  statute  there  had  never  been  an  annual  or  any 
election  held  by  the  stockholders,  or  stockholders 
meeting  called ;  that  in  fraud  of  the  rights  of  Jacob 
Lorillard,  vice  president,  director  and  principal  stock- 
holder a  directors'  meeting  was  held,  and  it  was  then 
and  there  resolved  that  two  steamers  be  taken  from 
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the  line  between  Philadelphia  and  New  York,  and 
run  between  Philadelphia  and  Boston,  or  any  other 
ports  that  might  be  for  the  interest  of  the  com- 
pany ;  that  this  resolution  was  contrary  to  the  articles 
of  the  association  and  of  the  express  objects  of  its 
formation;  that  said  William  P.  Clyde  as  president, 
had  in  other  respects  specified,  used  the  property  of 
the  company,  in  a  manner  that  was  in  violation  of  the 
articles  of  association  that  in  violation  of  the  statute, 
no  certificate  by  the  said  William  P.  Clyde  ajs  presi- 
dent, and  a  majority  of  the  directors,  stating  the 
amount  of  the  capital  stock,  and  that  the  same  had 
been  paid  in,  was  ever  filed  ;  that  the  company  had 
been  for  more  than  a  year  insolvent. 

The  complaint  further  alleged,  by  way  of  recapitu- 
lation and  as  they  have  hereinbefore  in  substance 
alleged  and  complained,  *Hhat  the  private  assignment 
and  transfer  by  the  said  Betts,  &c.,  of  these  single 
shares  of  stock  in  said  corporation,  left  said  corpora- 
tion without  the  number  of  stockholders  requisite 
under  the  statute  incorporating  it,  to  carry  on  its  busi- 
ness, and  that  they  are  not  now  lawfully  directors  in 
said  company." 

The  complaint  asked  judgment  that  the  charter  of  the 
company  be  vacated,  its  corporate  existence  annulled, 
and  the  corporation  be  dissolved,  and  that  a  receiver  be 
appointed,  &c. 

The  complaint  was  verified  by  Jacob  Lorillard,  now 
the  plaintiff  here. 

The  defendants,  the  company,  William  P.  Clyde 
and  John  A.  Leslie  answered.  The  answer  denied 
many  of  the  allegations  of  the  complaint :  it  admitted 
that  the  indorsement  upon  the  certificates  charged  in 
the  complaint  had  been  made  as  charged,  but  denied 
"  that  the  intention  was  that  any  of  such  parties  should 
part  with  their  legal  title  to  such  shares,  until  a  trans- 
fer on  the  books  was  so  made,  or  that  any  of  the  parties 
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ceased  to  be  shareholders  in  said  company,  until  and 
by  such  transfer  on  the  books  of  the  company,  or  that 
they  ceased  to  be  the  legal  owners  of  said  stock  until 
such  transfer."  The  answer  alleged  that  Jacob  Loril- 
lard and  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.  entered  into  the 
agreement  which  is  now  the  subject  of  this  action ;  that 
said  company  was  formed  pursuant  to  said  agreement, 
and  mainly  under  the  advice  of  said  Lorillard ;  that  all 
the  names  of  the  stockholders  and  directors  were 
selected  by  agreement  between  said  Lorillard  and  said 
William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.;  thai  it  was  contemplated  by 
the  agreement  that  the  vessels  of  the  company  should 
be  employed  on  other  routes  than  between  Philadel- 
phia and  New  York  ;  that  it  was  supposed  that  the 
words  of  the  articles  would  allow  such  employment ; 
and  if  there  had  been  any  violation  of  the  statute  in 
this  regard,  it  was  unintentional  and  inadvertent ;  that 
the  action  had  brought  on  the  relation  or  information 
"of  the  said  Jacob  Lorillard,  who  has  an  interest  in  the 
questions  involved  in  this  action  ;"  that  Lorillard  had 
retained  counsel  to  prosecute  the  action,  and  had 
indemnified  the  People,  as  plaintiff,  against  the  costs 
and  expenses  of  the  action.  The  answer  continued : 
*'  these  defendants  aver  that  there  is  a  defect  of  parties 
in  this  action,  in  this,  that  the  said  Jacob  Lorillard 
has  not  been  joined  with  the  people  as  a  party  plain- 
tiflf.  They  further  allege,  that  he  is  a  necessary  party 
to  this  action  either  as  plaintiff  or  defendant."  The 
answer  was  verified  June,  1879. 

On  January  15,  1880,  issues  were  framed  for  a  trial 
before  a  jury.*  Among  these  issues  were  the  follow- 
ing. **  First.  Was  the  corporation  defendant  created, 
organized  and  conducted  in  good  faith  for  the  legiti- 
mate purposes  comtemplated  by  the  acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature, specified  in  the  second  section  of  the  complaint  i 

*  These  issues  were  framed  under  section  970  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure. 
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Second.  Was  said  corporation  defendant  created,  or- 
ganized and  conducted,  with  the  real  design  and  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  enabling  Jacob  Lorillard  and 
William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.,  through  the  forms  of  law 
and  in  the  guise  of  a  corporation,  to  carry  on  and  con- 
duct a  private  enterprise  which  was  in  truth  and  in 
fact  a  partnership  or  joint  adventure  between  said 
Lorillard  on  the  one  part  and  the  said  William  P.  Clyde 
&  Co.  (of  the  other  part),  and  thus  of  using  the  said 
acts  of  the  Legislature  to  evade  the  personal  liability 
attaching  to  partnerships  or  joint  adventures.  Third. 
Were  there  seven  bonajide  corporators  and  live  &a;i^^ 
fide  directors  of  said  corporation  defendant,  as  required 
bylaw?  Fourth.  Were  the  directors  of  said  corporation 
defendant  other  than  William  P.  Clyde  and  Jacob 
Lorillard  bona  fide  stockholders  therein  as  required  by 
law.  Fifth.  Was  the  share  of  stock  of  said  corporation 
which  was  issued  to  each  of  the  ....  five  corporators 
and  three  directors  (other  than  William  P.  Clyde  and 
Jacob  Lorillard)  so  issued,  and  was  the  power  of  attor- 
ney in  blank  authorizing  a  transfer  and  signed  by  said 
I)ersons  ....  and  by  them  delivered  to  William  P. 
Clyde  with  the  real  design  and  for  the  purpose  in  part 
of  giving  said  persons  the  appearance  of  owning  a  share 
of  said  stock,  when  in  truth  each  of  said  shares  was 
well  understood  by  them  to  be  and  in  reality  was,  the 
property  of  William  P.  Clyde  or  William  P.  Clyde  & 
Company,  and  thus  of  apparentlj'-  complying  with,  but 
actually  evading,  the  provisions  of  said  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature specified  in  the  second  section  of  the  complaint  ? 
And  was  it  also  in  execution  of  the  purpose  specified  in 
the  second  question  ?  Seventh.  Was  the  appointment 
of  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.  as  the  agents  of  said  corpor- 
ation, &c.,  so  made  in  execution  and  fulfillment  of  the 
contract  ....  referred  to  in  the  i>leadings,  &c.,  and 
was  the  corporation  pursuant  to  said  contract  &c., there- 
after exclusively  managed  by  said  William  P.  Clyde 
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&  Co.,  and  was  such  appointment  and  exclusive  man- 
agement ....  part  and  parcel  of  the  methods 
adopted,  to  enable  said  Lorillard  and  William  P. 
Clyde  &  Co.  to  effect  the  purpose  specified  in  the 
second  question  and  in  execution  thereof?" 

There  are  manv  other  issues  framed,  but  such  as 
have  been  stated,  will  present  the  question  that  is  to 
be  answered. 

On  the  24th  of  February,  1880,  an  order  was  allowed 
'Hhat  Jacob  Lorillard  be  made  a  party  plaintiff  in 
this  action  with  the  People,  the  defendants,  except 
Amos  Rogers,  hereby  stipulating  in  open  court,  that 
upon  said  Lorillard  being  made  a  party  to  consent  to 
a  summary  amendment  of  all  the  proceedings  herein 
by  inserting  the  name  of  said  Lorillard  as  a  party 
plaintiff,  and  every  issue  and  proceeding  to  remain 
unaltered  except  in  said  amendment  and  without  pre- 
judice to  the  proceedings  already  had." 

The  present  plaintiff  Lorillard  was  not  a  party  to 
this  order.  The  record  does  not  show,  that  any  amend- 
ments to  the  pleadings  were  made  to  show  how  or  why, 
he  was  party  plaintiff,  or  what  was  his  interest  in  the 
litigation,  nor  was  any  judgment  against  him  asked. 
He  did  not  take  part  in  any  proceeding  until  June  2, 
1880.  In  the  judgment-roll  appears  a  certificate  of  the 
judge  before  whom  the  framed  issues  were  tried  by  the 
jury.  Before  the  certificate  begins  is  a  statement  as 
follows:  '*  Entered  that  Jacob  Lorillard  appeared  and 
was  made  a  party  plaintiff,  under  the  order  of  the 
court,  and  moves  with  the  people  the  litigation  on." 
Then  by  the  certificate  it  appears,  that  to  the  first 
issue  as  framed,  the  jury  answered  No  ;  to  the  second 
Yes  ;  to  the  third  and  fourth  No ;  to  the  fifth  Yes ; 
and  to  the  seventh  Yes.  Upon  the  verdict  the  judgmen  t 
was  entered  which  recited,  '4t  having  been  established 
in  this  action,  first,  that  the  defendant  corporation, 
The  Philadelphia  and  New  York  Steam  Navigation 
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Company  has  offended  against  the  provision  of  the 
act  creating  it.  Second.  That  it  has  violated  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  to  wit,  the  third  and  seventh  sections  of 
chapter  228  of  the  act  entitled  an  act  for  the  incorpora- 
tion of  companies  formed  to  navigate  the  ocean  by 
steamships,  passed  April  12,  1852,  by  which  said  de- 
fendant corporation  has  forfeited  its  charter  by  abuse 
of  its  powers.  Third.  That  it  has  exercised  a  franchise 
or  privilege  not  conferred  by  law,"  and  after  hearing 
counsel  for  the  defendants,  and  counsel  for  the  people, 
and  on  motion  x)f  the  attorney  general,  *'  It  is  ordered, 
adjudged  and  decreed  that  the  defendant  corporation 
....  be  and  hereby  is  dissolved." 

In  considering  whether  this  judgment  was  conclusive 
as  to  any  issue  in  the  present  case,  it  is  first  to  be 
[']  noticed,  that  the  effect  of  making  the  present  plain- 
tiff a  plaintiff  in  that  action,  would  extend  no 
further  at  the  utmost  than  to  bind  him  by  the  determin- 
ation to  be  made  between  the  people  and  the  defendants 
of  the  issues  formed  by  the  complaint  and  answer.  A 
scrutiny  of  those  issues  will  show  that  the  i^eople  did 
not  claim  that  the  corporation  was  formed  in  an 
unlawful  manner,  or  anything  in  respect  to  an  alleged 
cause  of  forfeiture,  which  rested  upon  the  illegality  of 
the  agreement,  or  the  intent  with  which  it  was  made,  or 
upon  anything  being  done  in  pursuance  of  the  agree- 
ment. The  complaint  did  not  claim,  that  the  clerks  of 
Clyde  &  Co.  were  not  owners  of  the  stock  that  had  been 
issued  to  them,  and  which  made  them  shareholders 
and  qualified  to  become  directors,  but  only  claimed 
that  some  time  afterwards  the  certificates  of  stock  were 
delivered  to  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.  with  a  power  of 
attorney  in  blank  indorsed,  and  that  from  that  time 
they  ceased  to  be  shareholders  or  qualified  to  be  or 
remain  directors. 

The  complaint  did  not  rest  upon  the  illegality  of 
the  agreement.    It  is  not  to  be  intended  that  Lorillard, 
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when  made  a  plaintiff,  meant  to  allege  that  the  agree- 
ment was  unlawful,  or  that,  as  the  defendants  claimed, 
there  was  no  cause  of  forfeiture;  they  proffered  an 
issue  to  maintain  that  the  agreement  which  thev 
averred  led  to  the  formation  of  the  corporation  was 

illegal. 
[']  The  conclusion  seems  to  be  irresistible  that  the 

questions  framed  for  the  jury  went  outside  of  the 
issues  formed  by  the  pleadings.  The  pleadings  formed 
no  issue  as  to  whether  the  corporation  was  created  in 
good  faith,  as  asked  in  the  first  framed  issue.  Nor  did 
they,  as  to  whether  the  corporation  was  created,  organ- 
ized or  conducted  with  the  sole  purpose  of  enabling 
Lorillard  and  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.,  through  the 
forms  of  law  and  in  the  guise  of  a  corporation,  to  carry 
on  what  was  in  fact  a  private  enterprise  in  the  nature 
of  a  partnership  or  joint  adventure,  as  was  asked  in  the 
second  framed  issue.  The  third  and  fourth  framed 
issues,  asked  whether  there  were  seven  bona  jide  cor- 
porators and  five  bona  fide  directors  as  required  by  law, 
and  whether  the  directors  who  were  the  clerks  of  Clyde 
&  Co.  were  bona  fide  stockholders.  The  time  referred 
to  is  indefinite,  and  it  must  be  presumed,  that  it  referred 
to  the  time  when  the  complaint,  as  part  of  its  cause  of 
action,  stated  they  ceased  to  be  shareholders,  which  we 
have  seen  was  after  the  formation  of  the  company. 
So  also  the  5th  framed  issue  asked  whether  the  shares 
had  been  delivered  or  issued  to  the  directors  who  were 
clerks,  with  the  real  design  and  for  the  purpose  iu  part 
of  giving  an  appearance  of  ownership  in  the  stock, 
when  in  truth  the  stock  remained  the  property  of  W. 
P.  Clyde  &  Co.,  and  whether  it  was  in  execution  of  the 
purpose  specified  in  the  second  question.  The  com- 
plaint, as  has  been  already  pointed  out,  made  no  claim 
that  the  directors  referred  to,  were  not  the  owners  of 
the  shares,  upon  the  certificate  being  issued  to  them, 
jior  that  the  transfer  was  in  execution  of  the  purpose 
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referred  to.  It  must  also  be  said  that  the  seventh 
question  as  to  whether  the  appointment  of  William  P. 
Clyde  as  agent  of  the  corporation,  was  made  in  ful- 
fillment of  the  agreement,  responded  to  an  allegation 
of  the  answer  made  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that 
the  charter  was  not  to  be  forfeited,  but  did  not  refer  to 
any  issue  made,  as  to  the  illegality  of  the  agreement. 
And  again,  no  issue  was  made  by  the  pleadings  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  agreement  was  made  with  the  intent 
of  consummating  or  executing  it,  in  violation  of  the 
statute. 

To  determine  whether  any  issue  in  this  case  was 
determined  by  the  former  proceeding,   the  sub- 
[■]    stance  and  not  the  form  of  the  proceeding  must  be 
considered  (Palmer  v.   Hussey,   87  iV.    Y.  303). 
It  must  have  been  that  in  the  case  by  the  people,  on 
the  issues  actually  framed,  tlrere  was  no  purpose  of 
determining  as  to  whether  the  agreement  was  void  on 
its  face  or  by  its  actual  intent.    It  would  be  another 
question  as  to  whether  the  agreement  was  not  a  piece 
of  evidence  relative  to  the  intent  with  which    the 
things  complained  of  were  done.     But  in  that  case,  the 
agreement  and  its  quality,  would  only  be  looked  at  as 
circumstantial  evidence.    There  is  no  rule,  that  infer- 
ences from  testimony  in  a  former  proceeding,  con- 
[*]    stitute  an  estoppel  in  a  subsequent  case,   where 
the  same  testimony  is  given.    In  substance,  then, 
the  matters  referred  to  in  the  framed  issued  that  have 
been  examined,  were  at  the  best  pieces  of  evidence 
as  to  the  issue  actually  framed. 

It  further  appears  from  the  issues  framed  by  the 
pleadings,  that  it  was  an  immaterial  matter,  whether 
the  agreement  was  valid  and  with  valid  intent  or  the 
reverse.  As  we  have  seen,  the  parties  made  no  issue 
but  that,  in  its  original  formation,  the  corporation  had 
a  lawful  origin.  The  matters  that  were  complained  of 
as    happening    subsequent    to    the    formation    were 
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impeached  for  the  existence  of  certain  things,  and  the 
doing  and  intent  of  certain  acts,  at  this  subsequent  ^ 

time.     Evidently,   although  the    agreement   and 
[*]    intent  of  the  agreement  might  be  received  in  evi- 
dence for  certain  purposes,  an  adjudication   as   to 
them  was  not  called  for  by  a  necessity  to  adjudicate 
upon  the  real  issue,  but  would  be  immaterial  whether 

found  one  way  or  the  other.  ''A  judgment  is 
[•]    conclusive  upon  the  parties  thereto,  only  in  respect 

to  the  grounds  covered  by  it;  and  although  a  decree 
in  express  terms,  purports  to  affirm  a  particular  fact  or 
rule  of  law,  yet  if  such  fact  or  rule  of  law  was  immate- 
rial to  the  issue  and  the  controversy  did  not  turn  upon 
it,  the  decree  will  not  conclude  the  parties  in  reference 
thereto"  (Woodgate  v.  Fleet,  44  If.  Y,  14,  citing 
People  V,  Johnson,  38  iV.  Y.  63  ;  Remington  Paper  Co. 
V.  O' Dougherty,  81  N.  Y.  474). 

Again,  it  appears  that  in  the  former  proceeding, 

the  plaintiflE  in  this  action  would  not  have  had  an 
[']    adjudication,  as  to  the  agreement  or  its  validity  or 

intent,  which  could  have  been  the  foundation  of 
any  judgment  in  his  favor,  as  to  his  rights  under  the 
agreement.  He  could  not  have  claimed  as  to  it,  that 
he  should  have  judgment  for  an  amount  due  upon  it. 
An  adjudication  that  the  agreement  was  valid,  would 
not  have  been  any  bar  to  the  defense  in  the  former 
proceeding.  It  would  if  it  possessed  any  influence 
have  tended  to  show,  that  the  people,  and  its  co-plain- 
tiflf,  who  is  plaintiff  here,  had  no  cause  of  action.  As 
the  former  proceeding  could  not  have  given  the  plaintiff 

a  favorable  adjudication  either  in  his  own  favor, 
[*]    upon  its  terms,  or  have  been  used  defensively,  as 

to  any  claim  made  adversely  to  him,  it  would  not 
bind  him  in  this  action  (Dawley  v.  Brown,  79  N',  Y. 
390,  citing  Stowell  v.  Chamberlain,  60  Id,  272 ;  Perry 
V.  Dickerson,  85  Id.  346). 

The  verdict  of  the  jury,  did  not  itself  constitute  an 
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estoppel.  It  is  the  adjudication  upon  the  verdict 
[•]  which  concludes  the  party, — e.  g,^  notwithstanding 
the  facts,  found  bj'  a  jury,  a  party  in  whose  favor 
the  verdict  is,  may  not  be  entitled  to  judgment.  The 
adjudication  in  this  case,  or  the  judgment,  did  not  make 
any  determination  as  to  or  upon  the  matters,  we  have 
noticed  as  outside  of  the  issues  in  the  former  proceed- 
ing. Webb  tj.  Buckelew,  82  N.  Y.  659.  The  judgment 
that  the  corporation  be  dissolved  was  placed  upon  a 
recitf\l,  that  certain  things  had  been  established  in  the 
action.  The  first  was  that  the  corporation  had  offended 
against  the  provisions  of  the  act  creating  it.  This 
refers  necessarily  to  a  corporate  act,  after  the  formaticm 
of  the  company.  The  second,  that  it  has  violated  the 
provisions  of  law,  to  wit,  the  3rd  and  7th  section  of  the 
act,  as  to  the  number  of  shareholders  and  directors, 
and  the  qualification  of  the  latter,  '^  by  which  said 
corporation  has  forfeited  its  charter  by  abuse  of  its 
power,"  examined  in  the  light  of  the  complaint,  ex- 
cludes that  it  was  established  that  the  first  organizing 
of  the  company  was  invalid.  The  same,  is  true  of  the 
third,  which  recited  that  it  had  been  established,  that 
the  corporation  has  exercised  a  f rhnchise  not  conferred 
bv  law. 

In  brief,  there  had  been  no  former  binding  adjudi- 
cation, that  the  agreenrient  was  invalid  on  its  face 
f"]    or  in  the  intent  with  which  it  was  made,  or  that  the 
organization  of  the  company  was  not  at  the  time 
lawful  and  in  pursuance  of  the  statute. 

The  plaintiff,  on  this  trial,  gave  sufiicient  proof  that 
the  company  was  duly  organized.  In  Lorillard  v. 
Clyde,  86  iV^.  Y,  384,  it  had  been  held  that  the  agree- 
ment was  not  invalid  on  its  face.  On  this  trial,  the 
only  evidence  to  establish  that  there  was  an  actual 
unlawful  intent,  or  that  the  subsequent  action  upon  it, 
in  respect  to  the  formation  and  conduct  of  the  corpor- 
ation, showed  that  there  was  such  an  actual  unlawful 
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intent,  was  the  proceeding  in  the  supreme  court,  that 
has  been  examined  and  passed  upon. 

One  particular  objection  to  the  agreement  may  be 
noticed  now.  It  is,  that  one  of  its  clauses  provides  for 
vesting  the  exclusive  management  of  the  corporation 
in  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.,  and  if  it  were  valid  would 
bind  the  directors  of  the  corporation  to  be  formed,  to 
keep  the  management  of  the  corporation  in  the  hands 
of  William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.,  no  matter  how  prejudicial 
to  the  interests  of  the  company  such  management 
might  be.  The  court  of  appeals  held  that  the  agree- 
ment to  do  so  was  not  invalid,  because  it  contemplated, 
by  proper  construction,  only  a  proper  management 
beneficial  to  the  company.  Even  if  the  former  proceed- 
ings be  considered  on  this  point,  although  the  findings, 
but  not  the  judgment,  declare  that  the  appointment  of 
William  P.  Clyde  &  Co.  as  managers,  was  in  pursuance 
and  in  execution  of  the  agreement,  there  is  no  finding 
that  this  execution  of  the  agreement,  was  prejudicial 
to  the  company.  The  pleadings  did  not  allege  any 
improper  notice  in  the  appointment  but  improper 
action  as  managers.  The  defendants  in  the  present 
action  did  not  set  up  as  a  defense,  that  William  P. 
Clyde  &  Co.  were  ousted  from  the  management,  in 
consequence  of  the  action  of  the  plaintiff,  nor  was 
there  any  recovery  of  an  amount  equal  to  dividends  at 
7  per  cent,  for  any  time  after  they  ceased  to  be  managers 
by  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation.  ^ 

The  agreement  being  valid,  the  corporation  at  its 
organization  having  been  formed  in  a  lawful  manner, 
and  it  having  carried  on  business,  for  the  time  covered 
by  the  recovery  in  this  case,  entitled  the  plaintiff  to 
the  verdict  that  was  directed.  It  was  suflBcient  for  the 
purposes  of  this  action,  that  in  the  time  referred,  to  the 
corporation  existed  de  facto^  although  there  existed 
cause  for  its  subsequent  dissolution. 

Judgment  affirmed,  with  costs.

Action  on  <idministrator^s  bond. — When  cannat  te  maintained. — Wheh 

leave  of  surrogate  not  necessary.  ^ 

Where  an  administratrix  died  without  having  fully  executed  he.r 
trust,  and  letters  of  administration  de  bonis  non  were  thereafter 
issued  to  J.  S.,  and  he  in  a  petition,  alleging  that  his  predecessor 
at  the  time  of  her  death  was  in  possession  of  certain  money  and 
otiier  property  bidonging  to  the  estate  for  which  she  was  bound  to 
account,  and  that  he  had  ineffectually  demanded  from  the  surctice 
upon  her  bond  payment  and  delivery  thereof,  prayed  for  leave  of 
the  surrogate  to  commence  an  action  ogainstsuch  sureties  for  recov- 
ering  of  them  the  value  of  the  property  in  the  hands  of  their 
principal  at  her  death.  JTeld,  that  in  the  present  situation  of 
affairs,  the  petition  ought  not  to  be  granted ;[' J  tliat  whatever 
authority  the  surrogate  has  in  the  premises  is  solely  derived  from 
statute,  and  none  of  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  actions  upon 
administrators^  bonds,  are  broad  enough  to  include  such  a  case  as 
the  present.  [']  Held,  also,  that  even  if  the  situation  was  ripe  for 
prosecuting  the  sureties  on  the  administratrix's  bond,  the  case  is 
one  wherewith  the  surrogate  has  no  concern, [']  and  his  leave  need 
not  be  procured  before  the  commencement  of  the  proceedings 
against  the  sureties. [',*,*] 
•  After  the  death  of  one  holding  testamentary  letters  or  letters  of 
administration,  if  theie  has  been  issued  against  him  no  execution 
which  has  been  returned  wholly  or  partly  unsatisfied,  and  if  be  has 
not  failed  to  obey  some  order  or  decree  of  the  surrogate,  the 
prosecution  of  his  bond  is  a  matter  quite  outside  of  that  oflScer^a 
jurisdiction.  [•]

Application    by  administrator  de  bonis    non  for 
leave  of  surrogate  to  sue  on  his  predecessor's  bond. 
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The  facts  are  stated  iu  the  opinion. 
FredericTc  Hemming^  for  petitioner. 

Rollins,  Surrogate. — In  January,  1879,  letters  were 
issued  out  of  this  court  to  Catherine  A.  Scofield,  as  ad- 
ministratrix of  decedent's  estate.  Upon  the  granting 
of  such  leters  she  made  and  filed  her  bond  in  the  cus- 
tomary form.  She  died  in  August  last  without  having 
fully  executed  her  trust,  and  letters  of  administration 
de  bonis  non  have  since  been  issued  to  Jesse  Scofield, 
who  is  the  petitioner  in  this  proceeding.  He  alleges 
that  his  predecessor,  at  the  time  of  her  death,  was  in 
possession  of  certain  money  and  other  property  belong- 
ing to  the  estate,  foi  which  she  was  bound  to  account, 
^  and  that  he  has  ineffectually  demanded  from  the 
sureties  upon  her  bond,  payment  and  delivery  thereof. 
He  i)rays  therefore  for  leave  of  the  surrogate  to 
commence  an  action  against  such  sureties,  for  recover- 
ing of  them  the  value  of  the  property  in  the  hands  of 
their  principal  at  her  death. 

First.  Assuming  for  the  present  that  the  permission 

of  the    surrogate  is  a  necessary  preliminary  to 

[*]    the    commencement    of  such    an  action,    I    am 

satisfied  that  in  the  present  situation  of  aflPairs  it 

ought  not  to  be  granted. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  j)rosecution  will 
lie  against  the  sureties  on  an  executor's,  administrator's 
'or  guardian's  bond  are  distinctly  specified  in  the  statutes. 
Section  2607  of  the  Code  of  Procedure  provides  that 
such  suit  can  be  maintained  where  an  execution  issued 
upon  a  surrogate's  decree  against  the  property  of  any 
such  officer  has  been  returned  wholly  or  partly  unsatis- 
fied. 

Section  2608  and  2609  declare  that  where  by  a  decree 
of  the  surrogate's  court  the  letters  of  such  an  officer 
have  been  revoked,  an  action  upon  his  bond  may  be 
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maintained  by  bis  successor,  or,  if  no  successor  has 
been  appointed,  by  any  person  aggrieved  who  has 
previously  obtained  leave  from  the  surrogate. 

iSfone  of  the  statutory  provisions  bearing  upon  this 
subject  are  broad  enough  to  include  such  a  case  as 
[■]  the  present,  and  it  is  from  the  statutes,  it  is  scarcely 
necessary  to  say,  that  whatever  authority  the 
snrn^gate  has  in  the  premises  is  solely  derived.  While 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  has  made  certain  changes  in 
the  law  by  which  proceedings  against  sureties  are 
regulated,  it  has  rather  restricted  than  enlarged  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  court ;  and  judicial  decisions, 
rendered  before  the  Code  became  operative  and  under 
the  statutes  theretofore  in  force  are  accordingly  perti- 
nent and  instructive.  The  limitations  upon  proceedings 
against  sureties  on  executors',  administrators'  and 
guardians'  bonds  are  clearly  set  forth  in  Stillwell  v. 
Mills  (19  Johns,  304),  People  v.  Barnes  (12  W&nd. 
492),  Salisbury  v.  Van  Hoesen  (3  HUl^  77),  People  v. 
Corlies  (1  Sand/.  228),  Annett  v.  Kerr  (28  How.  Pr. 
324). 

The  most  recent  and  most  authoritative  exposition  of 
the  law  upon  tliis  subject  as  it  stood  before  the  enact-- 
ment  of  the  Code  is  reported  in  the  recent  case  (188^) 
of  Hood  V.  Hood  (85  N.  Y.  561).  It  is  there  held  thjit 
the  default  of  an  executor  must  be  established  in  a 
proper  proceeding  against  him  before  the  sureties  on  his 
bond  can  be  prosecuted,  and  that,  as  the  statutes  have 
prescribed  the  steps  necessary  to  be  taken,  the  right  of 
action  against  the  sureties  only  arises  upon  compliance 
with  those  requirements.  No  action  at  law,  the  case 
holds,  can  be  maintained  on  an  executor's  bond,  save 
in  case  of  disobedience  to  some  order  of  the  surrogate, 
nor  can  the  requirement  of  the  statute  be  disregarded 
even  in  an  equitable  action  where  the  statutory 
remedies  can  be  pursued.  In  the  language  of  the 
court :  "The  statute  having  provided  for  the  casei^  in 
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which  actions  may  be  brought  upon  the  bond  of  an 
exorutor  or  administrator  and  having  regulated  the 
prior  steps  for  such  action,  the  mere  fact  of  so  prescrib- 
ing would  seem  to  deny  the  right,  except  upon  com- 
pliance with  the  statutory  regulations.  The  bond  was 
taken  by  an  officer  of  limited  jurisdiction  in  pursuance 
of  special  statutory  provisions,  and  it  would  seem  to 
follow  that  where  the  same  statutes  prescribe  the  mode 
of  its  enforcement  no  other  can  be  pursued." 

Second.  Even  if  the  situation  is  ripe  for  prosecuting 

the  sureties  upon  the  bond  of  rhe  former  adminis- 
[•]    tratrix  of  this  estate,   I  cannot  discover  that  the 

interference  of  the  surrogate  is  either  necessary  or 
proper.  In  respect  to  the  procedure  for  such  prosecu- 
tions the  Code  seems  to  have  made  wide  depariures 
from  the  methods  formerly  in  vogue.  For  example: 
1.  Sections  63,  64  and  65  of  chapler  460  of  the  Laws  of 
1837  as  amended  by  chapter  104  of  the  Laws  of  1844,* 
established  the  practice  for  the  issuance  of  executions 
upon  surrogates'  decrees  directing  the  payment  of 
moneys  by  executors,  administrators  and  guardians. 
The  sixty-lifth  section  of  the  act  of  1837  provided  that 
if  such  an  execution  should  be  returned  unsatisfied 
the  surrogate  upon  due  application  should  assign  tlie 
bond  given  by  such  delinquent  officer  to  the  person  in 
whose  favor  the  decree  was  made,  upon  which  the  exe- 
cution was  founded. 

These  acts  of  1837  and  1844,  were  both  repealed  by 
chapter  245  of  the  Laws  of  1880  f.  In  their  place  have 
appeared  sections  2553, 2545  and  2607  of  the  Code.  The 
last  named  section  makes  unnecessary  an  assignment 
of  the  bond  such  as  has  been  hitherto  requisite.  It 
provides  that  "  where  an  execution  issued  upon  a 
surrogate's  decree  against  the  property  of  an  executor, 
&c.,  has  been  returned  wholly  or  partly  unsatisfied^  an 


*  Section  1.  t  Sectioa  1,  subds.  14  and  21. 
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action  to  recover  the  sum  remaining  uncollected  maj^ 
be  maintained  upon  his  oflicial  bond,  by  and  in  the 
name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  the  decree  was 
made." 

Leave  of  the  surrogate  need  not,  it  would  seem,  be 
procured  before   the  commencement,   under  this' 
[*]    section,  of  proceedings  against  sureties. 

By  section  21,  title  3,  chapter  6,  part  2  of  the 
revised  statutes  (3  Banks'  6th  ed.  95,)*  it  was  provided 
as  follows:  "In  every  case  of  revocation  of  testamentary 
letters  or  of  letters  of  administration  for  neglect  or 
refusal  to  return  an  inventory,  and  whenever  directed 
by  the  surrogate,  the  bond  given  by  such  former  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator  shall  be  prosecuted  and  a 
recovery  shall  be  had  thereon  ....  and  the  moneys 
collected  thereon  shall  be  deemed  assets  in  the  hands 
of  the  person  to  whom  such  subsequent  letters  shall 
have  been  issued." 

This  provision  was  abrogated  by  the  repealing  act 
of  1880,t  and  there  appear  in  its  place  sections  2608 
and  2609  of  the  Code.  The  former  section  declares 
that  "where  letters  have  been  revoked  by  a  decree  of 
the  surrogate's  court,  the  successor  of  the  executor, 
administrator  or  guardian  whose  letters  are  so  revoked 
raay  maintain  an  action  upon  his  predecessor's  official 
bond,  &c." 

The  statute  is  silent  as  to  the  necessity  of  prelimin- 
arily obtaining  the  surrogate's  leave,  and  purposely  so 
it  would  seem  ;  for  the  very  next  section  (§  2609) 
declares  that  if  no  successor  to  the  removed  officer  has 
been  appointed,  sqch  leave  must  be  procured  before  a 
"person  aggrieved"  may  maintain  an  action  upon  such 
officer's  bond. 

The  foregoing  are  believed  to  be  all  the  existing 
provisions  of  law  upon  the  subject  under  discussion

lu  action  against  a  svrvimng  partner^  a  general  question  concerning 

transaction  with  the  firm  which  will  permit  plaintiff'  ^  testify 

to  transactions  with  the  deceased  partner^  should  not  be 

allowed  when  special  ohjeetion  is  made. 

Where,  ou  the  trial  of  an  action  against  one  S.  as  surviving  partner 
of  McC.  &  S.,  MeC.  being  dead,  one  of  the  plaintiffs  was  asked, 
••  Did  you  have  businesR  transactions  with  McC.  &  8.  in  1872?** 
and  the  defendant  objected  to  the  question  on  the  ground  that  the 
testimony  should  be  coufined  to  transactions  with  the  living  partner. 
Held,  thut  it  was  error  to  overrule  such  objection;  that  it  was  not 
proper  by  such   a  general  question,  when  special  objection   was 
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mHcle,  to  permit  the   plaintiff  to  give  an  answer  which  might 
include  objectionable  evidence. 
{Derided  January y  1888.) 

Appeal  from  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs 
entered  in  Rensselaer  county  upon  the  report  of  a 
referee. 

The  plaintiffs  assert  that  between  February  1,  and 
June  28,  1872,  they  sold  and  delivered  to  the  lirm  of 
McCarthy  &  Sears,  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of 
the  value  of  $100.20,  on  account  of  which  only  $20  has 
been  paid. 

In  1874,  the  firm  of  McCarthy  &  Sears  was  dis- 
solved, and  subsequently,  before  the  commencement 
of  this  action  McCarthy  died.  This  action  is  brought 
against  the  defendant  as  surviving  partner  of  the  firm 
of  McCarthy  &  Sears  for  the  amount  remaining 
unpaid  for  the  goods  so  sold. 

Further  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

The  plaintiff  was  examined  as  a  witness  in  his  own 
behalf  against  the  survivor,  (defendant  Sears)  of  a 
deceased  person,  (McCarthy)  concerning  a  personal 
transaction  and  communication  between  witness  and 
the  deceased.  This  was  error,  and  within  the  prohibi- 
tion of  section  829  of  the  Code.  Green  t).  Edick,  56  N. 
Y.  613  ;  Pellett  v.  Geesler,  58  How.  Pr.  195 ;  Kale  v. 
Elliot,  18  jButIj  198 ;  Conway  v.  Moulton,  6  Id.  650. 

James  Lansing  {Martin  L.  Townsendy  attorney), 
for  respondents. 

Learned,  P.  J. — The  plaintiff  Church  was  a 
witness  in  his  own  behalf.     He  testified  that  of  his  own 
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knowledi^e  he  could  say  that  his  firm  sold  and 
delivered  some  of  the  goods  in  question  to  the  firm  of 
McCarthy  &  Sears.     The  defendant  was  the  surviving  ' 

partner  of  that  firm.  On  cross-examination  he  testi- 
fied that  such  sale  and  delivery  was  made  to 
McCarthy.  Thereupon,  the  defendant  moved^to  strike 
out  ttie  former  te^^timony  above  mentioned  under 
section  829,  Code  of  Civil  Pi'ocedure.  The  referee 
denied  the  motion,  and  defendant  excepted. 

It  may  be  urged  that  this  testimony  might  have 
meant  only  that  the  witness  saw  a  sale  and  delivery 
which  was  made  by  some  other  person.*  But  other 
testimony  of  the  witness  forbids  that  construction. 
We  are  obliged  to  consider  it  testimony  therefore  to  a 
personal  transaction,  and  so  inadmissible.  Afterwards, 
the  [)laintiff  consented  to  the  striking  out  of  any  such 
transaction  which  had  been  shown.     But  it  does  not  ^ 

appear  how  the  referee  acted  on  such  consent. 

A^ain  a  general  question  was  put:  Did  you  have 
business  tranvsactions  with  McCarthy  and  Sears  in 
1872?  Objection  was  made  that  the  transactions  must 
be  confined  to  transactions  referred  to  with  the  living 
X)artnei-,  and  must  exclude  a  personal  transaction  with 
McCarthy,  deceased.  The  objection  was  overruled. 
We  think  (his  error.  Green  v.  Edick,  56  N,  Y.  613. 
It  was  not  proper  by  such  a  general  question  (when 
special  objection  was  madef),  to  permit  the  plamtiff  to

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give  an  answer  which  might  include  objectionable 
evidence.  Under  some  circumstances,  such  as  the 
presence  of  the  surviving  partner,  conversations  with 
the  deceased  have  been  admitted.  Kale  v.  Elliot,  18 
HuTiy  198.*  But  when  a  party  fairly  presents  the 
objection  arising  under  the  aforesaid  section  of  the 
Code,  the  question  should  be  so  modified  as  to  call  only 
for  testimony  not  objectionable. 

Again  :  in  like  manner,  against  objection,  the  plain- 
tiff testified  that  he  presented  the  account  to  McCarthy 
&  Sears.  On  cross-examination  he  testified  that  he 
could  not  swear  whether  he  ever  presented  it  to  Sears. 
Here  again  the  same  difficulty  arises  of  improper 
evidence  brought  in  by  a  general  question  duly 
objected  to.  There  are  other  exceptions  which  we 
need  not  examine. 

The  judgment  should  be  reversed,  and  a  new  trial 
granted.    Referee  discharged.     Costs  to  abide  event,

Coufft  ha$  no  power  in  action  for  per9onal  injuries  to  order  inapeetton  of 

machine  hy  which  plaintiff  toae  injured. — Such  insj}eetion  cannot  he 

required  a$  a  condition  to  an  examinatuin  of  plaintiff  before 

trials  which  in  a  matter  of  right. 

Where,  in  an  action  for  personal  injuries,  an  nrdci  for  the  exiimination 
of  tiie  plaintiff  before  trial  was  obtftim^d  by  defimd'int,  and  tiie 
plainliff*8  attorney  thereupon,  on  his  affidavit  that  he  couM  n«)t  cross- 
examine  his  client  on  the  eznroination  befove  trial,  or  coroprelii'Qd 
such  examination  without  an  inspection  of  a  certain  machine,  while 
working  on  which,  plaintiff  received  the  injuries  for  which  he  Hues, 
and  after  notice  to  the  defendants^  attorney,  procured  an  order  that 
the  defendant  allow  the  plaintiff's  attorneys  to  inspect  said  machine 
before  an  examination  of  the  plaintiff  is  ha<t,  — Held,  that  there  was 
neither  power  nor  discretion  in  the  court  to  assist  the  plain tiff*s 
attorneys  by  ordering  such  inspection ;  that  such  an  exerci^^e  of 
power  would  be  an  usurpation  of  authority  to  search  and  inspect 
the  private  premises  of  a  citizen  in  a  manner  and  for  a  purpose 
untolerated  by  our  law.  Nor  can  the  order  for  inspection  be  upheld 
as  a  condition  to  the  examination  of  the  plaintiff,  which  was 
granted  as  a  right  secured  by  law,  and  did  not  proceed  from  the 
favor  of  the  court.

Appeal  from  an  order  requiring  the  defendant  to 
allow  plaintiff's  attorney  to  inspect  a  certain  machine, 
before  the  plaintiff  is  examined  as  a  party  before  trial, 
pursuant  to  an  order  theretofore  made. 
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This  is  an  action  for  damages  for  injuries  alleged  to 
have  been  received  by  the  plaintiff,  from  a  machine 
belonging  to  the  defendant,  while  the  plaintiff  was  in 
the  employ  of  the  defendant,  and  working  upon  said 
michine.  The  defendant,  after  the  joinder  of  issue 
herein,  made  application  to  this  court  at  chambers 
upon  proper  affidavit  for  an  order  requiring  the 
plaintiff  to  submit  to  an  examination  before  trial  in 
order  to  ascertain  :  (I)  His  method  of  working  at  said 
machinery  ;  (2)  As  to  the  instructions  given  him  ;  (3)  As 
to  the  manner  of  managing  the  machine ;  (4)  As  to  the 
nature  of  said  machine ;  (5)  To  ascertain  plaintiff's 
age;  (6)  As  to  how  his  injuries  were  sustained; 
(7)  The  p!irticular  work  plaintiff  was  engaged  in  at 
the  time  he  was  injnred.  Plaintiff's  attorney  then  pro- 
cured an  order  from  a  justice  of  this  court,  requiring 
the  defendant  to  show  cause  "why  the  defendant 
should  nor  be  compelled  to  allow  the  plaintiff's  attorney 
to  inspect  the  machine  on  which  the  plaintiff  was 
working  when  injured,  as  alleged  in  complaint,  before 
any  examination  of  the  plaintiff  is  had"  and  staying 
the  examination  of  the  plaintiff  until  hearing  of  said 
njotion.  SubspquenI  ly,  on  January  28, 1883,  the  motion 
was  heard  and  granted,  and  the  examination  of  the 
plaintiff  was  stayed  until  the  plaintiff  should  be 
allowed  to  examine  said  machine.  The  defendant 
appeals  from  the  order  thereupon  entered.

The  examination  of  a  party  to  an  action  before  trial 
under  section  870  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  is  a 
matter  of  absolute  right,  and  does  not  rest  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.  Code  Clo.  Pro.  §  873  ;  Ludgewig 
t).  Pariser,  54  How.  Pr.  498  ;  Corbet  v.  Be  Comeau, 
64  Id.  506  ;  reversing  S.  C,  4  Abb.  N.  C.  252  ;  Webster 
V.  Stockwell,  3  Abb.  If.  C.  115 ;  Hynes  v.  McDermott, 
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7  Daly^  513  ;  reversing  S.  C,  55  How,  Pr.  259  ;  Harrold

In  the  marine  court  of  the  city  of  New  York,  it 
was  held  at  the  general  terra  thereof,  in  Huerstel  ».

(cited  in  1  Civ.  Pro.  R.  83),  "  that  the  right  of  a  party 
to  examine  his  adversary  before  trial  was  a  matter  of 
strict  right  which  no  court  had  power  by  rales  or  other- 
wise to  abridge."

The  court  had  undoubted  power  to  compel  the 
defendants  to  permit  plaintiff  to  inspect  and  examine 
the  machinery  in  their  possession,  when  it  became 
necessary  for  the  ends  of  justice  in 'the  progress  of  the 
case.  Curtis  on  Patents,  %  435,  and  cases  ;  United  Co.. 
&c.  V.  Kynaston,  3  Bligh,  153 ;  Russel  v.  Cowley,  1 
WeV  s  Patent  Cases,  457 ;  Morgan  v.  Seaward,  Id. 
168 ;  Patent  Type  Foundry  Company  v.  Walter, 
Johnson^  s  Eng.  R.  727 ;  Jones  v.  Lee,  36  Eng.  L.  & 
Eq.  558. 

The  power  is  of  the  same  nature  as  that  which  the 
court  exercises  to  compel  a  plaintiff  in  an  action  for 
physical  injuries,  to  submit  his  person  to  examination 
by  a  physician,  selected  by  his  adversary  (Sapm.  Gt., 
Iowa)  Schroeder  v.  C.  R.  I.  &  P.  R.  R.,  19  Alb.  L.  J. 
234. 

The  power  to  compel  a  party  to  submit  a  piece  of 
evidence  in  his  possession,  to  the  inspection  of  his 
adversary,  existed  at  common  law,  prior  to  the  stjitutes 
relating  to  discovery  and  inspection.  Lawrence  v. 
Ocean  Ins.  Co.,  11  Johns.  246 ;  Wallace  v.  Murray,  4 
Cow.  399 ;  Jackson  v.  Jones,  3  Id.  17. 

The  several  statutes  respecting  the  inspection  and 
discoveiy  of  books  and  papers,  regulate  classes  of  cases. 
They  were  not  intended  to  limit  or  abridge  the  power 
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of  inspection  such  as  is  involved  here.  That  j^ower 
was  preserved  by  section  469  of  the  old  Code  and 
section  4  of  the  new  Code.  Tilton  v.  Beecher,  59  N.  Y. 
176. 

The  view  of  the  order  taken  in  the  argument  of  the 
appelhmts'  counsel  is  that  it  is  an  obstacle  tending  to 
prevent  them  from  examining  plaintiff,  and  is  thus  an 
abridgment  of  their  right  in  that  respect.  This  is  an 
error.  The  court  had  the  power  to  direct  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  machinery,  and  having  made  an  order 
requiring  the  defendants  to  permit  it,  the  presumption 
is  that  they  will  obey,  and  thus  the  order  will  prove 
no  obstacle  to  their  proceeding. 

It  is  only  in  the  event  of  defendants'  disobedience  to 
the  lawful  command  of  the  court  that  the  order  will 
operate  as  a  barrier  against  them.  This  is  not  an 
unlawful  or  improper ccmsummation,  for  the  court  has 
the  right  to  require  from  the  defendants,  an  obedience 
to  its  lawful  mandate,  and  in  case  of  theio:  refusal  to 
obey,  can  decline  to  hear  them  for  any  purpose  in  the 
cause.  Walker  v.  Walker,  82  If.  T.  260.  Much  is 
said  in  the  defendants'  points  about  the  right  to  exam- 
ine before  trial  being  absolute.  So  is  the  right  to  put 
in  a  defense  absolute,  biit  it  may  be  forfeited  by  failure 
to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  court.  Gould  v. 
McCarty,  11  iV^.  Y.  680. 

Dykman,  J. — The  defendant  procured  an  order  for 
the  examination  of  the  plaintiflP  before  trial.  Then  the 
plaintiff  on  motion  obtained  an  order,  directing  the 
defendant  to  allow  the  plaintiff's  attorney  to  inspect 
the  machine,  on  which  the  plaintiff  was  working  at  the 
time  he  sustained  the  injury  for  which  the  action  is 
brought. 

This  order  contained  a  stay  of  the  examination  of 
the  plaintiff,  until  his  attorney  should  be  allowed  to 
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examine  the  machine.     From  this  last  order  we  have 
this  appeal. 

We  tind  neither  precedent  nor  authority  for  this 
order.  Under  the  common  law,  the  revised  statntes 
and  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  courts  of  record 
possessed  jurisdiction  and  power  to  compel  a  party  to 
an  action  to  produce  and  discover  books  of  account, 
papers  and  documents,  or  to  permit  an  inspecficjn  and 
copy  thereof.  This  same  right  is  n(»w  continued  by 
our  Code  of  Civil  Procedure.*  We  find  no  law,  and 
have  been  referred  to  none,  carrying  the  right  of  dis- 
covery or  inspection  to  the  private  personal  property 
of  an  adverse  parry  in  a  civil  action.  This  order  is 
founded  on  an  affidavit  of  th*^  plaintiff's  attorney  that 
he  cannot  cross-examine  his  client  on  the  preliminary 
examination  before  trial,  or  com  [)rehend  such  examina- 
tion without  an  inspection  of  the  machine  previous 
thereto.  There  is  neither  power  nor  discretion  in  this 
court  to  assist  him  in  that  respect.  Such  an  exercise 
of  power  would  be  an  usurpatirm  of  authority  to  search 
and  inspect  the  private  premises  of  a  citizen,  in  a 
manner  and  for  a  purpose  untolerated  by  our  law. 
Even  the  power  vested  in  the  courts  to  order  discovery 
and  inspection  of  books  of  account  and  documents  is 
discretionary  and  not  obligatory  and  is  exercised  with 
great  caution  where  the  party  ai)plying  has  some  right 
or  interests  in  the  accounts,  or  pai)ers.  ""No  discovery 
or  inspection  will  be  ordered,  even  of  account  books  or 
documents,  which  are  of  strictly  i)rivate  character. 
The  dwellings  of  our  citizens  would  be  of  small  secur- 
ity to  them,  if  they  may  be  invaded  by  their  enemies 
and  searched  for  articles  of  personal  property,  to  be 
inspected  under  an  order  of  a  court.  Such  a  proceeding 
would  be  at  war  with  all  our  traditicms  as  freemen, 
and  should  find  justification  in  some  direct  mandate  of 
the  law  at  least.

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Neither  can  this  order  be  upheld  as  a  condition  to 
the  examination  of  tlie  iDlaintiff.  That  order  was 
granted  as  a  right  secured  by  law,  and  did  not  proceed 
from  the  favor  of  the  court 

The  order  should  be  reversed  with  costs  and 
disbursements.

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Appeal  from  judgment  dismissing  the  complaint. 

The  action  was  brought  against  defendant's  testator 
Henry  Woodbury,  to  recover  $611.33  damages  for  the 
breach  of  an  alleged  contract  made  in  December,  1879, 
between  the  plaintiff  and  the  said  Henry  Woodbury, 
whereby  the  latter  employed  plaintiff  to  go  to  Paris  and 
sell  a  patent  syringe.  The  answer  contained  a  general 
denial  and  set  up  a  counter-claim  of  $30,  money  loaned 
plaintiff  by  said  Woodbury. 

In  May,  1881,  the  plaintiff  and  said  Henry  Wood- 
bury were  examined  before  trial  pursuant  to  a  stipula- 
tion between  their  attorneys.  The  examinations  were 
reduced  to  writing  and  signed  and  sworn  to  by  the  re- 
spective parties  before  a  justice  of  this  court,  and  a 
stipulation  was  signed  by  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiff 
and  the  attorney  for  the  then  defendant  that  the  de- 
positions *'be  read  in  evidence  by  either  party  on  the 
trial." 

Subsequently,  in  December,  1881,  Henry  Woodbury 
died  leaving  a  will  appointing  his  widow  executrix. 
She  thereafter  qualified,  and  in  July,  1882,  was  by  an 
order  of  this  court  substituted  as  defendant  in  the 
action. 

On  the  trial,  the  plaintiff,  being  disqualified  from 
testifying  concerning  his  personal  transactions  with  the 
defendant's  testator,  offered  his  own  deposition,  taken 
as  aforesaid,  in  evidence.  It  was  excl  uded,  and  he  duly 
excepted.  He  then  read  the  deposition  of  Henry 
Woodbury  in  evidence,  and  again  offered  his  own 
deposition  in  evidence.  It  was  again  ex:cluded,  and  he 
again  excepted. 

At  the  close  of  plaintiff's  case  his  complaint  was  dis- 
missed upon  the  ground  that  he  had  not  proven  an  offer 
to  carry  out  the  contract  on  his  part.  Prom  the  judg- 
ment thereupon  entered  comes  this  appeal.

Bv  virtue  of  sections  828  and  870  of  the  Code  the 
plaintiff  stands  in  the  same  position  as  any  other  wit- 
ness, and  the  defense  having  made  hira  their  witness 
before  trial  and  taken  his  deposition  for  their '  benefit, 
on  general  princifJes  cannot  now  suppress  that  deposi- 
tion to  their  advantage  and  the  plaintiffs  disadvantage.

639 The  defen- 
dant having  made  the  plaintiflf  his  witness  and  exam- 
ined him  at  length  ....  can  neither  impeach  his 

testimony  nor  suppress  it He  is  subject  to  the 

same  rules  and  restrictions  as  any  other  witness.  Jor- 
dan V.  Jordan,  2  SupW  CL  269.  A  party  examines  an 
adversary  before  trial  at  his  peril  and  whatever  evidence 
is  taken  is  competent  and  may  be  used.  Barry  v.  Gal- 
vin,  37  How.  Pr.  310.  The  deposition  of  a  party  may 
be  "read  on  the  trial  by  either  party,'*  Code^  %  881. 
....  The  stipulation  at  the  end  of  plaintiffs  deposi- 
tion providing  that  it  may  be  read  to  the  jury  by  either 
party  would  make  the  deposition  admissible.  Mills  v.

The  offer  by  plaintiff  to  read  both  the  defendants' 
and  his  own  deposition  in  evidence,  cannot  make  Dhe 
latter  competent.  He  cannot  put  in  evidence  the 
adverse  statement,  of  a  deceased  party,  and  so  open 
the  door  to  his  own  version  of  the  same  transaction- 
Pott  V.  Mayer,  10  Abh.  N.  C.  63.  Neither  can  plaintiff 
derive  any  benefit  from  the  stipulation,  entered  into  at 
the  time  the  depositions  were  taken,  providing  for  the 
reading  of  the  same,  Ac,  as  it  does  not  supersede  the 
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law  applicable  to  the  the  case.     Miller  v.  Adkins,  9 

Brady,  J. — It  appears  that  this  action  was  origin- 
ally against  Henry  Woodbury,  who  died  during  its 
pendency.  It  also  appears  that  after  issue  was  joined 
the  depositions  of  plaintiff  and  of  Mr.  Woodbury, 
were  both  taken  under  a  stipulation  between  the  re- 
strictive  attorneys.  The  examination  of  the  plaintiff 
was  conducted  in  the  nature  of  a  cross  examination  by 
Mr.  Underbill,  the  defendant's  counsel,  the  defendant 
being  personally  present.  A  similar  examination  of 
the  defendant  was  also  taken,  and  was  signed,  acknowl- 
edged and  sworn  to  before  a  justice  of  this  court. 

The  defendant  died,  and  his  executrix  was  substi- 
tuted as  defendant. 

Upon  the  trial,  the  plaintiff  being  disqualified  from 
testifying  concering  his  personal  dealings  with  the  de- 
ceased, 'offered  in  evidence  his  deposition  which  was 
taken  as  already  mentioned,  which  was  excluded  by 
the  court.  He  then  offered  the  deposition  of  the  de- 
fendant, although  it  was  against  his  interest,  which 
was  received  and  read  to  the  jury,  after  which  the 
plaintiff's  deposition  was  again  offered  and  excluded. 
The  complaint  was  then  dismissed  upon  the  ground 
that  the  plaintiff  has  not  offered  to  carry  out  the  con- 
tract on  which  his  claim  rests,  and  which  seems  to  have 
been  an  essential  prerequisite,  and  as  to  which  there 
was  testimony  contained  in  his  deposition.  The  ques- 
tion presented  on  this  appeal,  therefore,  and,  indeed, 
the  only  question  presented^  is  whether  the  plaintiff's 
deposition  should  have  been  admitted  and  read  to  the 
jury  under  the  circumstances.  The  precise  question 
has  been  decided  by  the  general  term  of  the  second  de- 
partment in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  in  the  case  of 
£']  RiceTJ.  Motley  (24  ffun^  143).  Although,  perhaps, 
there  may  be  some  room  to  doubt  the  accuracy  of 
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this,  yet  nevertheless  we  think  the  reasoning  by  which 
it  Is  sustained  is  such  as  to  justify  us  in  concurring.        ^ 
The  examination  of  the  plaintiff,  as  we  have  seen, 

took  place  in  the  presence  of  the  defendant,  and 
["]    the  cross-examination  was  conducted  also  in  his 

presence,  and  the  defendant  had  an  opportunity 
to  respond  upon  his  examination  to  all  the  statements 
made  by  the  plaintiff,  either  upon  direct  or  cross-ex- 
amination, which  it  must  be  supposed  he  did,  and  thus 
the-respective  parries  perpetuated  their  statements  in 
writing  and  in  a  formal  way.  In  addition  to  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Code  relating  to  the  subject,  we  have  in  this 

case  an  express  stipulation  that  these  depositions, 
[•]    either  or  both,  might  be  read  upon  the  trial,  and 

substantial  justice  would  seem  to  require  that 
the  stipulations  should  be  enforced,  inasmuch  as  the 
plaintiff  by  the  death  of  the  defendant  is  prevented 
from  giving  evidence  which  is  essential  to  the  main- 
tenance of  his  action,  and  as  to  which  the  deposition 
is  sufficient,  and  as  to  which  the  defendant's  evidence 
is  also  before  this  court. 

The  judgment  should  therefore  be  reversed,  and  a 
new  trial  ordered,  with  costs  to  abide  the  event.

AUaekment, — Allegation  in  affidavit  on  which,   granted^   mvMt   he  in 

eon/ormUy  with  the  statute. — Affidavit^  where  made  by  agent,  not 

sufficient  when  it  states  that  there  are  no  counter  daims,  ete.y 

to  the  knowledge  of  deponent. — It  must  state  that 

there  are  none  to  knowledge  of  plaintiff. 

Although  the  Code  only  requires  the  facts  necessary  to  the  granting 
of  an  attacliment  to  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  judge 
granting  it,  and  although  tlic  affidavit  may  undoubtedly  be  made 
by  an  agent  having  the  necessary  knowledge  to  make  the  required 
allegations;  neverthclesSf  when  the  allegations  are  made,  they  must 
be  in  conformity  with  the  statute,  iiarticularly  in  a  case  wht^re  the 
attacliment  is  granted  upon  a  variety  of  claims  in  part  originatuig 
with  the  plaintiff  and  in  part  acquired  by  him  by  assignment.  ['] 

Where  the  affidavit  on  which  an  altnchmeut  was  granted  was  n.ade 
by  an  agent  of  the  phiintiff,  and  he  stated  iherctn,  that  there  was  a 
certain  amount  due  over  and  above  all  counter-claims  etc.,  in  favor 
of  the  defendant  to  the  ** knowledge  of  the  deponent/' — Uehly  that 
this  allegation  was  insufficient;  (hut  it  should  have  shown  that  the 
sum  demanded  was  due  over  and  above  all  counter-claims,  etc.,  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiff,  notwithstanding  the  affidavit  was 
made  by  the  plaintiff's  agent;  [%^J  also  Held,  that  this  was  not  an 
irregularity  which  might  be  waived,  but  a  juried ictijual  defect. [*] 

Davis,  P.  J.  (dissenting),  Held,  that  the  defendant  in  tbe  action,  by 
noJb  taking  the  objcctioji,  waived  it,  and  that  a  junior  attaching 
creditor,  seeking  to  vacate  the  attachment,  ought  to  be  required  to 
show  that  there  were  counter-claims  or  off-sets  which  might  be 
interposed.  [*] 

{Decided  May  15,  1883.) 

Appeal  from  order,  denying  motion  to  vacate  or 
modify  an  attachment. 
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The  plaintiff  in  this  action,  procnred  to  be  granted 
and  issued  herein  on  November  22,  1882,  an  attach- 
ment against  the  property  of  the  defendant,  he  being 
a  non-resident  of  the  State.  The  attachment  was 
granted  on  the  affidavit  of  Ebenzer  K.  Rose,  an  agent 
of  the  plaintiff,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  action 
was  brought  to  recover  the  sum  of  $3,824.21,  and  was 
founded  upon  a  note  for  $219.71,  made  and  delivered 
to  plaintiff,  by  defendant;  a  claim  of  $1266.63  for 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  sold  and  delivered  by 
plaintiff  to  defendant,  and  five  other  claims  for  goods 
wares  and  merchandise,  sold  and  delivered  to  defend- 
ant by  as  many  persons,  and  assigned  to  plaintiff. 
The  allegation  as  to  the  amount  due  the  plaintiff  was 
as  follows :  "That  plaintiff  is  justlj'^  entitled  to  recover 
therefor  from  the  said  defendant,  the  sum  of  $3,324.21 
over  and  above  all  counter-claims,  discounts  and  set- 
offs existing  in  favor  of  the  defendant  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  deponent." 

The  proi^rty  of  the  defendant  was  duly  levied  upon 
under  the  warrant  of  attachment  so  issued  and  there- 
after, one  William  T.  Ryle,  a  creditor  of  the  defendant, 
also  procured  an  attachment  and  had  it  levied  upon 
the  same  property.  He  then  moved  to  vacate  the 
attachment  granted  herein,  and  his  motion  having 
been  denied  he  took  this  appeal.

The  statute  requires  that  the  party  (plaintiff)  should 
furnish  proof  of  the  non  existence  of  a  counter-claim 
to  his  knowledge.  Here  we  have  only  a  statement  of 
the  agent's  knowledge  ....  This  is  not  merely  not 
following  t^e  language  of  the  statute  ;  it  is  a  failure  to 
give  any  evidence  on  the  point  required,  and  is  an 
omission  of  that  which  is  indispensable  to  give  the 
court  authority  to  issue  the  wai-rant.  Trow  Printing, 
etc.  Co.  V.  Hart,  1 N.  T.  Qio.

It  is  competent  for  the  agent  of  plaintiff,  to  make 
the  affidavit  upon  which  warrant  of  attachment  is 
based.  Crandall  v.  McKaye,  0  Jlun,  483 ;  Lamkin  v. 
Douglass,  27  Hun^  617.  .  .  .  The  statute  not  specify- 
ing that  the  affidavit  must  be  made  by  any  particular 
person,  it  follows  that  any  one  having  knowledge  of 
the  jurisdictional  facts  may  make  it.  Drake  on 
Attachvienbs  (5  ed.)  §  94.  .  .  .  The  allegation,  as  to 
counter-claims,  is  in  accord  wath  Ihe  substantial  re- 
quirement of  the  statute,  and  that  is  sufficient.  Ruppert 
a.  Ilaug,  1  N.  Y,  Civ.  Pro,  411 ;  Lamkin  ^?.  Douglass, 
supra.  ...  A  subsequent  attaching  creditor  who 
does  not  allege  fraud  or  collusion  in  the  prior  attach- 
ment cannot  take  advantage  of  any  mere  irregularity, 
therein  which  the  defendants  have  waived.  Jacobs  ». 
Hogan,  16  Hun^  197. 

Bkady,  J. — The  affidavit  upon  which  the  attach- 
ment was  granted  in  this  case  was  made  by  the  agent 
of  the  plaintiff,  who  alleges  that  he  is  personally 
acquainted  with  the  facts  and  circumstances  which  ho 
proceeds  to  set  forth.  The  claim  consists  of  a  promis- 
sory note,  payable  to  the  order  of  the  plaintiff,  and  a 
sale  of  merchandise  made  at  a  date  subsequent  to  that 
of  the  note,  and  of  merchandise  also  sold  to  various 
persons  who  have  assigned  their  demands  to  the  plain- 
tiff. The  agent  then  states  that  the  plaintiff  is  justly 
entitled  to  recover  for  these  various  claims  the  sum 
named '^  over  and  above  all  counter-claims,  discounts 
and  set-offs  existing  in  favor  of  the  defendant  to  the 
knowledge  of  deponent." 

The  subsequent  attaching  creditor,  who  made  the 
motion  resulting  in  this  appeal,  assails  the  affidavit 
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because  it  fails  to  comply  with  the  statute  in  not 
averring  that  the  plaintiflf  is  entitled  to  recover  the  snrti 
demanded  over  and  above  all  counter-claims  known  to 
him,  and  this  objection  seems  to  be  well  taken. 

Although  the   Code  only    requires   the  ne.essary 

facts  to  be  shown  b}^  affidavit  to  the  satisfacii(in  of 
[*]     the  judge  granting  the  attachment,   and  aithoui^h 

the  affidavit  may  therefore  undoubtedly  be  made 
.by  an  agent  who  has  the  necessary  knowledge  to  make 
the  required  allegarions,  nevertheless  when  the  allega- 
tions are  made  they  must  be  in  conformity  to  ihe 
statute,  and  particularly  in  a  case  where  the  attach- 
ment is  granted  upon  a  variety  of  claims,  in  pnrt 
originating  with  the  plaintiflf  and  in  part  acquired  by 
him  by  assignment.  The  statute  requires  among  other 
things  that  the  plaintiff  shall  show,  either  by  his  own 
affidavit  or  by  that  of  somebody  in  his  behalf  convef- 
fiant  with  the  facts,  that  there  are  no  counter-claims 
known  to  him,  /.  ^.,  known  to  him  the  plaintiflf. 

The  asseveraticm  by  the  agent  that  there  were  no 

counter-claims  known  to  him  might  be  made  with 
n     very  great  [)ropriety,   and  hence  the  necessity  of 

the  information  which  is  exacted  by  the  statute 
non  constat^  but  that  in  this  case  there  was  a  counter- 
claim to  some  one  or  more  of  the  numerous  items  set 
forth,  of  which  the  plaintiff  had  knowledge,  but  of 
which  his  agent  had  no  knowledge.  If  the  allegation 
of  the  agent  in  his  affidavit  had  been  that  the  sum 
demanded  was  due  overall  counter-claims,  discounts 
and  set-offs  existing  in  favor  of  the  defendant  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  plaintiff,  the  affidavits  wonld  have 
been  sufficient.  But  the  all**gation  is  that  it  was  due 
over  and  above  all  c<mnter-claims,  discounts  and  set-offs 
existing  in  favor  of  the  defendanc  to  the  "knowledge 
of  the  deponent," — /.  ^.,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  agent, 
iai8  already  suggested. 

Inasmuch   as    in    this  case    an    attachment   was 
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demanded  tor  a  sum  of  money,  which  rested  partly 
upon  merchandise  sold  by  the  plaintiff  to  the  defend- 
ant, and  partly  npun  claims  assigned  to  him,  the 
affidavits  should  perhaps  show  that,  as  to  each  of  the 
items,  there  was  no  counter-claim  existing  in  favor  of 
the  defendant  to  the  knowledge  of  the  plaintiff,  not- 
withstanding that  the  affidavit  on  which  the  attach- 
ment is  granted  may  be  made  by  the  plaintiff's  agent 
or  attorney  in  fact. 

The  objection  tak<*n  is  not  to  a  mere  irregularity 

\yliich  the  defendant  might  be  regarded  as  having 

[•]     waived,  because  he  made  no  objection  to  it,  so  far 

as  the  court  is  advised.     It  is  to  a  jurisdictional 

objection  (Donnell  v.  Williams  21  HuUy  216 ;   Ruppert 

tJ.  Hang,  87  i\^.  Y.  141*). 

For  tliese  reasons  the  order  made  by  the  court  below 
must  be  reversed  and  the  motion  gmnted,  with  $10 
costs  and  disbursements  of  this  appeal. 

Daniels,  J.,  concurred. 

Davis,  P.  J. — [Dissenting.] — I  do  not  think  a  subse- 
quent attaching  creditor  ought  to  be  allowed  to  suc- 
ceed upon  a  point  of  this  kind.  The  defendant  in 
[*]  the  action,  by  not  taking  such  an  objection,  waives 
it.  The  junior  attaching  creditor  ought  to  be 
required  to  show  that  there  were  counter-claims  or  off- 
sets which  might  be  interposed.  One  creditor  should 
not  be  allowed  to  trip  up  the  heel  of  another  prior  in 
diligence  without  being  able  to  assert  some  more  sub- 
statitiiil  objection  than  this.  The  agent  evidently  had 
better,  or  at  least  as  good,  knowledge  of  the  condition 
of  things  between  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant  as 
the  plaintiff  himself.  His  affidavit  on  this  point 
presents  facts  upon  which  the  judge,  in  granting  the

Where  a  party  claiming  to  have  acquired  an  interest  in  or  lien  upon 
attached  property  moves  to  vacate  the  attachment,  the  fact  that  he 
has  such  lien  or  interest  must  appear  to  the  court  by  competent 
evidence  before  it  can  acquire  jurisdiction  to  entertain  the 
motion.  ['] 

Where  junior  attaching  creditors  moved  to  vacate  a  prior  attach- 
ment <ui  an  affidavit,  made  by  their  attorney,  that  in  an  action 
brougiit  by  tliem  an  attachment  was  granted  and  duly  issued  to  tiie 
sherifl,  who  by  virtue  thereof  attached  the  property  of  the  defend- 
ant, and  that  said  attachment  was  still  in  force  and  said  action 
was  pending, — Held,  that  this  was  insufficient;  that  the  party 
moved  against  could  insist  upon  strict  legal  proof  of  the  subsequent 
lien,  and  hud  the  right  to  question  its  validity.  [*]

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Appeal  from  two  orders  (one  in  each  action)  made 
at  special  term,  vacating  the  attachments  granted 
herein. 

The  proceedings  in  tliese  cases  were  simultaneous 
and  identical.  On  March  9,  1882,  the  plaintiflfs,  in 
each  case,  procured  an  attachment  which  was  s-ibse- 
quently  levied  upon  the  property  of  the  defendant. 
Each  attachment  recited  that  the  action  was  to  recover 
**  damages  for  injury  to  personal  property  of  plaintiffs, 
in  consequence  of  the  negligence  and  fraud  of  defen- 
dant, in  fraudulently  procuring  credit  of  plaintiffs  for 
goods  sold  and  delivered  to  defendant,  and  that  the 
defendant  is  a  natural  person,  who  has  assigned,  dis- 
posed of,  and  secreted,  and  is  about  to  assign,  dispose 
of,  and  secrete,  his  property  with  intent  to  hinder  and 
delay  his  creditors  and  plainrifiPs." 

Subsequently  the  respondents,  upon  an  affidavit  of 
their  attorney  stating  that,  he  was  the  attorney  in  an 
action  brought  in  this  court,  in  which  the  respondents 
v/ere  i)laintiffs,  and  the  defendant  herein,  defendant, 
and  that  on  March  17,  1882,  an  attachment  was 
granted  in  said  action,  and  duly  issued  to  the  sheriff, 
who  by  virtue  thereof  attached  the  property  of  the 
defendant,  that  said  attachment  was  still  in  force  and 
said  action  pending,  and  that  the  attachment  herein 
constituted  a  lien  upon  the  defendants'  property  prior 
to  the  respondents'  attachment,  moved,  in  each  of 
these  actions,  to  vacate  the  attachment  granted  therein, 
because  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  affidavits  upon 
which  it  was  issued. 

These  motions  were  granted,  and  this  appeal  was 
taken  from  the  orders  thereupon  entered.

Van  Brunt,  J. — One  of  the  questions  which  was 
argued  ujion  this  appeal,  and  tlie  only  one  which  I 
deem  it  necessary  to  consider,  is  that  the  moving 
papers  in  this  case  did  not  show  that  any  valid  attach- 
ment had  been  obtained  by  the  moving  creditors,  and 
that  therefore  this  motion  could  not  be  entertained. 
In  order  that  this  motion  may  be  made,  the  party 

moving  must  have  acquired  a  lien  or  interest  in 
['J    the  property  attached.     This  fact  must  appear  to 

the  coux't,  by  comi>elent  evidence,  before  it  can 
acquire  jurisdiction  to  entertain  this  motion. 

The  only  proof  in  this  acticm  of  the  subsequent  lien 
of  the  moving  party,  is  an  affidavit  by  an  attorney,  that 
an  attachment  was  granted  in  an  action  in  which  the 
moving  party  was  {)Iaintiflf  against  the  property  of  the 
defendants  herein  :  the  grounds  of  the  attachment  do 
not  appear.  Whether  the  pupers  upon  which  it  was 
granted  conferred  jurisdiction  upon  the  judge  granting 
the  attachment,  is  not  disclosed,  and  for  anght  that 
appeal's  upon  the  re(5ord,  the  attachnif^nt  of  the  mov- 
ing party  may  have  been  founded  upon  the  same  facts 
upon  which  the  plaintiffs  herein  claimed  to  maintain 
their  attachment:  and  we  may  have  presented  to  us,  as 
a  result  of  this  motion,  the  vacation  of  an  attachment 
by  an  alleged  subsequent  lienor,  whose  alleged  lien  is 
acquired  by  an  attachment  having  less  legal  founda- 
tion than  the  one  sought  to  be  set  aside.     It  seems  to 

me,    that  in  the  face  of  an  objection  raising  the 
[*]    point,  the  party  moved  against  has  the  right  to 

insist  upon  strict  legal  proof  of  the  subsequent 
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lien,  so  that  he  can  attack  the  same  because  of  defects 
therein. 

It  cannot  be,  but  that  the  party  moved  against  has 
the  right  to  question  the  validity  of  the  subsequent 
lien,  because  the  papers  upon  which  it  was  granted 
do  not  confer  jurisdiction  upon  the  court  precisely  in 

■ 

the  same  manner  as  the  alleged  subsequent  lienor  is 
attempting  to  set  aside  the  prior  attachment. 

It  is  well  established  that  if  the  sheriflf  wishes  to 
justify  the  taking  of  personal  property,  under  an 
attacliment,  he  must  show  that  the  attachment  is 
regularly  issued  by  the  productiou  of  the  papers  upon 
which  it  is  founded  ;  so  here,  if  the  party  claims  a  lien 
by  virtue  of  process,  he  must  show  that  the  process  was 
regularly  issued. 

It  is  claimed,  upon  the  part  of  the  respoudent,  that 
the  case  of  Ruppert  v.  Haug  (87  N:  F.  141)*  is 
[•]  opposed  to  the  view  above  expressed.  Certainly 
lauguage  is  used  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  which 
sustains  this  claim :  but  an  examination  of  the  case 
shows  tliat  but  one  question  was  considered,  as  to  the 
status  of  the  moving  party,  and  that  was  that  it  did 
not  sufficiently  appear  by  the  affidavit  of  the  moving 
party,  that  two  processes  were  levied  upon  the  same 
property,  which  was  necessary  to  appear  in  order  to 
give  the  moving  party  a  standing  in  court.  This  is 
the  only  question  in  that  regard  decided  by  the  court ; 
and  when  they  say  that,  in  all  respects,  the  affidavit  of 
the  moving  party  was  sufficient  to  give  him  a  standing 
in  court,  they  had  in  mind  only  the  point  which  had 
been  raised,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  affidavits,  viz.: 
the  identity  of  the  property  levied  upon. 

In  the  case  at  bar,  the  objection  is  raised  at  once, 
that  there  is  nothing  whatever  to  show  that  the  court 
had  any  jurisdiction  to  issue  the  subsequent  attach-

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ment,  or  that  such  attachment,  when  levied,  gave  the 
plaintiff  therein  any  lien  upon  the  defendant's  property 
which  authorized  them  to  make  the  motion,  to  set  aside 
the  plain titf^s  prior  attachment  herein. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  examine  the  adjudica- 
tions, the  question  now  presented  has  never  before  been 
raised  ;  but  it  seems  to  me  that  the  plaintiffs  in  the 
process  attacked,  have  a  right  to  claim  tha t  legal  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  the  subsequent  lien  shall  be 
furnished  before  they  can  be  called  upon  to  justify 
their  own  proceedings,  and  that  they  may  insist  that 
the  moving  lienor  shall  show  to  the  court,  that  his 
process,  at  least,  is  regular  and  has  a  better  foundation 
than  the  process  attacked. 

The  order  should  be  reversed  with  costs  and 
disbursements.

Appeal  by  plaintiflFs  from  a  judgment  in  their  favor, 
and  from  an  order  denying  a  motion  for  a  new  trial 
made  by  them. 

This  action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiffs  to  recover 
from  the  defendants,  the  sum  of  $2,003.48.  The  cause 
of  action  arose  as  follows:  The  plaintiffs  herein 
brought  an  action  in  May,  1881,  in  the  supreme  court 
of  this  Stare,  to  recover  from  the  firm  of  John  Gomard 
&  Co.,  who  were  non-residents,  residing  and  doing

all  the  property,  credits  and  demands  of  said  Gomard 
&  Co.  in  hands  of  the  defendants  were  thereby 
at-fached. 

The  sheriff  also  demanded  a  certificate  from  the 
defendants  of  all  moneys  or  property,  in  their  hands, 
belonging  to  Gomard  &  Co.,  which  the  defendants 
promised  to  give.

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merchandise  charged  at  $1,882.48  having  beea  sold  and 
delivered  to  the  debtors  by  defendants,  some  time  inior 
to  that  date. 

The  plaintiffs  claimed  that  defendants  were  estopped 
from  showing  these  facts  by  their  statement,  delivered 
to  the  sheriflF,  in  which  the  merchandise  was  charged 
on  Maj'  13,  1881,  because,  on  receipt  of  such  statement, 
the  sheriflF,  relying  thereon,  made  no  further  effort  to 
find  property  subject  to  the  attachment. 

The  defendants  contended  that  the  stiitement  alleged 
a  balance  of  $120.95,  onl)%  subject  to  the  attachment. 

The  court  left  it  to  the  jury,  to  say  if  the  certificate 
was  given  for  the  purpose  of  certifying,  they  had 
$120.95  in  their  hands,  at  the  time  of  the  levy,  and  it 
rendered  a  verdict  in  favor  of  plaintiff  for  that  sum. 

A  motion  was  made  upon  the  minutes  by  plaintiffs 
for  a  new  trial,  upon  the  ground  that  the  damages 
awarded  by  the  jury  were  insuflBcient,  and  upon  the 
exceptions. 

The  motion  was  denied,  and  from  the  order  there- 
upon entered,  and  from  the  judgment  upon  the  verdict 
this  appeal  was  taken. 

Edward  B,  Merrill  and  Henry  J9.  HotcJckiss^  for 
appellants. 

The  court  below  erred  in  leaving  the  construction  of 
the  certificate  to  the  jury.  There  was  no  mixed  ques- 
tion of  law  and  fact  in  the  case  which  required  the 
judgment  of  the  jury.  Vedder  T).  Fellows,  20  N.  Y. 
126  ;  Lewis  v,  Carstairs,  5  W.  &  S.  209. 

No  special  form  of  certificate  is  required  by  law, 
and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  certificate  in  ques- 
tion was  sufBcient  in  form.  Defendants  having  given 
such  a  certificate,  and  the  plaintiflfs  having  no  reason 
to  doubt  the  truth  of  the  facts  stated  in  it,  they  could 
not  have  examined  defendants  as  to  the  property  of 
Gomard  &  Co.  in  defendants'   hands.     Code^  %    651 ; 
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Carroll  v.  Findley,  29  Barb.  61 ;  Hoagland  v.  StodoUa, 
1  Oode  Rep.  N.  S.  210. 

The  ,  plaintiffs  herein  relied  upon  the  declarations 
and  admissions  made  by  the  defendants  inihe  certificate, 
as  to  the  property  of  Gomard  &  Co.  in  defendants' 
hands  on  the  day  the  attachment  was  served  ;  they  were 
lulled  into  a  sense  of  security  thereby,  and  made  no 
farther  efforts  to  find  property  in  New  York  city 
belonging  to  Gomard  &  Co.  and  they  were  justified  in 
so  relying.  6  Wait  Actions  and  Defenses  ^  694,  §6,  and 
cases  cited. 

The  defendants  are  estopped  from  now  denying  the 
statements  so  clearly  set  forth  in  the  certificate  which 
the  case  shows  had  such  a  controlling  effect  upon  the 
conduct  of  the  plaintiffs.  Cornell  v.  Dakin,  38  iV.  T. 
253 ;  Faston  v.  Goodwin,  22  Minn.  426 ;  Dezell  v.  Odell, 
SJBill,  215. 

If  a  man  has  willfully  made  a  false  assertion  calcu- 
lated to  lead  others  to  act  upon  it,  and  they  have  done 
so  to  their  prejudice,  he  is  forbidden  as  against  them 
to  deny  it.  Pickard  v.  Sears,  6  Adol.  <fe  JSllis^  469  ;  Conti- 
nental Nat'l  Bank  v.  Nat'l  Bank  of  Commonwealth,  60 
iV.  r.  575. 

*' Willfully  "  in  this  rule  must  be  understood,  if  not 
that  the  party  represented  that  to  be  true  which  he 
knows  to  be  untrue,  at  least  that  he  means  his  repre- 
sentation to  be  acted  upon.  Freeman  v.  Cooke,  2  ExcTi. 
663. 

If  a  party  uses  language  which,  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business,  and  the  general  sense  in  which  words 
are  understood,  conveys  a  certain  meaning,  he  cannot 
afterwards  say  he  is  not  bound,  if  another,  so  under- 
standing it,  has  acted  upon  it.  Cornish  v.  Abington,  4 
H.  &  N.  649 ;  Welland  Canal  Co.  t).  Hathaway,  8  Wend. 
480.  '*  When  an  act  produces  conduct  from  which  flows 
injury,  it  cannot  matter  whether  that  conduct  beaflSrm- 
ative  or  negative,  active  or  quiescent."    Continental 
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Nat'l  Bank  v.  Nat'l  Bank  of  Commonwealth,  swpra. 
It  was  not  necessary  for  plaintiffs  to  show  that  had 
it  not  been  for  the  certificate  they  could  have  found 
other  property  of  Gomard  &  Co^  which  they  could 
have  subjected  to  the  attachment ;  it  was  enough  that 
their  position  was  altered  by  the  certificate,  and  a  con- 
sequent right  to  abstain  from  further  search  for  pro- 
perty.   Voorhis  v.  Olmstead,  68  N.  Y.  113. 

More^  Applington  &  More^  for  respondents. 

J.  F.  Daly,  J. — If  it  was  shown  by  evidence  that 
there  was  an  error  in  the  statement  delivered  to  the 
sheriflE  by  defendants,  by  which  it  appeared  that  the 
charge  for  merchandise  in  their  favor  against  the  defend- 
ants in  the  attachment  accrued  after  the  levy ;  whereas, 
in  fact,  such  charge  accrued  long  prior  to  the  levy, 
and  that  at  the  date  of  levy.  May  10,  1881,  there  was 
but  $120.95  due  John  Gomard  &  Co.,  the  defendants  in 
the  attachment,  from  these  defendants. 

Defendants  were  not  estopped  from  showing  such 
error  in  an  action  brought  on  the  faith  of  their  state- 
ment. 

The  certificate  required  of  a  person,  who  has 
n  property  of  the  attacliment  debtor,  or  is  indebted 
to  him,  by  section  650,  is  evidently  intended  as  the 
basis  of  an  action  under  sections  655  and^677  against 
such  person  by  the  sheriflE  or  the  plaintiflE  in  the  attach- 
ment. 

By  section  651  it  is  provided  that  if  such  person  re- 
fuses to  give  a  certificate  or  gives  a  false  or  insufficient 
certificate,  he  may  be  required  to  submit  to  an  examin- 
ation under  oath  concerning  the  same. 

A  certificate  voluntarily  given  is  of  no  higher  char- 
acter than  the  statement  under  oath  made  upon  such 
an  examination,  yet  it  would  not  be  claimed  that  a 
person  so  examined,  if    mistaken    in  his  testimony 
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could  not  correct  it  or  show  the  trath  when 
[•]  subsequently  sued  upon  it.  The  object  of  the  cer- 
tificate or  examination  is  apparent  from  the  stat- 
ute ;  it  is  to  be  used  as  evidence  only  ;  and  the  sheriflf 
and  plaintiff  are  not  justified  in  using  it  for  any  other 
purpose, — €,  g.^  as  a  representation  of  fact  upon  which 
they  may  rely  in  omitting  to  secure  the  demand  in 
suit.    The  certificate  or  examination  will  be  prima 

facie  evidence  against  the  party  giving  it  in  an 
["]    action  by    the  sheriff  or  the  attaching  creditor, 

but  is  no  more  conclusive  than  is  an  examination 
of  a  party  in  anticipation  of  an  action  under  section  870 
of  the  code.     The  doctrine   of   estoppel  applies  only 

to  voluntary  representations,  declarations,  admis- 
[']    sions  and  acts,  and  has  not  been  extended,  as  far  as  I 

can  discover,  to  declarations  exacted  by  statute. 
A  party  certifying  or  testifying  under  stress  of  the  law 

has  not  the  option  of  speaking  or  holding  his 
[*]    tongue  ;  he  is  required  to  give  testimony,  and  is  to 

be  indulged,  therefore,  as  any  other  witness,  and 
allowed  to  correct  honest  mistakes  in  his  testimony 
when  confronted  with  it. 

The  judgment  should  be  affirmed  with  costs.

Costs, — Motion  eostSy  both  in  actions  and  tpedal  proeeodings^  to  be  collected 

by  execution  issued  under  section  779  of  the  Code, — Costs^  token  not 

ccUectiUe   by   execution, — History  of  the   legislation   relating 

to   the  eoileetion  of  costs. 

The  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  makes  no  distinction  between  motion 
costs  awarded  in  an  action  and  those  awarded  in  a  special  proceed- 
ing, and  an  execution  for  the  collection  of  the  latter  may  issac 
under  section  779  of  the  Code.  ['J 

The  $30  costs  which  may  be  granted  to  tbo  judgment  creditor  in 
proceedings  supplementary  to  execution  are  not  motion  costs,  but 
the  final  costs  of  the  proceeding,  payable  out  of  any  money  whicli 
has  or  may  come  into  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  or  they  may  be 
directed  to  be  paid  by  the  judgment  debtor.  The  establishment  of 
a  method  of  collection  impliedly  precludes  their  collection  in  any 
other  way.  [*]  They  cnnnot  be  deemed  motion  costs,  and  are  not 
therefore  collectible  by  execution.  [*] 

The  history  of  the  statutory  provisions  relating  to  the  collection  of 
costs  by  precept  and  execution,  stated.  ['J

Wherever  there  is  an  order  of  the  court,  directing 
the  payment  of  interlocutory  costs,  a  process  or  precept 
in  the  nature  of  ^  fieri  facias  may  issue  against  the 
property  of  the  party  directed  to  pay  such  costs.    4 
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WaiCs  Pr.  208  ;  Laws  of  1847,  ch.  390,  §  3 ;  Laws  of 
1840,  ch.  386,  §  15. 

A  precept  to  enforce  the  payment  of  costs  may  issue 
without  any  denriand  or  application  to  the  court.  4 
Waifs  Pr.  209 ;  Mitchell  v.  Westervelt,  6  Uow.  Pr. 
265,  311,  note  ;  Lucas  v,  Johnson,  Id,  121 ;  Laws  1847, 
ch.  390  ;  Weitzel  v.  Schultz,  3  Ahh.  Pr.  468. 

Hawes,  J. — Supplementary  proceedings  were  insti- 
tuted upon  return  of  execution  in  this  action,  and 
during  the  course  of  the  proceeding  $10  costs  were 
allowed  by  the  judge,  and  also  the  further  sum  of  $30 
at  the  close  of  the  examination,  when  a  receiver  was 
appointed.  The  x>l^iQ(^ff  ^^^  issued  a  precept  to 
the  sheriff  to  recover  these  costs,  and  the  present 
[']  motion  is  to  vacate  this  precept.  Under  the  pro- 
vision of  the  Laws  of  1840,  chap.  386,  and  the  Laws 
of  1847,  chap.  390,  a  precept  could  be  issued  to  collect 
costs,  if  based  upon  an  order  of  the  court,  but  these 
were  strictly  motion  costs  (Wesley  v.  Bennet,  6  Ahh. 
12).  The  provisions  of  the  act  of  1840  allowed  an 
attachment  against  the  person,  but  this  provision  was, 
in  the  main,  repealed  by  the  act  of  1847,  which  allowed 
Vi  fieri  facias  to  issue  for  their  collection,  and  it  may 
be  said  in  general  terms  that  the  one  was  a  substitution 
of  process  against  property  for  one  against  the  person. 
The  law  of  1847  wai  repealed  by  chapter  417  of  the 
Laws  of  1877,  and  not  being  re-enacted  by  the  Code 
there  was  no  provision  for  their  collection  by  execution 
or  precept  under  the  provision  of  section  779  prior  to 
the  enactment  of  1882  (McCulloch  u.  Hoffman,  1  Law 
Bull.  24).  The  amendment  of  section  779,  passed  July 
1,  1882,  re-enacts  in  substance  the  provision  of  the 
Laws  of  1847,  and  now  allows  an  execution  to  issue  for 
the  collection  of  motion  costs. 

The  $10  allowed  by  the  court  are  clearly  motion 
costs  and  are  collectible  by  execution,  and  I  know 
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[']  of  no  rule  wbich  would  prevent  collection  by  such 
a  remedy  in  a  special  proceeding  as  well  as  in 
actions.  The  Code  in  that  regard  makes  no  distinction 
that  I  am  aware  of.  The  only  possible  question  is  as 
to  the  classification  which  should  be  given  to  the  $30 
costs  allowed  on  the  appointment  of  a  receiver.  The 
law  of  1847  provided  that  process  in  the  nature  of  a 
fieri  facias  against  personal  property  may  be  issued 
for  the  collection  of  ''costs  founded  on  an  order  of 
court."  The  question  of  the  right  to  issue  a  writ  for 
the  collection  of  the  $30  costs  in  supplementary  pro- 
ceedings was  fnlly  discussed  in  the  case  of  Halsaver 
V.  Wilas  (11  How.  Pr,  450),  and  it  was  there  held 
that,  inasmuch  as  supplementary  proceedings  were 
special  proceedings,  the  order  then  made  by  the  judge 
was  not  an  "  order  of  court,"  but  was  merely  an  order 
of  the  judge,  and  did  not,  therefore  fall  within  the 
provision  of  the  statute.  It  will  be  noticed  that  no 
such  restriction  exists  in  section  779  ^f  the  Code,  but 
only  refers  to  "  costs  of  motion  directed  by  an  order." 
It  is  clear,  therefore,  that  an  order  of  a  judge  is  as 
good  a  foundation  for  such  a  writ  as  an  order  of  the 
court. 

The  question  therefore  returns  as  to  whether  the  $30 
costs  allowed  to  plaintiflE  for  costs  of  this  j)roceeding 
are  to  be  deemed  ''costs  of  a  motion  directed  by  an 
order."  The  legal  history  of  this  provision  of  the 
Code  is  very  voluminous,  and  many  nice  distinctions 
have  been  drawn  ;  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the 
motion  costs  referred  to  in  this  section  are  confined 
strictly  to  the  class  of  motions  which  were  first  allowed 
under  the  statute  1840,  and  which  statute  required  the 
justices  of  the  supreme  court  to  regulate  by  rule  the 
amount  to  be  allowed  upon  granting  or  denying 
motions.  This  amount  was  fixed  at  that  time  at  $10  to 
the  moving  party  and  $7  to  the  opposing  party  if 
successful,  and  in  x^eculiar  cases  the  costs  to  either 
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party  might  be  allowed  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$20.  The  codes  of  1848  and  1849  severally  modified 
the  i-ule  and  provided  that  costs  might  be  allowed  on 
motions  in  the  discretion  of  the  conrt  not  exceeding  $10. 
These  provisions  of  the  statute,  upon  which  section  779 
is  founded,  clearly  had  no  reference  to  statutory  or 
taxable  costs,  but  were  special  motion  costs  allowed  in 
the  progress  of  the  litigation  and  collectible  at  once. 
If  this  is  the  correct  view  of  the  intent  of  the  statute, 
I  do  not  see  how  the  $30  costs  can  come  within  the 
["]  provisions  of  section  779,  although  they  are  direct- 
ed by  an  order  to  be  paid.  This  allowance  of  $30 
is  granted  by  virtue  of  the  statute,  and  is  the  final 
costs  in  the  proceeding  and  is  payable  out  any  money 
which  has  come  into  the  hands  of  the  receiver  (§  2455 
of  Code),  or  it  may  be  directed  to  be  paid  by  the  judg- 
ment debtor,  if  so  set  forth  in  the  order.  This  would 
seem  to  establish  a  method  of  collection,  and  in  the 
nature  of  things  would  impliedly  preclude  its  collec- 
tion in  any  other  way.  Specific  provision  for  the 
collection  of  final  costs  which  may,  perhaps,  be  deemed 
tantamount  to  judgment  costs  in  various  special  pro- 
ceedings, are  provided  for.  Section  2250  establishes 
the  costs  to  be  allowed  in  summary  proceedings,  and 
expressly  allows  their  collection  by  execution. 

Section  2556  allows  costs  in  surrogate's  court  to  be 
collected  by  execution.  In  supplementary  pro- 
p]  ceedings  the  final  costs  cannot  be  deemed  motion 
costs,  and  are  not,  therefore  collectible  by  execu- 
tion. The  execution,  therefore,  will  be  modified  in  that 
respect.  The  examination  was  regularly  adjourned  to 
February  16,  and  it  appeared  from  the  uncontradicted 
affidavit  of  plaintiff's  attorney  that  the  application  was 
made  on  that  day,  although  the  order  was  not  entered 
until  the  20th  inst.  The  appointment  of  the  receiver 
was,  therefore,  regular.  Motion  granted,  unless  modi- 
fied as  above.

O' Gorman,  J. — The  clerk  is  right  in  refusing  to  tax 
costs  unless  strictly  by  in  accordance  with  the  provis- 
ions of  the  Code.    It  is  his  only  guide. 

Section  870  and  871  of  the  Code  prescribe  the  mode 
of  securing  the  examination  of  a  witness  before  trial, 
viz.:  application  to  a  judge  of  the  court  on  affidavit, 
service  of  order,  etc.  Section  3251,  subdivision  3,  pro- 
vides that  costs  shall  be  awarded  to  either  party,  for 
taking  the  deposition  of  a  witness  or  a  party,  as  pre- 
scribed in  sections  870,  871  and  893  of  the  Code,  $10. 
The  testimony  of  the  witness  here  was  taken,  not  under 
order  of  the  court  obtained  on  affidavit,  &c.,  as  pre- 
scribed by  sections  870  and  871,  but  by  stipulation 
between  the  parties  and  to  be  read  on  the  trial  by  either 
party. 
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This  proceeding  thus  facilitated  for  the  convenience 
of  the  parties^  and,  though  attaining  the  same  resalt, 
the  procuring  of  testimony  did  not  involve  the  trouble 
to  the  attorney  for  which  it  may  be  assumed  the  allow- 
ance of  $10  was  wholly  or  in  part  awarded  by  section 
3251.  Section  893  refers  to  the  issuing  of  a  commission 
to  examine  a  witness,  and  is  not  in  point  here. 

The  action  of  the  clerk  must  be  sustained.

Sheriff. — Not  granted  relief  under   section   600  of  the    Code,   where 

prisoner  escaped, 

Tbe  provisions  of  section  600  of  the  Code,  that  if  a  defendant,  after 
his  discharge  upon  bail  is  imprisoned  upon  a  criminal  charge,  etc., 
the  court  in  which  an  action  against  tlie  bail  is  pending  may,  before 
the  expiration  of  the  time  to  answer  and  upon  notice  to  the  adverse 
party,  make  such  an  order  for  the  relief  of  the  bail  as  justice 
requires,  applies  only  when  the  defendant  was  discharged  in  such  a 
manner  upon  bail  as  relieved  the  sheriff  from  liability.  Accord- 
ii^^ly* — Sield^  in  a  case  where  a  defendant  imprisoned  under  an  order 
of  arrest  escaped  to  another  State  where  he  was  arrested  and 
imprisoned  upon  conviction  of  a  criminal  offense,  that  a  motion  for 
the  relief  of  the  sheriff  under  section  600  was  properly  denied.

Appeal  from  order  denying  motion,  made  at  special 
term  for  an  order  exonerating  the  defendant  as  bail,  etc.

Before  the  Code,  it  was  customary  to  exonerate  bail 
in  like  circumstances.  (1)  Where  a  prisoner  was 
arrested  on  a  charge  of  forgery,  and  detained  in  jprison. 
Biggnell  v.  Forrest,  2  Johns.  482.  (2)  Where  there  was 
imprisonment  for  life.  Cathcart  v.  Cannon,  1  Johns. 
Cas.  28.  (3)  Where  prisoner  had  been  convicted  in 
Vermont,  for  passing  counterfeit  money.  The  court 
said:  "The  defendant  has  been  taken  out  of  the 
power  of  his  bail,  by  the  judgment  of  law  ;  he  is  in 
this  respect  as  if  he  were  dead.  The  motion  for  an 
exoneration  ought,  therefore  to  be  gran  ted."  Lofiin  v. 
Fowler,  18  Johns.  336.  The  Code  has  not  changed  the 
ground  upon  which  exoneration  may  be  granted. 
Bank  of  Geneva  x.  Reynolds,  12  Alib.  Pr.  81. 

In  a  case  where  imprisonment  within  the  state  was 
not  deemed  good  cause  of  an  exoneralur  the  court  said 
time  might  be  given  for  a  surrender.  Phoenix  Fire 
Ins.  Co.  V.  Mowatt,  6  Cow,  699.  And  see  Bank  of 
Geneva  v.  Reynolds,  supra.

Van  Brunt,  J. — The  complaint  in  this  action  after 
alleging  the  commencement  of  an  action  in  the  marine 
court,  by  this  plaintiff  against  one  E.  Anchise,  in 
which  action  an  order  of  arrest  was  issued,  directed  to 
the  defendant  in  this  action,  whereby  he  was  ordered 
to  arrest  the  said  defendant,  Anchise,  and  hold  him  to 
bail  in  the  sum  of  $1,600,  and  that  thereupon  this  de- 
fendant duly  arrested  the  said  Anchise,  and  served 
upon  him  the  summons  and  complaint  and  other 
papers  in  said  action,  and  that  the  defendant  Anchise, 
duly  appeared  and  answered  in  said  action,  and  such 
proceedings  were  thereupon  had  that  on  the  12th  of 
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November,  1881,  the  jjlaintiff  duly  recovered  a  judg- 
ment therein  against  said  Anchise :  that  the  judgment 
roll  was  duly  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said 
marine  court,  and  a  transcript  thereof  dnly  filed,  and 
the  judgment  duly  docketed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  and  that  after- 
wards an  execution  against  the  property  of  said 
Anchise  was  duly  issued  upon  said  judgment,  to  the 
defendant,  sheriff,  which  was  afterwards  duly  returned 
wholly  unsatisfied  ;  and  that  afterwards  an  execution 
against  the  person  of  said  Anchise,  upon  said  judg- 
ment was  duly  issued  to  said  sheriff,  and  has  been  duly 
returned  by  said  sheriff,  not  found,  further  alleges 
upon  information  and  belief,  and  that  after  said 
Anchise  was  so  arrested,  as  aforesaid  by  the  defendant 
herein,  and  without  being  discharged  upon  bail  and 
before  bail  had  been  furnished^  by  said  Anchise^  he 
the  said  Anchise  escaped  from  the  said  defendant^ 
sheriff ;  that  after  said  arrest  avAl  escape  the  defen- 
dant herein  served  upon  the  attorneys,  for  plaintiff  in 
said  action  a  paper,  purporting  to  be  a  copy  undertak- 
ing upon  an  order  of  arrest.  That  thereupon  plaintiff 
caused  due  notice  to  be  served  upon  said  defendant 
sheriff,  that  he  did  not  accept  the  bail,  so  as  aforesaid 
claimed  to  have  been  offered  by  said  Anchise,  and 
that  said  alleged  bail  did  not  justify,  and  no  notice  of 
their  justification  was  served  upon  plaintiff  or  his 
attorney,  and  that  by  reason  of  the  premises  defendant 
became  liable  to  the  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  $1,500. 

The  defendant  in  this  action  thereupon  made  a 
motion  to  this  court  for  an  order  exonerating  the  defen- 
dant as  bail,  or  for  such  an  order  for  the  relief  of  the 
defendant  as  bail  as  justice  required,  and  for  such 
other  or  further  order  as  the  court  might  see  fit  to 
grant. 

The  papers  upon  this  motion  show,  taking  the 
most  favorable  view  of  the  same  for  the  defendant,  that 
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the  said  Anchise  was  arrested  and  that  an  undertaking 
on  arrest  was  executed  to  the  sheriflE  by  two  sureties, 
who  thereupon  discharged  the  said  Anchise  from  cus- 
tody, and  the  said  Anchise  left  the  State  of  New 
York  for  the  State  of  California ;  that  the  plaintii^s 
excepted  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  sureties  in  said 
undertaking  and  said  sureties  did  not  justify  nor  did 
they  attempt  to  do  so  ;  that  at  the  city  of  San  Francisco 
in  September  1881,  the  said  Anchise  was  tried,  convict- 
ed and  sentenced  to  four  years'  imprisonment  for  a 
felony,  and  he  was  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the 
motion  serving    out  said  sentence. 

The  court  denied  the  motion,  and  from  the  order 
thereupon  entered  this  appeal  is  taken. 

In  the  above  statement  of  facts  I  have  merely  allud- 
ed to  the  conceded  facts  of  the  case.  The  question 
raised  upon  the  papers  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
bail  was  taken  have  not  been  mentioned,  the  same  being 
immaterial  in  view  of  the  conclusion  which  has  been 
arrived  at  upon  the  law  as  applicable  to  the  conceded 
facts. 

It  is  urged  upon  the  part  of  the  appellant  that  as  the 
sheriff  is  liable  as  bail  he  has  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  bail  and  that  it  was  customary  to  exonerate 
bail  under  like  circumstances.  The  provisions  of  the 
Code,  however,  do  not  seem  to  contemplate  that  the 
slieriff  shall  be  exonerated  under  circumstances  like 
those  above  stated.  Section  587  of  the  Code  provides 
that  '*  if  after  the  defendant  is  arrested  he  escapes  oris 
rescued,  or  the  bail,  if  any,  given  by  him  do  not  justify 
when  they  are  not  accepted  ....  the  sheriflf  is  liable  as 
bail.  But  the  sheriflf  may  except  in  an  action  to  recover 
a  chattel,  discharge  himself  from  liability,  by  the  giving 
and  justification  of  bail,"  &c.  The  bail  attempted  to 
be  given  by  Anchise  not  having  justified  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  foregoing  section  the  sheriflf  became  liable 
as  bail.     Section  595  provides  as  follows  :    *•  When  the

sheriff  is  liable  as  bail  he  has  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges and  is  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  of 
bail ;  and  bail  given  by  him,  in  order  to  discharge  him- 
self from  liability,  must  be  regarded  as  the  bail  of  the 
defendant  in  the  action,  but  this  section  does  not  apply 
to  an  action  to  recover  a  chattel  or  to  a  case  where  a 
defense  arises  to  an  action  against  the  bail  in  conse- 
quence of  an  act  or  omission  of  the  sheriff." 

By  section  600  it  is  provided :  '*If  the  defendant  in 
the  original  action  after  his  discharge  upon  bail,  is 
imprisoned  either  within  or  without  the  state,  upon  a 
criminal  charge  or  a  conviction  of  a  criminal  offense, 
tlie  court,  in  which  an  action  against  the  bail  is  pend- 
ing, may  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  to  answer, 
and  upon  notice  to  the  adverse  party,  make  such  an 
order  for  the  relief  of  the  bail,  as  justice  requires." 

It  seems  to  us  that  the  construction  of  the  words 
*' after  his  discharge  upon  bail"  means  after  his  dis- 
charge in  such  a  manner  upon  bail  as  relieves  the  sheriff 
from  liability. 

The  provisions  of  section  587  are  that  the  sheriff  is 
discharged  from  liability  only  upon  justification  of  the 
bail,  if  it  is  not  accepted. 

In  the  case  at  bar  no  bail  ever  justified,  and  the  sher- 
iff therefore  became  liable  as  bail.  It  is  true  that  by 
section  595  it  is  provided  that  where  the  sheriff  is  liable 
as  bail  he  has  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and  is  subject 
to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  bail :  bat  section  600 
especially  limits  the  right  to  apply  for  and  obtain  the 
relief  provided  for  by  this  section  to  the  case  where  a 
defendant  '*  after  his  discharge  upon  bail  is  impris- 
oned," &c.  Such  discharge  isti  discharge  without  the 
consent  of  the  sheriff,  and  he  cannot  be  surrendered, 
and  relieves  the  sheriff  from  all  liability. 

In  the  case  i\\r  bar  as  has  already  been  said  the 
defendant  in  the  original  action  was  never  discharged 
upon  bail,  and  was  never  entitled  to  go  at  large  so  as  to 
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provide  himself  with  a  home  in  a  prison  in  a  foreign 
state. 

We  are  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  order  ap- 
pealed from  shonld  be  affirmed  with  costs  and  dis- 
bursements, to  abide  the  final  event  of  the  action.

— Sheriff  ha$ 

right  to  know  tohether  action  against  him  is  to  charge  him  as  hail  or 

to' recover  damages  for  an  escape.  —  Order  denying  motion  to 

strike  out  portions  of  complaint^  affects  a  material  right  of 

tlie  d/fendant,  and  is  appealable. 

Where,  id  an  action  against  the  sheriff,  the  complaint,  after  setting  forth 
the  arrest  by  the  sheriff  of  one  A.  under  an  order  of  arrest  issued  in 
an  action  brought  against  A.  by  the  plaintiff,  alleged  that  without 
being  discharged  upon  bail  and  before  bail  had  been  furnished  by 
A.,  he  escaped  from  tlie  sheriff,  and  that  after  the  arrest  and  escape 
the  sheriff  served  upon  the  plaintiff^s  attorneys  a  bail  bond,  the 
sureties  to  which,  upon  its  being  excepted  to,  failed  to  justify, — 
Held,  that  it  is  impossible  to  tell  from  the  complaint  whether  the 
plaintiff  seeks  to  charge  the  sheriff  as  bail  or  to  recover  damages 
for  an  escape ;['J  that  if  he  sought  to  charge  the  sheriff  as  bail,  the 
allegations  of  the  complaint  as  to  the  escape  arc  entirely  irrelevant 
and  redundant, [']  and  that  if  it  is  sought  to  recover  of  the  sheriff 
damages  for  an  escape,  the  allegations  in  respect  to  the  failure  of 
the  bail  to  justify  are  irrelevant  and  redundant.  [*] 

In  such  a  case  the  sheriff  has  a  right  to  know  whether  J.*c  is  to  be 
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charged  ns  bail  or  whether  it  is  sought  to  recover  damages  for  aa 
escape,  because  defenses  may  be  pleaded  in  an  action  for  an  escape 
^ivliich  cannot  be  set  up  in  an  action  to  charge  the  sheriff  as  bail.j^*] 

An  order  denying  a  motion  to  strike  out  certain  portions  of  a  com- 
plaint as  irrelevant  and  redundant  is  appealable. [*]  The  motion  is 
not  one  resting  absolutely  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  but  affects 
a  material  right  of  the  defendant.  [*]

The  abolition  of  all  distinctions  between  actions  at 
law  and  suits  in  equity,  and  of  all  forms  of  those 
actions  and  suits,  does  not  affect  the  legal  rights  of  the 
parties,  and  causes  of  action  remain  as  they  were  before. 
Pomeroy  on  Reinedies^  p.  133,  §  107  et  seq.,  and  cases 
there  cited.

Even  if  the  words  sought  to  be  rejected  were  irrele- 
vant or  redundant,  which  is  not  admitted,  they  never- 
theless should  not  be  stricken  out.  Town  of  Essex  v, 
N.  Y.  &  Canada  R.  R.  Co.,  8  Iltcn^  361.  If  in  any  as- 
pect of  the  case  the  allegation  can  be  material  it  should 
not  be  striken  out.  Cahill  v.  Palmer,  17  Abb.  Pr.  196. 
The  true  test  is  to  inquire  whether  the  averment  tends 
to  constitute  a  cause  of  action  or  defense.  If  it  does, 
it  is  not  irrelevant.

But  this  order  is  not  appealable,  and  for  that 
reason,  the  appeal  should  be  dismissed.  It  cannot 
involve  the  merits  of  the  action  or  some  i)art  thereof, 
for  the  very  ground  of  the  motion  is  that  the  matter 
sought  to  be  stricken  out  is  '^  redundant  and  irrele- 
vant." Therefore,  not  involving  the  merits,  it  cannot 
get  to  this  general  term  by  appeal.

Van  Brunt,  J. — [After  stating  the  allegations  con- 
tained in  the  complaint  as  in  the  opinion  on  appeal 
from  order  denying  motion  to  exonerate  sheriff  as  bail 
{ante,  pp.  364,  365),  and  ipsima  verba.] — The  defendant 
in  this  action  thereupon  made  a  motion  to  have  the 
foregoing  underlined  words*  stricken  from  said  com- 
plaint as  irrelevant  or  redundant  matter,  and  in  case 
such  motion  was  denied,  he  moved  that  plaintiff  be  re- 
quired to  separately  state  and  number  the  several 
causes  of  action  stated  in  the  complaint.  This  motion 
was  denied,  and  from  the  order  denying  such  motion 
this  appeal  is  taken. 

It  is  impossible  by  examination  of  this  complaint 

to  determine  whether  the  plaintiff  in  this  action 
[*]    seeks  to  charge  the  sheriff  as  bail,  or  to  recover 

damages  for  an  escape.  All  the  allegations  of  the 
complaint,  prior  to  the  clause  which  has  been  quoted 
in  the  foregoing  statement  of  facts,  would  be  equally 
necessary  in  an  action  for  an  escape  or  in  an  action  to 

charge  the  sheriff  as  bail.  If  it  is  sought  to  charge 
[']     the  sheriff  as  bail,  the  allegations  contained  in  the 

complaint  as  to  his  escape  are  entirely  irrelevant

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and  redundant;  if  it  is  sought  to  recover  damages  of 

the  sheriff  for  an  escape,  the  allegations  in  the 
[*]    complaint,  in  respect  to  the  failure  of  the  bail  to 

justify  are  irrelevant  and  redundant, 
The  defendant  in  this  action  has  a  right  to  know 

M^hether  he  is  to  be  charged  as  bail,  or  whether  it 
[^1    is  sought  to  recover  damages  of  the  sheriff,  for  an 

escape  because  defenses  may  be  pleaded  to  an 
action  for  an  escape  which  cannot  be  set  up  in   an 

action  to  charge  the  sheriff  as  bail.  The  objection 
[*J    that  the  order  denying  the  motion  is  not  appealable 

is  not  well  taken,  as  the  motion  made  is  one  not 
resting  absolutely  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  below 
bat  affects  a  material  right  of  the  defendant. 

The  order  appealed  from  should  be  reversed,  with 
costs  and  disbursements  to  the  defendant  to  abide  the 
final  event.

Officers  of  corporation,  not  parties  to  action^  may,  at  common  law,  le 

compeUed  to  prodttee  hooks  and  papers  of  the  corporation  by  suhpesna 

duces  tecum. — Proceedings  in  suit  in  equity  in'  United  States 

circuit  court  not  governed  by  N,  T.  Code  of  CivU  Procedure. 

The  officers  of  a  corporation  may  be  compelled  by  a  suhpana  duces 
tecum  to  produce  books  and  papers  of  the  corporation  in  a  suit  in 
equity  to  which  it  is  not  a  party,  upon  the  application  of  one  of  the 
parties,  [*,']  and  where  the  books,  etc.,  are  in  the  custody  of  an 
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officer  other  tlmn  the  one  served  with  a  subpcenu,  if  the  latter  lias 
the  power  to  prodace  them  he  is  bound  to  do  80.[*,^J 

In  a  suit  in  equity  in  the  U.  S.  circuit  court,  the  proceedings  are  not 
affected  by  this  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure. [*]

Motion  for  attachment  against  Edward  P.  Winslow 
and  F.  E.  Worcester,  for  contempt  in  failing  to  pro- 
duce books  and  papers  of  a  corporation  in  which  they 
are  officers  as  required  by  a  subpcBua  duces  tecum. 

This  is  a  suit  in  equity  brought  under  a  Connecticut 
statute  to  wind  up  the  defendant,  a  corporation.  In  a 
proceeding,  in  the  suit,  for  the  taking  of  testimony  de 
bene  esse  a  subpoena  duces  tecum  was  served  upon 
Edward  F.  Winslow  the  president  of  the  North  River 
Construction  Company,  and  another  on  F.  E.  Worces- 
ter, another  officer  of  the.  company,  requiring  them  to 
appear  before  John  A.  Sliields,  a  U.  8.  commissioner, 
and  testify  and  to  produce  certain  books,  papers.  &c.,  in 
the  posession  of  said  company.  They  both  appeared 
and  testified,  but  failed  to  produce  the  books,  papers, 
&c.  Thereupon  this  motion  for  an  attachment  was 
made. 

JEoarts,  Sotdhmayd  &  CTioate^  for  the  motion. 

Henry  L.  Burnett^  opposed. 

The  papers  called  for  must  be  in  the  witness's 
actual  possession.  Amey  2J.  Long,  1  Gamp.  14.  Docu- 
ments filed  in  a  public  office  are  not  in  the  possession 
of  a  witness  and  cannot  be  produced  under  a  subpoena 
duces  tecum.  Austin  v.  Evans,  2  M.  &  G.  430.  This 
rule  applies  to  the  servants  of  a  company.  Such  ser- 
vant is  not  required  to  produce  the  books  and  pai)ers. 
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Crowther  v.  Appleby,  43  L.  /.,  C.  P.  7;  S.  C,  L.  M.^ 
9  C,  P.  23.  So  of  the  books  of  a  bank,  a  partner  can- 
not be  required  to  produce  them  unless  the  other 
partner  consents.  Attorney  General  v.  Wilson,  9  Sim. 
526. 

Also  cited  in  support  of  contention  that  an  officer 
of  a  corporation  cannot  be  compelled  to  produce  books 
and  papers  which  are  in  his  custody  as  such  officer. 
Bank  of  Utica  v.  Hilliard,  5  Cow.  163;  S.  C,  6  Id.  419  ; 
6  Id,  62  ;  La  Farge  v.  La  Parge  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  14  How. 
Pt.  26  ;  S.  C,  6  i)^^€r,  680;  Woods  ©.  De  Figaniere,  16 
Abh.  Pr.  159  ;  Opdyke  t.  Marble,  44  Barb.  64 ;  Central 
National  Bank  v.  White,  37  N.  Y.  Supr.  Ct.  297 ;

States  V.  Tilden,  18  Alb.  L.  J.  416. 

Wallace,  J. — There  are  informalities  in  the  record 
upon  which  this  motion  to  attach  witnesses  for  con- 
tempt has  been  argued,  which  lead  to  a  denial  of  the 
motion.  But  counsel  have  desired  that  the  main 
question  involved  should  be  considered  and  decided  as 
a  guide  to  their  future  action  in  the  cause.  This  ques- 
tion is  whether  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  North 
River  Construction  Company,  a  corporation,  can  be 
compelled  by  a  subpoena  duces  tecum  to  produce  books 
and  papers  of  the  corporation  in  a  suit  in  equity,  to 
which  the  corporation  is  not  a  party  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  one  of  the  parties. 

The  proceeding  is  opposed  upon  the  authority  of 
several  cases  in  the  State  courts  of  New  York  which 
deny  the  right  of  a  party  to  compel  the  officers  of  a 
corporation  to  produce  its  books  as  evidence  in  a  cause 
to  which  it  is  not  a  party.  The  first  of  these  cases  is 
the  President,  etc.  of  Bank  of  Utica  v.  Hillard,  5  Cow. 
153,  where  a  clerk  of  the  bank  refused  to  produce  the 
books.  Savage,  Ch.  J.,  said  :  ''The  obligation  of  the 
witnesses    to    produce    the    books    upon    the  duces 
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p]  tecum  depends  on  the  question,  whether  they  were 
in  his  possession  or  under  his  control ; "  and  the 
obligation  was  denied,  because  he  was  a  mere  clerk 
of  the  corporation.  The  same  case  was  before  the  court 
again  (6  Cow.  419)  upon  a  motion  to  attach  the 
[']  cashier  of  the  bank,  who  had  refused  to  produce 
the  booka  under  the  subpoena,  and  was  denied 
because  the  bank  could  not  be  required  to  produce 
evidence  against  itself,  as  a  party  to  the  action.  Both 
of  these  cases,  by  the  strongest  implication,  concede 
the  power  to  compel  the  production  of  the  books  by  an 
officer  when  the  corporation  is  not  a  party.  Thirty 
years  later  the  point  arose  again  in  La  Farge  t?.  La 
[•]  Farge  Fire  Ins.  Co.,  14  Hou).  26,  upon  amotion  for 
an  attachment  against  the  president  of  thedefend- 
ant  for  refusing  to  produce  its  books,  under  a  sv^pcsna 
duces  tecum,  and  the  motion  was  denied  upon  the  au- 
thority of  the  cases  in  5  Oow.  The  precedent  thus 
established  was  recognized,  incidentally  or  directly,  in 
several  subsequent  cases,  and  was  assumed  to  apply 
whether  the  corporation  was  a  party  or  not  a  party  to 
the  suit.  The  question  was  never  considered  by  the 
courts  of  last  resort,  and  was  put  at  rest  by  section  869 
of  the  Code  of  Code  Procedure,  which  expressly  con- 
ferred the  right  theretofore  denied. 

As  this  suit  is  in  equity,  the  present  motion  is  not 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
[*]    cedure,*  and  the  court  is  asked  to  apply  the  doc- 
trine of  the  an  tecedent  decisions  of  the  State  courts. 
No  authority  is  found  in  any  decisions  of  the  federal 
courts  denying  the  right  to  compel  corporations   to 
produce  evidence  which  may  be  necessary  and  vital 
[*J    to  the  rights  of  the  litigants.    On  principle  it  is 
impossible  to  suggest  any  reason  why  a  corpora- 
tion should  be  privileged  to  withhold  evidence  which 
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:in  individual  would  be  required  to  produce.  It  may 
be  inconvenient,  and  sometimes  embarrassing,  to  the 
managers  of  a  corporation  to  require  its  books  and 
papers  to  be  taken  from  its  oflBce,  and  exhibited  to 
third  persons,  but  it  is  also  inconvenient,  and  often 
onerous  to  individuals,  to  require  them  to  do  the  same 
thing.  Considerations  of  inconvenience  must  give  way 
to  the  paramount  right  of  litigants  to  resort  to  evidence 
which  it  may  be  in  the  power  of  witnesses  to  produce, 
and  without  which  grave  interests  might  be  jeoparded, 
and  the  administration  of  justice  thwarted. 

The  researches  of  counsel  have  been  unavailing  to 
find  any  decisions  of  the  courts  of  other  States  which 
sanction  the  rule  thus  maintained  by  the  courts  of  New 
York.  Notwithstanding  these  cases,  it  is  believed  to 
have  been  the  common  practice  in  this  State  to  sub- 
pCBna  officers  as  witnesses  to  produce  the  books  of  their 
corpoixitions  in  actions  between  third  persons.  In  other 
States,  so  far  as  is  known,  the  right  to  do  so  has  never 
been  controverted.  There  has  been  strenuous  opposi- 
tion on  the  part  of  corporations  to  the  production  of 
their  papers  and  records  in  suits  to  which  they  were 
not  parties.  The  effort  of  telegraph  companies  to  main- 
tain Ihe  privacy  of  their  messages  is  an  illustration, 
(see  Henisler  v.  Freedman,  2  Pars.  Select  Cas,  274  ; 
United  States  t?.  Babcock,  3  Dill.  666),  but  immunity 
has  never  been  claimed  upon  tha ground  now  taken. 

Why  should  not  the  officers  of  a  corporation  be 
required  to  produce  the  books  of  the  corporation  as 
witnesses  when  the  books  are  necessary  evidence  ?  The 
corporation  can  only  act  through  its  officers.  The  sug- 
gestion that  the  books  are  in  the  legal  custody  of  the 
corporation,  and  not  of  its  officers,  may  be  theoretically 
correct.  If  technically  true,  it  is  not  an  objection  to 
compelling  the  officers  to  produce  them.  As  said 
[•]  by  Lord  Ellenboeough,  in  Amey  v.  Long,  1 
Camph.  17:  "  Although  a  paper  should  be  in  the 
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legal  custody  of  one  man,  yet  if  a  suhpcBU  a  duces  tecum 
is  served  on  another,  who  has  the  means  to  produce  it, 
he  is  bound  to  do  so." 

In    Crowther  v.  Appleby,  L.  JR.  a  C.  P.  27, 
[^]    Lord  Denman  asks :  "  When  documents  are  in 

the  possession  of  a  company,  who  but  the  secretary 
can  be  subpoBuaed  to  produce  them  ? "  Courts  of  equity 
have  always  permitted  the  officers  of  corporations  to  be 
made  parties  to  bills  of  discovery,  upon  the  theory  that 
they  are  the  custodians  of  the  books  and  documents  of 
the  corporation,  and  may  be  compelled  to  produce 
them  and  answer  to  the  interrogatories  propounded. 

As  has  been  indicated,  the  cases  in  6  Cow.  have 
[']    been  misapplied  by  the  later  cases  in  the  courts  of 

New  York,  and  do  not  sanction  the  precedent 
which  they  are  asserted  to  establish.  This  court  must 
refuse  to* follow  these  later  decisions,  deeming  them  to 
be  unsupported  by  precedent,  an  innovation  upon  the 
rule  generally  recognized,  and  opposed  to  good  sense.

Complaint. — When  court  should  order  it  amended, — When  sufficiently

Where,  in  nn  action  upon  a  policy  of  insurance  on  a  ship  aUeged  to 
have  been  lost  at  sca»  which  had  been  pending  twelve  years,  the 
defendant's  counsel,  on  the  trial,  made  a  motion  at  the  opening  of 
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the  case  to  dismiss  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that  it  did  not 
state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action,  and  reserved  the 
motion  until  the  close  of  the  evidence,  and  the  plaintiff  gave 
evidence  which  would  have  entitled  him  to  go  to  the  jury  upon  the 
question  of  loss  within  the  life  of  the  policy,  and  at  the  close  of  his 
case,  the  defendant's  counsel  renewed  his  moticm  to  dismiss,  on  the 
ground  that  on  the  face  of  the  complaint  it  was  not  shown  or 
alleged  that  the  vessel  could  complete  the  voyage  she  wns,  at  the 
time  of  her  loss,  making,  within  the  life  of  the  policy,  i  or  that  she 
was  lost  during  the  life  of  the  policy  by  any  peril  insured  against, 
which  objections  were  there  raised  for  the  first  time,  and  the 
complaint  was  thereupon  dismissed, — Heldy  that  if  there  was  any- 
thing substantial  or  meritorious  in  the  motion,  the  error  or  defect 
in  the  complaint  was  not  one  which  affected  the  substantial  rights 
of  the  defendant  ;[^]  that  substantial  justice  required  that  the  court 
should  order  an  amendment  of  its  own  motion  tlie  moment  the 
point  was  definitely  suggested  ;[^]  and  that  not  only  simple  justice 
but  the  Code  required  that  to  be  done  after  the  proof  had  been 
admitted  without  objection,  and  the  error  first  pointed  out  at  the 
close  of  the  plaintiff's  case.  [^  J 

In  the  case  of  missing  vessels  never  beard  from  after  a  definite  date, 
the  loss  is  presumed  to  have  happened  immediately  after  the  date 
of  the  last  news  from  them.['] 

Where  the  complaint  in  an  action  upon  a  policy  of  insurance  on  a 
ship  alleged  to  have  been  lost  at  sea,  averred  that  on  or  about  May 
28,  1806,  she  sailed  from  the  port  of  New  York  for  Yokohama, 
Jtipan;  that  she  *Mias  not  been  heard  from  since  tlie  IGth  day  of 
October,  1860,  on  which  day  she  was  in  the  Indian  Ocean,  beyond 
Zullabessy  in  Pits'  Passage,  steering  from  Honolulu  Passage  and 
pursuing  her  said  voyage,  and  although  a  reasonable  lenc^th  of  time 
had  elapsed  to  complete  the  same  prior  to  the  commencement  of 
this  action,  the  said  ship  never  arrived  at  Yokohama,  but  was 
totally  lost  by  and  through  the  perils  of  the  sea,"  and  a  copy  of  the 
policy  was  annexed  to  the  complaint,  from  which  it  appeared  that 
the  vessel  was  insured  from  December-  29.  I860,  to  December  29, 
1866. — Held^  that  a  dismissal  of  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that 
it  did  not  allege  that  the  loss  occurred  during  the  life  of  the  policy 
was  error  ;[•]  that  the  presumption  of  law  that  the  loss  of  a  vessel 
is  presumed  to  have  occurred  immediately  after  the  last  news  from 
it  makes  the  averment  of  the  complaint,  quoted,  equivalent  to  an 
allegation  that  the  ship  was  lost  during  the  life  of  the  policy.  ["] 

tMack  V.  Lyon§  (26  Mfus,  (9  Pick.)  62);["]  White  v.  Spencer   (14  if. 
Y.  247);[*]  Bate«.  Graham  (11  N.  Y.  242);[*]  Sealey  «.  Engel  (13

.Appeal  by  plaintiff  from  a  jadgment  entered  upon 
a  dismissal  of  his  complaint  at  circuit. 

The  facts  are  stated,  at  length,  in  the  opinion. 

Joseph  A.  Shoudy  {James  K.  Hill^  Wing  &  Shoudy^ 
attorneys),  for  appellant. 

There  is  no  substantial  defect  in  the  complaint ;  it 
contains  every  allegation  essential  to  constitute  a 
cause  of  action.  The  plaintiff  is  not  required  to  aver 
any  fact  not  necessary  to  be  proved  on  the  trial.  Nat'l 
Shoe  &  Leather  Bank  ??.  Brown,  18  How.  Pr.  308.  In 
Marie  v,  Grarrison  (83  N.  Y,  14),  the  court  of  appeals 
held  that  a  complaint,  even  on  demurrer,  is  to  be 
deemed  to  allege  what  can  be  implied  from  the  allega- 
tions therein  by  a  reasonable  and  fair  intendment,  and 
that  facts  impliedly  averred  are  traversable  in  the 
same  manner  as  though  directly  averred.  It  is  not 
necessary  that  legal  inferences  should  be  alleged 
Glenny  v.  Hitchins,  4  Abb.  Pr.  98.  It  is  sufficient 
that  the  requisite  allegations  can  be  fairly  gathered 
from  all  the  averments  in  the  complaint,  though  the 
statement  of  them  may  be  argumentative  and  the 
complaint  deficient  in  technical  language.  Denio,  J., 
in  Zabriskie  v.  Smith,  15  iV^.  Y.  330.  If  the  allegations 
are  uncertain  or  indefinite  the  remedy  is  by  motion 
ajid  not  by  demurrer  even.  People  v.  Ryder,  11  N. 
Y.  440  ;  Seeley  v.  Engell,  13  Id.  542.  The  complaint 
is  not  defective  in  substance  for  omitting  to  state 
conclusions  which  are  to  be  implied  from  other  facts 
sufficiently  stated.  Casei;.  Carroll,  35  iV^.  Y.  385.  The 
Code  requires  a  pleading  to  be  liberally  construed  with 
a  view  to  substantial  justice  (section  519)  an^  when  the 
complaint  may  be  construed  to  import  a  cause  of  action 
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it  is  held  sufficient  although  another  construction  is 
possible.     Olcott  v.  Carroll,  39  iV.  T.  436. 

O.  A.  Black  {Scudder  &  Carter^  attorneys),  for 
respondent. 

Davis,  P.  J. — This  was  an  action  upon  a  policy  of 
insurance  on  the  ship  Elise  Ruger  alleged  to  have  been 
lost  at  sea.    On  the  opening  of    the  case  by  the  plain- 
tiff's attorney  a  motion  was  made  by  defendant's  coun- 
sel to  dismiss  the  complaint  on  the  ground  that  it  did 
not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action. 
No  particular  defect  was  pointed  out,  but  the  objection 
was  reserved  until   the  close  of  the  evidence.    The 
plaintiff  gave  evidence  tending  to  show  that  the  ship 
sailed  from  the  port  of  New  York  for  Yokohama,  Japan 
May  28,  1866,  that  she  had  not  been  heard  from  since 
October  16,  1866,  on  which  day  she  was  in  the  Indian 
Ocean  ;  that  she  never  reached  her  port  of  destination, 
and  was  never  afterwards  heard  from.     This  evidence 
was  received  without  any  suggestion  or  objection  that 
it  was  not  admissible  under  the  pleadings.     The  policy 
on  which  the  suit  is  brought  insured  the  vessel  from 
December  29  1865,   to  December  29,   1866.     The  evi- 
dence under  the  settled  rules  in  such  cases  therefore 
tended  to  show,   and  standing  uncontradicted  would 
require  a  finding  that  the  ship  was  lost  from  the  perils 
of  the  sea  before  the  expiration  of  the  policy,  which  had 
more  than  two  months  to  run  after  the  ship  had  last 
been  heard  from.    In  the  case  of  missing  vessels  never 

heard' from  after  a  definite  date,  the  loss  is  pre- 
[*]    sumed  to  have  happened  immediately  after  the 

date  of  the  last  news  from  them  (3  Kent  Comm. 
410).  So  far,  therefore,  as  the  question  of  proof  was 
concerned,  there  was  enough  to  entitle  the  plaintiff  to 
go  to  the  jury  upon  the  question  of  loss  within  the  life* 
time  of  the  policy. 
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At  the  close  of  the  plaintiffs  case  the  defendant  re- 
newed the  roc  Lion  to  dismiss,  upon  the  ground  that  on 
the  face  of  the  complaint  it  is  not  shown  or  alleged 
that  the  vessel  could  complete  the  voyage  within  the 
life  of  the  policy,  or  that  she  was  lost  during  the  life 
of  the  policy  by  any  peril  insured  against,  and  on  this 
ground  the  court  dismissed  the  complaint  and  ordered 
judgment  for  the  defendant.  If  there  had  been  any- 
thing substantial  or  meritorious  in  the  motion,  it 
[•]  is  api)arent  that  the  error  or  defect  in  the  pleadings 
was  not  one  which  affected  the  substantial  rights 
of  the  adverse  party.  The  complaint  had  been  treated 
for  a  period  of  twelve  years,  during  which  the  action 
seems  to  have  been  pending,  as  sufficient  in  its  aver- 
ments, and  the  defendant  in  the  answer  has  distinctly 
taken  issue  upon  the  question  whether  the  vessel  was 
lost  during  the  continuance  of  the  policy,  by  denying 
the  same. 

Section  723  of  the  Code  enacts  that  in  every  stage 
of  the  action  the  court  must  disregard  an  error  or  defect 
in  the  pleadings  which  does  not  affect  the  substantial 
rights  of  the  adverse  party. 

In  Slack  v.  Lyons  (9  Pick.,  26  Mass.  62)  the  court 
having  no  statutory  provision,  held  that  "  when 
[•]  the  defendant  chooses  to  understand  the  plaintiffs 
count  to  contain  all  the  facts  essential  to  his  liabil- 
ity, and  in  his  plea  sets  out  and  answers  those  which 
have  been  omitted  in  his  count,  so  that  the  parties  go  to 
trial  upon  a  full  knowledge  of  the  charge,  and  the  record 
contains  enough  to  show  the  court  that  all  the  material 
facts  were  in  issue,  the  defendants  shall  not  tread  back 
and  trip  up  the  heels  of  the  plaintiff  on  a  defect  which 
he  would  seem  to  have  thus  purposely  omitted  to  notice 
in  the  outset  of  the  controversy." 

Thisg'ust  and  sensible  rule  is  an  admirable  expres- 
sion of  the  intention  of  the  provision  of  the  Code  just 
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cited.     Our  own  courts  in  numerous  cases  have  applied 
the  same  rule. 

In  White  v.  Spencer  (14  If.  Y.  247)  the  answer 
[*]  omitted  an  essential  averment, viz. :  that  the  posses- 
sion claimed  by  the  defendant  had  been  exercised 
adversely.  The  court  held  that  while  the  answer  would 
have  been  bad  on  demurrer,  still,  as  the  plaintiff  took 
issue  upon  it  and  went  down  to  trial,  it  was  sufficient  to 
admit  evidence  of  the  adverse  user.  And  Denio,  J., 
after  citing  various  cases,  said:  "The  doctrine  estab- 
lished by  these  cases  is,  that  a  defective  pleading, 
though  the  defect  be  one  of  substance,  will  not  warrant 
the  judge  at  circuit  in  excluding  evidence  of  the  claim 

or  defense  thus  imperfectly  set  up"  (p.  250). 
[•]  And  in  Bate  v.  Graham  (11  N.  r.242)  the  com- 

plaint omitted  to  state  a  vital  fact,  but.  the  fact  ap- 
peared in  the  answer ;  it  was  held  that  the  court  would 
deem  the  defect  in  the  complaint  supplied  by  amend- 
ment (See,  also,  Lounsbury  t?.  Purdy,  18  N.  Y.  515). 
In  Sealey  v.  Engel  (13  iV".  Y  542)  a  reply  had  been  put 
in  to  an  answer  which  did  not  sufficiently  allege  an  im- 
portant fact,  and  in  reversing  judgment  because  evi- 
dence of  that  fact  had  been  excluded,  the  court  held 
that  the  plaintiff,  by  omitting  to  move  to  make  the  an- 
swer more  definite  and  certain,  and  especially  by  re- 
plying as  though  he  understood  what  was  intended  to 
be  set  up  was  precluded  from  objecting  to  the  evidence 
on  trial. 

In  Wood  V.  Wood  (26  Barh.  359)  the  court  say : 
*' A  plaintiff  who  expects  to  recover  in  a  cause  where 
there  is  a  substantial  defense  to  it,  solely  by  reasons 
[•]  of  defects  in  the  answer,  or  a  defendant  who 
thinks  of  succeeding  in  an  action  upon  errors  in 
the  complaint  without  regard  to  the  merits  of  his  de- 
fense, may  as  well  stay  out  of  court  as  come  in  under 
the  Code." 

To  us  nothing  seems  plainer  than  that  substantial 
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justice  required  the  court  below,  the  moment  the  point 
was  definitively  suggested,  and  of  its  own  motion, 
[^  to  have  ordered  the  amendment  on  the  spot  if  it 
were  deemed  there  were  any  such  substantial  defect 
in  the  pleadings.  And  not  only  simple  justice,  but  the 
imperative  direction  of  the  Code  (§  723),  required  that 
to  be  done  after  the  proof  had  been  admitted  without 
objection  and  the  error  first  pointed  out  at  the  close  of 
the  plaintiff's  case. 

But  we  are  of  opinion  also  that  the  complaint  itself 
was  not  defective  in  substance,  although  of  course  it 
would  have  been  much  better  in  form  if  it  had  con- 
tained a  distinct  averment  that  the  vessel  was  lost 
within  the  lifetime  of  the  policy.  The  averment  of  the 
complaint  was  as  follows  : 

''That  at  the  time  said  insurance  was  applied  for 
and  said  policy  issued,  the  said  ship  was  in  the  port 
of  Rotterdam.  That  she  afterwards  sailed  for  the  port 
of  New  York,  where  she  arrived  on  the  14th  day  of 
April  1866,  and  afterwards,  on  or  about  the  28th  day 
May,  1866,  sailed  from  said  port  of  New  York  for 
Yokohama  in  Japan.  That  the  said  ship  has  not  been 
heard  from  since  the  16th  day  of  October,  1866,  on 
which  day  she  was  in  the  Indian  Ocean,  beyond  Zulla- 
bessa,  in  Pit's  Passage,  steering  from  Honolulu  Pas- 
sage, and  pursuing  her  said  voyage,  and  although 
a  reasonable  length  of  time  had  elapsed  to  com- 
plete the  same,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  this 
action,  the  said  ship  never  arrived  Yokohama,  but 
was  totally  lost  by  and  through  the  perils  of  the 
sea," 

A  copy  of  the  policy  was  annexed  to  the  complaint. 
It  was  issued  on  January  23,*  and  insured  the  vessel 
from  December  29,  1865,  to  December  29,  1866,  at 
noon.     The  complaint  also  avers  the  presentation  of 

*  1866. 
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due  proofs  of  loss  and  interest  of  the  plaintiff,  &c. 
These  facts  aver  distinctly  the  time  when  the  vessel 
was  last  heard  from — to  wit,  on  October  16, 1866,  when 

she  was  pursuing  her  voyage  in  the  Indian  Ocean, 
["]    more  than  two  months  before  the  expiration  of  the 

policy — ^and  a  total  loss  by  perils  of  the  sea,  it  being 
also  averred  that  she  never  arrived  at  Yokohama.  The 
presumption  of  law  above  referred  to  makes  this  lan- 
guage equivalent  to  the  allegation  that  she  was  lost  dur- 
ing the  life  of  the  policy.  These  averments  were 
helped  by  the  issues  accepted  or  presented  by  the  an- 
swer, and  proof  having  been  admitted  under  them 
tending  to  show  that  the  ship  was  lost  during  the  life 
of  the  policy,  they  were  quite  sufficient  to  uphold  a 
recovery. 

We  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  dismissal  of 

the  complaint,  to  which  exception  was  duly  taken, 
[•]    was  a  fatal  error,  for  which  the  judgment  must  be 

reversed  and  a  new  trial  ordered,  with  costs  to 
appellant  to  abide  the  event.

— Is  an  expense  of  administration  tohieh  maybe  a  charge 

upon  the  estate  when  incurred  in  interest  of  estate, — Surrogate  may 

order  its  payment — When  paid  Ity  administrator,  ete.^  should 

he  charged  in  aecounty  and  if  proper,  allowed, — Surrogate 

cannot  gra?it  dUowanee  to  contestant. 

The  fees  incurred  by  an  administrator  for  legal  services  are  expenses 
of  administration,  and  their  payment  should,  in  proper  cases,  and 
within  proper  limits,  bo  made  a  charge  upon  an  estate  in  whose 
interest  such  services  were  rendered  [']  The  power  of  the  surro- 
gate to  make  an  order  directing  the  payment  of  Buch  fees  is  not 
open  to  dispute.  ['] 

When  an  administrator,  temporary  administrator  or  executor  has 
expended  sums  of  money  as  counsel  fees,  he  may  properly  assert  a 
claim  to  be  credited  therefor  in  his  accounts  with  the  estate,  and 
upon  the  settlement  of  such  accounts  the  surrogate  will  allow  such 
credit  if  it  appear  that  the  expenditure  has  been  necessarily 
incurred,  and  is  reasonal'^e  in  amount. ['J 

Where  a  daugiiter  of  a  decedent  who  was  contesting  the  probate  of 
an  instrument  propounded  as  a  codicil,  to  his  will,  petitioned  the 
surrogate  that  she  bo  allowed  out  of  the  estate  a  certain  amount  by 
way  of  compensation  for  the  services  of  her  counsel  in  connection 
with  the  appointment  of  a  temporary  administrator,  and  with 
divers  other  proceedin<;s  which  had  been  instituted  before  the 
surrogAto,  all  of  which  were  proceedings  for  the  procurement  of 
orders, — Held,  that  however  laudable  may  be  the  motives  by  which 
tlio  petitioner  was  actuated,  and  however  meritorious  may  have 
been  the  services  of  her  counsel,  her  application  must  be  denied  ;[*j 
that  the  surrogate  has  only  such  authority  in  respect  to  the  award 
of  costs  or  allowances  as  is  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Code  of 
Civil  Procedure,  [* J  and  in  such  proceedings  ten  dollars  is  the 
maximum  sum  which  can  be  aHowed  as  casts.  [*] 

Estate  of  St.  John  {Daily  Reguter,  May  21, 1883)['];  Estate  of  Withers 
(2  N.  T,  Civ,  Pro,  162),  [*]  followed. 

(Decided  June  27,  1883.) 
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Application  by  temporary  adroinistrator  for  an  order 
directing  him  to  pay  certain  sums  to  his  counsel  for 
legal  services.  Also,  petition  by  contesting  next  of 
kin  for  an  order  allowing  her  certain  sums  by  way  of 
compensation  for  services  rendered  by  her  counsel. 

Butler^  StlUman  &  Hubbard^  for  temporary  admin- 
istrator. 

Theron  O.  Strong^  for  Mrs.  Dora  S.  Dale. 

Rollins,  Surrogate. — First.  The  temporary  ad- 
ministrator of  this  estate  has  applied  for  an  order 
directing  the  payment  of  a  certain  specified  sum  as 
compensation  to  his  counsel  for  legal  services  rendered 

by  them  in  the  course  of  this  administration. 
[*]  The  power  of  tlie  surrogate  to  make  such  an 
order  is  not  open  to  dispute.  By  section  2672  of 
the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  he  is  authorized  to  direct 
a  temporary  administrator  "to  pay  any  expenses  of 
the  administration  of  his  trust." 

[']  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  fees  for  legal  services 
are  "expenses  of  administration,"  and  that  the 
payment  of  such  fees  should,  in  proper  cases  and  with- 
in proper  limits,  be  made  a  charge  upon  an  estate  in 
whose  interest  such  services  have  been  rendered. 

The  situation  of  the  temporary  administrator  does 
not  essentially  differ  in  this  respect  from  that  of 
any  other  administrator  or  from  that  of  any  executor. 
When  either  of  those  officers  has  expended  sums  of 
money  as  counsel  fees  he  may  properly  assert  a  claim  to 
be  credited  therefor  in  his  accounts  with  the  estate,  and 
upon  the  settlement  of  such  accounts,  the  surrogate 
[']  will  allow  such  credit,  if  it  appears  that  the  expendi- 
ture has  been  necessarily  incurred  and  is  reason- 
able in  amount  (Estate  of  St.  John,  Daily  Register^ 
May  21,  1883). 

In  the  present  case,  I  will  allow  the  temporary 
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ndministrator  to  withdraw  from  deposit  a  sum  not 
exceeding  $3,585.32,  and  to  pay  thereout  a  reasonable 
^nm  for  the  services  and  disbursements  of  his  counsel. 
The  section  of  the  Code  to  which  I  have  already  referred 
i§  2672),  may,  doubtless,  be  fairly  construed  as  em- 
I)owering  the  surrogate,  npon  such  an  application  as 
ihe  present,  to  give  absolute  and  final  direction  for  the 
payment  of  the  administration  expenses.  I  am  not 
inclined,  however,  to  depart  from  the  practice  which 
I  have  hitherto  i)ursued  in  this  regard. 

Whether  the  amount  which  the  present  applicant 
may  choose  to  expend  by  virtue  of  the  authority  here 
given  him,  shall  be  allowed  in  his  accounts,  as  an  item 
of  credit,  is  a  matter  which  will  be  passed  upon  when 
those  accounts  shall  be  judicially  settled  and  deter- 
mined. 

At  present,  I  do  not  direct  him  to  pay  the  sum 
above  specified,  but  simply  afford  him  an  opportunity 
to  exercise  his  own  discretion  in  the  premises,  subject 
to  the  iinal  accounting. 

Second.  Mrs.  Dora  S.  Dale,  a  daughter  of  deced- 
ent, who  is  now  contesting  in  this  court  the  probate  of 
an  instrument  propounded  as  a  codicil  to  his  will,  asks 
that  she  be  allowed  out  of  this  estate  a  certain  amount 
in  her  petition  specified,  by  way  of  compensation  for 
the  services  of  her  counsel  in  connection  with  the 
appointment  of  the  temporary  administrator,  and 
with  divers  other  proceedings  which  have  from  time  to 
time  been  instituted  before  the  surrogate.  Her  peti- 
tion describes  in  some  detail,  the  nature  of  these  pro- 
ceedings, and  declares,  in  substance,  that  the  efforts  of 
her  counsel  have  been  beneficial  not  only  to  herself,  but 
to  the  other  parties  interested  in  the  probate  contro- 
versy, and  that  she  and  her  counsel  have  been  at  all 
times  "animated  by  the  desire  to  protect  and  care  for 
this  estate  and  to  prevent  any  action  which  would  be 
likely  to  produce  injury  or  loss."      Several  affidavits 
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have  been  filed  answering  this  application,  and  deny- 
ing some  of  its  allegations,  particularly  those  which 
assert  that  the  petitioner  and  her  counsel  have  been 
governed  in  all  that  they  have  done  and  said  in  refer- 
ence to  this  estate  by  the  regard  for  what  they  be- 
lieved its  best  interests.  Since  these  answering  affida- 
vits were  placed  on  file,  I  have  allowed  the  respective 
counsel  to  present  such  other  evidence  for  and  against 
the  motion,  as  they  have  seen  fit  to  submit.  This  has 
occasioned  an  earnest  and  somewhat  bitter  controversy 
over  matters  which  are  not,  in  my  judgment,  pertinent 
to  the  present  inquiry,  for  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion 
that  however  laudable  may  be  the  motives  by 
[*]  which  the  petitioner  has  been  actuated,  and  how- 
ever meritorious  may  have  been  the  services  of  her 
counsel,  her  application  must  be  denied. 

The  nature  of  the  surrogate's  authority  respect- 
[*]  ing  the  award  of  costs  or  allowances  to  parties  or 
their  counsel  was  the  subject  of  careful  consider- 
ation in  the  case  of  Withers'  Estate  (2  N.  T.  Civ.  Pro. 
162).  As  is  there  stated,  the  surrogate  had  no  author- 
ity whatever  in  such  matters  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
the  Revised  Statutes,  and  has  now  only  such  limited 
power  as  is  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure.

as  costs  in  such  proceedings.    These  motion  costs 
would  very  likely  have  been  awarded  in  some  of  the  con- 
troversies which  have  arisen  in  this  estate  if  counsel  had 
thought  it  worth  while  to  claim  them.    But  su^h  an  al- 
lowance is  all  that  the  surrogate  has  authority  to  grant.

Married  tooman, — Hmband  need  not  he  joined  teithf  in  action  for  her 
tort. — May  he  arrested  tohere  arrest  of  female  is  authorised  in  general 
terms. —  What  is  a  toillful  injury  to  property  mthin  the  mean- 
ing of  section  553  of  the  Code. 

It  is  settled  that  a  willful  injury  to  property,  within  the  meaning  of 
section  553  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  is  not  an  injury  merely 
to  the  thing  itself,  but  an  injury  to  the  owner^s  right  in  and  to  the 
thing.  [»J 

The  necessity  for  the  joinder  of  a  husband  with  his  wife  iu  an  action 
at  common  law  founded  on  a  tort  or  coutract  of  the  latter,  w^aa 
not,  strictly  speaking,  because  the  husband  was  absolutely  liable, 
but  it  grew  out  of  the  fact  that  a  suit  could  not  be  maintained 
against  a  wife  alone  during  coverture.  [']  The  reason  of  this  rule 
has  wholly  ceased  to  exist,  and  the  rule  itself  has  been  abrogated 
in  all  cases  of  torts  as  well  as  contracts,  affecting  the  separate 
property  of  a  married  woman,  or  connected  with,  or  arising  from 
the  management  or  control  of  her  business,  [']  and  the  exemption 
of  a  married  woman  from  arrest  which  sprang  solely  from  the 
reason  of  the  rule,  has  ceased,  in  all  cases  where  the  rule  has 
ceased  and  the  law  expressly  authorizes  tii€  arrest  of  females  in 
general  terms.  [']

Motion  to  vacate  an  order  of  arrest. 

This  is  an  action  to  recover  the  value  of  a  large 
quantity  of  laces  stolen  from  plaintiffs  by  one  James  J. 
Madden  while  in  their  employ,  and  purchased  by  the 
defendant,  Mrs.  Julia  Miller,  from  one  Fannie  Lewis, 
who  received  them  from  Madden.  The  plaintiffs  assert 
that  Mrs.  Miller  bought  the  laces  with  the  knowledge 
that  they  had  been  stolen,  and,  upon  the  ground  that 
she  had  commited  a  willful  injury  to  their  property,

they  procured  an  order  for  her  arrest,  which  she  now 
seeks  to  have  vacated.*  Mrs.  Miller's  husband  is  a 
party  defendant  with  her  in  this  action.

Supreme  Court,  First  Department;  Special  Term,  July,  1883. 

(Decided  July  5,  1883.) 

Motion  for  the  discharge  from  arrest  of  relator  on  return  of 
habeas  corpus  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  her  detention. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  Muser  v.  Miller,  supra, 

A,  R.  Dyett,  for  habeas  corpus  and  motion. 

At  common  law  a  married  woman  was  liable  in  a  civil  action  for 
hor  torts.  Her  husband  was  not  liable  therefore,  but  was  a  necessary 
party,  as  she  could  not  be  sued  alone  for  her  torts.  Rowing  «.  Manley, 
49  -ZV.  Y,  192,  at  page  198,  and  cases  there  cited.  None  of  the  married 
woman's  acts,  so  called,  affect  the  present  question.  They  all 
confer  on  her  power  to  hold  and  dispose  of  property  separate  and 
apart  from  her  husband,  and  give  her  power  to  make  contracts  in 
relation  thereto,  and  in  her  separate  business  and  render  her  liable 
therefor.  Laws  1848,  chap.  200;  Laws  1849,  chap.  875;  Laws  1860, 
cliap.  90;  Laws  1862,  chap.  172.  They  do  not  change  her  liability 
for  her  torts,  nor  do  they  create  any  liability  against  her  for  her  torts, 
which  did  not  exist  before.  Schaus  v,  Putchers,  per  Bos  worth,  J., 
cited  in  note  to  Baldwin  v.  Kimmel,  10  Abb.  Pr.  855.  Nor  is  there 
anything  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  which  creates  any  liability 
for  her  torts  on  the  j)art  of  a  married  woo^an  which  did  not  previously 
exist.  The  provision  that  no  female  shall  be  arrested  except  for  a 
willful  injury,  etc.,  {%  553)  simply  creates  an  exception  in  favor  of  all 
females.  Without  that  section  females  would  have  been,  as  they 
always  were,  liable  to  arrest. 

The  Revised  Statutes  contained  a  similar  provision  as  to  actions 
on  contract  (2  R,  S.  428,  §  8),  and  yet  married  women  could  not  be 
arrested  in  any  case.  Graham's  Practice^  127  (2nd  ed.).  Before  the 
act  of  1831  to  abolish  impiisonment  for  debt,  etc.,  and  under  the 
Revised  Statutes,  and  before  thera,  all  actions  were  commenced 
by  capias,  under  which  the  defendant  could  be  aiTested  and  held  to 
bail  {Orah,  Pr.\  and  females  were  liable  equally  with  males.  But 
married  women  were  not.  The  husband  alone  was  liable  to  arrest. 
This  was  the  rule  of  common  law,  and  it  was  founded  not  only  on 
the  mythical  union  of  husband  and  wife  as  one  person  {unica  persona); 
but  upon  the  necessity  of  preserving  and  guarding  the  domestie 
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ChaTles  8.  Spencer^  for  motion.

relations,  to  protect  the  houseliold,  to  forbid  a  wife  (and  oftimes  k 
mother)  being  takeo  from  her  liusband  and  children  and  imprisoned^ 
and  the  danger  to  a  woman's  honor  was  not  lost  sight  of.  Ths 
language  of  the  Revised  Statutes  authorizing  a  boilable  capias  in  alt 
cases  is  as  broad  as  any  language  of  the  Code  in  regard  to  persons, 
and  contains 'no  exception  as  to  married  women.  Yet  they  are  not 
liable  to  arrest  on  the  capias.     Orak.  Pr.  2  ed.  127. 

Tl)c  common  law  rul^  was  not  repealed  by  that  general  language, 
nor  is  by  any  language  of  the  Code.  If  section  1206  of  tbe  Code  h 
invoked,  the  answer  is  that  that  applies  only  to  judgment  and  that 
by  section  1488,  no  execution  on  a  judgment  against  a  married 
woman  can  issue,  unless  after  a  previous  order  of  arrest;  and  as  none 
can  issue  agsiinst  a  married  woman,  no  execution  can  issue  against 
her. 

.  If  it  bo  said  liere  that  the  relator  conducted  a  separate  business 
and  bought  and  received  the  goods  in  question  while  so  doing,  and 
that  therefore,  she  might  bo  sued  alone  (Code  §450),  the  answer  is, 
that  is  of  no  consequence.  (1.)  ner  exemption  from  arrest  extends 
to  cases  where  she  is  sued  alone.  Orah.  Pr.  127,  mipra.  (2.) 
Because,  as  we  have  shown,  the  statute  conferring  on  her  tbe  power 
to  carry  on  such  a  business,  confers  on  her  powers  to  make  contracts 
only,  and  does  not  create,  affect  or  change  her  common  law  liability 
for  torts.  (8.)  The  action  upon  which  the  order  of  arrest  is  based 
in  no  sense  affects  her  sejwrate  property.  Tbe  theory  of  that  action 
is  that  the  goods  in  questiof  never  were  her  property,  and  she  never 
acquired  any  interest  in  or  right  to  them,  but  that  they  were  tbe 
property  always  of  tbe  plaintiff  in  the  action.  Neville  «.  Neville,  23 
Ilow.  Pr.  504.  As  well  miglit  it  be  argued  that  if  die  had  assaulted 
some  one  in  her  place  of  business,  that  that  constituted  a  cause  of 
action  against  her,  growing  out  of  her  separate  business.  In  Schaus 
V.  Putchers,  25  Hoto,  Pr.  40d,  also  cited  in  note  to  Baldwin  w. 
Kimmel,  10  Abb.  Pr.  355,  Bosworth,  Ch.  J.,  held  that  a  married 
woman  could  not  be  arrested  in  any  cose.  In  that  case  the  order  was 
askejd  for,  for  an  assault  and  battery,  certainly  a  willfol  injury. 
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Frkedman,  J. — The  plaintiffs  have  made  out  a 
prima  facie  case  against  the  defendant  Julia  Miller 
which  has  not  been  overcome  by  the  proofs  adduced  by 
her  to  such  a  degree  that  I  can  determine  tlie  merits.

A  precisely  eiiuilHr  doci^ion  was  uiade  by  Justice  CAMPBBLii  in 
Anonymous  (1  Dtcer^  013),  which  was  approved  on  consultation  by 
the  other  judges.  Among  tliem  were  Oakley,  Sandfoud,  Dueh  and 
BoswoRTii.  This  case  is  cited  with  approval  in  Baldwin  «.  Kimmef, 
10  Abb,  353.  To  the  same  effect  is  Keville  v.  Neville,  22  How.  Pr,  '

If  it  be  of  any  consequence  to  the  question  now  presented, 
wo  insist  that  the  rule,  that  in  actions  for  the  torts  of  a  wife,  her 
husband  must  be  joined,  still  exists.  Fitzsimmons  v.  Harrington,  1 
JV.  F.  Civ.  Pro.  300;  Hoffman  v.  Lachman,  1  Id.  278  note;  Kowing  «. 
Manley,  40  JV".  F.  11)8. 

The  only  case  contra  is  Fitzgerald  v.  Quann,  1  -N.  Y.  Civ.  /Wj 
273,  and  that  case  not  only  stands  alone,  but  is  opposed  by  the 
numerous  cases  cited  supra.

At  common  law  a  married  woman  can  be  arrested  upon  a  jud*^- 
ment  for  her  personal  tort.  McKinstry  v.  Davis,  3  Cow.  830;  Starr  v.

The  petitioner  has  been  and  is  detained  by  a  mandate  issued  out  of 
the  superior  court,  which  court  has  held  that  the  mandate  was  properly 
iasued,  and  that  the  petitioner  was  properly  taken  into  custody  and 
detaiined  thereunder.  The  said  superior  court  has  jurisdiction  of  tliid 
matter,  and  the  petitioner's  application  should  be  made  to  that  court.

.  Van  Vorst,  J. — After  con pide ration,  I  reach  the  same  conclusioa 
OS  that  to  which  Justice  FitBBDMAN  arrived  Tvhen  the  motion  was 
pending  before  him  in  the  superior  court,  to  vacate  the  order  of 
arrest.  He  denied  that  motion  and  accompanied  his  decision  with 
an  opinion  in  the  correctness  of  wliich  I  entirely  concur.  I  can  add 
nothing  to  it.  For  the  same  reasons  which  led  to  the  denial  of  the 
motion,  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  must  be  dismissed,  and  the  prisoner 
remanded. 
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Fannie  Lewis,  the  receiver,  is  corroborated  in  several 
particulars,  and  especially  by  the  circamstance  that 
some  of  tlie  stolen  goods  have  been  shown  beyond 
controversy  to  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the  de- 
fendant. Her  statement,  by  affidavit,  that  she  paid  a 
fair  value  for  the  goods  she  did  purchase  from  the 
receiver,  cannot  overcome  the  case  made  against  her, 
because  from  the  fact  that  she  was  a  dealer  in  laces 
since  1877,  and  a  purchaser  from  leading  merchants  in 
New  York,  and  had  even  received  goods  on  consign- 
ment from  the  plaintiffs  in  this  action,  the  inference 
may  be  drawn  that  her  statement  is  not  true,  and  that 
she  knew  at  the  time  that  she  was  getting  the  goods 
very  much  below  their  intrinsic  as  well  as  market  value. 
Without  going  into  particulars,  it  is  sufficient  to  say 
that  much  of  v^hat  the  defendant  shows  may  be  true, 
and  yet  a  prima  facie  case  remains  against  her  that  she 
committed  at  least  a  willful  injury  to  plaintiffs'  property 
within  the  meaning  of  section  653  of  the  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure.  By  the  affirmance  of  the  court  of  appeals 
(64  N.  Y.  625),  of  Duncan  v.  Katen  (6  Hun,  1),  it  is 
[*]  now  settled  that  in  such  a  case  a  willful  injury  to 
property  does  not  mean  an  injury  merely  to  the 
thing  itself,  but  an  injury  to  the  owner's  right  in  and 
to  the  thing. 

The  case  at  bar,  therefore,  falls  within  that  class  of 
cases  in  which  the  rule  prevails  that  the  court  will  not 
try  the  merits  upon  affidavits.  This  being  so  the  order 
of  arrest  cannot  be  vacated  unless  the  defendant's 
point  is  well  taken,  that  because  she  is  a  married 
woman  no  order  of  arrest  will  lie  against  her  under  any 
circumstances. 

At  common  law  a  married  woman  could  not  be  held 
to  bail  in  an  action  founded  upon  her  personal  tort, 
tliou;rh  the  husband  might  be  held  and  might  be  com- 
pelled to  give  bail  for  both  {OraJi,  Pr,  127 ;  Anonymous, 
1  Duer,  613  ;  Schaus  v.  Putchers,  16  Abb.  Pr.  363,  note). 
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That  the  Code  in  force  before  the  Code  of  Civil  Pro- 
cedure did  not  change  the  rule  upon  this  point  was 
distinctly  held  in  Solomon  v.  Wass  (2  BiU.  179). 

The  necessity  for  holding  the  husband  arose  from 
the  legal  effect  of  the  marriage  relation.  At  common 
law  the  husband  and  wife  by  marriage  became  one 
person  in  law,  that  is,  the  very  being  or  legal  existence 
of  the  woman  was  suspended  during  the  marriage,  and 
incorporated  or  consolidated  into  that  of  the  husband. 
But  the  necessity  for  such  joinder  was  not,  strictly 
speaking,  because  the  husband  was  absolutely 
[•]  liable,  but  it  grew  out  of  the  fact  that  a  suit  could 
not  be  maintained  against  a  wife  alone  during 
coverture  {Bishop  on  Mar.  Wovien,  §  254). 

Under  the  statutes  of  this  State  any  married  woman 
may  take  and  hold  real  as  well  as  personal  property 
separate  and  apart  from  her  husband,  and  enjoy  the 
same,  and  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  she  were  a  single  female  ;  and  she 
has  express  authority  to  bargain,  sell,  assign  and  trans- 
fer her  separate  personal  property  to  carrj^  on  any  trade 
or  business,  and  perform  any  labor  or  services  on  her  sole 
and  separate  account.  The  power  thus  conferred  to  carry 
on  a  trade  or  business  includes  the  ability  to  make  bat- 
gains  and  contracts  in  relation  to  it  in  almost  any  mode 
known  to  the  law,  and  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of 
the  commercial  community,  and  such  bargains  and  con- 
tracts have  been  held  valid  against  her,  notwithstand- 
ing her  coverture,  provided  they  were  made  in  the 
course  of  her  trade  or  business  and  as  an  incident  to  it. 
Upon  any  such  bargain  or  contract  she  could,  since 
1860,  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  same  manner  as  if  she 
were  sole,  and  the  same  may  be  said  generally  con- 
cerning all  matters  having  relation  to  her  sole  and  sep- 
arate property. 

It  was  held,  however,  that  these  changes  by  statute 
did  not  alter  the  common  law  liability  of  the  husband 
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for  the  mere  personal  torts  of  the  wife,  but  that  the 
rule  was  changed  only  in  cases  of  torts  committed  in  the 
management  and  control  of  her  separate  property 
(Baum  V.  Mullen,  47  N.  Y.  578  ;  Kowing  v.  Manley,  4d 
iV^.  Y.  192).  But  even  then  the  husband  was  held  in 
some  cases  to  be  still  a  necessary  party  to  the  action. 

Thus,  the  rule  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  joinder  of 
the  husband  with  the  wife,  in  a  case  of  tort  committed 
by  the  wife,  remained  until  the  enactment  of  the  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure.  Section  460,  as  originally  enacted, 
read:  '*In  an  action  ...  a  married  woman  appears, 
prosecutes  or  defends  alone  ...  as  if  she  was  single." 
In  his  notes  Mr.  Throop  states  that  that  section  was 
intended  to  sweep  away  all  distinctions  between  a  feme 
sole  and  feme  covert,  in  respect  to  suing  and  being 
sued,  and  in  Janinski  v.  Heidelberg  (21  Hun,  489),  it 
was  held  by  the  general  term  of  the  supreme  court 
that  the  language  used  was  comprehensive  enough  to 
do  it. 

In  1879,  section  450  was  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  further  express  provision  that  in  any 
action  or  special  proceeding  affecting  the  separate 
property  of  a  married  woman,  it  is  not  necessary  or 
proper  to  join  her  husband  with  her  as  a  party. 

Since  that  amendment  it  was  held  in  Fitzgerald  v. 
Quann  (1  iT.  Y.  Cie,  Pro.  273,)  that  it  is  now  no  longer 
necessary  or  i)roper  to  join  the  husband  as, a  defendant 
in  an  action  against  the  wife  for  her  personal  tort, 
tliongb  such  tort  was  wholly  unconnected  with  the 
wife's  separate  estate  or  the  management  or  control  of 
her  business,  and  that  the  reason  of  the  rule  in  regard 
to  the  joinder  had  wholly  ceased  to  exist. 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  motion  before 

me,  it  is  not  necessary  to  go  quite  as  far.     It  is  suf- 

[*]    ticient  to  hold  that  the  reason  of  the  rule  in  regard 

to  the  joinder  has  wholly  ceased  to  exist,  and  the 

rule  itself  has  been  abrogated  in  all  cases,  of  torts  as 
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well  as  contracts,  affecting  the  separate  property  of  a 
married  woman  or  connected  with  or  arising  from  the 
managment  or  control  of  her  business.  For  it  is  conceded 
that  the  wrongful  acts  complained  of  in  the  case  at  bar 
were  committed  in  the  course  of  the  defendant's  busi- 
ness as  a  dealer  in  laces.  It  follows,  then,  that,  if  to  the 
extent  stated  the  reason  of  the  rule  has  ceased  to  exist\ 
and  the  rule  itself  has  been  abrogated,  the  exemption  of 
a  married  woman  from  arrest,  which  sprang  solely  from 
the  reason  of  the  rule,  must  cease,  whenever  the  rule 
ceases,  in  all  cases  in  which  the  law  expressly  authorizes 
the  arrest  of  females  in  general  terms.  In  looking  for 
such  authority  it  will  be  found  that  section  553  of  the 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure  gives  the  right  of  arrest 
during  the  pendency  of  the  action  against  any  woman 
in  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  willful  injury  to 
person,  character  or  property. 

Having  already  shown  that  the  case  made  out 
against  the  defendant  is  one  which  falls  within  the 
class  of  cases  specified  in  section  553,  and  it  appearing 
that  the  wrongful  acts  charged  against  the  defendant 
were  committed  by  her  in  the  management  of  her 
business,  she  is  not  entitled  to  have  the  order  of  arrest 
vacated  for  the  sole  reason  that  she  is  a  married  woman. 

From  the  examination  so  far  made,  it  appears  that 
no  ground  whatever  exists  for  the  vacation  of  the  order. 

As  to  reducing  the  bail,  I  have  also  failed  to 
discover  any  ground  upon  which  the  defendant  can  be 
relieved.  According  to  some  of  the  testimony,  the 
defendant  had  all  the  goods  which  were  stolen  from  the 
plainliffs,  and  if  the  jury  should,  under  all  the  circum- 
stances, find  such  testimony  worthy  of  belief,  their 
verdict  will  be  for  an  amount  which,  with  interest  and 
costs,  will  exceed  the  amount  of  bail  specified  in  the 
order.  In  view  of  such  contingency,  the  plaintiffs  have 
a  right  to  have  the  bail  maintained  as  originally  fixed. 

The  only  relief  I  can  grant  is  to  order  an  immediate 
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trial  of  the  issaes  by  jary,  oq  the  grouad  of  the  actual 
imprisonment  of  the  defendant.

of  the  estate,  is  presumed  to  know  its  condition  at  the  time  of  the 
8ale,[']  and  the  sale  by  liion  of  M.^s  interest  in  the  entire  funn  was  a 
disaffirmance  of  the  partition  and  an  election  by  him  not  to  be 
bound  by  it,[^]  and  that  his  grantee  obtained  at  the  most  only  an 
undivided  one  twelfth  interest  in  the  land  in  question.  [^ J 

A  plaintiff  in  an  action  of  ejectment  who  claims  to  recover  an  entire 
lot,  cannot,  without  amending  bis  complaint,  have  judgment  for  an 
undivided  part  of  it.[']  If,  however,  that  was  the  only  objection 
to  a  judgment  in  his  favor,  the  complaint  might  be  amended  upon 
appeal.  [•] 

The  provisions  of  the  Code  which  permit  a  grantee  of  land,  his  heirs, 
etc.,  to  maintain  an  action  in  the  name  of  his  grantor  when  the 
conveyance  under  which  he  claims  is  void,  because  the  property 
conveyed  was  held  adversely  to  the  grantor  at  the  time  of  making 
it,  are  limited  to  the  first  grantee,  and  a  grantee  biinging  such  an 
action  muct  bring  it  in  the  name  of  his  immediate  grantor,  and 
must  stand  or  fall  by  the  validity  of  his  title. [^] 

An  assignee  in  bankruptcy,  under  the  act  of  1841,  held  a  statutory 
title  to  the  real  estate  of  the  bankrupt  as  trustee  not  only  for  the 
creditors,  but  of  the  bankrupt  also.  His  power  to  deal  with  the 
estate  was  limited  and  defined  by  the  statute,  and  he  had  no 
authority  to  sell  it  except  upon  an  order  of  the  bankrupt  court  in 
which  the  time  and  manner  of  sale  should  be  fixed  and  deter- 
mined. [•]  Accordingly, — Held,  where  an  order  did  not  fix  the  time 
and  place  of  sale,  but  they  were  determined  by  the  assignee,  that 
the  sale  was  void;[*]  that  no  subsequent  act  of  the  court  could 
cure  the  defect,  as  it  was  jurisdictional  and  it  could  be  raised 
whenever  and  wherever  the  title  claimed  under  such  sale  was 
brought  in  question.  ['J 

Osbom  V.  Baxter  (4  Cuah,  406),  approved  and  followed.  [']  Smith  v. 
Long  (9  Daly,  429),  reversed. 

Appeal  by  defendant  from  a  judgment  of  the  general 
term  of  the  N.  Y.  court  of  common  pleas,  affirming  a 
judgment  entered  upon  the  report  of  a  referee. 
Reported  below,  9  Daly^  429. 

This  action  was  brought  to  recover  possession  of 
certain  real  property  situate  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
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The  premises  in  question  are  a  part  of  a  farm  of  which 
John  Hopper  died  seized  in  1819,  and  which  he  de- 
vised to  trustees  in  three  equal  undivided  parts,  each 
part  during  the  life  and  for  the  benefit  of  one  of  his  three 
grandchildren,  Garrett  H.  Striker,  Miss  Ann  Striker 
and  Mrs.  Winifred  Mott,  with  remainders  over  as  to 
each  share  as  follows  : 

(1.)  A  vested  remainder  in  fee  to  the  issue  of  each 
grandchild  in  that  grandchild's  share,  liable  to  be  de- 
feated by  the  death  of  the  issue  in  the  lifetime  of  the 
parent.  (2.)  A  contingent  remainder  to  the  other  sur- 
viving grandchildren,  in  case  of  the  death  of  a  grand- 
child without  living  issue. 

Subsequently,  Mrs.  Winifred  Mott  died,  leaving 
four  sons:  James  S.  Mott,  Jordan  Mott,  Garrett  S. 
Mott  and  M.  Hopper  Mott,  in  whom,  as  tenants  in 
common,  her  undivided  third  part  of  said  land 
vested. 

October  17,  1863,  Garrett  H.  Striker  brought  an 
action  for  the  partition  of  the  farm  in  which  a  judg- 
ment of  partition  was  rendered  in  January,  1866. 
This  judgment  allotted  a  certain  portion  of  the  farm, 
including  the  premises  in  suit,  to  Jordan  Mott,  who 
soon  after  entered  into  possession  of  the  share  so  set 
apart  to  him. 

In  1866,  Jordan  Mott  conveyed  the  premises  in 
suit  to  one  Job  Long,  who  immediately  entered  into 
possession,  claiming  title  under  said  deed.  He  has 
since  died,  and  the  defendants,  John  and  Martha  Long, 
are  the  executors  of  his  will,  and  in  possession,  under 
its  provisions,  and  the  defendant  Sidley  is  their  ten- 
ant. 

Jordan  Mott  was  duly  adjudicated  a  bankrupt  iu 
January,  1843.  Prior  to  that  time,  one  William  Co- 
ventry H.  Waddell  had  been  appointed  "official  or 
general  assignee '^  in  bankruptcy  for  the  district  and 
had  duly  qualified.    He  has  ever  since  held  that  office 
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and  still  continues  to  hold  it.  In  June,  1868,  upon 
application  of  said  Waddell,  the  United  States  dis- 
trict court  made  an  order  entitled  jointly,  in  the  ^'Mat- 
ter of  Jordan  Mott,"  and  in  the  '*  Matter  of  Jacob  H. 
Mott,"  directing  the  '*sale  at  public  auction  by  ad- 
vertising the  same  one  time  fourteen  days  prior  to 
the  day  of  sale  in  the  newspaper  called  the  Times, 
published  in  the  city  of  New  York,"  of  "all  the  right, 
title,  interest,  property,  claim  and  demand  what- 
soever, whether  in  law  or  in  equity,  of  each  and  either 
of  said  bankrupts  of  in  and  to  any  and  all  real  estate 
ill  anv  manner  described  or  referred  to  in  a  certain 
will  of  John  Hopper,  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Sur- 
rogate of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  Novem- 
ber, 1819,  and  which  is  more  particularly  described  as 
follows  :''  (giving  the  boundries  of  the  entire  farm  and 
other  property).  The  order  did  not  name  a  day  for 
the  sale,  and  the  defendant  asserts  that  it  is  defective 
on  that  ground. 

The  assignee,  Waddell,  advertised  the  property  for 
sale  in  the  New  York  Times,  on  August  4,  1868.  On 
that  day,  at  the  hour  and  place  named  in  the  notice 
published  by  him,  he  adjourned  the  sale,  by  public 
])roclamation  to  September  10,  1868,  and  inserted  in 
the  Times  of  August  6th,  the  following  notice:  "In 
Bankruptcy.  The  sale  advertised  in  the  Times  of  the 
18th  of  July  for  Thursday,  is  hereby  adjourned  till  the 
loth  of  September  next,  at  the  same  hour  and  place. 
Dated,  the  4th  day  of  August,  1868.  William  Coven- 
try H.  Waddell,  official  and  general  assignee." 

On  September  10,  he  adjourned  the  sale  as  before 
to  September  11,  and  in  the  Times  of  the  morning  of 
the  11th  he  inserted  a  notice  of  the  adjournment  simi- 
lar to  that  published  on  August  6. 

On  the  morning  of  the  lltli  of  September,  the  as- 
signee sold  the  right,  title,  interest,  etc.,  of  Jordan 
Mott  and  Jacob  H.  Mott,  so  ordered  and  advertised  to 
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be  sold  at  public  auction,  to  the  plaintiff,  James  M. 
Smith,  Jr.,  who  was  the  highest  bidder,  for  the  sum 
of  $1,750,  which  Smith  paid,  and  the  assignee  then 
executed  to  him  a  deed,  describing  the  right,  title  and 
interest  sold  as  it  was  described  in  the  order  directing 
the  sale. 

The  assignee,  thereafter,  made  a  report  of  the  sale 
to  the  United  States  district  court,  which,  February 
24,  1869,  confirmed  the  sale. 

In  November,  1880,  Jordan  Mott  being  then  dead, 
his  devisees  instituted  a  proceeding  in  the  United  States 
district  court  to  set  aside  the  sale,  in  which  they  were 
defeated  in  January,  1881  (See  In  re  Mott,  6  Fed, 
Hep.  QS^i). 

In  1871,  Smith  deeded  the  property  bonght  from 
the  assignee  to  one  Tallmadge,  who,  February  15,  1872, 
conveyed  it  to  one  Veeder  G.  Thomas,  excepting  six- 
teen lots  thereof,  which  he  had  theretofore  convej'ed 
to  Charles  Buckhalter  and  John  Castor.  Thomas 
deeded  the  premises  so  conveyed  to  him,  except  a 
certain  portion  which  he  had  theretofore  conveyed,  to 
William  Henry  Adams,  June  23,  1873.  This  last  con- 
veyance was  subject  to  a  certain  mortgage,  made  June 
27,  1872,  by  David  Tallmadge  and  wife,  to  John  Town- 
send.  Adams,  thereafter  brought  this  action  in  the 
name  of  Smith.  As  neither  Smith,  Tallmadge  nor 
Thomas  were  ever  in  possession  of  the  premises  so 
conveyed,  of  course  their  several  deeds  are  void. 

The  action  was  tried  before  a  referee,  who  found 
that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover  possession  of 
the  premises  in  suit ;  the  general  term  of  the  N.  Y. 
court  of  common  pleas  affirmed  the  judgment  there- 
upon entered,  and  this  appeal  was  taken  from  its 
judgment  of  affirmance.

I.  The  sale  in  bankruptcy  was  valid,  and  effectu- 
ally passed  the  interest  of  the  bankrupt  to  the  plain- 
tiff. In  reUott,  6  Fed  Rep.  685 The  confir- 
mation of  a  sale  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
.  .  .  .  is  an  adjudication  that  the  sale  is  valid,  which 
can  never  be  overhauled  except  by  that  court  if  self. 
Griffith  tj.  Bogerr,  18  How.  Pr.  158,  164;  Hogan  v. 
Hoyt,  37  N.  Y.  300 The  effect  of  these  provis- 
ions (sections  3  and  9  of  the  bankrupt  act  of  1841,  5 
U.  S.  Stat,  at  L.  440,  449),  is  to  vest  the  title  of  the 
property  in  the  assignee,  and  to  give  him  full  power 
to  ''sell,  manage,  and  dispose"  of  it,  and  the  only 
qualification  upon  his  power  is,  that  he  shall  exercise 
it  subject  to  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  court. 
Barnes  v.  Matteson,  5  Barb.  375,  377,  378 ;  Crowley  v. 

Hyde,  116  Mass.  589 The  order  here  did  direct 

both  the  time  and  manner  of  the  sale  within  the 
meaning  of  the  act.  Such  was  the  decision  on  a  simi- 
lar order  in  Stevens  v.  Hauser,  39  N.  T.  305 ;  also,  in 
Stevens  v.  Palmer,  10  Bosw.  60,  and  Barnes  v.  Matte- 
son,  5  Barb.  375. 

II.  The  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  the  premises  in  sever- 
alty. Brown  v.  Wood,  17  Mass.  68;  Union  Nat'l 
Bank  v.  Kupper,  63  N.  Y.  617 ;  Stalman  on  Election 
and  Satis/action  (London  ed.,  1827),  133,  134;  Perk. 
§  426  ;  Lessee  of  Thompson  v.  Gotham,  9  Ohio  170.  .  .  . 
Dispositions  made  by  disseisors  and  otlier  persons 
whose  titles  are  defeasible,  affecting  the  estate  of  which 
they  are  in  wrongful  possession,  are  for  the  most  part 
voidable  only,  and  not  absolutely  void  as  against  the 
disseisee  or  other  rightful  owners  of  the  proi^erty,  and 
may  be  either  avoided  or  affirmed  by  them,  at  election. 
Stalman  on  Election  and  Satisfaction  (London  ed., 
1827),  133 ;  Rous  and  Arters,  4  Rep.  246 ;  Co.  Lit. 
58  b ;  Clarke  v.  Pennifather,  4  Rep.  24  a Al-

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though  when  the  person  who  "had  the  right"  re-en- 
tered, the  voluntary  dispositions  of  the  intruder  affect- 
ing the  estate  were  avoidable,  yet  such  was  not  the  case 
with  the  actg  which  ''  it  is  compellable  to  do,"  but  such 
acts  "if  there  be  no  covin"  were  conclusive  as  against 
the  persons  to  whom  the  right  of  property  belongs. 

Id To  make  partition  is  one  of  the  things  which 

are  "  quodam  modojudicial^^^  and  which  it  is  compel- 
lable to  do,  within  the  meaning  of  the  above  rule,  and, 
therefore,  when  he  who  has  the  right  enters,  if  the 
partition  be  equal  he  cannot  avoid  it.  If  it  be  unequal 
or  collusive,  he  has  his  proper  right  of  action  to  avoid 
it ;  but,  in  any  case,  it  stands  good  until  avoided.  Of 
the  lands  of  feme  coverts  by  their  husbands,  Co.  Lit. 

170  6,   171  a,  §§  256,  257,  and  notes Of  the 

lands  of  infants Stalman^  40,  58,  60  ;  Co.  Lit. 

171  a.  Of  mortgaged  lands  by  the  mortgagors.  Har- 
wood  V.  Kirby,  1  Paige^  468;  Jackson  v.  Pierce,  10 
JoJins.  417 ;  Thurston  x.  Minke,  32  Md.  571 ;  Wil- 
liams' College  7).  Mallett,  12  Me.  398.  And  in  the 
exactly  analogous  cuse  of  the  admeasurement  of 
dower  by  a  person  in  possession  but  without  title, 
the  division  is  conclusive  upon  the  one  who  has  title, 
"unless  there  be  covin,"  and  even  then  It  is  good  un- 
til avoided  by  affirmative  action  on  his  part.  Co.  Lit. 
35  a,  "  sixthly  ;"  Id.  357  h  ;  Perkins,  §  294 ;  2  Scrib- 
ner  on  Dower  (ed.  1867),  70-72 

Conveyances  of  the  undivided  portions  of  those 
shares  to  strangers  would  not  be  sufficient,  in  this  case, 
to  avoid  the  partition,  because  they  would  be  void  by 
reason  of  the  disseisin.  Bool  v.  Mix,  17  Wend.  119, 133. 
Nor  would  they  be  sufficient  in  any  case  ;  acts  of  much 
greater  solemnity  being  required  to  avoid  voidable 
dispositions  as  against  the  parties  who  hold  under 
them  than  are  available  to  affirm  such  dispositions.  In 
the  former  case  no  entry  is  necessary.  Dominick  v. 
Michael,  4  Sand/.  374,  421 ;  Bool  v.  Mix,  supra  ;  Voor- 
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Lies  V.  Voorhies,  24  Barb.  150.  Whereas,  in  the  latter 
case,  slight  acts,  such  as  receipts  of  profits  of  the  one 
part,  or  rent,  and  encouragement  to  the  tenant  under  the 
voidable  disposition  to  lay  out  money  are  sufficient. 
Stalman  on  Election  and  Satisfaction  (Ed.  1827),  89, 
90, 109,  131,  133,  and  note  6. 134;  Keech  v.  Hall,  Doug- 
las,  22.  But  in  this  case  the  plaintiff  entered  in  affirm- 
ance of  the  partition.  Smith  v,  Scholtz,  68  iV'.  Y. 
41 

A  parol  partition  was  good  at  common  law  and  has 
always  been  good  in  New  York.  Wood  v.  Fleet,  36 
N.  r.  499;  Taylor  v.  Taylor,  43  Id.  578  .  .  .  And 
the  plaintiff's  acceptance  is  sufficiently  well  evidenced 
by  acts  m  pais,  of  which  entry  npon  the  allotted 
parcel  is  a  sufflcentl}'  significant  one.  Eaton  c.  Tall- 
m^dge,  24  Wis.  217,  223 ;  Doe  v.  Jewell,  18  iV.  IT.  355 ; 
Jackson  v.  Richtmyer,  13  Johns.  367 ;  Fowler  v.  Griffin, 
ZSandf.  385,  391 ;  Millican  v.  Millican,  24  Tex.  426  ..  . 

The  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover  the  whole  of  the 
premises  in  severalty  because  of  the  entire  want  of 
title  in  the  defendants,  under  the  rule  that  one  tenant 
in  common,  having  a  right  to  the  possession  of  the 
whole  premises  as  against  all  the  world  except  his 
co-tenants,  may  recover  the  possession  of  the  whole  as 
against  a  stranger  to  the  title,  a  simple  trespasser  having 
no  right  to  set  up  the  outstanding  titles  of  the  other 
tenants  in 'common  to  justify  his  possession.  9  Viner, 
Ahr.  456,  ''Entry,"  F,  pi.  2  and  note;  Robinson  v. 
Johnson,  36  Vt.  74 ;  Hibbard  v.  Foster,  24  Id.  546 ; 
Chandler  v.  Spear,  22  Id.  388 ;  Robinson  v.  Roberts,  31 
Conn.  145  ;  Hardy  v.  Johnson,  1  Wall.  371 ;  French  v. 
Edwards,  5  Sawy.  267 ;  Chipman  t.  Hastings,  50  Cal. 
310  ;  Collier  v.  Corbett,  15  Id.  185  ;  Winthrop's  Lessee 
V.  Grimes,  Wright  {Ohio)  330;  Davant  v.  Cubbage,  2 
Hill  {S.C.)  *311 ;  Logan  v.  Goodale,  42  Oa.  96,  118; 
Truebart  v.   McMichael,   46   Tex.  222  ;  Alexander  v. 
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Gilliam,  39  Id.  476;  Dolph  v.  Barney,  6  Oregon,  191; 
Sharon  v.  Davidson,  4  iVe».  416. 

Tracy  J. — The  plaintiflf's  right  to  recover  in  this 
action  is  resisted  upon  the  ground  :  First.  That  if  he 
has  any  title  whatever  to  the  premises  in  question,  it  is 
to  an  undivided  twelfth  interest  thereof,  and  not  to  the 
entire  lot ;  and  having  claimed  the  whole  of  the  prem- 
ises, cannot  have  judgment  for  an  undivided  part  with- 
out amending  his  complaint.  Second.  That  (he  section 
of  the  Code  which  permits  a  grantee  of  land  to  main- 
tain an  action  in  the  name  of  a  grantor,  where  the 
grant  or  grants  are  void  by  reason  of  the  actual  posses- 
sion of  the  person  claiming  under  a  title  adverse  to 
that  of  the  grantor,  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the 
grant,  is  limited  to  the  first  grantee  of  the  premises. 
Third.  That  the  assignee  in  bankruptcy  had  no  power 
to  convey  or  dispose  of  the  premises,  except  in  pursu- 
ance of  an  order  of  the  bankrupt  court  which  should  fix 
the  time  and  manner  of  such  sale ;  that  the  assignee's 
sale  to  Smith,  not  having  been  made  in  pursuance  of 
such  an  order,  is  therefore  void. 

We  will  consider  these  questions  in  the  order  stated. 

The  plaintiffs  right  to  recover  the  entire  lot,  was 
placed  by  the  learned  referee  before  whom  the  case  was 
tried,  upon  the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  had  the  right 
to  affirm  the  partition  made  between  the  heirs  of  John 
Hopper  in  1865,  and,  having  affirmed  it,  was  entitled 
to  recover  that  portion  cf  the  premises  set  apart  to 
Jordan  Mott  in  severalty.  We  think  the  plaintiff  had 
no  such  right  of  election.  The  partition  made  in  the 
action  to  which  the  assignee  in  bankruptcy  was 
[']  not  a  party,  and  in  which  he  did  not  appear,  was 
not  binding  upon  him.  If  the  judgment  in  that 
case  was  not  absolutely  void,  but  voidable,  it  was  for 
the  assignee  either  to  affirm  or  disaffirm  such  partition. 
It  was  a  right  possessed  by  him,  and  which  he  was 
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bound  to  exercise  within  a  reasonable  time  and 
17]    by  an  unequivocal  act.     Sucli  a  right,  affecting  the 

title  to  a  large  and  valuable  real  estate  having  many 
owners,  is  not  one  that  can  be  kept  afloat  for  a  series 
of  years,  and  transferred  from  person  to  person,  to 
be  exercised  at  the  pleasure  of  the  last  transferee. 
It  is  conceded  that  the  assignee  never  affirmed  the  par- 
tition, and  we  think  tlie  sale  made  by  him  in  1868 
amounts  to  a  disaffirmance  thereof. 

The  assignee,  as  owner  of  the  estate,  is  presumed 

to  have  known  its  condition  at  the  time  of  sale. 
[*]    He  knew  therefore  that  the  Hopper  farm  had  been 

mapped  and  divided  into  lots  and  streets.  He 
knew  that  the  same  had  been  partitioned  by  the  heirs 
of  Hopper,  and  that  Jordan  Mott  was  in  possession  of 
that  portion  which  had  been  set  off  to  him  in  severalty. 
Assuming  that  he  had  the  right  to  affirm  the  partition, 
when  he  was  about  to  offer  the  interest  of  Jordan  Mott 
in  the  Hppper  farm,  he  was  called  upon  to  determine 
whether  he  would  sell  the  whole,  or  whether,  ignoring 
the  result  of  the  partition,  he  would  sell  the  interest  of 
Jordan  Mott  in  the  entire  farm  as  it  existed  at  the  time 
of  his  bankruptcy  in  1843.  If  he  affirmed  the  partition, 
then  he  would  not  sell  the  interest  of  Jordan  Mott  in 
the  whole  of  the  Hopper  farm,  for  his  entire  interest 
in  such  farm  had  been  divested  by  the  partition  except 
as  to  that  portion  set  off  to  him  in  severalty.  He  would 
therefore  sell  the  interest  of  Jordan  Mott  in  that  portion 
of  said  farm  and  the  purchaser  could  take  Jordan  Mor4:'s 
title  thereto,  whatever,  it  might  prove  to  be.  But  he 
elected  to  sell  Jordan  Mott's  interest  in  the  entire  Hop- 
per farm,  which  farm^is  described  iij  the  notice  of  sale 
by  metes  and  bounds. 

It  is  conceded  by  the  learned  counsel  for  the 
j)laintiff,  that,  had  the  assignee  offered  for  sale  and 
sold  Jordan  Mott's  interest  as  an  undivided  twelfth 
part  in  the  Hopper  farm,  this  would  have  been  a  dis- 
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affirmance  of  the  partition  and  an  election  by   the 

assignee  not  to  be  bound  by  it.  But  this  is  pre- 
[*]    cisely   what    he  did  do.      As    the   assignee    had 

neither  affirmed  or  disaffirmed  the  partition,  the 
only  interest  he  had  to  sell,  was  the  interest  of  Jordan 
Mott  in  the  Hopper  farm  as  it  existed  at  the  time  of 
his  bankruptcy,  and  that  was  an  undivided  one-twelfth 
interest  in  the  entire  farm.  However  described,  the 
interest  which  was  sold  was  in  fact  an  undivided  in- 
terest. Smith  purchased  a  certain  and  definite  interest 
in  that  property,  and  not  an  uncertain  and  unknown 
interest  which  could  only  be  made  definite  and  certain 
by  some  subsequent  act  of  his,  or  his  grantee.     We 

are  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  Smith  at  most 
[*J     obtained  only  an  undivided  one-twelfth  interest  in 

the  land  in  question.  The  plaintiff's  right  to 
recover  is  placed  by  the  referee  upon  his  right  to  affirm 
and  his  affirmance  of  the  partition.  He  does  not  find 
that  the  acts  of  the  defendant  as  co-tenant  amount  to 
an  ouster  of  the  plaintiff  as  tenant  in  common 
(Edwards  v.  Bishop,  4  If.  T.  61). 

The  plaintiff  having  claimed  to  recover  tne  entire 
[•]     lot,  he  cannot  without  amending  his  complaint 

have  judgment  for  an  undivided  pa/t.  Holmes  v. 
Seeley,  17  Wend.  75  ;  Gillett  v.  Stanley,  1  Ilia,  121 ; 
Cole  V.  Irvine,  6  Id,  634 ;  Cook  v.  Wardens,  &c.  of  St. 
Paul's  Church,  5  Hun,  293;  affirmed  in  67  iV^.  Y,  594. 
If  this,  however,  were  the  only  objection  to  the  judg- 
ment, the  complaint  might  be  amended  upon  appeal. 

We  think  the  second  objection  to  the  validity  of 
this  judgment  is  also  well  taken.  It  has  long  been  the 
policy  of  the  laws  of  this  State  to  discourage  and  pre- 
vent dealings  in  pretended  titles  to  real  estate  by 
persons  out  of  possession. 

By  the  Revised  Statutes  of  this  State  it  is  provided 
"that  every  grant  of  land  should  be  void  if  at  the 
time  of  delivery  thereof,  such  land  shall  be  in  the 
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actual  possession  of  a  person  claiming  under  a  title 
adverse  to  that  of  the  grantor."  (1  JR.  S.  739,  §  147  ; 
same  statute,  3  Id.  7  ed.  2196.)  ''  No  person  shall  buy 
or  sell,  or  in  any  manner  procure  or  make,  or  take  any 
promise  or  covenant,  to  convey  any  pretended  right  or 
title  to  any  lands  or  ten'ements,  unless  the  grantor 
thereof,  or  the  person  making  such  promise  or  cov- 
enant shall  have  been  in  possession  of  the  same,  or  of 
the  reversion  or  remainder  thereof,  or  have  taken  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  space  of  one  year 
before  such  grant,  conveyance,  sale,  promise  or  cove- 
nant is  made,  and  every  person  violating  this  provision 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor."  (2  H.  S. 
691, •§  6  ;  same  statute,  3  Id.  7  ed.  2516.) 

The  Code  of  Procedure,  §  111,  provides  as  follows  : 
"Every  action  must  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the 
real  property  in  interest,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  section  113.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  authorize  the  assignment  of  a  thing  in  action  not 
arising  out  of  contract.  But  an  action  may  be  main- 
tained by  a  grantee  of  land  in  the  name  of  the  grantor, 
or  his  or  her  heirs  or  legal  representatives,*  when  the 
grant  or  grants  are  void  by  reason  of  the  actual  pos- 
session of  a  person  claiming  under  a  title  adverse  to 
that  of  the  grantor  at  the  time  of  the  delivery  of  the 
grant,  and  the  plaintiff  should  be  allowed  to  prove  the 
facts  to  bring  the  case  within  this  provision."  The 
Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  which  went  into  operation 
after  the  commencement  of  this  action,  contains  the 
following  provision  in  relation  to  the  same  subject 
matter.  "  Section  1601.  Such  an  action  [that  is,  an 
action  of  ejectment]  may  be  maintained  by  a  grantee, 
his  heir  or  devisee,  in  the  name  of  the  grantor  or  heir 
where  the  conveyance  under  which  he  claims  is  void 
because  the  property  conveyed  was  held  adversely  to 

*  See  Ward  v.  Reynolds,  25  Hun,  385. 
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the  grantor.  The  plaintiff  must  be  allowed  to  prove 
the  facts  to  bring  the  case  within  this  section."  It  is 
now  insisted  that,  by  the  true  construction  of  the  Code, 
the  right  to  prosecute  such  an  action  in  the  name  of 
the  grantor  is  limited  to  the  first  grantee.  In  this  case 
the  property,  while  held  adversely,  was  conveyed  by 
Smith  to  Tallmadge,  by  Tallmadge  to  Thomas,  and  by 
Thomas  to  the  present  plaintiff,  Adams.  To  hold  that 
a  remote  grantee  can  bring  such  an  action  in  the  name 
of  the  original  grantor  would  be  to  encourage  dealings 
in  such  claims  to  real  estate  and  nullify  the  statute 
which  was  intended  to  prevent  the  party  out  of  posses- 
sion from  transferring  his  right  to  litigate  the  validity 
of  the  title.      Sands  v.  Hnghes,  53  iV:    Y.  287,   296. 

We  think  the  grantee  bringing  such  an  action, 
f]    must    b^ng  it    in    the    name    of   his    immediate 

grantor,  and  must  stand  or  fall  on  the  validity  of 
his  title.  We  are  referred  to  no  case  where  the  action 
has  been  maintained  by  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  one 
but  the  first  grantee,  and  we  think  tliat  a  construction, 
which  so  limits  the  right  of  action  best  accords  with 
the  public  policy,  which  has  so  long  prevailed  in  this 
state,  relative  to  this  class  of  assumed  titles  to  real 
estate  held  by  persons  out  of  possession  {Ti/ler  on 
Ejectment;  Violett  v.  Violett,  2  Dana^  325;  Dubois 
V.  Marshall,  3  Id.  330 ;  Webster  v.  Van  Steenbergh, 
46  Barb.  211  ;  Hamilton  v.  Wright,  37  N.  Y.  502, 
507 ;  2  Hill,  526*).  Chamberlain  v.  Taylor,  14  Weekly 
Dig.  336  ;  Stevens  v.  Hauser,  39  N.  Y.  302,  306,  de- 
cides nothing  to  the  contrary. 

The  remaining  question  to  be  considered  is  whether 
the  sale  made  in  1868,  by  the  assignee  in  bankruptcy, 
of  the  interest  of  Jordan  Mott  in  the  Hopper  farm  to 
Smith  was  valid.  Upon  this  question  we  are  unable  to 
distinguish  the  present  case  from  that  of  Osborn  v. 
Baxter,   4   Cash.   406.     The  assignee  in  bankruptcy 

♦  Livingston,  v.  Proceus. 
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n     held  a  statutory  title  to  the  real  estate  of  the 
bankrupt  as  trustee,  not  only  for  the  creditors,  but 
for  the  bankrupt  also.    His  power  to  deal  with  the 
estate  was  limited  and  defined  by  the  statute.     He  had 
no  authority  to  sell  such  estate  except  upon  an  order 
of  the  bankrupt  court,  in  which  the  time  and  manner 
of  sale  should  be  fixed  and  determined.     Section  9  of 
the  banl^rupt  act  of  1841*  reads  as  follows  :  '*  And  be 
it  further  enacted,  that  all  sales,  transfers,  and  other 
conveyances    by     the    assignee    of    the    bankrupt's 
property  and  rights  of  property  shall  be  made  at  such 
times,  and  in  such  manner,  as  shall  be  ordered  and 
appointed   by   the    court    in    bankruptcy."      In    the 
present  case  the  order  under  which  the  assignee  sold 
the  property  did  not  fix  the  time  of  sale.     It  was  fixed 
and  determined  by  the  assignee,  and  not  by  the  court. 
In  Osborn  v.  Baxter  (supra),  Shaw,  Ch.  J.,  in  deliver- 
ing the  opinion  of  the  court,  says :  ''  In  general  when  a 
sale  is  made  under  a  statute  power,  it  must  appear  that 
the  requisition  of  the  statute  as  conditions  precedent 
to  the  operation  of  the  power  to  pass  the  estate  had 
been  complied  with"  (Hogan  i?.  Hoy  t,  37  i\r.  Z300).  As 
the  order  in  that  case  failed  to  fix  the  time  and  manner 
of  sale,  it  was  held  that  the  sale  by  the  assignee  was 
void  and  no  title  passed  to  the  purchaser.     We  think 
the  case  of  Osborn  v,  Baxter  well  decided,  and  for  the 
reasons  there  stated,  the  sale  in  the  present  case  should 
be  held  void.     It  is  not  a  question  of  mere  regularity, 
but  the  want  of  power  in  the  officer  making  the 
[•]     sale.     No  subsequent  act  of  the  court  could  cure 
this  defect ;  it  is  jurisdictional,  and  may  be  raised 
whenever  and  wherever  the  title  claimed  under  such 
sale  is  brought  in  question. 

All  concurred  (Andrews,  Ch.  J.,  in  result),  except

Section  8253  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  contemplates  the  granting 
of  but  one  allowance  in  an  action,  and  that  only  upon  final  judg- 
ment. [\  ^]  An  additional  allowance  cannot  therefore,  be  granted 
U]x>n  an  interlocutory  judgment  sustaining  or  overruling  a  demurrer, 
with  leave  to  amend  or  answer  over  but  only,  if  at  all,  when  tlie 
final  judgment  is  pronounced  which  unconditionally  terminates  the 
action  and  fixes  the  right  of  tke  successful  party  to  tax  his  costs.

Davis,  P.  J. — The  judgment  of  the  special  terra 
sustained  the  demurrer,  and  ordered  an  interlocutory 
judgment  thereon  for  the  defendants,  but  provided  that 
the  plaintiffs  might  at  any  time  within  twenty  days 
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after  service  of  a  eopy  of  the  order  sustaining  the 
demurrer,  and  upon  payment  of  the  costs  of  this  action, 
serve  an  amended  complaint  herein,  and  that  upon  fail- 
ure to  do  so,  and  upon  proof  by  affidavit  of  such  failure, 
the  defendants  might  enter  final  judgment  in  their  favor. 
The  additional  allowance  was  made  under  section  3253 
of  the  Code.  It  is  not  contended  that  this  is  not  a 
difficult  and  extraordinary  case,  but  it  is  insisted  that 
the  granting  of  the  allowance  was  premature. 

We  are  of  tlie  opinion  that  this  objection  was  well 
taken.  The  Code  contemplates  but  one  allowance, 
[*]  and  that  only  upon  final  judgment.  None  can  be 
granted  upon  an  interlocutory  judgment  sustaining 
a  demurrer  with  leave  to  amend,  which  is  the  judgment 
rendered  in  this  case.  An  additional  allowance  after 
it  is  properly  granted  becomes  a  part  of  the  costs  of  the 
action,  which  the  successful  party  is  entitled  to  recover, 
and  if  such  allowance  be  granted  upon  sustaining  or 
over-ruling  a  demurrer  where  leave  is  given  to  amend 
on  payment  of  costs,  the  unsuccessful  party  on  the 
demurrer  may  be  compelled  to  pay,  as  a  condition  of 
leave  to  answer,  an  additional  allowance  in  a  case  where 
final  judgment  may  ultimately  be  rendered  in  his  favor. 
We  are  satisfied  that  this  result  was  not  in  contem- 
l^lation  of  the  Code.  There  cannot  be  two  extra  allow- 
ances granted  in  the  same  case,  although  the  case 
[•]  might  have  been  tried  several  times  (Flynn  v. 
Equitable  Life  Ins.  Co.,  18  Him^  212).  The  superior 
court,  in  McDonald  v.  Mallory  (14  /.  <fe  8.  68,  63), 
laid  down  the  correct  rule  in  these  words :  "The  test 
must  be  that  the  action  has  terminated  in  such  form 
that  the  successful  party  can  lawfully  claim  the  pay- 
ment of  the  costs  on  such  termination  and  enforce  their 
payment." 

An  additional  allowance  cannot  therefore  be  granted 

upon  sustaining  or  overruling  a  demurrer,   with 

[•]    leave  to  answer  over  on  payment  of  costs,  but  only, 
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if  at  all,  when  the  final  judgment  is  pronounced  that 
unconditionally  terminates  the  action  and  fixes  the 
costs  absolutely  under  the  Code. 

The  order  should  therefore  be  reversed,  without  pre- 
judice to  a  renewal  of  the  apiilication  whenever  the 
defendants  became  entitled  to  apply  for  final  judgment 
in  the  action,  with  $10  costs  of  this  appeal,-besides  dis- 
bursements.

Copy  of  account — Plaintiff  U  not  pi'ecluded  from  giving  evidence  as  to 

account^  where  a  copy  has  been  demanded,   except  where  there  was  a 

total  failure  to  serce^  one — Failure  to  serve  a  copy  of  accounty 

wlien  demanded,  is  sufficient  answer  to  motion  for  reference^ 

on  tJie  ground  that  the  action  involves  a  long  account^ 

except  wliere  plaintiff  has  served  a  paper^   which 

he  claims  is  a  copy  of  the  account. 

The  remedy  given  by  the  Code,  where  a  pnrty  fails  to  deliver  to  the 
adverse  party  withia  ten  days,  after  a  demand  therefor,  a  copy  of 
an  account,  the  items  of  which  are  not  set  forth  in  liis  pleadin<;s, 
that  he  is  precluded  from  giving  evidence  of  the  account,  is  only 
operative  in  cases  where  there  is  a  total  failure,  or  refusal  to  serve 
any  copy  of  the  account.  [']  If  one  is  served  wliich  is  claimed  or 
supposed  to  be  such  copy,  the  provision  is  not  operative,  but  the 
remedy   of  the  party  is,  to  apply  to  the  court  or  a  judge  for  aa 
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order,  directing  the  delivery  of  a  furtlier  account,  on  the  ground 
that  the  one  served  is  defective.  f^J 
Where  a  defendant  demanded  a  copy  of  the  account,  upon  which  the 
actioii  was  brought,  and  tlie  plaintiff  served  a  paper,  whicli  he 
asserted  was  such  copy  of  account,  but  which  the  defendant  claimed 
was  not.  JJeld\  that  it  was  not  an  answer  to  a  motion,  to  refer  the 
cause,  on  the  ground  that  it  involved  a  long  account,  to  insist  that 
the  plaintiff  was,  by  operation  of  the  Code,  precluded  from  giving 
evidence  of  the  account  on  the  trial;  [*]  but  that  this  would  be 
a  sufficient  answer  to  a  motion,  to  refer  where  there  had  been  a 
proper  demand  and  a  total  failure,  to  pay  any  attention  to  it.[^]  .

Davis,  P.  J. — These  actions  we  think  were  referable 
because  each  of  them  would  require  the  examination 
upon  the  trial  of  a  long  account  within  the  meaning  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Code.  In  one  of  them  this  pro- 
position does  not  seem  to  be  disputed.  In  the  other, 
it  is  claimed  that  the  action  is  one  for  a  conversion,  and 
therefore  not  referable.  But  we  think  the  actions  in 
both  cases  are  simply  to  recover  the  value  of  the  goods 
alleged  to  have  been  sold,  and  delivered,  and  that  neither 
of  them  can  justly  be  called  an  action  for  a  conversion. 

The  question  made  in  the  cases  is  whether  the  plain- 
tiff is  precluded  from  making  the  motions  on  the  ground 
that  he  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  sec- 
tion 631  of  the  Code,  by  not  delivering  a  copy  of  the 
account,  upon  which  the  actions  are  respectively 
brought.  It  is  insisted  that  his  failure  to  do  so  has  put 
him  into  such  a  position  that  he  cannot  at  the  trial  give 
evidence  of  the  accounts,  and  that  therefore  the  trials 
will  not  require  the  examination  of  long  accounts. 
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Section  531  provides,' that '4t  is  not  necessary  for  a 
party  to  set  forth  in  a  pleading  the  it^ms  of  an 
account  therein  alleged,  but  in  that  case  he  must  deliver 
to  the  adverse  party,  within  ten  days,  after  a  written 
demand  thereof,  a  copy  of  the  account  which,  if  the 
pleading  is  verified,  must  be  verified  by  his  affidavit  to 
the  eflfect  that  he  believes  it  to  be  true.  ...  If  he  fails 
so  to  do  he  is  precluded  from  giving  evidence  of  the 
account."  It  also  provides  that  where  the  account 
delivered  is  defective,  the  court  or  j  udge  may  direct  him 
to  deliver  a  further  account ;  and  it  further  provides 
that  the  court  may  in  any  case  direct  a  bill  of  the  par- 
ticulars of  the  claim  of  either  party  to  be  delivered  to 
the  adverse  party.  It  is  true  that  this  section  recog- 
nizes a  distinction  between  accounts  sued  upon,  and 
bills  of  particulars,  and  that  it  requires  in  the  first  case 
the  copy  of  an  account  verified  by  affidavif  to  be  served 
on  written  demand ;  and  in  cases  where  the  action  is 
upon  an  account,  and  the  account  is  not  served  within 
ten  days  af ter^written  demand,  the  party  so  failing  is 
precluded    from  giving  evidence  of  the  account  by 

operation  of  the  provisions  of  the  Code.  But  this 
[*]    severe  remedy  is  only  applicable  to  a  case  in  which 

there  is  a  total  failure  or  refusal  to  serve  any  copy 
of  the  account.  If  one  be  served  which  is  claimed  or 
supposed  to  be  such  copy,  the  provision  is  not  opera- 
tive, but  the  remedy  of  the  party  is  to  apply  to  the 
court  or  a  judge  for  an  order  directing  the  delivery  of 
a  further  account  on  the  ground  that  the  one  served  is 
defective. 

In  this  case  the  defendant  demanded  a  copy  of  the 
account  of  the  sales  and  deliveries  of  the  goods  referred 
to  in  the  complaint.  The  plaintiff  thereupon  in  due 
time  served  a  copy  of  the  items  of  the  accounts  each 
marked  on  the  outside  "Bill  of  items  of  plain  tiff's  claim 
herein"  and  headed  on  the  inside  ''Bill  of  particu- 
lars "  showing  a  large  number  of  items  of  goods  deliv- 
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ered  and  returned  from  time  to  time,  and  items  of 
goods  alleged  not  to  have  been  returned,  and  these 
bills  of  items  were  duly  verified.  Thereupon  the 
defendant's  attorney  gave  notice  that  they  had  demand- 
ed a  copy  of  the  accounts  mentioned  in  the  complaints 
in  the  actions  and  not  bills  of  particulars  of  the  plaintiflf's 
claim,  upon  which  the  plaintiffs  attorneys  sent  notice 
in  writing  to  the  effect  that  they  did  not  understand 
the  distinction  the  defendant's  attorneys  made  between 
a  bill  of  particulars  and  a  copy  of  the  accounts,  and 
saying  "if  there  is  any  we  would  be  pleased  to  be 
informed,  and  if  proper  will  try  to  comply  with  your 
request "  to  which  the  defendant's  attorneys  replied, 
"  what  we  want  in  these  cases  is  a  copy  of  the  account 
which  shall  show  the  sales,  times  of  credit,  &c."  No 
further  copies  of  accounts  were  received  prior  to  the 
making  of  this  motion.  Assuming  that  the  accounts 
or  bills  of  particulars  served  were  defective,  if  is  obvious 
that  they  were  sufficient  at  least  to  prevent  the  defend- 
ant from  claiming  that  the  plaintiff  was-precluded  from 
giving  evidence  of  such  account.  The  defect  in  them 
simply  set  in  operation  the  other  provision  of  the.  Code 
which  made  it  necessary  for  the  defendant  to  apply  to 
the  court,  or  a  judge  for  an  order  requiring  a  further 
account  to  be  delivered.  That  has  not  been  done  in 
this  case. 

We  think  it  was  not  an  answer  to  the  motions  for 
reference  to  insist  that  the  plaintiff  was  by  operation 
["]  of  the  Code  precluded  from  giving  evidence  of  the 
accounts  upon  the  trial.  That  would  of  course,  be 
a  suflBcient  answer  we  think  to  a  motion  to  refer,  where 
there  had  been  a  proper  demand  and  a  total  failure  to 
pay  any  attention  to  it ;  but  not  in  such  a  case  as  this. 

The  orders  should  be  affirmed  with  $10  costs  and 
disbursements  in  one  case  only.

Attachment — A  junior  attaching  creditor j   moving  to  vacate  a  prior 

attiichment,   must  prove  hy  legal  evidence^  a  svhseqitent  valid   levy, 

upon  the  same  property  covered  hy  the  prior  attachment, — 

What  evidence  is  not  sufficient. 

In  a  proceeding  by  a  junior  attaching  creditor  to  vacate  a  prior 
attachment,  proof  of  a  subsequent  valid  levy  upon  the  same  property 
covered  by  the  prior  attachment,  is  a  necessary  condition  to  initia- 
ting the  proceeding.!']  Until  this  fact  is  established  by  legal  evi- 
dence, the  junior  attaching  creditor  is  a  mere  stranger  having  no 
right  to  intervene.  [*J 

On  a  motion,  by  a  junior  attaching  creditor,  to  vacate  a  prior  attach- 
ment, the  affidavit  of  the  moving  party's  attorrey  that  the 
attachments  had  been  issued,  levied,  &c.,  which  does  not  disclose 
the  source  of  the  information  upon  which  it  is  made,  is  not  suffi- 
cient. [']  Such  an  affiant  does  not  necessarily  have  knowledge  of, 
and  cannot  be  presumed  to  know,  the  several  facts,  so  attempted  to 

be  proven. ['] 
Where  on  a  motion,  by  one  claiming  to  be  a  junior  attaching  creditor, 
to  vacate  two  prior  attachments,  it  appeared  that  after  the  prior 
attachments  were  issued,  an  agreement  in  writing  was  entered  into 
between  the  plaintiff  in  the  prior  attachments,  and  the  assignee  of 
the  attachment  debtor,  hy  which  said  plaintiff  impliedly  abandoned 
any  attempt  to  perfect  a  levy  upon  the  property  of  the  debtor,  in 
consideration  of  the  agreement,  on  the  part  of  the  said  assignee,  to 
hold  the  sum  of  $10,000  in  his  hands,  and  to  pay  it  over  to  the 
plaintiff  in  the  prior  attachment  suits,  in  case  they  eventually 
obtained  judgment  in  such  suits,  and  said  attachments  had  not,  in 
the  meantime  been  vacated  and  Bet  aside,  and  this  agreement  was 
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supplemented  by  an  affidavit  of  the  sheriff  holding  the  attachments 
alleging  not  only  that  he  had  not  levied  upon,  or  acquired  a  lien 
upon  any  property  by  virtue  of  either  of  said  attachments,  but  that 
he  had  never  been  able  to  discover  property  of  the  defendant,  in 
such  attachments  liable  to  be  levied  upon :  Held,  that  the  affidavits 
of  the  several  attorneys  stating  that  the  sheriff  did  levy  upon 
property  under  said  attachments,  without  disclosing  their  means  of 
knowledge  or  the  time  when,  or  the  property  upon  which  the 
pretended  levy  was  made,  did  not  constitute  sufficient  proof  of  the 
fact  alleged  to  raise  a  question  of  evidence  as  to  its  existence  ;[*] 
that  there  was  no  legal  evidence  tending  to  controvert  either  the 
agreement  or  the  facts  stated  in  the  affidavit  of  the  sheriff.  [* J  Also 
Beldj  that  as  neither  of  the  parties  to  the  motion  had  acquired  a  lien 
either  upon  the  same  or  upon  any  property  belonging  to  their  mut- 
ual debtor,  the  moving  party  had  no  legal  interest'  in  the  question 
as  to  the  validity  of  the  said  prior  attachments,  ['J  and  was  not 
entitled  to  move  to  vacate  them;  ["]  that  he  had  no  interest  in  the 
agreement  between  the  assignee  of  tlie  debtor  and  the  prior  attach- 
ment creditoi-s  for  the  reason  that  the  only  obligation  of  the  assignee 
thereunder,  was  to  the  prior  attaching  creditors,  and  such 
obligation  could  not  inure  to  the  benefit  of  other  parties.  [^ J 
Ruppert  V.  Haug  (87  iV.  F.  141;  8.  C,  1  N.  Y.  Civ.  Pro.  411)  [•]  dis- 
tinguished, Tim  V.  Smith  (3  N.  Y.  Civ.  Pro.  347)  affirmed.

RuGER,  Ch.  J. —  In  each  of  the  above  entitled  actions, 
the  appellant,  who  was  a  junior  attaching  creditor, 
sought  to  set  aside  and  vacate  prior  attachments  obtain- 
ed by  the  respective  respondents,  and  levied  upon  the 
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property  of  the  defendant,  Clinton  H.  Smith,  an  insol- 
vent debtor. 

The  motion  was  founded  upon  the  alleged  insuf- 
ficiency of  the  affidavits  upon  which  the  prior  attach- 
ments were  allowed,  and  the  allegation  that  the  appel- 
lants had  acquired  a  lien  by  virtue  of  a  subsequent 
attachment  upon  the  same  property  covered  by  the 
prior  attachments.  The  only  proof  of  the  latter  fact 
was  contained  in  an  affidavit  made  by  the  appellants' 
attorney  and  entitled  in  the  above  actions,  reading  as 
follows  :  "  That  he  is  attorney  for  the  plaintiffs  in  an 
action  brought  in  this  court,  in  which  Nicholas  Schroe- 
der,  and  Henry  C.  Seavers,  are  plaintiffs  and  the  above 
named  defendant  is  defendant;  that  on  or  about 
March  17, 1882,  an  attachment  against  the  property  of 
the  defendant  was  granted  in  said  action  by  Hon. 
Charles  H.  Van  Brunt,  one  of  said  Justices,  and 
the  said  warrant  duly  issued  to  the  sheriff  of  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York,  who  has  by  virtue  thereof 
attached  the  property  of  the  said  defendant.  That  the 
said  attachment  is  in  force,  and  said  action  is  now 
pending.  That  prior  to  the  issuing  of  the  same,  and 
on  or  about  March  9,  1882,  an  attachment,  was  granted 
in  the  above  action  against  the  property  of  the  defend- 
ant, and  by  virtue  thereof  the  sheriff  of  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York  attached  the  property  of  said 
defendant  being  the  same  property  attached  by  the 
attachment  in  the  case  in  which  deponent  is  jJaintiffs' 
attorney.  That  the  attachment  herein  constitutes  a 
prior  lien  to  that  referred  to  therein." 

The  (fuestion  was  raised  in  the  court  below  that  the 
affidavit  furnished  no  sufficient  evidence  of  the  fact 
that  the  appellant  had  acquired  a  lien  upon  the  same 
property  covered  by  the  prior  attachments.  We  think, 
for  several  reasons,  that  the  point  was  well  taken.  It 
does  not  appear  by  the  affidavit  quoted,  which  attach- 
ment was  first  levied  upon  the  property  in  question. 
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The  date  of  the  respective  levies  is  not  given,  and  the 
last  clause  of  the  affidavit  purporting  to  furnish  this 
information,  is  indefinite  and  equivocal.  The  only 
proof  of  either  of  the  levies  in  question,  is  contained 
in  this  afladavit  of  the  attorney-,  and  he  does  not  therein 
disclose  the  source  of  information  upon  which  his 
statements  are  predicated.     He  does  not  even  state 

that  the  attachment  was  duly  issued  or  that  the 
[*]    several  levies  were  duly  made.    Such  an  affiant 

does  not  necessarily  have  knowledge  of,  and  cannot 
be  presumed  to  know  the  several  facts  attempted  to  be 
established  by  his  affidavit  in  this  case.  Their  exist- 
ence depends  not  only  upon  the  official  action  of  several 
persons  acting  independently  of  each  other,  but  also 
upon  the  legal  sufficiency  of  the  papers  upon  which 
their  action  was  based.  It  is  difficult  to  see  how  an 
attorney  can  acquire  such  knowledge  of  the  several  facts 
required  to  be  proved  on  this  motion,  as  entitles  him 
to  give  legal  evidence  of  their  existence. 

Proof  of  a  subsequent  valid  levy  upon  the  same 

property  covered  by  the  prior  attachment  is  a 
[*]    necessary  condition  to  the  right  of  a  subsequent 

creditor  to  initiate  a  proceeding  to  vacate  the  prior 
attachment  {Code  Civ.  Fro.  §682).  Until  this  fact  is 
established  by  legal  evidence,  he  is  a  mere  stranger 
having  no  right  to  intervene.  The  opinion  of  an 
attorney  that  a  lien  has  been  secured,  although  put  in 
the  form  of  an  affidavit,  falls  short  of  the  evide^ice 
required  to  establish  the  jurisdictional  fact  entitling  a 
general  creditor  to  interfere  in  the  disposition  of  his 
debtor's  property. 

In  Ruppert  v.  Hang  (87  iV".  T.  141)*  and  Steuben 

County  Bank  v.  Alberger  (78  N.  T.  262),  the  party 
[']    intervening  was  a  judgment  creditor  and  his  lien 

was  secured  by  a  levy  upon  execution.  A  manifest 
distinction  has  always  been  made  between  the  position 

.       ♦IMF.  Civ.  Fro.  411. 
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of  judgment  and  general  creditors.  The  authorities 
referred  to  by  the  appellant,  therefore,  do  not  support 
the  propositions  to  which  they  were  cited. 

But  a  still  more  serious  objection  to  this  motion  is 
disclosed  by  other  undisputed  facts.  After  the  prior 
attachments  were  issued,  and  apparently  before  the 
attachment  of  the  moving  creditor  had  come  into  the 
sheriff's  hands,  an  agreement  in  writing  was  entered 
into,  between  the  plaintiffs  in  the  prior  attachments 
and  the  assignee  of  the  insolvent  debtor,  by  which  said 
plaintiffs  impliedly  abandoned  any  attempt  to  perfect 
a  levy  upon  the  property  of  the  debtor,  in  consideration 
of  the  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  said  assignee  to 
hold  the  sum  of  $10,000  in  his  hands  and  to  pay  it 
over  to  the  plaintiffs  in  the  prior  attachment  suits,  in 
case  they  eventually  obtain  judgment  in  such  suits, 
and  said  attachments  had  not,  in  the  meanwhile,  been 
vacated  and  set  aside.  This  agreement  is  supplemented 
by  the  affidavit  of  the  sheriff  holding  each  of  the 
several  attachments  referred  to  in  these  proceedings, 
verified  on  April  7,  1882,  and  alleging  not  only  that  he 
had  not  levied  upon,  or  acquired  a  lien  upon  any  prop- 
erty by  virtue  of  either  of  said  attachments,  but  that 
he  had  never  been  able  to  discover  property  of  the 
defendant  in  such  attachments  liable  to  be  levied  upon. 
There  is  no  legal  evidence  in  the  case  tending  to 

controvert  either  the  agreement  or  the  facts  stated 
[']    in  the  affidavit  of    the  sheriff.     The  affidavits  of 

the  several  attorneys,  produced  by  the  moving 
creditor,  stating  that  the  sheriff  did  levy  upon  pro- 
perty under  said  attachments,  without  disclosing 
their  means  of  knowledge,  or  the  time  when,  or  the 
property  upon  which  the  pretended  levy  was  made, 

amount  simply  to  the  opinions  of  the  affiants,  and 
[*]    do  not  constitute  sufficient  proof  of  the  fact  alleged 

to  raise  a  question  of  evidence  as  to  its  existence. 
It,  therefore,  conclusively  appears  that  neither  the 
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appellant  nor  the  respondents   in   this  appeal   have 
liens  either  upon  the  same  or  upon  any  property 

belonging  to  their  mutual  debtor,  and  that  the  ap- 
[•]    pellant  has  no  legal  interest  in  the  question  as  to 

the  validity  of  said  prior  attachments.  Such 
attachments  do  not  stand  in  the  way  of  the  levy  of  the 
appellant's  attachment  upon  any  propert]^  which  he 
may  discover,  liable  to  be  seized  thereon. 

The  appellant  can  have  no  interest  in  the  agreement 
made  between  the  assignee  of  the  debtor  and  the  prior 

attachment  creditors,  for  the  reason  that  the  only 
n    obligation  of  the  assignee  thereunder,  is   to    the 

prior  attaching  creditors,  and  such  obligation  can- 
not inure  to  the  benefit  of  other  parties. 

The  sheriff  has  never  had  possession  of,  or  any 
interest  in  the  moneys  thereby  agreed  to  be  retained  and 
paid  over  by  the  assignee,  and  the  only  effect  of  that 
contract  is  to  create  a  liability  upon  the  part  of  the 
assignee  to  the  prior  attaching  creditors,  upon  the  hap- 
pening of  the  contingencies  therein  provided  for. 
The  sheriff  can  maintain  no  action  upon,  or  has  no 
rights  under  such  agreement.  So  far  as  his  attach- 
ment proceedings  are  concerned,  the  appellant's 
interest  in  the  property  of  his  debtor  can  be  reached  or 
secured  only  through  his  process  in  the  hands  of  the 
sheriff,  and  that  is  ineffectual  to  reach  a  right  of 
action  secured  by  contract  lo  the  prior  attaching 
creditors  alone.     It  thus  appears  quite  evident,  that  the 

appellant  has  not  brought  himself  within  the 
[•]    requirements  of  the  Code,  entitling  him  to  move 

to  vacate  a  prior  attachment. 
The  orders  must,  therefore,  be  affirmed,  with  costs.

StatuU  of  Umitatians, --Proper  farm  of  pleading. — Jt  must  he  distinctly 

alleged  by  specific  answer  that  the  cause  of  action  did  not  accrue 

within    the   period  within  uhidi  t?ie   Code  provides  that  it 

must   be  brought. 

The  provision  of  section  413  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  that  the 
objection  that  the  action  was  not  commenced  within  the  time 
limited  can  be  taken  only  by  answer,  means  that  it  must  be 
distinctly  alleged  by  specific  answer  that  the  cause  of  action  did 
•  not  accrue  within  the  period  within  which  by  previous  sections  of 
the  Code  it  must  be  brought.  ['] 

In  pleading  the  statute  of  limitations,  an  allegation  that  the  cause  of 
actio^i  did  not  accrue  at  any  time  within  six  years  next  before  the 
commencement  of  the  action,  where  that  is  the  time  limited,  is  the 
proper  form,  and  there  seems  to  be  no  excuse  for  tolcrati ug  any 
material  departure  from  that  form.[*] 

Where,  in  an  action  against  an  executor  of  a  deceased  person,  the 
answer  of  a  defendant  set  forth  *'  thai  the  claims  of  the  plaintiff 
mentioned  in  said  complaint,  if  not  wholly  fictitious,  arc  stale  and 
outlawed  demands,  and  have  been  wholly  abandoned  and  lost  by 
the  laches  of  the  plaintiff  in  not  insisting  upon  the  same  during  the 
lifetime  of  the  testator,  with  whom  the  i^laintiff  was  in  daily 
intercourse,  and  the  defendant  claims  the  benefit  of  all  statutes  or 
rules  of  law  or  equity  which  may  be  invoked  for  the  purpose 
of  resisting  the  same,  and  which  the  evidence  presented  upon  the 
trial  may  show  to  be  applicable."  Eeldj  that  this  is  not  a  plea  of 
the  statute  of  limitations. [*,',•]

The  statute  of  limitations  was  properly  pleaded. 
....  The  plaintiff  was  not  misled  by  the  form  of  the 
answer  as  to  this  defense  and  at  least  the  allegation  was 
only  defective  in  form,  and  such  defect  is  cured  by 
the  trial.  De  Grove  v.  Metropolitan  Ins.  Co.,  61  iV.  Y. 
650 ;  Code  Civ.  Pro.  §  721,  subd.  5,  and  §  723  .  .  .  See 
also  Sharpe  v.  Freeman,  45  If.  Y.  802,  808,  809. 

It  was  unnecessary  to  plead  the  statute  of  limita- 
tions. The  complaint  set  forth  a  technical  trust 
against  which  the  statute  could  not  run,  hence,  if  by 
any  possibility  the  plaintiff  should  be  permitted  to 
maintain  any  other  cause  of  action  not  founded  on 
such  technical  trust  the  defendant  is  entitled  to  avail 
himself  of  the  statute  of  limitations  as  no  opportunity 
was  given  to  plead  it.  The  case  is  similar  to  that  of 
Arnold  v.  Angell,  62  N.  Y.  508,  512. 

Davis,  P.  J. — The  first  cause  of  action  set  forth  in 
the  complaint  alleges  that:  *' On  or  about  January 
22nd,  in  the  year  1859,  said  plaintiff  entrusted  to  said 
testator  the  sum  of  $953.72,  which  sum  the  said 
testator  shortly  thereafter  informed  said  plaintiff  he 
had  invested  for  her  at  seven  per  cent,  per  annum." 

To  establish  this  cause  of  action  the  plaintiff  proved 
and  put  in  evidence  an  instrument  in  the  following 
words  and  figures : 

*'  New  York,  January  22,  1859. 
''Dear  Mrs.  Van  Kleeck:  I  have  this  day  received 
from  Mrs.  Meineli,  on  your  account,   $653.72,  which 
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together  with  the  $300.00  you  deposited  in  my  hands 
about  the  1st  of  September  last,  are  now  drawing  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent.  If  I  can  find  an 
opportunity  of  purchasing  a  mortgage  such  as  I  men- 
tioned to  you,  whereby  I  can  without  risk  secure  a 
greater  profit,  I  shall  do  so,  unless  you  wish  to  make 
another  use  of  the  money.  Should  you  desire  to  use 
it  please  let  me  know. 

'*H.  Smales." 

In  respect  to  this  cause  of  action,  the  referee 
has  found  against  the  defendant  solely  on  the  grounds 
that  it  was  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations.  It 
was  insisted  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  that  the  statute 
of  limitations  had  not  been  pleaded  as  a  defense.  The 
referee  overruled  this  objection  and  held  that  the  stat- 
ute was  sufficiently  pleaded. 

The   third  answer  of  the  defendant  is  as   follows : 

''Defendant  further  says,  on  information  and 
[']    belief,  that  the  claims  of  the  plaintiff  mentioned  in 

said  complaint,  if  not  wholly  fictitious,  are  stale 
and  outlawed  demands,  and  have  been  wholly  aban- 
doned and  lost  by  the  laches  of  the  plaintiff  in  not 
insisting  upon  the  same  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
testator,  with  whom  the  plaintiff  was  in  daily  inter- 
course, and  the  defendant  claims  the  benefit  of  all 
statutes  or  rules  of  law  or  equity  which  may  be  invoked 
for  the  purpose  of  resisting  the  same,  and  which  the 
evidence  presented  upon  the  trial  may  show  to  be 
applicable." 

Whatever  this  nondescript  answer  may  be  we  are 
of  opinion  that  it  is  not  a  plea  of  the  statute  of  limi- 
tations.    Section  413  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure, 

declares  that  the  objection  that  the  action  was  not 
[*]    commenced  within  the  time  limited  can  be  taken 

only  by  answer.  This  means  that  it  must  be  dis- 
tinctly alleged  by  specific  answer  that  the  cause  of 
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action  did  not  accrue  within  the  period  within  which 
by  previous  sections  of  the  Code  it  must  be  brought. 
The  form  of  pleading  the  statute  of  limitations  has 
long  been  well  settled.    In  Fisher  v.  Pond  (1  Hill,  672), 

which  was  an  action  on  the  case  against  the  sheriff 
[•]    for  not  returning  a  fi.  fa.,  the  defendant  pleaded 

that  he  was  "not  guilty  within  three  years  next 
before  the  commencement  of  the  suit." 

A  motion  was  made  to  strike  out  this  answer  as 
false.  The  court,  Bronson,  J.,  in  commenting  on  the 
plea,  said,  "  the  plea  may  be  bad  because  it  says  not 
guilty  within  three  years  instead  of  alleging  that  the 
action  did  not  accrue  within  that  time,"  citing  2Ji,  S. 
296,  and  Dyster  v.  Battye,  3  Barn.  <6  Aid.  438,  but 
held  that  the  question  was  not  before  the  court,  as 
neither  a  demurrer  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  the  plea 
as  frivolous  was  made.  Afterwards  in  the  same  case 
in  2  Hill,  338,  the  plaintiff  having  demurred  specially  to 
the  plea  for  not  following  the  statute  in  its  terms,  the 
court  held  that  upon  the  authority  of  Dyster  v.  Battye, 
supra,  "  and  the  reason  of  the  thing,"  the  plea  was 
bad,  and  sustained  the  demurrer.   In  Dyster  v.  Battye, 

in  speaking  of  a  similar  plea.  Abbot,  Ch.  J.,  said, 
[*]     "If  its  import  be  really  the  same  as  an  allegation 

that  the  cause  of  action  did  not  accrue  within  six 
years,  there  can  be  no  reason  assigned  for  a  departure 
from  the  usual  forms.  And  if  its  import  is  different, 
then  it  is  not  a  plea  warranted  by  the  statute,  and, 
certainly,  is  not  a  good  plea  at  the  common  law."     In 

Bell  V.  Yates  (33  Barb.  627),  the  answer  was  that 
[*]    the  causes  of  action  did  not  accrue  at  any  time 

within  six  years  next  before  the  commencement  of 
this  action  ;  and  the  court  held  this  to  be  the  proper 
form  of  pleading  the  statute  of  limitations  under  the 

Code.  Such  a  plea  is  concise  and  plain,  and  pre- 
[•]    sents  the  issue  of  fact   which  the  law   requires, 

to  wit :  whether  the  action  was  commenced  within 
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six  years  after  it  accrued.  There  seems  to  be  no  excuse 
for  tolerating  any  material  departure  from  that  form. 
In  this  case  the  answer  is  that  the  claims  of  the  plaintiff 
"if  not  wholly  fictitious,  are  stale  and  outlawed 
demands,  and  have  been  wholly  abandoned  and  lost  by 
the  laches  of  the  plaintiff  in  not  insisting  upon  the 
same  during  the  life  time  of  the  testator  with  whom 
the  plaintiff  was  in  daily  intercourse."  The  substance 
of  this  answer  is  the  laches  of  the  plaintiff  in  not  insist- 
ing upon  the  claims  during  the  life  time  of  the  testator, 
and  the  object  appears  .to  be  to  assert  such  laches 
as  an  evidence  that  they  are  wholly  fictitious.  The 
answer  looks  more  like  an  attempt  to  avoid  the  odium 
of  setting  up  the  statute  of  limitations  instead  of  one 
to  assert  it  as  a  defense. 

The  question  whether  it  does  assert  that  defense  all 

turns  upon  the  force  of  the  word  outlawed,  for,  if 
[^]    the  sentence  be  read  without  that  word,  probably 

no  one  would  assert  that  it  could  be  construed  to 
be  a  plea  of  the  statute  of  limitations.  But  the  fact 
that  a  demand  is  outlawed,  is  no  defense  without  a 
plea  of  the  statute  of  limitations,  for  no  matter  how 
j)lainly  it  may  appear  upon  the  face  of  the  instrument 
that  more  than  six  or  more  than  any  number  of  years 
has  elapsed  since  the  demand  fell  due,  yet  the  omission 
of  the  plea  of  the  statute  of  limitations  prevents  that 
fact  from  operating  as  a  defense.  To  hold  this  answer 
to  be  such  a  plea  is  equivalent  to  holding  that  it  is 
a  sufficient  answer  under  the  statute  to  assert  that  the 
cause  of  action  alleged  in  the  complaint  is-  stale  and 
outlawed,  which  certainly  would  not  be  a  good  answer, 
because  it  would  not  indicate,  according  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Code,  that  the  defendant  intended 
to  rely  upon  the  force  of  the  statute  of  limitations. 
Nor  do  we  think  that  the  conclusion  of  the  answer 
should  operate  to  make  that  part  already  considered, 
a  plea  of  the  statutes  of  limitation.    It  is  in  these 
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words :  "And  the  defendant  claims  the  benefit  of  all 
statutes,  or  rules  of  law  or  equity  which  may  be 
[•]  invoked  for  the  purpose  of  resisting  the  same,  and 
which  the  evidence  produced  on  the  trial  may 
show  to  be  applicable."  The  only  merit  of  this  part 
of  the  answer  consists  in  its  novelty.  It  surely  cannot 
operate  to  entitle  the  defendant  to  the  benefit  of  any 
statutes  which  the  law  requires  to  be  specially  pleaded. 
The  statute  of  limitations  is  of  that  character  (Code, 
§  413.)  And  a  general  claim  of  the  benefit  of  all  statutes 
or  rules  of  law  or  equity  which  may  be  invoked  for  the 
purpose  of  resisting  a  claim,  is  no  compliance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  section  referred  to.  Indeed,  this 
whole  sentence  is  nothing  more  than  a  declaration  of 
intention  to  take  advantage  of  whatever  may  turn  up 
on  the  trial. 

In  respect  of  the  other  cause  of  actions  set  forth  in 
the  complaint,  there  was  in  the  correspondence  of  the 
testator  considerable  evidence  tending  to  establish  the 
allegation  that  the  parties  did  enter  into  an  arrange- 
ment for  carrying  on  a  household  at  their  joint  expense  ; 
and  if  the  learned  referee  had  found  that  such  an 
arrangement  existed,  it  would  not  have  been  difficult 
to  uphold  the  finding.  It  being  purely  a  question  of 
fact,  however,  his  construction  of  the  correspondence 
and  other  evidence  bearing  upon  that  issue,  is  one 
with  which  we  are  not  inclined  to  interfere,  because, 
upon  the  question  already  considered,  there  must  be  a 
a  new  trial,  at  all  events,  as  the  evidence  stood,  when 
the  case  was  submitted,  the  plaintiff  had  shown  a  just 
claim  against  the  testator  for  his  board  for  a  number 
of  years,  and  such  was  the  opinion  of  the  learned 
referee  as  shown  by  the  concluding  remarks  of  his 
opinion.  He  says,  "The  most  that  can  be  inferred 
is  that  the  testator  was  a  highly  favored  boarder,  and 
under  an  implied  obligation  to  pay  whatever  the 
services  rendered  to  him  were  worth.    No  such  cause 
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of  action  is  set  forth  in  the  complaint,  or  attempted  to 
be  maintained  upon  the  trial."  The  parties  will,  of 
course,  before  a  new  trial  be  liad,  be  at  liberty  to  make 
such  applications  as  they  shall  be  respectively  advised 
in  respect  to  the  amendment  of  the  pleadings.  With 
leave  of  the  court,  the  answer  can  be  amended  so  as 
properly  to  set  up  the  statute  of  limitations  as  a  de- 
fense, and  the  complaint  may  also  in  like  manner  be 
amended  so  as  to  assert  a  claim  for  the  board,  and 
services  rendered  to  the  testator  by  the  plaintiff  and 
with  such  amendments,  the  equitable  claims  and 
legal  defense  will  be  better  represented  upon  a  new 
trial. 

The  judgment  must  be  reversed  and  a  new  trial 
granted  with  costs  to  abide  the  event.

gioes  plaintiff  €t  right  to  elect  eith^er  to  make  deposit  or  JUe  under- 

taking,   and  restricts  court  cls  to  form  of  order. 

It  seems  to  have  been  the  intention  of  the  legislature  by  the  adoption 
of  section  3268  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  to  give  an  absolute 
right  to  a  defendant  to  require  security  for  costs,  unless  he  may 
have  lost  such  right  by  laches.[^]  The  provisions  of  that  section 
are  intended  solely  for  the  benefit  of   the  defendant,   and  bis 
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neglect  to  promptly  avail  himself  of  such  benefit  would  be 
construed  as  a  waiver.  [•] 

Section  3272  of  the  Code  gives  to  a  plaintiff  who  has  been  required  to 
give  security  for  costs,  an  election  to  either  pay  into  court  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  give  an  undertakingf  and  restricts  the 
power  of  the  court  as  to  the  form  of  tlie  order  requiring  security.  ['J 

Where  the  defendant,  in  an  action  in  which  an  infant  suing  by  his 
guardian  ad  litem  was  plaintiff,  appeared  and  obtained  two 
extensions  of  ten  days  each  of  iiis  time  to  answer,  and  upon  procuring 
the  last  one  stipulated  to  accept  short  notice  of  trial,  and  three  days 
after  answering,  obtained  an  order,  exparUj  that  the  plaintiff  give 
security  for  costs,  under  section  8268  of  the  Code, — Held,  that  the 
defendant  had  been  guilty  of  laeJies,  and  thus  waived  his  right  to 
require  such  security,  and  a  motion  to  set  aside  the  order  that 
security  for  costs  be  given  was  properly  granted.  [*]

Appeal  from  aa  order  of  tbe  Kings  county  special 
term  vacating  an  order  requiring  plaintiff  to  file  security 
for  costs. 

This  action  was  commenced  on  September  7^  1882, 
to  recover  $10,000  as  damages  for  personal  injuries 
received  by  the  plaintiff  through  the  alleged  careless- 
ness of  the  defendant.  The  defendant's  time  to  answer 
was  twice  extended  ten  days  by  consent,  and  on  pro- 
curing the  second  extension  his  attorneys  stipulated 
to  accept  short  notice  of  trial  for  the  November  1882 
term.  October  17, 1882,  a  copy  of  the  answer  was  served, 
and  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month  the  court,  upon 
the  ex  parte  application  of  the  defendant,  made  an 
order  requiring  the  plaintiff  within  ten  days  after  serr 
vice  of  a  copy  thereof  on  his  attorney  "  either  to  pay 
into  court  the  sum  of  $250  to  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  costs,  if  any  awarded  against  him,  or  at  his  election 
within  ten  days  to  file  with  the  clerk  of  this  court  an 
undertaking  to  secure  costs  in  the  usual  form  and  in 
compliance  with  the  statute  in  such  cases  made  and 
provided." 
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The  plaintiffs  attorney,  October  30,  1882,  moved  to 
vacate  and  set  aside  this  order,  and  his  motion  was 
granted.  Prom  the  order  thereupon  entered  this  ap- 
peal was  taken.

The  right  of  a  defendant  to  require  security  is 
statutory  and  not  discretionary.  Code,  §  3272 ;  Ashbahs 
V.  Coussin,  2  Sand/.  632 An  irresponsible  guar- 
dian ad  litem  will  be  ordered  to  give  security.

Defendant  by  obtaining  an  extension  of  time  and 
by  answering  did  not  waive  its  right  to  security.  .  .  • 
The  time  within  which  plaintiff  can  require  security 
is  not  limited.  Gedney  v.  Purdy,  47  iVl  Y.  676.  It  is 
proper  to  move  on  pleadings  after  issue  joined.  McDon- 
ald V,  Brass  Goods  Co.,  supra,

The  practice  as  settled  by  the  court  is  that  the 
application,  if  made  to  the  court,  must  be  on  notice  to- 
the  plaintiff ;  if  made  to  a  judge  at  chambers  the  order 
will  be  that  the  plaintiff  file  security  for  costs  within 
twenty  days  after  service  of  the  order  or  show  cause 
on  the  first  day  of  the  next  term,  and  that  in  the  mean- 
time all  proceedings  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  be 
stayed.  Camplin  v.  Pierce,  3  Wend,  445.  .  .  .  Oraham^s 
P.  607  (Edition  1836) ;  Blanchard  v.  Nefle,  6  Hill,  266. 
The  practice  under  the  Code  continued  practically  the 
same.  Cad  well  v.  Heming,  15  Abb.  Pr.  271 ;  24  Bow. 
Pr.  38.  While  an  absolute  order  without  notice  may 
not  be  void,  it  is  irregular  and  should  be  set  aside  on 
motion.    Bronson  v.  Freeman,  8  How.  Pr.  492. 

If  the  defendant  ever  had  a  right  to  the  order,  it 
was  waived  by  appearing  and  answering  in  the  cause 
before  obtaining  the  order.  If  the  defendant  takes 
any  step  in  the  cause  he  waives  security  for  costs. 
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Goodrich  v.  Pendleton,  3  Johns,  Ch.  520.  He  must 
apply  as  soon  as  the  facts  come  to  his  knowledge. 
Long  ©.  Majestre,  1  Johns.  Ch.  202.  It  is  not  impera- 
tive on  the  court  to  grant  the  order  under  all  circum- 
stances.

Pkatt,  J. — It  seems  to  have  been  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  by  the  adoption  of  section  3268  of 
[*]    tlie  new  Code,  to  give  an  absolute  right  to  a  de- 
fendant to  require  security  for  costs,  unless  he  may 
have  lost  such  right  by  laches. 

Section  3272  gives  to  the  plaintiff  a  right  of  election 
to  either  pay  into  court  two  hundred  and  fifty 
P]  dollars  or  give  an  undertaking,  and  restricts  the 
power  of  the  court  as  to  the  form  of  the  order. 
Healy  v.  Twenty- third  St.  R.  R.  Co.,  1  N.  Y.  Civ.  Pro. 
16,  and  cases  there  cited.  Robertson  v.  Barnum,  de- 
cided at  present  general  term  of  this  court,  second 
department.* 

The  provisions  of  section  3268  are  intended  solely 
for  the  benefit  of  the  defendant ;  a  neglect  to 
[■]  promptly  avail  himself  of  such  benefit  would  be 
construed  as  a  waiver.  Wice  v.  Commercial  Fire 
Ins.  Co.,  2  Abb  N.  C.  325;  Broom's  Maxims y  319. 
The  rule  is  too  familiar  to  require  a  citation  of  author- 
ities. 

The  defendant  had  been  guilty  of  laches  and  thus 
waved  his  right  to  require  security  under  section  3268, 
and  although  he  might  have  moved  that  that  security 
should  be  filed,  it  was  discretionary  in  the  court 
whether  or  not  to  grant  the  order.  Instead,  however, 
of  moving  upon  notice  to  the  plaintiff,  he  obtained  an 
ex  parte  order  upon  the  bare  statement.of  the  fact  that 
security  had  not  been  filed. 

Upon  the  hearing  of  the  order  to  show  cause  why 
the  exparie  order  so  obtained  should  not  be  set  aside, 

*  Reported  29  Hun,  657. 
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the  defendant  offered  no  affidavit  to  contradict  the 
proof  made  by  the  plaintiff,  but  relied  npon  section 
3268  of  the  Code. 

Under  these  circumstances,  we  think  the  defendant 
had  waived  his  right,  and  that  there  were  no  facts 
[*]    shown  sufficient  to  justify  an  order  denying  the 
motion. 

Order  appealed  from  affirmed,  with  costs  and 
disbursements.*

orders, — Has  no  tiUe^  personally^  to  funds  placed  in  his  charge^  his 
possession  leing  the  possession  of  the  court,-— Is  not  hound  in  official 
capacity  by  injunction  issued  against  him  personally. — Injunction 
restraining  a  person  from  interfering  with  tfie  property  of  a 
corporation^  does  not  disqualify  him  from  accepting  the  ap- 
pointment of  receiver  of  thecorporaiion^  and  discharging 
all  the  duties  of  such  receitership. — Judgment  creditors 
of  corporation  are  parties  to  sequestration  action 
against  ity  and  bound  by  judgment  therein. — 
The  court  toUl  protect  its  officers  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties^  and  see  that  aU 
persons  toUl  fuUy  embarrassing  them 
are  arrested  and  punished. 

A  receiver  is  simply  an  official  instrument,  used  by  the  court,  to 
execute  its  orders.  He  has  no  title  personally  to  the  fund  placed 
in  his  charge,  and  his  possession  is  the  possession  of  the  court. 
As  receiver  he  represents  a  separate  and  independent  legal  exist- 
ence, and  therefore  an  order  made  in  an  action  brought  against  him 
personally  and  not  as  receiver,  and  not  in  terms  in  any  way  pur- 
porting to  affect  him  in  his  official  character,  has  no  force  or 
bearing  upon  him  in  the  latter  capacity.  [*] 

Where  in  an  action  brought  to  set  aside  the  appointment  of  a  receiver 
of  a  corporation  made  in  an  action  by  a  stockholder  of  the  corpor- 
ation to  preserve  its  property,  he  was  enjoined  from  interfering 
with  the  property  of  the  corporation,  except  to  preserve  it,  and  the 
action  and  injunction  order  was  against  him  personally,  and  not  as 
receiver, — Eeld^  that  he  was  not  restrained  from  acting  in  hia 
official  capacity  as  receiver.  ['] 
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Where,  in  such  a  case,  after  the  injunction  order  was  granted,  the 
receiver  was  again  appointed  receiver  of  the  corporation  in  a  seques- 
tration action,  brought  by  one  of  its  creditors,  and  judgment  was 
subsequently  entered  in  that  action  continuing  the  appointment  of 
the  receiver  and  directing  a  distribution  of  the  assets,  and  after- 
wards final  judgment  was  entered  in  the  stockholder's  action 
discharging  the  receiver  therein,  and  adjudging  that  the  title  to 
all  the  propeily  of  the  corporation  was  in  him  as  receiver  under 
the  judgment  of  distribution  in  the  sequestration  action, — Held^  that, 
as  DO  reference  was  made  in  the  papers  on  which  the  injunction 
order  was  granted  to  the  sequestration  action,  the  injunction  could 
no  more  affect  the  receiver  as  such  in  that  action,  than  it  could  any 
other  person,  whom  the  court  might  have  appointed  as  such^ 
receiver;  [']  that  the  fact  that  an  injunction  order,  restraining  him 
personally  from  interfering  with  the  property  of  the  corporation, 
was  outstanding,  could  not  disqualify  him  from  accepting  the  ap- 
pointment of  receiver  in  a  subsequent  action,  and  discharging  all 
the  duties  thereof.  [^]  Also  Seld,  that,  assuming  that  the  injunction 
did  not  restrain  the  receiver  as  such,  it  did  not  restrain  him  from 
distributing  the  funds  in  bis  hands  under  the  judgment;  that  the 
plaintiffs  in  the  injunction,  being  judgment  creditors  of  the  corpor- 
ation, were  parties  to  the  sequestration  action,  and  the  judgment 
therein  was  therefore  binding  and  conclusive  upon  them,  in  respect 
to  the  matters  decided  therein ;[']  that  it  was  clearly  the  duty  of  the 
receiver  to  obey  the  mandates  of  the  judgment,  the  validity  or  pro-

The  court  in  the  administration  of  funds,  which  are  taken  into  its 
custody,  must  act  through  the  ofiScers  selected  for  that  purpose, 
and  it  is  clearly  its  duty,  nob  only  in  justice  to  them  but  in  respect 
to  its  own  dignity,  to  see  that  they  are  duly  protected  against  need- 
less annoyance  and  interference  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
and  that  all  parties  willfully  embarrassing  them,  are  arrested  and

Application  by  receiver  of  the  defendant  for  instruc- 
tion of  court  as  to  the  payment  of  a  dividend  to  the 
defendant's  creditors.

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion  here  reported. 
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John  L.  Hill  and  L.  W.  Bmerson,  for  receiver  and 
motion. 

Pratt,  J. — ^This  is  an  application  made  by  P.  H. 
Smith,  Esq.,  as  receiver  of  the  defendant,  for  instruc- 
tions as  to  the  payment  of  a  dividend.  Ordinarily,  it 
woald  be  a  waste  of  time  to  write  an  opinion  npon  a 
question  of  this  kind,  bnt  the  peculiar  circumstances 
involved  in  this  matter  seem  to  require  a  brief  state- 
ment of  the  facts  and  the  reasons  for  the  instructions 
to  be  given. 

It  appears  that  the  moneys  in  the  receiver's  hands 
amount  to  about  $100,000,  and  the  debts  proved  to 
$123,000.  There  are  also  some  claims  not  yet  proved, 
amounting  to  about  $9,000,  besides  a  claim  of  Schul- 
hoff  &  Co.  now  in  suit  for  about  $5,000,  which  latter 
demand  is  secured  by  a  deposit  in  the  Union  Trust 
Company,  pending  a  motion  to  vacate  an  attachment 
issued  therein. 

It  is  undoubtedly  the  duty  of  the  receiver  to  dis- 
tribute, without  delay,  a  fair  proportion  of  the  moneys 
in  his  hands  among  the  creditors  whose  claims  are 
proved  and  undisputed,  unless  the  facts  which  we  will 
now  consider  render  such  a  course  improper. 

It  seems  that  on  or  about  December  30, 1882,  Simon 
Danzig  and  others  commenced  an  action  against  Mr. 
Smith  personally  and  the  above  defendant  and  Edward 
H.  Cole,  upon  a  judgment  recovered  by  said'  Danzig 
against  said  association,  for  $383.29,  upon  which  they 
had  issued  an  execution  which  was  outstanding,  alleg- 
ing that  the  appointment  of  said  Smith  as  receiver  in 
an  action  brought  by  said  Cole  as  a  stockholder  against 
the  said  association  was  collusive  and  void,  and  pray- 
ing to  have  his  appointment  set  aside  and  another 
receiver  appointed. 

A  temporary  injunction  was  granted  in  the  action 
against  the  defendants,  with  an  order  to  show  cause 
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why  it  should  not  be  made  perpetnal,  restraining  the 
defendants  therein  from  interfering  with  the  property 
of  said  association,  except  to  preserve  the  same. 

On  December  30,  1882,  Mr.  Smith  was  appointed 
receiver  of  said  association  in  a  sequestration  action 
brought  against  it  by  Lyman  K.  Eddy.  His  appoint- 
ment in  the  Cole  action  was  made  under  section  1810 
of  the  new  Code  to  preserve  the  property. 

On  January  18,  1883,  final  judgment  was  entered 
in  the  Eddy  action,  continuing  the  appointment  of  the 
receiver  and  directing  distribution  of  the  assets,  and 
on  the  12th  day  of  February  following  final  judgment 
was  entered  in  the  Cole  action,  discharging  the  receiver 
therein.and  adjudging  that  the  title  to  all  the  property 
of  said  association  was  in  him  as  a  receiver  under  said 
judgment  of  distribution  in  said  Eddy  action. 

It  therefore  is  clear  that  Mr.  Smith  took  possession 
of  and  preserved  the  property  as  required  in  the  Cole 
action  until  he  took  the  same  as  receiver  in  the  Eddy 
action,  under  which  title  he  now  holds  the  same.  Said 
last  mentioned  action  being  a  regular  proceeding  to 
sequestrate  the  property  of  said  Dress  Association. 

Prior  to  January  8,  1883,  an  action  was  brought  by 
the  receiver  in  this  court  against  said  Danzig  and 
others,  in  which  an  order  of  injunction  was  granted  and 
afterwards  made  permanent,  restraining,  among  other 
things,  all  proceedings  in  the  said  Danzig's  suit  first 
mentioned. 

Now,  the  injunction  order  in  the  suit  of  Danzig  v. 

Smith,  as  we  have  seen,  runs  against  Mr.  Smith 

[*]    personally,  and  not  as  receiver.    It,  therefore,  did 

not  purport  to  and  did  not  restrain  him  from 

acting  in  his  official  capacity  as  receiver,  even  in  the 

Cole  action. 
[*]         A  receiver  is  simply  an  official  instrument  used 
by  the  court  to  execute  its  orders.    He  has  no  title 
personally  to  the  fund  placed  in  his  charge,  and  his 
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possession  is  the  possession  of  the  conrt.  Attorney- 
General  V,  Guardian  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.,  77  iV.  T. 
272.  As  receiver  he  represents  a  separate  and  inde  - 
pendent  legal  existence,  and  an  order,  therefore,  made 
in  an  action  brought  against  him  personally  and  not  as 
receiver,  and  not  in  terms  in  any  way  purporting  to 
affect  him  in  his  official  character,  has  no  force  or  bear- 
ing upon  him  in  the  latter  capacity. 

But  if  there  was  any  ground  upon  which  the  claim 
could  have  been  made  that  the  injunction  order  in 
Danzig  v.  Smith  affected  the  receiver  in  the  Cole  action 
for  the  reason  that  the  Danzig  suit  was  brought  in  part 
to  set  aside  his  appointment  therein,  no  such  ground 
can  be  successfully  urged  now,  for  the  reason  already 
stated,  that  Mr.  Smith  was  appointed  receiver  in  the 
Cole  action  to  preserve  the  property  of  the  association, 
and  final  judgment  has  in  said  action  long  since  been 
rendered,  discharging  him  as  receiver  therein.  And 
further,  also,  he  now  holds  the  property  under  a 
final  judgmsnt  in  the  sequestration  action  brought  by 
Eddy  against  the  said  association.  No  question  is 
raised  of  the  validity  of  any  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
Eddy  action,  and  no  reference  is  made  to  them  in  any 
of  the  papers  upon  which  the  Danzig  injunction  is 
based,  and  it  further  appears  that  no  appeal  has  been 
taken  from  any  order  or  judgment  in  the  sequestration 

action. 
[•]         The  injunction  order  in  question,  therefore,  can 

no  more  affect  him  as  receiver  in  that  action  (^.  €., 
in  the  sequestration  action)  than  it  could  any  other 
person  whom  the  court  might  have  appointed  as  such 

receiver, 
p]         The  fact  that  an  injunction  order  restraining 

Mr.  Smith  personally  from  interfering  with  the 
property  of  the  Co-operative  •  Dress  Association  was 
outstanding,  could  not  disqualify  him  from  accepting 
the  appointment  of  receiver  in  a  subsequent  action 
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and  discharging  all  the  duties  thereof.  He  is  simply 
the  instrument  which  the  court  has  used  and  by  its 
order  has  directed  to  take  charge  of  and  distribute  a 
fund  which  it  has  taken  into  its  possession. 

Any  other  view  would  inevitably  lead  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  court,  by  restraining  Mr.  Smith,  had  en- 
joined itself  from  distributing  the  fund  of  which  it  had 
taken  control.     But,   assuming   that  the  injunction 

order  in  the  Danzig  action  operated   upon  Mr. 
[T    Smith  in  his  capacity  as  receiver,  it  does  not  re- 
strain him  from  distributing  the  funds  in  his  hands 

under  the  judgment  in  this  court. 
[•]         In  the  case  of  Attorney-General  v.  Guardian 

Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  {supra)  the  court  of  appeals 
held  that  "The  creditors  are  parties  to  the  proceeding 
for  the  dissolution  and  winding  up  of  the  corporation 
through  the  receiver,  and  as  such  subject  to  the  con- 
trol of  the  supreme  court."  The  Danzigs  being  judg- 
ment creditors  of  the  Dress  Association  are,  therefore, 

parties  to  the  sequestration  action  in  which  Mr. 
[*]    Smith  is  receiver.    The  judgment  is,   therefore, 

binding  and  conclusive  upon  them  in  respect  to 
the  matters  decided  therein. 

That  judgment  directs  the  receiver  to  distribute  the 
assets  among  the  creditors  of  the  association,  and  it  is 

clearly  his  duty  to  obey  its  mandates,  the  validity 
[•]    or  propriety  of   which  can  only  be   questioned 

in    the    usual    orderly   way  by   appeal  in  that 

action. 
[•]         In  Butler  v.  Niles  (36  Bow.  Pr.  331),  where  ob- 

jection  was  made  to  complying  with  the  terms  of  a 
judgment  because  of  an  injunction,  Monell,  J.,  said: 
"  The  first  answer  to  the  objection  is  that  the  acts  are 
authorized  by  the  judgment  of  this  court  in  a  case 
within  its  jurisdiction  and  powers,  both  as  to  the  sub- 
ject matter  and  the  parties,  which  judgment  is  neces- 
sarily a  complete  justification  of  all  acts  done  under  it.

"It  cannot  be  that  an  act  done  by  the  direction  or 
under  the  authority  of  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion and  forms,  having  before  it  all  the  parties  to  be 
affected,  can  be  questioned  elsewhere.'' 

This  rule  is  old  and  firmly  established  as  any  prin- 
ciple of  the  common  law. 

If  the  Danzigs  had  any  valid  reason  to  prevent  the 
distribution  of  the  fund  in  question  they  should  have 
appeared  in  the  usual  way  in  the  sequestration  action 
and  asked  for  such  relief  as  they  desired,  or  presented 
their  views  to  this  court  on  the  return  of  this  motion, 
of  which  they  had  due  notice.  Rinn  v.  Astor  Fire 
Ins.  Co.,  59  N.  Y.  143.  They  have  none  neither,  and 
the  court  can  see  no  reason  against  the  many  in  favor 
of  the  immediate  payment  of  a  dividend. 

As  we  have  seen,  their  judgment  amounts  to  1383.29. 
The  estate  will  pay  probably  75  or  more  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  of  the  claims,  so  that  their  interest  in  dis- 
pute cannot  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  and  with  that 
they,  alone  of  all  the  creditors,  are  seeking  in  the 
ways  heretofore  described  to  prevent  the  distribution 
of  nearly  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  among  the 
creditors  who  have  proved  and  represent  nearly  the 
total  amount  of  claims  against  the  fund.  A  bare 
statement  of  such  a  contention  renders  comment  un- 
necessary. 

It  appears  from  the  affidavit  of  Mr.  Randall  that 
nearly  every  judgment  recovered  and  every  demand  in 
suit  against  the  association  have  been  proved  in  the 
sequestration  action. 

It  is,  therefore,  difficult  to  see  how  the  proceedings 
of  the  Danzigs  are,  or  are  intended  to  be,  other  than 
vexatious  and  annoying  to  the  receiver.  Their  rights 
cannot  possibly  be  aflfected  injuriously  by  a  distribu- 
tion to  the  creditors,  as  a  fund  far  in  excess  of  the 
amount  of  their  judgment  will  remain  in  the  receiver's 
hands  after  the  payment  of  the  first  dividend. 
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This  alone  is  an  answer  to  the  position  taken  by  the 
Danzigs.    Butler  v.  Niles,  supra. 

The  most  the  Danzigs  can  claim  in  their  action  is 
payment  of  their  judgment,  and  no  court  would  fo^  a 
moment  entertain  the  proposition  that  to  secure  less 
than  $400  the  receiver  is  bound,  or  would  be  justified 
in  holding  back  from  the  creditors  concededly  entitled 
thereto  a  fund  amounting  to  a  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

I  have  examined  this  application  for  instructions 
with  care,  in  order  that  no  improvident  direction  should 
be  given,  and  have  expressed  my  views  thus  at  length 
to  render  it  clear  that  the  instructions  I  shall  give  will 
in  no  way  conflict  with  any  order  of  this  court. 

The  court  in  the  administration  of  funds  which 
[•]    are  taken  into  its  custody  must  act  through  the 
officers  selected  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  not  only  in  justice  to 
them  but  in  respect  to  its  own  dignity,  to  see  that  they 
are  not  only  properly  directed,  but  that  they  are  duly 
protected  against  needless  annoyance  and  interference 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  that  all  parties 
willfully  embarrassing  them  are  arrested  and  punished, 
and  to  that  end  the  court  instructs  the  receiver  in  thjs 
action  to  report  to  it  forthwith  any  interference  with 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  trust. 

I  am  clearly  satisfied  from  all  the  facts  laid  before 
me  that  the  receiver  can  safely  and  properly  pay  a  divi- 
dend of  sixty  per  cent,  immediately  to  all  the  creditors 
whose  claims  are  proved  and  accepted. 

An  order  to  that  effect  may  be  entered.

JjCtUm  against  corporation  for  sequestration  of  its  property. — It  seemSj 

that  a  final  decree  of  sequestration  toorks  a  practiced  dissolution  of 

a  corporation. — Assets  of  corporation  first  suhjeet  to  claims  of 

•creditors  existing  at  time  of  appointment  of  receiver  in 

sequestration  action. — Claim  for  damages  for  breach 

of  contract  after  appointment  of  receiver  cannot  he 

paid  out  of  such  fund. 

The  provisions  of  the  Code  that  in  an  action  for  the  sequestration  of 
the  property  of  a  corporation,  its  property,  after  the  payment  of 
creditors,  should  be  distributed  among  the  stockholders  instead  of 
being  returned  to  the  corporation,  seem  to  indicate  that  a  final 
decree  of  sequestration  works  a  practical  dissolution  of  the 
corporation. 

A  corporation  entered  into  an  agreement  with  one  '*L.'^  whereby  it 
employed  him  for  one  year  as  its  superintendent,  at  a  salary  of 
(10,000  per  annum.  Seven  months  thereafter,  a  receiver  of  its 
property  was  appointed  in  a  sequestration  action  and  the  receiver 
forthwith  discharged  **L.'*  A  judgment  of  sequestrating  and 
directing  a  distribution  of  the  property  of  the  corporation  was 
thereafter  entered  and  a  dividend  of  sixty  per  cent,  declared  by  the 
receiver.  **  L."  presented  to  him  a  claim  for  damages  sustained  by 
reason  of  such  discharge,  which  the  received  rejected.  **L."  there- 
upon moved  that  his  claim  be  allowed,  and  the  receiver  directed  to 
pay  him  a  dividend  thereon,  ffeld^  that  while  this  case  could  be 
distinguished  from  that  of  the  People  v.  The  Qlobo  Mutual  Life 
Insurance  Company  (16  Weekly  Digest  225),  wherein  it  was  held 
that  a  judgment  dissolving  an  insolvent  insurance  company 
terminated  a  contract  of  employnlent  of  an  agent  made  by  it,  the 
principle  of  that  case  was  applicable;  also  Jieldy  that  ^'L.'*  was 
not,  at  the  time  of  ap}H)inting  the  receiver,  a  creditor  of  the 
corporation;  that  the  assets  of  the  company  were  subject  to  claims 
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of  the  creditors  then  existing,   and   such  claims  mast  be  first 
satisfied  before  the  fund  could  be  used  for  another  purpose. 

Eincaid  «.  Dwindle  (59  3/1  71  548),  distinguished ;  People  v.  Globe 

Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  (16  Week.  Dig.  225),  followed. 
(Decided  May  21,  1883.) 

Petition  by  Charles  H.  P.  Lyman  for  an  order  ad- 
justing and  allowing  his  claim  against  the  defendant 
at  $2,000,  and  directing  its  receiver  to  pay  him  a  divi- 
dend thereon  of  60  per  cent. 

This  action  was  broiight  by  plaintiff,  who  is  a  judg- 
ment creditor  of  the  defendant,  to  secure  the  seques- 
tration and  distribution  of  the  property  of  the 
defendant.. 

Freeling  H.  Smith  was  appointed  receiver  of  the 
defendant  December  26,  1882,  in  an  action  brought  by 
a  stockholder  against  it  to  preserve  its  property,  De- 
cember 30,  1882,  said  Smith  was  appointed  receiver  of 
the  defendant  in  this  action.  January  18,  1883,  judg- 
ment was  entered  in  this  action,  continuing  the  receiv- 
ership of  said  Smith  and  directing  a  distribution  of 
the  assets  of  the  defendant  among  its  creditors. 

The  petitioner,  claiming  to  be  a  creditoifof  the  de- 
fendant, duly  proved  and  presented  his  claim  against 
the  defendant  to  the  receiver,  who  rejected  it.  The 
claim  arose  as  follows :  On  the  13th  of  May,  1882,  a 
contract,  in  writing,  between  the  petitioner  and  defend- 
ant was  entered  into,  whereby  the  petitioner  was  em- 
ployed by  the  defendant  as  its  general  manager  at  a 
salary  of  $10,000  per  annum,  and  he  thereupon  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  continued  to  per- 
form them  until  December  30,  1882,  when  he  was  dis- 
charged by  the  receiver. 

The  petitioner  endeavored  to  obtain  employment, 
and  on  or  about  February  12,  1883,  secured  a  position 
with  Lord  &  Taylor,  of  New  York  city,  at  a  salary  oC 
$300  per  month  from  said  February  12,  1883.    He  has 
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received  from  the  defendant  in  cash  and  merchandise 
$6,426.76,  and  will  receive  from  Lord  &  Taylor  for  his 
services  up  to  May  15,  1883,  $930.  By  reason  of  these 
facts  the  petitioner  asserts  that  he  has  been  damaged 
$2,643.24,  but  he  agreed  with  the  receiver  thattis  dam- 
ages should  be  fixed  and  adjusted  at  $2,000,  provided 
the  court  should  determine  upon  this  application  that 
the  assets  of  the  defendant  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver 
are  liable  therefor. 

The  receiver,  under  instructions  from  the  court,  has 
declared  and  is  paying  a  dividend  of  60  per  cent.,  to 
the  creditors  of  the  defendant,  and  the  petitioner  seeks 
to  share  in  that  dividend.

J.  L.  Hill  and  L.  W.  Eme^son^  for  receiver,  op- 
posed. 

CuLLEN,  J. — While  this  case  can  be  distinguished 
from  that  of  the  People  v.  Globe  Mutual  life  Insur- 
ance Company,*  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  prin- 
cipal of  that  case  is  applicable  to  the  one  at  bar. 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Code,  that  the  prop- 
erty, after  the  payment  of  creditors,  should  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  stockholders  instead  of  being 
returned  to  the  corporation,  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  a  final  decree  of  sequestration  works  a  practical 
dissolution  of  the  corporation. 

The  case  of  Kincaid  «.  Dwinelle,  69  N.  T.  548,  arose 
before  the  present  Code,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  in 
that  case  a  receiver,  pendente  lite  only,  had  been  ap-

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pointed,  and  no  final  decree  had  been  entered  in  the 
action. 

But  however  that  may  be,  I  think  the  petitioner 
was  not  at  the  time  of  appointing  the  receiver  a  cred- 
itor of  the  corporation.    There  was  no  breach  of  the^ 
contract  between  him  and  the  company.    It  might  be 
that  no  liability  would  accrue  under  such  contract.^ 
The  assets  of  the  company  are  subject  to  claims  of 
creditors  then  existing.    Such  claims  must   be  first 
satisfied  before  the  fund  can  be  used  for  another  pur- 
pose.   If  the  company  continues  in  existence  he  may. 
have  a  valid  claim  against  it,  but  I  do  not  think  he  is 
entitled  to  share  in  the  fund  now  in  court,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  creditors.

CONCORD  GRANITE  COMPANY,  Respokdent,  v.

Payment  of  note  by  {ndorser  after  action  brought  thereon  against  fnaher^ 
does   not    cause   action    to   abate, — Indorser   may  ask   to   be 

substituted  as  plaintiff. 

Where,  after  an  action  was  brought  on  a  promissory  note  against  its 
maker,  an  indorser  paid  ti,  and  the  maker  set  up  such  payment  as  a 
defense, — Held,  that  the  indorser,  by  the  payment,  acquired  a 
cause  of  action  against  the  maker  and  might  have  asked  a  substitu- 
tion as  plaintiff ;  that  the  action  did  not  abate,  but  was  properly 
continued  by  the  original  plaintiff,  and  that  the  payment  in  no 
way  enured  as  a  defense  to  the  defendant. 

Concord  Granite  Co.  v.  French  (8  JV.  F.  Civ.  Pro,  66),  affirmed. 

{Decided  June  30,  1883.) 
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Appeal  from  judgment  of  the  general  term  of  the 
N.  Y.  marine  court  affirming  judgment  rendered  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiflE  at  a  trial  term  thereof. 

This  action  was  commenced  by  the  service  of  the 
summons  and  complaint  on  May  15,  1882,  and  was 
brought  to  recover  $500,  protest  fees  and  interest  on  a 
promissory  note  made  by  the  defendant  and  indorsed 
by  the  Smith  Granite  Company  of  Rhode  Island.  On 
May  22  the  defendant  answered,  and  about  May  24  the 
indorser,  The  Smith  Granite  Company,  paid  the  note, 
which  was  thereupon  delivered  to  it  by  the  plaintiflF. 
May  24,  1882,  the  defendant  amended  his  answer  and 
set  up  such  payment  as  a  defense.

Cephas  Brainerd^  for  respondent. 

Payment  by  the  drawer  or  indorser  does  not  dis- 
charge the  acceptor  or  maker.  2  Daniel  on  Negotiable 
Insts.  §  1237.  The  drawer  or  indorser  on  payment  of 
a  bill  or  note  acquires  the  rights  of  the  holder  as 
against  the  acceptor  or  maker.  Id.  §  1223 Sub- 
rogation is  the  equitable  incident  of  payment  by  an 
indorser,  and  the  plaintiff  in  this  action  would  have 
violated  its  duty  had  it  discontinued  this  action,  the 
indorser  having  discharged  his  liability  and  became 
the  owner  of  the  note,  pendente  lite.  Dixon  on  Sub- 
rogation^ ch.  vi.;  8heldx>n  on  Subrogation^  §§  181,  182 
(where  tl\e  cases  are  collected).  Griffin  v.  Hampton,  21 
Oeo.  198,  and  Lancaster  Bank  v.  Boggs,  7  Watts  <t 
Serg.  331,  are  contrary  to  the  current  authority.  See 
Sheldon  on  Subrogation^  163,  §  137.  The  courts  of  this 
state  are  solicitous  to  maintain  the  rights  of  sureties. 
See  cases  cited  in  Sheldon  on  Subrogation^  159,  §  137. 

Beach,  J. — This  action  was  properly  brought  against 
the  defendant  as  maker  of  the  note.    Thereafter,  and 
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before  answer,  the  snm  due  upon  it  was  paid  the  plain- 
tiff, presumably  by  the  payee  and  indorser,  and  the 
defendant,  among  other  minor  defenses,  alleged  in  his 
answer,  that  such  payment  was  made  by  the  indorser, 
and  the  plaintiJBE  was  not  the  real  party  in  interest. 
The  learned  court  below  was  not  called  upon  to  decide 
any  other  question.  It  was  found  that  the  indorser 
did  not  pay  until  after  the  commencement  of  this 
action. 

It  seems  the  contention  between  the  parties  only 
affects  the  question  of  costs.  If  the  payment  averred 
in  the  answer  was  in  fact  made  by  the  defendant  it 
would  have  been  better  to  have  i)lead  the  truth.  The 
defendant  should  now  be  held  to  his  averment. 

The  evidence  contained  in  the  record  shows  the 
truth  of  the  allegation  in  the  answer  that  the  note  was 
paid  by  the  Smith  Granite  Company,  payee  and  indorser 
to  the  plaintiff  as  holder  after,  this  action  was 
brought.  This  fact  in  no  way  enured  as  a  defense  to 
the  defendant.  His  liability  could  only  be  met  in  this 
case  from  payment  by  him  {Edwards  on  Bills^  636 ; 
Story  on  Promissory  Notes^  §  401 ;  Havens  v.  Hunting- 
ton, 1  Cow.  387). 

The  Smith  Granite  Company,  by  the  payment,  ac- 
quired a  cause  of  action  against  the  defendant,  and 
might  have  asked  a  substitute  as  plaintiff  here ;  but 
the  action  did  not  abate,  and,  under  the  circumstances, 
was  properly  continued  by  the  original  plaintiff  {Code 
Civ.  Pro.  §§755,  756).  What  may  result  to  the  de- 
fendant if  a  correct  disposition  of  the  issue  be  made 
is  of  no  importance,  especially  under  the  supposition 
entertained  by  me  from  the  evidence  that  his  answer 
was  interposed  with  an  intention  of  gaining  a  technical 
advantage,  or  escaping  the  payment  of  costs,  for  which 
he  was  properly  liable. 

In  regard  to  the  legal  status  of  the  three  parties,  I

concur  in  the  view  so  clearly    expressed  by  Judge 
McAdam  in  the  court  below. 

The  judgment  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs  and 
disbursements.

(h'der  to  take  the  depoHtian  oftcUness  to  he  need  on  motion. — What  mtut 
be  shown  in  affidavit  on  which  it  is  granted. 

It  must  appear  from  the  affidavit  on  which  an  order  to  take  the 
deposition  of  a  witness  to  be  used  on  a  motion  is  granted,  that  the 
person  sought  to  be  examined  refused  to  make  an  affidavit  of  facts 
which  were  within  his  knowledge ;  it  must  specify  the  nature  of 
the  motion,  and  must  show  that  the  affidavit  or  deposition  is 
necessary  thereon.  Where  there  was  nothing  stated  in  the  affidavit 
on  which  such  an  order  was  granted  to  show  what  facts  the  person 
sought  to  be  examined  was  requested  to  depose  to,  or  what  facts 
the  plaintiff  believed  were  within  his  knowledge, — Held^  that  there 
was  nothing  to  show  how  the  deposition  was  material  or  necessary 
on  the  motion,  and  the  order  should  be  vacated. 

{Decided  July  27,  1883.) 

Motion  to  set  aside  an  order  appointing  a  referee  to 
take  the  deposition  of  a  witness  on  a  motion. 

The  plaintiff,  July  20,  1883,  procured  an  order  ap- 
pointing a  referee  under  §  885  of  the  Code  to  take  the 
deposition  of  Louis  Fitzgerald,  who  was  not  a  party  to 
the  action,  to  be  used  on  a  motion  therein  on  the  affi- 
davit of  the  plaintiff's  attorney,  setting  forth  that  on 
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July  17, 1883,  the  defendant  served  on  him  an  order 
granted  in  this  action,  requiring  the  plaintiflf  to  show 
cause  on  July  23,  1883,  at  12  o'clock,  noon,  why  an 
order  entered  herein  December  26, 1882,  restraining  the 
defendant  from  paying  dividends  on  $15,526,590  of 
stock  of  the  defendant,  declared  by  the  court  to  be 
illegal  and  void,  should  not  be  so  modified  as  to  allow 
and  authorize  the  payment  by  the  defendant  of  a  divi- 
dend declared  by  it  June  13,  1883  ;  that  he  intended  in 
good  faith  to  resist  said  application  to  modily  said 
order  and  the  affidavit  or  deposition  of  Louis  Fitz- 
gerald, who  is  not  a  party  to  this  action,  was  necessary 
to  him  in  doing  so  ;  that  he  had  applied  to  said  Fitz- 
gerald to  make  such  affidavit  and  he  had  declined  to 
do  so  ;  that  the  said  Fitzgerald  is  president  of  the  Mer- 
cantile Trust  Company  of  the  City  of  New  York  ;  that 
an  arrangement  had  been  made  between  Jay  Gould, 
one  of  the  directors  and  the  principal  stockholder  of 
the  defendant,  and  the  Mercantile  Trust  Company,  by 
which  the  said  Trust  Company  undertook  and  agreed 
to  pay  to  the  holders  of  said  "illegal  and  spurious 
stock"  the  dividend  declared  bv  the  defendant  June 
13  ;  and  that  the  said  Mercantile  Trust  Company  com- 
menced the  payment  of  such  dividend  on  July  16,  and 
had  paid  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  of  said  dividend. 

This  motion  was  made  by  said  Fitzgerald  to  set 
aside  the  order  so  obtained  by  the  plaintiff.  The  mo- 
tion was  made  upon  his  affidavit  and  the  affidavit  of 
one  C.  C.  Demming.  Mr.  Fitzgerald  in  his  affidavit 
states  that  he  never  refused  to  make  an  affidavit,  in 
this  action  touching  the  payment  of  the  Western  Union 
dividend  ;  that  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiff  called  at 
the  office  of  the  Trust  Company  and  said  that  he  wanted 
to  get  from  him  an  affidavit  as  to  the  payment  of  the 
said  dividend,  and  he  replied  that  if  he,  said  attorney, 
would  show  the  affidavit  to  the  counsel  of  the  Trust 
Company  and  they  said  it  was  all  regular,  he  would

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sign  it ;  that  in  about  15  minutes  said  attorney  returned 
with  Mr.  Deniming,  who  was  from  the  office  of  the 
counsel  for  the  Trust  Company,  and  Mr.  Demming 
stated,  '*  These  people  (referring  to  said  attorney)  want' 
to  make  an  ex  parte  examination  of  you,  and  we  ad- 
vise you  not  to  submit  to  it  without  an  order  from  the 
court,"  to  which  he,  the  deponent,  assented ;  that  at 
no  time  was  any  affidavit  presented  to  him  with  the 
request  to  sign  the  same,  nor  did  he  at  any  time  refuse 
to  make  an  affidavit  of  the  facts,  and  that  *'  he  only 
refused  under  advice  of  counsel  as  above,  which  was  a 
^  refusal  to  submit  to  an  ea:  par^c  examination."     Mr. 
Demming's  affidavit,  besides  corroborating  Mr.  Fitz- 
gerald's account  of  his  second  conversation  with  the 
plaintiflf's    attorney,  states  that  he  is  the    managing 
clerk  of  Messrs.  Alexander  &  Green,  the  counsel  for 
the  Trust  Comi3any ;  that  on  July  20  the  plaintiff's 
attorney  called  at  the  office  of  said  Alexander  &  Green 
and  stated  to  him  that  he  desired  to  examine  the  presi-

Ingkaiiam,  J. — It  appears  by  the  affidavit  of  Mr, 
Fitzgerald  that  he  did  not  understand  that  Mr.  Sessions 
requested  him  to  make  an  affidavit,  and  that  he  did 
not  refuse  to  make  one.  His  statement  is  corroborated 
by  the  affidavit  of  Mr.  Demming.  Section  885  of  the 
Code  requires  it  to  appear  that  the  person  sought  to  be 
examined  should  refuse  to  make  an  affidavit  of  the 
facts  which  were  within  his  knowledge.  I  cannot  say 
from  the  affidavits  submitted  that  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Fitzgerald  did  refuse  to  make  such  an  affidavit.  There 
is  an  objection  to  the  affidavit  on  which  the  order  was 
obtained  which,  I  think,  is  fatal  to  the  order.  The 
section  in  question  provides  that  the  affidavit  must 
specify  the  nature  of  the  motion  and  must  show  that 
the  affidavit  or  deposition  is  necessary  thereon. 

There  is  nothing  stated  in  the  affidavit  on  which  ihe 
order  was  granted  to  show  what  facts  the  person  sought 
to  be  examined  was  requested  to  depose  to,  or  what 
facts  the  plaintiff  believes  are  within  his  knowledge, 
and  consequently  there  is  nothing  to  show  how  the 
deposition  was  material  or  necessary  on  the  motion.
